Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates : 

^  In  this  crisis,  I  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  convene 

you  in  extraordinary  session,  in  order  that  the  freshly  chosen  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  may  consult,  and  devise  such  measures  as 
will  be  calculated  to  meet  the  existing  emergency  in  public  affairs. 
The  war  has  now  been  in  progress  for  more  than  two  years  and  a 
half,  and  has  been  prosecuted  against  us  with  a  ferocity  unparalleled 
in  all  past  struggles  between  contending  parties.  It  has  been  con- 
ducted upon  the  avowed  principle  of  subjugating  us,  either  by  force 
of  arms,  or  by  visiting  upon  our  people  the  horrors  of  famine. 
Hence  it  is,  that,  foiled  and  defeated  again  and  again  upon  the  field 
of  battle,  they  have  adopted  the  policy  of  desolating  our  farms,  de- 
stroying our  crops,  burning  our  dwellings,  stealing  and  carrying 
away  our  property,  leaving  our  wives  and  children  to  perish  by  the 
slow  torture  of  starvation.  It  is  no  longer  a  war  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  old  Union,  as  it  was  originally  proclaimed  to  be,  but  it 
has  degenerated  into  a  war  for  the  emancipation'  of  our  slaves ;  and 
this  purpose  the  administration  at  Washington  propose  to  accom- 
plish, even  if  the  extermination  of  the  white  race,  of  all  ages,  sexes 
and  conditions,  of  the  Southern  Confederacy,  shall  be  the  result. 
We  have  no  alternative,  therefore,  but  to  defend  ourselves  with  all 
the  power,  energy  and  ability  we  can  command.  We  must  succeed, 
if  we  would  be  a  free  and  independent  people,  worthy  of  the  illus- 
trious ancestry  from  which  we  descended.  To  succeed,  we  must 
have  union,  harmony,  concert,  conciliation,  courage,  energy  and  de- 
termined resolution  on  the  part  of  rulers  and  people.  We  must  cul- 
tivate one  towards  another  the  noble  virtues  of /prudence,  toleration, 
charity  and  forbearance. 
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With  tliese  general  remarks,  I  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  such 
Bnbjocts  as  arc  of  special  interest  at  this  time,  and  ib  my  judgment 
demand  legislative  action. 

The  subject  first  in  importance,  so  far  as  the  commonwealth  is  con- 
cerned, is  the  best  means  of  providing  an  adequate  force  for  the  local 
defence  of  the  state  against  invasion  or  raids,  and  for  the  execution 
of  the  laws  in  case  a  resort  to  force  shall  at  any  time  become  neces- 
Kiry.  TJKi  entire  military  force  of  the  state  has  been  absorbed  by 
tlu^  conscription  law,  and  we  are  thus  left,  in  a  time  of  greatest  peril, 
with  no  militia  organization  for  the  defence  of  the  commonwealth. 
This  want  can  be  and  must  be  supplied  with  as  little  delay  as  practi- 
cable. 

As  to  the  plan  of  raising  this  force,  I  am  aware  there  is  roiich  di- 
versity (jf  opinion.  The  difference,  however,  is  reconciUible,  if  the 
Btibjcct  is  considered  and  discussed  in  a  patriotic  spirit. 

Let  a  force,  to  consist  of  all  able-bodied  persons  between  the  ages 
of  sixteen  and  sixty,  not  in  the  confederate  service,  be  organized, 
corresjionding  with  the  force  now  organized  in  the  cities  of  Rich- 
mond, Petersburg  and  Lynchburg.  Let  them  be  regularly  enrolled, 
formed  into  companies,  battalions  and  regiments,  and  officered  in  such 
manner  as  will  be  most  likely  to  secure  efficient,  intelligent  and  ener- 
getic men.  They  should  be  drilled  at  proper  intervals,  so  as  to  be 
well  instructed  in  the  evolutions  and  the  manual,  and  prepared  for 
efficient  service  whenever  the  necessity  shall  arise.  The  act  should 
also  define  what  is  local  defence,  as  there  is  much  contrariety  of 
opinion  in  regard  to  it.  Some  think  local  defence  consists  in  remain- 
ing at  home,  and  under  no  circumstances  to  be  taken  out  of  the  city 
or  county  in  whicli.the  company  is  organized.  This,  in  my  view,  is 
a  most  mistaken  notion  of  the  meaning  of  the  term  "local  defence;" 
and  if  it  is  to  prevail,  will  work  great  mischief,  and  render  the  organi- 
zation of  little  value  in  giving  protection  to  our  people.  My  opinion 
is,  that  if  the  city  of  Richmond  can  be  defended  more  certainly  fifty 
miles  from  it  than  immediately  around  it  or  in  it,  that  locality  is  the 
proper  place  for  its  defence,  and  the  local  militia  should  be  required 
to  make  the  defence  there.  The  officer  charged  with  the  defence  of 
any  particular  locality  is  presumed  to  be  better  acquainted  with  the 
mode  of  defi-nding  it,  and  the  best  point  for  defending  it  successfully, 
and  he  should  direct  all  troops  so  as  best  to  secure  the  end  desired. 

The  object  of  such  organizations  should  be,  to  give  adequate  pro- 
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tection  to  all  parts  of  the  commonwealth.  We  must  not  only  pro- 
vide for  the  defence  of  the  counties,  cities  and  towns,  by  the  local 
forces  in  and  immediately  around  them,  but  we  must,  under  the  law 
which  is  proposed  to  be  passed,  have  authorit}'^  to  order  others  from 
contiguous  counties  to  their  aid  and  support.  A  force,  whose  opera- 
tions is  to  be  confined  by  county,  city  or  town  boundaries,  can  prove 
of  but  little  value  in  checking  raids,  or  in  executing  and  enforcing 
obedience  to  the  laws. 

This  organization  should  be  made  to  embriice  the  foreign  population 
who  are  located  amongst  us.  This  foreign  population  may  be  said  to 
consist  of  three  classes:  First,  those  who  have  been  regularly  natu- 
ralized, and  who  are  therefore  citizens  embraced  by  our  laws  relating 
to  the  public  defence;  second,  those  who  are  domiciliated  amongst 
us,  and  have  been  living  in  our  midst  and  prosecuting  various  branches 
of  business,  and  who  left  their  native  land  with  no  purpose  or  inten- 
tion of  returning  to  it;  and  lastly,  those  who  are  temporarily  sojourn- 
ing amongst  us.  The  first  class  are  in  service  under  our  militia  laws, 
and  the  second  class  should  be  required  to  go  into  service  for  public 
defence  of  the  soil  on  which  th.ey  reside.  The  latter  class,  who  are 
sojourners,  engaged  in  no  regular  business,  should  be  exempt.  I  re- 
commend, therefore,  that  in  your  legislation  upon  this  subject,  the 
second  class  above  referred  to  shall  be  clearly  and  distinctly  em- 
braced. 

On  this  subject  I  desire  to  present  another  recommendation,  in  re- 
gard to  the  act  passed  by  your  predecessors  on  the  20th  day  of  No- 
vember 1SG2,  authorizing  persons  of  certain  religious  denominations 
in  the  state  to  exempt  themselves  from  military  service  in  the  war, 
by  the  payment  of  five  hundred  dollars  each.  Stibsequently  congress 
passed  an  act  of  like  character;  and  these  persons  availed  themselves 
of  it,  and  were  discharged  from  liability  to  all  military  service  in  the 
confederate  army.  I  regard  this  provision  as  substantially  a  viola- 
tion of  the  constitution,  inasmuch  as  it  grants  exemptions  to  certain 
classes  of  persons,  which  are  not  granted  to  others. 

In  this  war,  all  classes  who  reside  amongst  us  should  be  required 
to  perform  duty  of  some  sort,  if  they  are  within  the  military  age. 
If  they  are  imwilling  to  bear  arms,  there  are  various  other  duties 
connected  with  the  army  and  the  general  defence,  which  they  can 
perform,  and  which  they  should  be  required  to  perform.  They  arc 
eitizens,  property  liolders  to  a  large  extent,  interested  tJierefwe  in  all 
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that  concerns  other  citizens,  and  should  be  required  to  perform  their 
part.  In  some  countries  this  class  of  persons  are  required  to  aid  in 
the  construction  of  fortifications,  and  I  see  no  just  reason  why  they 
should  not  be  required  to  do  so  here.  This  branch  of  defence  must 
be  maintained  by  somebody;  and  if  their  religious  convictions  will 
not  allow  them  to  go  into  the  ranks  for  the  defence  and  maintenance 
of  the  common  cause,  why  cannot  they  do  this? 

It  will  not  do  to  say  that  they  are  opposed  to  war,  and  can  da 
nothing  that  will  tend  to  its  prosecution.  The  law  is  based  upon 
the  principle  that  they  are  bound  to  do  something — otherwise,  they 
would  not  be  taxed  the  sum  of  $500  each.  That  money  goes  into 
the  treasury,  and  is  drawn  therefrom  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
war — and  to  this  extent  at  least,  they  are  aiding  and  supporting  it. 
If  they  can  aid  to  the  extent  of  five  hundred  dollars  in  money,  can 
they  not  aid  by  labor  or  other  service? 

A  state  of  war  imposes  a  personal  obligation  upon  every  citizen 
within  the  military  age,  and  he  should  be  required  to  discharge  it. 
When  the  country  is  invaded,  our  dwellings  burned,  our  lands  laid 
waste,  our  property  destroyed  or  carried  away,  our  citizens  imprisoned, 
jt  is  their  duty  to  step  forward  promptly  and  aid  in  repelling  the  in- 
vader. Ministers  and  members  of  other  religious  denominations, 
equally  as  conscientious,  are  in  the  field.  I  recommend,  therefore, 
that  this  law  be  repealed. 

Besides  these  provisions,  stringent  regulations  should  be  adopted 
to  prevent  desertion  or  straggling  from  service  without  leave.  It 
ought  to  be  made  the  duty  of  the  local  militia  to  arrest  any  officer  or 
soldier  found  abroad  from  his  corps  without  a  furlough,  and  cause 
him  to  be  forthwith  returned  to  his  position  or  delivered  to  the  near- 
est provost  marshal.  The  officers  in  command  in  any  city  or  county 
through  which  such  persons  might  be  passing  or  sojourning,  might 
be  invested  v.'ith  like  authority,  and  be  clothed  with  power  to  detail 
a  sufficient  number  of  men  to  make  the  arrest  effective,  and  to  com- 
pel the  parties  in  default  to  render  the  service  to  which  they  are 
liable.  It  might  also  vi'ith  propriety  be  made  the  duty  of  company 
officers,  at  regular  intervals,  to  report  all  persons  who  have  not  been 
exempted  and  who  are  liable  to  conscription,  that  our  armies  may 
be  kept  full  and  efficient,  and  at  all  times  be  prepared  to  meet  and 
repel  the  enemy.  Any  act  you  may  pass  should  provide  for  the 
speedy  and  certain  punishment  of  all  who  fail  or  refuse  to  obey  law- 
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ful  orders,  and  prescribe  some  mode  for  the  removal  of  incompetent 
or  unfaithful  officers.  The  experience  of  the  last  two  years  renders 
legislation  upon  this  subject  necessary. 

The  time  has  come  when  it  is  absolutely  indispensable  that  we 
should  omit  nothing  which  promises  protection  to  our  people  and 
success  to  our  cause.  An  unscrupulous  enemy  is  pursuing  us  with  a 
spirit  of  malignity  and  vindictivencss  that  respects  neither  the  rights 
of  persons  nor  of  property.  We  must  be  active  and  untiring  in  our 
efforts  to  repel  him  ;  and  to  accomplish  this,  w^e  must  call  forth  all 
our  able-bodied  men,  and  prepare  them  for  the  most  efficient  service. 

No  army  can  expect  a  continued  current  of  success.  We  may, 
nay  we  must  expect  to  meet  with  reverses,  and  we  must  be  jirepared 
for  them.  Instead  of  discouraging,  they  should  only  stimulate  us  to 
increased  efforts — should  call  forth  redoubled  energy — should  bind  us 
more  closely  together,  and  inspire  us  with  a  more  determined  spirit 
mid  courage.  If  our  forefatliers  had  permitted  reverses  to  crush  their 
spirit  or  paralyze  their  energies  and  efforts,  the  American  revolution 
never  would  have  proved  a  success,  and  the  independence  of  our 
country  would  never  have  been  achieved.  They  passed  through 
storms  and  trials  far  greater  than  any  that  have  fallen  to  us  in  this 
contest.  The  men,  old  and  young,  sustained  and  supported  the 
cause  w.ith  hearty  good  will ;  and  as  the  clouds  gathered  and  the 
prospect  of  success  seemed  to  grow  more  desperate  and  hopeless,  they 
became  more  and  more  resolved  and  determined.  The  noble  wompn 
of  that  day,  while  their  fathers,  husbands  and  sons  were  engaged  in 
fighting  the  battles  and  driving  back  the  invader,  planted  and  gathered 
the  crops  by  which  the  army  was  sustained.  We  have  not  been  re- 
-duced  to  such  straits  yot,  nor  is  it  probable  we  shall  be.  But  the 
women  of  the  present  day  have  show^n  a  self-sacrificing  spirit,  in-. 
<iucing  them  incessantly  to  work,  and  showing  that  they  are  ready- 
to  emulate  such  an  example.  They  have  displayed  a  generous  devo- 
tion, which  should  awake  the  sluggards,  and  animate  and  cheer  the 
gloomy  and  desponding. 

There  are  in  all  communities  some  people  whose  eyes  always  fall 
■upon  the  dark  side  of  every  picture,  and  who  are  disposed  to  succumb 
«t  even  the  indications  of  disaster.  It  would  be  remarkable  if  we 
had  not  some  such  amongst  us;  but  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the 
number  is  very  small,  even  in  those  portions  of  our  state  which  have 
heen  overrun  by  the  enemy.     The  spirit  and  courage  of  the  large 
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mass  of  the  people  has  never  flagged.  Each  new  wrong  has  inspired 
new  resolution.  Each  new  outrage  has  but  nerved  them  for  a  more 
determined  and  desperate  struggle  in  behalf  of  the  cause.  Virginia 
went  into  this  contest  after  the  most  serious  and  calm  consideration — 
with  a  firm  resolve  to  do  her  w^hole  duty  to  herself  and  her  con- 
federate sisters — to  take  all  the  consequences,  however  horrible  they 
mi"-ht  be.  Her  people  have  never  quailed — nor  have  they  murmured 
under  the  repeated  wrongs  and  aggressions  they  have  suffered.  She 
was  not  the  first  to  enter  this  struggle,  nor  will  she  be  the  first  to  sue 
for  peace,  unless  that  peace  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  unqualified 
recognition  of  the  independence  of  the  Southern  Confederacy. 

The  report  of  the  adjutant  general,  accompanied  by  a  bill,  is  here- 
with submitted,  and  to  it  your  attention  is  respectfully  invited. 
Creneral  Richardson's  intelligence  and  experience  in  all  military  mat- 
ters entitles  his  views  to  great  respect,  and  I  confidently  commend 
^them  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

The  general  assembly  at  its  last  session  prescribed  that  no  con- 
federate issues  of  a  date  anterior  to  April  6th,  ISG3,  should  be  re- 
ceived in  payment  of  state  taxes.  I  am  unable  to  comprehend  either 
the  wisdom  or  policy  of  this  legislation.  It  is  calculated  to  impair 
confidence  in  the  currency  of  the  confederate  government,  and  in- 
deed in  almost  the  only  currency  in  circulation  in  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  state.  If  these  issues  are  not  to  be  receivable  in  payment 
of  state  taxes,  it  is  inferable,  at  least  by  those  who  are  not  fully  in- 
formed in  regard  to  such  questions^  that  it  is  because  those  issues  are 
not  as  valuable  as  subsequent  issues  by  the  government,  or  for  some 
cause  or  other  they  have  not  been  considered  a  safe  or  reliable  cir- 
culating medium.  No  matter  what  caused  the  exclusion,  it  is  per- 
fectly plain  that  the  effect  has  been  to  depreciate  the  currency,  and 
to  arouse  in  the  public  mind  the  suspicion  that  it  will  not  ultimately 
be  redeemed.  Very  few  persons  in  ordinary  business  transactions 
etop  to  examine  the  particular  date  of  a  note  which  they  are  about 
to  receive.  Very  few  can  remember  the  particular  date  of  the  note 
discredited  by  the  law.  The  consequence  is,  as  soon  as  they  ascer- 
tain that  notes  of  some  dates  are  not  receivable  in  payment  of  taxes, 
and  they  do  not  know  which,  they  become  shy  of  receiving  any,  and 
all  are  discredited.  When  they  are  told  that  some  of  the  banks  will 
not  receive  them  on  deposit,  and  that  some  of  the  rail  road  and  other 
transportation  companies  will  not  receive  them  for  fare  or  freight, 
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they  of  course  refuse  to  receive  them,  and  a  general  depreciation  en- 
sues, whicl:\  it  will  be  found  next  to  impossible  thereafter  to  prevent. 

In  very  nmny  cases  this  money  has  been  paid  to  our  soldiers,  and 
by  them  sent  home  to  pay  their  taxes.  Some  such  cases  have  been 
brought  to  my  knowledge;  and  the  persons  who. were  in  this  situa- 
tion, on  finding  that  it  was  not  receivable  in  payment  of  state  taxes, 
have  very  naturally  complained.  If  the  money  was  good  enough  to 
pay  the  soldier,  who  receives  but  eleven  dollars  per  month,  why  is 
it  not  good  enough  to  satisfy  the  claim  of  the  state  when  her  agent 
applies  for  state  dues?  f  We  have  no  state  bank  circulation,  we  have''''^ 
no  state  treasury  note  circulation,  both  of  these  descriptions  of  notes 
having  been  hoarded  as  fiist  as  they  could  be  collected  by  moneyed 
men.)  The  consequence,  therefore,  is,  that  the  holders  of  the  repu- 
diated confederate  issues  are  driven  to  the  necessity  of  shaving  off 
those  they  have,  in  order  to  procure  such  as  will  enable  them  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  statg.  While  it  was  not  the  intention  of 
the  legislature  to  place  the  tax  payers  in  this  condition,  such  is  inevi- 
tably its  effect.  They  must  have  such  money  as  will  answer  the  pur- 
pose, and  to  obtain  it  they  must  apply  to  such  persons  as  have  it, 
and  must  pay  them  such  price  in  these  rejected  confederate  issues  as 
will  command  it. 

The  only  reason  I  have  ever  heard  assigned  in  justification  of  this 
legislation  is,  that  it  \Vas  designed  to  force  persons  holding  this  cur- 
rency to  fund  in  confederate  bonds,  and  thus  retire  it  from  circulation. 
This  would  all  be  very  well  if  every  man  who  had  these  issues  in 
hand  had  no  use  for  them  either  for  the  support  of  his  family  or  the 
payment  of  debts.  It  unfortunately  happens,  however,  for  this 
theorj',  that  four-fifths  of  the  community  have  no  money  to  invest. 
All  they  receive  they  have  present  and  pressing  use  for,  to  relievo 
their  daily  wants  and  the  wants  of  those  dependent  upon  them. 
Funding,  with  all  such,  is  therefore  an  impossibility,  and  the  circula- 
tion thus  rejected  cannot  be  retired  in  this  way. 

Congress,  feeling  the  difficulty,  and  desirous  to  compel  the  funding, 
passed  an  act  which  provides  that  all  notes  of  issues  previous  to  De- 
cember 1st,  1862,  should  be  fundable  in  eight  per  cent,  bonds,  if  pre- 
Bcnted  by  the  22d  day  of  April  1SG3  :  if  not  presented  by  that  day, 
but  presented  before  the  1st  of  August  1S63,  they  were  then  fund- 
able in  seven  per  cent,  bonds ;  and  these  issues  are  not  fundable  at 
all  after  the  1st  of  August.  Notes  issued  after  December  1st,  1862, 
ii 
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are  fundable  in  seven  per  cent  bonds  until  August  1st,  1S63,  and 
after  that  date  in  four  per  cent,  bonds.  Notes  issued  after  April  1st, 
1S33,  are  fundable  in  six  per  cent,  bonds,  if  presented  in  tvv^e 
months  from  their  issue;  but  if  not  so  presented,  they  are  fundable 
in  four  per  cent,  bonds.  This  looks  to  me  very  much  like  a  repudia- 
tion to  some  extent  of  the  obligations  assumed  by  the  goveriiment ; 
and  it  is  not,  therefore,  surprising  that  such  legislation  should  have 
created  uneasiness  in  the  public  mind,  and  aided  in  bringing  about 
depreciation,  and  a  want  of  confidence  in  the  ultimate  payment  of 
these  obligations.  , 

Other  legislation  on  the  part  of  congress  has  tended  strongly  to 
produce  the  same  conclusion  in  the  public  mind.  The  mode  in 
which  taxes  are  to  be  assessed  upon  credits  in  certain  contingencies, 
may  be  mentioned  as  one  that  tends  directly  to  the  discredit  of  the 
currencv.  Better  far  would  it  have  been  to  make  these  issues  a  legal 
tender  in  payment  of  debts,  than  to  resort  to  a  compulsory  process 
like  this  to  force  its  reception  by  the  cre'ditor:  and  w^hile  this  is  being 
(lone,  our  legislature  is  urged  to  reject  the  same  paper  issues  in  pay- 
njent  of  state  taxes  ! 

When  the  government  casts  suspicion  upon  its  currency,  and  the 
state  governments  and  the  banks  and  rail  road  companies  do  the  same 
thing,  the  people  may  well  become  alarmed.  The  consequences  can- 
not fail  to  be  most  disastrous.  We  cannot  change  the  action  of  con- 
gress, but  we  can  remedy  the  errors  of  our  ow^n  legislation,  and  thus 
show  that  we  are  disposed  to  uphold  the  credit  and  currency  of  the 
Confederacy. 

The  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  convicts  in  the  peniten- 
tiary is  exhausted,  and  it  is  necessary  that  further  provision  be  made 
at  the  earliest  moment  for  their  maintenance  during  the  year.  This 
h  owing  to  the  fact  tl)at  the  prices  of  all  articles  necessary  for  the 
convicts  hj;ve  greatly  increased,  and  are  still  advancing.  The  condi- 
tion of  the  country  must  be  kept  steadily  in  view  when  legislating 
on  subjects  of  this-  kind,  and  we  must,  in  regulating  appropriations, 
bear  in  mind  that  all  articles  of  prime  necessity  have  increased,  and 
will  continue  to  increase,  unless  some  speedy  measures  are  adopted 
to  reduce  the  redundancy  of  the  currency.  Besides,  the  convicts  are 
increasing,  and  the  experience  of  the  last  six  months  warrants  the 
conclusion  that  the  number  will  be  uncommonly  large  before  the 
close  of  the  year.    The  legitimate  offspring  of  a  state  of  war  are 
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lawlessness  and  crime,  and  during  its  continuance,  therefore,  we 
may  reasonably  calculate  upon  an  unusual  increase  of  convicts. 
There  are  now  nearly  three  hundred  and  fifty  confined  in  a  prison 
intended  originally  to  accommodate  two  hundred  and  fifty. 

In  previous  messages  I  have  earnestly  invited  the  attention  of  the 
legislature  to  the  affairs  of  the  penitentiary,  and  the  management  of 
the  institution  and  the  convicts.  I  have  always  believed,  and  still 
think,  that  with  prudent,  judicious  and  energetic  management,  the 
labor  of  the  convicts  would  support  the  institution,  and  pay  a  hand- 
some revenue  into  the  treasury  annually.  I  take  pleasure  in  saying, 
that  under  the  ])resent  superintendent  the  discipline  and  manage- 
ment is  greatly  improved.  I  have  heretofore  submitted  various  re- 
commendations, in  my  communications  to  the  two  houses;  and  with- 
out repeating  those  recommendations,  I  will  content  myself  with 
calling  attention  to  them.  They  are  accessible  to  all,  having  been 
published  in  the  documents  of  the  past  three  years.  In  this  connec- 
tion I  also  invite  your  attention  to  the  very  able  report  on  this  sub- 
jeci  prepared  by  Commissioners  Haymond,  Johnston  and  Campbell. 
This  report  contains  recommendations  and  suggestions  of  much  value 
and  importance,  and  I  commend  them  to  your  favorable  considera- 
tion. 

This  is  a  matter  of  practical  importance,  and  requires  early  atten- 
tion. The  interests  of  the  slate  demand  that  the  reforming  hand  of 
the  legislature  should  be  applied  to  it.  With  a  regular  supply  of 
raw  material,  so  as  to  keep  the  convicts  constantly  employed,  and 
with  an  intelligent  and  judicious  application  of  their  labor,  we  may 
reasonably  hope  that  the  institution  will  ■  be  self-sustaining,  if  no 
more. 

I  submit  the  report  of  Captain  Edwd.  H.  Fitzhugh,  now  in  charge 
of  the  quartermaster  general's  office,  to  which  I  invite  your  attention. 
It  presents  a  clear  and  succinct  statement  of  the  condition  of  affairs 
in  that  office  from  the  organization  of  the  state  line  forces  to  the  prc- 
eent  time,  and  will  doubtless  be  read  with  great  interest,  especially 
when  it  is  recollected  that  just  before  the  state  line  troops  were  dis- 
banded it  was  quite  currently  charged  that  the  entire  appropriation 
had  been  expended.  This  report  shows  that  the  sum  of  one  million 
two  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  had  been  drawn  from 
the  treasury  for  that  department,  and  that  since  the  force  was  dis- 
banded, six  hundred  and  sixteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventeea 
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dollars  and  ninety-two  cents  had  been  refunded,  leaving  the  actual 
cost  of  the  state  line  forces,  so  far  as  that  department  is  concerned, 
six  hundred  and  eight  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars 
and  eight  cents.  Other  property  now  being  collected,  and  which  will 
be  turned  over  to  the  confederate  government,  will  further  reduce  the 
•cost.  No  report  has  been  received  from  the  paymaster  general's 
department. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  appropriate  and  becoming  that  I  should 
refer  to  the  distinguished  commander  of  the  state  line,  whose  race  is 
run,  whose  labors  are  ended,  and  who  now  quietly  sleeps  with  the 
dead.  General  P^loyd  was  no  ordinary  man.  He  was  blessed  with 
rare  intellectual  endowments.  He  possessed  uncommon  energy  and 
great  piiysical  endurance.  His  information  was  varied,  extensive 
and  valuable.  As  an  orator,  he  had  few  superiors — as  a  statesman, 
he  was  equal  to  any  of  the  men  of  his  day — and  as  a  patriot,  devoted 
to  his  country  and  his  country's  cause,  his  services  in  this  war  best 
attest  his  merits.  He  was  equal  to  every  position  to  which  he  was 
called — as  delegate  in  the  general  assembly,  as  governor  of  this  state, 
as  secretary  of  war  under  the  old  government,  as  brigadier  general 
commanding  the  confederate  troops,  or  as  major  general  commanding 
the  state  line.  When  the  news  of  his  death  reached  this  city,  I 
caused  the  state  flag  to  be  displayed  at  half  mast,  and  the  offices  to 
be  closed  for  the  day,  in  token  of  respect  for  his  memory. 

On  the  29th 'day  of  August  last  a  requisition  was  made  upon  me 
by  the  secretary  of  war  for  5,340  slaves,  to  w^ork  upon  the  fortifica- 
tions around  Richmond.  Copies  of  the  papers  are  herewith  sub- 
mitted to  your  consideration ;  and  I  particularly  invite  your  attention 
to  the  draft  made  upon  the  several  counties.  The  apportionment 
upon  tiie  counties  seems  to  be  entirely  arbitrary,  and  bears  very  un- 
equally. In  some  cases  five  per  cent,  of  the  slaves  is  called  for,  and 
in  other  cases  less  than  one  per  cent.  Thus,  Amelia,  with  upwards 
of  7,000  skves  assessed  with  taxes  in  1862,  is  required  to  furnish 
50,  while  Alleghany,  with  less  than  700,  is  required  to  furnish  30. 
The  county  of  Albemarle,  with  12,681,  is  called  upon  for  200,  while 
Brunswick,  with  9,212,  is  called  upon  for  250.  The  county  of 
Augusta,  with  4,430,  is  .called  upon  for  80,  while  the  county  of 
Rockingham,  with  2,164,  is  called  upon  for  100.  Hanover,  with 
8,621,  is  called  upon  for  30,  while  Prince  Edward,  with  6,998,  is 
called  upon  for  150.  These  examples  will  suffice  to  show  how  un- 
equally this  burden  is  distributed ;  and  I  trust  that  some  amendment 
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will  be  made  to  the  law,  which  will  afford  protection  against  such 
inequality. 

The  law  requires  that  "  the  value  of  such  slaves  as  may  escape 
from  the  confederate  authorities  and  not  return  to  their  owners,  or 
be  seized  or  be  killed  by  the  public  enemy,  or  may,  by  want  of  due 
diligence  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  of  the  Confederate  States,  in 
any  manner  be  lost  to  the  owners,  shall  be  pafd  by  the  Confederate 
States  to  the  owners  of  such  slaves;  and  in  like  manner  compensa- 
tion shall  be  made  for  any  injury  to  slaves  arising  from  the  want  of 
due  diligence  on  the    part  of  the  authorities  of  the   Confederate 
States."     Many  cases  of  peculiar  hardship,  arising  from  the  loss  of 
slaves,  have  been  brought  to  my  attention,  and  much  complaint  has 
been  made  by  the  owners,  in  consequence  of  the  fact  that  thay  have, 
not  received  the  value  as  provided  for  in  tins  act.     In  several  cases 
the  only  slave  capable  of  field  labor  that  the  owner  possessed  has 
been  lost,  and  coinpensation  not  having  been  made,  he  has  been  un- 
able to  supply  his  place.     If  tlie  value  had  been  promptly  paid,  the 
hardship  in  such  cases  would  have  been  greatly  relieved.     I  invoke 
your  early  attention  to  this  subject,  of  so  much  importance  to  our 
common  constituents. 

In  my  last  message  I  recommended  an  increase  of  the  salaries  of 
the  officers  and  employees  of  the  government,  and  assigned  tlie  rea- 
sons which  prompted  the  recommendation.  Subsequent  experience 
has  greatly  strengthened  those  reasons;  and  I  now  therefore,  without 
repeating  them,  renew  the  recommendation,  in  the  earnest  hope  that 
it  will  meet  your  approval. 

I  have  received  a  communication  from  the  president  of  the  Central 
rail  road,  enclosing  a  report  made  to  him  by  the  superintendent,  on 
a  subject  of  great  importance  to  the  road,  and  not  less  to  the  state 
and  the  Confederacy.  The  demands  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers and  freight  over  this  and  the  other  rail  roads  of  the  state, 
have  been  very  great,  and  the  roads  have  been  severely  taxed  to  meet 
them.  So  far  they  have  fully  met  the  demands;  but  it  is  apparent 
to.any  person  who  will  pass  over  them,  that  extensive  repairs  are  now 
much  needed,  and  must  be  made,  or  they  will  be  broken  down  and 
rendered  useless.  Besides,  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  procu- 
ring cross  ties  and  the  necessary  supply  of  wood  for  fuel.  Labor  is 
indispensably  necessary  to  relieve  them;  and  so  far  as  legislation  can 
aid  them,  I  am  satisfied  it  will  be  chcerfullv  extended. 
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The  Central,  Orange  and  Alexandria,  and  the  Virginia  and  Tennes- 
see roads  have  more  to  apprehend  from  raids  than  any  of  the  other 
roads  in  the  state;  and  this  apprehension  makes  it  difficult  to  pro- 
cure labor  on  reasonable,  or  indeed  on  any  terms,  The  owners  of 
slaves  are  unwilling  to  hire  them  on  these  lines,  lest  they  may  be 
seized  and  carried  off,  dr  may  be  induced  to  abscond.  Under  these 
circumstances,  they  .very  properly  desire  that  the  subject  shall  be 
brought  to  your  attention.  The  papers  are  herewith  submitted  ;  and 
I  trust  your  wisdom  will  enable  you  to  devise  some  measure  of  relief. 

I  communicate  herewith,  the  reports  of  the  board  of  visitors,  the 
superintendent  and  the  surgeon  of  the  Virginia  military  institute; 
and  I  commend  them  to  your  consideration.  They  are  deeply  inte- 
resting; and  notwithstanding  the  embarrassments  of  the  times,  they 
show  that  the  institution  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  When 
the  institution  was  reopened,  it  was  seriously  apprehended  that  it 
would  be  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  procure  the  requisite  supplies 
for  clothing  and  feeding  the  cadets;  but  I  take  pleasure  in  saying 
that  the  judgment  and  energy  of  the  superintendent  have  overcome 
all  difficulties,  and  the  operations  of  the  school  have  been  regularly 
kept  up.  The  institute  has  strongly 'commended  itself  to  the  foster- 
ing care  of  the  general  assembly  and  the  people  of  Virginia,  and  I 
cannot  too  earnestly  press  its  claims  upon  your  support  and  favor. 
I  trust  it  will  be  your  pleasure  to  adopt  the  recommendations  made 
in  the  reports,  and  thus  place  it  upon  a  firm  and  enduring  basis,  arid 
enable'it  gradually  to  extend  the  sphere  of  its  usefulness. 

Since  the  commencement  of  this  war,  Virginia  has  been  called 
upon  to  mourn  over  the  loss  of  many  of  her  gallant  sons;  but  of  all 
her  jewels,  the  most  brilliant  was  the  illustrious  Lieutenant  General 
Tliomas  J.  Jackson — a  graduate  of  West  Point — highly  distinguished 
in  the  Mexican  war,  and  at  the  opening  of  the  present  war  a  quiet 
and  unpretending  professor  in  our  state  military  institute  He  was 
called  from  the  professor's  chair  to  the  field  ;  and  his  sagacity,  his 
energy  and  the  unparalleled  success  which  crowned  his  efforts,  won 
for  him  a  reputation  that  made  him  the  pride  of  his  own  state — en- 
deared him  to  the  people  of  the  Confederacy — attracted  to  him  the 
attention  of  the  nations  of  the  earth,  and  compelled  the  respect  and 
admiration  even  of  those  heartless  enemies  who  have  drenched  our 
land  in  blood,  and  brought  wailing  and  lamentation  to  the  firesides 
of  thousands  of  their  own  misguided  people.     For  decision  of  cha- 
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racter — for  stern  and  unbending  resolution — for  pure  and  elevated 
patriotism — for  sound  and  inflexible  integrity,  and  for  prompt  and 
energetic  action,  he  was  surpassed  by  no  man  of  his  times.  The 
record  of  his  achievements  will  constitute  some  of  the  brightest 
pages  in  the  history  of  the  war,  whtn  that  history  shall  have  been 
written.  His  reputation  as  a  military  leader  of  the  highest  ability 
and  merit,  has  been  fairly  and  firmly  established  in  the  judgment  of 
the  army  and  the  country,  and  his  name  will  be  honored  and  his  fame 
will  be  cherished 

"  While  the  earth  bears  a  plant,  or  the  sea  rolls  a  wave." 

General  Jackson  was  not  only  a  great  man,  but  he  was  emphati- 
cally a  good  man.  He  was  pure  and  upright,  earnest  and  honest, 
conscientious  and  true  in  his  intercourse  with  the  world.  In  all  the 
relations  of  life,  as  a  son,  a  husband,  a  father  and  a  citizen,  he  was 
faithful  and  reliable.  As  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  his 
"walk  and  conversation"  attested  the  sincerity  of  his  profession. 
The  death  of  such  a  man,  and  at  such  a  time,  could  not  fail  to  pro- 
duce the  most  profound  sensation  throughout  the  Confederacy.  He 
had  won  the  confidence  of  the  people  of  all  classes.  Their  aflections 
were  entwined  around  him — their  hopes  centered  in  him — and  they 
looked  to  him  as  one  of  the  great  instruments  provided  by  an  all-wise 
Providence  for  their  deliverance,  and  for  the  establishment  of  their 
independence  upon  a  new  basis.  His  death  was  regarded  as  a  na- 
tional calamity,  and  it  was  succeeded  by  manifestations  of  the  most 
heartfelt  erief  and  the  most  sincere  sorrow.

He  has  passed  from  life,  but  his  example  is  still  left  to  encourage 
and  stimulate  us  to  greater  exertions  in  the  noble  cause  in  which  we 
are  engaged.  That  example  cannot  fail  to  exert  a  most  powerful 
influence  in  awaking  our  dormant  energies — in  rousing  us  up  to 
greater  efforts — in  inspiring  us  with  greater  zeal,  and  in  animating 
us  with  a  nobler  spirit  and  a  more  determined  courage.  His  whole 
soul  was  in  the,  cause,  and  he  performed  his  duty  cheerfully  and  with 
the  most  scrupulous  fidelity.  The  redemption  of  the  people  from 
the  yoke  of  Yankee  tyranny  was  the  object  nearest  his  heart,  and  to 
its  accomplishment  he  directed  his  eflx)rts.  The  cheeks  of  the  de- 
serters and  stragglers  and  laggards  should  burn  with  shame  when 
contemplating  his  devotion  and  his  self-sacrificing  spirit.  They  should 
appreciate  such  an  example,  and  should  resolve  at  once  to  emulate 
it,  and  should  return  to  the  path  of  duty  with  a  fixed  purpose  to  re- 
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lieve  tlieir  land  from  the  tread  of  tlie  invader,  or,  as  he  did,  sacrifice 
their  lives  in  the  effort.  If  such  shall  be  the  result,  he  will  not  have 
died  in  vain.  The  sacrifice,  great  as  it  was,  will  impress  upon  the 
countr}'  an  invaluable  lesson  for  the  instruction  of  the  present  and 
future  generations. 

The  extortioner  is  still  pursuing  his  heartless  traffic  and  amassing 
his  gains.  The  war  to  him  is  a  God-send,  and  he  would  not  have  it 
terminated  for  any  earthly  consideration.  He  shares  none  of  its 
hardships — he  suffers  none  of  its  dangers.  He  has  perhaps  hired  a 
substitute,  who,  for  a  pecuniary  consideration,  agreed  to  be  shot  at 
in  his  place.  Such  men  are  found  every  where  throughout  the  Con- 
federacy; and  it  is  time  something  were  done  to  put  an  end  to  their 
money-making  business. 

I  have  been  investigating  this  subject,  in  the  hope  that  I  would  be 
able  to  make  some  practical  recommendation  that  would  check,  if  it. 
did  not  eradicate  this  evil.  In  the  first  volume  of  the  Revised  Code 
of  1819,  page  551,  I  find  an  act  which  was  passed  in  1777,  entitled 
"an  act  to  prevent  forestalling,  regrating,  engrossing  and  public  ven- 
dues ;"  which,  with  very  slight  amendments,  would,  if  re-enacted, 
check  in  great  measure  this  growing  evil.  I  invite  your  attention  to 
it,  and  recommend  that  some  similar  act  be  passed  at  this  session. 

The  finances  of  the  state  are  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition — 
much  more  prosperous  indeed  than  could  have  been  anticipated,  un- 
der the  circumstances  which  surround  us.  The  numerous  demands 
made  upon  the  treasury  have  been  promptly  met  and  satisfied.  Our 
revenue  is  increasing,  and  the  people,  with  that  noble  spirit  vi-hich 
has  ever  characterized  Virginians,  cheerfully  pay  their  taxes,  and  thus 
maintain  the  credit  and  uphold  the  character  of  the  commo'nwealth. 

I  suggest  whether  it  would  not  be  wise  to  dispose  of  the  interest 
which  the  state  holds  in  our  various  internal  improvement  companies, 
under  such  restrictions  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  and  apply  the  pro- 
ceeds arising  therefrom  to  the  payment  of  the  state  debt.  We  could 
at  this  time  dispose  of  these  stocks  to  great  advantage ;  and  such  an 
application  of  the  proceeds  would  reduce  the  debt  to  a  comparatively 
small  sum.  It  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  extinguish  our  debt  as 
rapidly  as  possible,  and  any  measure  which  will  produce  this  result, 
will  greatly  increase  public  confidence.

Sir: 

In  responding  to  your  call  for  a  plan  of  organization  for  home  defence,  I  re- 
spectfully refer,  in  part,  to  the  following  portion  of  my  report  of  December  1862 : 

"  PUBLIC  DEFENCE. 

The  whole  militia  of  the  state  having  been  absorbed  by  what  is  known  as  the  conscript 
laws,  there  remains  no  organized  military  force,  even  for  home  defence.  Every  man  who  is 
able,  ought  now  to  be  required  to  bear  arms,  without  regard  to  age — if  not  for  the  more  ac- 
tive service  of  the  field,  at  least  for  protection  and  defence  at  home.  I  therefore  respectfully 
recommend  a  prompt  and  effective  organization  upon  this  principle,  under  such  regulations 
as  the  legislatiu'e  may  deem  necessary  and  appropriate.  So  soon  as  that  can  be  effected, 
there  shoi.ild  be  afc-cxamination  of  all  cases  of  exemption  granted  by  the  local  boards,  un- 
der the  act  of  February  IS,  1862.  It  is  very  well  known  that  many  exemptions  have  been 
improperly  granted,  and  that  there  are  at  this  time  a  number  of  as  able-bodied  men  as  any 
in  the  army,  still  claiming  and  enjoying  the  benefit  of  exemptions,  which  either  ought  never 
to  have  be(%  given,  or  M-hich  were  given  by  reason  of  physical  disabilities  existing  at  the 
time,  but  which,  in  very  many  cases,  exist  no  longer." 

We  have  now  to  rely  only  upon  the  remnant  of  militia  of  the  line  who  may  have  been 
left  after  the  enrollment  of  conscripts  to  forty-five  years  of  age,  and  upon  .such  white  males 
of  sixteen  years  and  upwards  as  may  be  capable  of  bearing  arms — all  of  whom  should  be 
immediately  eni-olled  and  organized  for  that  purpose.  The  existiag  arrangement  of  divisions, 
brigades  and  regiments  should  be  preserved,  and  it  will  be  more  effective  and  simple  to  fill 
up  the  regiments  with  this  force,  so  far  as  its  numbers  may  admit,  than  to  classify  it  any' 
way.  It  will,  too,  be  more  in  accordance  with  the  circumstances  and  habits  of  the  people, 
and  consequently,  I  think,  more  .acceptable  to  them.  Tiie  elective  principle  is  altogether 
out  of  place  in  any  military  organization ;  and  therefore  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  restrict 
the  elections  to  company  ofiicers  only,  giving  authority  to  the  governor  to  nominate,  and  by 
advice  of  the  senate,  to  appoint  the  field  officers.  In  like  manner,  I  think  it  will  be  expe- 
dient to  fill  such  vacancies  as  exist  in  the  line  of  general  officers.  But  whatever  plan  the 
legislature  may  adopt,  the  force  organized  should  not  be  limited  in  its  service  to  counties 
and  cities,  but  the  most  effective  portion  of  it  should  be  required,  in  cases  of  emergency,  to 
serve  any  where  within  the  state,  leaving  the  weaker  portion  at  home  fV>r  the  preservation  of 
order  and  domestic  security. 

It  is  not  to  be  apprehended  that  any  son  of  Virginia  will  shrink  from  a  duty  so  urgently 
needed  at  the  present  juncture.  It  will  bo  recollected  by  many  that  in  the  year  1814,  when 
the  national  capitol  at  Washington  was  burned  by  the  British  army,  and  Richmond  was 
supposed  to  be  in  danger,  the  people  of  all  ages,  without  waiting  to  be  called,  flocked  hither 
to  defend  their  own  capital.  This  war  has  shown  that  they  are  still  as  brave  and  true  as 
any  who  have  gone  before  them. 

Under  the  acts  providing  a  second  class  militia  and  home  guards,  one  regiment  of  the  for- 
mer has  been  org-mized  at  Kichmond,  one  battalion  at  Petersburg,  one  at  Lynchburg,  and 
a  few  companies  at  other  places,  numbering  together,  probably, .®400  or  2500  men,  rank  and 
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file.  This  regiment  and  the  two  battalions  have  turned  out  with  promptitude  and  spirit 
whenever  called  upon — that  at  Lynchburg-  twice  in  advance  of  orders ;  and  the  Petersburg 
battalion  is  now  in  active  service  at  that  place.  About  twenty  companies  of  home  guards 
have  also  been  raised  in  different  counties.  But  if  a  general  organization,  upon  the  prin- 
ciple recommended,  shall  be  adopted,  these  two  classes  will  necessarily  be  merged  in  it,  and 
the  commissions  of  the  officers  be  vacated.  The  governor  should  have  authority  to  com- 
mission as  cavalry,  artillery,  mounted-  infantry  or  riflemen  and  light  infantry,  as  he  may 
deem  most  conducive  to  the  purposes  of  the  organization:  and  in  addition  to  other  duties, 
it  should  be  made  a  special  duty  to  arrest  all  deserters  and  stragglers  from  the  confederate 
army,  and  all  who  have  evaded  the  conscript  laws,  and  dispose  of  them  as  the  secretary  of 
war  may  direct. 

The  act  of  February  12,  1803,  entitled  an  act  to*  provide  for  the  discharge  from  active 
military  service  of  persons  who  have  furnished  substitutes,  should,  I  think,  be  repealed. 
The  substitute  system  is  wrong  in  principle,  and  its  effects  have  been  most  deleterious. 

An  individual  who  has  the  means  of  hiring  a  substitute,  remains  at  home,  with  all  its 
pleasures  and  comforts,  free  to  pursue  his  business  or  calling,  whatever  that  may  be.  On 
the  other  liand,  the  man  who' is  too  poor  to  provide  a  substitute,  and  who  in  very  many 
cases  has  a  wifq  and  children  dependent  upon  his  daily  labor  for  their  support,  must  leave 
all,  and  take  his  place  in  the  ranks,  to  meet  the  exposures  and  hardships  of  the  march  and 
the  camp  and  the  hazards  of  the  battle.  Can  there  be  any  wrong  in  calling  upon  him. 
who,  through  his  pecuniary  advantages  is  sheltered  in  the  bosom  of  his  family,  to  defend 
his  own  home  and  the  homes  of  the  poorer  class,  who,  in  constant  peril  of  life  and  linib,  are 
fighting  the  common  enemy  at  a  distance  ? 

Moreover,  the  substitute  system  has  been  productive  of  the  most  atrocious  frauds.  Here 
in  the  city  of  llichmond  it  has  been  a  regular  traffic.  Persons  have  undertaken  to  raise 
companies  ostensibly  for  the  active  volunteer  force,  but  really  for  the  pecuniary  benefit  de- 
rivable from  this  most  discreditable  business.  Men  enroll  their  names  in  these  companies 
only  for  the  purpose  of  escaping  service  by  getting  in  substitutes,  a  large  portion  of  whom 
were  vagabond  foreigners,  and  other  persons  of  the  same  stamp,  who  deserted  as  soon  as 
they  were  mustered  into  service,  and  played  the  same  game  over  again  as  often  as  they  had 
a  chance  to  do  so.  But  apart  from  this,  it  has  the  effect  of  replacing  men  in  the  ranks  who 
liave  a  country  and  a  home  to  fight  for,  by  such  as  have  no  country,  no  home,  no  permanent 
interest  or  attachment  any  where.  Hence  the  thousands  of  deserters  and  stragglers  from 
the  army  at  the  most  critical  times,  by  which  the  fruits  of  brilliant  victories  have  been  lost, 
and  the  utter  annihilation  of  the  armies  of  our  detestable  enemy  more  than  once  prevented. 

The  extent  to  which  exemptions  have  been  granted  also  requires  the  vigilant  scrutiny  of 
the  legislature.  The  number  of  foreigners  who  are  settled  here,  most  of  them  exercising 
the  rights  of  citizenship,  and  .'vll  protected  in  person  and  property  by  our  laws,  and  who  yet 
have  sought  exemption  from  military  duty,  is  remarkable.  If  these  men  are  unwilling  to 
defend  the  country  that  shelters  them,  they  should  be  compelled  to  leave  it  without  delay. 
There  are,  it  is  true,  many  honorable  exceptions  to  this  practice.  .  One  company  of  volun- 
teers, composed  of  the  most  respectable  class  of  Germans,  has  been  organized  and  com- 
missioned. Another,  composed  of  British,  and  one  of  French  subjects,  are  also  understood 
to  be  organizing,  and  doubtless  will  all  prove  reliable  in  any  event. 

Some  few  foreigners  who  have  been  enrolled  in  the  second  class  militia,  have  obstinately 
refused  to  do  duty  even  when  brought  to  the  muster  ground ;  and  for  this  offence  there  is 
uo  adequate  punishment  provided  by  law. 

We  shall  of  necessity  be  in  future  a  military  and  an  armed  people,  even  after  we  have 
conquered  a  peace.    While  the  struggle  enduies,  it  will  require  every  man  to  be  in  the  field 
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who  is  physically  able  to  serve  there.  Yet,  after  giving  all  these  to  the  service  of  the  Con- 
federacy, J  tliiuk  thorQ  will  remain  men  enough  in  Virginia  to  repel  the  raids  of  the  enemy, 
to  insure  order  and  safety  at  home,  and  to  arrest  deserters  and  stragglers  from  the  army,  if 
they  be  properly  organized.  That  is  for  the  legislature:  and  at  the  risk  of  appearing  somo- 
Avhat  intrusive,  I  r&spectfully  suggest,  that  acting  by  a  joint  committee  of  both  houses,  as 
has  been  done  with  advantage  at  least  once  heretofore,  instead  of  by  separate  committees  of 
each  house,  prompt  and  harmonious  measures  will  be  promoted. 

A  draft  of  an  act  to  provide  for  the  defence  of  the  state,  accompanies  this  report,  as  ro- 
quired.

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An  Act  to  provide  for  ihc  Defence  of  the  Stale.      , 

1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  tbe  general  assembly,  that  all  white  male  inhabitants  of  the  state,  of 
sixteen  years  and  upwards,  who  are  not  enrolled  in  the  army  of  the  Confederate  States, 
and  who  are  physically  able- to  bear  arms,  including  all  who  have  furnished  substitutes  in 
the  state  or  coufrderate  service,  refugees,  and  persons  sojourning  within  the  state,  shall  be 
immediately  enrolled  for  the  public  defence,  and  organized  into  companies,  battalions  and 
regiments.  No  substitutes  shall  be  allowed,  except  by  special  order  of  the  governor,  in  pe- 
culiar cxses.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  county  and  corporation  courts  to  convene 
immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  with  the  aid  of  the  commissioners  of  the  re- 
venue, slieritls  and  sergeants,  tp  cause  all  the  persons  before  mentioned  to  be  enrolled, 
within  the  bounds  of  the  several  regiments  of  the  militia  of 'the  line,  as  now  established: 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  who  are  subject  to  the  said  enroUnient,  to  report 
themselves  to  the  courts  without  delay,  stating  their  respective  ages  ;  and  if  laboring  under 
any  disqualifying  bodily  infirmity,  to  state  the  fact,  and  what  is  the  infirmity.'  Any  person 
who  may  fail  or  refuse  so  to  report  himself,  shall  be  fined  by  the  court  not  less  than  fifty  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars ;  to  be  levied  and  collected  by  the  sheriff  as  miliJia  fines. 

2.  The  county  and  corporation  courts  shall  appoint  for  each  regiment  of  militia  of  the  line, 
three  suitable  persons  conductors  of  elections  of  company  officers.  When  the  enrollment 
shall  have  been  completed,  these  conductors  shall  lay  olf  convenient  company  districts  in  eac^ 
regiment;  companies  to  consist  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  men,  rank 
and  file ;  cause  the  several  companies  to  be  assembled  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may 
designate ;  hold  elections  for  one  captain,  one  first  and  one  second  lieutenant  for  each  com- 
pany, and  certify  such  elections  to  the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon  commission  the  officers 
so  elected.  The  courts  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  require  the  attendance  and 
services  of  their  clerks,  the  sheriffs,  sergeants  afad  commissioners  of  the  revenue  in  execu- 
tion of  the  duty  required  of  them  by  this  act. 

:}.  Tlie  force  provided  by  this  act  m-ay  be  organized  by  the  governor  as  cavalry,  artillery, 
momited  infantry  or  riflemen,  and  light  infantry,  in  such  proportions  as  he  may  deem  expe- 
dient. Such  men  as  possess  private  arms  suitable  for  the  service,  shall  be  required  to  use 
them,  and  shall  be  compensated  for  loss  or  damage  of  such  arms  in  service.  So  far  as  may 
be  needful,  the  remainder  shall  be  armed  by  the  state,  and  the  whole  force  be  supplied  with 
suitable  ammunition.  Commandants  of  companies  shall  receipt  and  be  held  responsible 
for  all  arms  and  ammunition  issued  to  their  respective  commands. 

4.  The  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  senate,  shall  commission  such  field  officers 
as  may  be  necessary  to  command  the  several  battalions  and  regiments  of  the  force  organized 
under  this  act,  and  may,  if  it  becomes  necessary,  rearrange  the  said  battalions  and  regi- 
ments, irrespective  of  the  existing  regimental  organizations,  so  as  may  most  effectually 
conduce  to  the  defence  oAjthe  state.  The  several  divisions,  brigades  and  regiments  shall 
continue  as  now  established,  unless  the  governor  shall  find  it  expediept  to  alter  them;  and 
the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  senate,  shall  fill  such  vacancies  as  may  exist  in 
the  line  of  general  officers. 

5.  A  board  of  exemption  shall  be  organized  in  each  county,  as  provided  in  the  third  sec- 
tion of  the  act  passed  October  1st,  1862,  entitled  an  act  amending  and  re-enacting  an  act 
amending  and  re-enacting  the  2d  section  of  chapter  22  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  respecting 
persons  exempt  from  all  military  duties,  and  providing  the  mode  of  exemption,  passed  Feb- 
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ruary  18th,  18G2,  with  the  duties  and  ijowers  imposed  and  confrirreJ  by  the  said  act.  They 
shall  take  cognizance  of' and  decide  upon  all  claims  for  exemption  from  military  duty  under 
this  act,  and  shall  also  re-examine  and  determine  upon  all  cases  of  exemptiou  which  have 
licen  heretofore  granted,  with  power  to  revoke  the  same;  and  their  decision  upon  such  case.^ 
shall  be  final.  But  in  no  case  shall  those  boards  grant  a  discharge  upon  a  claim  for  exemp- 
tion for  bodily  infirmity,  unless  two  physicians  of  respectJable  standing,  appointed  by  the 
court  of  the  county  or  corporation,  after  being  sworn  to  act  faithfully  and  impartially  in 
every  case,  shall  prove  to  the  said  board  that  the  bodily  iufirmitj-  is  of  a  permanent  cha- 
racter, and  is  such  as  will  disqualify  the  claimant  for  discharging  the  duties  required  by 
this  act. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  commandant  of  a  regiment  or  battalion  organized  under 
this  act,  immediately  thereupon  and  quarterly  thereafter,  to  make  a  fair  and  correct  return 
to  the  adjutant  general  of  the  strength  and  condition  of  his  command,  and  of  the  number 
and  condition  of  arms,  equipments  and  amnuniition,  if  any  in  their  hands. 

7.  The  enrollment  required  by  this  act  sliall  state  the  age  of  each  person  enrolled,  and 
together  with  a  roll  of  exemptions  granted  by  the  board,  shall  be  filed  in  the  oflice  of  the 
clerk  of  each  county  and  coi'poration,  who  shall  transmit  copies  to  the  adjutant  general. 

8.  The  governor  may  establish  such  ix'gulations  for  the  promotion  of  discipline  and  effi- 
riency  in  this  organization,  as  in  his  opinion  will  best  conduce  to  the  interest  and  safety 
of  the  state. 

9.  The  laws  applic«,ble  to  the  militia  of  the  state  shall  in  all  respects  apply  to  the  organi- 
3;ation  required  by  this  act,  except  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  modified  by  its  provisions, 
and  that  the  brigade  inspectors  shall  be  dispensed  with. 

10.  So  much  of  the  act  passed  March  7,  1862,  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  the  governor 
to  organize  and  call  out  certain  military  forces  for  the  defence  of  the  state,  as  provides  for 
the  organization  of  a  second  class  militia,  and  the  act  passed  May  -14,  1862,  entitled  an  act 
to  organize  a  home  guard,  with  all  other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act, 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  repealed.     All  co?nmissions  issued  under  those  acts  shall  be  void. 

1 1 .  The  force  hereby  organized  shall  be  employed  specially  in  defence  of  the  state,  and  may, 
if  necessary,  be  sent  to  any  part  of  it,  though  not  beyond  the  limits  of  the  state.  It  shall 
be  employed,  as  far  as  possible,  within  the  several  counties  and  cities,  for  the  preservation 
«f  good  order  and  domestic  .security;  and  it  shall  be  and  is  hereby  required  to  be  vigilant 
and  prompt  in  the  arrest  of  all  deserters  and  stragglers  from  the  co'nfederate  army,  and  all 
|)ersous  who  are  subject,  to  the  conscript  laws  but  have  not  been  enrolled,  who  shall  be  dis- 
posed of  as  the  secretary  of  war  may  direct:  provided,  however,  that  if  it  shall  at  any  time 
be  needful  to  require  this  force  to  serve  beyond  the  limits  of  the  county  or  corporation 
within  which  it  is  organiwjd,  selections  shall  be  made  of  the  men  most  suitable  for  the  ser- 
vice, and  the  remainder  left  embodied  within  tlie  county  or  corporation  for  local  protection 
and  defence,  and  that  no^ortion  thereof  shall  be  kept  in  service  longer  than  thirty  days  at 
one  time. 

12.  For  cvi-ry  failure  to  discharge  any  duty  prescribed  "in  this  act,  mcmlKirs  of  the  board 
of  exemption,  the  clerks  of  county  and  corporation  courts,  sherift's,  sergeants  and  commis- 
siouers  of  tlie  revenue  may  be  fined  by  the  courts  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
•drod  dollai"s. 

13.  If  any  person  who  is  held  to  service  under  this  act,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  perform  any 
vof  the  military  duties  required  by  its  provisions,  he  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  jail  of  the 
county  or  corporation  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  thirty  days,  and  shell  be  fined  not 
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less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  if  he  be  not  a  native  of  any  of  the  Confede- 
rate States,  shall  be  required  to  leave  the  state  of  Virginia  foithwitb. ,  The  commandant  of 
each  regiment  shall  detail  a  board,  consisting  of  one  field  officer  and  two  coramandants  of 
companies*;  and  the  commandant  of  a  battalion,  where  there  is  no  regiment,  shall  detail  a 
board,  consisting  of  three  commandants  of  companies,  who  shall  take  cognizance  of  and 
decide  upon  all  such  cases.  All  fines  imposed  by  these  boards  shall  be  promptly  collected 
by  the  sheriflf  or  sergeant  as  militia  fines,  upon  certificate  of  the  presiding  ofl&cer. 

14.  In  cities  and  towns  where  there  are  more  than  one  regiment,  field  oflScers  shall  not 
be  required  to  reside  within  tlie  bounds  of  their  own  regiment,  but  they  shall  reside  within 
the  bounds  of  such  city  Or  town. 

15.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

I  have  tho  honor  to  submit  herewith,  a  financial  statement  of  the  quartermas 
ter's  departmont  of  the  Virginia  state  line  troops,  lat<3]y  under  the  command  of  Major  Gen. 
John  B.  Floyd. 

This  statement  exhibits  the  total  of  re<jeipts  and  disbursements  from  the  commencement 
of  operations  in  connection  with  the  state  line  troops,  to  the  date  of  this  communication, 
though  it  is  proper  to  remark  that  many  of  the  accounts,  and  particularly  those  reported  as 
outstanding  in  the  hands  of  disbursing  officers,  end  in  the  quarter  terminating  on  the  30th 
of  June  181)3.  Reports  are  made  quarterly  to  this  office,  and  usually  no  detailed  account  of 
disbursements  in  the  interval  between  the  terminations  of  two  quarters  can  be  obtained. 

Rtceipts  from  the  treasury. 

The  total  amount  received  from  the  treasury  is  one  million  two  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars.  It  corresponds  in  amount  with  the  books  of  the  auditiug  board  of  Virgin 
nia  and  of  the  auditor  of  public  accounts. 

Receipts  from  soles  and  other  sources. 

The.se  are  reported  as  amounting  to  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  thousand  and  eighty-eight 
dollars  and  tweniyuine  cents.  It  is  the  product  of  sales  of  cattle  and  medical  and  other 
(Stores  to  the  confederate  government;  of  stores  sold  to  the  Virginia  military  institute  and 
to  the  penitentiary  of  Virginia;  of  sales  to  officers  of  the«Virginia  state  line;  of  interest  re- 
ceived on  treasury  eertifieafes  of  the  Confederate  States,  &,c.  For  all  which  tlie  price  was 
paid  directly  to  this  department. 

Property  transferred  to  the  confederate  government. 

By  the  joint  resolution  of  the  senate  and  house  of  delegates,  passed  Marcli  24,  1863,  the 
stale  line  troops  and  partisan  rangers  were  disbanded  on  and  alter  the  first  of  April  1863. 
Pursuant  to  instructions  from  head  quarters,  the  quarterniastcr  general  proceeded  promptly 
to  collect  and  transfer  to  the  confederate  govenuncnt  the  quarteiniastcr's  and  commissary 
stores  uncimsumed  by  the  state  line  troops  and  partisan  rangers,  as  far  as  was  practicable, 
in  conformity  with  the  act  of  the  general  assembly,  entitled  an  act  to  transfer  the  slato 
troops  and  rangers  to  the  confederate  government,  passed  February  28,  1863. 

By  the  act  of  ii-ssembly  cstablisliing  the  state  line  troops,  the  duties  of  commissary  and  of 
quartermaster  were  blended,  and  this  department  attended  to  the  duties  of  both  Col.  L. 
R.  Smoot,  the  quartermaster  general,  acted  on  behalf  of  the  state  in  the  valuation  and 
transfer  of  all  stores.  Capt.  John  M*.  Gait,  assistant  commissary  C.  S.  A.  .at  Lynchburg 
and  Mnj.  Thomas  J.  Noble,  assistant  quartermaster  C.  S.  A.  at  Dublin,  were  appointed  by 
th(!  confederate  authorities  to  value  and  receive  the  stores  pertaining  to  their  respcv-tive  de- 
partments. The  property  of  every  kind  was  collected  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  was  trana- 
ferred  aa  follows,  viz, :

Certificates  of  indebtedness  by  the  confederate  government  to  the  state  have  been  given 
fi'om  time  to  time  by  Major  Noble  and  Captain  Gait,  for  the  sums  above  mentioned,  and  I 
am  informed,  turned  over  by  this  office  to  the  proper  officer  of  the  state  for  collection. 

I  understand  that  the  confederate  officers,  while  protecting  the  interests  of  their  govern- 
ment, evinced  every  disposition  to  do  full  justice  to  the  stiite,  and  but  little  difficulty  wa» 
eneountered  in  fixing  and  agreeing  upon  the  value  of  the  large  amount  of  stores  transferred. 

Captain  J.  D.  Goodloe,  an  active  and  efficient  officer  of  this  department,  is  still  engaged 
in  collecting  property  belonging  to  the  state.  When  the  command  was  disbanded,  it  was 
scattered  and  detached  in  various  portions  of  the  west  and  southwest.  Captain  Goodloe  is- 
now  usefully  engaged  in  examining  the  various  sections  lately  occupied  by  the  troops,  and 
in  collecting  all  property  of  the  state  to  be  found. 

Balance  due   Captain  H.  R.  Bogh. 

This  is  an  excess  of  disbursements  over  his  receipts.  In  other  words,  he  claims  to  have 
expended  more  than  he  received,  to  the  extent  of  five  hundred  and  eightytM^o  dollars  and 
ijixty-six  cents.  His  accounts  have  not  been  examined  in  this  office ;  but  as  soon  as  they 
are,  and  the  correct  balance  is  ascertained,  the  amount  found  to  be  due  to  him  will  be 
mfunded. 

•  Expenditures. 

These  amount  to  the  sura  of  one  million  two  hundred  and  seventy-nine  thousand  four 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  six  cents.  All  disbursements  made  by  the  department 
for  all  purposes,  are  included  in  this  item.  It  embraces  not,,  only  the  expe'nditure  of  money 
originally  received  from  the  treasury,  but  also  a  part  of  that  recei'^ed  from  sales,  &c., 
which  was  used  to  meet  demands  upon  the  department.  This  accounts  for  its  being  in  ex- 
cesB  of  the  amount  received  from  the  treasury.

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Balances  outstanding. 

These  consist  of  the  several  sums  now  in  the  hands  of  disbursing  and  other  officers,  set- 
tlements of  which  are  in  progress  by  this  office. 

The  actual  cost  of  the  department. 

This  at  present  amounts  to  six  hundred  and  eight  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-two 
dollars  and  eight  cents.  These  figures  will,  however,  be  changed  when  the  outstanding 
balances,  amounting  to  ninety  eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and 
•eighty-nine  cents,  .shall  have  been  settled.  It  will  result  in  an  increase  in  the  item  of  ex 
penditures,  and  perhaps  of  cash  to  be  refunded  to  the  treasiuy  at  a  future  day.  They  will 
also  be  further  changed  by  the  introduction  of  sums  deducted,  and  to  be  hereafter  deductetl 
by  the  pay  department  for  camp  and  garrison  equipage  charged  to  officers,  and  clothing  to 
non-commissioned  officers  and  privates.  This  office  has  had  no 'opportunity  to  obtain  a  re- 
port of  such  deductions  from  the  pay  department  since  a  call  for  this  report  has  been  made 

Force  in  the  office. 

The  force  of  the  department  consists  of  Capt.  J.  B.  Goodloe,  who  is  stationed  at  Wythe- 
ville,  and  is  engaged  in  the  duties  above  mentioned;  Capt.  E.  B.  Grayson  in  Richmond,  in 
the  settlement  of  accounts  of  quartermasters:  Capt.  ,T.  C.  Lawton,  disbursing  officer  at 
Richmond,  also  engaged  in  the  settlement  ofi  accounts ;  William  J.  Faherty,  clerk ;  and 
William  IT.  Smoot,  messenger. 

Active  efforts  are  being  made  to  bring  the  business  of  the  department  to  a  close  at  the 
earliest  possible  day.

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Virginia  Central  rail  road  Qompany,  held 
this  day : 

The  president  laid  before  the  board  the  accompanying  statement  from  the  superintendent 
of  the  road,  as  to  its  present  and  prospective  condition.  And  whereas  this  board,  deeply 
impressed  with  the  importance  of  maintaining  this  road  with  reference  to  the  interests  of 
the  Southern  Confederacy,  have  been  and  are  still  making  every  effort  in  their  power  to  do 
so — and  being  satisfied  that  it  will  scarcely  be  practicable  for  the  company  to  sustain  it, 
without  some  special  aid,  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty  of  procining  labor  and  teams  for 
transportation  of  wood  and  lumber :   Therefore, 

Resolved,  that  the  president  be  instructed  to  communicate  to  the  confederate  authorities 
and  to  the  governor  of  the  commonwealth,  a  copy  of  the  superintendent's  statement,  and 
any  further  information  necessary  to  show  the  inability  of  the  company  to  meet  the  peculiar 
difficulties  they  have  to  contend  with.

Richmond,  August  5,  1863. 
Dear  Sir: 

You  will  perceive,  by  the  enclosed  paper,  that  I  am  instructed  by  the 
board  of  directors  to  apprise  you  of  the  anticipated  difficulty  of  keeping  this  road  in  safe 
working  condition  for  the  ensuing  winter.  If  it  were  only  the  usual  interests  of  stock- 
holders and  the  adjacent  community  that  are  now  jeopardized,  I  should  not  trouble  you  with 
the  subject ;  but  for  a  long  time  individuals  and  private  parties  have,  to  a  great  extent, 
ceased  to  look  for  accommodation  in  the  transportation  of  this  road.  Its  whole  capacity  is 
nearly  monopolized  in  the  service  of  the  government;  and  it  is  that  service,  so  constant  as 
not  to  allow  time  for  the  repair  of  its  machinery,  or  the  application  of  labor  for  the  repair 
of  the  roadway,  which  has  brought  the  road  into  the  present  dilapidated  condition. 

This  company  has  ever  practiced  on  the  doctririe,  that  true  economy  required  the  employ- 
ment of  all  the  means  necessary  to  keep  a  rail  road  in  good  order,  regardless  of  expense, 
but  causes  beyond  their  control  have  prevented  it  since  the  war  commenced. 

Peculiar  difficulties  attend  this  company,  from  the  fact  that  nearly  its  whole  Ijne  is  on  the 
border  of  the  enemy's  operations.  Indeed,  it  may  be  said  almost  to  occupy  disputed  terri- 
tory. The  enemy  made  six  different  raids  on  it  within  twelve  months,  not  including  the 
long  period  when  General  McClellan  occupied  it.  They  carried  or  enticed  away  a  large 
number  of  the  laboring  slaves.  The  company  lost  last  summer  a  considerable  number,  em- 
ployed to  keep  up  the  road,  and  thus  for  the  want  of  lumber  and  manual  labor  on  the  road 
bed,  it  was  in  very  bad  condition  last  winter. 

In  addition  to  the  number  of  slaves  taken  off  by  the  enemy,  many  owners  have  removed 
their  slaves  to  places  of  greater  safety.  The  company  \yas  not  able  to  procxire  a  sufficient 
number  of  hands  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  the  labor  of  those  hired  has  bpen  greatly 
inteiTupted  by  the  presence  or  apprehended  approach  of  the  enemy.  Their  labor  has  not 
only  been  stopped  by  these  hostile  raids,  but  after  the  road  was  cleared,  much  of  their  time 
has  been  diverted  from  their  proper  work  of  keeping  the  roadway  in  good  order,  and  was 
necessarily  employed  in  repairing  the  works  which  had  been  destroyed. 

Formerly  all  our  supplies  of  timber  and  fuel  for  engines  were  obtained  by  contract;  but 
now,  to  a  great  extent,  the  company  has  to  procure  cross-ties  and  wood  with  its  own  labor, 
and  haul  with  its  own  teams. 

Many  of  those  who  formerly  furnished  us  with  wood  and -lumber  are  now  in  the  army, 
and  some  of  our  largest  contractors  have  their  whole  force  employed  in  the  service  of  the 
government.  In  this  state  of  things,  it  will  be  impracticable  to  maintain  the  road  during 
the  next  winter. 

The  company  has  paid  $60  per  month  for  negroes.  They  have  bought  upwards  of  thirty. 
They  have  appealed  to  the  patriotism  as  well  as  the  pecuniary  interest  of  the  slaveholders. 
They  have  exhausted  all  the  means  at  their  command,  and  now  are  compelled  to  give  no- 
tice, that  if  they  are  expected  to  serve  the  government  as  they  have  done,  they  must  have 
aid  from  some  quarter. 

Am  I  wrong  in  thinking  that  this  road  is  of  great  importance  to  the  Confederacy  ?  By 
no  delinquency  of  the  company,  you  are  told  by  the  superintendent,  that  he  cannot  pro- 
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mise,  without  material  aid,  more  than  50  per  cent,  of  the  transportation  executed  last  win- 
ter. I  have  thus  discharged  my  duty,  by  giving  timely  warning  of  our  diminished  capacity 
for  serving  the  government. 

In  closing  this  communication,  I  will  remark,  that  we  appeal  to  you,  as  the  chief  magis- 
trate of  the  commonwealth,  and  the  general  protector  of  its  interests,  confidently  relying 
that  you  will  use  all  proper  exertions  to  arrest  any  impending  danger.  In  considering 
what  may  he  done  in  this  crisis,  is  it  saying  too  much,  that  the  north  side  of  James  river, 
and  probably  Richmond,  could  not  have  been  defended  without  the  Central  road?  Would 
not  the  James  river  canal  share  the  fate  of  the  rail  road  ?  I  will  not  specukite  on  the  pro- 
bable consequences  of  the  loss  of  Richmond. 

With  the  abandonment  of  the  Central  road  and  the  loss  of  the  commissary  and  quarter- 
master's stores  produced  along  the  line  of  this  road,  and  those  transported  over  it,  can  Rich- 
mond be  held  for  an_^ considerable  time  ?  If  the  rail  road  cannot  transport  the  usual  amount 
of  munition.?  of  war  and  army  supplies,  will  not  General  Lee  be  compelled  to  abaudon  the 

whole  north  side  ? 

*  • 

Having  shown  you  that  we  cannot  obtain,  the  requisite  amount  of  labor  to  keep  up  the 
road,  the  only  sources  that  I  know  of,  are  the  penitentiary  convicts,  the  free  negro  labor, 
and  lastly,  the  slave  labor  of  the  state.  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  that  the  Central 
road  is  not  now  a  private  corporation,  but  particularly  one  of  the  arms  of  public  de- 
fence necessary  for  the  protection  of  this  state.  Would  it  not  bo  true  economy  and  good 
policy,  to  say  nothing  about  patriotism,  for  the  people  to  furnish  150  hands  rather  than  in- 
cur the  fatal  consequences  of  the  road  becoming  unable  to  meet  the  necessary  demands  on 
it  for  defending  Richmond  and  the  north  side  of  James  river. 

I  confide  this  subject  to  your  wisdom  and  discretion.

Sir: 

As  it  seems  probable  that  the  army  of  Northern  Virginia  will  be  dependent, 
in  a  great  measure,  upon  this  road  for  the  transportation  of  its  supplies,  I  think  it  my  duty 
to  notify  you  of  the  probable  condition  of  the  road,  and  its  capacity  for  transportation 
during  the  coming  winter. 

First — With  regard  to  the  road  itself: 

From  want  of  labor,  the  unfavorable, weather  and  the  raids  of  the  enemy,  very  little  has 
been  done  this  summer  towards  putting  the  road  in  order,  and  the  consequence  is  that  at 
this  season,  when  llie  road  is  at  its  best  in  ordinary  times,  many  places  are  by  no  means 
stfe  for  the  passage  of  trains  at  the  ordinary  speed"  In  one  cut  there  are  the  wrecks  of 
seven  cars,  the  result  of  three  accidents  within  a  brief  period.  But  this  is  not  all.  We 
need  (July  1st)  63,000  cross-ties  more  than  'we  have  on  hand,  to  replai  e  those  which  are 
now  worthless  from  decay.  Unless  we  can  get  them  and  a  sufficient  number  more  to  supply 
the  decay  between  July  and  Janu«ry  1864,  I  apprehend  that  many  portions  of  the  track 
will  be  unsafe  to  run  over  at  all  as  soon  as  the  road  bed  becomes  saturated  with  water  and 
acted  upon  by  frosts.  I  say  nothing  about  the  iron ;  for  if  the  timber  remains  sound,  we 
can  use  the  iron  for  some  time  yet,  by  running  slowly  and  carefully. 

Second — With  regard  to  wood :  •  * 

We  have  failed  to  get  wood  from  contractors — at  least  not  enough  for  our  wants.  Our 
surplus  have  been  exhausted  for  a  long  time,  and  we  have  to  burn  it  green  from  the  forest. 
We  have  been  obliged  to  detail  a  portion  of  our  scanty  supply  of  labor  to  cut  wood  for  our- 
selves. We  have  on  the  road  about  three  weeks'  supply,  and  cannot  at  present  get  teaijfls 
enough  to  keep  up  this  supply.  Several  of  those  engaged  in  cutting  and  hauling  wood 
will  be  included  in  the  new  conscription — so  that,  unless  we  can  purchase  teams  and  drivers, 
we  ^hall  soon  be  out  of  wood.  Seriously,  I  consider  our  condition  a  v,ery  gloomy  one  in 
this  respect. 

Third — As  to  our  machinery : 

The  engines  on  the  road  may  be  divided  in  four  classes: — two  of  which  classes  are  effec- 
tive engines — the  others  are  of  little  use  on  our  heavy  grades  and  with  the  wood  we  have  to 
burn.  We  I  ave  seventeen  effective  engines.  Of  these,  only  five  are  in  good  order.  Six 
are  running  on  the  road  and  six  are  undergoing  repairs.  Of  these,  three  need  tires  imme- 
diately, and  two  others  will  need  them  within  sixty  days.  With  our  present  force,  I  cannot 
promise  to  keep  more  than  eleven  of  these  engines  at  work,  not  estimating  the  chances  of 
accidents.  It  requires  nine  engines  to  run  a  daily  freight  and  passeiiger  train  between  Rich- 
mond and  Staunton  and  a  tri-weekly  train  to  Millboro' — with  a  sufficient  lay  over  for  slight 
repairs.  We  are  now  running  it  with  seven,  but  this  cannot  be  continued.  It  will  be  seen, 
therefore,  that  unless  we  can  get  more  force  on  our  repairs  of  machinery,  we  can  only  run 
one  passenger  and  one  freight  train  daily.  This  is  n^t  enough  to  supply  the  wants  of  the 
army. 

We  need  wheels,  springs,  &Q:  for  our  cars.  At  this  time  we  are  picking  over  condemned 
wheels,  and  putting  them  in  place  of  those  which  are  still  worse.  It  seems  impracticable  to 
get  new  ones  so  long  as  the  government  monopolizes  the  labor  and  materials  at  our  foun- 
dries. Our  rolling  stock  is,  therefore,  in  a  precarious  condition,  a  very  large  proportion  of 
the  wheels  and  axles  having  run  longer  than  a  due  regard  for  safety  would  require  iu  ordi- 
nary times. 
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With  the  road  in  the  condition  I  anticipate  it  will  be  during  the  coming  winter  accident.

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REPORT. 


VIRGINIA  MILITARY  INSTITUTE, 
Arc.usT  28,  1863. 
Sir: 

The  vi.sitors  of  tlic  military  institute,  iicting  niulcr  yo\iv  iippointiiicnt,  con- 
■\encd  on  the  2"2cl  June,  and,  having:  duly  or<janized  the  board  for  the  dispatch  of  business, 
continued  in  session  until  the  7th  July,  attending  the  examination  of  the  classes,  witnessing; 
the  drills,  investigating  the  government  and  condition  of  the  institution,  passing  upon  the 
admission  of  cadets,  and  in  disposing  of  other  matters  which  claimed  attention.  They 
had  the  honor  to  meet,  in  the  public  examinations  and  inspections,  with  a  board  of  distin- 
guished oflficers  of  the  confederate  army,  detailed  by  the  president,  at  the  request  of  the 
visitors,  to  enquire  into  the  leading  features,  military  and  litcfary,  of  the  institution.  The 
visitors  have  the  satisfaction  to  believi%  that  the  impression  made  upon  those  officers  was 
highly  complimentary  to  the  wisdom  di.^played  in  founding  the  institution,  and  to  the  effi- 
ciency with  which  it  had  been  and  is  administered.  There  can,  indeed,  be  but  one  opinion 
of  its  inestimable  utility.  The  broad  course  of  instruction  is  assiduously  conducted,  by 
able  and  faithful  professors,  with  inflexible  refenmce  to  the  purposes  of  active  and  useful 
life,  and  comprehending  science  in  its  highest  branches.  Its  characteristic  is  its  military 
element  or  feature,  and  hence  its  peculiar  adaptation  to  tl^e  necessities  of  the  present  junc- 
tvire;  without,  however,  detracting  from  its  efficiency  in  the  work  of  gentnal  education,  but 
aiding  it  rather,  by  the  liabit  of  subordination  and  self-reliance,  which  may  be  truly  said  to 
be  a  necessity  of  the  place. 

The  institution  needs  not  the  endorsement  of  the  visitors  to  commend  it  to  public  favor. 
It  has  attracted  to  itself  imperishable  honor,  by  the  heroic  acts  of  its  alunmi,  of  the  dead 
and  the  living,  and  spread  abroad  a  knowledge  of  the  art  of  war,  by  the  example  of  its 
cadets,  and  their  instruction.  As  privates  in  the  ranks,  as  drillmasters  and  as  officers,  the 
cadets  have  exhibited  the  capacity  of  veterans,  and  evinced  a  daring  and  enteiijrise  of  which 
their  country  is  proud.  The  visitors  content  themselves  with  invoking,  through  your  ex- 
cellency, in  behalf  of  the  institute,  the  generous  patronage  of  the  h-gislature. 

The  classes  were  examined  in  public,  and  the  examinations  were  conducted  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  test  the  proficiency  of  the  cadets.  The  result  generally  was  creditable  to  the 
young  gentlemen,  and  as  to  many  of  them  evinced  both  laudable  diligence  and  vigorous 
capacity.  A  class  of  tfti  graduated,  received  their  diplomas,  and  entered  upon  their  responsi- 
ble lives,  qualified  to  occupy  conspicuous  and  useful  positions. 

The  whole  number  of  new  cadets  appointed  was  120;  of  which  20  were  admitted  on 
state  account.  The  .selection  by  the  board  from  the  unusually  large  luimber  of  applicants, 
amounting  in  all  to  TjOO  and  upwards,  involved  grave  responsibility;  and  with  the  utmost 
care  they  could  bestow,  the  visitors  fear  they  may  have  sometimes  eired  in  their  choice.  As 
a  general  rule,  they  excluded  those  of  an  age  which  subjected  them  to  enter  the  army. 

The  means  provided  are  inadequate  to  the  support  of  the  state  cadets  in  the  coming  year, 
and  discharged  many  of  them  uuist  be,  unless  it  shall  please  the  legislature  to  remove  the

necessity.  It  will  be  the  inevitable  consequence  of  the  extraordinary  advance  in  the  price- 
of  every  article  of  consumption.  It  was  only  by  the  sagacity  and  foresight  of  the  superin- 
tendent in  purchasing  supplies  in  advance,  in  markets  of  his  selection,  at  low  rates,  that  the 
institute  was  relii^'cd ■  from  embarrassment  in  the  past  year;  but  it  is  not  within  even  his 
activity  and  discernment  to  provide  for  the  ensuing  year,  with  the  grossly  inadequate  means 
now  at  his  disposal.  On  this  subject  your  excellency  is  referred  to  the  accompanying  spe- 
cial report  of  a  committee  of  the  visitbrs. 

The  attention  of  the  board  was  especially  directed  to  the  practice  or  usage  among  the 
cadets,  of  inflicting  upon  novitiates  rough  and  oft'eusive  forms  of  initiation.  It  was  not  an 
invention  of  th>'  cadets,  but  is  a  ceremony  which  has  existed  in  most  literary  institutions, 
and  in  those  most  of  much  antiquity.  It  is,  notwithstanding,  a  discreditable  practice,  re- 
flecting upon  those  who  combine  to  inflict  it,  as  it  is  oftcuKive  and  humiliating  to  the  vic- 
tims. It  should  be  stated  that  the  conspirators  never  hesitate  to  respond  individually  to  pjiv 
demand  for  satisfaction  from  the  innocent  suiierer.  This,  though  spirited  and  maiily,  is  no 
mitigation  of  the  unfairness  in  the  mode  of  inflicting  the  outrage.  Stringent  ordinances 
condemn  the  practice  in  every  form,  and  are  unhesitatingly  executed  against  ofi'enders, 
whensoever  the  ofl'ence  occurs,  and  they  can  be  discovered.  The  visitors  .'(ought  to  com- 
bine their  influence  with  the  authority  of  the  faculty,  in  the  extirpation  of  the  barbarous 
sport,  seeking  by  appeals  and  admonitions  to  reconcile  tlie  cadets  to  obedience,  in  a  matter 
which  does  not  admit  of  cltmency  or  compromise.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  sounder 
views  now  prevail,  and  that*he  practice  will  be  renounced  without  recourse  to  the  discipline 
which  J^^  pledged  to  its  suppression.  « 

Your  excellency  is  refeiTed  to  the  financial  report,  and  other  documents  which  accompany 
<his  conjmunication,  for  a  more  detailed  exhibit  of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  insti- 
tute, and  to  the  proceedings  of  the  board  ami  faculty  in  honor  of  the  memory  of  the  lamented 
Lieut.  f!en.  Jackson,  among  which,  conspicuous  for  its  ability  and  fitness,  is  the  inter<'sting 
discourse  of  the  superintendenf,  Gen.  F.  H.  Smith,  on  his  life  and  services,  dehvered  in 
public  to  the  assembled  cadets.

Principal  of  the  endoAvment,  $10,000,  and  $800  profit  of  tho  investment, 
in  registered  bonds  of  the  commonwealth ;  and  $  200,  part  of  the  interest 
invested  in  confederate  8  per  cent,  bonds,  the  residue  of  the  interest  hav- 
ing been  used,  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  endowment,  -       $11,000  00

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  find  the  financial  ^ndition  of  the  school  so  prosperous ; 
particularly  so,  as  the  average  cost  for  boarding  cadets  during  the  past  year  has  not  ex- 
ceeded $  17  50  per  month.  Such  a  gratifying  result  was  attained  by  ttmely  and  judicious 
conlracts  for  supplies.  Your  committee  feel  well  assured  that  all  the  necessary  supplies  for 
the  school  cannot  now  be  obtained,  without  paying  the  current  prices;  which  may  indeed 
,be  greatly  increased  during  the  present  and  ensuing  year.  They  therefore  urge  the  board, 
at  its  present  session,  to  adopt  a  large  increase  upon  the  present  charges  for  the  support  of 
the  cadets — otherwise,  the  school  cannot  be  continued  in  operation.  The  funds  that  would 
he  realized  by  a  continuance  of  the  present  charges  will  be  altogether  inadequate.  The 
board  have  the  same  means  of  forming  an  opinion  of  the  necessary  increase  in  the  charges 
that  the  committee  have,  and  they  therefore  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  suggest  the  amount 
of  the  proposed  increase.  The  cost  of  boarding  for  each  cadet,  for  the  months  of  May  and 
June,  was  $  34  82  per  month.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SUBSISTENCE. 


The  committee  on  the  subsistence  department  respectfully  report,  that  the  business  of  this 
department,  in  all  its  details,  has  been  conducted  with  care  and  skill.  Au  examination  of 
its  accounts  and  stock  of  supplies  oh  hand,  shows  that  they  arc  in  conformity  with  estimates 
and  balances  exhibited  with  the  superintendent's  report. 

The  supply  of  beef  and  of  sugar  and  molasses  is  supposed  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  the 
wants  of  the  ca.dt}ts  up  to  the  month  of  December  next. 

The  advance  in  price  of  all  articles  of  prime  necessity  has  greatly  increased  the  rate  of 
monthly  subsistence,  nor  is  there  any  reason  to  anticipate  a  speedy  decline  in  price. 

The  averag^e  monthly  board  of  th.e  cadets  for  the  past  j'ear  has  been  seventeen  dollars  anct 
fiftj'  cents — but  this  spparcntly  low  rate  is  to  beascribed  to  the  large  stock  of  subsistence 
w-liich  was  on  hand  at  the  commencement  of  the  year;  and  as  that  was  gradually  consumed 
and  supplies  were  bought  at  present  rates,  the  price  of  board  has  advanced  until  it  reached^ 

in  the  months  of  May  and  June,  the  sum  of  about  tfcirty-five  dollars. 

» 

It  would  be  unwise,  therefore,  to  assume  the  rate  of  board  to  be  less  in  the  future  than 
for  the  last  two  months.  On  the  contrary',  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  rate  of 
board  will  be  at  least  thirty-seven  aud  a  half  dollars  per  month  for  tlie  next  six  months  ', 
and  they  would  advise  that  the  rate  should  not  now  be  established  for  a  longer  period  thail 
six  months.  At  the  expiration  of  this  period  the  board  may,  at  their  semi-annual  meeting 
i  1"  Januarj'  18G4,  adjust  the  rate  of  board  to  suit  the  exigencies  of  the  times. 

This  temporary  arrangement  is  rendered  unavoidable,  by  reason  of  the  inability  of  the 
t^uperinteudent  to  contract  in  advance  for  the  requisite  supplies,  holders  being  unwilling 
now  to  oame  a. price  for  future  delivery. 

The  committee  would  renew  the  recommendation  of  former  committees  ^n  this  depart- 
ment, for  the  establishment  of  a  vegetable  garden,  as  conducive  alike  to  the  comfort  and  . 
health  of  the  cadets;  and  while  it  may  not  be  altogether  practicable  to  establish  it  at  once, 
prelimiryary  measures  might  now  be  taken  to  secure  land  for  that  purpose.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ARMS  AND  ARSENAL. 


Till'  c'oninvittec  on  tlie  arms  uiid  arsenal  beg  leave,  to  report,  tiwit  they  would  rccornmeiid 
that  the  special  attention  of  the  governor  be  immediately  called  to  the  indlapcnsable  neceK- 
aity  of  providing  a  suitable  gun  room  for  the  artillery  now  on  deposit  at  this  arsenal.  The 
gun  carriages  and  caissons  are  exposed  to  the  \veather,  and  will  be  rendered  worthless,  un- 
less they  are  put  imder  shelter.  It  is  possible  the  governor  nmy  have  the  power  and  tht=r 
means,  either  from  the  military  contingent  fund,  or  from  the  surplus  fund  of  the  act  appro- 
priating $500,000  for  the  pin-chase  of  arms,  &c.,  to  provide  for  this  necessary  shelter  to  the 
public  arms.     If  so,  the  object  in  view  may  be  attained  without  delay. 

The  arms  are  in  good  order  now,  and  every  care  seems  to  be  taken  with  those  on  deposit. 
There  has  been  an  accession  of  two  lield  guns,  presented  to  the  institution  by  the  officers  of 
the  Letcher  battery;  for  which  complimentary  presentation,  tlic  board  of  visitors,  in  bcbaU 
of  the  institution,  return  their  grateful  acknowledgments.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DISCIPLINE  AND  HEALTH. 


The  committee  report  Mpoii  the  first  brunch,  that  so  far  as  observation  and  enquiry  enable 
"them  to  Ibrm  au  opinion,  the  discipline  of  the  corps  of  cadets,  notwithstanding^  exaggerated 
reports  to  the  contrary,  is  in  au  improved  and  improving  condition,  and  certainly  equal  to 
what  it  ever  bus  been  at  any  former  period;  and  that  the  admirable  order  which  manifestly 
governs  every  department  of  the  military  institute,  affords  the  most  unquestionable  evidence 
that  its  officers  have  performed  all  their  duties  with  vigilance,  fidelity  and  ability. 

In  connection  with  the  department  of  the  instructor  of  tactics  and  commandant  of  cadets, 
the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  services  of  Major  Ship  entitle  him  to  high  considera- 
tion, and  they  unanimously  recommend  that  he  be  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Lieut.  Colonel. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  existing  Regulations  in  regard  to  the  constitution  and  detail 
of  garrison  courts  martial,  be  so  modified  as  to  vest  in  the  superintendent  the  authority  to 
detail  an  ofiicer  of  the  institute  as  judge  advocate;  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  cohmiittoe, 
would  be  preferable  in  all  cases. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  article  173  of  the  Regulations  be  so  amended  as  to  have 
the  inspections  of  the  cadets  under  arms  and  of  the  quarters,  made  upon  such  day  or  days 
as  the  superintendent  may  direct. 

Surgcon''s  department. 

The  committee  unanimously  recommend,  as  a  measure  of  actual  necessity,  the  appoint- 
ment of  au  assistant  surgeon,  with  such  additional  duties  as  the  superintendent  may  find  it 
practicable  for  him  to  perform.  As  the  department  is  now  organized,  with  but  a  single  sur- 
geon, the  duties  are  most  oppressive,  and  continue,  without  intermission,  throughout  the 
year.  Indeed,  it  is  impossible  for  any  one  man  to  perform  them  for  au^^  length  of  time  ; 
and  it  is  most  fortunate  that  the  incumbent,  Doct.  Madison,  has  been  enabled  to  meet  them 
thus  far. 

The  appropriation  of  $3,000  for  the  enlargement  of  the  hospital  and  providing  hospital 
conveniences,  with  $1,500  for  the  support  of  the  hospital  steward  and  nur.se,  which  were 
recommended  to  the  legislature  by  the  board  of  visitors  on  the  22d  of  January  last,  but  not 
provided  for,  are  most  urgently  needed,  not  only  for  the  accommodation  and  comfort  of  the 
sick,  but  for  the  preservation  of  life  itself;  which,  for  want  of  them,  has  been  often  jeo- 
piaj-ded,  and  very  probably,  in  some  instances,  may  have  been  lost. 

To  provide  for  the  support  of  an  assistant  surgeon,  the  committee  recommend  that  the 
medical  fee  of  the  cadeAs  be  advanced  to  $10. 

If  the  appropriation  for  the  hospital  be  made  as  recommended,  it  is  advised  that  the  super- 
intendent carry  into  effect  the  recommendations  of  the  surgeob  in  his  report,  as  far  as  he 
may  find  it  practicable  to  do  so- 

The  committee  fully  concur  with  the  surgeon  in  recommending  the  establishment  of  a 
vegetable  garden  for  supplying  f^  institute,  whenever  the  superintendent  may  find  it  prac- 
ticable and  deem  it  expedient.

The  committee  appoint'cd  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  appointing  state  cadets  to  fill 
the  vacancies  which  now  exist,  and  the  means  of  supporting  them,  submitted  the  following 
report;  which  was  received,  and  the  recommendations  adopted. 

The  special  committee  having  in  charge  the  consideration  of  the  question  relating  to  tlio 
requirements  of  the  law  imposing  upon  tiie  board  of  visitors  the  duty  of  admitting  "  freo  of 
charge  for  tuition  and  board,"  not  less  than  fifty  state  cadets,  and  of  tlie  means  at  the  com- 
inand  of  the  institution  for  the  support  of  the  same,  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  law  is  m(i7i- 
datonj  upon  the  board  to  fill  a.!l  vacancies  among  the  state  cadets,  of  which  due  notice  has 
been  given. 

The  admission  of  fifty  state  cadets,  "free  of  ch.argc  for  tuition  agd  board,"  imposes  upon 
the  institution  at  present  rates  established  by  the  board  of  visitors:

It  thus  appears  that  the  charge  thus  imposed  upon  the  institution  not  only  absorbs  the, 
<'ntire  annuity,  but  leaves  a  deficit  of  .$12,500;  and  this,  without  allowing  any  provision 
for  the  support  of  the  professors,  proi)erly  charged  to  tliis  fund. 
> 

Therfi  are  six  state  cadet  vacancies  created  at  this  meeting  of  the  board,  and  which  va- 
cancies cannot  be  fdled  until  the  .January  meeting  of  the  board.  Deductl^ig  their  expenses 
for  six  mouths,  and  estimating  the  expenses  of  forty-four  state  cadets  for  six  months,  t^io 
committee  recommend  that  the  gov(>rnor  be  requested  to  advance  fromOlie  military  or  civil 
contingent  fund  $.5,000  to  meet  the  deficit  to  the  1st  February  1861,  and  the  sui>erintenden) 
be  instructed  to  furlough  the  said  cadets,  or  to  order  them  not  to  report  until  means  are  p;o.- 
vided  either  by  the  governor  or  legislature  for  their  support. 

The  committ.v  further  recommend  that  the  president  of  the  board  of  visitoi-s  communicate 
a  copy  of  this  report  to  the  governor,  and  another  cojty  to  the  general  assembly,  and  request 
tlic  promptest  action  thereon.

This  statement  includes  balances  due  by  cxcadcts  prior  to  1st  June  1861,  amounting  to 
$  9,645  40,  the  collection  of  which  has  been  suspended  by  the  state  of  the  times.  The  trea- 
surer is  constantly  receiving  payments  on  these  accounts,  and  has  collected  during  the  last 
fiscal  year,  $1,894  59,  by  which  the  balances  have  been  reduced  to  the  amount  stated. 

It  will  be  seen  that  I  have  directed  to  be  entered  as  a  c)iarge  against  this  department, 
$  5,003  31  of  prior  outstanding  claims  against  ex-cadets,  which  are  deemed  icort'dess.  It 
is  probable  that  much  of  that  now  due  may  be  lost;  but  as  the  parties  are  now  good,  I  did 
not  deem  it  proper  to  sink  more  than  was  clearly  bad.  The  outstanding  liabilities  include 
balances  due  merchants  and  others  at  the  north,  most  of  which  has  been  sequestcied  by  the 
confederate  government,  as  follows:

The  board  of  visitors  ordered  mo,  at  their  last  annual  meettiig,  to  witlibold  the  payments 
on  these  sequestered  debts  for  twelve  months  after  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  of  peace  be- 
tween the  confederate  government  and  the  United  States.  A  copy  of  their  order  has  been 
communicated  to  his  excellency  the  governor,  and  to  the  attorney  general  of  Virginia,  in 
order  that  all  the  rights  of  the  state  in  the  premises  may  be  protected.

An  examination  of  the  various  accounts  accompanying  the  report  of  the  commissary  will 
explain  in  detail  the  operations  of  this  important  department  of  the  institute.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  mess  establishment  of  the  cadets  has  been  maintained  upon  an  issue  of  sup- 
plies which,  for  quality  and  variety,  was  scarcely  accessible  to  the  mass  of  our  people,  and 
this,  at  a  rate  of  board,  averaging  $17  50  per  month  for  each  cadet.  This  result  has  not 
only  been  accomplished,  but  a  debt  of  $3,301  81,  due  the  treasurer  of  the  Virginia  military 
institute  on  the  1st  June  1862,  has  bei'ti  paid,  with  a  net  surplus  of  credits,  amounting  to 
$17,952  42.  These  satisfactory  results  have  been  attained  by  anticipating,  by  prudent  and 
timely  purchases,  a  large  stock  of  .supplies  before  scarcity  and  speculation  should  enhance 
prices. 

In  Oi'tober  last  I  purchased  of  Maj.  J.  R.  Kent  of  Pulaski  203  fine  fat  beeves,  averaging 
1 ,400  pounds,  at  7  cents  gross.  This  enabled  me  to  supply  the  mess  hall  with  good  beef,  at  14 
cents  net,  for  the  whole  year.  By  the  authority  of  the  board  of  visitors,  I  disposed  of  58 
of  the  lot,  which  I  found  it  difficult  to  feed,  at  20  cents  gross;  and  We  bave  now  36  on  hand 
ready  to  slaughter.  The  statement  of  the  beef  account  submitted  shows  that  upon  this  pur- 
chase the  subsistence  department  has  received  a  net  cash  profit  of  $  6,922  43. 

Availing  myself  of  a  visit  on  private  business  to  Mississippi  in  the  month  of  November 
lust,  I  purchased  100  barrels  of  molasses  and  16  hogsheads  sugar.  These  supplies  were 
transported  with  great  difficulty  and  at  much  labor  and  expense.  I  was  enabled,  however, 
to  supply  them  to  the  cadets'  mess  at  $2  50  per  gallon  for  the  molasses,  and  40  cents  per 
pound  lor  the  sugar — and  the  accompanying  statement  of  this  tiansaction  shows,  that  by  a 
judicious  sale  of  a  portion  of  the  surplus  stock,  which  was  also  authorized  by  the  board  of 
visitors,  a  net  profit  has  resulted  to  the  department,  of  $13,208  09 — making  the  total  profits 
from  the  two  transactions,  $20,131  52. 

In  these  heavy  cash  transactions,  the  board  of  visitors  will  perceive  that  the  available 
cash  balances  to  the  credit  of  the  subsistence  department  were  not  sufficient  to  meet  such 
large  investments.  The  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  other  departments  of  the  institute  had  to 
be  drawn  upon,  as  far  as  they  would  justify  it,  while  the  balance  was  made  up  by  a  tempo- 
rary advance  from  my  private  means.  The  wisdom,  if  not  necessity  of  this  will,  I  think, 
be  fully  vindicated  by  the  results  of  the  transactions.  '  . 

An  examination  of  the  inventory  of  the  commissary  will  show  that  we  have  a  stock  of 
bacon,  beef,  flour,  com,  sugar,  molasses,  tea  and  coflfee  abundant  for  the  support  of  the

flchool  to  ]st  December  1863;  for  the  payment  of  which  the  sum  of  $17,274  09  has  been 
advanced  by  the  treasurer,  in  anticipation  of  receipts  for  boarding  the  cadets,  due  1st  July 
18(53. 

The  only  bills  which  have  materially  affected  the  subsistence  charges,  are  those  with  tht; 
quartermaster  general  of  the  state  line.  While  these  supplies  were  indispensable  to  the 
institution,  the  profit  required  to  be  charged  by  the  quartermaster  general  has  brought  up 
the  cost  of  the  monthly  boai'd  of  the  cadets  for  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  the  current 
3'ear,  to  $  34  82.  This  sum  will,  in  all  probability,  be  the  minimum  limit  for  the  cost  of 
board  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  must  be  assumed  as  the  basis  of  charges  upon  the  insti- 
tution for  the  support  of  state  cadets. 

4.  The  Building  fund  account  embraces  receipts  from  special  appropriations  for  building 
purposes,  and  receipts  from  a  special  fund  set  apart  from  the  extra  tuition  fee  charged  to  pay 
cadets  from  other  states,  which  special  fund  is  appropriated  to  the  general  improvement  of 
the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  institution.

The  total  auiouut  received  for  general  building  purposes  from  the  tuition  fee  set  apart 
for  this  object,  since  the  1st  July  I860,  at  which  time  the  board  of  visitors  established  the 
regulation,  is  ^5,640  00*.  The  expenditures  under  this  fund  since  1st  July  1860,  have  been 
$7,540  76,  being  $1,900  76  in  excess  of  the  receipts  to  1st  July  1863.  The  receipts  have 
been  reduced,  from  the  necessity  of  excluding  many  applicants  from  other  states,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  increased  demand  for  admission  from  Virginia ;  but  the  balance  of  $1,900  76 
is  met  on  1st  July  1862,  by  the  fees. 

The  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  water  fund  is  $  4,962  99.  The  completion  of  the  addi- 
tional wing  to  the  cadets'  barracks  would  have  been  effected  under  the  contract,  by  the  1st 
November  last,  but  for  the  removal  of  the  entire  roof  of  this  wing  by  a  violent  hurricane  in 
February  1862.  Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  replace  the  necessary  timbers ;  but  the  exces- 
sive droughts  of  the  spring,  summer  and  fall  made  it  impossible  for  saw  mills  to  operate  until 
the  opening  of  the  winter.  The  demand  for  fire  wood  then  pressed  heavily  upon  the  insti- 
tution and  upon  the  community,  and  teams  for  hauling  the  timber  could  not  be  secured.  In 
the  mean  time  the  timber  I  had  engaged  was  resold  by  the  party  having  it  in  possession, 
at  an  advanced  price,  to  the  confederate  government  for  hospital  purposes.  New  contracts 
were  again  made ;  and  I  have  at  last  succeeded  in  getting  the  greater  part  of  this  timber  de- 
livered, and  am  continuing  the  work  under  all  the  drawbacks  which  the  times  impose,  and 
in  the  hope  of  having  the  building  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  1st  September  1863. 

■  The  war  has  necessarily  postponed  the  execution  of  the  contract  for  bringing  the  supply 
of  water  which  hud  been  provided,  the  cost  of  labor  and  material  having  advanced  so 
largely. 
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5.  The  Libnny  fund  account  embraces  receipts  from  library  ftes,  at  an  annual  charge  of 
$  2  for  each  cadet,  and  paj-mcuts  for  purchase  of  books,  maps,  outfit  of  library,  and  salary 
of  librarian.

6.  Tlie  Hospital  fund  account  was  organiiied  into  a  separate  account  by  tlie  order  of  the 
board  of  visitors  in  January  ISli:?.  The  surgeon  of  tlie  institute  being  also  professor  of 
natural  history  and  animal  and  vegetable  j)hysiology  applied  to  agriculture,  (inder  the  en- 
dowment of  Dr.  W.  N.  Mercer,  his  salary  is  derived  from  the  joint  funds  received  from  the 
medical  fees  of  the  cadets,  and  the  interest  of  the  trust  fund  of  Dr.  Mercer.  Tiic  treasurer 
has  therefore  been  directed  to  transfer  to  the  hospital  fund  account  all  tlir.  n^ceipts  which 
had  accrued  from  these  sources  since  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Madison  to  these  joint  offices, 
and  to  charge  the  hospital  fund  with  all  payments  made  on  account  of  salary  or  current 
expenses  of  the  hospital  department.  Under  the  order  of  the  board,  befon;  roicrred  to,  the 
surgeon  was  directed  to  charge  the  otllcers  and  cadets  with  all  medicines  and  medical  stores 
supplied  to  them,  at  tlieir  cost  value,  and  these  charges  were  to  be  j)laced  to  the  credit  of 
the  hospital  fund,  for  the  purpose  of  keej)ing  up  the  necessary  supply  of  hospital  stores. 
The  leport  of  the  surgeon  and  treasurer  will  exhibit  the  manner  in  which  this  order  has 
been  executed,  and  the  present  condition  of  this  fund;  and  the  attention  of  the  board  is 
particularly  directed  to  this  important  branch  of  the  institution.

7.  The  Trust  fund  on  the  endowment  of  Gen.  P.  St.  Geo.  Cocke,  is  appropriated  to  the 
Bupport  of  the  chair  of  agriculture.  As  the  operations  of  this  chair  liave  been  necessarily 
suspended  by  the  war,  the  charges  upon  the  fund  have  also  been  suspended,  and  under- the 
instructions  of  th(!  board  of  visitors,  the  accruing  income  from  the  fund  has  been  reinvested 
in  state  .'Securities.  The  donation  of  (Jen.  Cocke  was  in  bonds  of  the  university  of  Virginia, 
bearing  interest  semi-animaiiy  at  si.\  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  the  amount  of  $20,000.  With 
the  accruing  interest  I  have  purchased  bonds  of  the  state  of  Virginia  to  the  amount  of 
$4,600,  making  the  present  value  of  this  fund  $24,600,  with  a  surplus  of  interest  of  $444, 
for  rciuvtstmeut  on  the  1st  July  1863. 
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8.  Tlu-  Trast  fuud  on  tin'  ."ndou-iiu!ut  of  Dr.  "Win.  Newton  Mercer,  is  appropriutcd  to  llio 
support  of  the  chair  of  "natural  history  and  jininial  and  vegetable  physiology  applied  to 
Rjvlculture."  The  donation  of  Dr.  Mercer  wuh  made  at  the  instance  and  hy  the  hands  of 
the  Hon.  W.  C.  IJives,  and  con.sis^ed  in  six  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  to 
the  amount  of  $10,800,  -with  an  uninvested  surplus  in  cash  of  $55  57.  This  donation  was 
aubsequently  augmented  by  the  donation  of  ,f  100  by  Wm.  E.  Taylor,  Esq.  of  Norfolk. 
Th<'^  uninvested  sums  have  been  invested  in  eight  per  cent,  confederate  bonds,  so  that  this 
fand  now  embraces  the  original  sum  of  $I0,8U0  in  Virginia  state  securities,  and  $200  in 
eight  per  cent,  confederate  bonds,  the  entire  accrning  interest  from  these  bonds  being  con- 
sumed in  snppoit  of  the  profeasoi  of  "  natural  lii.-.tory  and  auinial  a)id  Vegetable  physiology 
applied  to  agriculture-." 

9.  Trust  fund  on  the  donation  of  Mr.^.  II.  E.  Claytor.  After  receiving  from  Dr.  fiercer 
the  donation  on  which  the  chair  of  physiology  was  endowed,  I  received  a  letter  from  Dr. 
Mercer,  dated  May  V2,  J860,  by  wliich  lie  proposed  "to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  board  of 
vi.sitors  of  the  A'irginia  military  institute  the  sum  of  !|P10,000,  provided  an  equal  amount  be 
collected  during  the  crirent  year  (i^GO)  from  the  gentlemen  of  that  state."  Before  the  cn- 
L.ire  arrangeiiKJurs  could  be  consummated  for  securing  this  second  munificent  gift  of  Dr. 
Jflercer,  the  exeitfinent  preliminary  to  the  war  through  which  we  are  now  passing  com- 
menced. I  received,  however,  one  rcspoi;se  to  this  tender  of  Dr.  Mercer,  iVpm  an  esteemed 
female  friend,  Mis.  K.  E.  Claytor,  in  the  liberal  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars.  Mrs. 
Clajtor's  only  sou  )iad  graduated  at  this  institution,  and  was  cut  down  in  early  manliood 
by  disease  <'ourriU'ted  in  the  profession  which  he  had  adopted  as  a  civil  engineer.  The  do- 
i.-vtion  of  Mrs.  {'Inytor  is  designed  to  be  appropriated  to  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the 
department  of  natiiral  history,  to  be  called  "  Claytor  Hall,"  in  memory  of  her  decea.scd  son, 
John  M.  Claytor.  As  the  facilities  for  tha  erection  of  the  building  have  ijcen  suspended  by 
the  war,  the  shim  received  from  Mrs.  Claytor  has  been  invested',  by  the  direction  of  the 
visitors,  in  six  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  state  of  Virginia — s;\y  $  5,000.  Accruing  interest  to 
fat  July  ]SG;5,  to  be  now  reinvested,  i.s  $2C)2  oO.

The  balance  above  slated  assumes  as  paid  every  existing  liability  of  the  institution,  but 
iacludes  as  assets  the  outstanding  debts  of  the  ex-cadets,  amounting,  as  before  stated,  to 
$9,645  40,  and  also  the  furniture,  table  silver  and  other  property  in  current  use  at  the  mesa 
hall,  amounting  to  $5,761,31 ;  which,  although  of  the  cash  value  estimated  by  the  commis- 
sary in  his  report,  is  not  available  for  the  current  cash  operations  of  the  institution.  If  we 
regard  the  debts  of  the  ex-cadets  aslost,  and  deduct  the- value  of  the  mess  hall  property, 
there  will  still  remain  a  net  siirplus  to  the  credit  of  the  Virginia  military  institute,  on  30th 
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June  186!},  of  $-20,S4t  9b.  This  larje  balance  i8  due  to  the  fortunate  investmouts  made 
in  bocf  cattle,  sugar  and  molasses,  by  Avliich  a  clear  profit  was  realized  to  the  institution,  of 
$20,131  .W,  as  lias  been  before  stated. 

I  have  thus  earefnlly  elaborated  the  iinancial  operations  of  the  iustitution,  for  the  pr.rt 
year,  tluit  the  board  of  visitors  may  be  able  to  verify,  with  minute  accuracy,  every  cxpencli- 
(nrc  of  the  school,  and  know  exactly  its  present  actual  condition.  It  is  not  necessary  for 
nie  to  explain,  in  detail,  the  various  cjiuses  which  have  combined  to  make  the  responsibility 
imposed  upon  mo,  in  maintaining  the  various  departmimts  of  the  institution,  for  the  last  12 
months,  one  of  '^-reat  labor,  anxiety  and  concern.  The  head  of  the  smallest  family  has  felt 
this,  in  a  way  that  is  intelligible.  It  is  therefore  a  sources  of  proud  satisfaction  to  me,  that 
I  am  enabled  to  subuiit,  at  this  lime,  the  results  of  my  administraticn^  to  the  scrutinizing 
investigation  of  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  institution,  and  through  them,  to  that  oi 
the  governor  and  general  assembly.  These  restilts  show,  that  not  only  has  no  departmci:t 
of  the  institution  been  embarrassed  by  the  pecuniary  pressure  of  a  period  of  \\ar,  but  crcr^ 
tirpartiiibiit  has  a  net  balance  to  its  credit,  while  thi-  jjresent  net  balance  of  all  of  Ihe^e  ■J*' 
partments  is  ."$  20, 1 J 1  95.  Nur  have  these  satisfactory  results  been  secured  by  exorbitant 
charges  or  extortionate  rates.  The  tuition  and  medical  fees  have  remained  the  same;  hoard 
has  been  supplied  at  ^  17  HO  per  motith,  and  washing  at  $  2.  Indeed  the  lowpriccs  at  which 
our  supplies  have  been  issued,  always  at  the  cost,  prices,  has  thrown  a  demand  npon  the  in- 
stitution which  would  long  since  have  exhausted  otir  stock  of  supplies,  had  it  not  been 
ehecked.  I>>'ef  has  been  suppli'^d  all  the  year  at  14  cents;  umlasses  at  $2  fjO;  sugar  !it  4.) 
cents;  tea  at  J^'i;  and  other  articles  in  like  proportion. 

The  treasurer,  <iuartermaster,  commissary  :i,nd  steward  li'iv^  aiforded  me  every  aid  and 
facility  in  their  j)o\ver  iu  procuring,  receiving  and  issuing  the,  supplies,  and  in  enforciujj 
(he  most  rigid  economy  in  the  administration. 

^Vhile  these  salisfactery  results  are  shown  for  tli(^  past  year,  the  enhanced  piices  of  sap- 
plies  and  the  great(>r  difticulty  in  proem ing  them,  give  auise  for  the  most  serious  apprehen- 
sion, that  without  great  urudence  we  fthali  b(^  much  embarrassed  by  the  pecuniary  operations 
of  the  next  tv.elvf  months.  The  connnissary  already  rciports  an  advance,  iu  the  actual  cost 
of  boarding  a  cadet  per  month,  from  ."f  17  oO  to  $34  82  tor  the  months  of  May  and  June; 
and  we  jnay  assume,  with  certainty,  that  .$3o  per  month  will  be  the  m'lnimum  actual  cost 
of  boarding  a  cadet  )>er  month  for  the  next  ye.nr.  The  existing  law  imposes  npon  the  in- 
stitution the  support  of  TjO  state  cadclx.  i'lvv  of  clunge  ibr  hoard  and  tuition.  At  this  rate, 
the  actual  annual  charge  upon  the  institution  for  the  board  of  each  state  cadet  will  be  $420, 
and  the  total  annual  chargi' for  boarding ')()  state  cadets  will  be  $21,(11)0.  To  this  charge 
the  cost  of  tuition  has  to  be  added,  making  $  3,000  mon^  The  entire  annuity  of  the  insti- 
tution from  the  state  is  $  I.^.OOO.  This  sum  has  been  diminished  $2,000  by  the  last  gene- 
ral assembly,  for  the  expenses  of  (he  board  of  visitors.  It  will  therefore  be  at  once  seen 
that  some  practical  difficulties,  most  seriously  (>mbarrassing  the  responsibility  of  the  institu- 
tion to  meet  the  reriuireinents  of  tlie  law,  jjosfnt  themselves;  and  the  avIioIo  subject  is  re- 
spectfully relerred  to  the  most  deliljerati^  coiisi<leration  of. the;  board  of  visitors.  To  aid 
them  in  this,  I  counniniicate  herewith,  a  carefully  prep.ared  estimate  of  the  probable  receipts 
."ind  expenditures  of  the  iustitufion  for  the  next  year,  commencing  Jst  July  18G3.

In  the  above  estimate  is  not  included  the  (pperatious  of  tlie  quartermaster's,  commissary 
or  hospital  departments,  v/hich,  being  organized  upon  the  principle  of  supplying  all  articles 
at  cost,  are  simply  sclf-sustaiHing  departments  of  the  institution,  with  no  othi-r  funds  for 
their  current  operation  tlian  the  dejiosits  of  the  cadets.  The  severaltrust  funds  are  also  ex- 
cluded, as  their  income  is  specially  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  the  trust. 

I  have  also  excluded  the  charg(^s  for  the  salaries  of  professors  now  in  the  field,  and  whosi; 
salaries  are,  in  consequence,  snsi)ended,  and  who,  upon  their  return  to  tlie  institution,  or 
their  vacancies  bein^'  :-,upp]i(>d  by  other  appointees,  \vill  impose  upon  the  institution  an  ad- 
ditional necessary  charge  of  $!4,'2(i<i. 

IlSrOUT   OF   THE   f<i:H<il:;«)N    .^XD   IIIiALTtl   Ol'    JIIE   IXSTITLTION. 

The  special  attention  of  the  board  is  again  respectfully  called  to  the  report  of  tlie  surgeon, 
ftnd  to  the  absolute  necessity  of  providing  more  liberal  hospital  acconnnodations  and  conve- 
niences to  the  sick  cadets.  The  more  general  prevalence  of  disease  during  a  state  of  war, 
and  the  impossibility  of  obtaining  many  essential  comforts,  impose  a  very  heavy  responsi- 
bility upon  those  who  are  charged  with  the  care  of  the  sick.  During  theJast  fall  we  luid  a 
large  nundjer  of  cases  of  fever,  some  of  which  were  of  the  typhoid  type.  Two  cadets,  nr, 
mentioned  in  my  January  report,  died.  I  have  now  to  report  the  death  of  Cadet  W.  A. 
Shepherd  of  Pittsylvania  county.  He  died  ou  the  5th  June,  making  three  deaths  among 
the  cadets  since  1st  June  1862.  and  five  since  the  1st  January  18(J2 — a  number  crjital  to  the 
entire  number  of  deaths  in  the  institution  for  the  previous  22  years.  Wlien  it  is  considered 
that  the  cadets  constitute,  by  law,  the  public  guard  of  the  institution ;  that  they  cannot 
leave  their  post  of  duty  when  epidemics  prevail;  that  they  have  been  upon  three  occasions 
called  into  the  field  to  meet,  as  an  organized  battalion,  the  enemies  of  our  country,  and  are 
at  this  time,  under  a  special  order,  in  defence  of  the  public  property  of  the  state,  against  any 
cavalry  raids  tliat  may  be  attempted  in  this  vicinity,  the  duty  of  the  state  in  making  the 
amplest  provision  for  the  sick  cadet  doing  his  duty  as  a  soldier  to  the  state,  is  apparent. 

INVESTIGATION   BY   THE   BIILITARY  COMMITTEli   OF  THE   SENATE.       '. 

The  indispensable  necessity  for  additional  hospital  facilities  led  the  board  of  visitors,  at 
their  semi-annual  meeting  in  January  last,  to  address  a  special  petition  to  the  general  as- 
sembly, asking  such  additional  appropriation  as  the  report  of  the  surgeon  showed  to  be  ne- 
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cessary  to  the  proper  care  of  the  sick.  A  bill  ^vas  promptly  vcportod  by  the  military  com- 
mittee of  the  senate.  When  this  bill  came  up  for  consideration  in  the  senate,  the  senator 
from  Kockliridge,  as  the  local  representative,  was  appealed  to  by  senators  in  reference  to 
certain  reports  alleged  to  exist,  of  a  misapplication  of  the  appropriations  to  the  institute  for 
building  purposes.  lie  replied,  that  "lie  liad  no  inforniutiou  to  iinpart  tliat  was  not  equally 
accessible  to  all  geutlemcH;"  that  there  was  "a  wide-sjiread  and  deep-rooted  conviction" 
in  the  popular  mind  in  his  section,  that  the  approjiriations  had  been  misapplied — "of  its 
justice  or  injustice  he  was  absolutely  uninformed." 

Tills  response  from  the  local  representative  very  properly  led  to  a  resolution  of  en(iniry 
into  the  administration  of  the  institution.  Authority  was  given  to  the  committed  on  mili- 
tary affairs  to  send  for  persons  and  papers;  and  under  this  authority,  the  board  of  visitor."? 
and  superintendent  were  summoned  to  appear  before  this  connnittee,  with  the  records  and 
vouchers  of  the  institution.  'J'lic  eoinmittee  desired  to  know  by  whose  order  and  in  wliat 
manner  the  iff-JO.UOd,  appropriated  under  the  act  of  March  "2H,  IHCiO,  luid  been  expended; 
the  character  of  the  buildings  erected ;  the  cost  of  each,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  an- 
nual appropriation  was  expended.  The  plans  of  the  buildings ;  the  contracts  for  the  same, 
and  the  orders  of  the  board  of  visitors  from  the  records,  were  minutely  and  carefully  ex- 
amined by  the  committee;  and  after  a  full  investigation,  they  unanimously  reported: 

1.  That  the  funds  appro]>ri!itid  were  disbursed  by  the  superintcrulent,  in  conforniity  to 
the  orders  of  the  board  of  ^i.-ilors. 

y.  That  the  board  of  visitors  seem  to  liave  had  the  best  intciests  yf  the  school  at  heart, 
and  have  not  violated  any  law  in  providing  fur  a  new  dwelling  for  the  suiierintendent. 

n.  That  the  funds  apjiropriated  to  tlie  \'irgiiiia  military  institute  have  been  disbursed  witli 
a  strict  regard  to  ecomnuy  and  tlie  best  interests  of  the  institution. 

The  autliorities  of  this  institution  have  ever  felt  that  its  continued  prosperity  and  success 
are  iu  a  grtNit  degree  dependent  U[)on  a  rigid  public  scrutiny  into  its  management,  and  the 
course  of  those  who  govern  and  conduct  it.  Every  facility  has  been  afforded  by  its  regular 
and  minute  published  reports,  by  the  laborious  investigations  which  the  annual  meetings  of 
the  board  of  visitors  afford,  and  by  the  rejjcated  encpiiries  which  liave  been  made  through 
connnittees  of  (lie  general  a.'^sembly,  to  place  the  imblic  in  possession  of  the  fullest  infor- 
mation in  relation  to  its  adniinistraticm,  lest  unfriendly  judgments  niiglit  be.  pronounced 
upon  partial  and. inadequate  views  of  the  truth. 

COMPLAINT    Ol'    K.\-(  ADF.T    W  .    A.    DANIFI,. 

During  my  absence  in  the  south,  in  November  last,  a  comjjlaint  was  made  to  the  acting 
supt>rintendent,  Lieut.  Col.  J.  T.  L.  Preston,  by  Cadet  W.  A.  Daniel,  of  gross  maltreatment 
which  he  had  received  from  sundry  old  cadets.  Col.  Preston  asked  him  if  ho  had  beeu 
subjected  to  any  treatment  that  was  eiilier  unusual  among  youths  at  school  or  personally 
degrading  to  himself  individually.  He  said  no — but  that  he  objected  to  a  repetition  of  what 
lie  liad  received  when  lie  first  enteied.  Col.  Preston  told  him  if  he  would  give  him  the 
names  of  the  offenders  he  would  juomptly  dismiss  all  of  them:  that  the  regulations,  in  tlio 
most  em])]ia;ic  terms,  prohibited  any  form  of  maltreatment,  and  lie  would  unhesitatingly 
maintain  liie  authority  ot  the  law  against  all  offenders;  but  that  he  must  bear  in  mind  tliat 
his  rejicrt  <if  the  offenders  might  exjiose  him  to  the  ill  will  of  the  cadets,  against  which  lie 
coulil  iHit  iiromise  to  protect  him.  Then;upon  he  declined  to  give  the  names,  and  soon  after 
leli  til"'  institute  without  authority. 

• 

Upon  a  complaint  subsequently  made  to  the  general  as.sembly  by  Cadet  Daniel,  the  memo- 
rial was  leferred  to  the  military  committee  of  the  house  of  delegates.     This  memoiial  was 
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taken  up,  coDsklerecl  aiiQ  disposed  of,  by  the  adoption  of  a  series  of  resolulions  by  the 
general  assembly,  which  will  demand  the  consideration  and  action  of  the  board.  Uuder 
these  resolulions,  the  board  of  visitors  are  n'liuired  to  make  a  rigid  investigation  into  the 
niattor,  that  proper  penalties  may  attach  to  all  delinquents.  All  the  papers  connected  with 
this  complaint,  including  the  special  report  of  Lieut.  Col.  Preston,  are  herewith  communi- 
cated; and  copies  of  all  orders  relating  to  the  general  subject  of  maltreatment  are  also  sub- 
mitted. 

As  the  board  of  visitors,  in  their  consideration  of  the  subji'ct,  may  find  it  necessary  to 
adopt  some  additional  legislation  with  the  view  of  n  moving  this  foolish,  and  in  some  cases 
wicked  and  cruel  practice  from  the  institution,  I  have  carefully  prepared  a  separat(^  report, 
showing  tlie  various  steps  which  I  have  fi-om  time  to  time  adopted  to  arrest  it,  with  such 
suggestions  as  much  experience  and  long  and  deep  refleclion  have  satisfied  me  to  bo  the  true 
view  to  be  taken  of  the  subject  and  of  the  mode  of  dealing  nith  it;  all  of  which  is  respect- 
fully referred  to  the  consideration  of  the  board  of  visitors. 

BO.AiU)   OF   EXAMIfsKRS. 

In  compliance  with  an  invitation  from  the  board  pf  visitors,  the  president  of  the  Confede-  . 
rate  States  has  cilused  to  he  detailed  a  board  of  army  officers,  to  visit  tiic  institution  during 
the  approaching  examination;  and  I  have  made  every  arrangement  to  have  tlieae  ofllcers 
(juartercd  and  entertained  at  the  institution  as  the  guests  of  the  board  of  vi.sitors.     The  de- 
tail is  as  follows :

Pl'ini-TC  AUMS,  ORDNAXCK,  ORDNANCE  STORES  AND  ARSENAL. 

I  have  received,  since  the  last  annual  meeting  oi"  the  board,  from  the  ordnance  department 
of  Virginia  two  32-pounder  bronze  trophies — one  of  the  howitzers  belonging  to  the;  cadet 
battery,  and  two  brass  G-pouuder  smooth  bore  guns,  presented  by  the  officers-of  the  Letcher 
battery  to  the  Virginia  military  institute,  and  a  supply  of  anununitiou  upon  my  special  re- 
quisition.  The  Letcher  battery  was  commanded  by  a  brave  and  noble  gentleman,  a  lawyer 
of  Lexington,  Capt.  Greenlee  Davidson,  who  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Chaucellorsville. 
Lieut.  Charles  Ellis  Munford,  son  of  Col.  Geo.  Wythe  Munford,  was  killed  at  Malvern  Hill 
while  commanding  this  section  of  the  battery,  and  holding  for  one  hour  and  twenty  minutes  ' 
a  position,  which,  from  a  subsequent  survey  of  the  havoc  made  by  the  enemy,  was  con- 
sidered utterly  untenable  for  even  a  much  shorter  time.  The  interest  connected  with  this 
section  of  the  Letcher  battery  justifies  some  permanent  record  of  it;  and  I  liavc  obtained, 
the  following  authentic  history  from  the  lather  of  th(!  late  Capt.  Davidson,  which  had  been 
furnished  hiui  by  Lieut.  Wm.  E.  Tanner  of  the  battery:  • 

"  The  two  Gpounder  bronze  guns,  presented  by  the  officers  of  the  Letcher  artillery  to  the 
Virginia  military  institute,  were  cast  at  the  Tredegar  iron  works  in  March  1802,  from  a  por- 
tion of  the  metal  contained  in  the  six  large  French  guns,  which  for  so  many  years,  in  time 
of  peace,  attracted  the  attention  of  the  throngs  who  visited  the  Virginia  armory  during  that 
liappy  period,  and  were  assigned  to  Capt.  Greenlee  Davidson's  battery  by  Governor 
Letcher,  through  his  chief  of  ordnance,  Colonel  (now  General)  Charles  Dimmock. 

The  first  fight  in  which  they  were  engaged  was  at  Mechanicsville,  26th  June  1862,  when 
the  battery  was  posted  upon  an  eminence  on  the  south  side  of  the  Chickahouiin}^  to  annoy 
the  left  flank  of  the  enemy  while  he  was  attacked  by  our  forces  in  front. 

Next  they  were  engaged  on  the  bloody  field  of  Malvern  Hill,  where  the  battery  \Vas  in 
action  for  an  hour  and  twenty  minutes,  in  a  position  which,  from  a  subsequent  survey  of 
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tlic  havoc  mailc  by  tlic  rii»>ni  v,  would  appear  to  luivohocn  utterly  untcaplble  for  evon  a  much 
shorter  time.  Here  Lieut.  Charles  Ellis  Munford,  the  chief  of  the  section,  to  which  one  of 
these  guns  was  assigfuecl  hy  Capt.  Davidson,  was  killed,  together  with  two  of  the  private 
soldiers  of  the  buttery.  A  iiuiuber  of  the  inen  were  wounded  and  had  to  retire,  and  many 
horse.s  were  killed. 

As  the  deficiency  in  men  and  hor.'ses  thus  occa.'^ioned  could  not  he  made  good  before  the 
battery  Avas  ordered,  with  the  remainder  of  Jackson's  corps,  to  Oordonsville,  one  of  these 
six-pouudcrs  vviis  left  in  Kichmond,  in  charge  of  Genl.  Dimmock,  and  also  one  of  the  iron 
rifled  guns.  The  remaining  6-poundcrs  then  passed  successively  through  the  important 
engagenients  of  Warrenton  springs,  second  Manassas,  Harpers  Ferry,  and  first  Fredericks- 
burg. After  this  latter  engagement,  the  remaining  G-pounder  was  also  sent  to  Kichmond, 
having  been  replaced  by  one  of  the  splendid  1'2-pouudcr  Napoleon  guns  captured  from  the 
enemy  at  Harpers  Ferry." 

These  gtms  bear  apj)ropriato  inscriptions,  showing  the  actions  in  which  tlu'y  have  been 
engaged,  and  the  following  statement :

The  special  attention  of  the  board  is  respectfully  directed  to  the  report  of  the  commandant 
of  cadets,  and  particularly  to  that  jjart  of  it  which  recommends  the  innnediatc  removal  of 
the  arsenal  buihling,  and  its  reconstruction  for  the  various  purposes  specified.  It  is  possible 
the  governor  has  now  the  authority  to  direct  this  important  work  to  be  done ;  and  if  so,  the 
action  of  the  board  of  visitors  approving  of  this  recommendation  may  secure  an  order  from 
the  governor  to  this  eftVct.  The  material  in  the  present  building  is  ample  to  erect  a  plain, 
substantial  and  ajipropriate  arsenal,  in  which  the  lower  floor  could  be  appropriated  to  the 
artillfiy,  laboratory  and  workshops  for  repah-s,  and  the  main  story  for  the  storage  of  small 
arms.  If  this  work  is  executed  before  the  small  arms  are  returned  from  the  troops  now  in 
the  field,  the  arrangement  of  the  arms,  and  their  rejiair,  when  needed,  could  be  .satisfactorily 
made. 

It,givefl  mo  great  pleasure  to  add  that  I  have  received  most  valuable  aid  from  Ordnance 
and  Quartermaster  Sergeant  John  Hampscy.  He  lins  not  only  faithfully  attended  to  the  ar- 
rangement and  safe  keeping  of  the  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores,  but  has  rendered  invalu- 
able services  in  personally  superintending  the  sujiplies  of  provisions  and  clothing;  on  which 
latter  duties,  he  has  been  sent  by  me  to  Winchester  three  times,  and  twice  to  the  .south. 

DEATH  OF   I.IEUT.   GENERAL  THOMAS  J.  JACKSON,   PROFESSOR   OF   NATURAL  AND 
EXPERIMENTAL   PIHLO.SOPIIY. 

The  progress  of  the  war  which  our  vandal  foes  are  waging  upon  us  with  such  savage 
ferocity,  continues  to  swell  the  list  of  the  alumni  and  ex-cadets  of  this  institution,  who 
have  fallen  in  the  battles  of  the  country.  I  append  a  list  of  the  names  of  those  who  have 
been  killed  or  died  in  service,  and  also  of  those  who  have  been  wounded  in  battle.  This 
list  shows  at  what  costly  sacrifice  the  Virginia  military  iuatitute  is  returning  to  the  state  its 
debt  of  gratitude.

This  table,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  is  doubtless  very  incomplete,  as  no  returns  have 
been  received  from  the  army  of  Mississippi  and  that  of  the  Trans-MissiSsippi. 

But  this  institution  has  met  with  an  irreparable  loss  in  the  removal  of  one  of  its  most 
honored  professors,  while  his  death  has  covered  the  nation  witli  sorrow  and  mourning.  Lt. 
General  Thomas  J.  Jackson,  professor  of  natural  and  experimental  philosophy,  after  having 
been  severely  wounded  at  the  battle  of  ChanccUorsville,  died  at  Guiney  station  on  the  10th 
May,  of  pneumonia.  His  remains  having  been  brought  back  to  the  institute  by  the  order 
of  the  governor,  were  received  and  buried  with  military  honors.  The  military  escort  was 
commanded  by  the  commandant  of  cadets.  Major  Scott  Ship,  one  of  his  former  pupils.  It 
was  composed  of  a  regiment  of  infantry,  of  which  the  corps  of  cadets  constituted  8  com- 
panies, one  company  composed  of  detached  members  of  the  Stonewall  brigade,  and  one 
company  of  convalescent  soldiers  from  the  hospital.  The  cadets'  battery  which  he  had 
60  long  commanded,  and  which  constituted  a  part  of  the  original  Stonewall  brigade,  serving 
with  him  at  iirst  Manassas,  was  the  artillery  escort.  A  squadron  of  cavalry  of  Sweeney's  bat- 
talion, Jenkins'  command,  many  of  the  members  being  from  General  Jackson's  native  sec- 
tion, opportunely  arrived  in  Lexington  in  time  to  form  the  cavalry  escort,  and  thus  completed 
the  military  escort  provided  for  an  ofiBcer  of  his  rank,  by  the  Regulations.  The  body  was 
borne  on  a  caisson  of  the  cadet  battery,  drawn  by  four  horses,  and  led  by  servants  of  the 
institute,  acting  as  grooms.  I  communicate  herewith,  the  orders  from  the  adjutant  general 
and  from  these  head  quarters,  announcing  this  great  calamity  to  the  officers  and  cadets  of 
this  institution. 

As  appropriate  to  the  relations  sustained  by  General  Jackson  to  this  institution,  arrd  the 
brilliant  military  career  which  has  added  such  lustre  to  his  name  and  to  his  country,  I  have 
prepared  a  discourse,  conmiemorative  and  illustrative  of  his  life  and  character,  which  I  pi"o- 
pose  to  deliver  to  the  corps  of  cadets,  in  the  presence  of  the  board  of  visitors,  on  some  ap- 
propriate evening  of  the  week. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  specially  detail  one  of  the  professors,  Lt.  Colonel  James  W.  Massie, 
to  escort  Mrs.  Jackson  to  her  home  in  North  Carolina. 

Considering  the  fact  that  the  chair  of  natural  and  experimental  philosophy,  as  a  separate 
department,  was  first  organized  upon  the  election  of  General  Jackson,  and  has  been  held 
by  him  as  its  first  and  only  professor  since  1851,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  this  chair 
be  hereafter  designated  by  the  name  of  its  illustrious  chief  Although  the  branches  em- 
braced in  this  department  had  been  taught  in  the  institution  since  1842,  first  by  the  super- 
intendent, as  constituting  a  part  of  the  mathematical  department,  and  subsequently  by  Col. 
Gilham,  as  professor  of  physics,  their  separation  into  an  independent  chair,  was  first  made 
in  1850 — and  to  this  chair  General  Jackson  was  elected  in  1851. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  proper  that  I  should  state,  what  is  already  well  known  to  the  board 
of  visitors,  that  when  the  war  broke  out,  every  professor  and  assir^tant  professor  of  the  in?titu- 
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tion  entered  the  military  service,  in  the  various  departments  of  duty  to  which  they  were 
called — and  coutiuued  in  the  discharge  of  these  duties,  until  required  to  resume  their  special 
duties  here,  by  the  order  of  the  governor  and  board  of  visitors,  upon  the  reopening  of  the 
school  in  January  1862. 

COURSE   OF   IXSTnUCTION. 

The  departments  of  instruction  in  the  regular  academic  course,  embraced  by  the  Regula- 
tions under  eleven  distijict  licads,  liave  been  conducted  during  the  past  j'ear  as  follows: 

1.  Department  of  Mathematics — Major  Gen.  F.  II.  Smith,  A.  M.,  professor;  Lieirt.  Col. 
J.  W.  Massie,  adjunct  professor;  Lents.  H.  A.  Wise,  J.  G.  Miller  a!id  T.  B.  Robinson,  as' 
sistant  professors.  Lieut.  A.  P.  Scott  served  as  an  assistant  profe.'^sor  until  the  1st  April 
1863.  The  senior  classes  have  been  exclusively  under  the  charge  of  Lieut.  Col.  Massie,  the 
claims  of  public  duty  giving  to  the  superintendent  time  only  tor  occasional  instruction  in 
mathematics.  The  iirst  class  has  been  taken  by  him  over  the  usual  course  of  moral  philo- 
sophy.   ,  •     . 

2.  Drpnrtmcnt  of  English  and  iMtin — Lieut.  Col.  J.  T.  L.  Preston,  A.  M.,  professor ; 
Lieut.  F.  I'reston,  assistant  professor. 

3.  Department  of  EnginMring,  Architecture,  Drawing  and  Geography — Lieut.  CoL.T. 
H.  Williamson,  professor. 

4.  Department  of  Chemistry,  (icology  and  Mineralogy — Col.  Wm.  Gilliam,  A.  M.,  j)ro- 
fessor. 

.').  Department  of  Natural  and  Experimental  Philosophy — Under  the  temporary  charge 
of  Coi.  Gilham  as  professor. 

6.  Department  of  Infantry  and  Artillery  Tactics — Mnjor  Scott  Ship,  professor,  and  com- 
mandant of  cadets.  Major  Ship  has  been  assisted,  in  this  department,  by  Lts.  Wise,  JfiJIer, 
Robinson  and  I'reston. 

7.  Department  of  French  Language — Cupt.  T.  M.  Semmcs,  instructor,  assisted  by  Lieut. 
A.  Govan  Hill. 

The  schools  of  applied  science  having  been  necessarily  suspended  by  the  war,  their  orga- 
nization remains  as  stated  in  my  annual  report  of  1860. 

Dr.  R.  L.  Madison,  Mercer  professor  of  natural  history,  and  animal  and  vegetable  physio- 
logy applied  to  agriculture,  has  instructed  the  first  class  on  an  acconnnodated  course  of  hu- 
man physiology. 

All  the  departments  of  instruction  have  been  materially  affected  from  the  scarcity  of  text 
books,  and  this  want  will  be  increased  .during  the  next  academic  year.  We  have  also  been 
embarras.sed  in  our  efforts  to  secure  an  adequate  supply  of  competent  assistant  professors. 
Capt.  W.  E.  Ctitshaw,  C.  S.  artillery,  a  graduate  of  the  institution,  who  was  severely 
wounded  at  the  battle  of  Winchester  in  May  1862,  has  been  detailed  by  the  secretary  of 
war  for  dut3'  here  during  his  disability.  He  has  been  assigned  to  duty  as  assistant  com- 
mandiint  of  cadets,  and  will  be  also  employed  in  the  dcpartmtmt  of  mathematics. 

The  Bible  recitations  of  the  classes  have  been  kept  uj)  with  the  accustomed  regularity, 
under  the  charge  of  the  superintendent.  Cols.  Preston  and  Gilham,  and  Lieuts.  Hill  and 
Preston.

TIio  number  of  graduates  to  the  Ith  July  181)3,  inclusive,  is  460,  embracing  21  classes 
that  havci  graduated,  averaging  annually  a  fraction  under  22  graduates.  Each  graduate, 
therefore,  receives  from  the  annuity  of  the  state  $125  00.  The  state  cadet  graduate  of 
course  receives  this  sum,  in  addition  to  what  he  receives  for  his  service  as  a  member  of  the 
puldic  guard.  If  we  inchidc  the  interest  on  tlie  special  api)ropriations  (although  it  would 
not  be  just  to  charge  the  graduates  prior  to  1850  with  the  investments  miKle  in  the  public  build- 
ings since  that  time,  nor  indeed  to  charge  the  full  amount  of  these  permanent  improvemei^s, 
which,  besides  adding  to  the  accommodations  for  all  time  to  come,  aftbrd  facilities  for  a 
larger  ])r<>])ortion  of  graduates),  this  sum  of  $  125  09  has  to  be  augmented  by  the  sum  of 
$284  00,  making  $409  18,  which  the  state  gives  as  a  to7/Ks  to  each  cadet  wlio  graduates 
at  the  Virginia  il'Rlitary  institute.  This  calculation  takes  the  most  unfavorable  view  possi- 
ble against  the  institute;  and  the  results  would  be  materially  less<aied,  if  allowance  were 
made  for  the  exceptions  above  stated.  It  will  certainly  be  yearly  diminishing,  and  will  not, 
upon  a  fair  estimate,  exceed  $250.  This  sum  is  of  course  independent  of  the  amount  paid 
by  each  cadet  fiir  his  tuition  and  personal  expenses.  The  object  has  been  to  show  the  cost 
lo  the  state  of  each  graduate  of  the  Virginia  military  institute. 

To  estimate  jiroperly  the  result  which  is  here  presented,  and  Avhioh  is  based  upon  aulhentii- 
data,  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  comi)are  it  with  that  of  the  other  institutions  of  the  state 
and  country.  I  have  been  unable,  however,  to  procure  any  sufficient  data  tipon  which  »o 
base  any  satisfactory  comparison.  The  president  of  a  northi^rn  collegt?  (Brown  university), 
in  reference  to  this  matter,  remarks,  "  It  is  a  remarkable  fact,  especially  among  such  people 
as  those  of  New  England,  that  colleges  are  the  only  corporations  entrusted  with  funds, 
either  by  public  or  private  liberality,  which  are  not  recpiired  to  make  an  annual  exhibit  of 
their  propt?rty,  and  the  mode  in  which  it  is  ajipropriated.  The  receipts  and  disbursements; 
even  of  a  mite  society,  are  always  made  public ;  but  of  the.  colleges  of  New  England,  there 
is  but  one  that  jjublishcs  its  treasurer's  report." 

I'roni  the  report  of  Hartard  unircrsity,  it  appears  that  the  honuK  paid  by  the  public  or 
private  munilicence  of  the  friends  of  that  institution,  to  everjr  student  who  takes  a  regular 
degree,  besides  his  own  personal  expenses,  is  $1,000. 

I  have,  however,  stated  enough  to  sliow  that  the  public  trust  held  by  this  institution  has 
been  most  economically  held  and  administered,  and  will  challenge  a  comparison  with  any 
institution  in  this  country  of  equal  grade.  * 

In  this  exhibit  I  have  regarded  the  Virginia  military  institute  as  occupying  the  grade  of 
an  ordinary  college,  and  have  estimated  the  cost  to  the  state  for  each  cadet,  regarded  as  a 
litrrary  frrtitivalv.  If  the  estimate  were  extended,  so  as  to  embrace,  as  a  just  credit  to  the 
institulion,  the  great  work  its  alumni  have  accomplished  for  the  state  in  its  struggle  for 
liberty,  the  return  to  the  state  in  military  service,  which,  for  every  graduate  of  West  Point 
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is  secured  at  a  cost  to  the  U.  S.  government  of  $  5',000,  avouW  be  still  more  strikingly 
presented. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION  AS  CADETS. 

The  board  of  ♦i.sitors  Avill  find  a  laborious  and  embarrassing  dutj'  before  them,  in  making 
selections  from  the  large  list  o'f  applicants  for  appointment  as  puij  cadets.  The  cadets  now 
present  for  duty  number  225.  Of  these,  10  are  candidates  for  graduation.  E.stiniating  from 
30  to  50  who  m^y  leave,  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  and  232  as  the  fullest  capacity  for  ac- 
commodation of  the  present  buildings,  we  should  only  be  able  to  receive  50  nevv  appointees. 
Should  I  be  successful  iu  my  eft'orts  to  prepare  the  unfinished  wing  for  occupancy  by  the 
1st  September,  which  I  am  in  hopes  will  be  done,  50  more  may  be  admitted — making  100 
as  the  probable  limit  of  appointments  at  this  meeting  of  the  board.  The  list  of  applicants 
is  fully  400,  so  that  300  will  necessarily  be  excluded. 

It  will  be  noticed,  when  the  testimonials  are  examined,  that  many  of  tlie  applicants  are 
of  a  very  high  grade  ;  and  this  fact,  together  with  the  increased  demand  for  admission,  sug- 
gests the  propriety  of  establishing,  by  regulation,  a  higher  grade  of  scholarship  for  the  ad- 
mission of  at  least  the  pay  applicants,  to  be  ascertained  upon  examination  by  the  academic 
board.  This  will  harmonize  with  the  efforts  now  being  made  by  the  academic  board  to  ele- 
vate very  materially  the  standard  of  graduation  in  all  the  departments,  but  particularly  of 
the  scientific  departments  of  the  institution. 

Dl.SCIPHNE. 

The  discipline  of  tlie  institution  has  been  fully  and  satisfactorily  sustained  during  the 
])ast  year.  The  report  of  the  commandant  of  cadets  will  supply  full  inJi^rmatiou  on  this 
subject ;  to  which,  as  well  as  to  the  recommendations  of  that  oflicer,  the  attention  of  the 
board  of  visitors  is  specially  directed.  The  exhaustion  of  the  present  edition  of  the  Kegu- 
liitions  makes  it  necessary  to  publish  a  new  one ;  and  this  affords  a  convenient  time  for 
such  a  revision  of  the  Kegidutions  as  may  be  call(?d  for  by  the  experience  of  the  last  10 
years. 

C0NCI-rSI02v. 

In  submitting  my  annual  report  of  tlie  operations  of  this  institution,  I  invite,  on  the  part 
of  the  board,  through  its  various  committees,  a  rigid  scrutiny  into  its  management.  I  do 
this  in  no  spirit  of  vain  confidence,  but  with  the  view  of  receiving  front  the  board  now,  as 
on  former  occasions,  such  criticisms  and  suggestions  as  may  enable  me  to  correct  errors  or 
refurm  abuses,  where  any  are  found  to  exi.^t.  The  board  of  visitors  of  this  institution  is  riot 
an  inspecting  board  merely.  They  are  the  directing  and  controlling  power  of  the  institu- 
tion; and  whatever  of  character  or  usefulness  it  has  attained,  is  due,  in  no  small  degree,  to 
tlie  patient  and  faithful  and  laborious  discharge  of  duty,  occupying  as  an  annual  session 
often  does,  consecutive  labor  on  the  part  of  the  board  of  from  8  to  10  hours  daily  for  10 
days.  It  is  seldom  that  one  is  privileged,  during  so  long  a  period,  to  preside  over  and  con- 
duct the  operations  of  i\uy  institution.  This  report  closes  my  tivcitty-fvinth  yeai  in  this ;  and 
it  would  be  ungrateful  in  the  extreme,  if  I  did  not  recognize  the  kindness  and  consideration 
with  which  my  labors  have  been  received  by  the  board  of  visitors,  and  hoAV  constantly  the 
hand  of  God  has  been  manifested  in  the  blessings  of  his  providence  and  of  his  grace.  To 
you,  under  that  continued  blessing,  I  again  commit  the  interests  of  this  institution,  assured 
that  1^0  pr(?sperity  can  be  desirable  to  it,  except  that  which  exists  in  the  light  of  his 
countenance.  -

Sin: 

I  liu%c  tlic  lioiior  to  submit  tlic  aecoinpanjirig  semi-annual  "  sick  report"*  of 
llie  corps  of  cadets,  embiaciug  tlie  period  frowi  January  1,  1863,  to  June  15,  1863,  inclu- 
sive. During  this  time  no  epidemic  diseases  have  prevailed ;  and  therefore  the  health  of 
the  corps  has  been  comparatively  good,  especially  when  contrasted  with  the  same  period  of 
]8G'2.  ,  Still  the  per  cent,  of  sickness  is  greater.  There  were  more  cases,  but  of  less  severity. 
An  examination  of  the  re])oit  shows  fift}'  cases  of  cephalalgia  (hcudaclie)  and  ninety-one  of 
diarrhfca  It  must  not  be  supposed,  however,  that  these  are  all  "  bona  fide"  cases.  Many 
of  them  were  inidoubtedly  not ;  for  the  malingerer  (old  soldier)  is  always  affected  with  soma 
disease  which  can  be  easily  feigned,  and  docs  not  hesitate  to  sacrifice  truth,  if,  by  so  doing, 
he  can  shirk  duty,  or  Escape  demerit.  It  is  a  humiliating  fact,  tliaA  "malingerers"  are- 
numerous 'in  the  corp.s  of  cadets,  and  will  continue  so  until  the  iqOi^il  tone  becomes  moilB 
elevated,  and  the  malingerer  himself  despised,  as  he  ought  to  be,  by  his  comrades.  Under 
the  term  "  morbi  varii"  is  included  all  of  those  cases  of  slight  and  temporary  indisposition 
(both  feigned  and  real),  which  could  not  well  be  classified  with  otlier  affections. 

It  is  inj  painful  duty  to  record  the  death  of  one  of  our  most  highly  esteemed  and  promi- 
sing young  men,  who  died  on  the  fjth  of  the  present  month,  after  a  lingering  illness  of 
thirtj'-eiglit  diiys.  ITifi  di.s(;ase  was  "  tabes  messenteriea,"  developed  by  an  attack  of  acute 
dysentery  acting  as  the  exciting  cause. 

On  Ihe.llfh  of  January  Mr.  M.  S.  Kahle  was  detailed  from  the  army  on  temporary  dutj 
an  this  hospital,  and,  up  to  the  present  time,  has  continued  to  discharge  the  duties  of  "  hospi- 
tal steward,"  with  assiduous  attention  and  efTiciency.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  his 
detail  be  made  permanent,  and  that  he  be  placed  in  all  respects,  as  regards  pay,  clothing 
and  rations,  upon  an  equal  footing  with  the  hospital  stewards  of  the  army.  This  hospitaJ 
is  certainly  entitled  to  a  steward  (such  an  oflicer  being  indispensable),  and  the  surgeon 
knows  of  no  one  more  capable  of  discharging  the  duty  than  th(^  present  incumbent.  Ho  is, 
niorcoves',  physically  disqualified  for  field  service'. 

Tlie  enlargement  and  alteration  of  the  hospital  building,  to  meet  the  ])rogressively  inr 
creasing  wants  of  the  corps,  and  as  recommended  in  two  previous  reports,  is  again  brought 
to  your  consideration.  The  proposition  to  rent  rooms  in  the  vicinity  for  the  temporary  use 
of  the  sick,  whether  considered  in  an  economical  or  sanitary  point  of  view,  is  simply  ab- 
surd, and  could  not  be  entertained  by  any  one  at  all  acquainted  with  the  proper  manage- 
ment of  the  sick.  Even  if  .such  rooms  could  be  obtained,  the  necessary  comforts,  attendanco 
and  conveniences  could  not  lie  secured;  and  it  is  morally  certain  that  no  parent  would  be,  or 
ought  to  I)e  .satisfied  with  such  acconnnodation  for  a  sick  child.  Pending  the  consideration  of 
this  subject,  it  is  respectfully  rcconunended  that  the  hospital  department  be  organized  upon  a 
basis  separate  and  distinct  inltself :  that  the  supplies  and  hospital  stores  b(!  placed  in  charge  of 
the  steward,  who  shall  be  responsible  lor  them,  and  required  to  make  a  monthly  return  of 
all  i.ssnes  made  by  him  to  the  sick,  with  the  amount  of  stores  and  medicines  on  hand  ;  which 
returns  shall  be  made  directly  to  the  superintendent,  or  incorponrted  in  the  regular  quarterly 
and  semi-annual  reports  of  the  medical  officer.  The  utility  of  this  plan  is  deemed  suffi- 
ciently obvious.  It  is  also  recommended  to  convert  the  west  basement  room  of  the  hospital 
into  a  kitcheq  and  bath  room  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  sick,  and  the  eastern  basement 
into  a  dining  room  for  ccnvalescent  patients,  and  a  store  room  for  supplies.     By  this  ar- 

*Not  received  by  puJblic  printer. 
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rangement  a  woman  miglit  be  employed,  who  could  cook  aiKl  wash  for  the  sick,  attend  on 
the  table,  and  perform  the  duties  of  matron,  thus  relieving-  the  hospital  nurse  and  allowing 
him  to  attend  to  his  legitimate  duties.  Provision  should  also  be  made  for  an  extra  nurse  or 
two  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  serious  illness.  The  above  changes  in  the  hospital  are  very 
important,  and  can  be  made  at  a  trifling  expense. 

There  is  another  subject  respectfully  presented.  There  exists  in  all  army  hospitals  what 
ia  called  an  "hospital  fund,"  which  is  raised  in  the  following  way:  The  sick  soldiers  are 
entitled  to  fall  rations,  but  they  scarcely'  ever  consume  more  than  half  or  quarter  rations, 
and  the  difference  beti\een  what  they  consume  and  what  they  are  entitled  to,  is  commuted 
in  money,  and  constitutes  a  valuable  fund,  This  is  expended  in  the  purchase  of  such  things 
as  the  sick  require,  and  which  are  not  embraced  in  the  army  ration.  A  fund  ibr  so  laudable 
a  purpose  ought  to  be  sustained  in  this  hospital,  the  only  question  being  as  to  the  manner 
of  raising  it.  The  following  plan  is  suggested :  Let  each  cadet  admitted  to  the  hospital  bo 
charged  a  per  diem  board  (to  be  determined  by  the  board  of  visitors) — the  amount  so  raised 
to  be  kept  by  the  V.  M.  I.  treasurer,  and  paid  out  by  hira  to  the  hospiful  steward,  on  orders 
from  the  surgeon,  said  orders  being  vouchers  for  the  pruper  disbursenKmt.  In  this  way  tlie 
tax  levied  on  the  sick  would  be  expended  for  their  benefit;  and  there  are  good  reasons  for 
believing  that  this  arrangement  will  be  satisfactory. 

As  another  measuie  also  of  much  importance,  it  is  recommemlfd  that  a  portion  of  laud 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  institute  be  obtained,  either  by  rent  or  purchase,  to  serve  as  a  vege- 
table garden  for  the  corps  of  cadets.  Not  more  than  fifteen  acres  are  needed  for  this  pur- 
pose. Its  cultivation  would  necessitate  the  employment  of  one  laborer  constantly,  and 
another  to  aid  at  stnted  times ;  and  it  is  susceptible  of  demonstration,  that  this  plan  would  not 
only  conduce  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  corps,  but  would  bo  far  more  economical  and 
satisfactory  than  the  present  mode  of  purchasing  supplies  in  uncertain  quantities  from  the 
farmers  of  Rockbridge.  Fresh  vegetables,  so  indispensable  to  health,  cannot  now  be  ob- 
tained except  at  extortionate  prices  and  in  limited  quantities;  for  the  village  of  Lexington 
does  not  aspire  to  a  vegetable  market.  It  is  also  plain  that  a  garden  of  the  above  size,  well 
cultivated,  would  easily  furnish  adequate  mess  hall  supplies,  and,  in  addition,  have  a  surplus 
for  sale,  by  means  of  which  all  expenses  attending  the  cultivation  could  be  defrayed. 

The  appointment  of  an  additional  medical  ofiicer  to  aid  in  discharging  the  duties  of 
this  department,  is  again  respectfully  urged.  In  addition  to  the  reasons  presented  in  pre- 
vious reports,  it  is  now  more  than  ever  necessitated  by  the  large,  prospective  increase  of  the 
corps.  It  is  an  admitted  fact,  that  a  battalion  of  cadets,  numbering  only  two  hundred  and 
fifty  men,  gives  the  medical  officer  more  trouble,  and  makes  i'^u'  greater  demands  upon  his 
time  than  would  three  regiments  of  soldiers  in  the  army.  This  is  the  experience  of  the 
West  Point  academy,  which  is  fully  corroborated  by  that  of  the  Virginia  military  institute.

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Report  relative  to  maltreatment  of  Cadets. 


Head  Quarters,  Virginia  Military  Institute, 

March  31,  1863. 
Sir: 

I  have  duly  received  the  resolutions  of  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia, 
founded  upon  the  memorial  and  complaint  of  Ex-cadet  W.  A.  Daniel. 

Whatever  may  be  said  in  reference  to  the  justice  or  injustice  of  this  complaint,  it  is  mani- 
fest that  the  action  of  the  general  assembly  evinces  a  general  sentiment  of  condemnation  of 
the  practices  referred  to,  and  a  determination,  so  far  as  this  institution  is  concerned,  to  have 
them  suppressed. 

As  the  duty  imposed  upon  the  officers  of  this  institution  is  mandatory,  it  is  proper  that 
the  board  of  visitors  should  be  accurately  informed  of  the  measures  which  have  been  adopted 
from  time  to  time  by  the  authorities,  that  they  may  see  what  additional  legislation  (if  any) 
shall  be  necessary  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  general  assembly. 

That  the  process  of  *' initiation"  to  which  young  men  are  subjected  who  enter  public 
schools  is  an  evil,  no  one  can  deny.  It  is  a  serious  evil;  for,  even  when  kept  within  rea- 
sonable bounds,  though  it  may  be  harmless  to  the  party  aggrieved,  it  offends  his  delicacy, 
and  invariably  leads  to  coarseness,  rudeness,  and  at  times  to  indecency  and  vulgarity. 

It  is  not  only  an  evil,  but  an  evil  which  seems  to  be  universal.  Commencing  with  the 
petty  tyranny  of  the  nursery,  it  passes  into  the  elementary  schools,  then  into  the  boarding 
schools,  and  culminates  in  the  forms  exhibited  in  colleges  and  universities.  It  invariably 
exists  in  the  army  and  navy,  and  some  of  the  most  cruel  forms  of  it  are  reported  in  the  ex- 
perience of  the  midshipman  as  he  takes  his  first  cruise. 

But  though  an  evil,  and  an  universal  evil,  it  is  not  an  unmixed  evil.  It  is  not  like 
drunkenness,  or  gambling,  or  profanity,  or  falsehood,  or  impurity.  These  are  griev- 
ous  sins,  which  have  no  compensating  equivalent,  either  in  the  intention  of  the  party  or  in 
their  effects.  They  ai-e  absolute,  unmitigated  evils,  and  unless  arrested  .they  must  increase, 
and  finally  ruin,  in  soul  and  body,  the  guilty  offender  of  the  divine  law. 

Not  so  with  the  practices  referred  to.  They  exercise,  in  the  first  place,  only  a  temporary 
sway  over  the  rictirre  and  over  the  victimizer.  The  "initiated"  is  released  from  his  thral- 
dom, and  the  folly  and  wickedness  of  the  proceeding  yield  to  the  advance  of  age  and  the 
period  of  reflection;  and  the  offender  then  endeavors  to  repair,  by  kindness,  what  he  may 
have  injured  by  an  opposite  treatment. 

Again,  in  many  cases,  the  intention  of  the  tormentor  is  good,  although  he  adopts  a  most 
harsh  way  of  showing  it.  A  timid  and  unsophisticated  boy  presents  himself  for  admission 
into  a  public  school.  He  may  never  have  left  his  parental  roof  before.  He  finds  himself 
alone,  among  strangers,  and  is  homesick.  In  a  female  school,  a  timid  girl  would  be  met 
by  sympathy  and  tenderness,  the  characteristics  of  her  gentle  sex.    Not  so  with  boys. 
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With  the  rougher  sex,  the  shyness  is  removed  by  a  sudden  plunge  into  the  new  circle  of  which 
he  is  now  to  form  a  part,  aad  his  "  initiation"  is  designed  to  make  him  realize  that  ho  is  now 
a  "fellow." 

Again,  wherever  practiced,  there  is  a  tone  of  "honor,"  that  gives  to  the  victim  a  rightof 
personal  satisfaction,  if  he  claims  it.  Boys  like  those  who  show  manly  courage,  and  this 
prompt  demand  for  satisfaction,  not  only  elevates  the  individual  in  their  estimation,  but 
makes  a  hero  of  him.  A  fight  does  not  generally  ensue;  for  where  spirit  is  manifested,  the 
matter  is  at  once  honorably  adjusted — and  if  the  victimizer  blanches  under  the  demand,  he 
becomes  the  victim,  and  is  pronounced  dishonored. 

And,  finally,  experience  hasshown,  that  in  those  schools  in  which  this  evil  is  most  preva- 
lent, the  strongest  personal  attachments  are  found  to  exist.  It  is  a  rough  way  to  make  one's 
self  a  friend.  But  we  have  to  treat  tlie  evil  as  it  is,  and  not  as  we  may  regard  it — add  this 
fact,  established  as  well  by  the  experience  of  the  English  schools  as  by  those  of  this  coun- 
try, cannot  be  controverted. 

Still,  docs  it  follow  that  because  an  evil  is  universal — that  it  is  not  unmixed  with  some 
good — it  should  not  be  suppressed?  By  no  means.  If  it  can  be  suppressed,  without  pro- 
ducing a  greater  and  more  serious  evil,  by  all  means  suppress  it.  If  it  cannot  be  sup- 
pressed, and  yet  can  be  mitigated  either  in  its  rigor  or  in  its  universality,  by  all  means  miti- 
gate it:  and  this  brings  me  to  enquire,  by  what  means  these  desirable  objects  may  be 
secured. 

This  is  the  most  difiicult  question  that,  in  an  experience  of  twenty-five  years,  has  ever 
addressed  itself  to  my  mind  in  connection  with  the  discipline  of  youth.  I  have  been  en- 
abled to  arrest,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  many  of  the  evils  which  I  have  denominated 
"grievous  sins;"  but,  while  I  have  at  times  mitigated  the  forms  of  this  evil,  and  improved 
the  general  tone  of  the  school,  by  causing  it  to  be  reported  by  the  senior  cadets,  all  these 
reformations  have  been  temporary,  and  have  only  applied  to  the  existing  state  of  things. 
A  new  class  takes  the  place  of  that  relied  upon  for  co-operation — the  tormented  are  now  the 
tormentors,  and  are  invariably  those  who  have  been  but  one  year  in  the  school — and  who, 
as  a  general  thing,  have  been  here  long  enough  to  lose  their  modesty,  but  not  long  enough 
to  acquire  true  manliness  of  character — and  the  work  has  to  be  gone  over  again,  year  by 
year,  with  a  repetition  of  all  the  annoyances  which  have  disturbed  the  quiet  and  comfort  of 
the  boy,  and  added  care  and  anxiety  and  responsibility  to  the  officer. 

In  looking  for  the  remedy  for  tliif*evil,  it  must  be  remembered  that  in  all  schools  there  is 
"a public  opinion,"  which  reigns  with  the  severity  of  despotic  power.  It  matters  not  what 
public  opinion  is  outside  of  their  "circle,"  boys  have  their  own  "public  opinion:"  and  thus 
a  boy  is  in  general  deprived  of  that  j)rotection  which  would  exist, elsewhere;  for  he  may  not 
complain  without  making  himself  an  outlaw. 

I  come  now  to  the  measures  adopted  in  this  institution  to  eradicate  this  evil. 

I  first  tried  reasoning  and  expostulation.  My  appeals  would  command  the  attention  and 
convince  the  judgment  of  the  first  and  second  classes  (that  is,  those  of  three  years'  and  two 
years'  standing  in  the  school);  but  as  I  would  pass  over  the  ranks  of  the  third  class  (those 
cadets  of  one  year's  standing),  no  spirit  was  apparent  but  that  of  mischief  The  very  eyes 
of  this  thoughtless  and  rude  crowd  would  seem  to  speak,  "every  dog  has  his  day!"  Here 
and  there  a  demure  countenance,  but  covering  ben^ath,  it  might  be,  some  secret  meditation 
as  to  the  ways  and  means  of  tormenting  the  next'new  cadet.  Cadet  officers  would  yield  to 
the  appeal,  and  report,  when  on  duty,  ihe  offenders,  and  in  general  would  exercise  "a  con- 
trolling influence  in  giving  friendly  advice  to  the  recruit.  But  the  "public  opinion"  of  the 
school  would  not^  sustain  any  one,  except  in  gross  cases,  in  making  a  report  when  off  duty, 
8o  that  only  a  partial  effect  was  produced  by  this  means.  , 
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I  tben  tried  the  influence  of  combined  action  on  the  part  of  all  the  old  cadets,  especially 
those  of  the  third  class,  by  which  resolutions  were  adopted  by  them  denouncing  the  prac- 
tices as  unmanly  and  ungentlemanly,  and  pledging  all  the  parties  to  abstain  from  it  them- 
selves, and  to  discourage  it  in  others.  But  while  this  had  some  temporary  effect,  it  led  to  a 
greater  evil — which  all  such  pledges  usually  produce  among  youth — of  some  mental  reser- 
vation, or  some  few  would  be  found  who,  either  inadvertently  or  otherwise,  had  not  sub- 
scribed the  pledge ;  and  the  consequence  was  that  the  evil  was  only  partially  restrained. 

I  then  resorted  to  a  more  stringent  military  supervision.  Additional  sentinels  were  posted. 
OfiBcers  of  the  guard  as  well  as  sentinels  were  held  to  a  rigid  responsibility.  Under  this 
system,  which  still  exists,  many  offeipders  have  been  detected  and  dismissed ;  and  when  not 
detected,  the  ofScers  of  the  guard,  if  neglectful  of  their  duty,  have  also  been  dismissed. 
By  this  means  the  outside  forms  of  the  evil  have  been  restrained.  But  the  sentinel  was 
himself  sometimes  the  tormentor;  and  althou^li  placed  on  duty  to  protect  the  new  cadets 
from  the  maltreatment  of  others,  he  would  exercise  the  privilege  of  doing  it  himself 

The  subject  was  then  brought  befoi-e  a  general  meeting  of  the  alumni.  They  knew  the 
extent  of  ihe  eA'il,  and  the  injury  it  was  doing  the  school  in  public  estimation;  and  they 
were  appealed  to  by  considerations  that  might  appropriately  be  addressed  to  them,  to  inter- 
pose the  weight  of  their  advice  and  .their  authority  to  arrest  the  evil.  The  alumni  adopted 
appropriate  resolutions,  and  these  Avere  communicated  personally  by  the  late  lamented  Gen. 
Samuel  Garland  and  Col.  James  W.  Massie,  as  a  committee  of  the  alumni;  and  these  gen- 
tlemen accompanied  the  presentation  of  the  resolutions  with  an  earnest  appeal,  addressed 
personally  to  the  corps  of  cadets.  These  addresses  were  not  without  effect;  but  there  were 
still  some  who  argued,  that  as  the  alumni  "had  seen  the  folly"  of  these  things,  they  wanted 
for  themselves  to  see  the  folly  of  them  too;  and  thus,  although  a  strong  restraining  influ- 
ence was  exerted  by  this  instrumentality,  it  was,  like  the  other  means  which  had  been  used, 
temporary  only  in  its  effect. 

I  then  addressed  myself  to  the  agencies  that  had  been  employed  in  other  establishments; 
and  the  following  extracts  from  the  last  edition  of  "Tom  Brown's  School  Days  at  Rughy,''^ 
will  show  that  the  problem  still  remained  unsolved.  An  old  friend  of  the  author  thus 
MTites : 

"  I  blame  myself  for  not  having  earlier  suggested  whether  you  could  not  in  another  edi- 
tion of  Tom  Brown,  or  another  story,  denounce  mor^decidedly  the  evils  of  bullying  in 
schools.  You  have  indeed  done  so,  and  in  the  best  way,  by  making  5'lashman  the  bully 
the  most  contemptible  character;  but  in  that  scene  of  the  tossing,  and  similar  passages,  you 
hardly  suggest  any  means  of  putting  an  end  to  them.  This  subject  has  been  on  my  mind 
for  years.  It  fills  me  with  grief  and  misery  to  think  what  weak  and  nervous  children  go 
through  at  school — how  their  health  and  character  for  life  are  destroyed  by  rough  and  brutal 
treatment.  *  *  *  i  must  say  I  think  some  means  might  be  devised  to  enable  school 
boys  to  go  to  bed  in  quietness  and  peace,  and  that  some  means  ought  to  be  devised  and  en- 
forced. No  good,  moral  or  physical,  to  those  who  bully  or  those  who  are  bullied,  can  ensue 
from  such  scenes  as  take  place  in  the  dormitories  of  schools.  I  suspect  that  British  wisdom' 
and  ingenuity  are  sufficient  to  discover  a  remedy  for  this  evil,  if  directed  in  the  right  direc- 
tion.    »     *     * 

"Now,  I  agree  with  you  that  the  constant  supervision  of  the  master  is  not  desirable  or 
possible,  and  that  telling  tales,  or  constantly  referring  to  the  master  for  protection,  would 
only  produce  ill-will  and  worse  treatment.  *  *  *.  I  believe  there  is  only  one  complete' 
remedy.  It  is  not  in  magisterial  supervision,  nor  in  telling  tales,  nor  in  raising  the  tone  of 
public  opinion  among  school  boys,  but  in  the  separation  of  boys  of  different  ages  into  Hf' 
ferent  schools." 
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To  this  letter  the  author  appends  the  following  remark:  "The  question  of  how  to  adapt 
English  public  school  education  to  nervous  and  sensitive  boys  (often  the  highest  and  noblest 
subjects  which  that  education  has  to  deal  with),  ought  to  be  looked  at  from  every  point  of 
view.  I  therefore  add  a  few  extracts  from  the  letter  of  an  old  friend  and  school  fellow,  than 
whom  no  man  in  England  is  better  able  to  speak  on  the  subject." 

"What's  the  use  of  sorting  the  boys  by  ages,  unless  you  do  so  by  strength,  and  who  are 
the  real  bullies?  The  strong  young  dog  of  14,  while  the  victim  may  be  one  year  or  two 
years  older.  *  *  *  i  <Jony  the  fact  about  the  bed  rooms.  Then?  is  trouble  at  times, 
and  always  will  be.  But  so  there  is  in  nurseries.  My  little  girl,  who  looks  like  an  angel, 
was  bullying  the  smallest  twice  to-day.  Bullying  must  be  fought  with  in  other  ways — by 
getting  not  only  the  sixth  to  put  it  down,  but  the  lower  fellows  to  scorn  it,  and  by  eradi- 
cating mercilessly  the  incorrigible.  *  *  *  i  don't  wish  to  understate  the  amount  of 
bullying  that  goes  on,  but  my  conviction  is,  that  it  must  be  fought,  like  all  school  evils, 
but  it  more  than  any,  by  dynamics  rather  than  mechanics,  by  getting  the  fellows  to  respect 
themselves  and  one  another,  rather  than  sitting  by  them  with  a  thick  stick." 

And  here  the  aulhor  of  Tom  Brown  leaves  the  whole  subject,  with  the  conflicting  views 
and  opinions  of  his  two  distinguished  friends,  and  without  applying  himself  any  specific 
to  remedy  an  evil  which  he  has  so  graphically  portrayed  in  his  interesting  and  instructive 
volume. 

In  devising  means  to*^ipprcss  this  evil  among  the  cadets,  I  have  ever  been  guided  by 
the  same  general  principles  which  have  influenced  me  in  my  government  in  regard  to  all 
other  evils  prevalent  among  young  men;  and  in  adopting  these  principles,  I  have  endea- 
vored to  meet  all  the  responsibilities  which  attach  to  a  teacher  in  training  and  developing 
the  young  mind  and  heart.  Public  schools  which  receive  those  who  have  just  quitted  the 
state  of  childhood,  and  before  their  characters  are  formed  in  manhood,  present  the  most  diffi- 
cult problem  with  which  the  teacher  has  to  act.  The  "knowledge  of  good  and  evil,"  to 
which  we  are  all  born,  and  which  sooner  or  later  comes  upon  all,  in  the  common  course  of 
things  comes  about  that  age  with  which  we  are  here  most  concerned.  The  faults  of  early 
childhood  are,  with  the  strength  and  rapid  growth  of  boyhood,  far  more  rapidly  developed, 
and  with  the  development  there  is  less  of  the  submissiveness  which  belongs  naturally  to 
the  helplessness  of  mere  childhood.  But  underneath  these  faults — within  this  wayward 
and  rebellious  nature — there  lies  many  a  true  and  noble  spirit,  which  needs  only  patient  and 
wise  discipline  and  culture  to  develop  into  the  fullest  maturity  of  manly  and  christian 
character.  In  the  process  of  development  there  are  oftentimes  so  much  folly  and  thought- 
lessness, and  mischief  and  wickedness,  that  the  virtue  of  forbearance  is  strained  to  its 
utmost  limit.  Not  a  few  fall  by  the  way.  But  still  many,  very  many,  pass  through  tri- 
umphantly. The  impressive  language  of  Dr.  Arnold,  the  great  head  master  of  Rugby 
school,  illustrates  this  transition: 

"When  we  compare  a  boy's  state  after  his  first  half  year  or  year  at  school,  with  what  it 
is  afterwards ;  when  we  see  the  clouds  again  clearing  off";  when  we  find  coarseness  suc- 
ceeded again  by  delicacy,  hardness  and  selfishness  broken  up,  and  giving  place  to  affection 
and  benevolence,  murmuring  and  self-will  exchanged  for  humility  and  self-denial,  and  the 
profane  or  false  tongue  uttering  again  only  words  of  truth  and  purity;  and  when  we  see 
that  ail  these  good  things  are  now,  by  God's  grace,  rooted  in  the  character;  that  they  have 
been  tried  and  grown  up  amidst  the  trial ;  that  the  knowledge  of  evil  has  made  them  hate 
it  the  more,  and  be  more  aware  of  it — then  we  can  look  upon  our  calling  with  patience,  and 
even  with  thankfulness.  We  see  the  wilderness  has  been  gone  through  triumphantly,  and 
dangers  have  hardened  and  strengthened  the  traveler  for  all  bis  remaining  pilgrimage." 

Snch  results  justify,  it  seems  to  me,  the  patient  and  assiduous  care  of  all  to  wliom  the 
12 
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respoiisibility  of  the  young  heart  is  committed.  Much  trouble  and  care  and  anxiety  may  be 
avoided,  by  rooting  out  at  once  all  who  are  irregular — but  how  many  a  precious  jewel 
would  thus  be  thrown  away,  which  needed  only  the  proper  treatment  to  be  brought  out  in 
its  true  character. 

I  have  dwelt  more  at  large  upon  this  subject,  jSrst,  to  show  that  the  continuance  in  this 
institiition  of  the  practices  complained  of,  has  not  proceeded  from  the  fact  that  the  officers 
have  not  fully  estimated  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  evil  itself,  or  that  they  have  failed  to 
promptly  apply  discipline  and  authority;  and  second,  to  direct  more  general  attention  to 
this  school  evil,  with  the  view  of  eliciting  suggestions  as  to  the  most  eifective  means  of 
eradicating  it. 

Before  suggesting  any  change  in  the  established  policy  of  the  institution,  I  deem  it  pro- 
per to  say,  that  in  my  judgment  (and  I  think  the  statement  I  have  now  made  confirms  this 
judgment)  the  evil  cannot  be  entirely  removed.  It  may  be  controlled  measurably.  The 
public  opinion  of  the  school  may  be  aiTayed  against  it;  the  vigilance  and  faithfulness  of 
the  cadet  officers  may  stop  the  outward  manifestations  of  it;  the  elevation  of  the  general 
tone  of  the  school,  by  appeals  to  heart  and  conscience  and  good  feeling,  may  prevent  gene- 
ral malpractices ;  the  censure  of  an  indignant  public  sentiment  may  help  to  strengthen  this 
tone ;  but  until  the  spirit  of  mischief,  natively  alive  in  every  child's  heart,  and  prominently 
developed  in  many  a  rude  boy's  growth,  is  entirely  removed — then,  and  not  till  then,  will 
this  universal  evil,  common  to  all  schools,  be  fully  and  completely  eradicated. 

Two  remedies  have  been  suggested  to  me,  at  diiferent  times,  to  1^)th  of  which  there  exists 
strong  moral  objections,  on  account  of  which  I  have  steadily  refused  either  to  recommend 
or  apply  them. 

1.  The  superintendent  might  be  authorized,  in  every  case  of  maltreatment,  to  convene  a 
court  of  enquiry,  before  which  every  cadet  shall  be  required,  upon  pain  of  dismissal,  to  in- 
form upon  the  guilty  parties.  Such  courts  are  inquisitorial  in  their  nature,  and  should  never 
be  resorted  to,  except  in  cases  where  they  are  demanded  by  the  accused,  or  in  those  cases 
of  extreme  character,  which  affect  the  reputation  of  the  school,  and  of  all  connected  with 
it.  They  infringe  upon  the  privacy  of  the  inner  social  life  of  the  cadet,  by  making  him 
inform  upon  his  friend  and  room  mate,  and  provoke  resistance,  because  of  the  violence  they 
exercise  upon  the  noblest  impulses  of  the  human  heart.  If  on  duty,  the  cadet  will  report 
the  delinquent,  even  though  he  be  his  room  mate  or  best  friend,  without  being  forced  by 
such  a  court  to  do  so.  If  not  on  duty,  he  is  required  to  give  evidence  upon  facts  of  which, 
he  would  be  ignorant  but  for  the  social  relations  in  which  he  stands  to  the  culprit  as  a  friend  ■ 
or  room  mate. 

2.  Before  granting  a  diploma  to  any  graduate,  require  him  to  purge  himself,  before  the 
board  of  visitors,  of  every  infraction  of  the  laws  of  the  school  which  prohibit  maltreatment. 
But  how  great  and  how  serious  are  the  objections  to  such  a  nile  ?  It  implies  that  this  evil, 
though  acknowledgedly  great,  is  more  serious  and  more  pernicious  than  falsehood,  or  drunk- 
enness, or  profanity,  or  impurity — else  why  not  purge  of  these  also  ?  But  again :  Such  ». 
rule  would  take  away  the  diploma  from  some  of  the  noblest  spirits  of  the  school.  The- 
thoughtlessness  of  extreme  youth  leads  boj's  into  these  follies  and  mischiefs.  As  they  groir- 
older,  I  have  shown  how  the  cloud  passes  off,  and  the  manhood  develops  into  the  high- 
toned,  and  sometimes,  christian  gentleman.  Shall  these  be  denied  the  honors  of  the  school, 
because  in  their  days  of  childhood  and  mirth  they  had  foolishly,  or  it  may  be,  wickedly 
tormented  a  younger  boy.  Would  the  fear  of  losing  a  diploma  deter  the  mischievous  fel- 
low, while  he  is  brimful  of  his  mischief?  I  think  not.  He  knows  if  he  is  detected  he  will  b© 
dismissed,  and  thus  lose  his  diploma.  Present  risk  does  not  deter  him.  Future  honor» 
would  not  stimulate  him.  Those  who  would  generally  be  influenced  by  such  a  considera- 
tion yield  to  the  other  appeals  to  which  I  have  referred. 
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Ami  therefore,  while  I  submit  these  two  additional  suggestions  to  the  considemfi.n  .f  .1, 
board  of  visitors,  with  the  objections  which  I  have  urged  !.ainst  the  radontlnT,  . 

sub^.  in  their  hands,  ...h  the  general  re.ark,  that  L  ha^e  i^  rtate^r  is  'ZV^ 
tbe  only  effectual  means  to  restrain  and  moderate  the  evil  complained  of.  The  action  of  tZ 
general a.sembiyotVirginia,inits  just  andseveroc^ 

other  mfluences  now  happily  at  work,  will  do  much  towards  improving  the  tone  among 
the  cadets,  and  ,..:.,  increased  vigorand  efficiency  to  the  discipline  in  fLe.  Th  re  i  n! 
doubt  more  general  ground  of  complaint  in  military  schools  than  in  others,  from  the  1« 
bar  orgamzat,on  of  these  schools,  and  the  more  prevalent  habit  which  the  driircu tvate  "f 
testing  the  muscular  strength.  While  I  do  not  wish  to  understate  the  evil  as  x  tlh  r/

Orders  relative  to  the  maltreatment  of  Cadets,  from  1839  to  1863. 


Order  No.  13,  p,  2,1^— Order  Book,  1839  to  1852. 

Virginia  Military  Institute,  July  17,  1846. 

Previous  orders  forbidtliDg  the  extravagant  conduct  practiced  towards  the  new  cadets 
proving  ineffectual,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  officer  of  the  guard  and  the  company  officers 
to  notice  all  cases  of  improper  conduct,  especially  in  the  use  of  opprobrious  titles.  These 
titles  have  now  become  so  common  as  to  be  applied  to  every  stranger  who  visits  the  institu- 
tion. The  character  of  the  institute  has  been  in  no  slight  degree  involved  by  the  want  of 
that  respect  and  courtesy  which  it  should  be  the  pride  and  pleasure  of  every  cadet  to  show 
to  every  stranger. 

Public  remark  has  been  called  to  this  subject,  and  the  superintendent  feels  assured  that 
the  cadets  will  see  the  propriety  of  suppressing  at  once  every  exhibition  of  it.

Head  Quarters,  V.  M.  Institute,  June  21, 1848. 

The  superintendent  feels  called  upon  to  admonish  the  cadets  against  a  practice  which  has 
hitherto  existed,  of  taunting  new  cadets  and  strangers  indiscriminately  with  epithets,  which 
have  not  only  in  many  cases  been  misunderstood,  but  have  subjected  the  institute  to  the 
severest  reprehension. 
f. 

The  practice  is  at  variance  with  the  strongest  and  noblest  feelings  of  the  human  breast. 
Every  one-  is  saddened,  when  for  the  first  time  he  leaves  his  paternal  roof,  to  seek  among 
strangers  an  education  and  a  home.  He  is  then  a  subject  for  sympathy,  not  of  jeers.  A 
soldier's  heart  is  always  a  warm  and  generous  one.  Its  pulsations  have  ever  been  strong 
and  ardent  among  the  cadets  of  the  institute.  Why  then  may  not  the  young  and  the  ani- 
mated receive  here  the  welcome  which  shall  make  him  see  in  every  face  a  friend  and  a  com- 
rade. 

These  sentiments  have  long  been  felt  by  every  member  of  the  board  of  visitors,  and  the 
superintendent  feels  assured  they  are  responded  to  by  the  cadets  themselves.  He  hopes 
they  will  hereafter  be  acted  upon.

The  coDimaDdant  of  cadets  has  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  superintendent  a  violation  of 
the  117th  article  of  the  Regulations,  committed  by  Cadet  Lowther  on  the  7th  iust.  It  ap- 
pears that  Cadet  Lowther  attempted,  between  tattoo  and  taps,  to  drag  a  cadet  from  his  tent 
after  he  had  retired,  and  with  the  view  of  playing  upon  him  one  of  the  old  tricks,  prohibited 
by  the  Regulations.  The  offence  is  aggravated  by  the  fact  that  special  caution  was  given 
to  Cadet  Lowther  by  the  superintendent  on  the  subject;  and  the  superintendent  feels  that 
he  would  be  fully  justified,  were  he  to  make  this  case  a  subject  of  discipline  prescribed  by 
the  board.  He  hoi)es,  however,  that  the  views  subsequently  presented  by  him  to  the  cadets, 
upon  the  solemn  occasion  of  the  death  of  one  of  their  comrades — views  addressed  to  the 
reason  and  good  feeling  of  the  cadets — will  have  the  effect  to  stop  practices  which  derogate 
so  much  from  the  high  character  of  the  institute;  and  in  this  hope,  he  has  concluded  to  stay 
any  further  action  in  this  case.  The  superintendent  has  liad  also  under  consideration  a  si- 
milar report  against  Cadet  Geo.  S.  Patton,  for  being  a  party  to  the  ducking  of  several  new- 
cadets.  The  superintendent  was  at  first  view  satisfied  that  the  two  cases  were  equally  a 
violation  of  the  UDth  article  of  the  Regulations,  and  particularly  so,  from  the  instructions 
given  by  the  commandant  of  cadets  on  the  subject  of  this  }>!irticular  offence.  Being  assured 
by  Cadet  Patton  that  he  did  not  understand  the  remarks  of  the  commandant  of  cadtits  as 
interdicting  what  he  was  engaged  in,  and  the  119th  artiele  was  not  intentionally  violated  by 
him,  ho  dismisses  this  case  also — but  reiterates  the  instructions  given  by  the  commandant 
of  cadets  on  the  subject  of  all  those  abuses  of  the  persons  of  new  cadets,  whether  by  drag- 
ging, ducking  or  otherwise ;  and  he  appeals  to  the  cadets  to  unite  with  the  officers  in  an 
earnest  effort  to  banish  hereafter  all  these  practices  from  the  institution.

Head  Quarters,  V.  M.  Institute,  July  9,  18.57. 

The  board  of  visitors,  at  its  late  annual  session,  din^cted  the  special 'attention  of  the 
superintendent  to  existing  regulations  relative  to  the  cruel  and  unkind  treatment  which 
new  cadets  receive  on  entering  the  institution.  This  matter  is  known  by  the  board  to  se- 
riously impair  the  character  of  the  institution  throughout  the  state,  and  they  have  directed 
the  superintendent  to  enforce,  with  the  utmost  rigor,  the  regulations  on  the  subject. 

The  members  of  the  guard  orderlies  of  tents  are  specially  charged  by  the  board  to  see 
that  no  cruel  practices  are  allowed  The  superintendent  hopes  that  the  cadets  themselves 
will  see  the  propriety  of  luUting  a  stop  to  these  things,  and  that  they  will  not  make  it  neces- 
sary for  him  to  exercise  discipline  in  any  case.

The  court 
found  them  guilty,  and  sentenced  them  to  be  dismissed.  The  finding  and  sentence  were 
approved  by  the  superintendent,  and  duly  executed.

A  garrison  court  martial  will  convene  in  the  chemical  laboratory  to-morrow  morning  at 
Wi  o'clock,  for  the  trial  of  such  persons  as  may  be  brought  before  it.  The  court  will  be 
constituted  as  follows:  Major  W.  Gilham  (Pres't),  Lt.  Thos.  A.  Harris,  Cadet  Lt.  J.  E. 
Waddy.    The  junior  member  will  act  as  judge  advocate.

Head  Quarters,  V.  M.  Institute,  July  18, 1853. 

The  attention  of  the  superintendent  was  this  day  directed  to  the  gross  abuse  of  the  per- 
son of  a  new  cadet.  After  the  decisive  action  that  has  been  taken  upon  the  subject  by  a 
large  majority  of  the  cadets  now  here,  the  board  of  visitors  felt  themselves  authorized  to 
communicate  to  the  governor  their  confident  belief  that  these  practices,  which  had  brought 
such  discredit  upon  the  institution,  would  be  finally  abolished.  Under  the  same  persuasion 
and  upon  the  authority  of  the  board,  public  notice  has  been  given  tlurough  the  papers,  that 
all  might  know  that  the  cadets  had,  in  a  way  highly  honorable  to  themselves,  vindicated 
the  character  of  the  institute  and  their  own  reputation,  by  the  resolutions  adopted  with  so 
jDQOch  unanimity. 

The  superintendent  knows  not  how  to  express  the  mortification  he  has  experienced,  that 
some  of  the  few  that  opposed  these  resolutions  have  still  determined  to  continue  these  prac- 
tices. He  appeals  tp  them,  by  the  hard  earned  honor  of  the  Virginia  military  institute,  to 
come  out,  with  their  associates,  and  vindicate  that  honor.  He  appeals  to  them,  by  a  regard 
to-  their  own  reputation  and  character,  which  are  imminently  at  stake,  to  show  by  their  con- 
duct now,  that  they  will  not  allow  even  a  suspicion  to  rest  upon  them :  and  may  he  be 
permitted  to  appeal  to  them,  by  considerations  personal  to  himself,  but  which  involve  his 
own  honor,  reputation  and  character,  that  they  will  display  some  magnanimity  now,  when 
all  these  are  put  in  jeopardy. 

A  notification  to  the  acting  adjutant,  by  those  referred  to  in  this  order,  that  they  have 
responded  affirmatively  to  this  appeal,  will  satisfy  the  superintendent,  and  permit  him  to 
discharge  the  obligations  made  to  those  about  to  be  admitted.

The  superintendent  feels  called  upon  to  express  his  gratification  at  the  honorable  course' 
adopted  by  the  cadets  in  reference  to  the  maltreatment  of  new  cadets.  The  superintendent 
felt  confident  that  it  would  only  be  necessary  to  make  known  to  them  what  was  due  alike 
to  their  own  self-respect  as  to  the  honor  and  character  of  the  institute,  to  receive  from  thont 
the  assurances  which  have  feeen  embodied  in  their  proceedings  on  the  subject.  He  feels 
that  the  institution  is  indebted  to  them  for  the  manly  part  they  have  taken  in  this  matter ; 
and  he  will  make  permanent  record  not  only  of  their  proceedings,  but  of  the  names  of  those 
taking  part  in  them.  The  opinion  of  the  superintendent  has  been  asked  in  reference  to  the 
practice  of  "  marching  off  orderlies,"  as  it  is  termed.  Such  a  practice  may  lead  to  noise, 
irregularity  and  disorderly  conduct,  and  therefore  punishable  with  demerit,  as  any  other 
violatiqns  of  the  Regulations  would  bo ;  or  it  may  assume  the  worse  form  of  maltreatment — 
but  the  superintendent  does  not  regard  the  practice  as  he  has  understood  it  to  exist,  to  belong 
to  th^' class  of  offences  which  has  received  so  strongly  the  public  reprobation:  still,  as  such 
a  practice  is  liable  to  abuse,  and  may  be  misunderstood  by  those  who  are  evil  disposed,  or 
by  those  who  are  jealous  of  the  reputation  and  character  of  the  institution,  the  superin- 
tendent would  recommend  either  an  abandonment  of  it,  or  if  the  practice  exists  at  all,  that 
it  may  be  made  manifest  as  a  quiz,  and  bo  not  permitted  to  border  upon  maltreatment.  He 
makes  this  suggestion,  in  the  spirit  of  the  remarks  addressed  to  the  cadets  a  few  days  ago.

1.  Before  a  garrison  court  martial,  of  which  Major  Thomas  H.  Williamson  is  president, 
was  tried  Cadets  W.  B.  Selden  and  W.  A.  Thompson,  upon  the  following  charge  and  spe- 
cification : 

Charge — Violation  of  the  I26tfa  article  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Virginia  military 
institute. 

Specification — In  this,  that  they  the  said  Cadets  W.  B.  Selden  and  W.  A.  Thompson  did 
wantonly  abuse  the  person  of  a  new  cadet,  by  holding  or  assisting  in  holding  the  head  of 
the  new  cadet  under  the  spout  of  the  hydrant  while  water  was  spouted  upon  his  head. 
All  this  in  violation  of  the  sanctity  of  the  Sabbath,  and  while  the  said  Cadets  W.  B.  Sel- 
den and  W.  A.  Thompson  were  on  a  pledge  of  honor  to  the  board  of  visitors  of  the  said  in- 
gtituto  to  abstain  from  all  species  of  maltreatment  of  new  cadets  at  the  Virginia  military  in- 
stitute, «n  or  about  the  30th  day  of  July  1854. 

To  which  charge  and  specification  the  accused  pleaded  as  follows : 

To  the  specification^^  Jfot  Guilty; 

To  the  charge,        ^  Not  Guilty. 

The  coi||  having  maturely  considered  the  evidence  adduced,  fiind  the  accused  Cadets  W. 
B.  Selden  and  W.  A.  Thompson  as  follows : 

Of  the  specification.  Guilty, 

excepting  that  part  of  it  which  implies  a  violation  of  their  pledge. 
Of  the  charge,  ^  Guilty. 
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And  the  court  do  therefore  sentence  the  said  Cadets  W.B.  Selden  and  W.  A.  Thompson 
to  perform  eacli  four  extra  tours  of  guard  duty  on  post  No.  1,  and  to  receive  8  demerit. 

The  court,  in  making  this  decision,  have  felt  that  they  were  bound  to  exculpate  the  ac- 
eused  from  all  breach  of  honor,  since  the  evidence  and  also  the  order  and  the  remarks  of 
the  superintendent  have  left  some  room  for  the  opinion,  which  seems  so  general  in  the 
eorps,  that  ducking  is  not  embraced  in  the  pledge.  But  it  seems  strange  to  the  court  that 
any  resolution  against  maltreating  new  cadets  should  not  embrace  such  flagrant  abuse  of 
one's  person  as  ducking  or  throwing  buckets  of  water  upon  him,  and  they  Avould  therefore 
lecommeud  a  renewal  of  the  pledge,  with  this  kind  of  maltreatment  embraced. 

II.  The  proceedings  in  the  following  cases  are  approved.  In  approving  the  finding  of 
the  court  in  these  cases,  the  superintendent  does  not  hesitate  to  express  the  opinion  that 
Cadets  Selden  and  Thompson  did  not  violate  this  pledge  as  it  was  understood  by  them. 
Still  he  feels  called  upon  to  express  his  surprise — a  surprise  in  which  the  court  unites — that  ^ 
snch  treatment  as  was  dealt  towards  Cadet  Powell  should  not  be  regarded  by  them  as  an 
abuse  of  his  person.  Their  views  of  the  matter  have  evidently  proceeded  from  mistaken 
ideas  of  the  opinion  of  the  superintendent,  as  well  as  of  the  just  interpretation  whi'e^  Ihe 
plain  language  of  their  pledge  should  receive.  With  regard  to  the  opinion  of  the  superin- 
tendent, it  was  urged  by  them  that  he  had  sanctioned  such  abuse.  So  far  from  it,  in  every 
view  which  he  has  expressed  to  the  cadets  on  the  subject,  he  has  endeavored  to  impress 
npon  them  that  the  person  of  a  cadet  should  be  held  sacred  and  inviolable,  and  that  it  was 
useless  for  him  to  define  specifically  the  form  of  maltreatment,  when  so  many  ways,  and 
unimagined  by  the  superintendent,  might  be  substituted  for  those  specified.  In  the  summer 
of  1853,  after  the  pledge  of  that  year  had  been  given,  several  cadets,  in  a  spirit  which  re- 
flected great  honor  upon  them,  came  to  the  superintendent,  and  asked  whether  the  march- 
ing off  orderlies  would  be  properly  considered  as  maltreatment.  They  explained  to  the 
Buperintendent  what  this  term  meant,  and  he  announced  his  opinion  in  the  order  of  July 
-26,  1853,  as  follows : 

"  Such  a  practice  may  lead  to  noise,  iiTegularity  and  disorderly  conduct,  and  therefore 
punishable  with  demerit,  or  it  may  assume  the  worst  form  of  maltreatment ;  and  further,  if 
the  matter,  as  understood  by  him,  should  be  practiced  in  a  form  not  coming  imder  the  de- 
nomination of  the  pledge,  he  recommended  either  the  abandonment  of  it,  or  if  the  practice 
exists  at  all,  that  it  may  be  made  manifest  as  a  quiz,  and  be  not  permitted  to  border  upon 
maltreatment." 

Thus,  in  the  order  announcing  the  opinion  which  had  been  solicited  by  the  cadets  them- 
Bclves,  his  opinion  is  emphatically  expressed,  that  even  the  practice  of  marching  off  order- 
lies may  be  carried  so  far  as  to  violate  the  'pledge ;  and  as  a  matter  of  propriety,  he  recom- 
mends the  disuse  of  it  even  in  the  modified  form  in  which  it  was  represented  to  exist  at  that 
time.  So  far  from  authorizing  the  treatment  of  new  cadets,  which  was  practiced  upon 
Cadet  Powell,  the  superintendent  distinctly  at  the  time  reprobated  it :  and  there  are  cadets 
■  now  here,  who  knew  that  Blackburn  and  Lovell  were  placed  under  arrest  for  the  identical 
offence  charged  against  Cadets  Selden  and  Thompson  ;  and  they  were  only  relieved  from 
the  penalty  of  the  Regulations,  by  a  pledge  being  then  given  to  the  superintendent  that  the 
practice  which  they  had  indulged  in  or  permitted  should  be  abandoned. 

When  we  examine  the  pledge  itself,  and  apply  to  it  the  constru^ion  which  common  sense 
and  the  ordinary  standard  of  interpretation  require,  no  mistake  ^p probably  exist  in  any 
siind.  The  celebrated  moralist.  Dr.  Paley,  says,  in  reference  to  this  point,  that||hen  the 
terms  of  a  promise  admit  of  more  senses  than  one,  the  promise  is  to  be  perforrriOT  in  that 
eense  in  which  the  promiser  apprehended  at  the  time  that  the  promisee  received  it. 

It  is  not  in  the  sense  in  which  the  promiser  actually  intended  it  that  always  gcvems  the 
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interpretation  of  an  equivocal  promise ;  for  at  tliat  rate  yon  might  excite  expectations  which 
yon  never  meant,  nor  would  be  obliged  to  satisfy.  Much  less  is  it  in  the  sense  in  which  the 
promisee  actually  received  the  promise ;  for  according  to  that  rate,  you  might  be  drawn  in- 
to engagements  which  you  never  meant  to  undertake.  It  must  therefore  be  in  the  sense  in 
which  the  promiser  believed  the  promisee  accepted  the  promise. 

^This  will  not  differ  from  the  actual  intention  of  tlie  promi.ser  when  thi;  promise  is  given 
without  collusion  or  reserve,  but  we  put  the  rule  in  the  above  form  to  exclude  evasion  in 
cases  in  which  the  popular  meaning  of  a  phrase^  and  the  strict  grammatical  si"-nificution  nf 
the  words  ditier,  or,  in  general,  whenever  the  promis(>r  attempts  to  make  liis  escape  throuoh 
some  ambiguity  in  the  exj)ressions  which  lie  used.  Tenures  promised  the  garrison  of  Se- 
bastia,  that  if  they  would  surrender,  "  «o  Mood  should  be  slied.''^  The  garrison  surrendered 
and  Tenur(\s  buried  tlieui  all  alive. 

Now,  Tenures  fuHilled  the  promise  in  one  sense,  and  in  the  sense  too  in  which  he  intended 
it  at  the  time,  but  not  in  the  S(>nse  in  which  the  garrison  of  Sebastia  actually  received  it; 
which  last  sense,  according  to  our  rule,  was  the  sense  in  which  he  was  bound  in  conscience 
to  have  performed  it  in. 

From  the  account  we  have  given  of  the  obligation  of  promises,  it  is  evident  that  this 
obligation  depends  upon  the  expectations  which  we  knowingly  and  voluntarily  excite. 
Such  an;  th(^  views  of  Dr.  Paley.  Let  them  be  apjilied  to  the  pledge  of  1853  and  18.'')4.  The 
pledge  of  Ibo3  says,  "  that  the  maltreatment  of  new  cadets  by  dragging,  twisting  and  otlic]- 
wise  inflicting  bodil}'  injury',  as  has  heretofore  existed  at  the  Virginia  military  institute,  to 
be  in  the  highest  degree  detrimental  to  the  interest  and  honor  of  the  institute."  And  a^ain  : 
"  We  take  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  friends  and  patrons  of  fhe  institute  our  detcrminatiou 
to  abstain  not  only  from  the  abuse  of  new  cadets  ourselves,  but  use  our  most  strenuous 
exertions  to  prevent  others  from  so  doing." 

The  sense  in  which  this  pledge  was  understood  by  the  board  of  visitors  is  fully  exhibited 
in  their  ainiual  report  of  1853.  They  state,  in  reference  to  all  these  practices  in  their  report 
to  the  legislature,  that  the  good  sense  and  manlj'  feeling  of  the  corps  of  cadets  have  rais<'d 
up  in  aid  of  the  authorities,  in  fact  of  the  character  of  the  institute,  tlie  most  effectual 
remedy  for  this  crying  evil,  which  ire  trust  and  hclierc  icill  be  heard  of  no  more."  And  their 
report  of  1854  is  even  more  emphatic. 

Now  in  what  sen.se  has  the  public  received  this  pledge  ?  Every  one  knows  that  the  })ub- 
lic  sentiment  abroad  had  been  strong  against  the  institute  on  this  jxiint.  The  proceedings 
of  the  cadets  were  geneiallj'  circulated  through  the  public  papers,  and  commented  upon  and 
conuuended.  Is  there  an  individual  that  can  donljt  for  one  moment  that  the  sense  in  wliieti 
the  pledge  was  received  by  the  public,  has  any  other  than  that  a  total  abandonment  oi 
every  species  of  abuse  might  be  expected.  Complimentary  letters  have  been  received  from 
various  quarters  of  the  state,  presentiiyi;  this  view,  and  regarding  it  as  removing  one  of  the 
most  serious  reproaches  ever  attaching  itself  to  the  institute. 

The  superinh-ndent  has  been  thus  particular  in  this  matter,  because  ho  has  always  felt  a 
jealous  regard  lor  the  honor  and  reputation  of  the  corps  of  cadets,  and  of  every  individual 
member  of  it.  Home  way  do  wrong  ignorantiy,  and  therefore  innocently.  His  duty  to  .-til 
is  to  endeavor  to  impress  upon  them  correct  sentiments  of  honor  and  duty — and  he  will 
not  have  labored  in  vain,  if  he  has  succeeded  in  presenting  the  mattir  now  in  issue,  in  such 
H  light  OS  to  meet  the  honest  convictions  of  all  to  whom  it  is  addressed. 

III.  The  garrison  court  martial,  of  which  Major  Thomas  H.  Williamson  is  president,  is 
hereby  dissolved. 

IV.  Cadets  S<'lden  and  Thompson  are  released  from  {irrest.

I.  Cadet  C.  C.  Burks,  for  neglect  of  bis  duty  as  sentinel,  in  allowing  a  gross  maltreat- 
ment of  a  new  cadet  in  camp  this  morning,  within  the  limits  of  his  post,  without  taking  the 
necessary  steps  to  detect  the  offenders,  or  without  exercising  tlie.pi'oper  vigilance  to  prevent 
it,  will  forthwith  return  to  his  home,  under  the  special  instructions  received  from  the  board 
of  visitors. 

II.  For  the  enforcement  of  the  special  orders  of  the  board  in  all  such  cases,  the  duty  of 
the  officer  of  the  day  and  the  corporal  in  charge  of  the  relief  is  explicit ;  and  if  they  fail  to 
take  the  proper  steps  to  see  that  those  under  their  command  discharge  their  duty,  the  super- 
intendent will  feel  bound  to  apply  to  them  the  orders  he  has  received  from  the  board  with 
reference  ta  the  seutiuel :  and  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  is  made  the  more  imperative, 
because  the  honor  of  the  institution  is  involved  in  the  matter.  The  board  of  visitors  have 
felt  this.  They  have  complained  of  the  superintendent,  because  their  orders  have  not  been 
enforced,  and  that  complaint  shall  be  made  no  longer;  and  while  the  superintendent  an- 
nounces his  duty,  and  is  painfully  called  upon  to  exercise  it  in  the  case  of  the  sentinel, 
whose  responsibility  cannot  be  questioned,  he  hopes  that  the  cadets  present  for  duty  will  see 
that  their  own  houor  as  well  as  that  of  the  institution  is  involved  in  arresting  an  evil  so 
justly  a  matter  of  reproacli  to  the  institution.  The  class  which  was  matriculated  in  1854, 
vuluntarily  pledging  themselves  to  abstain  fiom  these  practices,  say  in  one  of  their  resolu- 
tions, that  "  they  fed  it  to  Ik^  incumbent  upon  them  as  gentlemen  to  use  every  exertion  in  their 
power  to  suppress  the  satne." 

The  class  of  1853,  in  their  resolution  of  1854,  adopted  similar  resolutions;  and  they  state 
that  they  do  so  '•  not  only  to  maintain  their  honor  as  gentlemen,  but  injustice  to  this  insti- 
tution and  the  state.  And  the  board  of  visitors,  in  communicating  to  the  legislature  the  re- 
solutions of  the  cadets,  congratulate  the  state  that  the  honor  of  a  Virginia  corps  of  young 
men  being  pledged  to  the  matter,  they  can  now  say  that  these  practices  "  exist  no  longer." 
If  the  cadets  would  seriously  contemplate  the  case  as  of  their  own  action,  as  the  judgment 
of  the  legislature  and  of  the  state  demands  that  it  should  be,  they  would  as  one  man  unite 
wiLli  the  superintendent  and  with  ihe  board  of  visitors  in  saving  the  necessity  of  such  dis- 
cipline as  has  been  enforced  to-day.

I.  Cadet  A.  H.  Haden,  for  maltreatment  of  a  new  cadet  in  camp  on  the  night  of  Slst 
July,  will  forthwith  proceed  to  his  home. 

II.  Cadet  E.  McCausIand,  for  neglect  of  his  duty  as  officer  of  the  day,  in  allowing  mal- 
treatment of  a  new  cadet  in  camp  on  the  night  of  :31st  July,  without  taking  promptly  the 
necessary  steps  to  suppress  the  same,  and  Cadet  S.  Wilson  for  neglect  of  his  duty  as  sen- 
tinel in  allowing  said  maltreatment  to  take  i)lace  within  tlie  limits  of  his  post,  without 
taking  the  neces.saiy  steps  to  detect  the  offenders,  or  without  exercising  proper  vigilance  to 
prevent  it,  will  forthwith  return  to.  their  homes,  under  special  instructions  received  from  the 
board  of  visitors.

I.  Tlie  procecilinpfs  of  tlie  conrt  of  enquiry,  of  wliich  Major  T.  H.  WiHiarnson  is  presi- 
dent, hav(^  been  laid  before  the  superintendent,  imd  will  bo  transmitted  to  the  board  of 
visitors,  for  their  consideration  and  action.     The  opinion  of  the  court  is  as  follows: 

"The  court,  aft''r  mature  deliberation,  are  of  oj)iuion  that  Cadets  McDonald,  Bentley, 
Hall  and  Hutler  are  exonerated  from  participatiou  in  the  transaction  which  was  to  be  ex- 
amined by  the  conrt. 

That  Cadets  Selden  and  Carter  have  not  satisfied  the  court  that  they  had  no  participation 
in  the  matter,  but  that  the  presumption  is  very  strong  that  they  were  eng-ajjed  in  it.  That 
Cadet  Rives  has  not  fully  satisfied  tlie  court  that  he  had  no  participation  in  the  matter. 

'With  rep^ard  to  Cadets  Parker  and  Cunningham,  the  evidence  against  them  is  of  a  nature 
so  vague  and  contradictory,  that  the  court  cannot  form  any  o]iinion  in  their  case.  That 
Cndet  Kent,  the  sentinel  on  the  camp  post,  is  gnil/y  of  gross  neglect  of  duty,  in  this,  that 
he  allov.cd  a  squad  lo  be  formed  and  marched  out  of  camp  without  authority,  and  without 
a.  signal  being  beat  at  the  guard  tent.  All  of  which  he  must  have  seen  and  known  from 
liis  post. 

That  Cad(!t  Williams,  the  sentinel  on  the  barra.'hs  post,  is  considered  by  the  president  of 
tlje  court  as  guilty  in  the  same  degree  as  Cadet  Kent,  and  by  the  other  members  of  the 
coiu't  as  guilty  of  neglect  in  a  less  degree. 

That  the  court  do  not  consider  the  evidence  against  Cadet  Ham,  corporal  of  the  giiard.  as 
snfiicient  to  convict  liim  of  neglect,  inasnmch  as  it  is  probable  he  was  called  to  the  barracks 
post  at  the  time  the  squad  of  new  cadets  was  formed  and  marched  out  of  camp." 

IT.  In  transmitting  the  opinion  of  the  court  to  the  board  of  visitors,  the  opinion  6(  the 
superintendent  upon  the  evidence  recorded  concurs  wirh  that  of  the  court  in  the  cases  of 
Cadets  McDonald,  Bentley,  Hall,  Hutler,  Selden,  Carter,  Itives  and  Kent,  while  in  the  cases 
of  Cadets  Parker  and  Cunningham  it  appears  that  the  evidence  imjilicate.s  them  both.  In 
the  case  of  Cadet  Ham,  the  corporal  of  the  guard,  it  is  in  evidence  that  he  was  at  the  guard 
tree  when  the  squad  was  formed,  and  marched  out;  and  he  appears  to  have  been  guilty  of 
neglect  of  duty,  as  defined  by  the  order  of  July  21st,  1850,  in  the  case  of  Cadet  C  Bnrks. 
In  the  case  of  Cadet  Williams,  the  evidence  leaves  strong  doubt  that  lie  had  the  knowledge 
or  opiiortunity  to  involve  him  in  serious  complicity  in  the  transaction. 

III.  Cadets  Selden,  Carter  and  Rives  will  report  to  the  adjutant  general  for  the  orders  of 
the  board  in  their  cases.  Cadet  Kent  will  return  to  liis  home  until  the  order  of  the  board 
has  been  received  in  his  case,  and  Cadets  Parker  and  Cunningham,  Ham  and  Williams  will 
remain  on  duty  until  the  superintendent  has  received  instructions  fi'om  the  board  of  visitors. 

lY.  The  court  of  enquiry,  of  which  Major  T.  II.  Williamson  is  president,  is  hereby  dis- 
solved.

I.  Tlic  siippriiitondent  has  received  from  tlie  board  of  visitors  the  following  orders  in  the 
various  oases  of  discipline  w  Inch  have  recently  been  submitted  to  them : 

Ordered,  tliat  Cadets  Selden,  Carter,  Parker,  Eives  and  Cunningham  be  dismissed,  with 
the  privilege  of  resigning.  • 

Ordered,  tiiat  Cadet  Haden  be  dismissed,  with  the  privilege  of  resigning. 

Ordered,  that  the  board  approve  the  action  of  the  superintendent  in  the  cases  of  Cadets 
McCausland,  Burks.  Wil.>:oi).  Kent,  Williams  and  Ham,  officers  and  sentinels  on  duty  at 
tlie  time  the  maltreatment  was  committed  upon  tlie  new  cadets,  and  that  Cadets  McCaus- 
land, Burks,  Wilson  and  Kent  are  reinstated,  inasmuch  as  this  is  the  first  time  in  which 
discipline  has  been  exercised  in  such  cases.  The  board  are,  however,  unanimously  of  opi- 
nion that  the  most  rigorous  penalties  should  be  promptly  inflicted  in  all  similar  cases  iu 
future. 

Ordered,  that  any  officer  of  the  institute  on  duty,  or  sentinel  who  shall  fail  to  take  prompt 
measures  to  prevent  any  mallreatment  within  the  limits  of  his  post,  shall  be  dismissed. 

Ordered,  that  the  ,eu]ier!ntendent  shall  have  power  to  dismiss  absolutely  any  cadet  who 
may  be  found  guilty  hy  a  court  of  enquiry  of  maltreating  another  cadet,  or  witnessing 
such  maltreatment  without  using  proper  measures  to  suppress  the  same. 

Cadet  Gouldin  having  purged  himself  of  the  offence  for  which  he  was  dismissed  by  the 
court  of  enquiry,  by  giving  testimony  before  the  board,  is  reinstated. 

Ordered,  that  Cadets  Crutchfield  and  Cox  be  publicly  dismissed. 

Ordered,  that  it  appearing  that  Cadet  Henderson  did  nut  jiarticijiate  in  the  maltrca'ment 
of  the  case  with  which  he  was  connected,  but  that  from  his  own  statement  before  the  board, 
he  was  present  and  witnessed  the  maltreatment  without  an  effort  to  prevent  it  or  to  dissnadt; 
the  offenders  fiom  it,  that  he  be  reinstated  to  his  duty,  but  that  he  b(!  publicly  reprimanded 
by  the  superintendent  for  his  neglect  of  duty  in  the  premises. 

Ordered,  that  if  any  cadet  hereafter  shall  refuse  to  testify,  when  called  upon  to  do  so,  lie 
shall  be  publicly  dismissed  by  the  superintendent. 

II.  In  obedience  to  the;  foregoing  orders  of  the  board,  Cadets  Crutchfield  and  Cox  stand 
publicly  dismissed,  and  their  connection  with  the  Virginia  military  institute  terminates  iVom 
this  date. 

III.  Under  the  same  orders,  the  resignations  of  Cadets  Selden,  Rives,  Carter,  Parker, 
Haden  and  Cunningham  are  accepted,  to  take  effect  this  day,  and  their  connection  with 
the  Virginia  military  institute  terminates  accordingly. 

IV.  Under  the  same  orders,  Cadets  McCausland,  Burks^,  Wilson,  Kent,  Gouldin  and 
Henderson  will  return  to  duty. 

V.  It  surely  does  not  require  any  special  order  from  the  superintendent  in  communica- 
ting the  above  action  of  the  board  of  visitors.  After  a  careful  examination  of  these  cases, 
and  affording  opportunity  to  the  parties  implicated  to  be  heard,  they  have  directed  the  dis- 
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missal  of  eight  cadets.  This  action  has  not  only  suspended  abruptly  the  studies  of  these 
cadets,  but  it  has  given  pain,  mortitication  and  sadness  to  the  hearts  of  parents  and  friends 
interested  for  them.  Tlie  board  of  visitors  would  not  liavo  acted  as  they  luive  done,  had 
not  the  honor,  good  faith  and  reputation  of  tlie  institute  demanded  it;  and  the  instructions 
given  to  the  superintendent  in  tlie  case  of  Cadet  Henderson  shows  how  seriously  these  prac- 
tices are  received  by  them.  It  is  no  slight  affair  to  be  dismissed  from  a  state  institution  like 
this — and  it  is  the  worst  form  of  dismissal  to  be  implicated  in  transactions  condemned  alike 
by  public  .sentiment  of  the  state,  the  authorities  of  the  institute,  and  the  deliberate  opinion 
of  the  cadets  themselves.  The  parents  and  friends  of  the  parti(^s  no^v  made  the  subjects  of 
the  action  of  the  board,  an.xiousl}-  desire  reinstatement  "fur  them  in  January.  Their  rein- 
statement rests  with  their  .associates  among  the  cadets.  A  calm  and  just  view  of  their  duty 
to  the  institute  may  save  then^  and  prevent  the  necessity  for  more  discipline.  The  superin- 
tendent most  earnestly  appeals  to  those  who  value  the  Virginia  military  institute,  its  honor 
and  good  name  more  than  they  value  their  practical  jokes,  to  stand  by  their  state,  and  their 
state  will  stand  by  them.

A  report  was  made  to  the  superintendent  a  few  weeks  ago  by  the  counnandant  of  cadets, 
implicating  Cadet  E.  L.  Hutler  in  the  maltreatment  of  a  new  cadet.  The  superintendent 
was  about  to  enforce  the  order  of  the  board  in  the  case,  believing  that  the  facts,  as  far  as 
known  to  him,  involved  Cadet  Hutler  in  the  responsibility,  when  he  was  requested  to  stay 
liis  action,  as  the  members  of  Cadet  Hutler's  class  were  desirous  of  expressing  to  the  board 
the  sentiments  entertained  by  them  with  reference  to  these  practices.  In  the  hope  tliat  their 
acticm  might  be  such  as  to  strengthen  the  tone  of  feeling  among  the. cadets  on  tliis  subject, 
authority  was  given  them  to  connnuuicate  in  writing  their  views;  and  the  superintendent 
has  been  gratifiml  to  know  that  the  views  entertained  by  all  the  class  are  such  as  to  correct, 
so  far  as  the  class  is  concerned,  the  evil  complained  of.  The  superintendent  has,  however, 
felt  that  the  public  could  have  no  security  against  these  practices  in  future,  unless  tlie  new 
cadets  co  operated  with  the  old — and  lieuce  a  special  appeal  was  made  to  them.  Only 
thirhjone  of  some  Sfrventy  odd  have  responded — and  the  superintendent  has  no  reason  to 
know  what  sentiment  may  exist  among  those  who  are  silent.  Thej'  may  be  reserving  to 
themselves  the  privilege  of  doi<ig  as  they  have  Ijeen  done  by — and  if  so,  the  same  or  worse 
evils  may  exist  hereafter.  The  question  which  addresses  itself  to  every  member  of  the 
school  is.  Docs  not  the  good  of  tlie  iiistiliition  donund  tliat  these  practiecs  should,  he  stopped? 
And  each  one  should  ask  himself,  Am  I  not  hound  to  do  tchat  I  can,  by  my  example  and  in- 
fluence, to  suppress  them  ?  Such  is  the  appeal  addressed  to  the  cadets  now,  and  especially 
to  the  new  cadets,  who  hold  in  their  own  action  the  good  name  of  the  school. 

The  board  of  visitors,  acting  under  an  undoubted  sense  of  duty,  Iiave  given  to  the  super- 
intendent tlie  most  stringent  orders.  The  superintendent  has  delayed  action  in  the  case  of 
Cadet  Ilutler,  in  the  hope  that  such  n  communication  might  be  addressed  to  the  board  of 
visitors  as  might  give  assurance  to  tliem  of  such  an  unirersal  sentiment  existing  among  the 
cadets,  as  might  spare  the  necessity  of  future  discipline.  He  believes  the  tone  has  improved, 
and  he  hopes  it  will  continue  to  do  so ;  but  the  superintcudeut  cannot  expect  the  board 
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to  relax  the  discipline  so  long  as  there  is.  reason  to  believe  that  any  one  here  will  do  the 
wrong  to  the  school  which  is  so  seriously  complained  of.  He  will,  however,  communicate 
the  papers  to  the  board,  and  await  their  orders  in  the  case ;  and  until  their  orders  are  re- 
ceived, Cadet  Hutler  is  released  from  arrest.

The  acting  superintendent  feels  it  to  be  his  duty  again  to  conununicate  to  the  cadets  the 
following  clause  of  the  orders  of  the  board  of  visitors  of  August  1856 : 

"  Ordered,  that  any  officer  of  the  institute  on  duty,  or  sentinel  who  shall  fail  to  take 
prompt  measures  to  prevent  any  maltreatment  within  the  limits  of  his  post,  shall  be  dis- 
missed." 

The  superintendent  is  also  authorized  by  the  board  to  dismiss  any  cadet  who  shall  be 
found  maltreating  a  new  cadet,  or  who  shall  witness  such  treatment  without  taking  proper 
means  to  suppress  the  same. 

The  acting  superintendent  having  heard,  unofficially,  that  the  vulgar  practice  of  maltreat- 
ing the  new  cadets  has  been  renewed,  takes  this  occasion  to  say  to  the  corps  that  if  he  hears 
any  thing  more  of  this  cowardly  blackguardism,  he  will  place  sentineL?  in  the  company 
parade  grounds,  Vvill  visit  the  camp  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night  himself,  and  require 
other  officers  to  do  the  same  thing;  and  he  will. allow  the  old  cadets  to  leave  camp  only  du- 
ring certain'hours  of  the  day.  The  parents  of  new  cadets  have  this  year  declined  the  ap- 
pointments confierred  on  their  sons,  in  consequence  of  the  reports  whicli  this  base  conduct 
in  the  corps  countenan'ces,  and  which  the  enemies  of  the  institute  exaggerate  and  circulate 
far  and  wide  to  its  injury. 

The  acting  superintendent  hopes  this  warning  will  be  sufficient,  and  that  he  will  not  have 
to  carry  out  a  rigorous  sj'stem  of  vigilance,  which  will  not  only  be  disagreeable  and  vex- 
atious to  the  poltroons  who  engaged  in  the  contemptible  practice  alluded  to,  but  to  the 
officers  and  well  disposed  part  of  the  cadets.

In  order  to  ascertain  all  the  facts  connected  with  the  reported  violation  of  the  Regulation.'*, 
couuecled  with  new  cadets,  in  which  Cadet  Wharton  is  connected,  a  court  of  enquiry  will 
cou\eue  in  the  chemical  laboratory  tjiis  afternoon  at  3  o'clock.  The  court  will  be  consti- 
tuted as  follows:  Major  T.  U.  Williamson,  Major  Wm.  Gillmm.  The  junior  member  will 
record  the  proceedings  and  repoic  the  facts  to  the  superintendent  with  tlieir  opinion.

The  court,  after  mature  consideration,  is  of  the  opinion  that  Cadet  Shenvell  was  not  mal- 
treated at  the  exact  time  of  Lieut.  Ship's  visit  to  No.  7,  A  Co.  on  Friday  evening  last,  the 
2^th  of  July,  but  that  ho  had  been  maltreated  in  that  tent  a  few  minutes  before  that  time, 
and  that  by  Cadets  Wharton  and  Smith. 

II.  The  orders  of  the  board  of  visitors  in  such  cases  are  very  explicit  and  peremptory. 
They  require  the  superintendent  absolutely  to  dismiss  any  cadet  who  shall  be  found  guilty 
of  maltreating  any  new  cadet.  The  cases  of  Cadets  Wharton  and  Smith  are  fully  embraced 
in  the  instructions  of  the  board.  Unmindful  of  the  discredit  which  such  conduct  has  brought 
upon  the  institution,  and  of  the  sorrow  which  their  oAvn  act  has  brought  upon  parents  and 
friends,  tliey  have  insisted,  in  the  infatuation  of  a  mi.sguided  felly,  until  they  have  been  all 
at  once  arrested  by  the  law;  and  it  only  remains  now  for  the  superintendent  to  discharge 
his  duty,  painful  though  it  be,  and  to  announce  that  Cadets  R.  G.  Wharton  of  Richmond 
city  and  Thos.  H.  Smith  of  the  Virginia  military  institute,  are  hereby  dismissed  from  the 
Virginia  military  institute. 

III.  The  friendb  of  the  young  gentlemen,  in  anticipation  of  the  probable  result  in  their 
ca.scs,  in  sympathy  for  them  and  their  friends,  and  in  a  deep  conviction  of  the  great  wrong 
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of  the  practices  which  have  so  much  dishonored  the  institution,  and  have  made  extreme 
penalties  so  necessary,  have  communicated  to  the  superintendent,  through  the  court,  and 
with  their  recommendation,  a  very  interesting  appeal  in  their  behalf,  founded  upon  a  j)lcdge> 
signed  by  sundry  cadets,  and  making  the  absolute  fulfillment  of  this  pledge  the  basis  and 
the  condition  upon  which  it  may  be  possible  to  save  their  associates. 

The  conduct  of  these  young  gentlemen  reflects  great  credit  on  their  kind,  and  will  doubt- 
less be  remembered  by  those  most  interested  in  their  action.  The  sujierintendent  feels  em- 
barrassed as  to  what  course  to  pflfsue.  On  the  one  hand  is  the  peremptory  order  of  the 
board  of  visitors,  made  absolute,  because  of  the  greatness  of  the  evil  designed  to  be  reme- 
died. On  the  other  hand  is  a  respectful  appeal,  founded  upon  a  growing  disposition  on  the 
part  of  cadets  themselves  to  co  operate  with  the  authorities  of  the  institution  in  suppressing 
and  rooting  out  of  the  institute  the  practicet,  n  ( rn-d  to.  This  is  the  end  contemplated  in 
all  the  regulations  and  proceedings  which  have  buen  promulgated  from  time  to  time;  and  if 
this  end  can  be  secured,  and  the  guilty  parties  now  saved,  the  greatest  good  may  be  attained 
by  the  least  possible  evil. 

Still  the  superintendent  does  not  feel  at  liberty  to  set  aside  the  deliberate  instructions  of 
the  board  of  visitors.  He  can  and  he  docs  so  far  accept  the  propositions  of  cadets  as  to 
make  it  the  ground  upon  which  to  Suspend  the  dismissal  of  Cadets  Wharton  and  Smith  un- 
til the  proceedings  in  their  cases  may  be  revised,  aud  receive  the  sanction  of  the  board  of 
visitors.  In  the  mean  time.  Cadets  Wharton  and  Smith  will  return  to  duty.  They  will  be 
confined  to  the  limits  of  the  institute  for  six  mouths,  and  will  be  limited  under  the  strictest 
probation  to  75  demerit  from  this  date  to  1st  July  next,  and  as  a  substitute  for  the  extra  pe- 
nalty of  the  board  of  visitors,  should  they  see  fit  to  approve  of  the  superintendent's  action 
in  this  case. 

IV.  The  court  of  enquiry,  of  which  Major  Thos.  H.  Williamson  is  president,  is  hereby 
dissolved.

Specification — In  this,  that  the  said  H.  E.  C4ouldman  did  bring  or  cause  to  be  brought 
upon  the  premises  of  the  institute,  or  have  in  his  possession  the  cards  used  in  games  of 
chance.     All  this  at  the  Virginia  military  institute,  on  or  about  the  26th  day  of  August  1859. 

Charge  2d — Violation  of  the  160th  article  of  the  Regulations. 

Specification — In  this,  that  he  the  said  Cadet  H.  E.  Gouldman  did  have  in  his  possession 
cards,  commonly  called  "  French  cards ;"  which  cards  are  usually  stamped  with  obscene 
transparencies.  All  of  which  is  an  immorality  greatly  to  the  prejudice  of  good  order  and 
moral  conduct  at  the  Virginia  military  institute,  on  or  about  the  26th  day  of  August  1859. 
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To  which  charges  and  specifications  the  accused  pleaded  as  follows : 

To  specification  of  1st  charge,  Not  Guilty. 

To  specification  of  2d  charge,  Guilty. 

To  charge  1st,  Not  Guilty. 

To  charge  2d,  Guilty. 

The  court  having  maturely  considered  the  evidence  adduced,  find  the  accused  H.  E. 
Gouldmau  as  follows : 

Of  specification  of  1st  charge.  Guilty.

Of  specification  of  2d  charge,  Not  Guilty. 

Of  charge  2d,  Guilty. 

And  do  sentence  said  Cadet  H.  E.  Gouldman  to  be  confined  five  months  to  the  limits  of 
the  institute,  and  to  serve  fifteen  tours  of  extra  guard  duty. 

II.  Before  the  same  court  was  tried  Cadet  R.  G.  Wharton,  upon  the  following  charge  and 
specification : 

CiLARGE — Violation  of  the  160th  article  of  the  Regulations. 

Specification — In  this,  that  the  said  Cadet  R.  G.  Wharton  did  use  insulting  and  provoking 
language  to  a  new  cfidet  who  has  just  matriculated,  thereby  creating  a  gross  disorder  in 
camp,  to  the  prejudice  of  good  order  and  military  discipline — ^^and  this  while  the  said  Cadet - 
R.  G.  Wharton  was  in  strict  probation  under  a  suspended  sentence  of  dismissal  upon  a 
charge  of  maltreatment  of  a  new  cadet,  and  under  a  solemn  pledge  not  to  maltreat  a  new 
cadet  again  while  he  was  a  member  of  said  institute.  All  this  at  the  Virginia  miHtary 
institute  on  or  about  the  27th  day  of  August  1859. 

To  which  charge  and  specification  the  accused  plead  as  follows : 

To  the  specification.  Not  Guilty. 

To  the  charge,  Not  Guilty. 

And  the  court  having  maturely  considered  the  evidence  adduced,  find  Cadet  R.  G.  Whar- 
ton as  follows : 

Of  the  specification,  Guilty. 

Of  the  charge,  Guilty. 

And  do  sentence  him  to  six  months'  confinement  to  the  limits  of  the  institute,  and  to  ten 
tours  of  extra  guard  duty. 

The  court  would  have  sentenced  the  accused  to  be  dismissed,  had  it  not  appeared,  from 
the  evidence  of  Cadet  Clemson  and  others,  that  in  their  opinion  the  abusive  language  used 
by  Cadet  Wharton  did  not  constitute  a  violation  of  his  pledge. 

III.  Before  the  same  court  was  also  tried  Cadet  O.  H.  Cox,  upon  the  following  charge 
and  specification : 

Charge — Violation  of  160th  article  of  the  Regulations. 

Specification — In  this,  that  he  the  said  Cadet  O.  H.  Cox  did  use  insulting  and  provoking 
language  and  gestures  to  a  new  cadet  who  had  just  matriculated,  thereby  creating  a  gross 
disorder  in  and  near  the  camp  of  said  institute,  to  the  prejudice  of  good  order  and  military 
discipline.  This  while  the  said  Cox  was  under  probation,  and  also  when  he  was  bound 
Tinder  a  solemn  pledge  to  abstain  from  all  forms  of  maltreatment  to  new  cadets.  All  this 
at  the  Virginia  military  institute  on  or  about  the  27th  day  of  August  1859. 
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To  which  charge  and  specification  the  accused  pleaded  as  follows  : 

To  the  specification,  Guilty. 

To  the  charge,  Not  Guilty. 

And  the  court  having  maturely  considered  the  evidence  adduced,  do  find  the  accused 
O.  H.  Cox  as  follows  : 

Of  the  specification.  Guilty, 

excepting  the  words  insulting  and  provoking  language,  and  creating 
gross  disorder. 

Of  the  charge.  Guilty. 

And  do  sentence  him  to  serve  three  extra  tours  of  guard  duty. 

IV.  The  proceedings  in  the  above  cases  are  approved. 

V.  The  garrison  court  martial,  of  which  Major  T.  J.  Jackson  is  president,  is  hereby 
dissolved.

Head  Quarters,  V.  M.  Institute,  Sept.  3,  18()2. 

The  attention  of  the  superintendent  has  been  called  by  Judge  J.  W.  Brockenbrough  to  a 
gross  violation  of  the  Regulations  of  the  institute  in  the  maltreatment  of  his  son,  recently 
admitted  as  a  cadet,  by  a  party  of  cadets  on  or  about  30th  of  August. 

The  communication  of  Judge  Brockenbrough  was  made  without  the  knowledge  of  his 
son,  and  was  designed  to  place  the  superintendent  in  possession  of  facts  that  were  disrepu- 
table to  the  school,  and  were  doing  great  wrong  to  the  parties  who  were  victims  of  it.  It 
was  Uie  purpose  of  the  superintendent  to  have  acted  summarily  upon  the  communication, 
as  he  was  required  to  do  by  the  express  orders  of  the  board  of  visitor^,  by  dismissing  the 
cadet  who  was  known  to  have  engaged  in  the  proceeding,  as  well  as  all  others  Avho  might 
appear  as  participants  in  it. 

Cadet  Brockenbrough,  with  a  magnanimity  which  is  creditable  to  him,  declines  making 
any  olficial  report  against  those  who  have  so  grossly  maltreated  him — and  upon  the  special 
solicitation  of  his  father,  all  further  proceedings  in  the  case  are  dismissed. 

The  superintendent  would  avail  himself  of  the  forbearance  on  the  part  of  those  most  ag- 
grieved, to  address  an  earnest  appeal  to  the  cadets,  with  a  view  to  inviting  them  to  the 
prompt,  total  and  unqualified  abandonment  of  practices  which  are  so  discreditable  to  the 
corps  of  cadets,  and  which  so  seriously  afiiect  the  good  name  of  the  institute.  These  prac- 
tices should  be  suppressed,  because  it  is  due  to  the  manly  character  of  the  corps  of  cadets, 
whatever  view  may  be  taken  by  this  or  that  person.  It  is  unmanly  in  any  set  of  young 
men  to  baud  themselves  together,  and  by  brute  force  to  tie  and  abuse  the  person  of  another, 
who  would  not  submit  to  the  abuse  if  he  were  able  to  help  himself  Such  conduct  has  uo 
apology  or  excuse  to  be  ofiiered  for  it.  Boys  and  children  cannot  be  expected  to  act  above 
their  age,  but  young  men  who  have  manhood  to  vindicate,  should  always  act  as  becorae.s 
their  social  position.     These  practices  should  be  abandoned,  because  they  affect  the  gentle- 
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manly  tone  and  character  of  the  coqis  of  cadets.  Many  A\ho  enpag'e  in  them  keep  within 
the  bounds  of  decency  at  least,  but  others  who  are  less  scrupulous  give  color  for  imputa- 
tions which  do  afifect  the  good  name  of  the  institution. 

The  superintendent  then  appeals,  by  the  double  consideration  which  aims  to  maintain  in 
their  highest  perfection  the  manly  and  gentlemanly  character  of  tlie  corps  of  cadets,  to  all 
who  value  their  own  self-respect,  or  the  character  and  well  being  of  the  institution,  to  dis- 
countenance in  every  way  these  practices,  assured  as  he  is  that  if  the  sentiments  of  the  500 
alumni  of  the  institution,  who  have  won  for  the  institution  such  honor  upon  the  field  of  bat- 
tle, could  be  given,  there  would  not  be  found  one  single  voice  that  would  not  unite  in  this  ap- 
peal. When  the  tidings  brought  by  every  mail  give  evidences  of  the  costly  sacrifice  by 
which  they  have  vindicated  the  name  and  character  of  thonr  alma  mater,  let  not  one  be  found 
amongst  those  who  are  now  occupying  their  places  hero,  who  would  be  willing  to  continue 
an  evil  which  rests  so  heavy  a  weight  upon  the  school.

I.  Cadets  Walkup  and  Wood  having  without  permission  left  the  institute  on  the  lltb 
Novomljcr,  and  visited  their  homes,  are  hereby  confined  to  the  limits  of  the  institute  until 
January  1st,  18(13,  and  will  have  30  demerit  added  to  the  number  of  their  demerit.  The 
full  penalty  for  the  offence  is  not  enforced,  because  of  tlie  previous  good  conduct  of  Cadets 
Walkup  and  Wood,  and  because  also  of  the  maltreatment  they  received  from  some  older 
cadets,  which  palliates,  though  it  does  not  justify  nor  excuse  their  act. 

II.  Cadets  Daniel  and  Goodman  having  broken  their  arrest  and  deserted  the  institute, 
their  names  are  hereby  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

III.  In  publishing  the  above  order,  the  acting  superintendent  feels  called  upon  to  express 
his  reprobation  of  the  maltreatment  which  occurred  on  the  11th. 

The  practice  of  maltreatment  is  senseless  and  unmanly,  and  the  constituted  authorities 
have  exerted  themselves  to  the  utmost  extent  to  suppress  it.  It  has  tended  more  than  any 
one  thing  beside  to  bring  disgrace  upon  the  institution.  But  bad  as  it  is,  the  present  coi-ps 
inaugurated  a  repetition  and  continuance  of  it  so  late  as  the  11th  November.  This  freak 
has  caused  two  orderly  cadets  to  leave  the  institute  as  deserters,  and  has  brought  a  severe 
penalty  upon  two  other  cadets  equally  correct  in  thoir  deportment.  A  regard  for  the  inte- 
rests of  their  fellow-cadets,  if  no  other  motive  operates,  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  restrain 
the  old  cadets  from  this  thoughtlessness,  to  use  no  stronger  term.

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Reports  of  the  Superintendent  to  the  Adjutant  General. 


Virginia  Military  Institute,  Aug.  25,  1863. 
My  De,\r  Sir: 

A  dispatch  was  received  to-day  from  Brig.  Gen.  W.  L.  Jackson, 
commanding  in  Highland  county,  that  he  was  heavily  pressed  hy  the  enemy,  had  been 
fighting  for  four  days,  but  being  opposed  by  superior  numbers,  who  could  engage  him  in 
front,  and  also  flank  him,  he  was  unable,  having  no  artillery,  to  hold  his  ground,  and  had 
consequently  been  forced  backwards — Jst,  to  Bath  Alum,  then  to  Panther's  gap.  His  dis- 
patch urged  immediate  reinforcements  to  him,  especially  in  artillery.  The  home  guard  in 
Lexington,  composed  of  two  companies,  were  promptly  armed  and  equipped  by  me  with 
the  muskets  sent  us  from  Lynchburg.  I  then  organized  a  battery  of  four  pieces  of  artillery 
of  the  cadets,  with  two  infantry  companies  of  cadets  as  a  support,  and  the  whole  command 
started  this  afternoon.  They  will  reach  the  Rockbridge  baths  to-night.  Capt.  Cutshaw  is 
in  command  of  the  cadets.     I  shall  join  them  early  to-morrow,  with  the  surgeon. 

I  understand  the  force  opposed  to  Gen.  Jackson  is  not  as  heavy  as  is  supposed,  and  that 
Gen.  Sam.  Jones  is  already  on  his  flank  and  rear  from  Greenbrier,  so  that  our  expedition 
will  probably  be  unnecessary.  The  urgency  of  the  call,  and  the  prompt  response  of  the 
home  guard,  composed  of  our  worthiest  citizens,  some  of  whom  are  upwards  of  65  years 
of  age,  made  the  duty  imperative  to  go  to  the  relief  of  the  gallant  band  under  Jackson, 
when  the  enemy  had  already  entered  our  county ;  otherwise,  we  should  be  exposed  to  the 
depredations  of  a  successful  march  upon  our  frontier. 

We  do  not  expect  to  be  absent  more  than  two  or  three  days.

My  Dear  Sir: 

I  wrote  you  on  the  25th,  informing  you  of  the  pressing  emergency 
which  appealed  to  every  one  able  to  bear  arms  to  go  to  the  support  of  Gen.  Jackson,  aud 
who  was  so  heavily  pressed  by  the  enemy,  that  he  feared  he  should  be  forced  back  to  Pan- 
ther's gap,  and  needed  immediate  support. 

On  reaching  Goshen,  we  had  intelligence  from  Jackson  that  tlie  enemy  had  fallen  back, 
the  main  column  towards  Pocahontas,  some  cavalry  taking  the  Hot  springs  road  towards 
Greenbrier.  The  emergency  justifying  my  movement  of  the  cadets  to  his  support  having 
passed,  I  ordered  the  cadets  back — have  just  arrived  myself  (12  M),  aud  they  will  bo  here 
by  5  P.  M. 

Last  night  I  received  a  dispatch  from  Jackson,  who  was  at  old  Millboro',  asking  me  to 
join  hinr  with  my  command,  and  co-operate  with  him  in  a  diversion  he  proposed  to  make 
upon  the  enemy — that  lie  expected  the  enemy  proposed  attacking  Lewisburg,  aud  as  he 
was  without  artillery',  he  would  immediately  move  forward,  and  wished  my  aid. 

I  replied  that  I  did  not  feel  authorized  to  take  the  cadets  upon  any  military  operation  ex- 
cept in  protection  of  the  state  property,  which  they  were  appointed  to  guard — that  believing 
that  this  protection  could  best  be  rendered  by  a  prompt  support  of  him  at  Panther's  gap,  I 
bad  moved  forward  for  this  purpose,  but  did  not  feel  authorized  to  enter  upon  any  diversion 
unknown  and  uncertain  in  its  extent,  when  the  county  of  Rockbridge  and  the  iustituti(;u 
might  in  the  mean  time  be  left  exposed  to  the  cavalry  raids  of  the  enemy,  unless  I  had  ex- 
press orders  from  the  governor  to  co-operate  with  liim.  In  addition,  I  had  a  dispatch  from 
Col.  Nadenboush,  commanding  at  Staunton,  that  Gen.  Imboden  had  sent  support  to  Jack- 
son. I  hope,  therefore,  I  shall  in  this  respect  receive  the  approval  of  the  board.  There  was 
a  strong  pressure  from  the  citizens  from  Bath  and  the  neighborhood  for  the  cadets  to  go  ou, 
but  the  question  of  duty  was  too  plain.  Add  to  this,  they  were  badly  shod — chiefly  new 
cadets — the  first  class  having  graduated,  and  the  second  class  on  furlough. 

And  now,  while  matters  are  taking  the  direction  of  greater  pressure  from  the  enemy,  I 
should  be  pleased  to  receive  specific  directions  from  the  governor  and  board  of  visitors  aud 
adjutant  general,  as  to  my  duty  in  these  emergencies,  crowding  as  they  do  upon  us,  in  a 
moment  of  panic.  I  want  to  do  my  tcholc  duty,  but  before  doing  it,  /  7nust  know  tchat  that 
duty  is. 

It  is  all  important  that  the  institution  should  have  two  rifled  guns,  and  100  minie  rifles, 
witli  ammunition— for  my  6-pouuders  would  be  useless,  with  the  long  range  rifle  pieces  of 
the  enemy  and  their  ininie  musket  sharpshooters  to  pick  off  our  cannoneers.

General: 

I  liave  had  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  safe  return  of  the  corps  of 
cadets  ^nidcr  my  command  from  a  trip  to  Goshen,  whither  they  were  taken  by  me  upon  the 
urgent  call  of  Col.  Wm.  L.  Jackson.  As  it  is  probable  the  borders  of  the  county  may  be 
again  threatened  by  raids  from  the  enemy,  and  from  the  weakness  of  our  own  forces  pro- 
tecting them,  may  be  successfully  entered  by  the  enemy,  unless  prompt  and  effectual  means 
for  home  defence  are  adopted,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  make  a  special  report  to  you  on  the 
subject,  not  only  that  I  may  receive  full  instructions  as  to  the  extent  of  my  discretionary 
authority  in  using  the  corps  of  cadets  as  an  auxiliary  support  to  the  home  guards,  but  that 
more  effective  arms  may  at  once  be  given  to  them  for  this  duty. 

The  spirit  manifested  by  the  people  of  this  county  in  organizing  home  guards,  is  worthy 
of  all  praise.  Two  companies  were  organized  in  Lexington  some  days  ago,  and  promptly 
marched  out  to  the  support  of  Col.  Jackson.  Companies  are  now  in  the  process  of  organ- 
ization in  other  parts  of  the  county,  and  from  what  I  learn  to-day,  eigi^t  or  ten  companies 
will  be  formed  by  Saturday.  This  homo  defence,  if  responded  to  by  the  adjacent  coun- 
ties, will  effectually  protect  these  counties  from  the  destructive  effects  of  raids.  The 
proximity  of  this  institution  to  Staunton,  the  number  of  iron  furnaces  now  in  operation  in 
the  county,  and  the  institution  itself,  constitute  reasons  which  make  it  proper  to  make  more 
than  an  ordinary  home  defence  for  this  county. 

At  present  the  armament  of  the  corps  of  cadets  is  a  6-ponnder  battery  of  brass  smooth 
bore  guns.  We  have  one  howitzer  J2-pounder,  but  no  ammuuition  lor  it.  The  infantry 
arm  is  the  small  cadet  nrasket,  much  woru,  with  but  a  small  supply  of  ammunition. 

I  would  respectfully  ask,  therefore,  that  two  rilled  guns,  with  200  rounds  of  fixed  ammu- 
uition for  each,  and  for  the  l^-pouuder  howitzer,  and  200  rilled  muskets,  with  80  rounds  of 
ammunition  for  each,  be  immediately  forwarded  to  this  institution  for  the  use  of  the  corps 
of  cadets.  If  the  governor  has  no  means  within  his  power  to  order  these  munitions  from 
the  ordnanpe  department  of  Virginia,  Ithink  it  probable  a  plain  statement  of  the  facts  of 
the  case  would  cause  the  president  to  order  the  same  from  the  ordnance,  department  of  the 
Confederate  States. 

Had  the  enemy  continued  to  force  Colonel  Jackson  towards  Panther's  gap,  the  cadets 
would  have  given  him  support  at  that  point.  But  how  unequally  Avould  they  have  been 
called  upon  to  render  this  necessary  duty?  Exposed  to  the  Parrott  guns  and  Enfield  rifles 
of  the  enemy,  this  battery  would  have  been  disabled  before  coming  within  effective  range 
for  this  service,  while  the  cannoneers  would  have  been  picked  off  by  the  sharpshooters,  with- 
out the  means  of  rcpl3\  These  mountain  passes  may  be  readily  guarded ;  and  if  my  appli- 
cation is  favorably  and  promptly  met,  this  county  will  be  fully  guarded.

GENERAL :  ^ 

Your  reports  of  25th,  27th  and  28th  ultimo  have  been  received,  and  laid 
before  the  governor,  by  whom  I  am  instructed  to  say  that  he  highly  approves  your  prompt 
and  energetic  action  in  moving  -with  the  coi^s  of  cadets  to  the  support  of  Col.  Win.  L. 
Jackson,  when  pressed  by  the  enemy  at  a  point  where  their  success  might  have  cndaugeied 
the  institute  and  pubhc  property  in  your  charge,  the  emergency  admitting  of  no  delay  for 
orders. 

To  disembarrass  you  of  all  doubts  and  difficulties  which  may  grow  out  of  the  movements 
of  the  enemy  in  that  portion  of  the  state,  and  appreciating  in  its  fullest  force  the  necessity 
of  determining,  as  you  request,  what  your  duty  is  or  may  be  in  any  contingency,  the 
governor  decides,  that  although  general  military  service  is  not  due  from  the  corps  of  cadets 
to  the  state,  yet  that  corps,  to  the  extent  of  guarding  find  defending  the  military  institute, 
and  other  public  property  connected  with  it,  being  a  part  of  the  military  establishment  of 
the  state,  may  and  must  be  used  for  that  purpose  when  the  necessity  arises:  and  whether 
that  defence  be  necessary  upon  the  spot,  or  at  a  distance  even  of  fifty  miles,  that  does  not 
affect  or  impair  the  obligation  to  meet  the  duty  as  the  guard  of  the  institution. 

Emergencies  may  arise  at  any  time  while  a  state  of  Avar  exists,  which  may  compel  you  to 
make  the  defence  of  the  institute  at  some  other  and  distant  point  or  jioiuts.  Of  this  tlio 
governor  desires  me  to  say  that  you  must  of  necessity  decide  when  there  is  no  time  to  com- 
municate with  the  commander  in  chief.  Your  own  military  attainments  and  experience,  iu 
his  estimation,  will  always  enable  you,  better  than  he  can  do  at  a  distance,  to  determine 
upon  the  time,  the  place  and  measure  of  such  defence  as  may  be  needful.  It  is  scarcely  ne- 
cessary to  add,  that  needless  exposure  of  the  corps  of  cadets  shall  be  carefully  avoided. 

You  will  act  in  accordance  with  these  instructions  until  further  orders,  unless  some  legis- 
lative action  shall  otherwise  determine. 

The  armament  of  the  corps  of  cadets  will  be  improved  to  the  extent  of  means  at  the 
governor's  control.

AUDITOR'S  OFFICE,  Richmond,  V\. 
September  10,  1863. 
To  the  House  of  Dele!;atc$  : 

The  following  resolution,  adopted  by  the  house  of  delegates  on  the  9th  instant, 
has  been  communicated,  to  wit : 

"Resolved,  that  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  be  instructed  to  report  to  this  house,  as 
early  as  practicable,  a  synopsis  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  commonwealth,  with  an 
estimate  of  the  revenues  and  expenditures  of  this  and  the  next  fiscal  year,  terminating  ou 
the  30th  of  September  IUGA,  and  all  other  information  required  by  the  resolution  of  the  last 
general  a.ssem,bly." 

In  responding  to  this  resolution,  it  will  be  obsi-rved  that  to  enable  me  to  comply  strictly 
with  its  terms,  it  would  be  necessary  to  postpone  the  answer  until  the  regular  session  of  the 
legislature,  which  must  convene  on  the  first  Monday  iu  December  next — otherwise,  nothing 
but  a  conjectural  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  state  can  be  given.  Presuming  that  it  is 
desirable  to  have  those  conjectural  estimates,  I  shall  respond  at  once,  rather  than  cause  de- 
lay for  a  more  accurate  and  reliable  report  coming  down  to  a  period  which  closes  the  entire 
year's  business. 

In  the  report  which  1  had  the  honor  of  making  to  the  last  general  assemblj',  it  was  esti- 
mated th;it  the  deficit  in  the  treasury  on  the  first  of  October  1803  would  be  $  1:5,500,000. 
(See  Doc.  No.  :'.,  page  34.)  The  fiscal  year  not  having  yet  expired,  any  statement  that  can 
be  made  touching  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  that  year,  although  nearly  terminated, 
must  be  looked  upon  as  purely  conjectural.  It  is  now  considered  that  to  allow  the  amount 
of  money  in  the  treasury,  $  671 ,081  76,  part  of  which  is  from  the  next  year's  taxes,  paid  in 
advance,  to  be  deducted,  the  deficit  on  the  first  of  next  month  will  only  be  $  8,493,908  54. 
The  discrepancy  arises  from  the  action  of  the  last  legislature  in  disbanding  the  Virginia 
state  line  troops.

A  portion  of  this  debt  is  held  by  the  literary  fund,  amounting  to  one  or  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars.  This  debt  so  held  might  at  any  time  be  canceled  by  the  legislature,  and 
should  not  therefore  be  regarded  as  part  of  the  permanent  debt  of  the  state.  It  should  be 
remembered,  however,  that  the  debt  alluded  to  does  not  embrace  all  the  obligations  of  the 
state  to  the  literary  fund,  but  only  so  much  as  under  the  29th  section  of  the  4th  article  of 
the  constitution  a  fund  has  been  provided  for  its  redemption.  • 

The  last  clause  of  the  resolution  seeks  to  have  reported  "  all  other  information  required 
by  the  resolution  of  the  last  general  assembly;"  which  I  presume  refers  to  a  joint  resolution 
requiring  the  preparation  of  a  tax  bill,  and  an  estimate  accompanying  it.  As  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  report  a  tax  bill,  I  could  not,  consistently  with  the  resolution,  make  the  estimates 
intended  to  be  presented  with  it.

Tlie  board  of  public  works,  acting  as  a  board  of  supervisors  of  the  production 
and  distribution  of  salt  for  the  state  of  Virginia,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  passed  on 
the  30th  day  of  March  1863,  most  respectfully  present  to  the  general  assembly  the  follow- 
ing report  of  their  proceedings : 

This  board,  as  soon  as  they  learned  that  the  execution  of  the  act  providing  for  the  manu- 
facture of  salt  for  the  state  was  confided  to  their  supervision,  proceeded  immediately  to  or- 
ganize the  board  of  assessors  for  the  valuation  of  the  property  contracted  to  be  leased  and 
bought  by  the  state  from  Messrs,  Stuart,  Buchanan  &,  Co.  Some  delay  in  the  organization 
of  the  board  of  assessors  was  occasioned  by  the  fact,  that  the  assessor  first  appointed  on 
behalf  of  the  state  by  this  board,  who  was  James  L.  Can*,  lately  of  Kanawha,  was  obliged 
to  decline  the  appointment,  in  consequence  of  the  pressure  of  his  military  engagements. 
James  M.  Laidley,  lately  of  Kanawha,  was  then  appointed  by  this  board  the  assessor  on 
behalf  of  the  state,  and  proceeded  at  once,  in  conjunction  witli  John  D.  Harvey,  the  asses- 
sor selected  by  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  to  confer  in  relation  to  their  selection  of  the  third 
assessor.  Much  delay  was  occasioned  by  the  difficulty  which  these  gentlemen  encountered 
in  the  selection  of  the  third  assessor,  to  which  delay  a  large  addition  was  made,  by  the  fact 
that  two  gentlemen,  to  whom  they  had  successively  tendered  that  appointment,  viz :  John 
O.  L.  Goggin  and  James  C.  Bruce,  found  themselves  under  the  necessity  of  declining  the 
appointment — the  first,  in  consequence  of  previous  engagements,  and  the  last  naqied,  in 
consequence  of  his  infirm  health.  Ultimately  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Macfarland  was  appointed 
the  third  assessor;  and  although  very  inconveniently  to  him,  accepted  the  appointment,  in 
consequence  of  his  laudable  desire  to  promote  the  public  service. 

The  board  of  assessors  thus  organized  ^iroceeded  to  Saltvillc  as  soon  as  practicable,  ac- 
companied by  this  board,  and  made  an  examination  of  the  real  and  personal  property  con- 
tracted for  by  the  state,  and  heard  all  the  testimony  which  the  parties  oifered  to  them  touch- 
ing its  value.  After  several  days  of  laborious  investigation  and  consultation,  the  gentle- 
men composing  this  board  of  assessors  found  themselves  unable  to  reconcile  their  variant 
opinions  as  to  the  value  of  the  furnaces  leased  by  the  state.  Consequently,  they  rendered 
no  award,  and  adjourned  without  day  on  the  20th  day  of  May  1803. 

This  board  then  proceeded  to  organize  another  board  of  assessors,  whicli,  after  some 
slight  delay,  was  completed — Robert  L.  Owen  being  the  assessor  on  behalf  of  the  state, 
Samuel  McCorkle,  the.  assessor  on  behalf  of  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  and  James  M. 
Cobbs,  the  third  assessor,  selected  by  them — all  of  them  being  citizens  of  Lynchburg. 

This  board  of  assessors  (accompanied  by  the  board  of  supervisors)  proceeded  to  SaltviHe, 
and  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  property,  and  consideration  of  the  testimony  offered 
to  them  in  reference  to  its  value,  made  up  and  rendered  an  award  on  the  3d  day  of  Juno 
1863 ;  by  which  they  assessed  the  value  of  the  lease  of  the  furnaces  and  other  realty,  at 
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$300,000,  and  the  value  of  the  personalty,  at  $88,187  50.     A  copy  of  the  award  is  here- 
with submitted. 

On  the  8th  day  of  June  John  N.  Clarkson,  the  superintendent,  received  possession  of  the 
property,  and  proceeded  immediately  to  the  manufacture  of  salt  for  the  state ;  and  on  the 
10th  June  1863  the  sum  of  $  388,187  50,  awarded  to  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  by  the  as- 
sessors, was  paid  to  therii.  The  superintendent  has  devoted  himself  with  extraordinary 
zeal,  energy  and  ability  to  the  prosecution  of  his  business,  and  with  great  success,  con- 
sidering the  means  at  his  command.  He  has  manufactured,  on  an  average,  about  48,393 
bushels  of  salt  per  month,  which  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  is  delivering  it  to  the  agents  of 
the  counties  as  fast  as  the  means  of  transportation  will  permit.  Th«  estimated  cost  of 
manufacturing  this  salt  is  two  dollars  per  bushel,  and  it  is  sold  to  the  county  agents  at  that 
price  at  Saltville. 

This  board,  as  soon  as  operations  commenced  under  their  supervision,  instructed  the  su- 
perintendent, in  the  distribution  of  salt,  to  give  a  preference,  first,  to  such  counties  as  re- 
ceived no  salt  during-  the  last  year  through  the  agency  of  the  governor  or  county  agents ; 
next,  to  such  counties  as  had  received  only  a  partial  supply ;  and  then,  to  such  as  had  re- 
ceived a  full  supply — it  being  the  purpose  of  this  board  to  cause  those  to  be  first  supplied 
who  were  most  destitute. 

The  officers  of  the  rail  road  companies  were  instructed  to  give  priority  of  transportation 
to  supplies  necessary  for  the  state  salt  works,  and  to  the  salt  manufactured  by  the  state,  as 
well  as  for  that  which  had  been  previously  contracted  for,  either  by  the  governor,  or  by 
agents  of  the  variou:^  counties,  and  which  had  not  been  delivered  and  removed.  Some  em- 
barrassment or  misapprehension  on  the  subject  of  transportation  having  recently  arisen, 
the  president  and  directors  of  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road  company  adopted  the 
following  resolution : 

VlUGIXIA  AND  TENN.   E.  R.   COMPANY, 
Lynchburg,  Va.,  August  4,  1863. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road  company, 
held  at  Saltville,  Va.,  on  Friday,  July  31st,  1863,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution 
were  adopted : 

Whereas  it  is  of  the  first  importance  to  the  anny,  to  the  citizens  of  Virginia,  and  citizens 
of  the  Confederacy  generally,  that  the  salt  manufactured  at  Saltville,  in  the  state  of  Vir- 
ginia, should  be  carried  from  the  Avorks  over  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  .rail  road,  with  all 
possible  dispatch;  andVhereas  the  president  and  directors  of  this  company,  impelled  by 
patriotic  duty,  as  well  as"  the  interest  of  the  Confederacy,  desire  that  the  full  capacity  of  the 
road  shall  be  energetically  used,  as  far  as  possible,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid :   Therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  general  superintendent  be  and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  employ 
alj  the  means  and  machinery  at  his  command  and  under  his  control,  in  the  movement  of  salt 
from  Saltville :  First,  for  the  army  of  the  Confederacy ;  secondly,  for  the  state  of  Virginia ; 
thirdly,  for  such  states  of  the  Confederacy  as  are,  through  their  agents,  manufacturing  salt 
on  state  account:  and  fourthly,  fur  companies  and  individuals,  in  fair  and  just  proportion.

And"  this  board,  for  the  more  specific  instruction  of  the  rail  road  companies  of  the  state, 
adopted  the  following  resolutions,  •viz: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  public  works,  acting  as  supemsors  of  the  production  and 
distribution  of  salt  for  the  state  of  Virginia,  hold  at  Saltville  on  the  31st  August  1863,  tha 
following  proceedings  were  adopted : 
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Wliereas  the  board  of  public  works  are  invested  with  authority  to  control  the  transpor- 
tation on  the  rail  roads  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  salt  for  the 
people  of  the  state ;  and  whereas  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  prevent  any  conflict  or  collision 
between  the  state  of  Virginia  and  the  Confederate  States  government,  in  respect  to  the  rail 
road  transportation  respectively  required  by  them ;  and  whereas  it  becomes  necessary  to 
give  speciiic  instructions  on  the  subject  of  the  transportation  of  salt  to  the  executive  autho- 
rities of  the  rail  road  companies  of  the  state :   Therefore, 

It  is  resolved  and  ordered  by  the  board  of  public  works,  that  precedence  and  priority 
shall  Ije  given  by  the  rail  road  companies  of  the  state  of  Virginia  to  the  transportation  ne- 
cessary for  the  Confederate  States  government;  and  tliat  after  the  said  companies  have  com- 
plied with  the  requisitions  of  the  Confederate  States  for  necessary  transportation,  it  shall  bo 
their  duty  to  transport  the  salt  manufactured  by  the  state  of  Virginia  for  the  use  of  her  citi- 
zens, and  the  salt  heretofore  contracted  for  by  either  the  governor  of  Virginia  or  agents  of 
the  counties  of  the  state  of  Virginia  in  preference  to  any  thing  else  whatsoever. 

It  is  also  resolved  and  ordered,  that  if  any  of  the  rail  road  companies  of  the  state  of  Vir- 
ginia shall,  as  a  matter  of  comity  and  public  convenience,  permit  foreign  trains  to  run  upon 
their  roads  for  the  transportation  of  salt  manufactured  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  of  other 
states  than  Virginia,  the  permission  to  run  such  trains  on  their  roads  shall  be  given  only  on 
condition  that  said  trains  shall  transport  no  salt  except  that  manufactured  on  state  account 
by  state  agents,  so  long  as  there  may  be  salt  so  manufactured,  awaiting  transportation;  and 
that  said  foreign  trains  shall  not  be  permitted  to  transport  any  salt  manufactured  on  private 
account,  or  intended  to  be  made  a  subject  of  speculation,  so  long  as  there  is  salt  manufac- 
tured either  by  the  state  of  Virginia  or  any  other  of  the  Confederate  States,  awaiting  trans- 
portation, and  that  can  be  transported  by  said  trains  to,  or  in  the  direction  of  its  proper  des- 
tination} and  on  this  further  condition,  that  in  case  any  of  the  officers  of  such  foreign  trains 
shall  receive,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  for  tlu'ir  services,  or  the  services  of  their  rolling 
stock,  in  transporting  freight  upon  any  rail  road  in  this  commonwealth,  a  greater  compen- 
sation than  is  allowed  by  law  for  such  transportation,  such  foreign  train  shall  no  longer  be 
permitted  to  run  upon  the  rail  road  tracks  qf  this  commonwealth. 

It  is  also  resolved  and  ordered,  that  the  instructions  now  given  to  the  rail  road  companies 
in  respect  to  the  transportation  of  salt,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  rciterated,  so  as  to  a^iply 
to  the  transportation  of  supjjlies  to  the  salt  works,  leased  and  held  by  the  state  of  Virginia, 
in  like  manner  as  to  the  transportatiou  of  the  salt  itself.

The  best  and  most  reliable  basis  for  the  distribution  of  salt  amongst  the  people  of  the 
different  counties,  accessible  to  this  board,  was  to  be  found  in  the  statistics  of  population  to 
be  obtained  in  the  office  of  the  first  auditor,  and  a  copy  of  those  tables  was  sent  to  tho 
superintendent  for  that  purpose.    None  other,  in  fact,  could  be  had. 

In  addition  to  the  monthly  reports  made  to  this  l)oard  by  the  superintendent,  on  the  4  th 
day  of  September  he  prepared  and  presented  to  this  board  a  general  report  touching  the 
proceedings  of  himself  and  of  this  board ;  which  embraces  some  subjects  and  makes  some 
suggestions  not  included  in  liis  monthly  reports.  It  is  deemed  more  proper,  therefore,  to 
present  that  general  report  in  the  form  in  which  this  board  received  it,  than  to  make  a  com- 
pilation from  it. 

That  report  is  therefore  herewith  transmitted  to  the  general  assembly ;  and  in  his  regular 
monthly  report  of  operations  just  received,  and  dated  8th  September,  are  contained  tho  fol- 
lowing suggestions  of  the  superintendent : 
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"I  would  again  call  the  attention  of  the  board  to  the  importance  of  impressing  the  Pres- 
ton well.  It  is  impossible  to  operate  the  furnaces  leased  by  the  state  successfully,  unless 
the  party  operating  them  has  the  control  of  that  well.  It  is  in  the  power  of  the  parties 
running  the  well  constantly  to  annoy  and  impede  the  party  running  the  furnaces  ;  and,  as 
will  be  seen  by  reference  to  former  reports,  I  have  been  so  embarrassed  and  annoyed  at  the 
Eiver  works ;  which  embaiTassment  and  annoyance  only  ceased  on  the  appearance  of  the 
governor's  proclamation  convening  the  legislature.  During  the  present  month  I  have 
blown  out  one  of  the  furnaces  at  the  river  36  hours,  and  the  other  48  hours,  for  the  want  of 
water.    The  tenants  have  also  suffered  more  or  less  for  want  of  water. 

"  The  legislature,  in  all  its  former  proceedings  relative  to  the  production  and  delivery  of 
salt,  contemplated  that  600,000  bushels  of  salt  should  be  delivered  to  the  counties  before  1st 
December.  Chiefly  owing  to  the  fact  that  I  could  not  obtain  possession  of  the  property 
until  8th  June,  I  will  not  be  able  to  supply  that  quantity  at  the  time  indicated.  If  it  is 
still  expected  that  the  above  mentioned  quantity  should  be  manufactured  before  1st  Decem- 
ber, a  speedy  impressment  of  an  additional  number  of  furnaces  is  necessary." 

The  attention  of  the  general  assembly  is  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  invited  to  the 
suggestions  made  by  the  superintendent. 

The  board  of  supervisors  feel  impelled  by  their  sense  of  duty,  to  accompany  this  report, 
and  those  of  the  superintendent,  with  some  suggestions  and  recommendations ;  which  are 
most  respectfully  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  general  assembly.  And  first  in  im- 
portance, it  becomes  necessary  to  state  that  the  facilities  for  manufacturing  salt,  placed  at 
the  command  of  the  superintendent,  are  insufficient  to  furnish  an  adequate  supply  of  salt 
for  the  state  in  due  time.  It  is  probably  true  that  the  ten  furnaces  leased  by  the  state  could, 
in  a  year's  operations  (if  unimpeded),  produce  enough  salt  to  supply  the  state  for  a  year; 
but  it  is  to  be  remembered  tliat  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  year's  supply  of  salt  is  needed 
for  use  in  curing  meat  at  the  beginning  of  winter.  It  is  impossible  for  the  furnaces  now  in 
the  use  of  the  state  to  furnish  a  sufficiency  of  salt  to  meet  that  necessity  in  due  time.  For 
this  deficiency,  inevitable  in  the  present  state  of  things,  there  is  no  remedy,  except  such  as 
the  wisdom  of  the  legislature  may  devise. 

The  practical  execution  of  the  act  of  ;')Oth  March  1863,  providing  for  the  manufacture  of 
salt,  has  developed  some  imperfection  in  its  provisions,  to  which  it  is  indispensable  that  the 
attention  of  the  legislature  should  be  called.  The  5th  clause  of  the  act  authorizes  the  super- 
intendent to  appoint  one  deputy  manager  and  one  clerk.  With  no  more  assistance  than 
this,  the  conduct  of  his  business  by  the  superintendent  Avould  be  utterly  impracticable. 
One  clerk  cannot  keep  the  accounts  pertaining  to  his  operations.  The  forces  in  his  service 
are  necessarily  separated  and  divided  into  various  distinct  coi-ps,  employed  at  points  many 
miles  distant  from  each  other.  The  supervision  of  these  various  bodies  of  laborers  by  one 
manager  is  physically  impossible.  It  became  necessary  to  send  into  Tennessee  to  purchase 
teams  for  the  salt  works,  and  to  send  to  Georgia  to  procure  sacking  for  the  salt.  In  this 
state  of  thiDgs  it  became  obvious  that  one  of  two  things  must  happen :  either  more  as- 
sistance must  be  employed,  or  the  attempt  to  operate  the  furnaces  for  the  state  must  fail. 
This  board  did  not  hesitate  to  adopt  the  former  alternative,  and,  with  their  assent  and  appro- 
bation, the  superintendent  engaged  the  services  of  such  additional  assistants  or  agents  as 
were  found  to  be  indispensably  necessary. 

It  is  therefore  most  respectfully  recommended  to  the  legislature  so  to  amend  the  said  act 
as  to  authorize  the  superintendent  to  appoint  such  assistants  as  the  proper  conduct  of  his 
business  may  require,  and  to  make  compensation  for  such  services  as  he  has  been  obhged 
to  engage. 

The  nature  of  his  business  is  such,  that  the  superintendent  cannot  prosecute  it  efficiently 
and  economically  without  more  assistants  than  the  law  now  provides,  and  some  of  it,  of  a 
high  order  of  capacity  and  business  quahfications. 
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The  attention  of  the  legislature  is  also  most  respectfully  called  to  the  act  of  die  30th 
March  18G:?,  providing  for  the  inspection  of  salt.  The  compensation  allowed  to  the  inspec 
tor  IS  utterly  and  grossly  inadequate.  The  superintendent  truly  observes,  that  the  fees  of 
the  mspection  would  not  pay  for  the  materials  used  in  marking  the  packages  of  salt  Look- 
ing to  the  large  production  of  salt  at  Saltville,  the  inspector  is  expected  to  examine  and 
brand,  on  an  average,  more  than  two  thousand  packages  salt  per  day.  This  work  would 
require  the  constant  labor  of  several  efficient  men;  and  the  entire  fees  of  the  inspector 
would  scarcely  pay  the  board  of  the  men,  leaving  nothing  to  pay  for  the  labor.  It  is  ear- 
nestly recommended  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  adequate  compensation  for 
the  inspector.  The  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  by  the  Inspector  is  a  matter  of  gr.-.t 
importance  to  the  public  interest;  and  unless  more  adequate  compensation  be  given  him 
no  competent  man  can  be  induced  to  accept  and  execute  the  office.  The  sifl,erintendent' 
m  his  report  of  8th  September,  recommends  that  the  compensation  be  increased  to  a  half 
cent  per  bushel. 

The  difficulties  encountered  by  the  superinteudent  in  the  prosecution  of  his  business  have 
been  very  great.  He  is  without  any  suitable  office  for  the  transaction  of  his  business,  Ind 
without  sufficient  storage  room  for  his  necessary  supplies.  The  office  occupied  by  Stuart 
Buchanan  &  Co.  was  proved  to  be  in  part  leased  out  to  other  parties,  and  in  the  judo-mcu; 
of  the  assessors  was  not  included  in  the  terms  of  the  contract  made  by  the  state,  althou.ii 
the  supervisors  were  of  a  different  opinion.  The  erection  of  houses  for  these  purpos.^s  ,t 
this  time  would  be  a  matter  of  almost  insuperable  difficulty. 

By  the  terms  of  the  contract,  a  tract  of  from  100  to  200  acres  of  land  lying  convenient 
0  the  River  works,  and  to  be  used  for  agricultural  purposes,  was  to  be  laid  off  and  allotted 
to  the  state;  but  the  land  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  assessors  was  embraced  by  that 
clause  of  the  contract,  proved  upon  examination  to  be  of  such  worthless  character  that  the 
supenntc.ndent.  with  the  approval  of  the  supervisors,  declined  to  take  it,  and  the  same  ;vas 
not  assessed.  Another  great  difficulty  has  been,  that  he  has  to  go  into  market  for  his  sup- 
phes  of  every  description,  in  competition  with  other  manufacturers,  who  are  sellin^r  thc^r 
salt  a  from  $  10  to  $  15  per  bushel,  and  who  are  enabled,  by  the  high\,rofits  on  theif  busi- 
^ness  togivec-xtravagant  prices  for  whatever  supplies  they  may  need.  And  this  is  em- 
phatically true  m  reference  to  the  procurement  of  labor.  He  has  thus  far  been  entirelv  un- 
able, after  the  most  strenuous  efforts,  through  agents  sent  to  many  counties  of  the  sta\e  to 
obtain  as  much  labor  as  he  requires  for  the  best  operation  of  his  furnaces.  So  difficult  has 
It  been  to  obtain  labor  and  supplies,  that,  the  superintendent,  with  the  approval  of  this 
board,  advertised  that  counties  that  would  furnish  certain  supplies  and  labor  should  have  a 
preference  in  getting  their  supply  of  salt:  but  even  this  inducement  has  proved  almost  en- 
irely  unavailing.  An  arrangement  of  this  nature,  if  acted  on  by  the  people  of  the  conn- 
ties,  would  have  facilitated  and  hastened  the  supply  of  all  the  counties,  by  increasing  the 
means  of  manuiacture,  and  thus  proved  beneficial  to  all  of  them. 

The  act  of  :iOth  March  1863  authorizes  the  impressment  of  real  and  personal  property 
necessary  to  be  used  for  operating  the  state  furnaces,  in  the  event  of  the  sup-ri„fendent 
not  being  able  to  obtain  such  property  by  contract.  But  the  law  provi.les  no  „hvsie-d 
force  to  give  effect  to  an  impressment  of  property,  if  a  case  should  arise  makino-  the'exh'i 
bit.on  ot  force  necessary  in  order  to  render  the  impressment  eif.x-tive.  Upon  this"  subject  a 
conesponde.^-e  has  taken  j.lace  between  an  agent  of  the  superintendent  and  the  governor 
ol  the  state  and  this  board,  which  exhibits  and  illustrates  the  imperfection  of  the  law  in 
reference  to  this  matter  of  iini)re.ssment,  and  which  is  herewith  presented. 

Such  amendment  of  the  law  as  will  remove  that  difficulty,  i.s  most  respectfullv  recom 
mend.-d  to  the  .attention  of  the  legislature.  This  is  a  matter  of  no  little  practical  impor- 
tance, as  the  difficulty  of  oMainlng  necessary  labor  and  supplies  is  such  that  it  is  h^o^.ly 
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probaLle  that  the  snperintcuclont  will,  very  reluctantly,  find  himself  under  the  necessity  of 
resorting  to  impressment  in  order  to  keep  the  state  furnaces  in  proper  operation. 

The  superintendent,  finding  himself  without  sufficient  labor  to  operate  all  the  furnaces 
worked  on  state  account,  and  acting-  under  the  authority  conferred  on  him  by  the  4th  clause 
of  the  act  of  30th  March  1833,  has  underlet  three  of  the  furnaces  to  other  parties,  two  of 
t'ccm  being  single  furnaces,  and  one  a  double  furnace.  The  terms  of  these  underlettings  or 
leases  are  exactly  similar  to  those  contained  in  the  four  leases  recognized  and  ordered  to  be 
respected  by  the  act  of  30th  Mai'ch  1S63.  The  effect  of  these  leases  is,  that  the  tenants 
operate  the  fm"naces  at  their  own  expense,  and  pay  over  to  the  superintendent  as  rent,  a 
large  portion  of  the  salt  which  they  manufacture.  The  superintendent  being  without  a 
force  adequate  to  operate  these  furnaces  to  their  full  capacity,  it  is  plain  that  the  underleas- 
ing of  them  to  other  parties  is  advantageous  to  the  state.  These  leases  are  in  the  possession 
of  the  board  of  public  ^Aorks,  and  will  be  exhibited,  if  desired. 

• 
The  financial  and  other  statistics  contained  in  the  monthly  reports  of  the  superintendent, 

are  too  voluminous  to  bo  embodied  in  this  report ;  but  they  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 

beard  of  public  works,  and  open  to  the  inspection  of  all  Avho  desire  to  examine  them.     It  is 

deemed  proper,  however,  to  state  summarily  that  on  the  13th  day  of  June  1863  the  sum  of 

$150,000  was  advanced  to  the  superintendent  to  enable  him  to  purchase  teams,  wagons, 

harness,  sacks  and  other  necessary  supplies.     That  sum  was  refunded  to  the  treasury  on 

the  31st  day  of  August  18G3,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  salt  sold  by  the  superintendent.     On 

the  7th  day  of  September  16(i3  the  superintendent  had  on  hand  the  sum  of  $157,438  79, 

the  same  being  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  salt.    The  entire  quantity  of  salt  manufactured 

by  the  superintendent  amounted,  on  the  7th  of  September  1863,  to  145,130  bushels  and  44 

pounds-»-aU  of  ^vhich  has  been  disposed  of,  except  1 ,070  bushels  and  17  pounds  then  re- 

niaining  on  hand. 

As  the- manufacture  of  a  supply  of  salt  is  a  subject  which  engaged  much  of  the  attention 
of  the  last  general  assembly,  and  is  doubtless  one  of  great  interest  to  that  now  in  session, 
the  board  of  public  works  most  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  appointing  a  commit- 
tee authorized  to  investigate  the  manner  in  which  the  act  of  30th  March  1863  has  been  and 
is  now  being  executed,  and  to  visit  the  salt  works  in  person,  and  examine  into  the  manage- 
ment of  the  manufacture  of  salt  for  the  state.  Much  information  on  this  subject  can  be 
obtained,  upon  even  a  brief  personal  examination,  that  cannot  be  acquired  in  any  other 
mode,  and  which  would  be  more  clear  and  satisfactory  to  the  legislative  mind  than  any 
thing  that  can  be  presented  on  paper. 

Since  the  preparation  of  this  report  the  board  of  public  works  have  learned  that  sundry 
resolutions  have  been  adopted  by  the  two  houses  of  the  general  assembly,  asking  for  infor- 
mation on  various  points  connected  with  the  manufacture  of  salt  for  the  state.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  so  far  as  the  board  of  public  works  are  concerned,  all  of  these  enquiries  have 
been  anticipated,  and  that  they  have  been  substantially  answered  in  this  report.  If  any 
further  information  be  desked,  this  board  will  take  great  pleasiue  in  furnishing  it,  so  far  as 
may  be  in  their  power.

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COMMUNICATION  OF  J.  N.  CLARK  SON. 


S.\LTVILLE,  Va.,  Sept.  4,  1SG3. 
Gentlemen : 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  present  to  your  attention  certain  facts  and  sug- 
gestion.s,  with  many  of  wliich  perhaps  you  are  aht'ady  familiar,  in  eouuection  with  the  ef- 
fort made  to  carry  into  execution  flie  act  passed  by  the  general  assembly  to  provide  for  the 
production  and  distribution  of  salt,  passed  30th  jMarch  1863. 

At  the  period  of  the  passage  of  the  act  it  was  contemplated  that  the  prop^n'ty,  rights  a:id 
privileges  specified  in  the  articles  of  agreement  between  Messrs.  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co. 
and  the  state,  dated  'JBth  March  1863,  should  be  placed  in  the  possession  and  control  of  the 
state  at  as  early  a  period  as  practicable.  This  is  shown  by  the  phraseology  of  the  first 
clause  of  the  agreement,  Avhich  is  in  these  words :  "  The  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co. 
agree  to  lease  to  the  commonwealth,  for  the  term  of  one  year,  fully  to  be  computed,  coir.- 
imnrhig  OH  the  first  day  of  April  1S63,  aud  ending  one  jcar  thereafter,  or  after  the  day  vn 
which  posses.sion  is  actually  given,  the  following  property,"  &c. 

The  purpose  in  speedily  procuring  the  possession  of  the  leased  property  was  to  secure  for 
and  place  in  the  hands  of  the  people  of  Virginia  as  large  a  supply  of  salt  manufactured  by 
the  state  as  possible,  by  the  period  for  pork-packing,  when  the  demand  exceeds  that  at  any 
otlier  season,  if  indeed  it  be  not  greater  than  at  all  other  seasons  aggregated.  Possession 
of  the  property  was  accordingly  demanded  by  me,  on  behalf  of  the  state,  on  or  about  the 
8th  day  of  April  18G3;  but  it  was  refui/ed  by  the  lessors,  upon  the  ground  that  the  price  to 
be  paid  nuist  be  determined  and  paid  before  possession  could  be  had. 

•  The  appointment  directed  by  the  8th  section  of  the  act  of  assembly  to  be  made  by  you 
as  the  board  of  supervisors,  of  an  arbitrator  on  behalf  of  the  state  to  ascertain  the  value  of 
the  property  leased  and  purchased,  was  made  by  you  on  the  16th  day  of  April  1863  (afwx 
Q,n  ineffectual  attempt  to  attain  the  end,  as  shown  by  your  minutes),  by  the  selection  of  Mr. 
James  M.  Laidley,  an  experienced  saltmaker  of  Kanawha,  who  accepted  the  position.  The 
lessors,  at  a  more  early  day,  selected  Mr.  John  D.  Harvey,  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Spotts 
«&  Harvey,  commission  merchants  of  Richmond  city,  as  the  arbitrator  in  their  behalf.  The 
agreeing  upon,  and  selection  by  these  two,  of  the  third  arbitrator,  as  prescribed  by  the  terms 
of  the  contract,  seems  to  have  been  attended  with  much  difficulty,  and  certainly  with  much 
delay.  The  facts  in  detail  are  well  known  to  you,  and  need  not  be  further  adverted  to.  Fi- 
n:illy,  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Macfarland  of  Ivichmond  city  was  agreed  upon. 

When  these  arbitrators  convened  at  Saltville  on  the  15th  day  of  May  1863,  and  examined 
the  property  to  be  appraised,  and  took  testimony  respecting  its  value,  the  difference  in  their 
respective  estimates  of  value  v,-as  so  great  tliat  they  found  it  impossible  to  agree — the  es- 
timate of  Mr.  Laidl<>3'  of  the  value  of  the  lease,  as  understood,  being  about  $200,000;  that 
of  Mr.  JIacfarlan.l  being  about  $  :580,000,  and  that  of  Mr.  Harvey,  about  $1,050,000. 

The  board  of  assessors  was  consequently  dissolved  on  the  ^Oth  day  of  May,  and  another 
was,  after  divers  efforts,  agreed  upon  and  convened.     It  consisted  of  Col.  Robert  L.  Owen 
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on  the  part  of  the  state,  Samuel  McCorkle  on  the  part  of  the  lessors,  and  their  appointee 
was  James  M.  Cobbs.  These  gentlemen,  on  the  3d  day  of  June  1863,  rendered  their  de- 
cision, awarding  to  Messrs.  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  the  sum  of  $  300,000  for  the  brine  and 
the  realty  leased,  and  about  $88,187  50  for  the  personalty  purchased,  and  the  aggregate 
sum  of  $388,187  50  was  paid  to  them  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  10th  section 
of  said  act. 

On  the  yth  day  of  June  pos.session  of  the  propt^rty  leased  and  purchased  was  delivered 
to  the  superintendent — a  period  later  by  two  months  than  that  contemplated  by  the  general 
assembly. 

When  the  superintendent  took  possession  of  the  property  he  found  a  portion  of  the  fur- 
naces M'hich  had  been  used  by  the  lessors  in  very  bad  order.  A  large  quantity  of  what  i.s 
known  as  Mocking,  a  hard  substance  composed  of  lime,  gypsum  and  salt — a  residuum  which 
lines  the  interior  of  the  iron  kettles,  after  continued  evaporation  and  crystallization  of  the 
brine,  had  been  allowed  to  accumulate  in  the  kettles,  and  many  of  them  had  conseqrrently 
been  broken.  The  rakes  or  flues  of  some  of  the  furnaces  had  to  be  repaired,  and  indeed 
one  of  the  furnaces  had  to  be  almost  entirely  rebuilt.  These  constituted  an  additional  cause 
of  delay  to  speedy  and  successful  operations  on  behalf  of  the  state — a  cause  which,  by  the 
exercise  of  ordinary  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  lessors  during  the  period  that  had  elapsed 
between  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  bill  and  the  date  on  which  possession  was  procured 
by  the  state,  could  have  been  avoided. 

One  moiety  of  the  labor  and  equipments  (the  total  of  which  had  been  used  by  Stuart, 
Buchanan  &  Co.  in  0])erating  the  six  furnaces  to  be  worked  by  the  superintendent),  Avith 
the  addition  of  about  50  negroes  owned  by  him,  which  had  been  hired  for  the  year  to  Stuart, 
Buchanan  &  Co.  (the  residue  of  liis,  about  a  like  number,  being  hired  to  Messrs.  Clarkson  & 
Co.,  tenants  of  one  of  the  state  furnaces),  was  insufficient  for  the  proper  operation  of  these 
same  furnaces,  by  the  state.  And  when  the  superintendent  was  using  efforts  to  bring  to 
his  aid  labor  and  teams  of  individuals  who  had  been  rendering  aid  to  Stuart,  Buchanan  & 
Co.,  he  found  those  efforts  impeded  by  the  devices  and  interference  of  the  Jatter.  In  one 
such  instance,  when  the  process  of  impressment  was  most  reluctantly  resorted  to  by  him, 
the  lessors  were  found  urging  the  parties  whose  teams  were  impressed  to  litigate  his  right  to 
impress  in  the  courts  of  the  country,  and  promising  to  "stand  by"  them  with  their  over- 
flowing purses,  and  even  silencing  counsel  who  had  been  retained  by  the  superintendent 
some  time  before  on  his  behalf,  and  agreed  to  render  service  except  in  matters  in  which 
Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  were  interested. 

Another  impediment  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  "  Kiver  works"  has  been  found  in 
the  failure  of  the  lessors  to  furnish  to  the  commonwealth  "  salt  water  sufficient  to  supply," 
and  "  to  keep  in  continued  operation"  the  state  furnaces,  "  to  their  boiling  capacity." 

The  loss  at  the  "  River  works"  during  the  month  endiug  7th  August,  as  stated  in  the  re- 
port for  that  month,  was,  in  the  aggregate,  equivalent  to  22  days'  loss  of  one  of  the  two 
larger  furnaces.  When  possession  was  procured  by  the  state,  the  brine  was  conveyed  from 
the  well,  where  it  was  pumped  up  in  an  unbroken  conduit  of  bored  logs  to  the  cistern  at 
the  "  Kiver  works,"  and  three  large  new  double  furnaces  had  been  recently  erected  by  the 
lessors,  or  those  associated  with  them,  known  as  the  "  Charles  Scott"  furnaces.  The  les- 
sors proposed  to  the  superintendent  to  connect  the  conduits  leading  to  the  River  works 
with  the  large  cistern  at  the  Charles  Scott  furnaces,  which  also  had  a  conduit  of  its  own 
extending  from  the  well.  One  benefit  accruing  from  this  connection  is,  that  if  the  steam 
engine  by  which  the  salt  water  is  pumped  should  be  from  any  cause  stopped  for  a  time,  as 
is  frequently  the  case,  the  supply  of  brine  in  the  cistern  would  enable  the  operations  of  the 
furnaces  at  the  River  works  to  be  continued.    .A^nother  is,  that  by  exposing  the  brine  in 
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the  cistern  to  the  open  air,  opportunity  is  atforded  for  the  escape  of  gas  from  it,  and  accu- 
mulation of  this  gas  in  the  bored  logs,  ■whereby  the  flow  is  obstructed,  is  prevented.  But  a 
still  greater  benefit  could  bo  secured  by  the  condition  on  which  the  superintendent  agreed 
to  the  proposal  of  the  lessors,  which  was,  that  the  "  vent"  leading  from  the  cistern  to  the 
"  Charles  Scott"  fdrnaces  should  be  made  in  the  upper  part  of  the  cistern,  and  the  conduit 
leading  from  said  cistern  to  the  River  works  should  be  made  in  the  lower  part  of  the  cistern; 
thereby  enabling  the  "  Eivcr  works"  to  command  the  brine  in  the  "  Charles  Scott"  cistern 
over  the  Charles  Scott  furnaces,  and  securing  more  effectually  to  the  state  that  priority  in 
the  supply  of  brine  which  is  provided  for  in  the  contract.  The  connection  of  the  conduit 
to  the  Kiver  works  with  the  "  Charles  Scott"  cistern  was  made  by  the  lessors ;  but  the 
arrangement  agreed  to  be  made  in  respect  to  the  "  vents"  above  stated,  has  not  yet  been 
made ;  and  it  is  to  the  fact  of  the  inability  of  the  River  works  to  command  the  supplj'  of 
brine  over  the  "  Charles  Scott"  furnaces,  that  the  failure  of  a  full  supply  of  brine  at  the 
River  Avorks  during  the  last  month  is,  to  a  very  considerable  extent,  to  lie  attributed. 

Again:  The  hard  residuum  in  the  kettles,  before  referred  to,  known  as  " blocking,"  is 
dissolved,  and  rendered  sufficiently  soft  to  be  broken  into  fragments,  and  removed  from  the 
kettles,  by  drawing  pure  fresh  water  into  them  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  required  by 
the  accumulation  of  this  hard  substance,  whose  power  of  expansion  and  contraction  by  the 
greater  or  less  d(^gree  of  heat  apjilied,  is  so  very  diflerent  from  that  of  the  iron  vessels,  as  to 
hazard  the  integrity  of  the  lattt'r,  if  permitted  to  accunnilate  in  toojieavy  a  mass.  This 
cold  water  is  supplied  to  all  the  furnaces  through  bored  logs  running  along  the  furnaces  in 
a  line  with  those  through  which  the  briue  is  conducted.  Without  this  supply  of  fresh 
Avater  through  these  conduits,  the  operation  of  the  furnaces  would  be  retarded  to  a  very 
great  extent,  as  is  easily  perceived.  The  "  double  furnace"  near  the  well  is  supplied  with 
this  fresh  water  by  conduits  leading  from  a  fountain  upon  the  land  of  the  lessors,  at  no 
great  distance  from  it.  The  superintendent,  on  the  24th  day  of  August,  leased  this  furnace 
to  Messrs.  Carlisle  &  Henderson  for  a  rent  of  .540  bushels  of  salt  per  day.  The  sub-tenants 
have  been  deprived,  as  is  represented  by  them,  of  the  nec<'ssary  supply  of  fresh  water  for 
relieving  their  kettles  from  the  blocking,  by  the  diversion  of  the  water  from  the  conduits 
by  the  lessors  or  their  tenants  for  domestic  purposes.  And  in  this  and  other  instances,  the 
pretence  has  been  .sot  up  by  the  lessors,  that  the  supply  of  fresh  water  for  the  piu-pose 
aforesaid  has  not  been  conveyed  or  included  in  their  contract  with  the  state.  Mr.  Carlisle, 
one  of  this  firm,  appeared  before  you  when  at  Saltville,  as  will  be  remembered  by  the 
board,  and  stated  this  diversion  of  the  fresh  water  as  one  of  the  grounds  of  his  inability  to 
comply  with  his  contract,  and  on  which  he  in  part  based  his  application  for  its  rescission. 

Again :  The  fresh  water,  in  process  of  softening  the  hard  blocking  deposited  in  the  inte- 
rior surface  of  the  iron  kettles,  absorbs  and  assimilates  with  the  component  elements  of  the 
blocking,  and  by  boiling,  salt  can  be  manufactured  from  it,  which,  although  not  so  desirable 
an  article  as  that  which  is  afforded  by  the  natural  brine,  is  yet  of  great  value,  and  should 
not  be  thrown  away,  when  it  is  so  difficult  to  procure  a  supply  of  salt  for  man  and  beast. 
The  lessors  had  long  since  erected  (and  the  superintendent  found  it  there  when  he  took  pos- 
session) immediately  behind  the  two  furnaces  at  the  River  works,  which  adjofn  each  other, 
having  a  common  smoke  stack,  a  small  furnace  containing  ten  kettles,  in  which  the  block- 
ing water  and  the  fragments  of  blocking  made  at  the  River  works,  were  boiled  and  reduced 
.to  salt.  Its  cistern  is  furnished  with  and  supplied  by  "lead  troughs"  running  along  the 
sides  of  the  furnaces  into  which  the  blocking  water  was  poured,  when  dipped  from  the  ket- 
tles, and  by  which  it  .flowed  off  into  this  cistern.  It  is  upon  a  lower  level,  of  course,  than 
the  large  furnaces,  and  is  connected  with  them,  and  it  and  its  fixtures  are  appurtenant  to 
tliem.  The  superintendent,  anxious  to  save  the  blocking  and  blocking  water  made  at  the 
River  works  from  waste,  and  to  derive  from  their  manufacture  a  compensation  to  the  state, 
which  would  decrease  to  that  extent  the  price  of  the  pure  salt  maiuil'actured  for  the  people, 
endeavored  to  make  arrangements  with  competent  individuals  to  rent  this  "  blocking  water 
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furnace,"  as  it  is  called,  and  with  it  reduce  the  blocking  water  and  the  blocking  and  the 
foot  salt  made  at  the  River  works,  into  salt.  But  the  lessors,  upon  learning  that  such  an 
arrangement  was  in  progress,  notified  the  parties  that  they  Avould  procure  an  injunction  from 
the  courts  against  them,  if  they  entered  upon  the  contemplated  operations;  and  the  super- 
intendent, although  perfectly  satisfied  of  the  right  of  the  state  to  use  this  blocking  water 
and  blocking,  and  the  blocking  water  furnace,  in  the  manner  propo"sed,  yet,  prompted  by  a 
desire  to  avoid  litigation  with  the  lessors,. has  hitherto  forborne  to  apply  this  appurtenant 
furnace  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  constructed;  and  the  blocking  water  from  the 
River  works,  capable  of  making  40  or  50  bushels  of  salt  per  day,  is  now  running  to  waste, 
unproductive  of  any  good  whatever. 

Again :  A  very  large  quantity  of  salt  was  due  from  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Virginia,  under  contracts  made  with  them  by  the  counties  of  the  state  during  the 
last  year,'  and  his  Excellency  the  governor.  It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  superintendent 
to  facilitate  the  transportation  of  that  salt  to  the  parties  entitled  ;  and  he  has  transferred  to 
Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  in  numerous  instances,  box  cars  over  which  he  had  control,  and 
which  he  could  spare  from  time  to  time,  to  be  loaded  by  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  with  the 
salt  thus  due  by  them  under  these  contracts.  The  transporting  power  thus  transferred  has 
been  sufficient  to  convey  a  much  larger  quantity  of  this  salt  than  has  in  fact  been  trans- 
ported, the  difference  having  been  devoted  to  the  transportation  of  their  own  private  salt,  to 
be  sold  in  the  marketi»at  rates  greatly  exceeding  those  specified  in  their  contracts,  or  to  be 
held  in  store  awaiting  still  higher  prices.  What  is  the  extent  of  this  misapplication  of  the 
transporting  power  thus  transferred  by  the  superintendent,  he  cannot  state,  as  access  to  the 
manifests  and  books  of  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road  company  has  until  recently  been 
denied  to  him  by  the  rail  road  agent  at  Saltville.  And  it  will  be  remembered  by  you,  that 
while  trains  have  been  hired  from  railroads  of  other  states,  and  at  least  one  private  engine, 
"  the  Grampus,"  has  been  purchased  by  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  or  those  connected  with 
them,  and  employed  upon  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road  to  transport  their  private 
salt  to  Lynchburg,  insomuch  that  your  board  has  adopted  most  stringent  regulations  in 
respect  to  the  appropriation  of  such  trains ;  yet  the  quantity  of  salt  still  due  to  the  people 
of  the  state  by  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  under  their  contracts,  unsupplied  and  untransport- 
ed,  remains  large.  * 

This  unanticipated  loss  of  two  months'  operations,  and  the  numerous  obstructions  and 
difficulties  (of  which  those  set  forth  above  are  only  instances  taken  from  a  number  of 
others  which  it  would  lengthen  this  communication  too  much  to  adduce)  thrown  in  the  way 
of  the  effort  of  the  legislature  to  procure  a  sufficient  supply  c^  salt  to  the  people  of  Vir- 
ginia by  the  season  of  heaviest  demand,  has  satisfied  the  superintendent  that  it  will  be  im- 
practicable, with  the  resources  now  at  his  command,  to  accomplish  the  desired  result. 

It  is  therefore  respectfully  submitted  to  your  honorable  board,  wliether  it  would  not  be 
advisable  to  call  the  attention  of  the  general  assembly,  about  to  be  convened  in  pursuance 
of  the  proclamation  of  the  governor,  to  this  very  important  matter,  and  to  suggest  to  it 
whether  other  resources  cannot  be  made  available  to  accomplish  the  object  originally  con- 
templated— while  at  the  same  time  their  attention  might  be  called  to  the  imperfections  in 
the  act  of  30th  March  1863,  which  have  been  developed  by  the  practical  operations  under  it. 
"What  these  resources  are,  and  what  is  the  character  of  these  imperfections  thus  developed, , 
the  familiarity  of  your  honorable  body  with  the  subject  will  enable  you  to  indicate  to  the 
general  assembly  with  more  efficiency  and  propriety  than  they  could  by  the  superintendent. 

It  may  however  be  proper  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  force  to  con- 
duct the  operations  on  behalf  of  the  state,  provided  for  in  express  terms  by  the  act  of  30th 
March.  Not  less  than  two  clerks  find  full  and  constant  employment  in  doing  the  neces- 
sary writing  incident  to  the  business,  and  in  keeping  the  accounts,  &c  in  the  office.    As 
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directed  by  you,  the  superintendent  has  not  hesitated  to  engage  the  services  of  other  com- 
petent persons  to  attend  to  the  outdoor  business,  and  that  necessary  to  be  looked  into  at  a 
distance  from  the  salt  works  ;  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  which,  as  is  known  to  you, 
is  very  great,  and  requires  qualifications  of  a  high  order. 

It  is  also  proper  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that  the  building  used  by  the  lessors  as 
a  counting  room  and  storehouse,  was  not  included  and  valued  by  the  assessors  as  part  of 
'the  leased  property,  and  that  the  superintendent  has  been  using,  by  their  courtesy,  the 
small  and  inconvenient  room  which  the  firm  of  R.  W.  Clarkson  &,  Co.,  lessees  of  the  state 
under  the  terms  of  the  contract  with  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  used  as  an  office  prior  to  that 
contract — and  that  he  has  no  storeroom  suitable  to  secure  and  preserve  the  supplies,  &c. 
necessary  to  be  kept  for  the  numerous  operatives  of  the  state. 

Your  attention  should  also  be  called  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  compensation  allowed  to 
the  inspector  of  salt  at  Saltville,  by  the  act  establishing  that  office.  One-half  cent  for  every 
five  bushels  inspected  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  oil  and  the  blacking  necessarily  used 
in  marking  the  weights  of  the  bags  which  contain  that  quantity.  The  present  inspector 
accepted  and  holds  the  position,  in  the  hope  and  assurance  given  him  by  me,  that  proper 
compensation  will  ultimately  be  provided  for  him  by  legislative  interposition. 

The  superintendent  begs  leave  to  refer  your  honorable  body  to  his  regular  monthly  reports 
for  sundry  other  matters  therein  suggested,  and  for  such  statistical  information  as  may  be 
calculated  to  throw  light  upon  the  operations  conducted  by  him.

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CORRESPONDENCE  RELATIVE  TO  IMPRESSMENTS. 


ElCHMOXD,  Au^.  20,  1863. 
Sir: 

A  citizen  of  one  of  the  counties  on  the  South  side  rail  road  a  short  time  ago 
applied  by  letter  to  Col.  John  N.  Clarkson,  superintendent  of  salt  works  at  Saltville,  to  hire 
to  the  latter  a  number  of  slaves,  to  be  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  salt.  As  agent  for 
Col.  Clarkson,  and  by  his  instructions,  I  repaired  to  the  place  of  residence  of  thi.s  citizen, 
and  endeavored  to  arrange  with  him  the  terms  of  hire.  He  made  no  objection  to  the  terms 
proposed  by  me,  except  that  he  required  payment  for  all  the  labor  he  should  furnish,  in 
good  salt  at  $2  per  bushel  instead  of  in  money.  On  these  terms  he  proposed  to  hire  twenty- 
five  slaves  to  the  superintendent.  I  remonstrated  in  vain  that  such  a  quantity  of  salt  should 
not  be  taken  from  the  people  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  one  individual,  whose  purpose 
was  to  obtain  it  at  $2  and  sell  it  for  the  highest  price  it  would  command  in  the  market — an 
object  directly  opposed  to  the  policy  of  the  act  of  assembly  of  30th  March  1863,  entitled 
an  act  to  provide  for  the  production  and  distribution  of  salt. 

It  is  the  design  of  the  superintendent,  with  the  consent  of  the  board  of  supervisors-,  to 
impress  these  slaves,  whom  it  is  deemed  proper  to  state  the  owner  is  hiring  out  by  the  day, 
as  he  informed  nf%.  And  inasmuch  as  any  eifort  to  impress  them,  unless  accompanied  with 
power  to  make  it  instantly  effectual,  may  result  in  entire  fruitlessness,  I  desire,  in  behalf  of 
the  superintendent,  to  enquire  of  you  whether  you  will  supply  to  the  person  who  may 
make  the  impressment,  when  the  same  is  ordered,  a  force  sufficient  to  insure  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  object,  and  also  to  enquire  whether  you  will  supply,  in  other  cases  in 
which  impressments  may  be  found  necessary,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  act 
above  referred  to,  a  force  sufficient  to  effect  the  end. 

Be  kind  enough  to  give  me  the  information  desired,  at  as  early  a  period  as  may  be  con- 
venient to  you.  I  will  be  at  the  Powhatan  Hotel  until  to-morrow  eveliing  at  4  o'clock. 
After  that,  please  addi-ess  me  at  Saltville,  Washington  County,  Va.

A  letter  addrcsi-ed  to  you  by  John  M.  Forbes,  as  ap-nt  of  John  N.  Clarksor, 
j«upcrintendcnt  of  state  salt  works,  desiring  to  know  whether  you  can 'furnish  a  force  to 
give  efiect  to  such  iuiprcssnicnt  of  property  for  the  use  of  the  state  iu  niauufacluriug  salt  as 
may  become  necessary  to  niako  the  iniprcssinent  availiiblc,  and  referred  by  you  to  the  board 
of  public  works,  acting  as  supervisors  of  the  production  and  distribution  of  talt,  has  b'M;n 
kid  before  the  board  of  ]>ublic  works,  and  duly  considered. 

In  answer  thereto,  tlie  beard  of  publio  works  have  to  sa^'  that  it  lias  l)rcu  made  the  dutj 
of  the  board  of  public  works  to  exercise  a  supervision  over  the  manufacture  of  salt  for  the 
(State,  and  to  advise  and  direct  the  superintendent  as  to  such  impressments  of  property  for 
the  use  of  the  state  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  But  no  law  of  the  .state  has  confcired  oti 
the  board  of  public  works  any  authority  to  enforce  the  execution  of  their  orders,  if  in  any 
{^iven  case  physical  force  should  be  required  for  that  purpose.  It  is  eas}'  to  foresee  that 
cases  will  aris<*in  which  the  exhibition  of  physical  force  will  become  n<'cessary  to  give 
elYect  to  an  impressment,  the  mere  exhibition  of  which  force  would  prevent  the  necessity  of 
its  actual  application  and  exercise.  The  case  presented  in  Mr.  Forbes'  letier  is  an  apt  in- 
stance in  illustration  of  this  opinion.  It  is  supposed  by  the  board  of  public  works  that  ti.e 
governor  of  the  state  is  the  only  officer  who  is  authorized  to  furnish  .the  force  necessary  to 
carry  into  el^'ect  the  law  providing  for  the  manufacture  of  salt  for  the  state,  if  a  case  shoulrl 
arise  making  the  exhibition  of  force  necessarj'.  The  governor  is  the  ihirf  executite  offie^-r 
■  if  the  state,  solemnly  charged  with  the  duty  of  .seeing  that  the  laws  an^  faithfully  executeil, 
and  his  authority  extends  alike  to  everj'  part  of  th<!  stat«'..  'JMio  autiiority  of  subordinate 
executive  ofHcers  is  generally  confined  within  limited  and  prescribed  jurisdictions,  bnt 
the  authority  of  the  chief  executive  extends  over  the  whole  conimonweidth,  nnd  ajiplicg  to 
liie  execution  of  all  her  laws. 

The  board  of  public  works  therefor*;  h)us  no  knowledge  of  any  otht-r  power  tiiau  the  go- 
vemor  of  the  state,  that  could,  consistently  with  th«!  law,  furnish  a  force  to  give  effect  to  tto 
provisions  of  the  act  providing  for  the  manufacture  of  salt,  if  the  exhibition  of  force  should 
become  necessary  in  ord(>r  to  execute  that  law.  The  board  of  public  works  will  in  all  prc- 
bability  bt?  under  the  necessity  of  ordering  impressments  both  of  personal  and  real  property 
for  the  use  of  the  state  within  a  few  days,  and  the  subject  has  therefore  become  one  of  im- 
mediate importance.  If  the  board  of  public  works  can  know  that  a  force  can  be  obtain»l 
if  necessary,  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  desired  property  may  be  obtained  without  diflt- 
culty  ;  but  without  that  information,  if  an  ineffectual  effort  to  impress  be  made,  and  theit^- 
upon  application  be  made  to  you  as  governor,  before  tlie  question  could  bo  disposed  of,  the 
property,  if  personal,  might  be  removed,  and  the  opportunity  of  obtaining  it  entirely  lo.st.

Sir: 

Your  communication  of  this  date  has  been  reeeiveJ.  You  submit  to  me  the 
question  whether  I  can  furnish  a  force  to  give  effect  to  such  impressment  of  property  for 
the  use  of  the  state  in  manufacturing  salt  as  may  become  necessary  to  make  the  impress- 
ment available.  By  the  terms  of  the  law  to  provide  for  the  production  and  distribution  of 
salt,  passed  on  the  30th  of  last  March,  it  is  prescribed  that  the  superintendent  of  salt  works 
shall  contract  for  all  needful  supplies  and  hire  all  necessary  labor  for  operating  the  salt 
works,  "  and  if  unable  to  agree  with  the  owners  upon  the  prices  to  be  paid  for  the  same,  he 
shall  have  power  to  impress  the  same,  under  the  control  of  the  board  of  public  works." 
The  law  does  not  specify  how  he  is  to  exert  the  power  conferred.  It  gives  him  the  power, 
and  to  prevent  his  abuse  of  the  power,  it  places  him  under  the  control  of  the  board  of 
public  works.  Under  these  circumstances,  as  the  matter  now  stands,  it  does  not  appear  to 
me  that  there  is  any  action  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  executive.  It  does  not  appear  that 
the  superintendent  cannot  "  contract"  for  supplies  and  labor ;  that  he  ha.|L  been  unable  to 
agree  with  the  owners  upon  the  prices  to  be  paid  ;  that  he  has  attempted  to  make  impress- 
ments or  to  exert  "  the  power"  conferred  upon  him  by  the  law  to  enforce  any  impressment ; 
nor  that  there  has  been  any  resistance  to  his  authority.  It  ought  to  appear  that  he  is  not 
improperly  exercising  authority,  and  that  the  board  which  is  to  control  him  is  satisfied  Avith 
bis  proceedings.  When  these  things  appear  by  a  proper  report  to  the  executive,  it  will  be 
time  enough  for  him  to  exert  any  power  which  the  constitution  and  laws  may  have  placed 
in  his  hands. 

You  will  readily  perceive  that  the  governor  could  not  with  any  propriety  order  out  a  force 
in  advance,  without  knowing  the  kind  of  resistance  which  may  be  exerted,  or  the  amount 
of  force  necessary.  And  it  would  be  equally  improper  to  call  out  any  military  organization 
to  attend  upon  the  superintendent  of  salt  works  to  impress  property  in  any  part  of  the 
etate  in  which  it  may  be  desirable  for  him  to  exert  the  power  of  impressment  placed  in  his 
hands.  If  the  superintendent  or  the  board  of  public  works  find  the  law  dclective  under 
which  they  are  operating,  it  would  be  proper  to  apply  to  the  general  assembly  for  amend- 
ment.    It  will  meet  on  the  7th  day  of  September. 

With  regard  to  the  exercise  of  the  military  power  of  this  state  at  present,  it  is  proper  to 
mention  that  the  whole  of  the  forces  of  Virginia  were  transferred  by  the  convention  to  the 
confederate  government.  The  militia  force,  which  consisted  of  persons  from  18  to  45  years 
of  age,  has,  under  the  conscript  act,  become  subject  to  the  control  of  that  government.  The 
second  class  militia  are  expressly  confined  to  local  defence,  and  the  public  guard  is  wholly 
occupied  in  guarding  public  buildings ;  so  that  until  the  general  assembly  makes  some  pro- 
vision for  organizing  a  new  militia  force,  to  be  composed  of  those  beyond  tlio  conscript 
ages,  there  is  no  force  at  the  command  of  the  executive.  This  subject  will  be  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  general  assembly.

We,  Samuel  McCorklo,  Robert  L.  Oweu  aud  James  M.  Cobbs,  assessors  and  arbitrators 
duly  appointed  to  ascertain  and  assess  the  value  of  certain  property,  real  and  personal, 
which  the  state  of  Virginia  has  contracted  to  lease  and  purchase  from  Stuart,  Buchanan 
&,  Co.,  according  to  the  terms  of  a  contract  entered  into  on  the-  25th  March  18G3,  between 
a  joint  coiumittec  of  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia  and  the  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  & 
Co.  (the  said  Samuel  McCorkle  having  been  appointed  by  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  the 
said  Robert  L.  Owen  having  been  appointed  by  the  board  of  public  works,  acting  as  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  production  and  distribution  of  salt),  and  the  said  two  parties  having 
appointed  the  said  James  M.  Cobbs  as  the  third  assessor  or  arbitrator,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  aforesaid  contract  and  the  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  the  30th  March  1863,  as- 
sembled at  Saltville  on  the  2d  June  1863;  and  having  been  first  duly  sworn  to  perform  our 
duties  as  arbitrators,  honestlj-,  impartially  and  faithfully,  according  to  the  best  of  our  skill 
and  judgment,  proceeded  to  inspect  and  examine  the  said  property,  and  to  hear  all  the  tes- 
timony relative  thereto,  and  all  the  representations  which  the  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &■  Co. 
and  the  state  of  Virginia,  represented  in  person  by  the  board  of  public  works,  desired  or 
offered  to  present ;  and  having  duly  and  carefully  considered  the  same,  we  arrive  at  the  fol- 
lowing conclusion,  to  wit:  We  determine  and  value  the  lease  of  the  ten  furnaces,  together 
with  the  houses  at  the  upper  works,  three  used  by  Friend  with  his  furnace,  in  one  of 
which  he  lives;  one  house  for  negroes  near  Friend's,  with  four  rooms;  one  two  story  house, 
used  by  Kelly  with  his  furnace ;  all  the  blacksmith  shops  under  control  of  Stuart,  Bu- 
chanan &-  Co.  at  upper  works ;  a  row  of  houses  used  by  Gardner  with  his  furnace ;  two 
cabins  by  the  rail  road,  put  up  by  Gardner  and  used  by  him ;  two  brick  offices  adjoining 
the  store  house,  used  by  D.  J.  W.  Clarkson  with  his  furnace  ;  tlie  Jerome  Phipps'  house, 
for  double  furnace ;  the  Jerome  Phipps'  house,  used  by  Gardner ;  four  stables,  including 
Friend's  and  Gardner's,  for  one  year  from  the  8th  day  of  June  1863,  to  the  8th  day  of  June 
1864,  or  for  twelve  months  from  the  day  when  possession  is  actually  delivered,  at  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

We  determine  and  value  the  wood,  viz  :  Above  Old  church,  at  Sheffey's  and  Meadow's, 
viz :  r)0  cords  on  hill  back  of  church  ;  400  cords  at  MeadoAv's ;  320  cords  at  Sheffey's — in 
all  770  cords  of  wood,  cut  and  corded,  at  twelve  dollars  per' cord. 

We  determine  and  value  the  sacks  (thirteen  thousand)  at  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per 
sack. 

We  determine  and  value  the  bacon  (four  thousand  pounds)  at  one  dollar  per  pound. 

We  determine  and  value  the  wood  in  Poor  valley,  twenty-four  hundred  cords  (corded), 
at  eight  dollars  per  cord. 

The  negroes  received  under  the  contract  with  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  ought  to  have 
been  furnished  by  Stuart,  Buchanan  »Sr  Co.  with  the  usual  shoes  and  clothing,  but  as  pre- 
ferred by  them,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  fifty  cents 
is  to  be  deducted  from  the  amounts  herein  awarded  to  them,  and  the  state  is  to  assume  the 
duty  of  furnishing  the  above  shoes  and  clothing. 

We  determine  and  value  the  following  property:  Six  four-mule  teams,  three  fotir-horso 
teams,  one  two-horse  team,  two  mules,  at  fourteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-five 
dollars. 

We  determine  the  value  of  ten  mules,  at  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
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We  determine  th<'  value  of  5,000  <oids  of  wood  standing  in  Poor  valley,  at  two  doUans 
p^r  cord.  « 

Wc  therefore  decide  and  award  tbiit  the  coiiimonwealtb  of  Virginia  shall  pay  to  Stuart, 
Buchanan  &  Co.  for  one  year's  lease  of  the  ton  furnaces  above  referred  to,  together  with 
ih»'.  rifirhUs  tind  privileges  thereto  iipperliiining,  and  al.so  for  .all  the  personal  property  abov*" 
nfc-rred  to,  the  -same  embracing  all  the  property,  real  and  personal,  leased  .and  purchased  by 
the  .state  of  Virginia  from  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  by  the  eonfract  of  25th  March  1863. 
three  hundred  and  ninety-one  thousand  and  sixty-five  dollars,  deducting  therefrom  the  sum 
of  $*J,877  50  for  clothing  negroes — leaving  a  net  balance  of  three  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
tbonnand  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents.

Penitentiary,  September  1863. 
Dear  Sir:  f| 

The  first  of  October  is  th«  time  at  which  the  superintendent  of  the  peni-^ 
tentiary  has  to  make  out  his  annual  report;  aud  until  then  (when  an  inventory  will  be  taken) 
a  detailed  report  of  the  manufactures  of  this  institution  cannot  be  rendered  satisfactorily. 

Enterinf^  upon  my  duties  on  the  first  of  April  last,  when  the  management  of  the  peniten- 
tiary was  without  system  or  order,  and  the  distracted  condition  of  the  country  making  all 
enterprises  uncertain  and  diflScult,  it  is  to  be  supposed  that 'the  penitentiary  has  shared  a 
common  fate.  Provisions,  clothing,  &c.  being  at  fabulous  prices,  and  the  fact  that  for  want 
of  materia]  the  convicts  have  had  to  be  idle  more  than  one-tliird  of  their  time,  h-aves  no 
other  conclusion  but  that  the  penitentiary  will  fall  as  a  heavy  ])mdt.'n  uj)on  the  treasury. 

The  inefficient  agencies  provided  by  law  for  the  purchase  of  material  and  supplies,  must 
ever  be  a  serious  drawback  upon  the  manufacturing  operations  of  the  institution.  Instead 
of  buying,  as  is  the  case,  articles  in  third  or  fourth  hands,  at  speculative  and  greatly  en- 
hanced prices,  other  markets  than  Richmond  ought  to  be  closely  canvassed,  and  all  articles 
purchased  under  the  most  propitious  circumstances;  and  instead  of  being  the  buyers  of 
speculators  here,  the  penitentiary  being  a  large  operator,  ought  rather  to  be  the  seller  to 
others,  than  the  buyer  of  third  or  fourth  hands,  and  at  the  monstrously  enhanced  prices  ml- 
ing  the  day.  Had  the  southern  cities  been  properly  canvassed,  large  amovmts  of  leather  and 
cotton  yarns  ought  easily  to  have  been  bought  of  the  original  importer  and  manufacturer, 
and  thus  have  not  only  supplied  our  demand,  but  at  greatly  reduced  prices ;  whereas  those 
articles  have  been  bought,  under  great  disadvantages,  of  speculators,  as  before  stated. 
Many  other  articles  it  has  been  impossible  to  obtain  in  sufficient  quantities.  That  this  state 
of  things  is  a  necessity,  I  do  not  believe.  That  the  penitentiary,  if  properly  managed,  un- 
der such  modifications  and  amendments  of  the  laws  as  are  manifestly  necessary,  and  a  con- 
stant supply  of  material  purchased  judiciously  in  the  market,  should  be  a  charge  upon  the 
treasury,  I  do  not  believe.  I  am  of  the  unwavering  belief  that,  with  proper  laws,  proper 
officers  and  interior  guards,  and  abundant  supply  of  material,  the  treasury  may  soon  be  re- 
lieved of  this  burden,  if  not  replenished  by  the  products  of  the  penitentiary.  That  it  ought 
to  be  a  paying  institution,  I  firmly  believe.  That  it  will  ever  be,  under  the  present  laws, 
and  the  inefficient  agencies  for  purchasing  material  and  subsistence,  /  do  not  believe.  A. 
very  safe  guidf  for  public  institutions  may  be  the  course  of  prudent  and  judicious  private 
enterprises.  Compare  for  a  moment  the  penitentiary  management  with  that  of  any  well 
managed  private  enterprise  in  the  country,  and  the  contrast  will  be  so  manifest  that  it  muet 
surprise  any  mind.  Then,  is  it  wise  to  permit  such  a  state  of  things  longer  to  exist?  Does 
any  prudent  manufacturer  think  oi  fixing  a  rate  of  wages  positively  insufficient  to  be  paid 
the  managers  and  foremen  of  their  shops  ?  Do  they  expect,  and  are  they  likely  ever  to  g<t 
men  qualified,  if  they  do  ? 

Private  institutions  are  sustained  in  the  hour  of  necessity,  and  at  periods  when  it  is  mani- 
festly prudent  to  procure  full  supplies  of  material,  by  all  the  resources  of  the  owners,  or  by 
such  loans  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  end  desired.    The  jieuitentiary,  though  the 
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property  of  the  state  (aud  the  convicts  to  be  fed  and  clothed),  has  to  hobble  ou,  -without 
sufficient  means,  and  no  credit  in  the  market — to  be  buffeted  and  set  aside,  until  other  pur- 
chasers \vith  ample  means  shall  have  culled  the  markets,  and  then  may  graciously  sell  a  por- 
tion to  her  at  the  greatly  enhanced  prices  which  she  has  paid  and  must  continue  to  pay. 
What  possible  loss  can  it  be  to  the  state,  and  what  great  benefit  would  it  not  certainly  be, 
if  a  fund  should  be  provided,  subject  to  the  demands  of  the  institution,  for  purchases  on  the 
best  terms  ?  And  this  sliould  be  of  ample  amount,  never,  however,  to  be  used  unless  abso- 
lutely necessary. 

To  be  saved  from  conscription,  men  have  engaged  as  guards  at  the  penitentiaiy ;  but  the 
secretary  of  war  has  refused  me  permission  to  appoint  any  man  from  the  army;  therefore, 
it  is  manifest  that  if  any  one  or  more  shall  now  resign  or  die,  it  will  be  impossible  to  get 
Rnien  to  fill  the  positions  at  the  wages  paid.  Every  one  who  goes  into  the  interior  of  the 
penitentiary  must  of  necessity  have  private  opportunities  of  the  most  intimate  intercourse 
with  the  prisoners,  and  must  he  men  of  unsullied  characters  for  integrity,  honesty  and  in- 
tellio-euce.  Can  such  men  be  found  willing  to  take  the  pay?  The  answer  is  plain.  It  is 
absolutely  necessary  that  the  ofUcers  of  wards  shall  be  above  reproach,  intelligent,  aud  ex- 
perts at  their  trades,  men  who  at  all  times  can  command  the  highest  prices.  In  the  peni- 
tentiary, where  men  are  required  of  superior  capacities  to  those  who  conduct  business  for 
private  enteiiMises,  because  of  the  necessity  that  thej-  shall  be  qualified  to  manage  convicts, 
is  it  probable  that  they  can  be  obtained  for  the  pay?  That,  under  the  peculiar  circumstances 
cf  the  country,  I  have  been  enabled  to  get  men  of  high  character  for  the  present,  is  cer- 
t;iin]y  no  aro-umcnt  that  they  should  not  be  paid,  or  tliat  I  may  have  like  good  fortune  in 
the  future. 

To  the  inefficiency  aud  dishonesty  of  officers  and  guards,  in  some  instances,  in  the  history 
of  the  penitentiary,  it  is  very  clear  is  to  be  attributed  great  losses  to  the  penitentiary;  that 
a  large  amount  of  contraband  trade  has  been  carried  on  clandestinely  by  such  men,  allow- 
ing prisoners  to  steal  material  and  manufacture  small  wares,  and  they  trade  them  off  with 
the  outer 'ivorld.  Far  more  has  been  lost  in  this  way  than  has  ever  been  saved  by  providing 
cheap  men.     This  subject  deserves  the  most  serious  consideration. 

In  other  penitentiaries  it  has  been  found  necessary,  and  I  think  very  essential  with  this, 
to  make  the  carrying  out  or  bringing  into  the  institution  any  prohibited  articles  a  felony, 
and  to  be  severely  punished. 

The  manner  of  providing  a  clerk  for  this  institution  is  certainly  very  objectionable,  and 
gT'^atly  embarrasses  its  management.  The  clerk  is  the  appointee  of  the  board  of  directors, 
and  is  properly  their  clerk.  The  law  undertakes  to  define  his  duties.  The  superintendent 
ought  to  have  the  clerk  under  his  direction,  and  a  full  set  of  books,  showing  the  whole 
transactions,  ought  to  be  kept.  The  books  heretofore  kept  are  very  defective,  and  by  no 
ireans  present  a  proper  history  of  the  institution. 

It  is  a  most  troublesome  plan  for  the  officers  of  wards  to  perform  the  duties  of  superin- 
tendent as  assistants.  In  the  absence  of  the  superintendent,  either  protracted  or  temporary, 
tiie  assistant  is  constantly  called  away  from  his  duties  in  his  ward,  troublesome  to  him  and 
of  great  disadvantage  in  relieving  the  prisoners  of  his  watch  over  them.  Might  not  the 
clerk,  who  ought  to  be  at  all  times  at  Ids  post,  perform  these  duties  ?  I  am  clearly  of  opi- 
nion that  he  can  aud  ought. 

A  most  damaging  and  serious  difficulty  in  the  management  of  the  penitentiary,  is  the 
systematic  and  constant  destruction  of  material  by  the  convicts,  when  in  their  power  to  do 
so.  It  is  therefore  all  important  that  arrangements  should  be  made  to  prevent  couA^icts  from 
getting  in  hand  any  material  until  first  cut,  Aveighed  or  measured,  as  the  case  may  be.  To 
do  this,  it  is  necessary  to  employ  competent  assistants  to  the  wardmasters,  when  needed. 
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Emineatly  proper  is  this  in  the  .shoemaking  and  harness  department.     Far  more  than  the 
wages  of  a  competent  man  may  be  saved  anually  by  this  precaution. 

The  law  requires  the  superintendent  to  give  a  heavy  bond  and  security,  and  leaves  all 
the  other  officers  without  bond  at  all.  Would  it  not  be  proper  to  require  every  officer  about 
the  institution  to  give  bond  and  security  .'  They  all  have  responsibilities  of  more  or  less 
importance,  which  as  imperiously  demand  this  as  does  the  supcrintendcnit.  Superintendent 
and  officers  ought  to  be  required,  under  heavy  penalties,  at  all  times  properly  to  account 
for  every  thing  entrusted  to  their  care.  As  it  is  now,  it  would  seem  that  almost  the  only 
remedy  for  wrong  acts  of  superintendent  or  officers,  is  a  discharge  from  their  pof-itions.  A 
close  scrutiny  into  the  working  of  the  institution  would  show  the  propriety  of  .stringent 
laws  on  this  subject.  JK 

There  are  many  other  defects  in  the-law,  and  many  changes  which  would  add  greatly  to 
the  successful  management  of  the  penitentiary  ;  but  the  unfortirnate  condition  of  the  coun- 
try forbids  action  at  this  time.  There  arc  about  25  women  here,  who  cannot  be  worked  to 
any  profit  for  want  of  room.  They  are  huddled  together  in  rooms  so  small  that  work  can- 
not be  done  but  by  a  very  limited  number.  I  liave  endeavored  in  vain  to  get  willow  o  •  ' 
'white  oak  splits  to  employ  the  women  and  idle  men  in  the  manufacture  of  baskets.  I  hopj 
to  be  able  to  get  some  broom  c(jrn,  and  ont:'r  limitedly  upon  the  maniifacture  of  brooms. 

Tliere  arc  several  lunatics,  which  arc  a  soinco  of  great  annoyances  to  the  whole  place. 
Their  noise  at  all  hours  of  day  and  night  greatly  impedes  the  proper  police  of  the  place,  by 
drowning  sounds  of  other  mischief.     Some  disposition  ought  to  be  made  of  them. 

The  prison,  originally  intended  for  not  more  than  250  convicts,  as  I  understand,  has  now 
OA'er  300,  and  the  number,  from  present  indications,  must  be  greatly  increased  during  tlio 
next  12  months.  The  convicts  here  now  are  of  a  class  far  worse  I  presume  than  has  ever 
been  in  any  one  prison  on  the  American  continent.  Whilst  it  has  been  painful  and  embar- 
rassing to  me  to  administer  discifjline,  I  have  not  shrunk  from  the  duty.  It  has  been 
humane  but  inflexible.  I  flatter  myself  that  some  improvement  has  been  made,  but  thero 
yet  remains  much  to  be  done. 

Should  the  legislature  propose  to  consider  this  subject,  I  trust  I  shall  have  tlie  pleasure  cf 
meeting  the  committees,  when  I  shall  be  prepared  to  e.\plaiu  to  them  more  in  detail.

The  resolution  calls  for  a  report  of  purchases  of  "raw  material  and  provisions."  Pro- 
visions are  purchased  by  the  superintendent  and  myself,  and  the  bills  sent  to  the  superin- 
tendent, who  certifies  them  to  the  board  of  directors,  and  they  certify  the  bills  as  correct  to 
the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  by  whom  they  are  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury,  and  do 
not  come  under  my  cogniscance  or  iipon  my  books,  and  I  have  therefore  no  means  of  report- 
ing the  amount  of  such  purchases. 

The  following  table  shows  the  amount  of  goods  sold  each  quaVter  since  4th  April  1862, 
including  the  first  two  mouths  of  the  cuneut  quarter  (ending  Sept.  30th):

The  agent's  commissions  of  8  per  cent,  on  the  above,  $189,771  63,  is  $15,181  73  for 
ae.vcnteon  months. 

The  expenses  incident  to  the  management  of  the  agent's  business,  consisting  of  store 
rent,  clerks'  salaries,  traveling  expenses,  servants'  hire,  keeping  horse,  drayage  on  goods 
from  peniU'ntiary,  fuel,  stationery,  postages,  and  other  store  expenses,  amounting  during 
the  17  months,  above  referred  to,  under  the  closest  economy,  to  about  four  thousand  five 
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hundred  dollars,  must  be  deducted  from  the  above  commissions,  to  show  the  compensation 
of  the  agent  correctly. 
• 
At  the  present  time  these  expenses  amount  to  about  four  hundred  dollars  per  month,  and 
must  increase  as  our  currency  depreciates.  It  is  proper  to  state  that  these  expenses  are  ex- 
clusive of  bad  debts,  and  of  loss  in  the  sending  of  goods  to  or  from  the  penitentiary  ;  for  all 
c>f  which  the  agent  is  held  responsible. 

The  above  report,  it  is  believed,  covers  the  objects  of  the  resolution,  and  is  very  respect- 
fully submitted.

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REPORT 


The  joint  committee  of  the  senate  and  house  of  delegates  ou  the  pablic  library  have  per- 
formed the  duty  assigned  them,  and  submit  the  following  report: 

The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealtb,  as  general  librarian, 
among  other  things,  "to  make  a  report  to  this  committee  of  his  proceedings,  andrender  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  disburscanents  of  the  library  fund,"  and  requires  of  the  com- 
mittee "to  examine  his  accounts  and  proceedings,"  and  "to  report  fully  to  the  general 
assembly." 

• 
It  affords  the  committee  pleasure  to  state  that  the  secretary  has  complied  with  his  duty, 

and  in  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  has  made  to  them  a  full  and  satisfactory 

report,  embracing  an  account  of  the  fund,  and  all  other  transactions  connected  with  the 

library,  for  the  last  two  fiscal  years. 

The  report  of  the  secretary,  to  which  the  committee  beg  leave  to  refer,  and  which  is  hereto 
appended,  wiU  furnish  such  complete  and  accurate  information  in  regard  to  the  sales,  pur- 
chase and  exchanges  of  books,  and  so  full  a  statement  of  the  stock  account,  and  all  other 
matters  of  a  special  and  general  nature,  as  to  leave  but  little  for  the  committee  to  add, 
except  their  approval. 

The  following  statement  exhibits  the  condition  of  the  fund.  The  disbursements  were  all 
found,  upon  examination,  to  be  snstnined  by  sufficient  vouchers.  The  fiscal  year  for  the 
accounts  of  tiie  library  corresponds  with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  commonwealtli,  nnd  closes 
accordiugly  on  the  30th  September  in  each  year.  But  as  the  extra  session  of  the  general 
assembly  has  intervened,  and  the  secretary  was  desirous  to  make  his  report  at  the  present 
session,  the  accounts  for  the  year  1863,  it  will  be  perceived,  close  on  the  31st  August — one 
month  earlier  than  customary.  The  committee  therefore  direetrd  that  the  transactions  of 
the  month  of  September  be  carried  into  the  accounts  of  the  next  fiscal  year

From  this  succinct  exhibit  it  will  be  seen  that  the  sales  for  the  two  years  preceding,  end- 
ing on  the  31st  August  1863,  amounted  to  the  .sum  of  $2,277  90,  and  the  interest  received 
for  the  same  period  is  $  2,740,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $  5,517  90.  There 
was  a  considerable  falling  off  of  the  sales  for  these  years,  attributable  to  the  causes  stated 
by  the  secretary  in  his  report.  The  balance  in  cash  in  the  librarian's  hands  on  the  31st  of 
August  is  only  $49  51 — a  large  diminution  since  the  former  report.  This  balance,  notwith- 
standing the  reduction  of  sales,  it  will  be  observed,  would  have  been  much  larger  but  for 
the  misfortune  of  having  $2,800  57  stolen  from  the  library.  All' the  circumstances  con- 
nected with  this  unfortunate  robbery  are  detailed  with  minuteness  by  the  secretary  in  his 
report,  and  in  a  statement  v.hich  accompanies  it,  made  by  John  E.  Thompson.  Esquire,  one 
of  the  clerks.  The  committee  will  here  remark  that  they  investigated  the  facts  of  the  case 
as  far  as  practicable,  and  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  all  the  vigilance  and  precautions  to 
preserve  the  money  in  safety  and  "security  had  been  observed ;  and  in  justice  to  the  secre- 
tary, the)'  most  cheerfully  and  absolutely  absolve- him  frotn  any  censure  in  the  matter.  No 
satisfactory  solution  of  the  mystery  has  been  as  yet  found,  nor  positive  clue  tfi  the  detection 
of  the  guilty  party;  but  efforts  have  been  made  and  will  be  continued  to  discover  the 
perpetrator. 

The  condition  of  the  fund  i.s,  however,  under  all  the  embarrassing  circumstances  of  the 
country,  as  prosperous  as  could  be  expected ;  and  the  secretary  informs  the  committee  that 
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the  receipts  for  the  month  of  September  show  a  considerable  increase  over  any  preceding 
month  of  the  year,  and  thinks  there  is  a  prospect  of  its  coutiiniancc. 

Other  subjects  of  importance  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  committee,  and  sub- 
mitted  for  their  consideration^  and  action,  by  the  secretary.     His  report  shows  that  there  arc 
now  in  his  liands  $23,700,  in  state  and  confederate  bonds.     The  fund  has  been  aecumu- 
latcd  to  this  amount  by  the  very  judicious  management  of  the  secretary,  for  which  he  merits 
great  praise.     Of  this  sum  he  holds  222  shares  of  Virginia  state  stock,  equal,  at  par  value, 
to  $22,200;  much  of  which  was  purchased  by  him  considerably  below  par,  all  of  long 
dates    'These  bonds  would  now  command  iu  market  a  large  premium,  whilst  confederate 
eight  per  cent,  bonds  could  be  bought  at  from  108  to  112.  •  In  view  of  these  facts,  the  secre- 
tary recommends  that  he  be  authorized  t:.  -'1  the  stat.-  stock  at  ±o  preseait  high  market 
value,  and  to  invest  the  proceeds  in  confederate  eight  per  cent,  bonds.  .  It  will  be  seen  at 
onco  what  an  addition  this  operation  wfeuld  make  to  the  principal  interest-bearing  fund  of 
the  library-increasing  the  capital  by  spine  $16,000  or  $18,000.     The  committee,,  upon 
deliberate  consideration,  approved  the  suggestion,  and  by  virtue  pf  the  discretion  given 
them  by  law,  directed  the  s<jcretary  to  sell  the  state  stock  and  invest  the  proceeds  in  con- 
federate  eight  per  cent,  bonds.    The  interest-bearing  capital  thus  augmented  will,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  other  sources  of  revenue,  iu  a  few  years,  and  by  the  time  peace  sliall  be  declared, 
place  at  the  disposal  of  the  librarian,  under  the  control  of  the  committee  of  the  general 
assembly,  a  fund  adequate  to  the  purcha.sc  of  large  and  valuablt  additions  to  the  library. 
already  become  magnificent,  from  its  extent,  and  tlie  choice  catalogue  of  its  books,  and 
constitute  it  what  every  enlightened  citizen  of  the  state  would  delight  to  behold  it,  a  rich 
repository  of  rare,  various  and  select  learning,  and  the  pride  of  the  commonwealth. 

The  secretary  submitted  one  other  subject  to  the  consideration  of^the  committee,  to  which 
he  refers  in  his  rejiort.  The  confederate  government  is  as  yet  without  any  library  of  its 
own;  and  on  its  removal  to  Richmond,  the  civil  officers  of  that  government  Ibund  it  neces- 
sary to  resort  tp  the  state  library  for  books  u^scful  and  indispen.sable  to  them  in  dispatching 
the  business  of  their  respective  departments.  They  asked  permission  of  the  secretary  to 
iiavo  access  to  the  library  and  to  use  the  books.  This  peniiission  the  secretary  did  not  feel 
at  liberty  to  refuse,  but  with  the  comity  and  courtesy  becoming  the  respect  due  to  theso 
officers,  and  the  relations  which  the  state  should  cultivate  towards  the  confederate  govern- 
ment, as  well  as  consulting  the  interests  of  the  entire  Confederacy,  the  secretary,  with  entire 
propriety,  granted  them  access  to  the  library  and  the  privilege  of  using  the  books.  The 
committe.;  cordially  approved  the  action  of  the  secretary  in  the  course  he  pursued.  But  as 
it  was  deemed  necessary  both  to  restrict  the  too  free  us.-  of  the  books,  to  preserve  liiem  from 
.  loss  and  injury,  and  to  diu)ini.sh  the  labors  of  the  librarian,  it  was  thought  expedient  by  the 
committee  to  limit  the  privilege,  and  to  designate  distinctly  the  official  persons  to  whom  the 
courtesy  should  be  extended.  They  accordingly  .adopted  a  regulation  granting  the  use  of 
the  library  to  the  president,  vice-president,  heads  of  bureaux,  members  of  the  confederate 
congress,  (he  judges  and  district  attorney  of  the  Confederate  States— and  to  none  others. 

The  cofnmittee  cannot  conclude  their  report  without  bearing  their  testimony  to  the  admi- 
.rablo  order,  method  and  arrangement  of  the  library— nor  would  they  fully  discharge  their 
duty  did  they  not  avail  themselves  of  tlie  occasion  to  comme}id  in  the  strongest  terms  the 
.secretary,  as  general  iThrarian,  for  his  unifovm  courtesy,  the  profound  and  alinost  parental 
floliciludo  he  manitVsts  in  the  prosperity  of  the  libiafy,  and  for  the  ability,  fidelity  and  great 
labor  he  displays  in  eondueling  its  atfiiir.s. 

Thby  .annex  liereto  the  resolutions  and  regulations  adopted  at  their  meeting,  and  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  reSohltion: 

Resolved,  that  the  accounts  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  as  librarian,  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  the  30th  September  1862,  and  the  fiscal  year  ending  the  3l8t  August 
IHii'i,  be  received  and  allowed.

To  Tin;  Joint  Liurauy  Committer  : 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  tlio  sccr<^taiy  of  tbe  conuuoinvealth  to  make  a  biennial 
report  of  tlio  condition  of  tho  public  library,  and  to  render  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disburscnicnts  of  the  library  fund.  I  have  deemed  it  pr/^per  to  make  this  report  now,  rather 
than  wait  for  tlie  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly. 

In  Mr!  month  of  July  last,  on  tin-,  '2Ith  of  tlie  month,  the  library  apartment  was  broken 
into  and  robbed  of  a  considerable  j-um  of  money,  being  all  (^e  funds  which  were  then  on 
hand  uninvested.  On  Iho  evening  preceding  I  had  gone  into  the  country  to  speud  the 
night,  and  when  I  returned  in  the.  nioining  I  found  my  copying  clerk  and  the  doorkeeper 
of  the  executive  nuiking  an  exauiinatiou  into  the  condition  of  the  apartment,  and  was  in- 
formed by  tticm  that  upon  repairing  a.s- usual  to  their  labors  thej^  had  found  Ihe  door  of  the 
room  open,  the  drawers  of  the  desk  e.t  which  I  usually  write  broken  open,  and  th(!  iron 
chest  unlocked  and  open,  and  they  feared  the  money  supposed  to  be  ther«  taken  away.  In 
this  chest  I  had  placed  the  funds  mi  hiind  and  my  own  individual  funds  and  some  other 
fund.«,  believing  them  to  be  periectly  secure.  I  had  placed  tbe  money  of  the  library  in  a 
bundle  by  itself,  my  own  in  another  parcel,  and  the  balance,  consisting  of  funds  of  my 
clerk,  and  of  money  subscribed  by  individuals  for  the  relief  of  soldiers,  and  sent  to  me,  in 
another  parcel.  The  money  of  the  library,  amounting  to  $2,800  57,  and  my  own  funds, 
amounting  to  $  460,  Avere  abstracted,  and  the  residue  lefliuntouched.  A  bundle  of  vouchers, 
eliowitig  expenditures  of  money  entrusted  to  me  for  the  soldiers,  was  also  stolen.  To  ac- 
complish the  object,  it  was  necessary  to  open  fourdiiferent  locks;  which  was  done  either  by 
force  or  by.obtaining  the  keys.  If  the  robbery  was  perpetrated  in  the  niglit,  then  the  outer 
doors  of  the  capitol  must  have  been  opened,  which  are  locked  at  night,  and  a  guard  alwayft 
placed  around  the  building.  I  am  disposed  to  believe  it  was  accomplished  between  sunrise, 
when  the  outer  door  is  usually  opened,  and  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  when  tho  offices 
are  opened.  The  key  of  the  library  room  w(|s  locked  up  in  an  outer  closet,  and  the  dodr- 
Ici'cper  and  the  clerks  and  myself  had  keys  to  that  closet,  to  enable  them  to  enter  at  plea- 
sure. To  obtain  that  key,  the  baize  of  the  closet  door  was  cut  immediately  opposite  the 
place,  at  wl  i-h  the  key  was  deposited.  The  ke^'  thus  obtained  and  acces.s  to  the  library 
aflbrded,  the  desk  drawers,  which  were  also  locked,  and  thi;  key  of  which  was  in  my  own- 
possession,  were  broken  open  by  the  use  of  a  hammer  and  chisel,  which  were  found  on  the 
desk.  In  one  of  these  drawers  the  key  of  the  iron  chest  was  secreted  in  a  box  containing 
papers  and  postage  stamps.  The  key  v.as  f^ken  out.  and  the  stamps,  amounting  to  at  least 
one  hundred  dollais  worth,  not  touched.  With' this  key  the  chest  was  opened  and  tho 
money  abstracted.  It  is  plain  to  the  niot^t. ordinary  comprehensiim  that  the  person*  engaged 
in  this  larceny  were  familiar  with  the' position  of  lh(  se  keys,  and  yet  up  to  this  nu)ment  I 
have  been  unable  Ui  find  tho  least  duo  which  would  lead  to  the  discovery  of  tho  thief.  I 
sftbniit  herewith  the  account  given  by  Mr.  Thomjison,  my  copying  clerk,  jof  tho  condition 
of  the  room  when  first  entere^l  by  him.  I  liavc  no  cause  now  to  suspect  any  individual. 
I  immediately  employed  the  confederate  detectives,  and  gave  information  to  tho  police  of 
th«  city  of  tho  robbery,  and  offered  to  give  a  handsome  reward  for  any  evidence 'which 
2  - 
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would  l»a(l  to  the  Giscovcry.of  the  persou  who  perpetrated  the  theft.  I  have  nnplicit  confi- 
dence in  the  person  employed  to  clean  out  tiier  library.  I  had  a  slight  suspicion  of  several 
persons  a  short  time  altor*the  robbery,  but.  am  now  convinced  that  my  suspicions  were 
groundless. 

The  sum  abstracted  is  a  considerable  anaount,  and  the  reason  it  was  larger  than  usual 
was  that  I  had  but  a  few  days  before  received  the  interest  upon  the  bonds  held  by  the 
library  fund,  and  that  a  considerable  portion  consisted  of  confederate  money,,  which  the 
banks  had  refused  to  receive  on  deposit.  I  was  reserving  the  amount  for  investment,  as  I 
had  previously  done,  and  was  doubtful  hov/  to  invest,  particularly  as  state  and  other  stocks 
had  advanced  very  grestly  in  price. 

1  regret  this  loss  exceedingly.  I  had  taken  a  pride  in  endeavoring  to  increase  the  library 
fund,  and  had  succet-iled,  by  judicious  InvesttneEt,  not  only  in  accumulating  a  considerable 
fund,  but  had  purchased  the  stocks  constituting  this  fund  at  so  low  a  sum  that  the  library 
was  deriving  a  very  considerable  sum  from  the  investment.  I  anticipated  that  in  a  short 
time  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities  I  should  be  able,  by  the  sale  of  the  stocks,  to  make 
such  purchases  as  would  constitute  a  large  and  valuable  addition  to  the  books  of  the  library, 
and  make,  it  an  institution  worthy  of  the  state;  and  notwithstanding  this  loss,.!  hope  still 
to  be  able  to  accomplisii  this  purpose. 

The  amount  of  state  six  per  cent,  stock  on  hand  is  twenty  two  thousand  dollar^  and  of 
confederate  eight  per  cent,  stock,  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  The  state  stock  was  purchased 
when  at  a  greatly  depreciated  price,  much  of  it  at  seventy  dollars  per  share, ^nd  a  large 
amount  as  low  as  fifty-niue.  The  fund  has  been  deriving  therefore  six  pi»i-  cent*,  upon  the 
par  value,  when  the  actual  cost  did  not  average  seventy  dollars.  The  great  appreciation  of 
the  stock  in  the  market  at  present  would  realize,  if  sold,  an  enormous  profit,  and  if  invested 
in  the  confederate  eight  per  cent,  bonds,  would  produce  a  very  great  increase  of  the  inte- 
rest, and  from  th;;  annual  product  of  the  stocks,  would  yield,  with  the  sales  of  the  books, 
an  amount  sufiicient  for  a  rapid  increase  of  the  library.  I  would  recommend  to  the  com- 
mittee, therefore,  that  authority  be  given  to  sell  the  state  bonds,  and  invest  the  proceeds  in 
confederate  eight  per  cent,  stock,  which  may  now  be  purchased  at  a  smaU  advance  ou  the 
par  value. 

The  sales  of  books  for  the  last  two  years,  as  was  anticipated  in  my  last  report,  have  been 
greatly  diminished.  The  effect  of  the  stay  law,  as  is  well  known,  for  a  long  time  produced 
an  almost  entire  cessation  of  business  in  the  courts,  excepting  in  criminal  practice,  and  conse- 
quently so  injured  the  business  of  the  legal  profession  as  to  put  a  temporary  stop  to  the 
purchase  of  law  books.  •  This  was  peculiarly  manifest  in  the  fiscal  year  1861-2,  when  the 
sales,  which  the  year  preceding  had  amounted  to  $4,920,  was  dimiuished  to  the  small  sum 
of  $177.  But  as  the  business  of  the  courts  has  soniewhat  revived,  the  sales  for  the  present 
year  exhibit  a  corresponding  revival,  and  now  amount,  for  the  last  eleven  months,  to  the 
sum  of  $2,100. 

The  fiscal  year  of  the  commonwealth  terminates  on  the  30th  of  September  annually;  and 
for  the  sake  of  convenience  in  settling  up  accounts  in  the  recess  of  the  general  assembly, 
this  has  been  adopted  as  the  fiscal  year  for  the  library  fund.  In  order  to  make  the  present 
report,  I  have  brought  up  the  accounts  to  the  3l8t  of  August,  and  will  hereafter  either  make 
a  supplemental  report  for  the  month  omitted,  or  carry  the  result  into  the  accounts  of  the 
next  year,  as  the  committee  may  think  proper  to  require. 

In  consequence  of  the  removal  of  the  seat  of  government  of  the  Confederate  States  to 
Richmond,  and  that  government  having  as  yet  no  public  library,  I  have  been  appealed  to 
by  the  heads  of  departments,  and  by  the  clerks  in  the  Vimious  civil  ofiices,  to  extend  to 
theai,the  use  of  the  Eooks.     I  have  acceded  to  this  request,  satisfied  that  it  was  essential 
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to  tlie  proper  execution  of  the  duties  of  many  of  the  officers,  and  from  a  sense  of  courtesy 
due  fronitlie  state  to  the  confederate  j^ovcrninent,  at  a  time  when  we  are  engaged  in  a  com- 
mon cause,  and  when  every  inducement  to  harmony  and  concord  should  be  cultivated;  but 
the  extension  of  tlie  privilege  of  using  the  books  to  so  many  has  greiitly  increased  the 
labors  of  the  secretary  and  his  clerks,  and  must  tend  to  increase  the  injury  to  the  books. 
The  advantage  to  the  government  and  to  its  officers  will  no  doubt  outweigh  any  inconve- 
nience or  loss,  and  therefore  I  have  continued  to  permit  it.  In  my  last  report  I  called  the 
attention  of  the  committee  to  this  subject,  and  remarked,  "unless  otherwise  ordered,  I  shall 
pursue  the  same  course  in  future."     I  reiterate  the  remark  now.

It  ivill  thus  be  seen  that  since  my  appointment  as  secretary  I  have  laid  up  a  fund  for  fu-_ 
ture  purchases,  at  the  par  value  of  stocks,  of  $'23,700,  which  at  Ihc  present  piices  in  the 
market,  would  produce  upwards  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  besides  having  made  largo  addi- 
.tious  to  the  library  of  heavy  purchases  each  year,  except  during  the  last  two  years,  when, 
in  consequence  of  the  war,  judicious  purchases  could  not  be  made  here.  This  has  been 
done  with  but  few  losses  of  books  during  the  same  period,  and  with  the  additional  loss  from 
the  robbery  during  tlie  last  year,  which  I  feel  has  beeu  unavoidable,  and  not  from  aii}^  care- 
lessness or  neglect  on  my  part,  but  from  circumstances  beyond  my  control,  and  to  which  all 
persons  in  private  or  public  life  are  occasionally  liable.  » 

In  consequence  of  the  occupancy  of  several  apartments  in  the  capitol  by  the  confederate 
congress  and  its  officers,,  some  of  the  apartments  heretofore  used  for  storing  the  books  be- 
longing to  the  library  fVind  had  been  appropriated,  and  the  books  were  therefore  placed  in 
the  garret  of  the  building,  liable  to  depredation,  to  dust  and  to  injury  from  leakage  of  the 
roof.  I  felt  anxious  for  their -lireservation,  and  induce^!  ^he  governor  to  permit  me  to  have 
the  space  over  the  portico,  heretofore  unused  and  unlighted,  to  be  lilted  up  for  this  purpose; 
and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  a  very  lar^  room,  properly  lighted  and  ventilated,  luss  been 
constructed,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  books  have  beeu  transferred  to  this  apartment,  and 
are  now  properly  arranged,  and  safe  from  injury.  The  room  still  being  iiisuffiijjeut,  a  por- 
tion of  the  books.are.still  in  the  garret;  but  I  hope  in  a  short  time  to  luvve  additional  shelves 
erected,  which  will  enable  me  to  have  all  the  books  in  convenient  apartments,  subject  to 
proper  supervision.  Thest?  changes  and  removals  and  subsequent  rearrangements  of  the 
books  have  added  greatly  to  the  labor  of  my  clerks,  and  rendered  my  own  duties  more 
arduous.

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STATEMENT  OF  JOHN  R,.  THOMPSON,  ESQ. 


On  tlie  morning  ol'  the  24111  of  July  IHlj:?,  at  a  fcvv  minuu^s  jjast  <S  o'clock,  upon  icftcliinf; 
the-st:ito  lisuaij,  I  found  Mr.  Beach,  the  niesscngor  and  dourkocpcr  of  tli«  executive,  await- 
ing tlie  arrival  of  tht  secretary  or  one  of  hi.s  clerks,  upon  the  upper  gallery  of  the'  rotundrt, 
in  a  statoof  considerable  agitation.  The  library  dour  M-as  cln.sed,  and  he  inforined.ni''  th.".l 
he  had  not  as  yet  opened  tiio  room  to  the  public,  because  a  robbery  had  been  committed, 
and  lie  wished  some  one  of  us  to  see  the  exact  condition  of  affairs  as  he  fou;(d  tlicm  upon 
his  entrance.  He  thi.-n  directed  my  attention'fo  a  cut  nuide  by  some  sharp  instrumcrjt  in 
the  green  baize  of  the  door  of  the  water  closet  in  the  gallery,'  where  tbi;  key  of  the  liil)rary 
was. kept,  by  means  of  which  the  r*)bbcr  had  been  able  to  get  the  key  and  enter  tl)e  lil)rary, 
thiMloor  of  which  was  flung"  wide  open  when  he  arrived.  Upon  going  Uit<>  the  library,  I 
found  two  drawers  in  the  secretary's  desk  broken  open,  a  hammer  and  cliisel.  and  a  paper 
box  containing-  postage  stamps  (usually  kept  iu  the  right  hand  drawer),  lying  upon  tho 
desk,  and  tlie  iron  s.ife  open,  with  the  door  ajar,  and  the  brass  key  in  the  lock.  A  mnnW 
drawer  in  the  safe,  tin?  place  of  deposit  of  money,  wa.s  partially  draivn  out.  Two  paekagca 
of  notes  yet  remaine"(i  in  the  drawer;  and  in  another  part  of  tho  safe  a  sum  of  monoy  in  ^ 
specie,  contained  in  small  bags  and  wrapped  in  a  strip  of  cotttm,  was  found  untouched. 
Upon  the  floor  of  the  library  two  piles  of  books  (state  law  reports),  which  liad  been  tak«-n 
down  from  tiie  upper  shelf  of  a  neighboring  alcove,  were  placed  at  a  distance  of  four  or 
five  f^et  (rom  each  other.  This  was  tho  state  of  things,  which  remained  the  same  until  tha 
arrival  of  Colonel  Muuford,  half  an  hour  hit(  r

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  JOINT  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE, 


At  a  meeting  of  tlie  joiut  libniiy  committee,  ou  Weduesday  the  3(»th  day  of  September 

Preseut — a  majority  of  the  committee  of  the  senate  and  of  tlie  house  of  delegates,  INIr. 
Lewis  of  the  senate  and  Mr.  Baker  of  the  house  of  delegates  being  the  chainneu  : 

The  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  presented  his  report  of  the  condition  of  the  library 
and  of  the  library  fund,  together  with  the  accounts  and  vouchers  to  sustain  the  same : 

[Here  the  report  of  the  .secretary  wits  read.] 

On  motion,  resolved,  that  the  report  oi'  the  secretary  be  approved,  and  it  appearing  to  the 
committee  that  the  accounts  are  sustained  by  proper  vouchers,  that  they  be  allowed. 

On  motion,  resolved,  that  the  course  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  as  librarian, 
in  extending  to  the  civil  officers  of  the  confederate  government  the  courte.sy  and  privilege 
of  using  the  bookti  of  the  library,  be  approved,  and  that  the  following  regulation  be  estab- 
lished:  \ 

That  the  following  officers  of  the  Confederacy  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  books  of  the  li- 
brary hereafter:  the  president,  vice-president,  members  of  tlie  cabinet,  heads  of  bureaus, 
members  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  judges  and  district  attorney  of  the  Con- 
federacy, and  none  others. 

A  resolution  submitted  by  Sir.  Buruell  of  Bedford,  and  reu-rred  to  the  coumiittee,  was 
taken  up.  and  read  as  follo^^'s  :    • 

Resolved,  that  the  joint  committ(^e  on  the  public  librarj'  enquire  into  the  expedi^ncy  of 
relieving  the  secretary  of  state  of  the  duties  of  general  librarian,  and  of  appointing  by  joint 
vote  of  both  houses,  a  librarian  of  the  public  library,  who  shall  have  the  powers  and  per- 
form the  duties  now  imposed  by  law  ou  the  secretary  of  static  and  to  entpiirc  into  the  pro- 
priety of  limiting  the  number  of  i)er.soii6  who  may  obtain  book.s  I'rom  the  library. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Burwell,  so  much  of  the  resolution  as  relates  to  the  separation  of  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commoriwealth  and  of  libraiiau.  was  laid  on  the  uible  until  the 
regular  session  of  the  general  assembly. 

On  motion,  resolved,  that  tlie  reccmmendatioii  of  the  secretary  of  the  conniionwealth,  in 
his  report,  that  the  bonds  of  the  state  of  Virginia  in  his  custody,  constituting  a  part  of  the 
library  fund,  bo  sold  and  invested  in  confederate  bonds,  benring  an  interest  of  eight  per 
cent.,  be  approved,  and  the  secretary  be  authorized  to  make  such  sale  and  investment  ac- 
cordingly. 

Resolved  as  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  upon  as  lidl  .-ui  investigation  of  the  circum- 
stances as  the  case  admitted,  they  fully  acquit  tlie  librari;i,u  and  his  clerics  of  any  hlaine  for 
the  robbery  of  the  library  fund— all  the  facts  of^^■llicil  are  fully  detailed  in  his  report.

Gentletnen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates: 

I  have  received  from  his  Excellency  Joseph  E.  Browu,  governor  of  the 
.state  of  GJeorgia,  a  •ommumcation,  accompanied  by  a  memorial  from  the  salt  agent  of  that 
•state,  which  I  transmit  for  your  consideration.  These  papers  present  questions  of  a  serious 
character,  and  to  them  I  invite  your  attention. 

This  is  not  a  time  when  controversies  between  the  states  of  the  Confederacy  can  be  in- 
dulged in  without  great  mischief.  If  the  facts  stated  in  this  memorial  are  true,  our  sister 
state  of  Georgia  has  been  shamefully  treated,  and  it  becomes  the  legislature  of  Virginia  to 
rebuke  it,  and  to  repair  the  wrong  as  far  as  it  can  be  done,  and  in  the  most  prompt  and  de- 
cided manner. 

Comity  should  characterize  the  relations  between  the  states  and  their  commercial  inter- 
course. A  spirit'  of  harmony,  confidence  and  accommodation  should  prevail,  and  each 
.should  bo  willing  to  relieve  the  necessities  of  its  sister  state.  We  are  mutually  dependent, 
and  we  should  cultivate  a  spirit  of  liberality. 

We  are  engaged  in  a  common  cause,  and  we  must  be  united.  We  are  engaged  in  a  con- 
troversy of  the  greatest  magnitude  with  our  enemies,  and  we  must  avoid  all  controversies 
with  our  friends. 

I  trust  your  action  Avill  remove  all  cause  of  complaint,  and  furnish  ample  assurance  to 
Georgia  of  your  friendly  regard,  and  your  disposition  to  do  justice  to  her.

To  his  Excellency  the  Governor, 

and  the  General  Assembly  of   Tlrgiuia  : 

In  the  letter  from  the  governor  of  Georgia,  which  I  have  the  honor  herewith 
to  dehver,  you  will  obsei-ve  that  much  concern  is  expressed  in  behalf  of  the  works  which 
Georgia  has  in  Smyth  and  Washington  counties  in  this  state,  for  the  manufacture  of  sail. 
The  governor  specifiel  the  Planters  salt  manufacturing  company  of  Oe^orgia,  and  the  Georgia 
salt  manufacturing  company,  as  two  of  the  agencies  used  by  the  state.  The  other  agency 
to  which  he  refers  is  the  enterprise  operating  under  the  name  and  style  of  M.  S.  Temple 
&Co. 

After  the  correspondence  which  took  place  between  the  governors  of  the  two  states  in 
1862,  in  relation  to  these  eutei-priscs,  Georgia  had  reason  to  expect  that  thenceforth  her 
agents  would  be  permitted  to  proceed  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  without  molestation. 
The  foundation  of  our  confideuce  was  enlarged  and  strengthened  by  the  reflection  that  in 
g(ung  to  yoiu'  state  to  seek  this  great  necessity  for  our  people,  we  went  amongst  friends — 
we  went  amongst  Virginians. 

Up  to  a  recent  date  Georgia  has  not  been  disappointed  in  these  reasonable  expectations. 
Her  agents  were  left  to  apply  their  energies  to  the  difEculties  (which  are  themselves  great 
and  of  frequent  recurrence)  arising  in  the  very  nature  of  the  condition  of  our  affairs  as  a 
people  and  of  the  business  itself,  subject  to  occasional  delays  that  came  up  in  the  rapid 
change  of  events,  and  necessarily  concomitant  thereto,  the  authorities  of  the  Virginia  and 
Tennessee  rail  road  were  permitted  to  discharge  their  duty  under  the  assurances  on  which  our 
•works  are  located,  and  deliver  wood  to  our  furnaces,  and  to  perform  the  contracts  they  had 
made  with  Georgia  in  relation  to  transportation  on  trains  employed  by  ourselves,  without 
either  dictation  of  terms,  or  interference  of  any  agency  acting  under  authority  of  Virginia'.. 

Embarrassments  and  difficulties  have,  however,  recently  attended  our  operations  in  Vir. 
ginia,  some  of  which,  if  not  remedied,  are  calculated  to  permanently  injure,  if  not  destroy 
the  works.  These  arc  believed  to  result  fronr  the  action  of  the  board  of  public  works  of 
Virginia  and  the  recent  changes  made  in  the  management  of  transportation  to  and  from 
Saltville. 

Your  own  good  sense  and'enlargcd  experience  will  at  once  suggest  how  many  disagreea- 
ble inconveniences  and  actual  difificulties  in  their  work  may  be  made  to  arise  from  pei*sist- 
ence  on  the  part  of  the  Virginia  authorities  in  refusing,  in  the  case  of  the  Georgia  agents, 
practically  to  recognize  and  accord  to  them  those  privileges  which  the  general  assembly  of 
Virginia  intended,  and,  we  trust,  still  intend  to  extend  to  the  agents  of  other  states  in  the 
work  of  supplying  their  people  witli  salt.  You  will  ako  readily  comprehend  how  causes 
and  occurrences  calculated  to  produce  irritation  between  the  two  states,  may  arise  out.  of 
the  adoption,  either  permanently,  or  occasionally  and  capriciously,  of  such  a  policy.  Tha' 
you  may  understand  us,  we  instance  the  following:  The  general  assembly  of  Virginia  hav- 
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ing  passed  ail  act  providing  for  the  insijection  of  salt  made  for  sale,  containing  an  exemp- 
tion in  behalf  of  salt  made  by  state  works,  under  a  decision  of  your  board  of  public  works, 
our  agents  Avere  required  to  Lave  the  product  of  their  furnaces  inspected,  and  upon  failure 
to  comply,  were  subjected  to  presentment  by  the  grand  jury  of  Smyth  county.  This  petty 
annoyance,  however,  did  not  go  very  far,  as  we  are  informed  that  the  planters  and  other 
gentlemen  who  had  come  in  to  attend  court  from  the  surrounding  country,  prevailed  upon 
the  grand  jury,  for  the  preservation  of  the  character  of  their  county  and  the  honor  of  the 
commonwealth,  to  reconsider  the  bills  they  had  found  true,  and  ignore  them. 

Amongst  other  measures  adopted  by  them,  about  the  30th  of  August  1863  or  1st  of  Sep- 
tember, the  board  of  public  worlis  resolved,  iu  substance,  that  "foreign  trains,"  meaning 
thereby  trains  from  the  roads  of  other  states,  should  thereafter  run  upon  the  Virginia  and 
Tennessee.rail  road,  subject  to-such  requirements  as  might  be  made  upon  them  by  the  agent 
of  the  board,  before  hauling  for  the  state  to  serve  which  they  went  on  the  work.  We  are 
informed  that  the  resolution  is  construed  to  apply  to  Georgia  trains.  These  trains  are  there, 
and  privileged  to  go  there,  as  Avell  as  also  all  such  other  trains  as  may  be  employed  by  the 
Georgia  agents,  under  a  subsisting  contract  with  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road  com- 
pany. Duplicates  of  the  correspondence  between  the  undersiguedVas  agent  of  Georgia, 
and  Col.  Thomas  Dodamcad,  superintendent,  concluding  that  contract,  and  the  modifica- 
tions thereof  which  have  been  agreed  to  between  the  parties,  are  in  the  possession  of  the 
proper  officers  of  that  road.  You  will  readily  assent  to  the  proposition  that  any  law  you 
may  have  passed  for  the  direction  of  this  board  in  the  premises,  is  properly  and  constitu- 
tionally powerless  at  every  point  in  which  it  may  propose  thus  to  regulate  commerce  be- 
tween the  states  and  impair  the  obligation  of  a  contract.  If  this  action  and  interpretation 
of  the  board  of  jniblic  works  be  without  the  form  of  legal  enactment  to  sustain  it,  it  violates 
both  your  law  and  our  common  constitution.  If  it  be  sustained  by  the  form  of  legal  enact- 
ment, both  your  law  and  their  resolution  as  construed  violates  that  best  of  all  constitutions, 
under  which,  as  brethren,  we  have  agreed  to  live.  It  at  least  disappoints  the  expectations 
of  friendly  encouragement  and  faithful  respect  for  contracts,  which  we  expected  to  receive 
at  the  hands  of  Virginians. 

Under  the  resolutions  above  referred  to,  we  are  informed  that  a  construction  has  arisen 
that  the  onlj-  state  furnaces  at  Saltville  are  those  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.  The 
practical  operation  of  this  constmction  must,  of  its  own  force,  be,  that  the  trains  of  Georgia^ 
■when  they  come  to  Saltville,  must,  after  the  confederate  government,  first  haul  for  the  Vir- 
ginia agent,  next  for  North  Carolina,  and  when  nothing  remains  to  be  done  for  Virginia 
and  North  Carolina,  then  they  may  haul  for  Georgia.  Another  effect  arises,  which  is  that 
in  the  apportionment  of  wood  trains,  such  exclusive  preferences  are  given  as  to  make  the 
supply  of  the  Georgia  furnaces  secondary  to  the  preferred  states  and  furnaces.  This  last 
construction,  together  with  the  fact  that  the  officers  of  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road 
have  been  deprived  of  that  discretion  which  they  had  previously  so  wholesomely  used  for 
the  general  convenience  of  the  salt  operations  at  Saltville,  has  already  much  injured  and 
greatly  diminished  the  product  of  the  Georgia  furnaces.  From  the  reports  of  the  agents 
actively  engaged  on  the  work,  the  loss  in  production  on  the  Georgia  furnaces  from  August 
Ist,  1863,  to  October  I,  1863,  is  not  less  than  25,000  bushels  of  salt. 

Whether,  by  settled  policy  or  changeful  and  capricious  action,  we  are  to  be  deprived  of 
the  benefits  of  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road  (and  other  roads  of  Virginia,  provided 
we  are  compelled  by  stress  of  circumstances  to  depend  on  shipments  eastward),  in  making 
our  salt  and  hauling  it  to  Georgia  for  distribution  amongst  our  people,  it  had  as  well  be  said 
to  Georgia  by  Virginia,  We  will  not  permit  salt  to  be  made  within  our  boundaries  and  trans- 
ported to  Georgia  for  supply.  Aye,  if  indeed  it  were  the  settled  policy  of  Virginia  to  crush 
out  the  works  which  Georgia  now  has  at  Saltville  to  make  salt  for  the  supply  of  her  peo- 
ple, it  would  better  comport  with  the  dignity  of  a  great  state  for  you  to  so  declare  it  by  act

of  your  general  assemblj-,  than  by  subjecting  Georgia's  agents  to  the  suiTeillanco  and 
changing  policy  of  officers  of  your  commomvealth,  to  render  their  plans  so  uncertain  and 
their  operations  so  precarious  as  to  weary  us,  through  months  of  liitile  hope,  into  ultimate 
abandonment  of  a  location  rendered  too  inhospitable  for  longer  occupancy.  But  we  do  not 
believe  that  this  is  Virginia's  policy.  We  look  upon  Virginia  as  oiu"  friend.  We  have 
been  accustomed  to  love  her  as  the  mother  of  states  and  of  statesmen,  and  to  admire  the 
magnanimous  character  of  her  citizens.  Therefore,  in  behalf  of  your  brethren  in  Georgia ; 
in  belialf  of  the  women  and  children  and  relations  of  thousands  of  men  i'rom  Georgia  upon 
Virginia  soil  with  muskets  in  their  hands  for  your  defence  and  for  our  defence,  we  respect- 
fully ask  that  the  subject  in  all  its  important  bearings,  and  the  circumstances  which  sur- 
round it,  shall  be  examined  in  that  spirit  of  intelligence  and  enlarged  patriotism  which  we 
know  you  and  your  people  possess,  and  that  you  take  such  action  as  your  wisdom  may 
suggest,  so  as,  at  least  to  require — 

1st.  That  the  agents  of  Georgia  shall  be  recoguized  as  the  sovereign  authority  of  Georgia 
recognizes  them,  and. placed  upon  the  same  footing  with  the  agents  of  other  slates  in  their 
work,  and  that  the  government  of  Georgia,  and  not  yoiu"  board  of  public  works,  or  any 
■other  sub-agency  of  your  state,  shall  be  the  interpreter  of  the  relations  which  the  several 
•Georgia  interests  imd  ejit^rprises  at  ^altville  sustain  to  the  sovereign  power  of  our  state. 

2d.  That  we  may  bo  allowed  to  shai'c  with  Virginia  in  the  benefits  of  her  rail  roads,  giv- 
ing such  reasonable  preference  only  to  Virginia,  under  a  uniform,  well  regulated  policy, 
capable  of  being  understood  and  conformed  to,  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  success  of 
our  works  and  our  existence. 

3d.  That  the  contracts  subsisting  between  Georgia  and  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail 
road  be  permitted  to  enure,  as  they  of  right  ought  to,  to  the  benefit  of  the  Georgia  interests 
at  Saltville,  in  the  transportation  of  wood  and  other  supphes  to  the  furnaces  of  that  sta,te, 
and  of  their  products  away  from  tliere,  upon  the  safest  and  most  convenient  routes  for  dis- 
tribution to  hor  .people — thus  leaving  to  us  at  least  the  privilege  of  transporting  our  own 
supplies  and  our  own  salt  upon  our  own  trains;  that  too,  without  any  attempt  to  limit  the 
price  we  may  have  contracted  or  may  hereafter  contract  to  pay  the  rail  roads  of  other  states 
for  the  use  of  their  trains. 

Besides  the  three  enterprises  conducted  specially  under  state  authority,  there  are  othcr.s 
at  Saltville  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  salt  belonging  to  and  conducted  by  citizens  of 
Georgia.  When  you  reflect  that  it  is  the  settled  policy  of  Georgia,  as  a  state,  to  stimulate 
private  enterprise,  and  give  it  the  largest  liberty  of  action  consistent  with  the  preservation 
of  the  necessary  police  arrangements  of  society,  in  providing  to  meet  the  wants  of  her  peo- 
ple, you  will  not  deem  it  inappropriate  that  we  refer  to  them  in  this  communication,  and 
bespeak  for  them  the  favorable  attention  and  consideration  of  your  autliorities.  In  the  fact 
that  Virginia  has  within  her  limits  the  important  deposit  of  salines  at  which  we  and  our 
citizens  and  those  of  other  stat-es  are  at  work,  she  holds  in  her  hands  the  means  of  greatly 
benefiting  the  people  of  the  whole  Confederacy,  and  reaping  for  the  commonwealth  the  pro- 
found gratitude  and  friendly  regard  of  hor  sister  states.  Shall  we  not,  in  the  light  of  her 
past  history,  trust  tliat  her  policy  will  not  be  such  as  to  diminish  the  production  and  distri- 
bution of  this  absolute  necessity,  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  it  will  bo  such  as  to  produce  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number.  Georgia  feels  warranted  in  saying  that  we  believe 
we  will  not  bo  disappointed  when  we  rely  upon  you  that  the  works  of  her  citizens  will  re- 
ceive all  proper  encouragement.  Especially  do  we  trust  that  the  contracts  they  have  made 
will  be  respected.  It  is  true  that  Providence  has  not  blessed  us  with  a  deposit  of  saline« 
such  as  you  have,  thus  making  us  measurably  the  arbiters  of  the  fate  of  our  brethren  in  a 
matter  so  vitally  important  as  the  salt  supply.  But  we  ask  of  you  no  more  than,  under 
like  circumstances,  we  would  most  cheerfully  and  gladly  do  for  your  people.    When  sack.s 
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have  been  needed  to  prepare  the  products  of  your  furnaces  or  any  of  the  furnaces  at  Saltville 
for  transportation,  and  when  corn  and  other  supplies  have  been  sought  within  her  borders  for 
the  subsistence  of  the  operatives  there,  Georgia  has  not  only  furnished  sacks  and  sub- 
sistence produced  within  her  own  bosom  by  the  very  people  in  whose  behalf  we  now  con- 
fer with  you,  but  she  has  cheerfully  transported  them  over  her  roads  without  any  invidious 
distinctions  or  preferences,  without  questioning  what  state  the  supplies  were  for,  or  what 
furnaces  Avere  to  be  served  thereby. 

Time,  in  this  matter,  is  eminently  of  priceless  value.  To  defer  the  remedy  w^e  ask  for  is 
to  ruin  our  works.  Such  are  the  wants  of  our  people,  and  so  close  is  the  packing  season 
upon  them,  that  the  full  measure  of  justice  and  friendly  comity  cannot  be  extended  to  us  if 
you  delay' action.  The  recent  change  in  the  position  of  affairs  in  East  Tennessee  renders  it 
more  than  ever  necessary  for  us  to  depend  upon  the  kindness  and  fraternal  patriotism  of 
Virginia,  we  being  now  compelled,  for  a  time  at  least,  to  seek  a  way  home  to  the  eastward 
through  your  state. 

Nothing  said  above  is  intended  to  convey  the  least  disrespect  or  unkindness  to  Virginia 
or  her  authorities.  Georgia  has  the  warmest  regard  for  the  prosperity  of  your  common- 
wealth and  all  of  her  citizens,  and  our  people  have  the  highest  admiration  for  the  character 
the  people  of  Virginia  have  won  by  their  historic  merits  as  well  as  by  the  many  magnani- 
mous sacrifices  they  have  suffered  and  noble  deeds  they  have  done  in  the  present  revolution. 

The  undersigned  respectfully  states,  that  in  obedience  to  instructions  from  the  governor 
of  Georgia,  he  is  prepared  and  willing  to  hold  such  further  communication  with  the  governor 
and  legislature  of  Virginia  as  may  be  agreeable  either  to  the  governor  or  general  assembly. 
The  general  assembly  of  Georgia  will  convene  on  the  1st  Wednesday  in  November  proximo. 
Therefore,  the  undersigned  respectfully  requests  that  such  action  as  you  may  be  pleased  to 
take  in  the  premises  shall  be  communicated  to  him,  in  order  that  it  may  be  duly  reported  to 
the  governor  and  general  assembly  of  Georgia.

Dear  Sir: 

Hou.  B.  H.  Bighani,  a  member  of  the  general  assembly  of  this  state, 
■will  hand  you  thi«.  He  visits  Richmond  for  the  purpose  of  laying  before  you  and  the  legis- 
lature of  your  state  the  necessities  of  the  people  of  this  state  for  a  supply  of  salt,  and  to 
explain  to  you  the  difficulties  under  which  we  labor  in  getting  transportation. 

The  state  of  Georgia,  by  a  special  agent,  under  a  special  contract  with  Stewart,  Bu- 
chanan &  Co.,  is  making  salt  at  the  works  in  your  state.  The  Planters  company  and  the 
Georgia  company — one  located  at  La  Grange  and  the  other  at  Augusta — are  also  under  the 
authority  of  the  legislature  of  this  state,  making  salt,  under  contracts  made  with  the  sanc- 
tion of  this  state.  These  companies  are  not  making  salt  to  sell  on  speculation,  but  for  home 
supply,  at  cost  and  carriage.  It  is  reported  to  me,  that  under  a  recent  order  of  your  board 
of  public  works,  the  trains  sent  by  the  state  of  Georgia  and  by  these  two  companies,  with 
my  sanction,  have  been  seized  and  are  being  used  to  transport  salt  for  the  state  of  Virginia. 
After  you  have  heard  the  statements  and  explanations  which  Col.  Bigham  will  make,  I 
trust  you  will  see  the  justice  and  propriety  of  permitting  this  state  and  her  companies  to 
continue  to  transport  salt  made  by  the  agent  of  the  state,  upon  our  own  trains,  to  Georgia, 
90  soon  as  communication  can  again  be  opened. 

Col.  Bigham  is  the  authorized  agent  of  this  state  to  represent  her  interests  on  the  salt 
question.  He  will  give  you  all  the  information,  and  lay  before  you  all  the  documents 
necessary  to  a  full  understanding  of  the  rights  and  wishes  of  the  people  and  government  of 
this  atate  upon  this  question,  of  vital  interest  to  our  whole  community. 

Assuring  you  that  the  people  of  this  state  will,  at  all  times,  cordially  reciprocate  the 
good  offices  and  kindness  of  the  people  of  the  glorious  old  commonwealth  of  Virginia,

Report  of  Committee  on  Finance,  on  Resolution  as  to  expedieyicy  of  abolishing 
the  Office  of  Paymaster  of  the   Virginia  Forces,  <^. 

The  committee  on  finance  have,  according  to  order,  had  under  consideration  a  resolution 
as  to  the  "  expediency  of  abolishing  the  office  of  paymaster  of  the  Virginia  forces ;  whether 
the  pay  accounts  have  been  ascertained  and  adjusted ;  and  if  not,  what  steps  are  necessary 
to  audit  and  ascertain  the  amount  expended ;  whether  any  officers  not  on  duty  are  receiving 
pay  from  the  state  of  Virginia,  and  who,  and  to  report  any  expense  connected  with  the  state 
line,  not  heretofore  reported ;  and  said  committee  is  authorized  to  send  for  persons  and 
papers" — and  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  same,  and  that  it 
be  refened  to  the  committee  on  military  affairs.

At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  on  military  affairs,  held  26th  September  1863,  Messrs. 
Pendleton,  Monroe  and  Pitman  were  appointed  a  sub-committee,  to  examiiir  and  report  on 
the  subject  embraced  in  paper  No.  26  of  the  files  of  the  committee. 
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REPORT. 


The  committee  on  military  affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  of  the  house,  en- 
quiring into  the  "  expediency  of  abolishing  the  office  of  payuiaster  of  the  Virginia  forces," 
with  other  matters  therein  mentioned,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  submit 
the  following  report : 

J>om  the  statements  of  Lt.  Col.  H.  Hill,  paymaster,  &c.,  it  appears  that  at  present  there 
is  but  one  officer  "  not  on  duty,'"  and  drawing  pay  under  the  ordinance  of  the  convention 
of  Virginia  inviting  officers  of  the  old  army  to  take  up  arms  for  Virginia,  and  guaranteeing 
them  a  like  status,  &c.  The  officer  alluded  to  is  Brig.  Gen.  Fauntleroy.  He  was  senior 
Colonel  in  the  old  army.  Your  committee  are  informed  that  at  or  after  the  transfer  of  the 
Virginia  forces  to  the  Confederate  States,  Gen.  Fauntleroy  was  offered  the  post. of  brigadier 
in  the  Confederate  States,  but  that  it  was  declined,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  his  relative 
rank  to  other  officers  in  the  old  service,  wlio  had  since  received  commissions  in  the  confede- 
rate service. 

Yonr  committee  doubt  whether  this  is  the  proper  construction  of  tlie  ordinance  of  the 
convention,  and  incline  to  the  opinion  that  all  that  the  state  was  pledged  to  do  was  to  give 
or  secure  to  him  the  old  rank  of  colonel,  leaving  relative  questions  of  rank  to  be  settled  by 
the  rules  and  necessities  of  the  service.     He  has  been  drawing  pay  from  the  state  at  the 

rate  of  $354  per  month.     The  matter  is  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

J 

Lt.  Col.  Selden  held  in  the  old  army  the  rank  of  major,  and  now  holds  that  of  lieutenant 
colonel,  and  is  acting  as  inspector  general  of  Virginia,  an  office  which  does  not  seem  at  pre- 
sent to  have  any  important  duties  attached  to  it.     His  pay  is  $'iOG  per  month. 

Your  committee  report  that  there  has  been  no  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  paymas- 
ter since  the  war  conmienced,  but  that  a  statement  of  the  results  of  the  pay  department  was 
rendered  by  letter  to  the  auditing  board  in  September  1862,  but  no  action  has  been  had 
thereon,  and  no  examination  of  the  accounts  in  detail  has  ever  been  made.  The  letter  ot 
the  paymaster  (Col.  Hill),  filed  herewith  (A),  exliibits  a  willingness  to  settle  his  accounts— 
and  why  no  further  progress  was  then  made,  your  committee  are  unable  to  determine. 
From  the  aggregate  statements  supplied  us  by  Col.  Hill,  it  appears  that  his  entire  receipts 
on  account  of  pay  of  the  Virginia  volunteers,  amount  to  the  sum  of  -  2,211,344  99 
And  disbursements  to  -----  2,231,16944

No  settlement  has  been  made  by  the  paymaster  of  any  matter  connected  with  the  state 
line.  He  states  that  he  will  be  ready  to  settle  in  a  few  days  with  the  auditing  board,  who 
have  required  him  to  settle  his  accounts  by  the  day  of  October  1863. 
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Your  committee  are  unable,  with  the  limited  facilities  and  time  at  their  command,  to  re- 
port in  detail  upon  the  accounts  of  the  paymaster.  He  keeps  his  principal  office'in  Lynch- 
burg, while  the  main  payments  seem  to  have  been  made  by  his  three  assistants,  Majors 
Taylor,  Nevitt  and  Hill  (the  latter  a  short  time  since  retired):  and  while  the  paymaster  and 
his  assistant,  Major  Taylor,  evinced  every  desire  to  facilitate  the  labors  of  your  committee, 
it  was  found  impracticable  to  go  into  detail,  for  the  reasons  above  mentioned.  In  the  exami- 
nation of  some  of  the  company  pay  rolls,  your  committee  detected  a  grave  error  in  the  al- 
lowance of  commutation  for  clothing,  iat  the  rate  of  $  90  50  for  6  months  or  over.  -  Upon 
calling  the  attention  of  the  paymaster  thereto,  he  presented  as  his  authority  for  so  doing  aii 
order  of  the  auditing  board,  dated  June  lOth,  1863,  and  appended  hereto,  marked  B,  and  a 
Ifetter  from  the  adjutant  general,  appended,  marked  C.  Upon  examining  these  communica- 
tions, your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  they  justify  the  construction  and  action  of  the 
paymaster  thereunder,  if  he  was  bound  by  the'  instruction  of  the  board,  which  your  com- 
mittee doubt.  Uuderstiinding  that  a  considerable  amount  for  commutation  for  clothing  was 
.still  due  and  unpaid,  the  attention  of  the  auditing  board  was  at  once  called  thereto,  and  the 
board  proijsiptly  suspended  the  order  for  the  present.  In  this  connection,  a  paper  was  pre- 
pared by  J.  E.  Tucker,  Esq.,  attorney  general,  and  a  member  of  the  board,  and  laid  before 
the  committee.  While  your  committee  did  not  need  this  paper  (appended  and  marked  D)  . 
to  convince  them  of  the  fidelity  and  correct  intentions  of  the  board,  yet  it  has  not  affected 
the  conclusions  to  which  your  committee  have  arrived,  namely,  that  the  order  was  incon- 
siderate, and  in  contravention  of  the  law  governing  the  case,  and  calculated  to  work  injus- 
tice either  to  the  state  or  to  the  soldier.  General  orders,  No.  100,  of  the  Confederates  States 
for  1862,  marked  O,  is  claimed  by  the  board  as  the  law  governing  the  case;  and  your  com- 
mittee are  unable  to  find,  in  the  "  equitable  powers"  given  the  board,  any  warrant  for 
changing,  exceeding  or  taking  from  the  law.  The  state  had  no  right  to  take  from  the  sol- 
dier what  Mas  his  due,  and  the  board  had  no  right  to  pay  more  than  the  law  allowed.  Under 
general  orders,  No.  100,  the  soldier  was  to  have  clothing  in  kind,  when  it  could  be  furnished 
him,  and  if  not,  it  was  to  be  commuted  at  the  end  of  the  year,  or  when  he  wa»  discharged,  at 
prices  fixed  in  the  order  itself,  amounting  to  $134  12  for  the  first  year.  It  is  unnecessary  to 
discuss  what  the  clothing  would  have  cost  had  the  state  bought  it.  She  did  not  buy  it,  anB 
the  question  only  came  before  the  board  after  the  troops  were  discharged.  It  seems  to  your 
committee  that  the  only  question  for  the  board  was  to  have  directed  the  paymaster,  in  the 
language  of  the  confederate  order,  that  the  discharged  soldier  "  will  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  money  value  of  the  clothing  allowed,  in  proportion  to  such  period  of  service."  How 
this  error  has  resulted,  whether  against  the  state  or  the  soldier,  your  committee  cannot  tell. 
If  the  whole  number  of  men  (3,340)  had  been  in  service  only  six  months,  and  had  been 
paid  the  commutation  fixed  by  the  board,  then  the  loss  to  the  state  would  be  $79,490,  while, 
hud  the  soldiers  served  twelve  mouths  instead  of  six,  the  loss  to  them  would  have  been  over 
$  143,620.  Neither  of  these  results  is  desirable.  The  state  should  discharge  her  obligations 
to  the  full,  while  the  soldier  is  not  entitled  under  existing  laws  to  any  gratuity.  Your  com- 
mittee doulit  not  but  that  the  board  will  promptly  correct  this  error,  and  therefore  render 
immediate  action  unnecessary ;  but  to  prevent  the  possible  recurrence  of  such  a  mistake,  a 
resolution  is  hereto  appended. 

Your  committee  find  that  there  are  now  on  duty  in  this  department  three  commissioned 
officers,  and  that  there  have  been  four  until  recently.  T\vo  hold  the  rank  of  major,  and  one 
of  lieutenant  colonel.  Their  monthly  pay  is  about  $  500,  besides  the  incidental  expenses 
<'.ounected  with  their  establishment  and  action.  Your  committee  have  endeavored  to  ascer- 
tain what  outstanding  business  connected  Avith  the  state  line  yet  remaius,  but  can  arrive  at 
only  a  proximate  estitmate,  made  by  the  paymaster,  amounting  in  the  pay  department  to 
$72,366,  and  on  account  of  commutation  of  clothing,  to  about  $  155,000.  See  appended 
paper  E. 

From  this,  and  from  the  knowledge  your  committee  have  of  such  business,  it  is  led  ta 
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conclude  that  the  work  of  final  settlement  will  be  long  delayed,  though  it  is  simple,  and 
therefore  ought  not  to  require  the  present  organization,  which  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee, was  never  necessary.  They  are  therefore  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  necessary  longer 
to  continue  the  office  of  paymaster  or  the  subordinates,  as  the  duties  thereof  could  as  well 
be  performed  in  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  who  should,  in  connection 
therewith,  audit  the  accounts  of  the  pay  department  from  the  beginning  of  the  war  and 
make  out  therefrom  an  account  against  the  confederate  government  for  what  may  be  pro- 
perly chargeable  to  it,  with  a  view  to  a  final  settlement,  when  directed  by  the  general  as- 
sembly. Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  for  these  reasons  it  is  inexpedient  longer  to 
continue  the  pay  department.  A  bill  to  abolish  the  same  and  to  transfer  the  duties  thereof 
to  the  1st  auditor,  is  presented:

I  send  herewith  a  statement  of  the  accounts  of  the  several  paymasters  of  the 
Virginia  forces. 

Maj.  J.  G.  Field  paid  out  $618,971  42.  Of  that  sum  I  have  disallowed  $28  17,  and 
suspended  for  correction  $200  60,  making  the  balance  due  by  him  $228  77. 

Maj.  C.  B.  Ball  paid  out  $388,815  38.  Of  that  sum  I  have  disallowed  $68  91,  and 
suspended  for  correction  $162  06.  He  admits  a  balance  of  $380  62;  which  makes  the 
balance  against  him,  $611  59. 

Maj.  F.  C.  Hutter  paid  out  $334,547  36.  I  have  disallowed  $66  03,  and  suspended 
.$83  90,  and  have  given  him  credit  for  $100,  error  in  his  favor,  leaving  a  balance  due  the 
state,  of  $  49  93. 

Maj.  Wm.  H.  Caruthers  paid  out  $236,434  23.  I  have  disallowed  $93  65,  and  sus- 
pended $229  44,  and  allowed  him  a  credit  for  error  of  $215  60,  leaving  a  balance  due  by 
him  to  the  state,  of  $107  49. 

Maj.  E.  S.  Cox  paid  out  $316,405  31.  I  have  disallowed  $308  02;  which  amount  is 
due  the  state. 

Capt.  Albert  Fairfax  paid  out  $128,035  08.  I  have  disallowed  $59  31,  and  suspended 
$141  73.     Balance  due  the  state,  $190  94. 

Capt.  Wm.  G.  Dunbar  paid  out  $168,942  51.  I  have  disallowed  $158  40,  and  sus- 
pended $899  43.  He  admits  a  balance  of  $106  76,  making  entire  balance  due  the  state 
by  him,  $1,164  59. 

The  vouchers  for  the  above  expenditures  are  in  this  office,  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
board.  I  have  not  hitherto  returned  them  to  the  board  for  examination,  because  they  were 
necessary  in  the  payments  to  discharged  and  deceased  soldiers.  I  have  now  made  abstract 
rolls,  containing  all  the  names  who  have  not  been  paid;  and  a  reference  to  them  should  be 
made  in  any  future  payments.

AUDITIKG  Board,  June  16,  1863. 

Ordered,  tbat  the  construction  to  be  placed  upon  the  action  of  the  board  heretofore  on  the 
subject  of  clothing  for  the  Virginia  state  line  troops,  be  as  follows : 

The  quartermaster  general  of  tho  Virginia  forces  shall  b<;  notified  by  the  paymaster  gene- 
ral, of  the  names  of  all  the  officers  of  each  company,  as  said  company  may  present  rolls 
for  payment.  The  quartermaster  general  shall  thereupon  furnish  the  paymaster  general 
with  a  list  of  all  clothing,  &c.  issued  by  officers  of  his  department  to  the  officers  of  said 
company;  whereupon,  the  paymaster  general  shall  proceed  to  allow  to  each  soldier  of  said 
company,  who  has  served  six  months  or  over,  in  money,  on  the  pay  rolls,  the  sum  of  $  90  50, 
being  the  value  of  1  cap,  1  jacket,  2  pairs  of  pants,  2  shirts,  2  pairs  of  drawers,  1)  pairs  of 
shoes,  4  pairs  of  socks,  1  blanket  and  1  overcoat.  Those  who  have  served  less  than  six. 
months,  half  that  sum,  except" in  cases  where  the  winter  months  do  not  appear  in  that  ser- 
vice; in  which  case,  a  deduction  of  $25  for  an  overcoat  shall  be  made. 

The  paymaster  general  will  then,  upon  memoranda  or  other  evidence  in  possession  of  the 

officer  commanding  for  the  time  being  said  company,  proceed  to  charge  as  stoppages  upon 

the  pay  rolls,  the  value  (at  same  rates  as  in  the  allowance)  of  the  articles  of  the  clothing 

which  the  men  may  have  drawn ;  which  shall  be  deducted  from  the  allowances  for  pay  and 

clothing  money,  and  the  difference  paid  to  the  soldier,  or  his  attorney.     In  cases  where  the 

commanding  officer  or  other  person  of  any  company  may  have  a  power  of  attorney  to  draw 

for  their  men,  and  may  not  be  in  possession  of  memoranda,  as  in  the  present  case  pf  Capt. 

Downes,  the  paymaster  general  may,  in  his  discretion,  make  the  allowance  for  clothing,  and 

deduct  the  value  of  ALL  the  clothing  reported  by  the  quartermaster  general  as  issued,  from 

the  aggregate  sum  due  and  payable  to  the  company.

Sir: 

I  am  requested  by  the  auditing  board  to  address  you  upon  the  subject  of  the 
alleged  injury  to  the  interests  of  the  state,  by  the  order  adopted  by  it  on  the  16th  of  June 
1863,  relative  to  the  issue  of  clothing  and  commutation  therefor. 

The  board  were  much  Surprised  that  it  should  be  alleged  to  be  in  contravention  of  the 
practice  of  the  confederate  government.  The  order  was  made  by  the  board  as  a  means  of 
preventing  the  over  payment  by  the  paymaster  general  upon  the  rolls  of  companies,  by  re- 
quiring the  quartermaster  general,  upon  being  notifie'd  that  a  roll  was  to  be  paid,  to  send 
forward  to  the  pay  office  all  stoppages  for  clothing,  &c.  The  board  are  somewhat  at  a  lose 
to  conceive  how  a  measure  so  necessary  for  preventing  expenditiu-es  unduly  can  have  be- 
come a  means  of  increasing  them. 

The  board,  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  cannot  know  all  about  the  details  of  these  sevcritl 
departments.  The  ordinance  constituting  it,  never  expected  it  of  those  whose  duties  are 
not  light  but  onerous,  and -only  expected  what  we  have  rendered,  a  supervisicm  of  expendi- 
tures upon  accounts  audited  by  us,  and  of  the  accon^t^:  of  officers  of  the  various  d^jirtments. 

The  order  was  suggested  by  Col.  Smoot,  quartermaster  general,  an  officer  of  great  effi- 
ciency and  large  ex'peinence,  and  was  never  objected  to  by  the  paymaster  general,  on  the 
ground  now  urged  against  it.  The  general  object  of  the  order  was  to  check  expenditureB. 
The  details  of  its  operations  the  board  relied  on  the  heads  of  departments  to  regulate,  or  at 
least  to  notify  the  board  of  any  abuse  obviously  arising  in  its  operation. 

And  now  for  the  first  time  we  are  much  concerned  to  learn  that  an  honest  purpose  to  check 
abus<^  has  been  the  source  of  it,  and  yet  we  have  never  had  n  warning  voice  from  the  heads 
of  departments  in  respect  to  them. 

It  is  due  to  the  board  to  say,  that  the  communication  between  it  and  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments has  always  been  free,  and  that  there  has  never  been  a  time  when  it  has  not  retidily 
•  listened  to  the  suggestion  of  the  head  of  a  department  upoa  any  matter  affecting  his  branch 
of  the  service.  Consequently,  I  repeat,  the  error,  if  such  there  be,  arose  from  a  matter  of 
detail,  in  respect  to  which  not  being  forewarned,  we  did  not  fully  provide.  We  had  every 
confidence  in  the  fidelity  and  experience  of  Colonels  Hill  and  Smoot,  and  knew  we  would 
be  apprised  of  any  departure  from  the  regulation.';  of  the  confederate  service  in  the  opera- 
tions of  our  own. 

The  repeal  of  the  commutation  law  was  nut  known  to  me.  The  difficulty  of  getting  the 
acts  of  congress,  and  the  fact  that  I  had  nothing,  to  do  with  such  questions  except  as  they 
were  reported  to  the  board  for  its  action,  very  naturally  left  me  in  ignorance  of  that  law.  Its 
eflfect  upon  the  conduct  of  our  departments,  our  attention  had  not  been  called  to. 

Thus  much  in  respect  to  this  matter,  in  justice  to  the  bonid.  I  am  a  member  of  it,  but 
have  from  necessity  been  much  absent — and  I  may  say  for  my  colleagues,  that  their  punc- 
tual and  careful  attention  to  the  interests  nf  the  state  are  worthy  of  commendation. 

But  let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  fault  found  with  the  order. 

It  provides,  upon  the  idea  that  commutation  was  still  allowed,  for  paying  for  a  service  of 
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six  months  or  over,  $90  50,  as  commutation  for  a  less  number  of  articles  than  under  the 
order  of  December  8,  1862.  The  value  allowed  in  confederate  service  for  a  year  is  $134  13, 
or  50  per  cent,  over  the  amount  allowed  by  us.  The  amount  in  kind  allowed  by  the  con- 
federate service  for  the  same  time,  is  in  like  proportion  greater  than  that  allowed  by  us. 

When  the  service  was  for  less  than  six  months,  or  for  a  fractional  part  of  an  ensuing  six 
months,  we  did  not  provide  for  the  exact  period  of  service,  as  is  done  in  the  confederate  ser- 
vice, unless  the  issue  or  commutation  was  made  during  the  service,  when  no  return  of  what 
was  issue'd  was  required.  The  only  case  where  commutation  in  proportion  to  service  is 
made,  is  where  the  service  has  ceased,  and  the  amount  of  service  can  be  ascertained  at  the 
date  of  payment.  Of  this  rule  we  knew  nothing— and  an  order  adopted ,  what  is  the  clearly 
established  general  principle,  that  issues  arc  made  in  advance  and  for  a  whole  period  of  six 
months,  though  the  service  may  cease  before  its  expiration. 

But  if  v/e  shotild  be  regulated  by  confederate  law,  then  \yo  should  iiavy  paid  the  soldier 
$  134  13  for  a  year,  or  $67  OC  for  each  six  months. 

Instead  of  that,  we  pay  $45  25  for  each  six  months;  and  when  the  term  of  service  has 
exceeded  six  months,  uuder  confederate  law,  the  private  .should  have  such  part  of  $67  06 
«s  the  excess  bears  to  six  months. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  the  state  line  was  raised  in  May  1862  (the  law  passed  then), 
and  was  disbanded  March  31,  1863,  10  months  afterwards,  it  is  very  probable  that  all  the 
canipauiR  paid  served  for  at  least  8  months.  If  so,  for  the  two  months'  excess  over  the  first 
six  months  they  should  be  paid,  according  to  confederate  rule,  one-third  of  $67  06,  or 
$22  35,  which,  added  to  $67  06  for  the  first  six  months,  makes  $89  4i  as  what  each 
private  in  the  state  line  who  serves  eight  months  is  entitled  to  receive  for  clothing  under 
confederate  regulation,  or  within  a  fraction  of  the  amount  we  allowed,  $  90  50. 

Now  it  will  probably  bo  found  that  more  of  this  state  line  has  served  ten  months  in  all' 
than  eight,  and  for  ten  months  the  confederate  rule  would  allow  $111  76,  while  we  allow 
only  $90  50.     Taking  the  whole,  therefore,  I  doubt  if  our  rule  has  not  cost  the  state  less  - 
than  had  we  known  of  and  conformed  to  the  confederate  regulation;  for  few  companies  have 
served  less,  and  may  have  served  more  than  eight  months. 

But  suppose  we  had  known  of  the  repeal  of  the  commutation  law,  we  would  then  have 
issued  clothing  in  kind.  Now  let  any  one  look  at  the  schedule  prices  in  the  order  of  De- 
cember 8,  1 862,  and  say  whether  the  state  has  not  done  well  to  pay  the  commutation  mo- 
ney, rather  than  to  issue  clothing  in  kind. 

I  enclose  for  your  information  my  letter  of  enquiry  to  Maj.  R.  S.  Cox,  and  his  reply,  both 
of  which  I  ask  you  to  return,  as  the  board  may  desire  to  make  some  order  conforming  the 
proceedings  of  our  paymasters  to  the  confederate  regulations. 

One  other  view  is  important.  This  state  line  was  enlisted  for  twelve  months.  They  were 
disbanded  before  their  term  was  oixt.  None  of  them  had  had  an  issue  of  clothing,  or  one  cent 
vnth  which  to  buy  a  stitch  of  it.  Thisy  had  advanced  their  own  means,  and  when  one  six 
usonths  was  over,  and  a  new  supply  was  necessary,  they  bought  (it  is  presumed)  a  whole 
suit,  not  a  part,  proportioned  to  the  period  of  their  futm'e  service.  It  cost  them  thus  as 
much  clothing  to  serve  two  as  four  months.  Novs^  when  the  soldier,  in  the  faith  of  a 
twelve  months'  tour,  advances  for  clothing  suited  to  the  service,  is  it  unjust  in  the  state  to 
pay  him  the  whole  of  his  advance,  or  should  she  pay  him  for  only  a  fourth  of  his  suit? 
However  well,  therefore,  the  confederate  rule  may  operate  where  the  army  is  permanent,  yej 
there  is  strong  ground  for  doubting  whether,  under  the  circumstances,  it  would  not  operate 
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harshly  against  the  soldier  of  the  state  line,  and  whether  the  rule  adopted  by  the  board  is 
not  at  once  more  just  to  the  soldier,  and  as  economical  to  the  state. 

Let  me  add,  that  the  board  are  -willing  and  ready,  without  being  wedded  to  any  action  of 
its  own,  to  do  all  which  justice  and  the  interests  of  the  state  may  require,  and  to  receive 
suggestions  from  any  quarter.  •Its  members  desire  not  to  shun  investigation,  but  court  it, 
and  only  ask,  when  its  action  is  assailed  before  the  general  assembly  or  its  committees,  to 
be  heard  in  their  defence.

It  is  proper  here  to  say  that  the  amount  due  by  each  of  the  companies,  yet 
unpaid,  to  the  quartermaster's  department,  will  have  to  be  deducted  from  the 'amount  yet 
due  to  said  companies ;  but  as  I  am  not  informed  what  that  amount  is,  I  cannot  say,  nor 
can  I  even  approximate  to  the  amoiint.

I.  The  following  act,  and  regulations  in  reference  thereto,  are  publislied  for 
the  information  of  all  concerned: 

An  act  to  repeal  the  law  authorizing   Commutation  for  Soldiers'   Clothing,  and  to  require 
Clothing  to  he  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  War  in  kind. 

The  congress  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  do  enact,  that  so  much  of  the  existing 
law  as  provides  commutation  for  clothing  to  the  soldiers  in  the  service  of  the  Confederacy, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed ;  and  hereafter  the  secretary  of  war  shall  provide  in  kind 
to  the  soldiers  respectively,  the  uniform  clothing  prescribed  by  the  Regulations  of  the  army 
of  the  Confederate  States.  And  should  any  balance  of  clothing  be  due  to  the  soldier  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  the  money  value  of  such  balance  shall  be  paid  to  such  soldier,  according  to 
the  value  of  such  clothing,  fixed  and  annoimced  by  order  of  the  war  department.  [Ap- 
proved October  8th,  1862.] 

II.  In  accordance  with  the  above  act  of  congress,  no  payment  of  commutation  for  cloth- 
ing will  be  made  for  a  period  extending  beyond  October  8th,  1862.  When  payment  of  said 
allowance  has  been  made  prior  to  the  promulgation  of  this  order,  for  a  term  which  will  not 
expire  until  after  the  date  of  this  act,  issues  of  clothing  in  kind  will  be  made,  to  commence 
at  the  end  of  such  period.  Where  it  has  not  been  so  paid,  clothing  will  be  furnished  from 
the  8th  October  1862.- 

III.  A  soldier  is  allowed  the  uniform  clothing  stated  in  the  following  table,  or  articles 
thereof  of  equal  value.  When  a  balance  is  due  him  at  the  end  of  the  year,  he  will  be 
allowed  the  money  value  thereof,  as  herein  set  forth ;  to  be  paid  him  upon  the  muster  and 
pay  roll  of  his  company.  When  he  shall  have  drawn  clothing  in  excess  of  the  amount 
allowed,  it  will  be  charged  against,  him  upon  the  muster  and  pay  roll  of  his  company.  If 
discharged  before  the  expiration  of  the  year,  and  he  shall  not  have  been  furnished  with 
clothing  in  kind,  or  paid  commutation  thereof,  for  the  period  of  service  rendered  since  the 
8th  October  1862,  he  will  be  entitled  to  receive  the  money  value  of  the  clothing  allowed,  in 
proportion  to  such  period  of  service.

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IV.  When  clothing  is  needed  for  issue  to  the  men,  the  company  commander  will  procure 
it  from  the  quartermaster,  on  requisition,  approved  by  the  commanding  officer. 

V.  Ordinarily,  the  company  commander  will  procure  and  issue  clothing  to  his  men  twice 
a  year.  At  other  times,  in  special  cases,  such  articles  as  the  soldier  may  need  will  be  issued 
to  him. 

VI.  Officers  receiving  clothing  will  render  quarterly  returns  to  the  quartermaster 
general. 

VII.  Commanders  of  companies  will  take  the  receipts  of  their  men  for  the  clothing  is- 
sued to  them,  on  a  receipt  roll,  witnessed  by  an  officer,  or,  in  the  absence  of  an  officer,  by 
a  non-commissioned  officer;  the  witness  to  be  witness  to  the  fact  of  the  issue  and  the  ac- 
knowledgment and  signature  of  the  soldier.  The  several  issues  to  a  soldier  to  bo  entered 
separately  on  the  roll,  and  all  vacant  spaces  on  the  roll  to  be  filled  with  a  cipher.  The  roll 
is  the  voucher  for  the  issue  to  tho  quarterly  return  of  the  company  commander.  Extra  is- 
sues will  be  so  noted  on  the  roll. 

VIII.  Each  soldier's  clothing  account  is  kept  by  the  company  commander  in  a  com])any 
book.  This  account  sets  out  only  the  money  value  of  the  clothing  which  he  received  at 
each  issue,  for  which  his  receipt  is  entered  in  the  book,  and  witnessed  as  in  the  preceding 
paragraph. 

IX.  When  a  soldier  is  transferred  or  detached,  the  amount  due  to  or  by  him  for  clothing, 
will  be  stated  on  his  descriptive  list. 

X.  When  a  soldier  is  discharged,  the  amount  dx;e  to  or  by  him  for  clothing,  will  be  stated 
on  the  duplicate  certificates  given  for  the  settlement  of  his  accounts. 

XI.  Deserters'  clothing  will  be  turned  into  store.  The  invoice  of  it,  and  the  quarter- 
master's receipt  for  it,  will  state  its  condition,  and  the  name  of  the  deserter. 

XII.  The  inspection  report  on  damaged  clothing  shall  set  out,  with  the  amount  of  da- 
mage of  each  article,  a  list  of  such  articles  as  are  fit  for  issue,  at  a  reduced  price  stated. 

XIII.  Commanding  officers  may  order  necessary  issues  of  clothing  to  prisoners  and  con- 
victs, taking  deserters'  or  other  damaged  clothing,  when  there  is  such  in  store. 

XIV.  In  all  cases  of  deficiency,  or  damage  of  any  article  of  clothing  or  camp  or  garrison 
equipage,  tho  officer  accountable  for  the  property  is  required  by  law  to  show  by  one  or  more 
depositions  setting  forth  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  that  the  deficiency  was  by  imavoid- 
ablo  accident  or  loss  in  actual  service,  without  any  fault  on  his  part,  and  in  case  of  damage, 
that  due  care  and  attention  were  «exerted  on  his  part,  and  that  the  damage  did  not  result 
from  neglect.

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Communication  from  the  Paymaster  General. 


/  Richmond,  October  '^d,  1863. 

Sir: 

By  your  permission  I  was  shown  the  report  of  the  special  committee  to  look 
into  the  affairs  of  the  pay  departnitnt.  With  the  report  of  said  committee,  I  found  a  long 
Ic-ttor  from  Mr.  J.  R.  Tucker  of  the.  auditing  board;  which  letter,  without  a  reply,  is  calcu- 
lated to  do  me  gross  injustice.  I  regret  very  much  that  Mr.  Tucker  should  have  found  it 
accessary  to  attempt  to  throw  upon  me  the  responsibility  for  issuing  an  order  I  knew 
nothing  of  until  it  came  to  me  at  Lynchburg. 

I  was  never  consulted,  nor  was  I  asked  for  any  information  on  the  subject.  Surely,  in  a 
matter  of  so  much  importance,  if  my  opinion  was  desired,  or  they  wanted  any  information 
from  me,  they  could  easily  hare  gotten  it,  for  I  have  at  all  times  cheerfully  given  (when 
asked)  my  opinion,  or  any  information  that  was  desired.  I  have  differed  in  opinion  with 
the  board  in  very  many  cases  in  reference  to  the  payment  of  claims,  but  always  defended  to 
their  decision,  because  they  were  ajtpointed  by  the  convention  as  a  board  of  equity  and 
justice,  as  well  as  law.     I  could  only  act  under  the  law  of  the  state. 

On  the  26th  of  November  last,  .soon  after  the  passage  of  the  law  repealing  the  commuta- 
tion for  clothing  and  substituting  clothing  in  kind,  and  the  passage  by  the  same  congress, 
and  about  the  same  time,  of  a  law  giving  an  additional  pay  to  the  soldiers  in  the  confede- 
rate army,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  Mr.  J.  R.  Tucker,  attorney  general,  for  his  opinion  as  to 
whether  an  act  of  congress,  passed  subsequent  to  the  act  of  the  legislature  of  Virginia 
raising  General  Floyd's  command,  affected  the  pay  of  the  state  line  troops.  His  reply  was, 
"  the  language  of  the  act  is  not  <apj)rupriate  to  an  increase  of  pay  pari  passu  with  that  given 
by  congress.  The  legislative  will  must  be  very  clear  to  subject  our  treasury  to  the  changing 
laws  of  another  government.  By  such  construction  we  might  deplete  the  treasury  against 
legislative  will  and  in  the  recess  of  the  legislature,  without  a  chance  for  it  to  check  the  evil." 

With  the  above  opinion,  I  agreed  fully,  and  have  acted  under  such  construction. 

The  opinion  given  above  clearly  settles  the  case  of  clothing.  The  legislature  said  they 
should  have  the  same  pay  and  allowances  the  confederate  soldiers  then  had;  except  bounty. 

In  issuing  the  clothing  order,  the  board  (Mr.  J.  R.  Tucker  being  one  of  them)  could  not 
have  .acted  imder  the  law,  but  as  a  board  of  equity  and  justice.  For  me  io  have  interfered 
in  such,  would  have  been  presumption,  and  I  presume  it  would  have  had  no  effect. 

Mr.  Tucker  says,  ^'Tiie  error,  if  such  there  be,  arose  from  a  matter  of  detail,  in  respect  to 
which,  not  being  forewarned,  we  did  not  fully  provide." 

It  seems  to  me  that  Mr.  Tucker  at  least  was  forewarned,  if  they  were  acting  under  the 

law. 

I  submit  two  letters — one  dated  '21st  April  and  the  other  25th  April  1863 — which  will 
explain  themselves.  They  were  written  to  Major  Taylor,  paymaster  stationed  in  Richmond. 
1  could  not  pay  the  account  referred  to  without  some  further  orders  from  the  governor  (or 
tins  auditing  board),  as  the  governor  had  ordered  me  not  to  pay  clothing.

The  second  was  in  reply  to  one  from  Maj.  Taylor,  covering  the  first  order  of  the  board  to 
me,  which  I  did  not  understand.  Maj.  Taylor  informs  me  that  he  obeyed  my  instructions, 
and  submitted  these  letters  to  the  board. 

I  showed  these  to  the  president  of  the  board  after  1  saw  Mr.  Tucker's  letter.  He  said  he 
did  not  recollect  them,  and  asked  why  I  did  not  write  to  the  board. 

I  wrote  the  first  to  Maj.  Taylor,  to  submit  the  case  to  the  f^overnov  and  auditing  board,  so 
that  if  they  should  want  information,  he  being  acquainted  with  the  business,  could  explain 
any  thing  wanted. 

Not  expecting,  when  I  left  I^ynchburg,  that  this  question  would  come  up,  I  did  not  biinjr 
my  letter  book.  I  am  under  the  impression,  but  not  positive,  that  I  wrote  other  letters  on 
the  subject  either  to  the  board  or  Maj.  Taylor.  These  two  letters  I  find  in  Maj.  Taylor's  file 
of  letters. 

You  will  observe  the  order  about  which  this  discussion  has  arisen,  was  made  ok  the  Mtb 
June.  Mr.  Tucker  says  he  did  not  know  of  the  repeal  of  the  commutation  law.  Upon 
what  law,  then,  was  the  order  based  ? 

Mr.  Tucker  says  it  never  was  objected  to  by  the  paymaster  general,  on  the  ground  now 
urged  against  it. 

I  did  refer  the  matter  to  th(?  governor,  and  he  said  the  auditing  board  must  settle  the  ques- 
tion. Believing  tliey  were  acting  in  their  capacity  as  a  board  of  equity  and  justice,  I  said 
no  more  about  it.  Yet  I  did  not,  nor  do  I  believe  their  powers  were  so  unlimited  as.  to 
authorize  them  to  alter  a  law  of  the  state,  which  fixed  commutation  for  clothing  at  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  six  months,  but  when  it  came  before  them  as  a  case  of  equity  and  jus- 
tice, they  have  extended  powers. 

I  did  not  assail  the  action  of  the  board  before  the  committee.  Major  Pendleton  first 
brought  up  the  question,  and  asked  me  by  what  authority  I  paid  ninety  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  for  six  months.     I  then  prodiu-ed  the  order  in  question. 

I  see,  from  the  report  of  your  sub-committee,  that  they  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  department  can  bo  dispensed  with.  They  do  not  say  at  what  time.  I  do  not  desire  the 
department  to  be  kept  up  one  moment  longer  than  the  interests  of  the  state  require  it.  My 
opinion  is,  that  if  no  more  troops  are  called  into  the  field,  that  the  rolls  that  are  now  unpaid 
can  be  paid  and  the  accounts  registered  by  the  1st  January  at  farthest. 

From  information  from  tlie  captains  of  the  companies  who  have  not  been  paid,  I  think 
the  rolls  will  all  be  in  within  :i  month:  after  which  it  wMll  take  some  time  for  the  paymasters 
to  settle  their  accounts  and  have  them  registered  in  the  ledger,  which  is  very  important. 

If  the  legislature  should  in  its  wisdom  deem  it  proper  to  dispense  with  their  services,  they 
should  be  allowed,  after  they  stop  payments,  time  to  settle  their  accounts. 

If  more  troops  are  to  be  called  into  the  field,  which  appears  probable,  then  there  is,  in 
my  opinion,  no  doubt  of  tlie  necessity  of  a  pay  department  having  persons  of  experience 
iin  the  settlement  of  the  pay  rolls,  to  prevent  loss  to  the  state.

RICHMOND,  October  10,  1863 
To  the  Hon.  House  of  Delegates  of  Va. 

Gentlemen  : 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  auditing  board,  understand  that  a 
committee  of  your  honorable  body  have  made  a  report  against  the  action  of  the  auditing 
board  in  relation  to  the  commutation  of  clothing  for  the  state  troops.  Respect  for  the 
opinion  of  that  committee,  and  respect  for  our  own  decision,  prompt  us  respectfully  to  ask 
the  attention  of  the  house  to  the  considerations  which  influenced  our  judgments.  We  hope 
to  show  that  the  decision  was  not  only  right  in  itself,  but  economical  for  the  state  and  just 

to  her  soldiers. 

• 

The  report  of  the  committee  sets  forth,  that  "in  the  examination  of  some  of  the  company 
paj'  rolls  your  committee  detected  a  grave  error  in  the  allowance  by  the  board  of  commuta- 
tion of  clofhing  at  the  rate  of  $90  50  for  six  months  or  over."  It  also  states,  "that  the 
order  made  by  the  board  was  inconsiderate  and  in  contravention  of  the  law  governing  the 
<'ase,  and  calculated  to  work  iujustice  to  the  state  or  to  the  soldiers."  The  report  further 
suggests,  "how  this  error  has  resulted,  whether  against  the  state  or  the  soldier,  your  com- 
mittee cannot  tell.  If  the  whole  immber  of  men  (3,340)  had  been  in  service  only  six 
mouths,  and  had  been  paid  the  commutation  fixed  by  the  board,  then  the  loss  to  the  state 
would  be  $79,490,  whilo,  had  the  soldiers  served  twelve  months  instead  of  six,  the  loss  to 
them  would  have  been  over  $143,620." 

These  are  grave  charges  which  it  becomes  us  respectfully  to  meet. 

V 

The  committee  express  a  doubt,  too,  whether  the  board  had  any  right  to  issue  any  order 
to  the  paymaster  general.  ' 

The  ordinance  of  the  convention  appointing  this  board  presciibed  that  it  should  "  audit 
and  settle,  upon  principles  of  law  and  justice,  all  accounts  for  expenses  heretofore  or  here- 
after to  be  incurred  in  the  assembling,  arming,  equipping  and  maintaining  troops,  in  the 
transportation  of  the  same,  of  munitions  of  war,  provisions  and  supplies  of  every  kind, 
and  for  every  other  purpose  connected  therewith,"  &c. 

It  further  provided,  that  all  accounts  presented  to  the  board  should  be  sustained  by  proper 
vouchers,  of  which  the  board  is  to  be  the  judge.  It  required  the  quartermaster  general  to 
prescribe  and  enfolrce,  according  to  such  regulations  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  board,  a  pro- 
per accountability  for  clothing,  &c.  distributed  to  the  army.  And  it  then  provided,  that  the 
other  departments  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the  commonwealth  shall  be  subject  in  like  man- 
ner, as  the  quartermaster's  department,  to  the  provisions  of  the  sections  relative  to  the 
quartermaster's  department,  so  far  as  their  respective  duties  under  existing  or  future  laws 
may  make  them  applicable. 

Bat  even  if  these  provisions  were  not  thus  explicit,  it  seems  to  us  that  the  authority  to  al- 
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low  and  pass  claims,  implies  the  power  to  prescribe  the  principles  upon  which  those  allow- 
ances would  be  made.  As  the  paymaster  general  was  required  to  submit  to  the  board 
estimates  of  money  necessary  for  his  department,  and  then  was  required  to  settle  his  ac- 
counts, it  was  proper  that  the  principles  upon  which  those  accounts  would  be  settled  should 
be  made  known  to  him  in  advance,  that  his  accounts  might  not  be  rejected,  and  be  refused 
to  be  adjusted  after  his  payments  Avere  made. 

We  come  now  to  the  alleged  error,  which  was  inconsiderate  and  in  contravention  of  law. 
To  understand  this  subject  a  few  explanations  are  necessary.  Under  the  ordinances  of  the 
convention  there  was  a  paymaster  general,  and  a  quartermaster  general.  The  one  was  en- 
gaged in  paying  the  troops,  and  the  other  in  furnishing  them  with  clothing  and  other  neces- 
sary supplies.  The  auditing  board  did  not  believe  they  would  be  discharging  their  duty,  if 
they  permitted  the  payment  of  pay  rolls,  without  the  proper  deductions  for  clothing,  when 
more  clothing  had  been  supplied  than  the  regulations  prescribed ;  and  they  had  been  appealed 
to  by  claimants,  to  allow  them  commutation  for  clothing,  when  none  had  been  supplied. 
The  paymaster  general  had  no  means  of  ascertaining  what  amount  of  clothing  had  been 
issued  by  the  quartermaster  general.  And  the  quartermaster  general  had  no  data  by  which 
to  settle  his  accounts  for  clothing,  because  he  could  not  tell  whether  the  clothing  issued  had 
been  paid  for.  These  considerations  induced  the  adoption  of  the  regulation  now  com- 
mented on. 

^On  the  16th  of  June  1862  the  board  entered  an  order,  "that  the  quartermaster  general 
shall  be  notified  by  the  paymaster  general  of  the  names  of  all  the  officers  of  each  company, 
as  said  company  may  present  rolls  for  payment.  The  quartermaster  general  shall  there- 
upon furnish  the  paymaster  general  with  a  list  of  all  clothing,  &c.,  issued  by  officers  of  his 
department  to  the  officers  of  said  company." 

This  put  in  operation  a  system  by  which  a  proper  accountability  was  prescribed,  and  by 
which  the  accounts  of  each  might  be  settled  finally.  It  was  intended  to  prevent  the  pay- 
ment of  pay  rolls,  without  making  proper  deductions  of  clothing  and  other  articles  furnished. 

In  addition  to  this  regulation,  we  knew  the  fact  that  the  quartermaster  general  of  the 
state  had  made  large  purchases  of  materials,  and  established  a  clothing  department;  that 
he  was  causing  large  amounts  of  clothing  to  be  made  up,  and  furnishing,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, the  state  forces  with  clothing  in  kind.  But  we  also  knew  that  there  were  companies 
which  had  never  been  furnished  with  clothing  of  any  description.  There  were  companies 
not  attached  to  any  particular  force,  having  no  quartermasters  to  furnish  them,  and  who  had 
famished  their  own  clothing  while  performing  ai'duous  service.  There  were  companies 
called  out  by  proclamation  of  the  governor,  from  the  northwest,  who  had  responded  patrioti- 
cally to  the  call,  and  were  deserving  the  fostering  care  of  the  government.  These  men  had 
come  out  from  their  homes,  which  were  within  the  enemy's  lines,  and  they  could  not  pro- 
cure the  means  to  reimburse  themselves  for  clothing  furnished  by  them,  and  worn  out  in 
the  public  service.  It  was  necessary,  therefore,  to  provide  some  general  rule  to  regulate 
the  amount  of  clothing  which  should  be  allowed,  or  the  value  thereof,  when  no  clothing  had 
been  or  could  be  furnished. 

The  quartermaster  general  had  been  required  by  the  governor  to  provide  clothing  in  kind 
for  the  state  line.  He  had  adopted  a  rule,  specifying  the  articles  to  be  furnished,  and  the 
prices  at  which  they  could  be  afforded  by  the  state.  He  endeavored  to  fiimish  the  recruits 
as  they  were  mustered  into  service  with  uniforms.  This  clothing  was  therefore  issued  to 
them  in  advance.  If  they  were  mustered  into  service  in  the  warm  months,  they  were  fur- 
nished with  summer  clothing;  if  in  the  cold  months,  with  winter  clothing;  and  the  clothing 
was  therefore  fnrnished  them,  whenever  ready  for  distribution,  in  advance  for  each  period  of 
six  months. 
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The  law  authorizing'  the  state  force  to  be  raised,  prescribed  that  they  should  have  the 
same  pay,  allowance  and  rations  as  officers  and  privates  of  the  same  gi'ade  and  in  like  ser- 
vice, are  entitled  to  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States. 

With  regard  to  the  pay  of  the  state  force,  there  was  no  difficulty,  but  with  regaid  to  the 
alloioances  which  comprehended  the  clothing,  there  was  much  uncertainty.  The  quarter- 
master general  of  the  state  was  issuing  clothing  which  he  had  purchased  and  caused  to  be 
made  up,  at  one  price,  while  tiie  confederate  govcrnmeut  were  issuing  other  clothing  to 
their  force  in  different  amounts,  of  different  (luaHty,  and  at  very  different  prices.  When 
our  troops,  therefore,  received  clothing,  they  wore  at  fixed  prices,  not  fixed  by  the  confede- 
rate but  by  the  state  quartermaster,  and  the  stoppages  against  the  men  were  estimated  at 
the  price  which  it  cost  the  state  to  furnish  them,  not  at  the  sum  which  it  might  have  cost 
the  confederate  government.  It  seemed  to  us  also,  that  as  one  set  of  troops  who  receivexl 
clothing  were  furnished  at  a  certain  price,  that  the  other  set  who  received  none,  should  be 
allowed  conimutatiou  for  their  clothing,  at  the  price  which  ic  cost  the  state  to  furnish  the 
others. 

The  auditing  board  therefore  required  the  quartermaster  general  to  furnish  us  with  a  list 
of  such  articles  as  ho  furni.shed  the  state  troops,  and  with  the  prices  at  which  they  cost  tho 
state,  and  wore  charged  to  the  men,  and  to  spacify  the  articles  issued  and  the  quantity  of 
each.  From  him  they  obtained  that  list,  and  ascertained  that  his  issues  were  for  six  monthe 
in  advance. 

As  this  was  the  rule  adopted  for  furnishing  the  state  troops  with  clothing,  the  question 
recurred,  what  rule  should  be  adopted  for  an  allowance  to  the  troops  who  had  furnished 
their  own  clothing,  and  who  were  performing  the  same  kind  of  duty  side  and  side  with  the 
state  line ;  for  most  of  th<!  companies  had  been  transferred  by  order  of  the  governor  to  the 
state  line. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  quartermaster  general,  we  ascertained  that  the  clothing  fuiiaished. 
by  him  cost  the  state  less  than  the  allowance  made  by  the  Conf(!derate  States,  under  the  in- 
creased rates  fixed  by  the  war  department,  under  the  act  of  congress,  and  that  it  was  impos- 
sible to  procure  clothing  for  the  sum  fixed  by  the  Army  Regulations  at  the  commencement 
of  the  war.  Tiie  confederate  allowance  of  clothing  was  at  the  prices  now  fixed,  equivalent 
to  $  I'M  13;  that  allowed  by  the  state  quartermaster  was  equivalent  to  .$90  50.  We  there- 
fore, as  a  saving  to  the  state,  determined  to  fix  the  amount  to  be  allowed  for  a  period  over 
six  months,  at  the  latter  sum  rather  than  the  former,  and  for  any  period  under  six  months, 
of  only  half  that  amount — meaning  thereby,  that  the  year's  allowance  should  bo  the  sum  of 
$1)0  50 ;  the  half  years,  the  sum  of  $  45  25.  We  consequently  adopted  the  following  ad- 
ditional regulation,  which  was  drawn  up  by  the  quartermaster  general  iu  person. 

"  The  paymaster  general  shall  proceed  to  allow  to  each  soldier  of  said  company,  who  has 
served  six  months  or  over,  in  money,  on  the  pay  rolls,  the  sum  of  $90  50,  being  the  value 
of  1  cap,  1  jacket,  2  pairs  of  pants,  2  shirts,  2  pairs  drawers,  '^  pairs  shoes,  4  pairs  socks, 
]  blanket  and  1  overcoat.  Those  who  have  served  less  t/ian  six  months,  half  that  sum,  ex- 
cept in  cases  where  the  winter  months  do  not  appear  in  that  service;  in  which  case,  a  de- 
duction of  $25  for  an  overcoat  shall  be  made.  The  paymaster  general  will  then,  upon  me- 
moranda or  other  evidence  iu  possession  of  the  officer  commanding  for  the  time  being  said 
company,  proceed  to  charge  as  stoppages,  upon  the  pay  rolls,  the  value  (at  same  rates  as  in 
the  allowance)  of  the  articles  of  the  clothing  which  the  men  may  have  drawn ;  which  shall 
be  doductcd  from  the  allowances  for  pay  and  clothing  money,  and  the  difference  paid  to  the 
soldier,  or  his  attorney." 

Thus  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  men  who  received  clothing  in  kind  were  allowed  clothing 
at  the  prices  specified  in  our  order,  those  prices  having  been  furnished  us  by  tho  quarter- 
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master  general  as  the  actual  cost  price  of  the  articles  furnished  by  him,  while  those  who 
clothed  themselves  could  not  by  any  possibility  obtain  their  clothes  for  any  thing  like  the 
amount  prescribed  by  the  Army  Regulations,  at  the  time  the  law  fixed  their  allowances  at 
the  same  rate  prescribed  for  the  confederate  troops.  It  will  also  be  seen,  that  when  stop- 
pages were  to  be  made  against  them,  the  amount  of  stoppage  was  regulated  by  the  cost 
price  of  the  clothing  provided  by  the  state.  If  the  men  received  clothing,  they  received  it 
in  advance  for  six  months,  without  deduction  in  case  of  discharge  before  the  expiration  of 
six  months.  It  seemed  to  us,  therefore,  for  the  same  reason,  that  the  men  who  advanced 
their  own  clothing  should  not  receive  less,  though  they  were  discharged. 

These  men  were  mostly  enlisted  for  the  term  of  one  year,  which  was  the  term  fixed  by 
law  for  the  state  line.  If  the  second  six  months'  clothing  had  been  furnished  them,  it 
woiild  not  have  been,  and  in  fact  was  not  required  to  be  returned  when  they  were  mustered 
out  of  service.  We  thought,  for  the  same  reason,  that  those  who  furnished  themselves  with 
their  secopd  six  months'  clothing,  should  be  allowed  a  sum  at  least  equal  to  that  which  the 
clothing  of  their  comrades  liad  cost. 

The  auditing  board  were  constituted  with  authority  to  pay  claims  according  to  law  and 
to  justice.  The  law  prescribed  that  the  allowances,  comprehending  clothing,  should  be  the 
same  with  those  allowed  to  the  confederate  soapier.  The  state  undertook  to  furnish  clothing 
in  kind.  The  clothing  cost  a  different  sum;  the  articles  were  different  in  quality,  in  quan- 
tity, and  in  every  material  were  different.  We  could  not  therefore  follow  the  law,  without 
prohibiting  the  quartermaster  general  from  making  clothing,  and  from  issuing  what  he  had 
prepared.  We  endeavored,  then,  to  act  according  to  justice.  We  believed  it  to  be  equita- 
ble to  allow  one  soldier  in  the  same  service,  what  was  allowed  to  the  other.  The  quarter- 
master general,  under  the  sanction  of  the  governor,  furnished  a  certain  number  of  articles 
of  clothing,  at  a  certain  price,  for  a  certain  time.  The  board  endeavored  to  allow  those  who 
were  not  furnished  with  clothing  in  kind,  an  equivalent  precisely  similar  to  that  allowed 
their  fellows. 

But  it  may  be  said,  that  we  ought  to  have  allowed  the  commutation  for  clothing  in  pro- 
portion to  the,  time  of  service.  We  did  not  adopt  this  rale,  because  the  clothing  which  was 
issued  was  so  issued  in  advance,  and  nothing  was  de'ducted  for  a  less  service;  and  we 
deemed  it  consonant  with  justice,  that  those  who  furnished  their  own  clothing  should  be 
allowed  not  less  than  the  others.  We  did  not  think  it  would  be  just  to  the  state  to  allow 
them  more,  since  the  state  could  c\fford  to  furnish  them,  and  had  actually  furnished  the 
others  at  a  less  price. 

We  considered  the  subject  also  in  another  aspect.  The  rule  adopted  by  the  confederate 
government  in  respect  to  the  payment  of  commutation  to  a  discharged  soldier,  was  just  to 
him,  because  his  discharge  must  have  resulted  from  his  own  application  or  inability  to  per- 
form further  duty.  But  in  regard  to  our  state  troops,  it  was  different.  They  were  enlisted 
for  twelve  months,  double  the  six  months'  period  for  the  supply  of  clothing.  The  law  of 
February  1863  disbanded  them  before  their  original  term  of  enlistment  expired.  They  were 
willing  and  able  to  perform  their  original  contract  of  enlistment ;  but  the  state  determined 
the  contract  by  law,  without  their  consent  or  request.  If,  then,  a  soldier  had  bought  his 
clothino-  for  six  months,  thereby  advancing  to  the  state  what  she  should  have  supplied  to 
him,  was  it  just,  that,  discharging  him  by  her  own  act,  she  should  refuse  to  reimburse  him 
for  an  advancement  made  by  him,  in  good  faith,  of  clothing  she  was  bound  to  furnish  him? 
We  thought  not.  We  decided  to  reimburse  him,  as  an  act  of  justice,  which  we  believed 
the  general  assembly  would  not  have  hesitated  to  do,  and  to  pay  him,  though  discharged, 
what  the  state  had  failed  to  furnish  before  discharge,  as  by  law  she  was  bound  to  do,  and 
what  was  done  in  the  case  of  those  who  were  so  fortunate  as  to  have  been  supplied  before 
discharge,  according  to  the  stipulation  of  the  contract  of  enlistment.    Was  it  just  to  render . 
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less  to  those  with  whom  she  had  failed  to  keep  her  contract,  than  to  those  with  whom  she 
had  performed  it?  We  thought  not,  and  believe  we  were  right,  and  that  the  general  assem- 
bly will  approve  our  decision. 

We  now  proceed  to  the  loss  alleged  to  have  been  incun'ed  by  our  action. 

It  will  be  seen  at  once,  that  it  is  purely  hypothetical.  It  is  either  a  loss  of  so  much  to 
the  state,  or  of  so  much  to  the  soldier,  which  your  committee  has  not  cletermined,  but  leave 
to  conjecture  a  margin  of  over  $  200,000. 

The  board,  in  view  of  the  complaints  of  its  action,  has  requested  the  paymaster  general 
to  report  to  us  the  actual  operation  of  our  order,  in  contrast  with  the  effect  of  the  applica- 
tion of  the  confederate  rtile.  That  report  has  not  yet  been  made.  But  wo  have  no  doiibt, 
when  made,  it  will  be  found  that  the  figures  presented  by  conjecture  will  be  much  exag- 
gerated. 

The  committee  base  their  conjecture  upon  an  estimate  of  3,340  men,  whose  claims  come 
under  the  operation  of  our  order.  We  believe  more  than  half  of  that  number  was  supplied 
with  clothing  in  kind,  and  therefore  were  not  entitled  to  commutation  for  clothing,  and 
hence  are  not  within  our  rule.  This  alone  would  strike  out  more  than  a  moiety  of  the  al- 
leged loss.  But  in  respect  of  those  who  are  under  the  rule  to  be  paid,  there  is  uo  informa- 
tion as  to  how  many  have  been  already  paid.  The  actual  loss  cftn  only  have  accrued  from 
the  payments  made — and  as  to  how  many  payments  have  been  made,  the  examination  of 
the  committee  does  not  inform  the  house. 

But  supposing  all  of  the  half  of  3,340  had  been  paid,  the  quantum  of  loss  alleged  would 
depend  upon  the  time  of  service  of  each  soldier. 

If  a  man  had  served  nine  months,  he  would  be  entitled  after  discharge,  under  the  con- 
federate rule,  to  $  67  06  for  the  first  six  months,  and  to  $  33  53  for  the  remaining  three,  or 
to  $  100  59  for  the  entire  nine  months.  According  to  our  rule,  he  would  receive  $90  50, 
or  $  10  09  less  than  under  the  confederate  rule,  and  Ave  should  have  saved  to  the  state,  in- 
stead of  incurring  a  loss.  For  every  month's  service  over  nine  months,  the  excess  of  al- 
lowance under  confederate  rule,  over  that  under  our  rule,  would  be  increased  $11  17 — 
making  an  additional  saving  of  that  much. 

Again :  If  a  soldier  served  four  months,  he  would  be  entitled,  under  the  confederate  rule, 
to  $  44  72.  Under  our  rule,  he  would  receive  $  45  25,  or  only  53  cents  more — and  for  all 
service  over  four  months,  the  allowance,  under  the  confederate  mle,  would  exceed  that  un- 
der our  rule. 

Now,  when  the  rolls  are  examined,  we  feel  great  confidence  that  the  working  of  the  two 
rules  will  be  found  to  differ  very  little  in  economy.  For  all  men  who  have  served  over  four 
and  less  than  six  months,  or  over  eight  and  less  than  twelve  months,  our  rule  would  be 
most  economical.  For  all  who  served  less  than  four  months  or  over  six,  and  less  than  eight 
months,  the  confederate  rule  will  be  most  economical.  In  the  one  class,  we  might  gain  ;  in 
the  other  we  would  lose. 

Now,  what  we  desire  to  present  to  the  house,  is  the  report  from  the  paj'master  general, 
showing  what  is  the  actual  state  of  facts,  without  leaving  room  for  conjecture.  We  believe 
the  rule  adopted  by  us  will  not  have  operated  injuriously  to  the  finances  of  the  state,  but 
will  be  found  to  be  as  economical  as  the  other. 

But  whether  as  economical  as  the  other  or  not,  we  believe  it  was  the  just  rule.  It  was 
just  to  the  soldier,  and  perpetrated  no  wrong  against  the  state  employing  him — and  we 
think,  in  addition,  it  will  be  found  as  economical  as  it  is  just. 
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But  your  committee  aver,  that  if  we  have  not  injured  the  state,  our  order  may  wrong  the 
aoldier.  We  have  either  wronged  the  state  by  paying  the  soldier  too  much,  or  wronged  the 
soldier  by  making  the  state  pay  him  too  little. 

As  to  this  alternative  view;  we  refer  to  what  has  been  already  said.  The  government 
proposed  to  furnish  clothing  in  kind — not  money.  Its  officer  decided  how  much  would  be 
proper.  That  quantity  cost  $  90  50  per  year.  Where  it  was  furnished  to  a  soldier,  he  got 
from  the  state  $  90  .50  worth  of  clothing.  Where  it  was  not,  and  he  furnished  it  himself, 
why  should  she  pay  more  in  money  to  him  than  she  had  famished  in  clothing  to  the  other  ? 
And  above  all,  why  pay  him  $134  13,  the  value  of  clothing  she  furnished  to  none,  and 
which  was  the  value  of  more  clothing  than  she  obliged  herself  to  furnish  to  any?  We  pro- 
pose to  treat  the  soldier  who  received  no  clothing,  exactly  as  we  treat  him  who  received  it. 
We  pay  the  former,  in  money  value,  what  we  furnished  the  other  in  kind.  We  put  them  on 
an  exact  equality,  and  equality  is  equity  and  justice.  And  when  a  party  received  in  ad- 
vance six  months'  clothing,  when  he  was  discharged  a  month  afterwards,  we  did  not  re- 
quire, nor  does  the  confederate  rule,  any  return  of  the  clothing,  or  account  for  it.  When 
we  furnished  such  a  soldier  none,  we  paid  him  in  money  value  what  we  furnished  the  other 
iw  kind.     We  put  them  on  an  exact  equality,  and  this  we  believe  to  be  equity  and  justice. 

In  conclvision,  we  respectfully  remark,  that  on  questions  like  those  presented  by  the  re- 
port of  the  committee,  we  have  no  personal  feeling  or  pride  of  opinion.  We  endeavor  to 
do  right.  We  do  not  object,  but  rather  court  the  fullest  investigation  upon  every  claim  al- 
lowed or  rejected  by  us.  We  have  only  the  public  good  as  our  guide,  and  have  no  other 
motive  but  a  faithful  discharge  of  our  duty.  We  have  deemed  it  proper  to  make  these  ex- 
planations, that  the  reasons  for  our  action  may  accompany  the  objections  against  them ;  that 
they  may  be  considered  together.  We  are  ready  at  all  times  to  conform  our  action  to  the 
better  judgment  of  the  general  assembly.

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REPORT. 


The  committee  on  bank?,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  "  to  eut^uire  into  the  expe- 
diency of  providing  such  legislation  as  may  aid  or  encourage  the  combination  of  individual 
capital  for  the  absorption  of  the  redundant  circulating  currency  of  the  country,  and  of  re- 
porting such  plan  of  individual  or  state  co-opcratiou  upon  the  subject  of  the  currency  as 
may  promise  relief  from  the  ovils^that  prevail  on  that  subject,"  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  magnitude  of  the  subject,  the  inherent  difficulties  which  surround  and  involve  it, . 
and  the  momentous  results  wliich  more  or  less  dejx-nd  on  their  successful  solution,  iuveit 
the  whole  question  with  an  interest  hardly  less  absorbing  aud  attractive  than  the  great  mili- 
tary events  that  arc  daily  transpiring  around  us.  Profoundly  sensible  of  the  grave  con- 
sideratious  which  thus  concentre  upon  this  subject,  your  committee  have  addressed  them- 
selves to  its  investigation  with  an  earnest  solicitude  to  discover,  if  possible,  some  effective 
plan  to  arrest  the  further  depreciation  of  the  currency,  and  thereby  protect  both  govern- 
ment aud  people  fi-oin  tlie  enormous  and  multiform  evils  that  must  ineviliibly  ensue  there- 
from— evils  as  pervading  in  tb.eir  extent  as  iippalling  in  their  magnitude — leaving  it  to  the 
wisdom  of  the  general  usi^enibly  to  develop  such  plan,  if  approved,  to  the  public,  undi-r 
such  legislative  sanctions  ;is  may  be  deemml  necessary  and  proper  to  etfectuate  the  gnat 
object  so  anxiously  desired  by  all. 

It  is  assumed  that  any  plan,  to  be  thus  efl'ective,  can  only  accomplisli  its  results  by  the 
adoption  of  two  fundamental  features  as  its  necessary  foundations.  First,  the  retirement 
from  circulation  of  so  much  of  the  confederate  issues  as  will  reduce  tlie  vohune  of  curnMicy 
within  reasonable  limits  :  and  secondly,  tiie  cessation  of  siuih  issues  by  tlie  goverumeut  33 
its  chief  resource  to  meet  its  current  demands. 

To  tt^ect  any  sensible  reduction  of  the  volume  of  euiTency,  by  auy  plan  of  investment 
other  than  a  forced  loan,  tlie  public  must  be  inspired  with  confidence  that  the  notes  retired 
will  not  be  immediatelj-  replaced  by  a  new  issue.  The  government  cannot,  for  want  of 
other  resources,  cease  its  issue,  unless  its  outstanding  issues  are  returned  by  investment ; 
nor  will  capital  seek  such  investment  as  long  as  the  public  credit  is  being  undermined  by 
continued  issues  that  inflate  circulation,  enhance  prices  and  magnify  the  public  expenses 
beyond  the  supposed  ability  of  the  government  to  pay;  thus  those  two  principles  are  mu- 
tually dopeud(u>t  and  auxiliary.  Reduce  properly  the  volume  of  currency,  and  you  cuablu 
the  government  to  stop  its  issue.  Tliis  accomplished,  and  you  then  have  laid  the  solid 
foundation  of  a  public  credit,  upon  wliich  you  may  incite  or  compel  the  investment  of  your 
surplus  capital. 

Adopting  tliese  twtr  foundation  principles,  therefore,  as  just  and  necessary,  regarding  ».s 
well  the  immense  interests  which  seem  to  depend  in  dou})tful  scales  upon  the  selection  and 
early  development  of  some  correct  policy  upon  this  subject,  as  the  actual  ability  of  tlui 
country  to  sustain  its  government  by  a  timely  return  to  its  treasury  of  a  surplus  capital 
alone;  and  relying  much  upon  the  intelligent  patriotism  of  the  great  masses  of  our  people, 
and  tlieir  just  appreciation  of  the  patent  fact  that  their  property  as  well  as  their  liberty  and 
honor  are  deeply  iuvolved  in  the  successful  admiuistratioa  of  our  fiaauces,  your  committee 
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have  endeavored  with  much  labor,  though  not  without  the  encouragement  of  hope,  to  digest 
such  plan  as  they  thought  most  promising  of  an  opportune  relief  to  the  country.  That 
plan  is,  the  creation  of  a  national  loan  of  not  less  than  four  hundred  million,  upon  the  fol- 
lowing terms  and  conditions,  viz : 

I.  As  soon'as  one  hundred  million  of  the  proposed  loan  shall  have  been  paid  in,  the 
confederate  treasury  department  shall  cease  to  issue  or  circulate  tr^^asury  notes  not  thereto- 
fore issued  or  circulated,  and  shall  cancel  monthly  thereafter,  of  its  issue  then  in  circulation, 
an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  paid  in  during  such  month,  on  such  loan ;  except  that  so 
much  thereof  may  be  reissued  as  the  wants  of  the  government  shall  indispensably  require, 
after  the  entire  exhaustion  of  other  available  resources,  and  only  Avhen  such  reissue  shall 
have  been  expressly  authorized  by  congress. 

II.  All  subscriptions  to  said  loan  by  others  than  states,  to  be  paid  witliin  sixty  days  from 
the  date  thereof,  and  those  by  states,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  May  18G4.  For  the 
amount  so  paid,  the  subscriber  shall  receive  from  the  confederate  treasury  department  a 
certificate,  entitling  him,  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  May  1864,  to  an  equivalent  amount  in 
bonds  of  the  confederate  government,  coupon  or  registered,  as  he  shall  elect,  bearing  six 
per. cent,  interest  from  the  date  of  payment,  redeemable  ut  the  end  of  twenty  years ;  both 
principal  and  interest  to  be  exempted  from  taxation,  and  secured  by  pledge  of  adequate 
export  duties;  the  interest  to  be  payable  semi-annually,  and  receivable  in  payment  of  public 
dues  to  the  confederate  government.  Or  in  the  event  that  congress  shall  fail,  on  or  before 
the  1st  day  of  May  18f)4,  to  authorize  the  issue  of  such  stock,  or  that  the  aggregate  sub- 
scription to  said  loan  shall  not  by  that  period  have  reached  the  sum  of  four  hundred  million, 
such  certificate  shall  entitle  the  holder,  at  his  option,  to  demand  the  amount  thereof  either 
in  said  stocks,  or  in  treasury  notes,  with  interest  at  six  per  centum  per  annum  from  the 
date  of  payment. 

III.  That  the  stale  of  Virginia  will  subscribe  and  provide  for  payment  of  the  sum  of  fif- 
teen million  to  said  loan,  upon  condition  only,  that  her  sister  states  east  of  the  Mississippi 
river  will  undertake  respectively  to  contribute  thereto  in  such  equitable  ratio  as  will  secure 
an  aggregate  subscription  by  states,  of  at  least  seventy-five  million;  and  that  she  will  adopt 
such  further  legislation  as  may  be  deemed  proper  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  other  states, 
and  to  induce  the  largest  possible  private  and  corporate  subscription  to  said  loan  within  her 
own  limits. 

This  scheme,  it  will  be  observed,  is  designed  to  effect  a  certain  and  radical  correction  of 
existing  and  threatened  evils,  which  inevitably  follow  an  inordinate  monetary  inflation. 
That  such  correction  is  indispensable  to  the  welfare  of  the  country,  and  is  probably  attaina- 
ble under  the  operation  of  such  a  system  as  that  proposed,  your  committee  does  not  ques- 
tion; and  in  this  connection,  they  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  following  communication,  em- 
bracing the  lucid  and  emphatic  views  of  one  of  the  ablest  financial  minds  of  the  state,  to 
whose  intelligent  aid  your  conmiittee  have  had  recourse  in  the  progress  of  their  enquiries  on 
this  subject : 

Richmond,  October  13,  1863. 

Dear  Sir — In  reply  to  the  invitation  with  which  you  have  honored  me,  I  submit  an  out- 
line of  a  plan  for  the  reform  of  the  currency,  prefacing  it  with  such  remarks  as  may  place 
it  properly  before  the  committee.

"The  currency  i,?  at  a  fearful  depreciation;  and  mortifying  and  alarming  as  the  fact  may 
be,  the  process  of  depreciatign  is  rapidly  going  on.     A  limit  to  its  decline  cannot  be  as- 
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signed,  unless  there  be  a  prompt  termination  of  the  issue  of  new  notes,  and  means  devised 

0  reduce  the  present  circulation  to  an  approximation  to  the  actual  business  wants  of  the

y  eld.     A  people  who  value  not  their  lives,  in  a  war  for  objects  above  all  price,  will  hesitate 
at  no  sacrifice  essential  to  success.     The  enquiry  admits  of  a  solution  which  dissipates  the 
apprehension,  that  the  expenses  of  the  war,  however  large  the  scale  on  which  it  may  be  c  a- 
ducted  need  not  subject  us  to  a  suspected  and  depreciated  currency,  and  the  governuient 
fina  ly  to  repudiation  and  bankruptcy.     If  our  people  at  home  be  inspired  with  confidencl 
n  oui  ultimate  tnumph,  below  that  which  animates  our  soldiers  in  the  field,  and  show  in  . 
degiee  only  their  heroic  devotion,  the  currency  may  be  reduced  within  safe  limits,  and  the 
Confederacy  relieved  from  dependence  upon  its  own  issues.     It  needs  only  the  combined  ac 
.on  of  the  states   their  c.ti.ens,  and  their  banks  and  other  joint  stock  companies;  and  to 
th^  they  should  be  nnpelled  by  the  considerations,  that  supplies  will  be  augmented    pric 
redneed  and  the  e.xpenditures  of  the  government,  now  at  \  fabulous  amount,  redilc'ed 
limits  which  may  be  contemplated  without  alarm. 

The  reduction  of  the  currency  is  harmless  to  all,  except  those  most  in  debt,  when  di- 
rected  to  the  withdrawal  of  what  is  redundant  and  in  excess.  The  evil  supplies  ndeed  the 
means  for  its  easy  correction.  Neither  occupations  nor  trade  are  cramped  or  hK-ommoded 
by  the  operation  since  the  amount  which  remains  will  be  sufficient  for  all  business  purposes 
with  the  invaluable  advantage  superadded,  of  security  .gainst  a  financ-ial  explosion,  which' 
when  he  circulation  is  of  paper,  and  excessive  in  amount,  is  constantly  and  justly  appre- 
hended.    It  may  be  assumed  that  the  circulation  is  now  $  400,000.000  above  the  legitimate

rency, cannot  be  estimated.  Economy,  prudence  and  foresight  would  dictate  the  surrender 
of  the  who  e  excess,  large  as  it  is,  and.the  more  readily  because  it  is  so  large,  to  conilacMa- 
tion  If  that  were  the  only  mode  of  getting  rid  of  it,  and  it  were  certain  it  would  not  retnrn 
with  Its  plagues.  The  sufferers  would  find  indemnity  for  their  loss  in  the  appreciation  of 
what  remained.  \\  ith  what  cheerfulness,  then,  should  the  public  acquiesce  in  a  plan  which 
provides  an  immediate  and  full  equivalent  for  every  dollar  of  currency  retired,  and  commits 
Ihe  government  to  the  limitation  of  future  issues  to  the  wants  of  trade  and  commerce'. 

The  plan  requires  a  large  sum,  but  one  within  the  capacity  of  the  Confederacy,  provided 
the  country  will  yield  its  ;^sent  to  the  economical  and  patriotic  considerations  which  back 
an  appeal  for  an  instant  and  thorough  financial  reform.  The  excess  of  their  currency  must 
be  admitted  to  be  a  fair  measure  of  the  ability  of  a  people  to  contribute  to  an  object  of  great 
and  pressing  public  necessity."  ^ 

The  outline  of  plan  submitted  with  this  communication  is  not  herein  repeated,  as  ita  lead 
ing  features  coincide  substantially  with  those  of  the  plan  above  reported. 

In  further  ehicidation  of  the  subject,  your  committee  think  proper  to  submit  the  following 
synoptical  review  of  the  leading  .-lements  of  the  plan  above  reported,  as  the  best  ZZoi 
presenting  some  of  the  considerations  which  have  induced  its  adoption.  Enou^^h  has  been 
already  said  it  is  apprehended,  to  sustain  the  committee  in  the  assumption,  tha't  a  lar..e  re- 
ductu,n  of  the  volume  of  currency,  and  the  cessation  of  issue  by  U.o  government,  arolndis- 
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pensable,  fundamental  elements  of  any  plan  adequate  to  the  correction  of  the  evils  sought 
to  be  con'ected.  In  fixing'  the  amount  of  tlie  proposed  suLscriptioii  at  fotir  hundred  million, 
3'our  committee  have  acted  npon  the  followinia:  data,  derived  from  oflScial  sources :  The 
amount  of  outstanding-  treasury  notes  now  in  circulation  is,  in  round  numbers,  $550,- 
000,000.  By  the  ist  December  proximo  it  cannot  fall  short  of  $050,000,000,  with  all 
the  aids  that  may  be  expected  from  taxation  then  realized — thus  leaving-  the'aggregate  cir- 
culation, at  the  earliest  period  at  "which  any  depletion  from  the  proposed  loan  conld  be 
expected  to  begin,  at  $650,000,000  of  treasury  notes  alone.  The  one  hundred  million  pro- 
posed to  be  paid  into  tlie  treasury  before  the  cessation  of  issue  is  required  to  take  effect, 
may,  if  the  A^ants  of  the  government  require  it,  be  again  reissued ;  ihus,  in  fact,  fixing  the 
actual  amount  of  reduetiou  at  $  ;i(JO,000,000 — leuviug  the  circulation  still  at  the  sum  of 
$350,000,000  of  treasury  notes — beyond  which  it  is  assumed  that  it  cannot  go  without  pro- 
ducing such  effect  in  the  enhaucement  of  prices  as  would  seriously  endanger  any  financial 
system,  by  inducing  distrust  and  stimulating  speculation. 

Upon  these  views,  your  committee  have  assumed  the  sum  of  $  400,000,000  as  a  nece.s- 
sary  amount  of  reduction  by  investment  in  government  securities,  if  it  be  within  the  ability 
of  the  country  to  reach  that  minimum.  Upon  this  feature  of  the  subject,  therefore,  the 
question  reuiains,  can  a  draft  of  this  ainoimt  upon  the  capital  of  the  country  be  safely,  and 
with  any  reasonable  prospect  of  success,  made  and  realized  for  the  practical  purposes  of 
this  plan  .'  Upon  this  point,  your  committee  submit  the  following  cousiderations :  It  is 
assumed,  upon  data  deemed  authentic,  as  an  estimate  within  safe  limits,  that  the  aggregate 
representatives  of  the  moneyed  capital  of  the  Confederate  States,  exclusive  of  confederate 
treasury  notes,  and  inclusive  of  coin,  bank  notes,  state  treasury  notes  and  other  forms  of 
paper  credits,  will  amount  to  a  sum  not  less  than  $  180,000,000.  Much  of  this,  it  is  true, 
has  been  temporarily  withdrawn  from  circulation,  having  been  substituted  in  business 
transactions  by  the  redundant  and  depreciated  issues  of  the  confederate  government.  JJut 
it  still  remains  as  an  availttble  resource  of  moneyed  wealth  for  all  purposes  of  contribiition 
to  the  ^government,  and  enters  therefore  as  a-  proper  item  in  any  estimate  of  the  ability  of 
the  country  to  take  the  proposed  loan.  Add  to  this  sum  of  $180,000,000  the  sum  of 
$650,000,000  for  confederati'  treasury  notes  in  circulation  on  the  1st  of  December  1863,  as 
above  stated,  and  you  have  an  aggregate  moneyed  capital  then  available  for  all  the  pur- 
poses of  such  loau,  of  $830,000,000.  Abstract  from  that  capital  the  amount  of  the  pro- 
posed loan  $400,000,000,  and  stil!  there  is  left,  for  all  the  business  uses  of  the  country,  a 
moneyed  capital  of  $430,000,000 — a  sum  more  than  double  that  employed  by  the  whole 
business  of  the  Confederate  States  at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  when  trade  was  unre- 
stricted, and  the  materials  in  which  it  was  employed  much  more  abundant  than  at  present. 
It  maj"^  be  safely  assumed,  therefore,  that  at  least  $400,000,000  of  the  moneyed  capital  of 
tlie  Southern  States  may  be  devoted  to  investment  in  government  securities,  without  haz- 
arding in  any  degree  an  undue  contraction  of  the  currency  for  all  the  purposes  of  govern- 
nifnt  and  legitimate  trade.  We  do  not  omit  to  notice  in  this  connection,  that  of  the  con- 
federate issues,  one  hundred  millions  or  upwards  are  Avest  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and 
therefore  may  be  practically  not  available.  To  this  it  may  be  sufficient  to  reply,  that  there 
would  seem  to  be  sufficient  margin  in  the  residue  of  $  430,000,000,  to  meet  the  deficit  tlms 
created ;  but  it  will  be  observed,  in  addition,  that  of  the  $  400,000,000  to  be  absorbed  in 
the  loan,  $  100,000,000  of  that  first  paid  in  is  in  the  hands  of  the  gtivernment  for  its  gene- 
ral purposes,  and  may  be  and  probably  will  be  reissued  as  its  wants  demand,  as  soon  as  the 
cessation  of  the  new  issues  and  the  process  of  cancellation  commences.  The  result  of  the 
argument  cannot  therefore  be  materially  affected  by  this  fact,  even  admitting,  in  general 
terms,  our  inability  to  reach  capital  west  of  the  Mississippi  in  large  amounts.  The  fact 
still  appears  indisputable,  that  v,e  may  devote  $400,000,000  of  our  capital  to  goverment 
securities,  and  then  have  more  than  enough  for  all  useful  purposes  of  business. 

The  further  enquiry  still  remains,  is  it  probable  that  so  large  a  sum  may  be  attracted  from 
general  circulation  for  investment  in  the  stocks  of  the  government  1 
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Your  committee  have  felt  this  to  be  the  most  embarrassing  feature  of  the  whole  scheme, 
embraciug  as  it  docs,  a  larger  range  of  iuflaences,  private  a«'.]  public,  fin;mcial  and  politi- 
cal, each  more  or  less  affecting  the  probabilities  of  success.  After  the  most  mature  delibera- 
tion, however,  your  committee,  while  not  affecting  to  feel  an  absolute  confidence,  are  never- 
theless persuaded  that  the  chances  of  success  are  sufficiently  encouraging  to  justify  the 
effort.     We  proceed  to  submit  some  of  the  considerations  which  have  induced  this  opinion. 

The  imperious  necessity  for  remedy  in  the  direction  and  to  the  extent  proposed,  is  becom- 
ing a  universal  and  oppressively  urgent  conviction  with  all  classes  of  our  populatiim.  The 
private  distress  and  public  danger  that  must  ensue  upon  a  continued  and  accelerated  depre- 
ciation, superadded  to  that  already  existing,  is  a  picture  that  even  tlu^  speculator  begins  to 
look  ujjon  with  apprehension  and  alarm.  The  influence  of  excessive  circulation  in  en- 
hancing prices,  and  theniby  embarvassing  the  government  and  oppressing  large  classes  of 
the  community,  is  no  longer  with  us  the  harmless  axiom  of  the  political  economist,  but  is  a 
painful  fact,  pressed  home  upon  and  realized  in  every  castle  and  cottage  of  the  land.  The 
desire  for  relief  is  universal,  and  effort  for  relief  may  be  certainly  expected,  AA-heuever 
confidence  is  created  that  effort  promises  relief  by  being  well  directed.  But  beyond  these 
general  influences,  powerful  and  pervasive  as  they  are,  we  look  to  this  special  attraction 
\\  hich  the  character  of  the  stock  to  be  created  will  offer  to  capital,  according  to  the  fixed 
laws  of  trade. 

It  may  be  remarked  in  the  first  place,  as  a  general  fact  in  fiscal  operations,  that  the  rtife 
of  interest,  within  certain  limits,  is  not  often  the  leading  consideration  which  dctc^rmines  the 
attractiveness  of  a  stock  in  the  market,  but  more  frequently  the  adequacy  of  security,  for 
the  regular  and  prompt  payment  of  interest  and  the  ultimate  payment  of  principal,  on  Avhich 
such  stock  rests.  A  high  rate  rarely  ever  escapes  the  taint  of  the  trsnrer's  suspicion  of  the 
debtor's  ultimate  bankruptc}'.  While,  therefore,  the  rate  of  interest  j)roposed  is  not  as  high 
as  that  of  some  other  stocks  of  the  government,  it  is  still  a  compensating  rate  to  the  holder, 
any  supposed  inadequacy  of  rate  being  greatly  overbalanced  by  the  fact,  that  it  not  only 
has  the  general  credit  of  the  government  to  sustain  it,  but  is  specially  secured  by  a.  pledge 
of  adequate  export  duties.  These  duties  alone,  at  a  moderate  rate  of  imposition,  it  will  be 
seen  from  a  recently  published  statement  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  afford  an  ample 
security  for  an  annual  interest  of  over  $  48,000,000.  But  as  a  conclusive  proof  of  the  su- 
perior attraction  afforded  by  these  special  securities,  we  have  only  to  refer  to  our  own  stock 
market,  iu  which  the  stocks  issued  on  the  fifteen  million  loan,  possessing  only  this  superior 
attraction,  com/nand  the  enormous  premium  of  eighty  per  cent.  Tlu;re  is  no  reasim  to  ap- 
prehend that  the  stock  of  the  proposed  loan  would  not  be  regarded  with  like  public  favor. 
Upon  the  amount  to  be  issued,  the  principle  of  supply  and  demand  woiild  reduce  the  pre- 
mium, but  would  not  affect  the  high  comparison  which  this  stock  would  make  with  all 
other  investments. 

But  stronger  than  all  these,  in  the  estimation  of  your  committee,  would  be  the  influence 
of  the  exemption  from  taxation  prescribed  for  this  stock,  in  attracting,  in  htsavy  volume,  the 
surplus  capital  of  the  country.  All  men  look  forward  to  the  period  when  wo  shall  have 
achieved  our  independence,  and  started  on  a  new  career  of  nationality,  with  the  confident 
anticipation  of  a  heavy  burden  of  debt  and  current  government  expenses,  which  will  re- 
quire an  amount  of  taxation  unavoidably  onerous  for  a  series  of  years,  to  be  indefinitely  * 
prolonged  in  proportion  to  the  energy,  thrift  and  financial  success  which  shall  mark  our 
progress  before  and  after  the  close  of  the  war.  This  consideration,  it  cannot  be  doubted, 
will  furnish  an  attraction  to  the  proposed  stock,  beyond  all  precedimt  among  modern  secu- 
rities. Nothing  short  of  absohite  distnist  in  the  faith  of  the  government  and  the  solvencv 
of  th(!  whole  of  the  Confcderat)-  .States,  can  defeat  this  result.  To  all  these  considerations 
may  be  added  another  of  important  weight,  which  is,  that  tho  investment  is  to  be  made  of 
a  redundant,  depreciated,  and  therefore  distruated  cuneucy,  which  can  only  be  invested  iu 
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the  permanent  property  of  the  country,  at  a  discount  of  from  five  hundred  to  fifteen  hun- 
dred per  cent. — a  currency  which  no  man  desires  to  hold  a  day,  for  the  patent  reason  that 
every  day  he  holds  it,  it  diminishes  by  depreciation. 

In  reference  to  the  subscription  by  states,  it  may  suffice  to  say,  that  the  influence  of 
example  as  well  as  the  additional  means  thus  secured,  it  was  supposed  would  go  far  to- 
wards insuring  success  in  the  entire  subscription.  That  accomplished,  and  the  benefits  to 
the  country  must  be  incalculable.  The  sum  proposed  to  be  subscribed  by  Virginia 
($15,000,000)  it  is  supposed  can  be  raised  without  serious  difficulty,  from  the  receipts  in 
the  treasury,  together  with  the  sale  of  our  joint  stock  assets,  or  exclusively  from  the  latter, 
if  necessary,  preferring  in  such  sale,  as  your  committee  would  recommend,  the  stocks  of  the 
state  in  our  internal  improvement  companies,  or  such  of  them  as  would  be  available  at  fair 
rates.  The  argument  in  favor  of  this  method  your  committee  deem  a  strong  one,  but  that  it 
is  not  necessary  now  to  present  it.  The  other  and  subordinate  features  of  the  plan,  it  will 
be  observed,  are  mainly  designed  to  harmonize  and  promote  the  success  of  those  above  no- 
ticed ;  and  though  all  of  them  are  deemed  more  or  less  essential,  it  would  transcend  the 
plan  and  proper  limits  of  this  report,  to  attempt  their  respective  discussion. 

Inasmuch  as  the  pliin  requires  the  co-operation  of  the  confederate  government,  especially 
of  congress,  to  perfect  it,  your  committee  therefore  have  thought  proper  to  ascertain  from 
the  chief  financial  officer  of  the  government  whether  such  co-operation  could  be  expected, 
particularly  from  that  department.  After  frequent  conferences  with  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury,  in  which  the  condition  and  wants  of  both  government  and  people  upon  this  sub- 
ject were  freely  considered  with  reference  to  the  best  scheme  attainable  for  the  protection  of 
both,  your  committee  have  been  assured  by  that  officer  that  the  leading  features  of  the  plan 
reported  have  his  confidence  and  full  approval,  and  will,  if  adopted  by  the  general  assembly, 
receive  the  official  recommendation  of  that  department  to  the  congress,  for  such  legislation 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  it  into  effect.  His  communication  to  the  committee  to  that 
effect  is  herewith  submitted  as  part  of  this  report. 

If  the  views  of  the  committee  shall  be  approved  by  the  general  assembly,  legislation  will 
be  requisite  to  enable  the  corporations  of  the  state  to  subscribe  to  the  loan,  to  authorize  the 
state  subscription,  and  provide,  by  sale  of  stocks,  for  its  payment.  Your  committee  will  be 
prepared  to  report  bills  for  these  purposes  as  soon  as  such  approval  is  indicated. 

To  the  plan  submitted,  your  committee  are  aware  that  objections  may  be  urged,  as  they 
may  and  will  be,  to  any  plan.  They  have  felt  that  the  whole  subject  was  environed  with 
difficulties,  that  Avisdom,  patriotism  and  an  iron  will  in  the  pursuit  of  what  is  deemed  best 
for  our  country's  cause,  can  alone  surmount  or  obviate.  In  some  respects  they  have  found 
it  necessary  to  modify  their  own  views,  in  deference  to  the  known  condition  and  wants  of 
the  government,  and  Lave  presented  the  foregoing  scheme,  as  in  their  judgment  hkely  to  in- 
cur fewest  objections,  and  to  accomplish  the  largest  public  good — leaving  it  to  the  brave 
spirit  of  a  determined  people,  in  a  momentous  crisis,  to  surmount  all  unavoidable  difficulties 
when  their  liberties  and  honor  are  in  peril.  Great  issues  invoke  great  efforts.  All  others 
are  worthless,  amid  the  grand  events  that  sweep  our  national  destiny,  with  gigantic  momen- 
tum, on  to  its  development.  Even  theJ,imid  must  become  heroic,  in  the  presence  of  such 
issues  as  are  tendered  us  in  this  struggle.  Let  Virginia  do  what  she  can  in  sustaining  the 
finances,  as  she  has  in  fighting  the  battles  of  the  country,  and  her  example,  like  a  pillar  of 
<;loud,  will  lead  the  hosts  of  the  South  to  a  glorious  deliverance  from  all  the  perils  that  now 
threaten. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 

ireeolutions : 

1.  Resolved  by  the  general  assembly,  that  the  people  of  Virginia  will,  under  no  circum- 
siuaces,  contemplate  the  cessation  of  hostiKties  until  onr  enemies  shall  recognize  our  sepa-' 
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ration  as  final,  and  our  iudepeudence  as  a  nation,  or  shall  withdraw  their  armies  from  south- 
ern soil;  and  tiiat  they  v.-ill,  in  vin.lication  of  this  purpose,  and  in  iiui<ir!  with-the  pcoj)lc  of 
her  sister  states,  devote  their  means  to  any  extent  made  necessary  by  the  exigencies  of  the 
war,  to  support  the  government  in  its  vigorous  jirosec-ution,  and  the  expulsion  of  the  enemy 
from  our  entire  borders. 

2.  Kesolved,  that  viewing  with  the  diej)est  conceru  and  apprehension  the  numerous  pri- 
vato  evils  and  fhe  inuniuent  public  dangers  whicli  proceed  from  the  present  disordered  con- 
dition of  the  currency,  the  stiite  of  Virginia  vvill  unitr  promptly  with  h 'r  sister  states  of  the 
Confederacy  in  such  c(]nitiible  and  considerate  systmn  or  plan,  by  investment  in  confederate 
securities  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  deemed  prudent  and  requisite  to  preserve?  the  fuitli  of  the 
confederate  government,  sustain  its  ci-edit,  and  secure  to  it  the  means  of  conductiug  the 
present  war  to  a  successful  termination. 

;{.  Kesolved,  that  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes  expressed  in  the  foregoing  resolutions, 
the  general  assembly  deem  it  proper  to  provide  by  law  for  authorizing  joint  stock  compa- 
nies and  other  corporate  bodies  of  this  state,  to  invest  such  portion  of  their  means  as  they 
may  think  proper,  in  the  stoclc  of  the  confederate  government,  ami  that  the  citizens  of  the 
state  be  urged  to  invest  in  like  manner,  with  a  view  to  a  reduction  of  the  circulation  and 
the  support  of  the  government. 

1.  Kesolved,  that  a  coj)y  of  the  forcgoiug  resolutions  !)e  conHmnuicated  by  the  governor 
to  the  executives  of  the  othei'  states  of  this  Confederacy,  with  the  request  that  they  be  laid 
belbre  the  legi;  latures  thereof,  and  some  responsive  action  invited  thereon  at  as  early  a  day 
as  practicable,  and  that  ho  be  requested  to  appoint  one  or  more  suitable  persons  as  comtnis- 
siouers  to  said  states,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  said  states  at  such  time  as  the  governor 
shall  deem  most  suitable,  and  to  invite  and  facilitate,  as  liU"  as  practicable,  the  co-operation 
of  said  states  iu  the  purposcfi  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  resolutions.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  13th  inst., 
in  which  you  request  from  me  a  written  communication  of  the  substance  of  my  views 
pxpressed  in  conferences  with  the  committee  of  Avhich  you  are  chairman,  in  relation  to  a 
plan  of  finance  unclei"  their  consideration.  I  expressed  to  ths  committee  my  hearty  concur- 
rence in  the  plan,  and  stated  that  it  coincided  in  its  maia  features  with  the  suggestions 
which  I  proposed  to  make  to  congress.  I  expressed  my  ^-ratification  that  the  matter  was 
bel'ore  the  legislature  of  Virginia,  and  that  in  siiggesting  two  modifications,  iny  object  was 
lather  to  secure  the  plan  from  failure,  than  to  vary  its  essential  features.  The  first  of  these 
modifications  was  to  allow  a  reissue  of  part  of  the  notes  taken  in,  should  the  necessities  of 
the  government  require  it ;  the  second,  to  reduce  the  condiiional  amount  required  for  the 
loan.  The  first  modification  has  received  the  sanction  of  the  committee,  and  the  second  is 
proposed  only  because  the  amount  required  to  be  subscribed  seems  to  me  to  be  greater  than 
can  be  reasonably  expected.  The  extent  of  the  subscription  is  altogether  uncertain,  and 
as  I  have  no  iuformation  which  is  not  in  the  possession  of  the  committee,  I  cannot  claim 
any  preference  for  my  judgment.  This  difference,  however,  is  not  essential,  and  I  shall 
take  pleasure  in  recommending  to  congress  the  legislation  requisite  to  carry  out  the  plan,  if 
adopted  by  the  legislatiu-e  of  Virginia.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates : 

The  papers  herewith  transmitted,  numbered  from  1  to  6,  inclusive,  relate 
to  subjects  of  very  great  importance,  and  they  are  communicated  at  the  request  of  the  se- ' 
cretary  of  the  treasury.     I  cannot  concur  in  the  view  presented  by  that  officer  of  the  con- 
federate government,  and  cannot  therefore  recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  money  ne- 
cessary to  carry  out  the  object  specified. 

We  have  tobacco  warehouses  at  which  inspections  are  made,  at  Richmond,  Petersburg, 
Farmville,  Lynchburg,  Danville,  and  perhaj)s  other  places,  and  the  amount  of  tobacco 
stored  in  each  Ls  at  this  time  very  large.  Dibrell's  warehouse  in  this  city  is  one;  of  the 
smallest;  and  on  reference  to  one.  of  the  papers  communicated,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
amount  of  taxes  claimed  on  tobacco  therein  stored  amounts  to  $45,lS7  20.  Taking  this 
as  the  basis  of  calculation,  it  will  be  found  that  the  amount  necessary  to  be  appropriated, 
if  the  views  of  the  secretary  are  adopted,  will  exceed  a  half  million  of  dollars. 

The  inspectors  of  tobacco  are  responsible  to  the  state,  under  her  laws,  which  clearly  de- 
fine their  duties-,  and  aifix  the  proper  penalties  for  a  violation  of  their  provisions.  Their 
powers  and  duties  can  neither  bo  enlarged  nor  restricted  by  congressional  legislation.  They 
arc  state  officers,  duly  appointed,  commissioned  and  qualified  for  specific  purposes,  all  of 
which  are  defined  in  the  law  which  created  them.  They  are  amenable  to  the  state,  and  to 
no  other  authority  whatever. 

iSadi^ne  of  separation  between  confedenate  and  state  authority  is  plain,  distinct  and  well 
dcfineji.  The  states  are  the  sovereigns.  The  confederate  government  is  the  creature  called 
into  existence  by  those  sovereigns.  The  states  retaiu  all  power  which  has  not  been  specifi- 
cally deli'gated  to  the  confederate  government,  or  which  is  not  necessary  to  carry  into  effijct 
the  delegated  powers.  Every  citizen  owes  allegiance  to  his  state,  and  fidelity  to  the  confe- 
derate government.  Every  state  officer  is  responsible  to  his  state,  while  every  confederate 
officer  is  responsible  to  the  confederate  government.  Keeping  these  principles  clearly  in 
view,  the  two  governments  can  move  on  harmoniously,  and  all  conflicts  will  bo  avoided. 
If  the  great  doctrines  of  states  rights  are  fully  respected,  harmony  and  concert  between  the 
two  governments  will  most  certainly  bo  secured. 

The  opinion  of  the  attorney  general  on  this  point  is  in  my  judgment  conclusive,  and  to 
it  I  respectfully  invite  your  attention.  I  believe  the  proper  construction  of  the  act  of  con- 
gress is„that  each  individual  owner  of  the  tobacco  is  liable  for  the  tax,  and  that  in  giving 
in  a  list  of  his  other  taxable  property  he  is  required  to  give  in  the  amount  of  tobacco  owned 
by  him,  no  matter  where  it  is  stored,  whether  in  his  own  barn  or  in  a  public  warehouse, 
and  that  the  tax  thereon  is  collectable  from  him,  and  him  only. 

I  regret  that  I  cannot  concur  with  the  secretary  in  this  matter,  and  make  the  recommen- 
dation he  desires.  It  has  been  a  source  of  much  satisfaction  to  mc  to  know  that  in  almost 
every  thing  else  which  has  been  presented  to  me  for  concurrent  action  by  the  confederate  au- 
thorities, 1  have  been  able  to  unite  with  them,  and  to  aid  them  in  eSecting  the  object  desired. 
I  do  not  think  it  would  be  wise  in  the  legislatun;  to  make  the  appropriation  suggested,  nor 
do  I  think  it  necessary  to  do  so,  to  insure  the  collection  of  the  taxes.     It  is  easy  for  the 
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confederate  officer -to  take  a  list  of  the  tobacco,  with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  own- 
ers, and  furnish  this  information  to  the  collectors  of  the  several  counties. 

In  conclusion,  I  call  your  attention  to  another  opinion  of  the  attorney  general  in  regard  to 
a  proposition  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  to  tax  the  state  revenue  on  deposit  in  the 
banks  on  the  first  of  July  last.  The  opinion  of  the  attorney  general  is  very  able,  and  I 
concur  with  him  in  the  argument,  and  the  conclusion  he  has  arrived  at.  The  claim  of 
right  to  tax  the  state  revenue  is  most  extraordinary,  and  without  parallel  in  the  history  of 
ibis  commonwealth.

Sir: 

An  insurmountable  difficulty  has  presented  itself  in  the  way  of  collecting  the 
taxes  due  on  tobacco  stored  iu  the  state  public  warehouses.  You  have  decided  that  the  in- 
spectors appointed  by  the  state,  who  are  in  charge  of  those  warehouses,  shall  niako  the 
return  and  pay  the  taxes.  They  refuse  to  do  so,  for  the  reason  that  they  are  bonded  officers, 
and  that  a  statute  of  the  state  of  Virginia  subjects  them  to  a  penalty  of  double  the  value  of 
any  lot  of  tobacco,  unless  it  is  delivered  to  the  person  presenting  the  certificate,  within  ten 
days  from  the  time  of  presenting.  Now  this  it  will  be  perceived,  amounts  to  a  total  ob- 
Rtructiou  of  the  tax  law.  If  it  were  not  for  this  statute,  the  difficulty  could  be  avoided — for 
a  schedule  of  each  lot  or  parcel  could  be  made ;  and  when  the  time  for  payment  of  tbe  tax 
should  expire,  the  .collector  could  di.strain  enough  of  each  lot  to  pay  the  tax  thereon.  But, 
nndcr  the  present  state  of  the  matter,  after  the  tobacco  has  beeu  assessed,  if  the  ticket  holder 
calls  for  his  tobacco,  the  inspector' is  bound,  under  heavy  penalty,  under  a  state  law,  to  de- 
liver him  the  tobacco  called  for;  and  unless  the  government  has  an  officer  constantly  in 
attendance,  there  would  be  no  one  to  demand  tlie  tax  and  collect  it  before  the  tobacco  is  re- 
moved. I  understand  the  governor  has  directed  the  inspectors  to  obey  the  state  law,  with- 
out reference  to  the  taxes.  Therefore,  under  these  in.structions,  we  have  no  power  to  compel 
the  inspectors  to  require  the  payment  of  the  taxes  before  delivery  of  the  tobacco.  I  have 
thought  of  a  plan,  which,  if  adopted,  might  remove  all  difficulty.  It  is  this.  To  call  up6n 
the  legislature  of  the  state  now  in  session  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  paj 
the  taxes  oq  the  tobacco  stored  in  her  warehouses  and  under  the  control  of  her  officers,  and 
let  tbe  inspectors  collect  the  taxes,  as  a  reimbursement  of  the  state,  from  each  person  aa  ho 
sells  or  withdraws  this  tobacco  from  the  warehouse.  This  would  settle  the  difficulty  at 
once.  If  j'ou  agree  with  me,  I  hope  you  will  call  the  governor's  atti.-ntion  to  the  matter, 
and  ask  him  to  lay  it  before  the  legislature.  If  something  is  not  done,  the  goveruuicnt  will 
be  put  to  great  inconvenience  and  loss;  for  the  property  upon  which  the  tax  law  gives  a 
li?n  is  under  the  control  of  the  state's  agents,  and  those  agents  arc  directed  to  obey  a  state 
law,  by  giving  up  the  property  to  tbe  owner  before  the  tax  is  paid,  which  virtually  destroys 
the  effica'cy  of  the  lien.  The  legislature  ought  to  make  such  an  npproprirttion.  Good  faith 
to  the  Confederate  States  requires  it,  unless  tliey  will  repeal  the  1(1  days' notice  law,  and 
require  the  inspectors  to  secure  the  tax  before  the  tobacco  is  allowed  to  pass  from  their 
control.

Sir: 

I  respectfully  ask  your  attention  to  a  communication  from  the  commissioner 
of  taxes,  of  which  a  copy  is  herewith  submitted.  I  have  no  doubt  your  excellency  will, 
with  your  accustomed  patriotism,  unite  in  any  measures  which  are  calculated  to  promote 
the  public  interest,  and  this  end  will  certainly  be  furthered  by  the  avoidance  at  the  present 
time  of  questions  of  jurisdiction.  It  is  equally  the  interest  of  the  state  and  confederate 
governments  that  the  taxes  imposed  should  be  promptly  paid,  and  that  any  mere  formal 
obstruction  to  such  payment  should  be  set  aside.  The  tax  on  produce  stored  at  large  ware- 
houses can  be  collected  with  so  much  more  certainty  and  convenience  through  the  ware- 
housemen and  with  so  little  inconvenience  to  the  owner,  that  congress  has  authorized  that 
coarse.  The  communication  of  the  commissioner  of  taxes  points  out  a  difficulty  arising^ 
from  a  local  law,  which  can  easily  be  removed  by  the  action  of  the  state  legislature. 

Allow  me  respectfully  to  request  that  you  will  bring  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  that 
body  now  in  session,  and  ask  such  modification  of  the  law  as  will  remove  the  embarrass- 
ment.

SECTION  I. 

Division  No.  i. — On  the  value  of  all  naval  stores,  salt,  wine,  spirituous 
liquors,  tobacco,  manuliictured  and  unmanufactured,  cotton,  flour,  sugar,  mo- 
lasses, syrup,  rice  and  otlicr  agricultural  products,  held  or  owned  on  the  1st' 
July  lbi)3,  and  not  necessary  for  ftiuiily  consumption  for  the  unexpired  por- 
tion of  the  year  18f)3,  and  of  the  growth  or  production  of  any  year  prece- 
ding the  year  1863,  a  tax  of  eiglit  piT  centum  is  levied ;  and  on  all  moneys, 
bank  notes  or  other  currency  on  hand  or  on  deposit ;  the  value  of  all  credits 
on  which  the  interest  lias  not  been  paid,  held  or  owned  on  the  first  day  of 
July  ]8ii3,  and, not  employed  in  a  business  the  income  of  which  is  taxed 
under  said  act,  and  on  all  moneys  held,  owned  or  deposited  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  Confederate  States,  a  tax  of  one  per  cent  is  levied.  All  moneys 
owned,  held  or  deposited  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Confederate  States,  are  to 
be  valued  at  the  current  rate  of  exchange  in  confederate  treasury  notes. 

Question.— Are  you  liable  to  taxation  upon  any  of  the  articles  or  stibjeets 
of  taxation  enumerated  in  the  above  division  No.  1  of  this  schedule?  and  if 
liable,  set  forth  the  same  in  detail,  in  list  No.  1.

SECTION  V.

Pawnbrokers,  distillers,  brewers,  keepers  of  hotels, 
inns,  taverns  and  eating  houses,  brokers,  commercial  brokers  or  commission 
merchants,  tobacconists,  theatres,  circusses,  jugglers,  bowling  alleys,  billiard 
tables,  livery  stable  keepers,  cattle  brokei-s,  butchers,  p(?ddlers,  apothecaries, 
photographers,  lawyers,  physicians,  surgeons  and  dentists  actually  engaged 
in  the  practice,  but  not  to  include  physicians  and  surgeons  exclusively  en- 
gaged in  the  confederate  service,  aud  confectioners. 

Qurstion. — Are  you  liable  to  taxation  upon  any  of  the  occupations,  busi- 
ness, professions  or  subjects  enumerated  in  the  above  division  No.  2  of  this 
schedule?  and  if  so  liable,  set  forth  the  same  in  detail,  in  list  No.  2.

Division  No.  3. — On  all  profits  made  by  any  person,  partnership  or  cor- 
poration during  the  year  18(j2,  by  the  purchase  within  the  Confederate  Statea,

*  has  produced  considerable  dissatisiiictiou  and  complaint,  especially  in  the 
city  of  Petersburg;  and  I  beg  leave,  for  my  own  satisfaction  as  well  as  for 
the  purpose  of  having  the  question  finally  settled,  to  present  it  to  you  for 
your  final  adjudication.     If  I  am  wrong,  the  sooner  I  know  it  the  better; 
and  if  I  am  right,  I  wish  to  be  fortified  in  my  position  by  the  sanction  of  the 
highest  authority.

They  are  in 
charge  of  the  tobacco  thus  stored,  and  this  is  the  extent  of  tlieir  official 
duties.  When  tlicy  sell  a  man's  tobacco,  it  is  done  by  agl-eement  with  the 
owner,  and  for  a  stipulated  compensation.  I  have  decided  that  in  making 
these  sales  (which  arc  made  at  public  outcry),  they  are  auctioneers  under 
paragraph  II,  section  5  of  the  tax  act,  and  liable  to  the  specific  tax  and  tax 
on  sales  as  such. 

,  The  inspectors  contend  that  their  sales  of  tobacco  are  executive  sales,  made 
by  them  as  executive  officers  of  the  state,  and  are  therefore  exempt  under 
the  provisions  of  the  lalter  clause  in  paragraph  II,  just  mentioned.  If  tliese 
sales  were  ma'dc  for  the  state,  under  the  mandate  of  state  law,  this  would  be 
true.  But  they  are  not  so  made ;  the  law  passively  allows  them  to  sell  for  the 
owners,  and  compensation  is  stipulated  and  paid  independent  of  the  state. 

2d.  They  are  the  admitted  keepers  of  the  public  warehouses,  and  the  cus- 
todians of  the  tobacco  therein  stored.  They  are  the  admitted  agents  of  the 
owners  of  the  tobacco.     (Please  see  the  argument  herewith  in  their  behalf.) 

Approved,  Well  if  they  are  the  agents  and  the  custodians  of  the  property,  section  15 

makes  them  responsible  for  the  return  of  all  the  tobacco  in  their  custody,  and 
for  the  payment  of  the  tax  thereon.  This  is  perfectly  clear  to  my  mind,  and 
I  have  so  decided.  How  would  this  immense  amount  of  pfoperty  be  as- 
sessed and  taxed  otherwise,  with  the  owners  of  the  tobacco  scattered  all  over 
the  state?  Hov/  could  it  be  viewed  by  our  assessors,  without  calling  on  the 
inspector — the  man  holding  the  keys  of  the  warehouse?  The  absurdity  of 
expecling  a  true  return  from  each  of  the  thousands  of  owners  throughout 
the  state,  will  at  once  be  apparent.  The  law  intends  to  tax  the  property 
where  it  is  fouud,  and  to  make  the  agent  or  custodian  pay  the  taxes.  Sec- 
tion 15  declares  this  as  strongly  and  as  clearly  as  language  can  express  it.

The  decision  of  the  commissiorKM-  of  taxes  on  tho  question  of  assessment  for  taxation  of 
the  tiibacco  stored  in  wareliouses,  has  been  submitted  to  me  for'my  consideration  and  ad- 
Tice.     It  embraces  two  questions: 

1st.   Is  the  inspector  required  to  give  in  the  tobacco,  and  liable  to  the  tax  ? 

2d.  Is  he  liable  as  auctioneer  to  a  tax,  on  account  of  sales  made  by  him  as  crier  or  agent 
for  the  owners  ? 

In  considering  th>>  first  quesMon,  I  think  the  confederate  officers  have  misapprehended  the 
relations  of  the  inspector  of  the  tobacco,  and  his  character. 

He  is  a  custodian  of  (lie  tobacco,  and  an  agi^nt  in  respect  to  it.  But  he  is  an  officer  o£ 
the  state;  is  appciint(Hl  by  the  governor;  is  paid  a  salary;  performs  duties  for  the  state,  as 
collector  of  dues  to  it,  and  hoMs  the  tobacco  as  a  itatc  agtrnt,  because  the  state  can  only 
hold  it  by  such  an  agent.  His  duties  are  not  personal  as  between  him  and  the  owner  of 
the  tobacco;  they  are  strictly  offi/iiil.  The  state  makes  herself  responsible  for  lorses  occur- 
ring to  the  tobacco  by  fire.  Tho  state  is  thus,  through  her  appointed  officer,  tho  custodian 
of  the  tobacco. 

It  is  true,  there  are  some  cases  in  which  the  inspector  may  incur  personal  responsibility, 
but  they  are  cases  where  he  is  guilty  of  neglect  or  fault.  Wherever  he  diligently  anfl  with- 
out fault  does  his  duty  as  an  officer,  ho  is  not  a  bailee  of  the  tobacco,  except  in  his  official 
character. 

Now,  the  15th  section  of  the  act  Of  congress  imposing  taxes,  refers  to  a  class  of  fiducia- 
ries, who  are  personally  such,  not  officially.  There  is  in  these  cases  a  title  in  law  to,  or  a 
possession  of  the  property,  which  springs  from  a  personal  relation  created  by  act  or  contract 
of  the  owner.  But  it  clearly  cannot  refer  to  a  pos.><ession  of  tobacco  by  an  officer  of  the 
Btate,  who,  in  respect  to  it,  is  bound  and  restrained  by  official  obligations.  He  is  not  an 
agent  or  trustee,  in  the  sense  of  the  act.  The  tobacco  is  not  under  his  control.  It  is  in  his 
official  possession,  subject  to  delivery  to  (jhe  owner  under  law,  and  forbidden  to  be  delivered 
to  any  other  persons,  by  law.  The  law  has  it  in  custody,  and  uses,  as  the  agent  for  its  cus- 
tody, a  law  officer — the  inspector.  lie  is  free  to  do  nothing  but  to  (ibey  the  law,  under 
which  he  acts  and  holds  his  authority. 

To  test  this  still  further,  how  can  the  inspector  pay  tho  tax?  How  can  he  dispo.se  of  the 
tobacco  for  that  purpose?  And  if  not  paid,  what  distress  will  be  made?  Suppose  a  part 
be  paid  ;  on  what  tobacco  shall  distress  for  the  residue  of  tax  be  made?  Shall  the  tobacco 
of  A  be  sold  to  pay  taxes  due  on  B's  ?  or  shall  a  coufusio  bonorum  be  pleaded  as  a  reason 
why  all  or  any  may  bo  seized  to  pay  the  default  of  tlie  inspector  as  to  any  part  of  tho  tax 
unpaid? 

The  inspector  has  no  fund  on  hand,  and  can  have  none.  He  holds  under  law,  to  inspect 
and  store  until  tobacco  is  called  for.  If  he  sells  A's  tobacco,  can  he  use  the  proceeds  to 
pay  this  enormous  tax  ?     Surely  not. 

If  this  tax  be  enforced,  it  will  break  up  the  inspection  system  of  Virginia.  It  will  abro- 
gate her  laws  for  inspection — for  no  inspector  would  hold  the  office. 

All  of  this  evil  arises  from  applying  the  language  of  the  IHth  section  of  the  act  of  con- 
gress to  a  case  never  contemplated  by  it.  No  difficulty  would  exist,  if  tho  true  construction 
of  jt  be  adhered  to. 
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For  at  last,  it  is  obvious  if  injustice  is  to  be  avoided,  it  will  be  by  requiring  each  owner 
to  shoulder  his  own  burden,  and  on  failure  to  do  so,  make  his  tobacco  bear  the  burdt^n  im- 
posed on  its  owner.  Let  each  owner  be  assessed  with  the  value  of  the  tobacco  owned  by 
him  in  store  in  the  warehouse.  On  failure  to  pay  the  tax,  let  the  distress  on  the  tobacco 
realize  the  tax — and  thus  every  man  will  bear  his  own  burden.  But  confound  the  rights  of 
property  in  ]  ,5G9  hogsheads  of  tobacco ;  assess  the  inspector  with  the  tax ;  and  the  pro- 
perty of  no  one,  who  might  come  forward  to  relieve  the  inspector  from  his  dilemma,  would 
be  safe  thereby,  but  might  be  sold  to  pay  the  residue  of  tax  assessed  to  the  inspector. 

It  is  said  by  the  commissioner  to  be  inconvenient  to  the  tax  collectors  to  assess  these 
scattered  owners.  But  is  it  not  equally  inconvenient  to  devolve  on  the  state  officer,  the  in- 
spector, that  very  duty,  and  make  him  the  collector  of  taxes  from  the  "  scattered  owners'* 
of  this  tobacco?  It  is  no  part  of  his  duty  as  inspector — and  it  cannot  be  made  so  by  con- 
federate law,  or  by  executive  construction  of  confederate  law. 

I  consider  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  (and  I  advisee  him  to  perform  it)  to  report  to 
the  assessor  the  names  of  the  several  owners  of  tobacco  stored  in  the  warehouse,  their  resi- 
dences, &c. — and  when  that  is  done,  the  task  of  the  assessor  is  easy,  and  the  collection  of 
the  taxes  from  the  parties  owing  them  will  be  readily  accomplished,  Avithout  infringing  upon 
state  law,  or  interfering  with  the  duties  of  oiScers  of  the  state.  » 

2d.  Is  an  inspector,  who  sells  as  crier  or  agent  any  of  this  tobacco,  to  be  taxed  as  an  auc- 
tioneer under  §  5,  par.  II  ? 

I  am  of  opinion  the  statute  does  not  admit  of  this  construction,  claimed  for  it  by  the  com- 
missioner. 

The  Code  of  Virginia,  ch.  87,  §  38,  forbids  an  inspector  to  buy  or  sell  any  tobacco,  in- 
spected at  his  warehouse,  subject  to  this  proviso :  "  but  this  section  shall  not  prohibit  any 
inspector  from  acting  as  crier  or  agent  for  any  owner  in  selling  tobacco  by  auction,  at  his 
warehouse." 

•This  is  a  mere  permission  to  the  owner  to  use  the  outcry  of  the  inspector  for  the  auction 
of  his  tobacco.  The  sale  by  the  inspector  is  forbidden ;  but  he  may  act  as  crier  (not  auc- 
tioneer) or  agent  for  any  owner.  Our  state  law  draws  a  distinction  between  a  crier  and  an 
auctioneer.  The  powers  of  the  latter  are  larger  than  those  of  the  former.  The  former  is  an 
agent  to  cry  bids ;  the  latter  an  agent  to  sell  at  auction — and  while  in  many  cases  the  prac- 
tical difl'erence  may  be  slight,  in  others  it  will  be  important. 

The  state  never  regards  the  inspector  as  an  auctioneer,  and  recjuires  no  license  of  it.  His 
right  to  cry  a  sale  is  granted  as  au  accompaniment  of  his  office,  and  he  is  not  even  licensed 
as  a  crier.  It  is  allowed  as  a  convenience  to  the  tobacco  owners,  not  as  an  occupation  to 
him. 

In  truth,  it  is  no  occupation  of  the  inspector.  He  cries  no  other  property,  and  no  where 
else  than  at  his  warehouse.  His  privilege  attaches  to  his  office;  to  his  warehouse;  to  the 
tobacco  therein  stored.  The  owner  is  permitted  to  use  him  who  is  on  the  spot,  the  inspec- 
t:>r,  to  cry  tlir-  salf  of  hi«;  tobacco.  T'  •.•  t.-'-a-r  '  !•=  mf  spjit  fhort'  for  sal  ■,  hnt  for  iii.-^p c- 
tion.  The  tobacco  is  not  sent  to  liim  for  saie  at  auction,  bui  xur  iuBpcitJ.ii  a;iJ  .-lomgi-. 
The  sale  is  au  accideut  iu  the  transaction,  and  cannot  he  magnified  into  a  business  or  occu- 
pation of  the  inspector. 

The  owner  might  sell  his  own  tobacco  at  auction,  and  not  be  an  auctioneer  by  occupa- 
tion.    He  may  get  the  inspector  to  do  it,  without  his  becoming  such. 

I  am  of  opinion  the  inspector,  by  such  sales,  does  not  assume  the  occupation  of  an  auc- 
tioneer, and  is  not  liable  under  §  5,  par.  II.

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Communication  from  the  Attorney  General. 


Richmond,  October  12, 1863. 

My  opinion  is  desired  by  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  upon  the  true  construction  to  be 
given  to  the  act  of  congress  imposing  taxes  for  tlio  support  of  the  confederate  government, 
passed  April  24th,  1863,  in  its  operation  upon  the  interests  of  the  commonwealth  of  Vir- 
ginia, as  a  depositor  and  stockholder  in  the  banks,  which  hold  their  charters  from  the  acts 
of  her  general  assembly. 

I  shall  not  confine  myself  to  the  specific  question  presented  by  the  auditor,  but  shiill  give 
my  opinion  upon  that,  and  other  questions  which  may  seem  to  be  involved,  in  order,  as  far 
as  sliall  be  appropriate,  to  lend  my  aid  to  that  officer  in  guarding  the  financial  interests  of 
the  commonwealth. 

These  questions  are  of  great  magnitude  and  importance,  and  deserve  all  the  consideration 
I  shall  feel  bound  to  bestow  upon  them.  They  involve  vital  principles,  underlying  the 
separation  of  the  functions  assigned  by  the  confederate  constitution  to  the  confederate  and 
tho  state  governments,  and  as  they  shall  be  determined  in  one  way  or  the  other,  will  tend  to 
destroy  or  uphold  the  profound  system  which  has  so  long  been  established  in  this  country 
for  the  conservation  of  constitutional  liberty. 

The, first  question  to  be  considered  is  as  to  the  true  construction  of  the  clause  of  the  first 
section  of  the  act,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"And  on.  all  moneys,  bank  notes,  or  other  currency  on  hand,  or  on  deposit  on  the  first 
day  of  July  next."  * 

It  is  said,  that  under  this  clause,  the  power  is  claimed  to  subject  the  bank  to  a  tax  on  ac- 
count of  deposits  made  by  others  in  its  vaults,  or  possession.  This  claim  is  so  extraordi- 
nary, that  I  scarcely  suppose  it  will  be  insisted  on. 

The  language  of  the  clause  clearly  intends  to  tax  the  beneficial  owner  of  the  money  on 
hand,  in  respect  of  such  money,  and  as  clt-arl}-  the  owner  of  the  deposit,  that  is,  the  de- 
positor, in  respect  of  his  money  in  the  hands  of  another,  for  liis  use  and  benefit.  Tho  tax 
is  impo.sed  on  all  money,  &c.  "  on  hand  or  on  dejjosit."  It  cannot  mean  to  assess,  by 
this  language,  the  money  on  hand  to  the  owner,  and  in  the  same  breath,  the  money  pn  de- 
])o.--it  i )  t!;e  bailee  of  the  owner.  Ihe  person  assessed  for  taxation  must  be  the  owner  in 
both  cases;  the  holder  of  money  on  hand,  and  the  depositor  of  money  with  another. 

Such  has  been  the  uniform  practice  under  this  clause.  The  depositor  is  taxed  upon  his 
money  on  deposit,  as  well  as  upon  that  on  hand — and  rightly  so  taxed — tor  he  pays  thus,  in 
proportion  to  his  means,  and  no  more,  whether  they  be  in  his  own  or  another's  hands,  if  in 
each  case  they  be  his,  beneficially. 

It  cannot  then  be  contended  with  fairness,  that  the  act  designed  to  tax  the  depositor  upon 
his  money  in  tho  hands  of  another  for  his  use,  and  then  tax  that  other  on  the  same  money, 
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held  by  him,  not  for  his  own  but  for  another's  use.  That  would  be  to  tax  the  same  monej 
twice — to  double  the  burden  on  the  same  property,  and  really  thus  to  tax  the  bailiiient  of 
money  as  well  as  the  money  itself. 

Nor  will  it  do  to  attempt  to  maintain  this  double  taxation,  by  holding;  that  the  rnoiioy  is 
assessed  for  taxation  to  the  depositor,  because  it  is  "  on  deposit,"  and  to  the  bailee  of  the 
deposit,  because  as  to  him,  it  is  "on  hand."  Such  a  construction  is  at  war  with  th(>  clear 
purpose  of  this  law,  as  of  every  just  tax  law,  to  reach  the  owner  of  property  by  the  tax 
power,  in  proportion  to  his  means  of  paying.  It  would  involve  the  imputation  of  a  pur- 
pose to  burden  the  transaction  of  bailment,  by  subjecting  bailor  and  bailee  to  a  tax  on  the 
same  money — a  purpose  no  where  evinced  in  the  act.  A  banker  is  taxed  upon  his  hasiness 
as  depositee,  under  §  5,  paragra])h  1.  But  there  is  no  where  manifested  any  purpose  to 
burden  the  bailor  with  a  double  tax  on  his  property;  for  it  is  obvious,  if  the  bailee  be  taxed 
on  the  deposit,  he  would  have  a  right  to  devolve  the  tax  upon  the  depositor,  and  not  bear 
it  himself. 

It  is  a  cardinal  rule  of  construction  in  respect  to  taxation,  that  where  a  fair  construction 
of  the  law  will  equalize  burdens,  no  constrained  interpretation  should  be  adopted,  which 
would  destroy  that  equality — and  between  two  constructions,  equally  consoTiant  "ith  the 
language  of  the  law,  that  shall  be  adopted  which  equalizes  burdens,  preferably  to  one 
which  creates  inequality.  No  interpretation  will  be  adopted,  which  Avould  burden  one 
man's  property  with  a  tax  double  that  imposed  on  another  unless  the  language  cleaiiy  and 
imperatively  demands  it.  In  this  case,  the  natural  sense  of  the  clause  is  against  this  claim 
of  douVile  burden.  It  is  certainly  uot  clear  or  imperative  in  its  imposition  of  the  double 
tax.     The  rule  above  laid  down,  therefore,  demands  that  it  shall  not  be  exacted. 

In  confirmation  of  this  view,  I  may  add,  that  under  the  scheme  of  the  tax  act,  the  first 
section  had  relation  only  to  property-r— not  to  bus-iness.  It  was  not  aimed  at  the  profits  of 
the  business  of  banking  or  keeping  deposits.  It  was  aimed  at  the  owner  of  money,  as  of 
naval  stores,  wherever  they  might  be,  and  not  at  a  holder  in  trust  of  either,  because  he  was 
such. 

Indeed,  the  principle  of  the  claim  would  require  all  trustees  or  other  fiduciaries  to  pay  a 
tax  on  property  held  in  their  fiduciary  capacity,  and  at  the  same  time  would  exact  from  the 
cestuis  que  trust- a  like  tax  upon  their  beneficial  ownership  of  the  property  so  held  in  trust. 
Such  could  not  have  been  the  purpose  of  the  law. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  banks  are  not  liable  to  any  taxation  upon  deposits  held 
by  them  for  any  other  person  whatsoever.  The  depositor  is  liable  upon  his  money  deposited 
in  bank,  because  it  is  Ins  own.  The  banks  are  not,  because  it  is  not  theirs,  but  another's, 
whose  bailees  they  are. 

And  for  the  reasons  already  stated,  it  is  not  money  "  on  hand"  in  the  sense  of  the  law. 
Those  words  were  annexed  to  the  idea  of  ownership,  and  in  contrast  with  tiie  words  "  on 
deposit."  The  owner  was  taxed  on  that  which  was  "on  band"  or  "on  deposit;"  and  it 
would  be  a  most  violent  straining  of  the  law  to  compass  double  taxation,  to  hold  money  as 
"on  deposit"  as  to  the  owner,  and  "  on  hand"  as  to  the  bailee  for  deposit. 

But  I  cannot  omit  to  take  another  view  of  this  question,  very  important  to  the  common- 
wealth. 

The  commonwealth  is  the  largest  depositor  in  her  banks.  I  am  of  opinion,  that  in  respect 
of  her  deposits  in  the  banks,  the  act  of  congress  could  not  tax  the  banks,  even  if  the  lan- 
guage of  the  act  were  so  framed  as  to  tax  the  depositor  and  depositee,  upon  the  amount  of 
the  deposit.  » 
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Ky  the  Code  of  Virginia,  ch.  58,  ^  47,  the  pnblic  monoy  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
state  IS  dnected  to  be  deposited  in  the  banks  in  the  city  of  Uichinoud.  The  bauiis'  are  the 
treiisury  of  the  state. 

It  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  state  of  Virginia  has  no  right  to  tax  the  money  of  the  con- 
fed.rate  government  on  deposit  Miih  any  one  of  its  pubiie  officers.  Under  the  old  Union 
thr-e  ea.srs  seen,  to  have  settled  that  question,  deeided  by  the  supreme  tourt,  upon  full  argu' 
ment.  and  upon  great  consideration,  by^the  judge.s.  McCullough  vs.  Slate  of  Mary! awl  4 
Whea:on316;  Wvston  vs.  City  of  Charlcston,2  Peters  419;  Dobbins  vs.  Cornmissioncrs  of 
trie  County,  J6  Peters  442. 

It  was  well  established  by  these  oases  that  the  granted  powers  to  the  federal  gov.>rnn,ent 
would  be  ol  little  value,  if  the  states  could  reach  them  directly  or  indirectly  by  taxation 
In  these  cases,  tlie  right  of  the  stales  to  fax  was  denied  wholly.  The  invasion  of  ih.;  dele- 
gated authority  -was  met  upon  the  threshold. 

If  the  delegated  power  be  so  entrenched  by  judicial  decision  from  invasion  by  the  states 
a  forfori  should  their  reserved  powers  be  fortified  against  the  tax  power  of  the  central 
government. 

If  the  tax  power  eould  reach  these  state  deposits  in  the  banks,  it  would  be  to  give  to  the 
confederate  government  the  right  to  put  its  hands  into  the  treasury  of  the  states.  Such  a 
power  cannot  exist.  In  vain  would  we  hope  to  check  the  eentralization  of  power  iu  the 
confe-lerate  governmeut-in  vain  seek  for  safety  to  the  rights  of  the  states  in  this  great 
m-es.s.on  from  the  old  Uniou-if  tbe  power  still  ren.ains  in  the  confederate  government, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  touch  one  cent  of  the  funds  of  the  state,  upon  which  she  depends 
toi  the  niamtenance  and  support  of  her  government. 

It  will  not  be  denied,  then,  that  no  act  of  congress  can  tax  a  state  upon  money  "on 
hand,  or  "  on  deposit."  If  not,  it  needs  no  argument  to  show  that  an  act  of  congress  can- 
not tax  a  bank  upon  a  deposit  in  its  vaults  by  the  state  of  her  money:  for  the  tax  on  the 
bank  assessed  upon  the  state  deposit  would  be  a  fax  on  the  state  treasury,  and  would  be 
tairly  charged  by  the  bank  to  the  state  against  the  claim  for  the  deposit. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  this  act  does  not  tax  any  deposits  in  the  banks  to  them- 
but  If  ,t  did,  It  would  be  of  no  effect  as  to  deposits  of  the  state,  because  unconstitutional: 
and  clearly  so,  as  the  deposits  by  a  state  in  the  banks  are  in  its  treasury. 

Another  question  of  interest  arises  in  this  connection.     The  commonwealth  is  a  stock-  ' 
holder  in  the  banks,  and  is  entitled  to  large  dividends.    Are  the.se  dividends  due  to  the  state 
subject  to  taxation  under  the  act  of  congress? 

The  stock  of  tbe  state  was  bought  with  its  revenues  from  taxation  or  other  sources 
I-rom  what  has  been  already  said,  that  revenue  could  not  be  taxed  by  the  conf-derate  go- 
verninent  All  prop.Tly  held  by  ti.e  state  i.,  held  by  her  in  sovereign  right.  No  power  can 
tax  >t.  She  cannot  ]„■  sued,  by  express  guarantee.  Far  less  c^n  sho  be  taxed.  To  touch 
her  prop-rty  is  to  impair  her  right  to  hold  it.  To  tax  it  is  to  destroy  it.  The  power  to  tax 
It  .s  not  delegated;  her  right  to  hold  it  is  reserved;  and  thi.s  reserved  right  is  not  complete 
If  any  other  power  than  her  own  may  burden  it,  or  annex  conditions  to  her  holding  it. 

Bnt  if  lur  revenue  nor  her  property  may  be  taxed,  neiiher  can  the  bank  stock  be  for  it 
i8  th.-  purchase  of  tLe  one,  and  is  itself  fhc  other.  And  if  her  stock  may  not  bo  taxed  nei- 
ther can  Its  fruit,  the  dividends  from  her  stock. 

Nor  can  the  bank  be  tax.-d  upon  the  dividend.,  it  makes  for  the  state  as  one  of  its  stock- 
boldors,  and  thas  diminish  whi,t  the  state  as  one  would  otherwise  receive.    This  would  be 
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by  indirection  to  attempt  what  directly  could  not  be  done.  It  would  be  as  fatal,  and  more 
fatal  to  the  principle  involved,  because  perpetrated  by  traud  and  artifice.  Congress  cannot 
tax  the  thing  in  the  Lands  of  the  state,  nor  the  stock  which  produces  it;  nor  the  thing  in 
transitu  from  the  hank  trustee;  for  in  either  aspect,  it  involves  a  power  to  tax  the  property, 
the  revenue,  the  investment,  the  means,  the  income  of  a  state.  The  power  does  not  exist, 
and  cannot  gain  existence  by  contrivance  or  artifice. 

But  the  power  has  not  been  attempted  to  be  exercised.  If  it  had  been,  it  would  have 
availed  nothing,  as  already  stated. 

By  referring  to  the  act  of  congress,  §  8,  paragraph  6,  the  language  bearing  on  this  point 
will  be  found.    It  reads  as  follows : 

"All  joint  stock  companies  and  corporations  shall  reserve  one-tenth  of  the  annual  eara- 
ings,  set  apart  for  dividends  and  reserved  fund,  to  be  paid  to  the  collector  of  the  confederate 
tax,  and  the  dividend  then  paid  to  the  stockholder  shall  not  he  estimated  as  a  part  of  his  in- 
come, foi'  the  purposes  of  this  act." 

It  is  obvious  that  this  clause  intended  really  to  tax  the  stockholder,  but,  to  insure  the 
payment  of  the  tax,  required  the  bank  to  reserve  the  tax  it  designed  him  to  pay,  and  to  pay 
it  to  the  collector  for  him.  It  is  therefore  clear  it  never  intended  to  require  the  bank  to  re- 
serve  as  tax  a  part  of  a  dividend  it  did  not  design  to  tax,  and  as  I  have  shown,  could  not 
tax :  it  provides  that  the  dividend  reduced  by  the  tax  should  not  be  taxable  as  a  part  of  the 
Btockliulder's  income.  The  clause  was  only  contemplating  the  reservation  by  the  bank  of  a 
tax  on  the  dividend  of  a  stockholder,  whose  dividends,  as  part  of  his  income,  it  could  tax. 

But  it  does  not  tax  the  income  of  a  state.  It  has  no  such  purpose,  and  no  such  power. 
The  lantruage  of  the  clause  is  therefore  wholly  inapplicable  to  a  state.  It  does  not  aim  to 
tax  the  dividend  payable  to  the  state,  because  it  only  means  to  tax  it  as  income;  and  it  does 
not  presume  to  toucb  the  income  of  the  state. 

It  is  clear  to  me,  therefore,  that  the  act  does  not  requiie  a  bank  to  set  apart  one-tenth  of 
the  dividends  payable  to  the  commonwealth,  and  that  if  it  did  so,  the  act  would  be  uncon- 
stitutional and  void.  And  I  am  further  of  opinion,  that  the  bank  should  refuse  to  do  so, 
and  pay  over  the  entire  dividend  to  the  state,  undiminished  by  this  claim  of  taxation. 

These  more  important  questions  being  disposed  of,  I  proceed  to  consider  the  true  con- 
struction of  the  act  of  congress,  as  to  the  tax  on  the  moneys,  bank  notes,  &c.  on  hand  on 
the  first  of  July.  Of  this  amount  a  large  proportion  is  due  to  depositors,  of  whom  the  com- 
jBOonwealth  is  one.     On  what  amount  is  the  bank  to  be  taxed  ? 

For  reasons  already  stated  at  length,  I  am  of  opinion  the  banks  are  not  taxable  on  these 
deposits.  That  being  so,  there  must  be  deducted  from  the  moneys,  bank  notes  and  other 
currency  on  hand,  the  amount  due  to  depositors.  Tlie  balance  remaining  after  that  deduc- 
tion will  be  the  basis  for  the  tax  under  the  first  section  of  the  act. 

The  banks,  by  ch.  58,  §  8  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  which  is  a  part  of  their  charters,  are 
authorized  "  to  receive  money  to  keep  for  depo.sitors."  They  receive  as  bailees.  That  mo- 
ney is  still  there,  belonging  to  the  depositors,  and  subject  to  their  check.  That  is  a  part  of 
Ihe  moneys,  bank  notes  and  other  currency.  It  is  not  the  property  of  the  banks.  It  is 
tax<d  against  the  depositors,  and  hence  must  not  be  against  the  banks.  It  follows  the  de- 
duction of  deposits  from  the  gross  amount  in  the  custody  of  the  banks,  must  be  made  to 
avoid  the  double  taxation  of  the  same  money,  which  the  act,  as  I  have  shown,  never  pur- 
posed to  impose. 

I  come  next  to  the  construction  of  the  clause  in  the  first  section  in  respect  to  credits.  It 
leads  as  follows : 

"  And  on  the  value  of  all  credits  on  which  the  interest  has  not  been  paid,  held  or  owned 
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by  any  persou,  copartnership  or  corporation,  on  the  first  day  of  July  next,  and  not  employed 
in  a  business,  the  income  derived  from  which  is  taxed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,"  &c. 

The  income  of  a  bank  is  taxed.  Credits  on  which  the  interest  is  paid  are  thus  taxed 
through  the  income  tax  imposed  on  the  bank.  The  purpose  of  the  above  clause  was,  to  tax 
what  produced  no  income  (and  was  not  thus  reached  by  the  income  tax),  and  which  was 
not  used  in  the  business,  and  was  not  therefore  included  in  the  income  tax. 

If  a  bank  invested  its  surplus  means  in  stocks  which  brought  no  income,  and  were  not 
employed  in  the  business  of  banking,  they  would  be  taxed  under  this  clause. 

But  I  am  asked,  how  as  to  a  suspended  debt,  or  an  uncurrent  or  protested  note,  on  which 
interest  has  not  been  paid  ? 

I  think  such  are  not  taxed  under  the  al»ove  clause.  Two  things  must  concur  to  make 
them  taxable. 

1.  No  interest  paid  upon  them. 

2.  The  credit  must  not  be  employed  in  the  business.  I  think  all  notes  made,  and  all 
debts  contracted  to  the  bank  in  the  course  of  its  discounts,  must.be  regarded  as  employed 
in  its  business.  The  act  obviously  contemplated  some  credits  as  employed  in  its  l>usiness, 
where  interest  was  not  paid — and  if  any  be  so  employed,  is  not  a  note  a  debt  so  employed, 
which  was  made  or  contracted  in  the  business  of  discounting  '. 

Besides,  when  collected  after  .July  1st,  and  before  January,  the  principal  becomes  again 
active  capital,  which  the  note  had  previously  represented;  and  the  interest  becomiis  a  part 
of  the  dividends  or  income,  taxable  as  such  for  the  year  prior  to  January  Jst,  1863.  Btit  if 
taxed  as  a  credit  in  July,  how  should  it  be  again  taxed  as  income  in  January  ? 

I.  tliink,  therefore,  such  notes  and  debts  are  not  taxable  as  credit.s  under  the  first  section. 

I  am  further  a.sked,  whether  the  rental  value  of  the  real  estate  oicnedand  occupied  by  the 
liank  is  to  be  deducted  from  the  dividends. 

I  think  not.  I  doubt  whether,  as  the  clear  dividends  are  to  be  taxed,  there  is  a  deduction 
in  any  case.     But  I  think  certaiuly  no  estimated  value  would  be  deducted. 

Having  thus  considered  all  the  questions  of  right  under  this  act  of  congress.  I  am  asked 
what  course  the  banks  should  pursue. 

I  counsel  the  banks  to  protest  against  any  claim  of  taxation  which  I  hava advised  was 
illegal  or  unconstitutional — to  consent  in  no  way  to  any  proceeding  under  the  act  which 
would  compromise  their  rights — to  refuse  wholly  to  pay  any  tax  on  the  dejwsit.s,  or  to  re- 
serve any  part  of  the  dividends  of  the  commonwealth — to  state  the  amount  of  mone}-,*  &.c. 
on  hand,  les.s  deposits,  and  list  that  for  taxation,  and  no  more — to  decline  to  report  as  credits 
such  notes  or  debts  as  have  been  considered,  or  to  make  discovery  of  them. 

Should  any  action  be  taken  against  the  banks,  levying  upon  property,  searching,  seizing, 
&c.,  then  I  advi.se  an  appeal  to  the  coiuts  for  an  injunction,  tu  test  the  legality  of  tlie  tax, 
and  the  procedure  to  enforce  it. 

I  shall  always  be  ready  to  aid  you  further  with  my  counsel  upon  aiiy  futurc  coiitingimcy 
arising  upon  the  subjects  embraced  in  this  opinion.

*The  notog  of  the  bank  rptnrned  to  it,  are  not  to  be  counted  as  a  part  of  fti<  monev,  bank  notes,  Ai- 
8ucb  notes  were  evidences  of  debt,  which  being  returned  or  brought  in,  are  oxtlngniMbed,  and  ceane  in 
the  hands  of  the  bank  iasuing  them,  to  repreneut  any  capital  or  funds. 
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REPORT. 


The  committee  of  privileges  and  elections  have,  according  to  order,  had  under  considera- 
tion the  memorial  of  George  H.  West,  to  them  referred,  complaining  of  the  undue  election 
of  David  Chalmers,  the  delegate  returned  from  the  county  of  Halifax  to  serve  in  the  pre- 
sent house  of  delegates,  and  have  agreed  to  report  progress  to  the  house  so  fax  as  they  have 
gone,  and  to  ask  the  decision  of  the  house  upon  their  action.  The  committee  have  been 
induced  to  pursue  this  course,  because;  the  decision  of  the  house,  at  the  present  session  of 
the  general  assembly,  upon  the  preliminary  questions  which  have  l)eeu  decided  by  the  com- 
mittee, will,  in  their  opinion,  not  only  tend  to  prdmote  the  eiids  of  justice,  but  vriU  also 
greatly  promote  the  convenience  of  both  the  contestant  aJid  the  sitting  member,  and' per- 
haps terminate  the  contest  for  the  seat  in  this  case.   <         > 

The  first  question  considered  and  decided  by  th^- committee  in  the  case,  was  as  to  the  le- 
gality and  sufficiency  of  the  notice  given  by  the  contestant  to  the  sitting  member,  contesting 
his  right  to  his  scat.  The  notice  is  dated  the  4th  day  of  July  18():5,  and  was  served  on  the 
sitting  member  on  the  6th  day  of  July  1863,  by  delivering  to  Uim  a  true  copy,  and  is  re,- 
turned  with  this  report  for  the  use  of  the  lioiise.  To  the  notice  the  sitting  memberobjccted 
before  the  committee,  as  being  defective  in  form,  and  as  not  gh'en  withitt  tiie  time  prescribed 
by  law;  which  objections  were  overruled  by  the  committee.      ;•  '"'     ■  "« V"  "'■  * "  •■'=;  "•"    '' 

As  regards  the  question  of  form,  your  committee  considered  that  the  usual  forms  in  h\\ck 
cases  had  been  sufficiently  obser^^ed,  and  the  law  in  that  respect  substaiitially  complied 
with. 

As  regards  the  question  of  time,  although  it  is  provided  in  section  1st  of  chapter  10  of 
the  Code  (edition  of  1860),  "  that  any  person  intending  to  contest  the  election  of  another, 
as  senator  or  delegate  in  the  general  assembly  shall,  within  twenty-five  days  after  the  day  on 
which  the  election  commences,  give  to  the  other  notice  thereof  in  writing."  It  is  also  pro- 
vided substantially  by  section  1st,  chapter  8  (same  edition  of  the  Code),  "that  the  com- 
missioners superintending  the  election  at  the  courthouse  shall,  in  the  case  of  an  election  of 
a  delegate  or  delegates  for  a  county  having  a  separate  representation,  within  six  days  from 
the  cpmmencemeut  of  the  election,  examine  and  compare  the  several  polls  taken  in  the 
county,  and  ascertain,  declare  and  certify  the  result,"  &c.  So  that,  under  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  law,  though  a  person  contesting  the  election  of  another  as  a  delegate  in  the 
general  assembly,  would  have  to  give  the  notice  to  him  within  twenty-five  days  after  the 
day  on  which  the  election  commenced ;  yet  it  being  required  that  the  several  polls  shall  be 
examined  and  compared  within  six  days  after  the  election  commenced,  and  thus  the  result 
ascertained  and  declared,  it  will  be  perceived,  that  after  ascertaining  the  result  «f  the  elec- 
tion, the  person  contesting  would  then  have  nineteen  days  ren»aiuiug  of  the  original  twenty- 
five,  within  which  to  give  the  required  notice.  But  by  an  ordinance  of  the  convention 
(No.  U9),  passed  December  6th,  1861,  the  qualified  voters  of  the  conmionwealth  in  the  mili- 
tary service  are  authorized  to  vote  for  members  of  the  general  assembly  within  then  en- 
campments, and  the  poll  books  and  statement  of  the  result  are  directed  to  be  sent  to  the 
courthouse  of  the  coimty  for  which  the  election  was  held,  to  bo  delivered  to  the  officer  cou- 
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ducting  tlie  election  at  the  courthouse,  unless  the  county  is  in  the  possession  of  the  public 
enemy :  in  which  case,  they  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth. 
And  by  an  act  of  the  general  assembly,  passed  March  24th,  1863,  it  is  substantially  pro- 
vided, that  in  counties,  no  part  of  which  are  in  possession  of  the  public  enemy,  the  commis- 
sioners of  election,  whose  duty  it  is  to  do  so,  shall  meet  at  the  place  prescribed  by  law,  on 
the  thirtieth  day  from  the  commencement  of  the  election,  examine  and  compare  the  several 
poUs  taken  in  the  county  and  in  the  encampment  for  delegates  for  such  county,  and  ascer- 
tain, deliver  and  certify  the  result  of  the  election.  And  by  the  2d  section  of  the  same  act, 
so  much  of  the  1st,  2d  and  3d  sections  of  the  Code  (edition  of  1860)  as  is  in  conflict  with 
the  said  act,  is  suspended  during  the  present  war.  Thoirgh  by  the  said  ordinance  and  act 
of  the  assembly  provision  is  made  for  voting  in  the  encampment,  returning  the  polls  and 
certificates,  the  time  within  which  the  polls  are  to  be  examined,  compared,  &c.,  changing 
the  law  materially  in  that  respect,  no  change  whatever  is  made  in  the  time  within  which  no- 
tice is  to  be  given  by  a  person  contesting  the  election  of  another  as  delegate,  as  prescribed 
by  section  1st,  chapter  10th  of  the  Code  (edition  of  1860),  before  cited.  This  failure  on 
the  part  of  the  legislature  to  make  a  change  in  the  law  as  to  the  time  within  which  notice  is 
to  be  given  by  a  contestant,  so  as  to  accommodate  it  to  the  other  changes  in  the  election 
laws  referred  to,  could  not  have  been  otherwise  than  an  accidental  omission;  for  to  suppose 
differently,  would  be  to  presume  that  the  legislature  intended  to  deny  the  right  of  one  per- 
son to  contest  the  election  of  another,  as  the  notice  by  the  provisions  in  the  Code  is  required 
to  be  given  within  twenty-five  days  from  the  commencement  of  the  election,  when  by 
the  act  of  assembly  of  24th  of  March  1863  the  commissioners  of  election  are  required  not 
to  examine  and  compare  the  polls,  and  ascertain,  declare  and  certify  the  result  until  the  thir- 
tieth day  from  the'  commencement  of  the  election.  Thus  the  notice,  if  given  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  the  Code,  would  have  to  be  given  before  the  result  of  the  election  was 
ascertained  and  declared ;  which  would  be  absurd. 

Your  committee  therefore  consider  the  said  provisions  of  the  Code  as  to  the  time  within 
which  notice  is  to  be  given  by  the  person  contesting  the  election  of  another  as  a  delegate 
in  the  general  assembly,  is  in  conflict  with,  and  repugnant  to  the  said  provisions  of  the  act 
of  March  24th,  1863,  and  if  not  vu'tually  repealed  thereby,  is  thereby  suspended  so  long  as 
the  act  shall  continue  in  force. 

They  further  decide,  that  the  said  notice,  given  by  the  contestant  to  the  sitting  member, 
contesting  his  seat,  which  was  given  within  nine  days  from  the  day  on  which  the  polls 
were  examined  and  compared  by  the  commissioners,  and  the  result  of  the  election  ascer- 
tained and  declared,  was  given  within  the  time  required  by  the  spirit  and  intention  of  the 
law. 

The  returned  member  in  this  case  has  not  given  to  the  contestant  any  counter  notice,  but 
alleged,  and  offered  to  prove  by  a  witness  before  the  committee,  that  he  was  prepared,  and 
offered  to  give  the  notice  to  the  contestant,  one  day  after  the  time  had  expired  within  which 
he  was  requued  by  law  to  give  it,  and  moved  the  committee  that  he  should  then  be  autho- 
rized and  permitted  by  them  to  give  such  notice.  The  returned  member  having  admitted 
the  time  within  which  to  give  notice  to  the  contestant  had  been  permitted  to  pass  by  him 
before  offering  to  give  it,  the  committee  did  not  consider  it  proper  to  disregard  the  plain 
provision  of  the  law  as  to  the  time  within  which  this  notice  was  to  be  given,  and  rejected 
the  motion  in  behalf  of  the  returned  member  for  authority  to  give  the  notice. 

The  contestant,  in  his  said  notice  to  the  sitting  member,  does  not  seek  to  go  behind  the 
decision  of  the  commissioners  of  election  of  Halifax  county,  on  the  polls  before  them,  or 
their  retmn  made  thereon,  nor  does  he  object  in  the  notice  to  any  votes  on  said  polls,  but 
notifies  the  sitting  member  that  he  claims  and  will  insist  on  being  counted  for  him  by  the 
house  of  delegates  a  list  of  votes  specified  in  said  notice  as  having  been  given  for  him  by 
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qnalified  voters  of  the  county  of  Halifax,  absent  in  the  military  service,  the  poUs  of  which

Your  committee  further  report,  that  the  sitting  member  submitted  to  the  committee  a  copy 
of  a  certificate  (marked  B),  which  accompanies  this  report,  and  which  appears  to  have  been 
given  by  Captain  Charles  E.  Grandy,  Lieut.  William  T.  Peet  and  Lieut.  James  D.  Gale, 
commissioners  for  holding-  an  election  for  house  of  delegates  for  Halifax  county,  for  Lieut. 
Col.  John  J.  Garrett's  battalion  of  light  artillery;  which  certificate,  it  appears  by  an  en- 
dorsement thereon,  was  before  the  commissioners  of  election  for  Halifax  county,  and  rejected 
by  them  "  for  want  of  list  of  polls  or  poll  book,"  and  asked  that  the  vote  certified  to  by 
said  certificate  be  counted  or  allowed  by  the  committee. 

This  proposition  the  committee  rejected,  because  the  said  certificate  had  been  already  acted 
on  by  the  commissioners  of  Halifax  as  aforesaid,  and  rejected  by  them  for  want  of  polls, 
and  the  sitting  member  had  not  given  the  contestant  the  required  and  prescribed  notice  of 
his  intention  to  claim  the  votes  certified  to  by  said  certificate ;  and  further,  because  the  sit- 
ting member  did  not  produce  any  polls,  with  the  certificate,  before  the  committee,  to  sus- 
tain it. 

The  sitting  member  also  produced  before  the  committee  a  certificate  or  paper,  herewith 
filed  (marked  No.  6),  given  him  by  Lieut.  J.  S.  Watkins  and  James  L.  Hill,  as  superinten- 
dents of  the  election,  as  to  the  vote  cast  in  the  said  election  in  "Wright's  battery  from  Hali- 
fax county,  and  asked  that  the  vote  therein  certified  as  given  for  him  should  be  allowed  him 
and  counted  by  the  committee ;  which  j^roposition  was  rejected  bji  the  committee. 

The  sitting  member  likewise  asked  and  claimed  before  the  committee  that  the  list  of  pe- 
titioners, to  the  petition  of  Captain  E.  R.  Young  and  others,  referred  to  the  committee  by 
the  house,  and  herewith  returned  (marked  No.  7),  be  allowed  and  covmted  as  votes  for  him 
in  this  election ;  which  claim  of  the  sitting  member  was  overruled  and  rejected  by  the 
committee. 

For  rejecting  and  deciding  against  the  request  or  claim  of  the  sitting  member  in  regard  to 
the  above  certificate  of  Lieutenants  Watkins  and  Hill,  and  the  petition  of  Captain  Young 
and  others,  the  committee  deem  it  hardly  necessary  to  give  their  reasons,  but  will  state  that 
the  sitting  member  had  not  given  to  the  contestant  the  required  notice  of  his  intention  to 
claim  the  right  to  have  coiinted  for  him  in  this  case  the  votes  enumerated  in  the  certificate, 
or  the  petition,  or  indeed  any  other  notice,  and  moreover,  that  the  said  certificate  and  peti- 
tion did  not,  either  of  them,  come  up  to  or  fulfill  the  plain  letter  and  spirit  of  tlje  laws  on 
this  siibject.

MINORITY   REPORT. 


We,  the  undersigned,  a  minority  of  tlic  committee  of  privileges  and  elections,  having  had 
iindor  consideration  the  petition  of  George  H.  West,  who  contests  the  election  of  David 
Chalmers,  the  delegate  retin-ued  from  the  county  of  Halifax,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report : 

It  appears,  from  the  papers  in  the  case,  that  an  election  was  held  on  the  28th  day  of  May 
1863,  for  members  of  tlw  house  of  delegates  in  said  county  and  various  military  encamp- 
ments; and  on  the  27th  day  of  June,  which  was  the  thirtieth  day  after  said  election,  the 
commissioners  who  superintended  the  election  at  the  courthouse  proceeded,  in  accordance 
with  law,  to  compare  the  polls  which  had  been  returned  to  them  within  the  prescribed  time, 
and  also  to  count  the  votes  cast,  and  to  make  oiit  a  certificate  of  the  persons  elected.  E. 
Barksdalo  and  David  Chalmers  were  declared  duly  elected,  Chalmers  having  received  four 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  votes,  while  George  H.  West  received  only  three  hundred  and 
thirty-three  votes. 

It  further  appears  to  your  committee,  that  on  the  6th  day  of  July  1863  George  H.  West, 
the  contestant,  served  a  notice  on  David  Chalmers,  the  returned  member,  that  he  intended 
to  contest  his  right  to  a  seat  in  the  next  house  of  delegates ;  which  notice  we  concur  with 
the  majority  of  the  committee  in  declaring  legal  and  stifficient.  At  the  same  time  he  fur- 
nished him  with  a  list  of  votes  which  he  claimed  to  be  legally  cast  for  him,  and  insisted 
should  be  counted.  These  votes  were  cast  in  the  3d,  14th  and  .59th  regiments  of  Virginia 
infantry,  and  3d  regiment  of  Virginia  cavahy;  and  the  poll  books  had  been  sent  to  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  and  not  to  the  clerk  of  Halifax  county,  and  were  not 
counted  by  the  commissioners  at  Halifax  courthouse. 

It  further  appears,  from  the  papers  in  the  case,  that  the  returned  member  gave  no  counter 
notice  at  all  that  he  would  object  to  any  vote  at  the  courthouse  claimed  by  the  contestant, 
nor  that  he  would  claim  any  votes  rejected  by  the  commissioners,  but  offered  for  the  conside- 
ration of  the  committee  certain  papers  (marked  B,  No.  6  and  No.  7);  which  your'commitlee 
rejected,  for  reasons  assigned  in  the  majority  report. 

Your  committee  also  fully  concur  with  the  majority  committee  as  to  the  authenticity  aad 
genuineness  of  the  polls  claimed  to  be  counted  by  the  contestant,  and  believe  that  they 
should  be  allowed ;  but  it  is  the  opinion  of  yom*  committee  that  the  returned  member  can- 
not now  give  counter-notice  of  his  intention  to  contest  any  of  the  said  votes,  because  the 
time  has  long  since  expired  in  which  such  notice  should  have  been  given ;  and  if  such  no- 
tice was  allowed  to  be  given  now,  it  would  bo  impossible  for  the  contestant  to  prove  the  le- 
gality of  the  votes,  on  account  of  the  many  casualties  that  have  occuned  in  said  regiments 
.since  the  election,  and  the  migratory  life  of  the  soldier. 

On  examination  of  the  poll  books,  the  committee  find  the  vote  to  be  as  follows ;

It  appearing  that  George  H.  West  has  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  legally  cast,  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  he  was  duly  elected  one  of  the  representatives  of  Halifax  county  in 
the  present  house  of  delegates  of  Virginia,  and  we  recoromend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  that  David  Chalmers  is  not  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  house  of  delegates  of  the 
present  general  assembly  of  Virginia. 

2.  Resolved,  that  Geo.  H.  West  was  duly  elected  one  of  the  representatives  of  the  county 
of  Halifax  in  the  present  general  assembly.

REPORT. 


The  joint  committee  to  whom  has  been  referred  the  message  of  the  governor  of  this  com- 
monwealth, inviting  the  attention  of  the  general  assembly,  to  an  accompanying  "  commu- 
nication from  the  governor  of  Georgia,  relative  to  supply  of  salt,"  beg  leave  to  report : 

vThat  they  have  had  the  subject  therein  refenod  to  under  careful  consideration,  and  can 
tind  nothing  in  the  character  of  the  rules  adopted  bj'  the  board  of  public  wnvks,  touching 
the  transportation  of  salt,   which  would  justify  the  conclusion  that  "our  sister  state  of. 
Georgia  has  been  shamefully  treated,"  or  require  the  interposition  of  the  general  assembh 
to  "  rebuke  it." 

Your  committee  appreciate  v<'ry  fully  the  importance  as  well  as  the  propriety  of  cultiva- 
ting relations  of  comity  and  kindness  between  the  states  of  this  Confederacy.  Engaged  a.s 
they  are  in  a  common  struggle,  and  dependent  in  great  measure  upon  the  prevalence  of  a 
spirit  of  harmony  and  brotherhood  for  the  ultimate  triumph  which  they  hope  to  achieve,  it- 
is  the  obvious  policy  of  the  several  states  to  avoid,  in  their  commercial  intercourse,  any 
measure  which  may  lead  to  discord  and  discontent. 

Nevertheless,  your  committee  cannot  consider  it  reasonable  that  this  principle  should  b»> 
carried  to  such  an  extent  as  lo  absorb  all  other  considerations.  It  must  be  hold  in  subser- 
viency to  the  higher  obligation,  under  which  every  government  is  laid,  to  provide  specially 
for  the  safety  and  welfare  of  its  own  people.  And  tested  by  this  standard,  the  conduct  of 
the  board  of  public  works  has  been,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  entirely  unexcep- 
tionable. For,  while  it  would  be  gross  illiberality  in  the  authorities  of  the  state  of  Virginia 
to  deny  to  any  of  her  sister  states  all  proper  facilities  for  sharing  in  the  benefit  to  be  derived 
from  the  production  and  distribution  of  an  adequate  supply  of  salt,  it  would  be  manifest  in- 
ju.stice  to  her  own  people  to  permit  the  enjoyment  of  such  privileges  in  such  manner  as  to 
deprive  them  of  advantages  to  which  they  are  properly  entitled. 

As  your  committee  understand  the  resolution  of  the  board  of  pubhc  works  in  relation  to 
this  subject,  it  provides  in  substance  as  follows : 

"That  foreign  trains  shall  be  permitted  to  run  upon  the  rail  roads  of  this  commonwealth, 
upon  condition  that  such  trains  shall  transport  the  salt  manufactured  by  states,  when  await- 
ing transportation,  in  preference  to  salt  manufactured  on  private  account,  or  for  purposes  of 
speculation." 

The  effect  of  this  rule  would  seem  to  be  to  insure  to  the  people  of  the  states  interested  iti 
the  production  of  salt,  an  adequate  supply  upon  the  most  reasonable  terms,  and  to  protect 
them  against  the  evils  of  speculation  and  extortion.  It  certainly  cannot  be  regarded  as  im- 
proper that  this  state  should  require  that  trains  of  other  states,  after  transporting  the  salt  of 
such  states,  should  transport  for  the  state  of  Virginia  before  trani^porting  the  salt  of  private 
manufacturers,  whose  interest  it  is  to  sell  at  extortionate  prices. 

This  rule,  properly  construed,  does  not  give  the  state  of  Virginia  any  priority  in  the  us*' 
of  foreign  trains  over  the  states  to  which  such  trains  belong.     If  such  has  been  the  result 
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in  any  case,  it  must  have  been  due  to  the  uncertainty  which  attached  to  the  true  character 
of  some  of  the  enterprises  purporting  to  bo  conducted  on  state  account. 

A  repetition  of  such  mistakes  may  be  effectually  prevouted,  by  adopting  such  rules  as 
will  certainly  fix  the  true  relation  which  such  enterprises  bear  to  the  several  states.  To  ac- 
complish this  object,  your  conunittee  submit  the  passage  by  the  general  assembly  of  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved  by  the  general  assembly,  that  the  power  conferred  by  the  act  of  March  30th, 
1863,  upon  the  superintendent  of  salt  works  to  control  (under  the  control  of  the  board  of  ■ 
supervisors)  transportation  on  the  several  rail  roads  of  the  commonwealth,  for  the  convey- 
ance of  supplies  to  the  salt  works,  «S&c.,  shall,  so  far  as  trains  belonging  to  other  states  are 
concerned,  be  exercised  so  as  to  allow  transportation  by  said  trains  in  the  following  order  of 
priority : 

1st — To  the  transportation  necessary  for  the  Confederate  States  government. 

2d — To  the  ti'ansportation  necessary  for  the  state  owning  or  employing  such  trains,  in  the 
production  and  distribution  of  salt  made  by  such  state  for  the  supply  of  its  own  citizens, 
and  not  the  subject  of  speculation.  In  ascertaining  the  true  character  of  any  of  the  works 
employed  in  the  manufacture  of  salt,  the  certificate  of  the  governor  of  any  state,  under  the 
seal  thereof,  shall  be  regarded  as  unquestionable  evidence  of  the  facts  stated  therein. 

3d — To  the  transportation  necessary  for  the  state  of  Virginia,  in  the  production  and  dis- 

tribntion  of  salt. 

4th — To  the  transportation  necessary  for  private  citizens  or  corporations  of  the  state 
owning  or  employing  said  trains. 

Your  committee  submit  herewith  a  communication  from  the  board  of  supervisors,  and 
also  a  communication  from  the  Hon.  B.  H.  Bigham,  agent  for  Georgia.

EPORT. 


The  joint  committee  to  whom,  by  resolution  ot  the  general  assembly,  passed  on  the  24th 
day  of  Septombor  186",  was  referred  the  report  of  t)ie  board  of  public  works,  acting  as 
supervisors  of  salt  works,  dated  on  the  11th  September  18!i:?.  and  the  h< conipjmying  docu- 
ments, with  instructions,  &c,,  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  they  have  had  under  careful  and  diligent  consideration  the  subjects  referred  to  thoni 
by  said  resolution,  and  that  by  reason  of  the  large  volume  of  testimony  taken,  and  now  iu 
course  of  being  taken  by  the  parties  to  the  contract  of  March  2.5th,  18(>:},  and  by  the  state 
superintendent,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  taking  of  depositions  is  not  yet  coiTipleted, 
your  committee  are  unable  to  make  a  full  and  final  report  to  the  gentsral  assembly  at  its 
present  called  session.  They  therefore  content  themselves  with  a  partial  report,  asking  leave 
of  the  two  houses  to  make  a  further  and  final  report  during  the  next  regular  session  of  the 
assembly. 

In  consequence  of  the  delay  in  getting  possession  of  the  ten  furnaces  leased  to  the  state, 
involving  a  loss  of  more  than  two  months,  and  further  loss  of  time  on  the  state  works,  by 
the  failure  of  Stuart.  Buchanan  &  Co.  to  deliver  brine  in  an  adequate  quantity  to  the 
superiiltendent,  and  other  causes,  he  has  been  unable  to  manufacture  the  full  quantity  of 
salt  needed  by  the  people,  at  and  before  the  pork  packing  season.  This  deficit  your  com- 
mittee propose  to  supply,  in  part  at  least,  by  the  purchase  from  Stuart,  Buclianan  &  Co., 
and  Charles  Scott  &  Co.,  of  forty  thousand  bushels  of  inspected  salt,  delivera])le  in  the 
months  of  November  and  December;  a  memorandum  of  which  contract,  duly  executed,  is 
herewith  filed  as  part  of  this  report. 

Your  committee  hope  that  this  amount,  in  addition  to  the  amount  which  the  state  super- 
intendent will  have  delivered  to  the  counties  by  the  :^lst  December  (say  about  375,000 
bushels),  together  with  the  d(!livery  yet  to  be  made  by  Stuart,  Buchanan  &,  Co.  and 
Charles  Seot^<fc.  Co.,  under  county  c<mtracts,  and  the  contract  made  by  the  gavernor,  will 
furnish  a  full  and  adequate  supply  to  the  people  for  packing  purposes.  And  your  committee 
may  add,  that  from  information  derived  from  the  president  of  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee 
rail  road,  the  transportation  of  the  above  amounts  of  salt,  superadded  to  its  existing  obliga- 
tions to  the  confederate  government,  will  tax  the  means  of  the  companj'  to  its  ntmo.'it  ca- 
pacity. And  it  should  be  further  stated,  ttiat  by  reason  of  the  pro-existing  engaw'enients  of 
•^tu-art,  Buchanan  iV  Cu.  and  Ciii^.les  .^oou  i^  Co.  v\  ill;  the  confederate  government,  v^-ith 
the  counties  and  with  the  governor,  your  committee  are  satisfied  that  it  would  not  bo  within 
their  power  to  produce  and  deliver  to  the  state,  within  the  .specified  time,  a  larger  amount 
than  the  40,000, bushels  contracted  for  as  above  stated. 

Your  committee  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  so  far  as  they  have  beeh  enabled  to  form  au 
opinion  from  the  evidence  before  them,  including  a  personal  inspection  of  the  salt  works, 
they  are  satisfied  that  the  failure  upon  the  part  of  the  state  superintendent  to  supply  tin- 
expected  quantity  of  .salt,  is  not  due  to  any  want  of  efficiency  upon  his  part,  but  that  hi.s- 
discharge  of  the  arduous  duties  devolved  upon  him  has  been  markt^d  by  a  degree  of  energy, 
industry  and  fidelity  rarely  met  with  in  a  pablic  agent. 
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Your  committee  are  of  opinion,  as  well  from  their  personal  view  at  the  salt  works  as  from 
their  whole  investigation  of  the  subject,  that  the  net  of  March  30,  18(53,  did  not  provide  an 
adequate  corps  of  assistants  for  the  superintendent,  and  that  it  will  be  true  economy  to  add 
to  his  force  such  aid  as  practical  experience  has  demonstrated  to  be  necessary  for  the  most 
energetic  prosecution  of  the  important  work  entrusted  to  hiin.  They  are  likewise  satisfied 
that  the  compensation  of  said  assistants  is  inadequate,  and  should  be  increased. 

Your  committefe  have  likewise  had  tiuder  consideration  the  provisions  of  the  existing 
inspection  law,  and  have  agreed  that  it  should  be  modified  as  folloAvs :  1st — So  as  to  increase 
the  fees  of  the  inspector  to  one-half  a  cent  per  bushel  of  all  salt  inspected  by  him,  including 
that  heretofore  inspected.  His  fees  at  present  would  not  compensate  him  for  the  materials 
employed  in  marking,  iidly — So  as  to  pi'ovide  for  the  inspection  of  all  salt  manufactured 
and  sold  in  this  state,  but  with  a  provision  exempting  from  inspection  salt  manufactured  by 
other  states,  which  shall  not  be  sold  in  this  state. 

They  have,  also  agreed  upon  the  propriety  of  so  amending  the  act  passed  March  30,  1863, 
entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  production  and  distribution  of  salt,  as  to  provide : 

1st — Th.Ht  when  it  shall  be  necessary,  in  order  to  exercise  the  power  of  impressment  given 
by  that  act.  to  use  force,  the  sheriff  of  the  county  may  be  required  to  furnish  the  necesssury 
assistance. 

2d — That  when  real  estate  or  fuel  shall  be  the  subject  of  impressment,  possos.sion  of  the 
Fame  may  be  taken  so  soon  as  the  assessor  upon  behalf  of  the  commonwealth  shall  be  ap- 
pointed, without  awaiting  further  proceedings. 

3d — That  the  county  and  corporation  agentjs  authorized  to  receive  salt,  shall  be  appointed 
only  in  the  manner  contemplated  by  the  11th  section  of  said  act,  as  it  originally  stood,  and 
should  be  required  to  give  bond,  with  sufficient  security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties. 

Your  committee  hope  that  the  propriety  of  these  changes  may  appear,  without  the  presen- 
tation of  arguments  to  enforce  them.  With  regard  to  the  last  change  above  proposed,  they 
would  however  remark,  that  they  consider  it  indispensable  to  guard  the  people  of  the  com- 
monwealth against  great  injustice,  if  not  against  gross  frauds. 

A  joint  resolution  and  bills  designed  to  carry  out  the  views  of  your  committee,  have  been 
prepared,  and  are  herewith  reported.

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MESSAGE. 


executi\t:  department, 

Richmond,  Va.,  Dec.  7, 1863. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates  : 

This  is  the  last  regular  communicatioQ  which  I  will  have  the  honor  to 
present  to  the  general  assembly  before  the  close  of  my  oflScial  term.  I  tust,  therefore,  that 
it  will  not  bo  deemed  inappropriate  to  the  occasion  to  review  briefly  the  occurrences  of  the 
j)ast  four  years,  with  which,  by  reason  of  my  official  position,  I  have  been  intimately  and 
directly  connected. 

This  has  been  a  most  striking  and  eventfiil  period  in  our  history ;  and  I  can  refer  with 
pride  and  satisfaction  to  the  part  which  Virginians  have  played  in  this  struggle  for  liberty 
and  independence.  No  more  important  struggle  has  ever  occurred,  whether  we  look  to  the 
principles  involved,  the  objects  to  be  attained,  or  the  gigantic  proportions  it  has  assumed. 
This  war  has  been  waged  by  our  enemies  not  to  preserve  the  principles  and  obligations  of  a 
written  constitution,  nor  the  rights  of  persons,  nor  the  rights  of  property,  nor  the  institu- 
tions of  the  country,  but  to  gratify  a  feeling  of  undying  hate  for  a  people  who  had  neither 
inflicted  wrong  nor  injustice  upon  them.  We  were  content  to  live  separate  and  distinct;  to 
pursue  our  interests  and  our  business  relations,  without  interference  on  their  part.  We  had 
ascertained  that  we  could  not  live  with  them,  and  we  desired  to  separate  in  peace,  and  live 
an  independent  and  distinct  people. 

We  foresaw,  years  ago,,  what  would  be  the  result  of  the  agitation  of  the  slavery  question, 
and  the  continued  encroachments  which  were  being  made  upon  our  rights.  We  admonished 
them  that  their  policy  would  sooner  or  later  bring  about  a  dissolution  of  the  Union;  and 
they  were  appealed  to,  upon  the  floor  of  our  legislative  assemblies,  through  the  press,  and 
in  every  conceivable  mode,  to  spare  the  country  the  horrors  of  civil  strife,  and  the  sad  scenes 
through  which  we  are  now  passing.  Our  admonitions  and  appeals  were  addressed  to  un- 
patriotic and  listless  hearers — they  fell  unheeded — they  persevered  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
policy — and  the  results  are  now  before  us. 

What  a  spectacle  is  now  presented  in  what  was  once  the  United  States !  For  almost  a 
century  a  government  ordained  and  established  by  our  fathers,  which  had  for  its  object  the 
formation  of  a  more  perfect  union,  the  establishment  of  justice,  the  insurance  of  domestic 
tranquillity,  provision  for  the  common  defence,  promotion  of  the  general  welfare,  aad  the 
security  of  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  themselves  and  their  posterity,  has  been  destroyed. 
The  constitution  which  they  formed  was  wisely  adapted  to  accomplish  these  desirable  ends ; 
and  if  administered  in  its  spirit  and  according  to  its  letter,  how  widely  different  would  have 
been  the  condition  of  our  country  to-day.  Instead  of  civil  strife  and  dissension,  bloodshed, 
and  all  the  horrors  attendant  upon  a  state  of  war,  we  should  have  had  peace,  quiet,  order, 
prosperity  and  contcutineut.  Our  rights,  our  institutions,  public  and  private  property  pro- 
perly respected,  would  have  insured  the  permanency  and  continued  success  of  our  great 
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experiment  in  government,  and  we  should  have  continued  to  increase  in  power  and  influ- 
ence, until  our  fame  and  greatness  would  have  overshadowed  the  earth,  and  furnished  an 
example  that  all  would  have  been  proud  to  emulate  and  imitate.  We  were  on  the  highway 
to  national  distinction,  and  were  advancing  with  a  progress  unexampled  in  history,  when 
fanaticism  and  malignity,  a  love  of  power  and  a  desire  for  plunder  interposed  to  check  the 
tide  of  our  prosperity,  to  paralyze  the  efforts  and  energies  of  our  people,  and  to  drive  them 
from  the  quiet  pursuits  of  peace  into  the  troubled  ways  of  war.  They  succeeded,  and  are 
answerable  this  day  for  all  the  blood  that  has  been  shed,  and  all  the  sadness,  gloom  and  dis- 
tress that  have  overwhelmed  the  land. 

This  struggle  is  not  in  its  origin  unlike  the  contest  of  1776.  The  causes  which  inaugu- 
rated that  great  struggle,  and  which  resulted  so  gloriously,  are  almost  identical  with  those 
which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  the  present.  Samuel  Adams  of  Massachusetts,  a  state  in 
that  day  devoted  to  liberty  and  the  cause  of  free  government,  described  the  contest  with  the 
mother  country.  Dates  changed,  and  names  altered,  how  admirably  and  strikingly  it  ap- 
plies to  our  day  and  our  struggle.  The  cause  of  contest  is  the  same.  The  great  principle, 
that  men  should  have  that  form  of  government  which  is  best  adapted  to  their  circumstances 
and  condition — that  they  should  have  protection  for  private  and  personal  rights  and  for 
property — that  they  should  separate  in  peace,  if  their  interests  demanded  it — and  should 
establish  such  government  as  would  best  secure  the  ends  of  justice,  and  insure  the  welfare 
of  the  people,  lie  at  the  foundation  of  this  struggle.  The  extract  is  so  full,  so  apposite,  and 
bears  so  directly  upon  the  present  condition  of  affairs,  that  I  cannot  refrain  from  quoting  it, 
&3  a  justification  of  the  present  position  of  the  south,  and  an  ample  vindication  of  their 
motives,  their  conduct  and  their  action. 

"  This  day,  my  countrymen,  this  day,  I  trust,  the  reign  of  political  protestantism  will 
commence.  We  have  explored  the  temple  of  royalty,  and  found  that  the  idol  we  bowed 
down  to  has  eyes  which  see  not,  ears  which  hear  not  our  prayers,  and  a  heart  like  the 
nether  millstone.  We  have  this  day  restored  the  sovereign  to  whom  alone  men  ought  to 
be  obedient.  He  reigns  in  Heaven,  and  with  propitious  eyes  beholds  his  subjects  assuming 
that  freedom  of  thought  and  dignity  of  sell-direction  which  he  bestowed  upon  them.  From 
the  rising  to  the  setting  sun,  may  his  kingdom  come. 

"Political  right  and  public  happiness,  my  countrymen,  are  different  words  for  the  same 
idea.  Those  who  wander  into  metaphysical  labyrinths,  or  have  recourse  to  original  con- 
tracts, to  determine  the  rights  of  men,  either  impose  on  themselves,  or  mean  to  delude 
others.     Public  utility  is  the  only  certain  criterion. 

"Ye  darkeners  of  counsel,  who  would  make  the  property,  lives  and  religion  of  millions 
depend  on  the  evasive  interpretations  of  musty  parchments — who  would  send  us  to  anti- 
quated charters  of  uncertain  and  contradictory  meaning,  to  prove  that  the  present  genera- 
tion are  not  bound  to  be  victims  to  cruel  and  unforgiving  despotism — tell  us  whether  our 
pious  and  generous  ancestors  bequeathed  to  us  the  miserable  privilege  of  having  the  re- 
wards of  our  honest  industry,  the  fruits  of  those  fields  which  they  purchased  and  bled  for, 
wrested  from  us  at  the  will  of  men  over  whom  we  have  no  check  ?  Did  they  contract  for  us, 
that,  with  folded  arms,  we  should  expect  from  bratal  and  inflamed  invaders  that  justice  and 
mercy  which  had  been  denied  to  our  supplications  at  the  foot  of  the  throne  ?  Were  we  to 
hear  with  indifference  our  character  as  a  people  ridiculed  ?  Did  they  promise  for  us  that 
our  meekness  and  patience  should  be  insulted,  that  our  coasts  should  be  harassed,  our  towns 
demohshed  and  plundered,  our  wives  and  offspring  exposed  to  destitution,  hunger  and 
death,  without  our  feeling  the  resentment  of  men— without  our  exerting  those  powers  of 
self-preservation  which  God  has  given  us  ? 

"No  man  had  once  a  greater  veneration  for  Englishmen  than  I  entertained.  They  were 
dear  to  me  as  branches  of  the  same  parental  trunk,  as  partalcers  of  the  same  religion  and  • 
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laws.  I  still  vifiw  with  respect  the  remains  of  the  British  constitntion,  even  as  I  M'onld  a 
'lifeless  body  which  had  once  been  animated  by  a  great  ;ind  heroic  soul.  But  when  I  am 
roused  by  the  din  of  arms;  when  I  behold  legions  of  foreign  assassins  paid  by  Ev<rlhhmen 
to  imbue  their  hands  in  our  blood ;  when  I  tread  over  the  uncoftined  bones  of  my  country- 
men, neighbors  and  friends — when  I  see  the  locks  of  a  venerable  father  torn  by  savage 
hands,  and  a  feeble  mother  clasping  her  infants  to  her  bosom,  and  on  her  knees  imploring 
their  lives  from  her  own  slaves,  whom  Englishmen  have  lured  to  treachery  and  murder—: 
Avhen  I  behold  my  country,  once  the  seat  of  industry,  peace  and  plenty,  changed  by 
Englislim.cn  to  a  theatre  of  blood  and  misery.  Heaven  forgive  mc,  if  I  cannot  root  out 
those  passions  which  it  has  implanted  in  my  bosom  !  Heaven  forgive  me  if,  with  tooTOsent- 
ful  and  impetuous  a  scorn,  I  dotest  submission  to  a  people  who  have  either  ceased  to  be 
human,  or  have  not  virtue  enough  to  feel  their  own  servitude  and  abasement!" 

If  the  reasons  assigned  by  Mr.  Adams  were  snffici(-nt  to  justify  the  American  revolution, 
and  the  judgment  of  the  world  has  so  decided — if  they  were  sufficient  to  justify  him  in 
scouting  the  idea  of  reunion  between  the  colonies  and  the  mother  country,  is  not  the  case 
equally  strong  in  our  justification  ?  What  wrong,  what  outrage  perpetrated  by  Great 
Britain  upon  our  ancestors,  has  not  been  greatlj'  exceeded  by  the  Lincoln  government  in 
our  own  case?  If  the  conduct  of  England  aroused  the  passions  and  inflamed  the  preju- 
dices and  excited  the  impetuous  scorn  of  Mr.  Adams,  surely,  when  the  vandals  of  the  north 
liave  sought  to  destroy  the  peace  and  prosperity,  to  ruin  the  industry  and  waste  the  abun- 
dance of  the  south,  we  may  be  forgiven  for  entertaining  feelings  of  bitter  resentment  and 
uncompromising  hostility  against  the  authors  of  these  inhuman  acts. 

This  war  has  now  been  in  progress  nearly  three  years.  Wiiatev(.'r  of  respect,  or  confi- 
dence or  aficctiou  existed  at  the  commencement  of  our  troubles,  has  been  eifectually  crusht^d 
and  forever  destroyed.  There  is  not  even  the  shadow  of  a  possibility  that  respect  can  be 
revived,  or  confideuce  restored,  or  atfi'ction  renewed.  The  chain  that  bouud  us  together 
has  been  broken,  and  can  never  be  reunited — the  magniHcent  structure  reared  by  our  wise 
and  patriotic  forefathers,  has  fallen  into  ruins,  aud  it  can  never  be  reconstructed.  The 
union  they  formed,  the  government  they  established,  have  had  their  allotted  time,  and  are 
now  numbered  with  the  things  that  arc  gone.  A  people  imbiuid  with  sound  principles  and 
animated  by  a  proper  spirit,  \\  ho  hate  us  with  the  intensity  which  the  northern  people  have 
exhibited,  and  who  know  that  we  d(.'test  them,  would  not  desire  a  longer  alliance.  Honor, 
justice,  propriety — every  consideration  that  should  influences  good  and  patriotic  men,  show 
the  necessity  of  our  eternal  separation. 

It  is  said  we  have  some  men  amongst  us  who  are  the  advocates  of  what  they  call  an  ho- 
norable peace,  which,  when  properly  interpreted,  means  nothing  more  nor  less  than  sub- 
mission. It  is  pleasant  to  know  that  the  number  of  such  men  is  small — but  whether  large  or 
small,  spurn  them  all  as  yoti  would  the  viper.  Men  w  ho  preach  peace  under  present  cir- 
cumstances are  false  to  us  and  to  the  Confederacy.  It  is  time  enough  to  speak  of  an  honor- 
able peace  wh'-n  Lincoln  shall  have  withdrawn  his  armies  from  our  soil. 

• 

The  apology  for  inaugurating  this  bloody  war  was  the  preservation  of  the  Union.     The 

reason  now  avowed  for  its  continuance  is  the  abolition  of  slavery  and  the  sul)jugation  of 
the  south.  The  real  object  of  the  struggle  was  not  stated  in  the  beginning;  but  as  time 
wore  on,  and  fanaticism,  foiled  in  all  its  efforts,  became  more  violent  and  intolerant,  all 
disguise  was  thrown  aside,  and  the  policy  and  purpose  boldly  avowed.  Our  enemy  to-day, 
with  all  the  aid  of  the  seventeen  hundred  thousand  men  he  has  placed  in  the  field,  and  with 
all  the  ai)pliances  and  vast  preparations  he  could  bring  to  bear  against  us,  now  finds  him- 
self in  very  much  the  sanui  situation  he  occupied  a  year  ago.  Before  he  shall  attain  the 
end  of  his  effort  at  subjugatiou,  untold  niillions  nuist  bo  exjiended  and  numberless  livea 
must  be  sacrificed.     We  must  be  patient  aud  endvu'ing,  energetic,  determined  and  cou-

rageous,  and  the  result  is  certain.  The  war  may  last  long ;  but  if  we  maintain  the  spirit 
with  which  we  started  out,  the  result  cannot  be  doubtful.  Our  liberties  will  be  achieved 
and  our  independence  fimily  established.  They  greatly  exceed  us  in  numbers ;  but  we 
take  comfort  from  the  assurance,  furnished  bj^  divine  authority,  that  "  the  battle  is  not 
always  to  the  strong."  That  Providence  which  has  heretofore  watched  over  us,  and  given 
to  us  victory  upon  so  many  hardly  contested  fields,  will  still  be  with  us,  if  we  are  faithful 
to  him  and  true  to  ourselves.  So  far,  we  have  accomplished  all — nay  more  than  we  could 
have  reasonably  anticipated.  We  have  an  army  in  the  field  well  appointed  and  well  equip- 
ped, unsurpassed  in  spirit,  unequaled  in  devotion  to  the  cause,  enured  to  service,  disci- 
plined, true  and  courageous.  Our  people,  old  and  young,  male  and  female,  are  of  one  mind 
in  their  hatred  of  the  Yankees,  and  in  their  determination  to  separate  from  them.  Can  such 
a  people  be  brought  under  a  tyrant's  power,  and  be  forced  to  submit  to  a  tyrant's  exactions  ? 

Can  such  a  people  be  conquered  and  subjugated  ?     Never ! 

« 

This  is  a  cause  in  which  all  are  equally  interested.  Its  principles  operate  alike  upon  the 
poor  and  the  rich,  the  humble  and  the  exalted.  The  blessings  of  liberty  are  dear  alike  to 
all,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  all  to  unite  their  efforts  and  energies  in  the  struggle  to  secure  them 
for  themselves  and  their  posterity.  We  are  so  linked  together,  so  mutually  dependent,  that 
any  disaster  which  overtakes  one  class,  operates  more  or  less  prejudicially  upon  the  inte- 
rests of  all  others  in  the  same  community.  The  frarae-'work  of  society  is  made  up  of  many 
parts,  and  each  is  necessary  to  give  strength  and  beauty  to  the  structure.  The  man,  there- 
fore, who  undertakes  to  demonstrate  that  the  interests  of  all  classes  of  society  amongst  us 
are  not  identical,  is  an  enemy  to  our  cause  and  its  success.  Such  men  are  unworthy  of 
confidence,  and  merit  the  frowns  and  the  scorn  of  the  people  they  would  betray.  The  men 
who  talk  thus  are  indifferent  to  our  success,  and  they  should  be  marked  and  watched.  In 
the  main,  they  are  men  who  were  active  in  bringing  about  the  present  war,  but  who  have 
taken  peculiar  pains  to  keep  out  of  the  fight.  I  happen  to  know  of  a  number  of  such  in 
our  own  state,  who  have  domiciled  themselves  and  their  families  in  soft  places,  and  have 
thus  escaped  the  dangers  of  the  field.  They  were  for  commotion  and  agitation,  not  for  a 
fight,  and  they  should  now  be  constrained  into  active  service,  and  take  their  chances  for 
martyrdom  in  a  glorious  cause. 

Men  who  had  no  right  to  ask  or  expect  exemption  from  active  service  in  the  field,  are 
found  comfortably  ensconced  in  the  commissary  or  quartermaster's  departments,  or  in  the 
lying  in  hospitals,  prepared  by  the  nitre  and  mining  bureau,  which  has  scattered  its  opera- 
tions over  the  whole  face  of  the  state.  All  these  places  could  be  filled  with  infinitely  more 
advantage  and  profit  to  the  Confederacy,  by  men  of  age,  experience,  and  matured  judg- 
ment, who  are  beyond  the  military  age,  and  unfit  for  service.  Young  men  in  too  many  in- 
stances hold  such  positions,  and  justice  demands  that  they  should  be  in  thfeir  appropriate 
places  in  the  field.  The' fact  that  these  men  are  kept  in  such  positions,  for  which  they  pos- 
sess no  superior  qualifications  over  hundreds  of  others  exempt  from  military  duty  by  reason 
of  age  or  physical  disability,  operates  prejudicially  to  the  public  interest,  and  sows  the  seeds 
of  dissension  and  strife,  which  will  sooner  or  later  produce  a  harvest  of  mischief  These 
may  be  regarded  by  soiae  as  unimportant  matters,  but  still  they  are  worthy  of  consideration, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  be  speedily  changed  and  corrected.  The  public  interest  de- 
mands this,  and  what  the  public  interest  demands  no  representative  of  the  people  should  be 
afraid  to  execute. 

The  manner  in  which  the  impressment  system  has  been  conducted  has  produced  incal- 
culable mischief.  The  agents  selected  have  too  frequently  been  men  who  possessed  neither 
manners  nor  business  qualifications,  and  the  result  has  been  that  they  have  caused  in  the 
minds  of  multitudes  of  well  meaning  men  great  diss.^tisfaction  with  the  confederate  govern- 
ment. If  men  of  age,  experience  and  practical  judgment  were  selected  to  fill  these  posi- 
tions, the  ends  which  the  government  has  in  view  would  be  accomplished,  and  no  preju-  ' 
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dice  in  the  public  mind  would  be  created.  Young  and  inexperienced  hands  have  too  often 
been  charged  with  the  execution  of  this  branch  of  business,  and  from  all  I  have  learned,  I 
am  satisfied  that  they  have  not  unfrequently  been  sent  out  without  the  necessary  written 
instruction ;  and  the  manner  in  which  their  duties  have  been  performed  has  created  the 
utmost  dissatisfaction.  Legislation  is  required  for  the  protection  of  our  people  against  the 
impositions  practiced  by  impressment  ofEcers  and  persons  claiming  to  be  such,  and  I  trust 
it  will  be  had  at  this  session. 

The  practice  of  overrunning  tho  counties  of  the  state,  and  leaving  notices,  cither  verbal 
or  written,  that  the  whole  of  each  farmer's  crop  of  wheat,  corn  and  provender  is  impressed 
for  the  government,  without  taking  it  away,  or  giving  certificates  of  the  quantity  impressed, 
and  without  ascertaining  the  liability  of  the  government  for  its  value,  is  not  only  unlawful 
in  itself,  but  calculated  to  starve  out  the  non-producing  classes  in  every  state.  It  is  proper 
that  our  armies  should  be  fed,  and  that  the  government  should  be  furnished  with  adequate 
supplies  for  the  purpose ;  but  judicious  officers  ought  to  estimate  the  quantity  that  may  be 
necessary ;  and  having  done  that,  should  apportion  the  impressment  according  to  the  quan- 
tities on  hand  in  each  neighborhood,  leaving  a  portion  to  each  farmer,  to  be  disposed  of  for 
the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  cities  and  the  poor  of  the  country.  If  any  other  sys- 
tem be  adopted,  distress,  dissatisfaction  and  starvation  will  be  inevitable. 

The  harboring  of  deserters,  and  the  aid  extended  to  them  in  facilitating  their  passag^  from 
point  to  point  on  their  way  home,  is  a  most  serious  evil,  and  legislation  is  imperatively  de- 
manded for  its  correction.  A  number  of  disloyal  persons  arrested  under  the  orders  of  con- 
federate officers  for  giving  aid  to  deserters,  have  been  brought  from  time  to  time  to  Rich- 
mond, and  after  remaining  here  in  confinement  for  a  short  time,  have  been  discharged,  and 
in  numerous  instances  have  returned  to  their  homes  and  exhibited  a  far  worse  spirit  than 
before  their  arrest.  Such  offences  should  be  severely  punished,  as  their  effects  upon  the 
discipline  and  organization  of  the  army  are  exceedingly  prejudicial.  I  commend  this  sub- 
ject to  yom-  early  attention,  and  earnestly  recommend  the  passage  of  such  a  law  as  will  cure 
the  evil.  The  law  introduced  at  the  last  session  was  in  my  judgment  unnecessarily  harsh 
in  its  provisions,  but  1  feel  persuaded  that  your  wisdom  can  suggest  such  a  law  as  will  fully 
meet  the  case. 

In  this,  as  well  as  in  many  other  matters,  state  legislation  can  render  essential  aid  to  the 
confederate  authorities  in  the  performance  of  their  arduous  and  responsible  duties.  Such 
aid  should  at  all  times  be  cheerfully  and  promptly  furnished.  Wc  have  much  at  stake,  and 
united  action  and  concurrent  legislation  will  do  much  to  insure  our  success  in  this  impor- 
tant crisis.  In  unity  there  is  strength ;  and  it  is  the  first  duty  of  every  good  citizen  to  cul- 
tivate a  spirit  of  harmony  between  state  and  confederati'  authorities,  so  that  they  may  prove 
mutual  supports  each  to  the  other.  Strengthen  the  bond  of  confidence,  by  encouraging 
kindly  feeling,  and  by  dealing  liberally  and  justly  with  our  sister  states  of  the  Southern 
Confederacy — make  us  feel  that  we  have  a  common  interest,  which  can  only  be  upheld  and 
maintained  by  common  efforts;  and  above  all,  impress  us  with  the  important  truth,  that  if 
we  would  succeed,  we  must  be  thoroughly  united  in  feeling,  in  sentiment,  in  effort  and  in 
action.  It  is  in  our  power  to  achieve  success  in  this  noble  struggle ;  and  if  we  fail,  we  will 
have  none  to  blame  but  ourselves.  Our  cause  is  the  cause  of  liberty,  and  whoso  attempts 
to  crush  it,  will  find  his  efforts  vain — that  the  spark  cannot  be  extinguished,  and  will 
eventually  burst  into  a  flame  that  will  illumine  and  cheer  the  hearts  of  the  down-trodden 
and  oppressed  throughout  tho  world.  If  we  have  any  amongst  us  who  are  despondent 
(and  I  am  well  satisfied  there  are  but  few),  let  them  take  courage. 

Reunion  and  reconstruction  are  but  synonyms  for  submission.  The  man  who  can  assent 
to  reunion  or  reconstruction,  is  unworthy  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of  liberty  and  free  princi- 
ples, and  deserves  to  suffer  tho  horrors  of  subjugation  at  the  bands  of  our  vandal  enemies. 
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They  have  already  proclaimed  their  purpose  to  strip  us  of  our  slave  property ;  and  as  far  as 
this  purpose  could  be  accomplished  by  them,  they  have  removed  it,  in  common  with  every 
other  species  of  property.  They  have  destroyed  our  dwellings,  devastated  our  knds,  and 
avowed  their  purpose  to  starve  us  into  submission.  They  have  omitted  no  opportunity  to 
Avreak  their  vengeance  upon  unoffending  women  and  innocent  children.  Even  the  imple- 
ments of  husbandry  have  been  destroyed,  as  one  of  the  means  of  accomplishing  the  starva- 
tion of  our  people  and  their  deVilish  work  of  extinction.  When  a  chaplain  in  the  federal 
army  can  avow  the  atrocious  sentiment  that  if  the  extinction  of  slavery  requires  the  extinc- 
tion of  the  slaveholder,  he  was  for  his  extinction,  what  can  we  expect  from  a  people  repre- 
sented by  such  a  clergy  ?  Any  fate  would  be  preferable  to  union  with  them.  They  are 
deaf  to  all  appeals  for  justice,  insensible  to  all  the  claims  of  humanity,  indifferent  alike  to 
all  social,  moral  and  christian  principles,  and  recklessly  bent  upon  the  extinction  of  a  peo- 
ple whose  blood  in  many  instances  flows  in  their  own  veins.  Can  we  again  reunite  with 
them  ?  Can  we  aid  in  the  reconstruction  of  a  government  which  is  to  be  common  to  us  and 
them  ?  Every  consideration  of  duty  to  our  God,  to  ourselves  and  to  our  posterity  forbids  it. 
Our  peace,  our  happiness,  the  prosperity  of  our  country  forbid  it.  As  friends  and  advocates  of 
liberty,  independence  and  the  principles  of  free  government,  our  judgment,  our  feelings — 
all  the  nobler  impulses  of  our  nature  rebel  against  the  idea  of  reunion  and  reconstruction. 
Every  blow  struck  by  our  enemy  since  this  cruel  war  began  has  only  intensified  the  more 
deeply  our  hatred  towards  them  and  their  hatred  towards  us,  and  has  widened  and  deepened 
the  gulf  between  us  and  them.  We  are  now  separated,  and  the  public  sentiment  of  Vir- 
ginia and  the  states  of  the  Confederacy  is  that  we  shall  remain  as  we  are.  If  we  are  to 
form  a  union  with  any  people,  let  it  be  with  some  nation  of  high  toned  honor  and  elevated 
principles. 

The  indications  admonish  us  that  this  war  may  continue  for  some  time  to  come,  and  that 
we  shall  be  called  upon  to  endure  much.  It  behooves  us,  therefore,  to  be  patient,  firm  and 
energetic,  self-sacrificing  and  determined,  and  to  omit  nothing  calculated  to  aid  in  securing 
success.  The  occasion,  the  cause,  and  the  hopes  and  expectations  which  success  iusph-es, 
appeal  to  all  to  redouble  their  exertions,  their  energies  and  their  efforts.  If  we  determine 
with  fixed  and  resolute  purpose  to  succeed,  and  if  we  move  as  one  man  in  every  thing  that 
is  required  to  sustain  the  cause,  we  cannot  fail.  A  people  resolved  to  be  free  can  never  die 
slaves.  All  the  glorious  recollections  that  adorn  the  history  of  our  ancestry,  and  gave  to 
them,  in  the  eyes  and  estimation  of  mankind,  dignity  and  character — all  the  sufferings 
which  have  been  inflicted  upon  our  people;  all  the  bright  anticipations  which  crowd  the 
future,  and  which  promise  peace,  prosperity  and  happiness  to  us  and  our  posterity,  appeal 
to  us  to  be  true  and  faithful  to  ourselves  and  oiu:  country.  The  people  Avill  be  true,  and  the 
day  of  dehverance  will  come.  It  is  useless  to  attempt  to  conceal  the  fact  that  the  northern 
people  are  as  thoroughly  united  and  determined  as  we  are,  and  it  is  proper  to  look  the  mat- 
ter sternly  in  the  face,  and  make  our  preparations  to  meet  it  with  equal  firmness  and  deci- 
sion. No  people  ever  lost  any  thing  by  properly  estimating  the  power  and  strength  of  an 
adversary.  We  are  thus  better  prepared  to  maintain  our  rights,  and  we  can  do  it  with 
greater  success  and  effect.  Many  a  battle  has  been  lost,  because  the  power  and  number 
and  preparations  of  the  enemy  were  underestimated.  It  is  always  wise  to  look  danger  fully 
ia  the  face,  and  meet  it  calmly,  with  spirit  and  decision,  energy  and  courage.  Prudence, 
industry,  judgment  and  patriotism  will  save  us  and  the  cause,  and  establish  independence 
upon  a  firm  basis. 

Encourage  a  proper  spirit,  inculcate  harmony,  unity  and  conciliation,  and  all  will  be  well. 
Victory  will  crown  our  efforts,  and  the  end  will  be  liberty,  independence  and  the  establish- 
ment of  free  government,  that  will  insure  happiness  to  our  people  and  prosperity  to  our 
country.

The  Pay  of  Soldiers. 

I  have  heretofore  recommcnclecl  that  the  pay  of  the  soldiers  should  be  increased.  I  renew 
this  recommendation,  and  earnestly  urge  such  action  as  will  tend  to  accomplish  this  wise 
and  just  result.  Eleven  dollars  per  month  is  not  a  compensation  for  services  rendered  in 
the  field.  It  is  our  duty  to  have  a  care  for  the  soldier  who  is  fighting  our  battles  and  suf- 
fering all  the  inconveniences  and  deprivations  of  the  camp.  Besides,  many  of  them  have 
families  dependent  upon  them  in  great  measure  for  support;  and  they  should  receive  such 
pay  as  will  furnish  them  the  necessaries  and  comforts  of  life.  No  man  can  remain  con- 
tentedly in  service,  if  he  has  reason  to  suppose  that  his  wife  and  children  are  suffering  in 
want.  We  have  as  noble  and  patriotic  and  self-sacrificing  an  army  as  has  ever  adorned  the 
history  of  any  nation,  and  we  must  sustain  them  and  those  dejiendcnt  upon  them.  Jus- 
tice demands  this;  every  consideration  of  patriotism  requires  it,  and  I  trust  it  will  be  your 
pleasiuo  to  require  }oar  senators  and  request  your  representatives  to  take  such  action  in 
congress  at  this  session  as  m  ill  bring  about  a  result  so  just  and  equitable,  and  so  much  to 
be  desired. 

Extortion. 

The  most  severe  curse  with  which  we  have  been  afflicted  during  this  war  is  the  crime  of 
extortion.  It  has  done  us  infinite  mischief,  and  unless  checked  and  exterminated,  will  do 
us  nmch  more.  It  becomes  every  patriot  to  give  his  attention  to  the  subject,  and  exert 
whatever  influence  he  may  possess  to  extirpate  the  evil,  which  is  daily  growing  in  magni- 
tude and  importance.  Its  ramifications  extend  throughout  the  whole  laud.  It  embraces  to 
a  greater  or  less  extent  all  interests — agricultural,  mechanical,  mercantile  and  professional. 
It  is  bold,  heartless,  remorseless,  and  defiantly  insolent  in  its  exactions.  It  has  no  kindly 
sympathies,  no  genial  affections,  no  generous  impulses.  Sickness,  sorrow,  suffering,  want 
and  starvation  appeal  to  it  in  vain  to  release  its  gripe.  The  more  it  gets,  the  more  it  craves. 
Its  insatiate  maw  is  ne^-er  satisfied,  and  unless  some  check  is  imposed  upon  its  exactions,  it 
must  involve  the  whole  laud  in  strife,  riots  and  public  discontent,  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
public  peace,  and  great  embarrassment  of  the  government  and  demoralization  of  the  army. 
These  are  serious  results,  and  we  mu.'^.t  be  prepared  for  them.  Divine  authority  has  said; 
"a  wise  man  feareth  and  departeth  from  evil;  but  the  fool  rageth  and  is  confident."  The 
mischiefs  resulting  from  an  indulgence  in  extortion  are  palpable  to  all,  and  we  must  resort 
to  all  proper  and  legal  means  to  remove  the  cause. 

The  Divine  Word  denounces  the  most  severe  judgments  against  the  extortioner,  but  these 
denunciations  have  failed  to  produce  any  effect  upon  him.  It  is  declared,  amongst  other 
things,  that  "he  that  Avithholdeth  corn,  the  people  shall  curse  him;  but  blessings  shall  be 
upon  the  head  of  him  that  selleth  it." 

"Hear  this,  O  ye  that  swallow  up  the  needy  even  to  make  the  poor  of  the  land  to  fail — 
saying,  when  will  the  new  moon  be  gone,  that  we  may  sell  corn?  and  the  Sabbath,  that  we 
may  set  forth  Avheat,  making  tlie  ephar  small  and  the  shekel  great,  and  falsifying  the  ba- 
lances liy  deceit."  ' 

"That  we  may  buy  the  poor  for  silver,  and  the  needy  for  a  pair  of  shoes;  yea,  and  sell 
the  refuse  of  the  wheat." 

"Shall  not  the  land  tremble  for  this,  and  every  one  mourn  that  dwelleth  therein?" 

Thes(>  are  some  of*  the  judgments  pronounced  against  the  men  wlio  are  oppressing  the 
poor,  beggaring  the  needy  and  defenceless,  plundering  the  community  in  every  shape  and 
form,  that  they  may  fill  their  coffers  and  wax  fat.    In  the  midst  of  a  revolution,  when  wc 
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are  straining  every  nerve  to  achieve  success,  wlieu  the  country  expects  and  has  a  right  to 
t-xpect  that  every  man  will  come  forward  to  defend  it  by  his  personal  efforts  and  with  hi.s 
private  means,  and  when  all  the  necessaries  of  life  are  in  demand  for  the  support  of  the 
army  and  the  people  at  home — it  is  at  such  a  time  that  the  soirlless  extortioner  is  upon  his 
walk  seeking  victims  for  plunder.  The  soldier  in  the  field,  who  is  defending  the  home  and 
property  and  family  of  the  extortioner,  suffering  all  the  privations  of  a  camp,  and  the  wife 
and  children,  half  clad  and  suffering  for  the  actual  necessaries  of  life,  present  their  sad  and 
tearful  appeal  to  him  for  relief.  What  cares  he  for  them  ?  Their  appeals  and  necessities  do 
not  move  him.  His  sympathies  are  not  touched,  his  feelings  of  compassion  are  not  aroused. 
Liberality  and  generosity  have  long  since  deserted  him,  and  the  extent  of  his  vision  i.? 
bounded  by  the  circumference  of  a  gold  or  silver  coin.  Money  is  his  god,  and  he  worships 
i-t  with  a  hearty  devotion.     He 

"  Would  pour  the  sweet  milk  of  eoncord  into  hell — 
Uproar  the  universal  peace," 

for  one  additional  dollar  to  aid  in  filling  his  coffers. 

It  is  manifest,  from  our  own  observation,  that  the  law  of  God  has  no  influence  in  restrain- 
ing the  excesses  of  this  class ;  and  I  therefore  suggest  whether  it  would  not  be  well  to 
ascertain  whether  human  ingenuity  cannot  devise  some  plan  that  will  restrain  him.  Would 
it  not  be  well  to  ascertain  their  gains  since  the  commencement  of  the  war;  create  therefrom 
a  fund,  and  use  that  fund  for  tjie  relief  of  the  families  of  our  gallant  soldiers  ?  Many  of 
them  are  in  need  of  aid ;  and  it  would  be  a  righteous  retribution  to  make  these  who  have 
amassed  wealth  by  burdening  the  people,  support  them.  I  throw  out  the  suggestion  for 
your  consideration. 

Let  me  not  be  misunderstood.  I  am  not  opposed  to  the  cultivation  of  the  earth,  and  the 
sale  of  its  productions.  I  am  not  opposed  to  the  mechanism  of  the  land,  its  fabrics,  and 
the  sale  thereof,  nor  am  I  opposed  to  commercial  intercourse,  and  the  profits  it  yields.  Give 
to  all  these  interests  and  pursuits  fair  remunerative  profits,  and  I  am  content.  But  these 
profits  should  not  be  some  an  hundred,  some  a  thousand,  and  some  ten  thousand  fold;  and 
it  should  be  remembered  that  a  moderate  profit  upon  higher  prices  will  yield  a  much  larger 
ratio  than  the  same  profit  upon  lower  prices.  Where  is  the  man  who  is  satisfied  now  with 
the  fair  profits  which  obtained  in  time  of  peace?  This  is  the  matter  that  requires  regula- 
tion— this  is  the  point  that  requires  scrutiny.  I  would  deal  liberally  with  them,  but  further 
than  this,  I  would  not  go.  "Live  and  let  live,"  is  a  sound  principle,  and  if  fairly  carried 
out,  wrong  can  be  doue  to  no  one.  When  it  goes  beyond  this,  the  mischief  begins,  and  at 
that  point  the  law  should  interpose  to  crush  it. 

Extortion  is  a  great  and  crying  evil,  and  if  you  can,  it  is  a  duty,  and  should  be  a  pleasure 
to  apply  the  remedy.  I  earnestly  hope  your  attention  will  be  directed  to  the  subject,  and 
that  you  will  apply  sucli  a  remedy  as  I  am  sure  you  can  readily  suggest. 

The  Militia  and  Home  Guards. 

I  again  renew  my  recommendation  of  the  last  session  for  an  organization  of  all  able- 
bodied  persons  in  our  state,  for  the  purpose  of  home  defence,  and  to  aid,  if  necessary,  in  the 
execution  of  the  laws.  My  reasons  for  this  recommendation  were  assigned  in  my  last  mes- 
sage; and  nothing  but  the  importance  (in  my  judgment)  of  the  measure  would  excuse  a 
renewal  of  the  recommendation.  We  must  be  in  a  condition  to  repel  raids;  and  without 
organization  it  will  be  impossible  to  act  effectively.  Such  organization  can  be  of  infinite 
value  in  many  respects  in  giving  protection  to  our  people  against  the  sudden  incursions  of 
the  enemy. 

It  cannot  but  be  manifest  to  every  observant  and  reflecting  man,  that  one  great  object, 
and  the  greatest  object  which  the  enemy  propose  to  accomplish,  is,  as  far  as  possible,  to  em-- 
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bairass  agriculture,  by  preventing  the  cultivation  of  the  eartli,  and  thus  depriving  us  of  the 
means  of  support.  Hence  it  is  that  persons  having  no  connection  with  the  war — private 
citizens  engaged  in  their  daily  avocations,  have  been  stripped  of  their  horses,  mules,  cattle, 
the  implements  of  husbandly  destroyed,  and  their  dwellings  given  to  the  devouring  flames. 
Hence  it  is  that  families  liave  been  bnitally  driven  from  their  peaceful  homes,  subjected  to 
all  the  privations  incident  to  refugee  life,  and  now  that  winter  is  approaching,  must  suffer 
its  rigors.  Hence  it  is  that  the  implements  of  the  mechanic  are  destroyed,  and  the  means 
of  ac(|uiring  the  daily  bread  whereby  his  family  are  fed  and  clothed  are  thus  taken  from 
him.  Hence  it  is  that  the  temples  dedicated  to  the  worship  of  the  living  God  are  desecrated 
and  destroyed.  Hence  it  is  that  the  obligations  iiiipo.st'd  upon  its  members  by  old  and  es- 
tablished institutions,  that  have  existed  for  ages,  and  which  have  heretofore  been  respected 
in  all  wars,  are  now  disregarded.  Wherever  the  enemy  have  passed,  public  property  aiid 
private  property  have  been  given  to  destruction.  And  for  all  this  there  is  a  reason,  and  it 
is  shamelessly  avowed  by  many  of  our  leading  enemies,  and  that  is,  to  reduce  us  to  starva- 
tion, and  in  order  to  remove  slavery  from  amongst  us,  to  reduce  our  territory  to  the  condition 
of  a  "howling  wilderness."  Their  whole  mode  of  warfare  has  been  fiendish,  and  each  day 
adds  to  it  some  new  feature  of  atrocity  and  brutality.  With  such  a  foe,  nothing  that  can 
foil  him  in  his  plans  and  purposes  should  be  left  undone. 

Organizations  such  as  I  have  recommended  can  render  essential  service  in  checking  raids, 
and  in  inflicting  summary'  punishment  upon  the  raiders.  When  the  raiding  parties  find 
they  must  lun  the  gauntlet  of  home  guards  in  every  neighborhood  through  which  they  are 
compelled  to  pass,  they  will  be  somewhat  particular  before  the  experiment  is  attempted. 
The  hazard  is  too  great,  and  they  will  hesitate  long  before  they  incur  it. 

I  am  gratified  to  inform  you  that  a  considerable  number  of  "  home  guards"  have  been  or- 
ganized in  varioTis  counties,  and  that  they  have  on  all  occasions  manifested  a  gallant  and 
chivalrous  spirit.  When  danger  threatened,  they  promptly  went  fortli  to  rcjiel  it,  and  in 
almost  every  instance,  without  an  enquiry  as  to  what  constituted  "  local  defence."  It  was 
sufficient  for  them  to  know  that  A''irginia  was  threatened,  to  satisfy  them  of  the  propriety  of 
going  forth  in  her  dpfence. 

In  concluding  this  portion  of  my  communication,  I  return  my  cordial  thanks  to  the  home 
guards,  who  have  on  so  many  occasions  responded  to  the  calls  upon  them  for  aid  from 
southwestern  and  other  parts  of  Virginia.  The}- desei"ve  well  of  the  country ;  and  in  my 
retirement  from  office,  it  will  be  a*  pleasant  reflection  that  these  organizations  were  formed 
during  my  administration.  I  will  always  think  of  them,  and  look  to  them  with  interest : 
and  I  have  an  abiding  fjtith  that  they  will  do  honor  to  themselves,  their  mother  common- 
Avealth,  and  the  Confederacy. 

Suljslitutcs. 

When  this  war  commenced  I  wiis  opposed  to  the  substitute  system,  and  my  opinion  was 
well  known.  But  in  opposition  to  my  wishes  and  views,  it  was  adopted  by  the  state  and 
confederate  authorities.  Substitutes  have  been  tendered  and  accepted  for  three  years,  under 
the  laws  both  of  the  state  and  Confederacy ;  and  the  policy  having  been  established,  whe- 
ther right  or  wrong,  it  is  now  too  late  to  controvert  it.  Under  the  action  of  both  govern- 
ments it  became  a  binding  and  subsisting  contract,  and  as  such  should  be  respected  and 
observed.  Contracts  between  governments  and  individuals  should  at  all  limes  be  held  sa- 
cred and  inviolable.  No  government  which  violates  them  can  long  maintain  its  character 
for  honor  or  integrity.  When  these  are  forfeited  by  a  government,  the  public  confidence  in 
it  is  at  an  end. 

Many  of  these  substitutions,  !is  I  understand,  are  now  disregarded  and  set  aside,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  parties  have  paid  large  sums  to  obtain  the  men  who  are  to  fill  their 
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places.  This  is  done  upon  the  idea  that  the  states  had  no  right  or  authority  to  receive  sub- 
stitutes evoH  before  the  troops  were  turned  over  to  the  confederate  authorities.  If  such  be 
the  doctrine,  I  enter  my  protest  against  it,  and  leave  it  to  the  parties  to  controvert  the  ques- 
tion before  the  courts.  There  the  applications  will  receive  a  hearing,  and  will,  I  have  no 
doubt,  be  fairly  and  justly  decided.    I  recommend  the  subject  to  your  consideration. 

I  am  in  favor  of  every  man  doins^  his  duty  in  this  war,  biit  at  the  same  time  I  am  equally 
in  favor  of  the  inviolability  of  contracts.  When  the  government  makes  an  agreement  with 
a  party,  good  faith  requires  tliat  it  should  respect  it  and  carry  it  out.  No  government  which 
shows  a  disregard  of  its  voluntarily  incurred  obligations,  can  hope  to  prosper.  Honesty, 
fair  dealing,  and  a  strict  compliance  with  obligations  assure  confidence,  and  unite  the  people 
firmly  to  the  government.  I  trust,  therefore,  that  the  conscript  bureau  will  give  to  this 
question  the  most  serious  consideration-  before  further  steps  are  taken. 

luiil  Roads. 

Our  rail  roads  are  admirably  adapted  to  our  wants.  If  they  had  been  projected  with  spe- 
cial reference  to  the  existing  condition  of  things,  they  could  not  have  been  better  located  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  people  in  peace,  and  aid  to  them  in  war.  It  really  seems,  when 
we  review  the  various  acts  which  originated  them,  and  under  which  the  works  were  pi'ose- 
cuted,  as  if  some  divine  though  unseen  hand  guided  and  directed  our  legislation  on  this 
subject.  Without  them,  we  would  have  been  seriously  embarrassed  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  war.  They  are  now  becoming  much  worn,  and  extensive  repairs  are  greatly  needed, 
and  must  be  speedily  made.  The  great  difficulty  which  the  several  companies  now  have  to 
encounter  is  in  procuring  the  requisite  labor.  I  see  no  reason  why  the  free  negro  labor  of 
the  state  should  not  be  exclusively  dedicated  to  this  object;  and  I  think  I  can  see  many 
good  reasons  why  it  should.  In  the  first  place,  as  they  will  receive  good  wages,  there  will 
be  no  inducement  to  abscond  to  the  Yankees.  On  the  other  hand,  slaves,  where  near  the 
border,  are  more  or  less  tampered  with,  and  not  unfrequently  forcibly  carried  away  by 
raiders,  to  the  loss  of  the  owner  and  the  prejudice  of  the  productive  interests  of  the  country. 
In  the  second  place,  many  of  the  free  negroes  are  mechanics,  and  mechanical  labor  is  indis- 
pensable to  keep  up  the  rail  roads.  By  employing  free  negro  mechanics,  the  slave  mecha- 
nics would  be  left  upon  the  farms,  where  they  could  be  employed  to  great  advantage,  and 
v>here  their  services  are  at  this  time  greatly  needed.  This  course  will  accomplish  all  that 
the  rail  roads  require,  and  will  at  the  same  time  furnish  the  farmers  and  other  citizens  of 
the  country  mechanical  labor,  which  is  indispensable  t»  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
business. 

We  have  various  interests  in  our  country,  all  of  which  demand  consideration.  We  must 
look  to  them  all,  provide  for  them  all,  in  order  to  sustain  ourselves  in  this  crisis.  We  can- 
not prosecute  the  war  without  an  army,  and  it  is  therefore  of  the  first  importance  that  the 
army  should  be  filled.  We  cannot  keep  up  an  army  unless  we  provide  flour,  corn,  beef, 
bacon,  and  the  other  articles  necessary  to  sustain  life.  The  army  must  be  clothed  and  shod, 
and  furnished  with  transportation,  supplied  with  arms  and  ammunition,  all  of  which  requires 
mechanical  and  other  labor.  A  statesman  charged  with  the  supervision  of  all  of  these 
things,  should  see  that  all  are  in  a  sound  and  healthy  condition,  that  they  are  working  har- 
moniously together  towards  the  accomplishment  of  a  common  object.  It  can  be  done 
without  prejudice  to  the  army.  It  is  a  subject  which  addresses  itself  to  the  reflection  and 
judgment  of  all  our  officers,  confederate  and  state.  Every  patriot  desires  to  see  the  ma- 
chinery of  the  state  and  confederate  governments  work  smoothly  and  harmoniously ;  and  if 
the  engineer  in  charge  of  each  exhibits  prudence  and  wi.sdom  and  a  proper  spirit,  all  jarring 
and  collision  will  be  avoided.  Our  system  of  government  is  beautiful  and  imposing;  and 
if  we  keep  steadily  in  mind  that  the  states  are  sovereign,  and  that  the  confederate  govern- 
ment is  their  creation,  v.ith  no  powers  except  those  that  have  been  delegated,  each  can  be 
administered  in  harmony  with  the  other. 
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A  recent  decision  on  this  subject  made  by  a  confederate  judge — a  pure,  an  upright  and 
an  honest  man — has  attracted  my  notice  and  elicittnl  my  decid(!d  condemnation.  If  his 
opinion  be  Law,  states  rights  is  a  myth,  not  worth  strugg'ling  for.  I  have  riirely  read  an 
opinion  which  created  within  me  more  astonishment,  or  which  in  my  judgment  contained 
more  bad  law  or  bad  higic.  Under  this  opinion  the  states  have  no  riguts — the  confederate 
government  is  invested  with  absolute  power.  This  war  was  commenced  to  maintain  state 
rights  ;  it  has  been  prosecuted  to  perpetuate  them  ;  but  this  decision  overthrows  the  noble 
doctrine,  and  leaves  us  where  we  were  at  the  commencement  of  this  great  controversy.  I 
enter  my  protest  against  it,  and  trust  the  general  assembly  will  not  hesitate  to  denounce  its 
heresies  in  the  most  decided  terms. 

If  this  opinion  be  riglit,  and  be  acted  upon  hereafter,  then  our  whole  rail  road  system 
may  at  any  moment  be  set  aside;  the  lines  established  by  the  state  be  torn  up;  the  rails 
taken  to  build  other  roads  in  or  out  of- the  state;  the  faith  of  the  state  plighted  to  corpora- 
tions violated  without  redress;  the  state's  own  interest  in  the  roads  disregarded;  and  any 
system  may  be  adopted  by  the  confederate  government  to  destroy  the  lines  of  intercommu- 
nication between  parts  of  the  same  state  and  between  coterminous  states ;  any  system  be 
established  to  make  one  state  tributary  to  anoth(>r— and  all  this  may  be  done  without  com- 
pensation to  individuals,  to  companies  or  to  the  conunonvvcalth,  and  without  remedy. 

Lunatic  Asylums. 

I  have  no  additional  information  to  counuuuicate  in  regard  to  tho  Eastern  or  Tians- 
Alleghany  lunatic  asylums.  Nothing  has  been  heard  from  either,  of  an  official  character, 
since  my  last  communication  to  the  general  assembly.  The  enemy  still  holds  possession 
of  both  institutions. 

At  your  late  called  session  I  presented  n  re])ort  from  the  superintendent  and  directors  of 
the  Central  lunatic  asylum,  upon  which  no  action  was  taken.  Tliis  report  showed  the 
condition  and  wants  of  tlio  institution,  and  embraced  the  same  subjects  which  would  be 
presented  in  the  regular  report. 

The  regular  report  has  not  been  received,  owing  to  the  fact  that  Doctor  Stribling,  the 
eminent  superintendent,  has  been  quite  ill  for  some  time  past,  and  has  had  to  submit 
to  several  painful  surgical  operations.  He  is,  I  am  pleiised  to  say,  rapidly  improving,  and 
will  be  able  in  a  short  time  to  resume  his'duties.  The  report  required  by  law  will  then  be 
prepared,  and  so  soon  as  received  will  be  communicated  to  the  two  houses. 

Literary  and  Scientijic  Institutions. 

No  report  lias  been  received  from  the  rector  and  visitors  of  the  university  of  Virginia  for 
the  past  year.  I  have  tlierefore  no  information  in  regard  to  its  operations  or  present  con- 
dition to  communicate,  lleports  from  the  superintendent  of  the  Virginia  military  institute, 
accompanied  by  a  cojnplimentary  order  to  the  officers  and  cadets,  and  the  home  guards  of 
Rockbridge,  issued  by  General  Imboden,  arc  herewith  transmitted  for  your  information.  I 
am  gratified  in  being  a1)le  to  state  that  the  institut.;  is  in  a  highly  flourishing  condition,  and 
tliat  the  cadets  are  progressing  well  in  their  studies.  This  institution  is  more  prosperous 
than  any  other  in  tho  state,  a  result  attributable  to  the  fact  that  in  the  present  condition  of 
tho  country  the  value  of  military  education  is  more  highly  appreciated  by  the  people  of  the 
Confederacy.  Every  one  feels  the  necessity  of  having  educated  officers  to  command  our 
troops,  and  educated  soldiers  to  impart  instruction  to  the  rank  and  hie  in  our  army. 

The  prosperity  and  progress  of  all  our  literary  institutions  have  been  seriously  n^tarded, 
and  their  usefulness  greatly  impaired  by  the  existing  war.     The  young  men  who  formerly 
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filled  our  halls  of  learning,  with  a  patriotism  which  cannot  be  too  highly  commended,  when 
the  war  broke  out  rushed  to  arms  in  defence  of  their  native  land,  and  zealously  devoted 
themselves  to  the  service  of  their  country.  Many  of  these  generous  and  noble  spirits  have 
fallen  on  the  field  of  battle,  and  now  sleep  in  quiet  but  honored  graves — 

"  And  the  nightly  dew  that  falls,  tho'  in  silence  it  weep, 
Shall  brighten  with  verdure  the  spots  where  they  sleep." 

Others  have  been  wasted  by  disease,  and  sunk,  under  the  slow  torture  of  wounds, 
into  sad  graves — while  many  others  yet  survive,  noble  examples  of  patriotic  spirit  and  devo- 
tion to  the  cause  of  liberty  and  independence.  They  prize  the  cause  far  more  than  life 
itself,  and  they  are  ready  to  make  any  sacrifice  demanded  by  honor  and  duty. 

There  is  a  time  for  all  things — a  seed  time  and  a  harvest  time — a  spring  time,  a  summer, 
a  fall  and  a  winter.  There  is  a  time  for  peace,  and  a  time  for  war.  Providence  guides  and 
regulates,  controls  and  directs  all  for  wise  ends.  Providence  prepares  man  for  the  condi- 
tion he  is  to  occupy  in  this  life,  and  invests  him  with  the  spirit,  energy  and  determination 
to  give  efi^ect  to  his  great  purposes. 

When  this  war  shall  end,  our  colleges,  universities  and  schools  will  be  again  filled  with 
ingenuous  youth,  ardently  pursuing  their  studies,  and  struggling  for  literary  and  scientific 
distinction.  There  is  a  future  before  us,  and  if  we  wisely  improve  the  present  moment  and 
avail  ourselves  of  present  opportunities,  we  can  look  forward  to  it  with  hope  and  confidence. 

When  the  halcyon  days  of  peace  shall  return,  then  we  can  devote  our  attention  to  educa- 
tion and  literary  and  scientific  pursuits.  The  great  question  that  now  engages  the  public 
mind  and  absorbs  the  attention  of  all  ages  and  conditions,  is  the  war  in  which  our  country 
is  involved.  Our  first  duty  to  ourselves  and  those  who  are  to  come  after  us,  is  to  secure  the 
liberty  and  independence  of  our  country.  When  this  great  and  invaluable  object  is  attained, 
we  can  then  devote  all  our  eff'orts  to  educational  and  material  development. 

The  Currency. 

A  sound  financial  system  is  indispensable  to  the  successful  administration  of  a  govern- 
ment at  all  times,  but  particularly  so  at  a  time  like  the  present,  when  we  are  involved  in  a 
struggle  of  such  immense  magnitude.  At  such  times  the  minds  of  the  people  are  engrossed 
with  the  struggle  itself,  the  best  mode  of  its  prosecution,  and  the  results  it  is  exjiected  to 
accomplish.  Other  matters,  in  themselves  important,  are  not  unfrequently  overlooked  or 
neglected.  The  spirit  of  revolution  is  disorganizing,  and  to  a  certain  extent  demorahzing. 
It  is  very  apt  to  be  attended  with  lawlessness  and  crime.  Men  become  reckless,  careless 
and  indifferent  to  obligations,  the  fulfillment  of  which  in  a  time  of  peace  would  be  scrupu- 
lously respected.  We  are  now  passing  through  these  trials ;  but  I  am  gratified  to  say  that 
public  attention  is  beginning  to  be  drawn  to  the  currency  and  other  questions  which  have 
been  heretofore  too  much  neglected  by  our  statesmen  and  lawmakers. 

The  present  condition  of  the  currency  presents  a  question  which  should  receive  the  calpi, 
serious  and  careful  consideration  of  the  wisest  heads  in  the  Confederacy.  We  have  amongst 
us  numbers  of  inteUigent  gentlemen,  who  have  devoted  their  attention  for  years  to  banking, 
brokerage  and  financial  operations  and  pursuits,  who  might  be  consulted  with  advantage 
by  the  public  authorities.  We  have  statesmen  who  have  devoted  their  energies  and  intel- 
lects to  the  study  of  the  financial  systems  of  the  governments  of  the  world,  who  are  con- 
versant with  all  that  relates  to  their  organization,  their  operations,  and  the  results  that  have 
attended  them  in  peace  as  weH  as  in  revolutionary  times.  If  these  gentlemen  will  consult 
with  the  bankers,  brokers  and  other  financiers,  the  results  could  not  fail  to  be  advantageous 
to  the  Confederacy  and  the  country.     It  is  only  by  bringing  intellects  and  information  to- 
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gether,  that  results  can  be  effected  and  a  system  devised  that  will  cure  existing  evils  and  re- 
move embarrassments  that  operate  most  prejudicially  on  the  prosperity  of  the  country  and 
its  business  and  financial  relations. 

The  suggestions  and  recommendations  which  have  been  presented  by  some  of  our  most 
practical,  experienced  and  well  informed  statesmen,  pointing  out  such  remedies  as  in  their 
judgment  were  calculated  to  relieve  us,  show  that  the  public  mind  is  fully  aroused,  and  is 
looking  to  some  effective  mode  which  will  insure  a  sound  and  stable  circulation  that  wilj 
meet  all  our  wants. 

When  the  mind  of  the  people  is  so  fully  alive  to  the  necessity  of  action,  some  plan  can 
surely  be  adopted  which  will  meet  the  end  desired,  and  place  our  currency  upon  a  safe  and 
reliable  basis.  Our  issues  of  paper  seem  to  have  been  regulated  by  no  principle,  and  the 
consequence  has  been  an  overissue,  far  beyond  the  actual  wants  and  necessities  of  the 
country  even  in  a  time  of  war.  Excessive  issues  have  caused  distrust  with  the  people  as  to 
their  ultimate  redemi^ion,  and  hence  the  great  depreciation  of  our  currency,  and  the  enor- 
mous prices  now  demanded  for  articles  of  prime  necessity.  Confidence  must  be  restored, 
and  it  can  be  restored  if  a  moderate  degree  of  wisdom  and  good  sense  shall  control  the  ac- 
tion of  congress  at  the  present  session. 

What  then  is  necessary  to  be  done  ?  We  must  in  the  first  place  ascertain  what  amount 
of  cuiTency  is  necessary  to  conduct  the  operations  of  the  people  and  the  government  in  a 
revolutionary  period  like  this.  When  this  amount  is  ascertained,  we  must  retire  the  excess, 
stop  further  issues,  and  then  adopt  a  wise  and  just  system  of  taxation,  combined  with  such 
loans  as  will  throw  a  part  of  the  burden  upon  posterity,  for  whose  benefit  this  contest  is 
waged  as  well  as  for  our  own ;  and  let  this  system  be  adequate  to  supply  all  the  wants  of  the 
government  prudently  and  economically  administered.  The  redundancy  of  the  currency, 
therefore,  is  the  evil  of  the  times;  but  we  have  the  wisdom,  ability  and  legislative  expe- 
rience, which  cau  relieve  us  from  the  embarrassments  that  now  unhappily  surround  us. 

The  disposition  of  this  subject  peculiarly  belongs  to  the  conlederatc  authorities  and  to 
congress,  and  its  solution  rests  exclusively  with  them.  These,  in  common  with  the  people, 
are  now  fully  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  subject,  and  we  may  expect  that  early 
attention  will  be  given  to  it.  I  feel  persuaded  that  their  efforts  to  relieve  the  country  will 
be  crowned  with  success.  The  evil  is  not  incurable ;  and  if  the  proper  authorities  will  give 
to  it  their  individual  attention,  essential  if  not  complete  relief  can  be  secured  for  the  country. 

It  is  your  province  to  urge  this  subject  upon  the  attention  of  your  senators  and  represen- 
tatives in  congress ;  and  by  instructing  the  former  and  requesting  the  latter  to  take  early 
action,  much  good  may  be  accomplished.  A  fair  comparison  of  views,  enlightened  cou- 
Bultation  and  discussion,  and  a  fixed  purpose  and  determination  to  effect  reformation  iu  tho 
currency,  cannot  fail  of  success.  Harmonious  action  between  the  state  and  confederate 
authorities  can  give  to  us  the  relief  which  we  all  so  much  desire,  and  which  is  so  indispen- 
sably necessary  to  our  success  in  this  struggle,  so  essential  to  our  future  peace,  prosperity 
and  happiness. 

The  Ordnance  Department. 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  present  tlio  annual  report  of  the  operations  of  this  depart- 
ment. Energy,  industry  and  system  have  marked  its  operations  for  the  past  year,  and  I  am 
satisfied  the  results  will  command  your  approval.  After  the  death  of  the  lamented  Dim- 
mock,  the  operations  of  tlie  department  were  devolved  upon  Captain  L.  V.  Buchholtz,  the 
senior  officer,  who  has  discharged  his  duties  efficiently  and  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  Tho 
report  shows  what  have  been  the  issues  duiing  the  year ;  the  arms  on  hand ;  and  other  in- 
formation that  cannot  fail  to  interest  you. 
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After  Ihe  most  careful  enquiry  into  his  qualifications,  I  have  scleeted  Col.  Jacob  S. 
Shriver,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  his  intelligence,  education  and  attainments  will  make  him  a 
worthy  successor  of  General  Dimmock.  He  was  mainly  educated  at  West  Point,  and  since 
he  left  that  institution  his  business  experience  has  been  large  and  successful. 

This  department  has  been  of  immense  value  from  the  beginning  of  this  war  to  the  pre- 
sent time.  It  can  render  valuable  aid  hereafter,  and  we  shall  have  need  for  all  the  aid  of 
this  kind  we  can  command.  I  trust,  therefore,  it  will  be  the  pleasure  of  the  general  assem- 
bly to  continue  it  in  existence.  Indeed,  I  do  not  «ee  how  it  can  be  dispensed  with  without 
prejudice  to  the  public  interest. 

In  this  connection,  I  take  occasion  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  an  appro- 
priation of  twenty  thousand  dollars  to  provide  sheds  for  the  protection  of  our  artillery,  the 
carriages  and  caissons,  all  of  which  are  now  exposed  to-  the  weather.  We  have  quite  a 
nirmber  of  each  on  hand,  and  others  are  being  sent  in,  as  their  places  are  being  supplied  by 
captures  from  the  enemy.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  urge  this  subject  upon  your  attention,  as 
your  own  observation  and  experience  will  satisfy  you  that  property  of  this  description  soon 
goes  to  destruction  unless  it  is  sheltered  from  exposure.  The  appropriation  asked  for  is 
small  when  compared  with  the  value  of  the  property  which  it  is  designed  to  protect.  If  the 
sum  asked  for  should  be  greater  than  the  sum  required,  only  so  much  will  be  expended  as 
■will  be  necessary  to  secure  the  object. 

Quartermaster  and   Cormnissary  Departments. 

These  departments  have  long  been  in  the  charge  of  Col.  L.  E.  Smoot,  one  of  the  most 
intelligent,  efficient,  faithful  and  accomplished  officers  that  any  government  has  ever  had 
in  its  service.  He  entered  the  service  of  Virginia  at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  and  has 
always  shown  the  utmost  devotion  to  her  interests.  He  has  discharged  all  his  duties  with 
scrupulous  fidelity,  indefatigable  industry,  and  imsurpassed  ability.  If  a  military  organi- 
zation is  to  be  kept  up,  for  the  purposes  of  local  dfefence  and  the  execution  of  the  laws, 
these  departments  must  also  be  kept  up,  and  I  know  of  no  manwhoVill  discharge  the 
duties  more  to  the  public  satisfaction  and  with  greater  regard  to  economy.  In  my  judg- 
ment both  departments  are  necessary,  and  I  do  not  think  a  better  organization  for  the  dis- 
patch of  the  business  could  be  made. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  accompanj'ing  report  from  this  department. 

Paymaster  General, 

At  the  last  session  this  office  was  abolished,  and  its  duties  transferred  to  the  first  auditor. 
With  all  proper  respect  for  the  action  of  the  general  assembly,  I  must  be  pardoned  for  say- 
ing that  I  regard  this  as  unfortunate  legislation,  that  cannot,  either  on  the  score  of  economy 
or  otherwise,  result  in  advantage  to  the  commonwealth.  If  the  legislature  will  make  the 
examination,  I  am  satisfied  it  will  be  found  that  the  head  of  this  department  has  saved  the 
state,  by  his  vigilance  and  knowledge  of  the  law  and  military  usages,  thousands  of  dollars. 
I  believe  that  his  services  to  the  state  would  be  of  immense  value,  and  I  trast  they  will  be 
retained  until  our  military  claims  are  all  adjusted. 

This  action,  as  I  understand,  was  prompted  by  economical  considerations.  Such  consi- 
derations should  always  be  respected  by  our  legislative  bodies  and  our  public  officers 
charged  with  the  administration  of  governmental  affairs.  But  is  it  so  in  this  case  ?  I  ap- 
prehend not,  inasmuch  as  the  convention  instructed  me  to  invite  officers  to  leave  the  ser- 
vice of  the  federal  government,  and  I  was  directed  to  assure  them  that  if  they  came  into 
our  service  they  should  receive  equal  rank,  and  the  pay  which  attached  to  it.     Under  this 
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invitation,  Col.  Hill,  who  is  at  tho  head  of  this  department,  came  to  us,  and  no  man  cer- 
tainly ever  was  more  faithful  to  us  and  our  cause.  I  trust  the  day  is  far  distant  when  such 
an  obligation,  voluntarily  assumed  by  Virginia,  will  be  repudiated  by  her  legisUxture.  The 
peoplft  and  the  govenunent  which  will  not  respect  their  own  promises,  but  will  violate  them 
if  interest  or  convenience  requires  it,  must  expect  to  be  visited  with  the  penalty  whicli  at- 
taches to  the  sin  of  unfaithfulness.  Faith  must  be  kept  by  individuals  as  well  as  govern- 
ments, if  tiiey  would  hop<!  to  prosper  or  coiiiinand  respect.  As  I  was  tho  instrument  used 
to  communicate  this  pn'ffer  on  the  part  of  the  convention,  it  is  natural  that  I  should  feel 
desirous  that  promises  made  by  me,  in  tiie  name  of  a  commonwealth  that  has  ever  been 
true  to  her  integrity,  should  not  be  violated,  and  the  pledges  thus  made  should  not  be 
falsified. 

When  we  made  the  transfer  of  our  officers  and  our  army,  our  munitions  and  supplies  to 
the  Confederacy,  I  supposed  that  all  would  at  once  go  into  that  service.  It  has  resulted 
otherwise,  and  Colonel  Hill  and  some  otiier  four  officers  have  not  been  received.  This  faci 
does  not  relieve  us  from  the'  obligation  which  has  been  incurrijd  by  the  state  to  those  officer*, 
and  we  must  expect  to  fulfill  it,  whether  we  furnish  them  employment  or  not. 

The  doctrine  asserted  in  this  legislation  uproots  the  theory  and  practice  of  our  system  of 
government.  Ours  is  a  system  of  checks  and  balances,  where  one  officer  or  one  depart- 
ment shall  be  a  check  upon  the  action  of  another,  and  accountability  and  responsibility  thus 
secured.  A  receiving  officer,  if  a  disbursing  officer,  should  not  be  the  officer  to  settle  his 
own  accounts.  The  duty  of  settlement  should  be  committed  to  some  other  department.  I 
have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  in  this  particular  case  the  state  will  suffer  det|^ntnt,  but  I 
believe  the  principle  wrong,  and  1  war  against  it,  and  earnestly  hope  it  may  not  becoma 
general. 

I  have  no  personal  end  to  subserve  in  this  case;  but  such  being  my  opinion,  I  have 
deemed  it  proper  thus  respectfully  to  express  it. 

To  tiie  accompanying  report  from  this  department  I  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the 
general  assembly. 

Adjutant  Generates  Report. 

The  report  of  this  experienced  and  valuable  public  officer,  who  has  served  the  commonwealth 
80  long  and  so  faithfully,  is  herewith  presented.  Like  every  thing  that  come%  from  his  pen.  it 
is  concise,  forcible  and  to  the  purpose.  The  report,  though  brief,  is  filled  with  valuable 
suggestions,  that  I  commend  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

General  Richardson  has  been  intimately  connected  with  the  administration  of  the  affair* 
of  the  state,  in  important  positions  of  high  honor,  for  a  long  series  of  years.  In  every  posi- 
tion he  has  been  faithful,  industrious  and  efficient,  and  in  all  has  rendered  valuable  services. 
As  the  adjutant  general  of  Virginia,  at  a  time  of  great  interest  and  importance  in  her  his- 
tory, he  has  exhibited  ability,  industry  and  independence,  and  has  performed  his  arduous 
duties  with  a  fidelity  never  surpassed.  Now  that  my  administration  is  drawing  to  a  close, 
and  desiring  to  manifest  my  ajjpreciation  of  him  as  a  man  and  as  an  officer,  I  have  conferred 
upon  him  the  brevet  rank  of  major  general,  the  onlj'  testimonial  it  is  in  my  power  to  gir*. 

The  Penitentiary. 

I  herewith  communicate  the  annual  reports  of  the  directors  and  superintendent  of  the 
penitentiary  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  186:5.  The  report  of  tlie  superintendonl 
presents  a  clear  and  intelligent  exposition  of  the  condition  of  the  institution,  as  regards  the 
number  of  prisoners  and  their  health,  the  manufacturing  operations  for  the  year,  and  the 

ill 
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itate  of  the  finances.  lie  suggests  several  important  reforms,  which,  if  made  by  the  gene- 
ral assembly,  could  not  fail  to  be  productive  of  beneficial  results. 

Shortly  after  I  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  my  executive  duties,  I  endeavored  to  inform 
myself  fully  as  to  the  management  of  the  institution,  and  became  satisfied  that  great  reforms 
were  necessary  to  render  it  self  supporting.  In  previous  conununications  I  have  from  time 
to  time  presented  such  recommendations  as  I  thouglit,  if  adopted,  would  improve  the  sys- 
tem and  uianagemeut  and  relieve  the  state  from  the  expensive  burden  it  has  hitherto  borne. 
To  those  comnumications  I  refer,  as  their  repetition  here  would  extend  this  message  to  an 
unreasonable  length. 

Several  of  the  convict  negroes  hired  to  J.  R.  Anderson  &,  Co.  hiive  absconded  within  tho 
last  year,  and  are  supposed  to  have  made  their  escape  into  the  enemy's  lines,  as  they  have 
not  since  been  heard  of.  In  a  time  of  war  these  convicts,  hired  at  furnaces  near  the  lines 
of  the  contending  parties,  are  Imrd  to  restrain  and  keep  in  proper  subjection,  and  are  there- 
fore much  more  likely  to  effect  their  escape.  In  this  case  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  hirers 
have  been  diligent  and  watchful,  and  have  used  proper  precautions  to  prevent  escapes,  and 
are  not  justly  censurable.  Thus  a  necessity  is  shown  for  a  change  of  our  policy  in  regard 
to  them.     The  loss  of  a  very  small  number  is  a  serious  matter  to  the  state. 

I  renew  my  recomraondation,  therefore,  made  at  the  last  session,  to  make  sale  of  them. 
This,  in  my  judgment,  would  be  the  wisest  disposition  that  could  be  made  of  them.  Tho 
Qumber  is  increasing  so  rapidly  that  it  will  soon  become  a  difiicult  question  to  manage,  and 
hence  th^ propriety  and  wisdom  of  meeting  and  disposing  of  it  at  once.  Delay  will  not 
Diake  it  more  susceptible  of  solution,  but  will  tend  to  aggravate  tho  difficulty. 

•  In  this  connection,  I  again  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  four  negro  children 
who  are  in  tlie  penitentiary,  and  recommend  that  they  be  sold.  They  are  there  through  no 
fault  or  misconduct  of  their  own — they  have  committed  no  crime,  and  humanity  requires- 
that  some  disposition  be  made  of  them  that  will  remove  them  from  the  institution.  Tho 
eldest  is  five  years  of  age,  and  the  others  are  younger. 

There  are  also  several  lunatics  in  tho  penitentiary,  some  of  whom  have  been  long  in  con- 
finement. It  is  neither  probable  nor  possible  that  their  mental  condition  can  be  improved 
«o  long  as  they  remain  in  this  place  of  confinement.  No  matter  what  may  have  been  their 
crimes,  the  simple  fact  that  thf-ir  reason  has  been  dethroned,  and  they  are  no  longer  respon- 
sible moral  agents,  should  appeal  in  the  strongest  terms  to  all  the  better  feelings  of  our 
nature  to  provide  relief  for  them.  They  ought  to  be  placed  where  they  can  receive  proper 
attention  and  medical  treatment,  so  as  to  give  them  a  chance  at  least  for  restoration  from 
mental  darkness  to  the  light  of  reason. 

In  concluding  this  branch  of  my  message,  I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  superinten- 
dent's recommendation  as  to  an  increase  of  compensation  to  the  subordinate  officers  of  the 
institution.  The  pay  is  inadequate  to  their  support,  and  it  is  impossible  therefore  to  retain 
our  best  officers  without  an  increase  of  pay.  Great  difficulty  has  already  been  experienced, 
and  I  earnestly  but  respectfully  appeal  to  your  sense  of  justice  for  tlie  relief  of  those  par- 
ties. *'  The  laborer  i^  worthj-  of  his  hire,"  and  unless  a  fair  hire  is  paid,  inefficient  agents 
'nay  be  expected. 

Impressment  of  Slaves  to  work  on  the  Fortifications. 

I  regret  to  state  that  the  authorities  of  some  of  the  counties  manifest  a  disposition  to  dis- 
regard the  requisitions  made  upon  them  for  labor  for  this  important  object.  The  city  of 
Richmond  having  failed  to  comply,  the  fact  was  reported  to  you  at  the  last  session,  but  no 
action  was  taken  by  you  in  regard  to  it.    Col.  William  H.  Stevens  of  the  confederate  engi- 
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neer  department,  reports  the  failure  of  the  authorities  of  the  county  of  Pjttsylvania.  Hio 
communication  iind  the  accompunyiug  papers  are  herewith  transmitted  for  your  informa- 
tion. Some  other  counties  have  not  yet  complied,  and  whether  they  intend  to  do  so,  I  am 
not  advised. 

On  the  2Gth  day  of  last  month  another  call  for  five  thousand  more  slaves  was  addressed 
tome  by  the  president.  This  call  and  the  papers  accompanying  it  are  submitted  for  yonr 
examination. 

The  people  generally  complain  that  the  provision  of  the  law,  which  requires  the  confede- 
rate government  to  pay  the  value  of  such  slaves  as  may  die,  or  not  be  returned  to  their 
owners,  has  not  been  complied  Avith,  and  tliey  therefore  have  no  gnaranfce  that  slaves  now 
sent,  if  lost,  will  be  paid  for.  The  reason  assigned  to  mo  for  non-payment  has  been  that 
congress  had  made  uo  appropriation  for  this  object,  and  that  payment  could  not  be  made 
until  a  bill  appropriating  the  anmunt  necessary  had  become  a  law.  Within  the  last  few 
days  I  have  l)een  informed  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  war  department  that  all  such  claimo 
must  be  heard  before  the  court  of  claims,  when  that  court  shall  be  organized,  and  that  no 
payments  can  be  made  without  a  favorable  judgment  pronounced  by  such  tribunal.  Such 
a  construction  seems  to  me  to  be  at  war  not  only  with  the  spirit  but  also  with  the  letter  of 
the  law  requiring  the  executive  to  comply  with  the  president's  requisition. 

If  this  be  the  construction  wliich  is  to  be  placed  on  this  law,  it  is  not  wonderful  that  dis- 
satisfaction and  indisposition  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  should  bi;  the  consequence. 
A  slave  lost  in  this  service  a  year  ago  could  not  now  be  replaced  at  less  than  double  the 
value  fixed  at  that  day;  and  if  the  demand  of  his  owner  is  postponed  until  a  court  of  claims 
shall  be  organized,  it  is  equivalent  to  nearly  a  total  loss.  It  is  in  my  judgment  the  duty  of 
our  senators  and  rejnesentatives  in  congress  to  see  that  an  approj)riation  for  this  purpose  i* 
jnade  without  delay.  The  people  expect  it,  and  their  reasonable  expectation  should  not  be 
disappointed  in  this  respect. 

It  is  of  the  first  importance  that  these  fortifications  sliould  be  constructed  at  the  earliest 
piacticable  moment.  We  know  not  when  they  may  be  required  for  our  protection  and  the 
preservation  of  our  troops  in  the  event  of  disaster.  ■•  We  must  have  harmonious  and  united 
action,  and  something  must  be  done  to  secure  it.  Much  depends  on  it,  and  the  sooner  the  subject 
is  satisfactorily  arranged  the  better  for  the  country.  If  a  proper  spirit  animates  both  sides — 
and  I  am  satisfied  it  exists — harmony  will  be  tlie  result.  The  government  needs  the  labor 
on  these  works,  and  tbe  people  generally  have  manifested  a  readiness  to  furnish  it. 
oven  at  great  inconvenience  to  themselves.  If  tliis  difficulty  were  arranged,  as  I  believe  it 
can  be,  the  wants  of  the  government  would  be  supplied. 

Co7Vpcnsalion  of  OJfirers,  Lcgislatirc,  Exccuttcc  ami  Judicial. 

With  the  depreciation  now  existing  in  our  currency,  it  is  .ipparent  even  to  the  casual  ob- 
server that  tlie  compensation  now  paid  to  those  engaged  in  the  performance  of  public  dutieji 
is  grossly  inadequate  It  was  nothing  more  than  a  support  in  peace  times — it  is  greatly 
loss  now.  This  is  owing  to  our  peculiar  condition,  growing  out  of  the  war — a  condition 
for  which  they  cannot  be  held  responsible.  While  the  curn'ncy  has  depreciated,  the  de- 
mand for  all  the  necessaries  of  life  occasioned  by  the  war,  and  their  ctmsequent  scarcity, 
has  greatly  increased  the  prices  of  all  we  are  compelled  to  consume.  Clothing,  fumitnrt,, 
bread,  meat — indeed  every  article  necessary  for  a  family  would,  from  the  causes  stated,  have 
increased  somewhat  in  price,  even  if  the  currency  had  not  depreciated. 

When  the  constitution  of  Virginia  was  fornufd,  and  when  it  was  adopted  by  the  j)oopi«, 
what  was  the  fixed  standard  of  value  ?     Admittedly,  gold  and  silver.    When  that  conafltt^ 
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tion  fixed  certain  salaries,  in  what  measure  of  value  did  it  intend  to  pay  them?  Clearly,  in 
gold  and  silver,  or  paper  easily  convertible  into  gold  and  silver,  dollar  for  dollar.  Such  was 
the  obligation.  What  now  is  the  condition  of  affairs?  The  government  now  says,  we 
cannot  now  pay  you  according  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  but  we  will  pay  you  in  such 
money  as  we  have — not  as  valuable  as  we  promised,  but  the  best  we  can  do.  Is  there  any 
thing  unconstitutional  or  wrong  in  commuting  the  value  of  that  which  it  promised  to  pay,  * 
into  the  value  of  that  which  it  has  to  pay  with?     It  seems  to  me  not. 

But  it  is  said  this  is  an  increase  of  pay,  and  this  is  prohibited  by  the- constitution.  If  in- 
crease and  commutation  were  convertible  terms,  meaning  the  same  thing,  then  there  would 
be  force  in  this  view  of  the  question.  They  are  words  of  different  import  and  signification. 
I  have  no  hesitation  therefore  in  saying  that  it  is  just  now  to  do  what  our  ancestors  did  in 
the  revolution,  and  in  my  judgment  it  is  not  in  controvention  of  the  constitution. 

Finances. 

I  submit  herewith,  the  report  of  the  auditor  of  public  accounts;  which  presents  a  full 
Btatemeut  in  detail  of  the  linant;al  condition  of  the  treasviry  for  the  last  fiscal  year. 

By  this  statement  the  general  assembly  will  perceive  that  the  satisfactory  account  of  our 
fiscal  affairs  presented  in  my  last  general  message  was  not  overdrawn,  and  that  we  have  now 
every  reason  to  be  gratified.  With  a  large  portion  of  the  state  so  overrun  by  the  enemy 
that  the  usurped  govcrumeut  therein  established  cannot  be  at  present  restored  to  its  proper 
control,  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  no  portion  of  the  public  revenue  lias  been  or  can 
be  derived  during  the  war  from  that  source,  we  have  yet  been  enabled,  by  the  taxes  levied 
on  the  loyal  portion,  to  meet  all  the  wants  of  tbe  government  promptly,  and  to  have  a  sur- 
plus in  the  treasury.  Our  people  have  responded  to  the  calls  of  the  state  for  men  and  for 
money  without  a  murnuir,  and  have  exhibited  a  spirit  not  to  be  shaken  by  reverses  or  to  be 
made  incautious  by  success,  .ind  will  be  found  ready  atf  all  times  to  bear  the  necessary  bur- 
dens to  secure  their  independence. 

The  entire  funded  debt  of  the  state  on  the  1st  of  October  1863,  was  $  35,1 45,798  38.  For 
the  payment  of  the  interest  and  the  final  redemption  of  the  principal  of  this  debt,  the  con- 
Btitution  of  the  state  has  provided  a  sinking  fund,  which  nmst  extinguish  the  whole  in 
thirty-four  years  from  its  creation ;  and  this  fund  has  been  realizing  the  anticipations  of  its 
founders,  and  will  accompli.sh  the  end  in  less  time.  The  temporary  debt  created  for  the 
purposes  of  the  war,  and  for  which  treasury  notes  have  been  issued,  amounts  to  the  sum  of 
$4,938,112.  For  the  payment  of  this  amount  ample  provision  has  been  made,  so  that 
whenever  the  notes  shall  be  called  in  they  will  be  promptly  redeemed. 

The  amount  received  into  tht;  treasury  from  all  sources  during  the  fiscal 

year  has  been  .....      16,374,995  51

Which,  with  a  few  wanants  issued  in  the  year  and  not  collected,  as  is  explained  in  the  au- 
ditor's report,  will  make  the  actual  balance  $1,377,868  95. 

The  auditor's  estimate  of  the  probable  receipts  into  the  treasury  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
30th  September  1864,  with  the  balance  on  hand  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  is 
$10,666,532  67;  and  his  estimate  for  the  probable  charges  upon  the  treasury  for  the  same 
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year  is  $12,910,783  79;  which  for  the  present  fiscal  year  will  leave  a  balance  against  the 
treasury,  of  $2,244,251  12. 

This  result,  however,  is  produced  by  throwing  into  the  present  year  all  the  outstanding 
charges,  many  of  which  it  is  believed  cannot  be  demanded  in  that  time,  and  are  not  liable 
to  payment  under  existing  laws.  Of  this  class  of  debts  is  the  suspended. interest  upon  the 
bonds  of  the  state  held  by  the  government  of  the  United  States,  by  northern  state  govern- 
ments, and  by  people  in  the  northern  states ;  which  has  been  properly  suspended  by  ordi- 
nance of  tho  convention,  and  ouglit  not  to  be  paid  during  the  war;  but  being  a  liability 
upon  the  treasury,  is  charged  upon  the  finances  of  the  present  year,  and  aids  in  swelling 
the  apparent  deficiency. 

On  the  other  hand,  the-  estimates  of  tho  same  officer  for  the  year  1865  exhibit  these 
results : 

The  probable  receipts  of  the  treasury  for  the  year  ending  30th  of  September  1865,  from 
all  sources,  will  be  $9,274,000  64;  which,  after  deducting  tlie  sum  of  $2,244,251  12,  and 
thus  making  good  the  deficiency  of  the  year  18G4,  will  leave  an  aggregate  of  $7,030,349  52. 

Ills  ostiinato  of  disbursements  for  tlie  same  period  amounts  to  $3,781,709  42;  which  will 
leave  a  balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  30th  of  September  1865,  of  $3,248,640  10. 

From  these  statements  the  general  assembly  will  see  that  we  will  be  provided  with  ample 
resources  for  iill  the  purpo.ses  of  government  for  the  next  two  years,  and  leave  the  state  trea- 
sury in  a  iiourisliii)g  condition.  If  the  state  and  confederate  governments  can  therefore 
devise  some  system  for  improving  the  general  currency  of  the  country,  reducing  its  volume, 
and  providing  at  the  same  time  for  prosecuting  the  war  with  vigor,  a  happy  issue  must  be 
tlie  result. 

Our  unpaid  Interest  abroad. 

In  my  last  regular  communication  to  you,  I  embraced  the  occasion  to  refer  to  this 
condition  of  the  finances  of  the  state,  and  accomj)anied  the  reference  with  .some  sug- 
gestions as  to  the  best  mode  of  extinguishing  our  indebtedness.  This  portion  of  the  mes- 
sage has  been  made  the  subject  of  comment  in  England,  and  imputations  have  been  cast 
upon  Virginia  impugning  her  character  for  honor  and  integrity.  The  only  specification  ia 
that  her  interest  for  July  181)2  and  fur  January  and  July  I8u3  rcmaius  unpaid.  This  is 
seized  upon  as  a  pretext  for  a  violent  and  ill-natured  assault  upon  her  and  tho  institution  of 
slavery,  by  a  leading  Hritish  statesman.  This  speech  is  made  the  pretext  for  an  editorial 
assault  by  the  London  Times,  which  is  in  much  the  same  vein. 

These  gentlemen  ought  to  know  (if  ind(>ed  they  do  not  know)  that  under  the  most  serious 
embarrassments  the  state  paid  two  installments  of  interest  since  this  war  has  been  in  pro- 
gress; and  assurances  have  doubtless  been  given  to  our  creditors  through  Mr.  Mason,  our 
late  minister,  that  if  at  any  time  we  failed  to  pay  promptly,  it  would  be  not  for  the  want  of 
means  or  the  will  to  pa^',  but  .from  the  impossibility  to  make  remittances.  Virginia  is  in  no 
wise  responsible  for  the  existing  condition  of  afi'airs.  She  did  not  inaugurate  this  war.  It 
was  forced  upon  her  by  Lincoln  and  his  adherents  on  both  sides  the  water,  and  they  put  it 
out  of  her  power  to  fulfill  her  obligations. 

The  commissioners  of  our  sinking  fund,  as  their  annual  report  will  show  (and  to  it  I  in- 
vite your  attention),  applied  to  the  Hritish  consul  at  this  city  to  get  him  to  attend  to  the 
matter  as  the  agent  of  the  state;  which  Mr.  Cridland  was  willing  to  do,  provided  it  met  the 
approbation  of  the  British  minister  at  Washington.  Lord  Lyons,  however,  as  the  coinmis- 
siouers  were  informed,  disapproved  of  this  course,  upon  tho  ground  that  it  was  a  violation 
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of  the  Dfintiality  assumed  by  the  English  government;  and  therefore  the  agent  of  that 
government  declined  to  enter  into  any  arrangement  by  -which  money  due  to  the  people  of 
Great  Britain  might  be  paid.  Application  was  then  made  to  the  Austrian  consul  located 
here,  and  he  was  willing  to  undertake  it,  but  it  was  understood  that  the  Austrian  minister 
at  Washington,  following  the  example  set  by  Lord  Lyons,  also  disapproved  it,  and  this 
plan  was  defeated.  These  facts  were  doubtless  commuuicuted  by  Lord  Lyons  to  his  govern- 
ment. 

There  is  another  significant  fact  in  this  connection,  that  miist  not  be  omitted,  which  shows 
the  settled  purpose  of  the  English  government  to  prevent  the  Confederate  States  from  pay- 
ing their  interest  to  British  bondholders.  When  Mr.  Magee,  the  consul  at  Mobile,  agreed  to 
accept  just  such  an  agency  as  we  had  proposed,  for  the  paj-ment  of  the  interest  due  by  the 
state  of  Alabama,  he  was  most  eftVctually  rebuked  by  his  own  government  and  was  dis- 
missed from  his  position.  Thus  Alabama  fared  as  we  had  done,  for  our' movement  was 
many  months  in  advance  of  the  movement  made  by  her  authorities. 

I  have  thus  presented  the  facts  of  the  case ;  and  wherever  they  are  known  and  under- 
stood, they  cannot  fail  to  convince  all  fair  and  candid  minds,  and  satisfy  them  that  Virginia 
hap  been  unremitting  and  persevering  in  her  efforts  to  meet  her  engagements  promptly  and 
fully  with  her  English  creditors,  and  Avas  defeated  in  doing  so  by  the  action  of  the  British 
minister  at  Washington.  In  this  matter  Virginia  has  nothing  with  which  to  reproach  her- 
self. She  has  done  every  thing  within  the  range  of  possibility.  Circumstances  which  she 
could  not  control,  and  for  which  she  was  not  answerable,  defeated  her  in  the  performance  of 
an  honest  act,  which  she  had  much  at  heart.  Her  honor  is  untarnished.  "The  tooth  of 
slander  hurtless  breaks  upon  the  adamant  of  her  reputation." 

Death  of  John  Seddon,  Esq. 

Death  comes  alike  to  all.  The  divine  decree  is  that  man  shall  die.  "  Passing  away"  is 
written  upon  the  world  and  all  the  world  contains.  The  angel  of  death  intrudes  himself 
into  the  palace  and  the  hovel,  and  his  scythe  cuts  down  alike  the  exalted  and  the  humble. 
In  this  day  of  trial  and  suffering,  how  many  of  our  best  men  are  being  taken  from  us ! 

How  sad  it  is  to  see  those  in  whom  the  ])eople  reposed  confidence,  and  who  had  been  se- 
lected by  them  for  high  official  positions,  taken  from  us  at  a  time  when  their  experience, 
counsel  and  talents  were  so  greatly  needed.  It  is  in  obedience  to  the  decree  of  that  great 
ruler,  who  orders  all  things  wisely,  and  to  his  will  man  must  bow  in  humble  submission. 

Mr.  Seddon  was  a  gentleman  of  fine  talents  and  irreproachable  eliaracter.  He  had  served 
the  people  faithfully  and  ably  in  both  branches  of  the  general  assembly.  He  watched  over 
their  interests,  and  guarded  their  rights  with  ability  and  untiring  zeal.  He  was  a  true  man 
in  all  the  relations  of  life — a  devoted  husband  and  father,  a  kind  and  indulgent  master,  a 
generous  and  accommodating  neighbor,  and  a  sincere  and  ardent  friend.  When  the  war 
broke  out  he  entered  the  service,  and  thus  manifested  the  sincerity  of  his  professions  by  his 
acts.  Ill  health  compelled  him  to  resign  his  commission  and  retire  from  service.  The 
country  has  l»st  a  valued  citizen — the  senate  has  lost  a  talented,  industrious  and  indepen- 
dent member,  and  the  conuuonwealth  one  of  her  truest  and  most  reliable  sons.  This  imper- 
fect tribute  to  his  memory  is  demanded  no  less  by  the  obligations  of  personal  friendship 
than  official  duty. 

Conclusion. 

My  administration  is  rapidly  approaching  a  conclusion,  and  my  management  of  the  affairs 
of  state  is  now  before  the  people  for  their  judgment.     With  the  conscioui-ness  that  I  have 
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endeavored  to  perform  my  duty  faithfully  and  uprightly— that  I  have  acted  with  that  inde- 
pendence, which  became  the  executive  of  our  honored  commonwealth— that  I  have  .strug- 
gled  to  preserve  and  maintain  her  rights,  and  have  faithfully  watched  over  her  interests  and 
institutions,  and  endeavored  to  protect  them,  I  do  not  fear  the  popular  verdict.  The  public 
servant  who  follows  the  lead  of  his  judgment,  and  regulates  his  conduct  by  his  convictions 
of  what  is  right,  is  in  no  danger  of  condeuniatiou  from  the  people.  The  great  mass  of  the 
people  are  honest,  and  they  have  no  wi.sh  to  be  deceived,  and  no  reason  to  deceive  them- 
selves, either  in  regard  to  their  social,  their  political  or  their  material  interests.  Falsehood 
and  misrepresentation,  slander  and  abu.se  may  for  a  time  mislead  them,  but  sooner  or  later 
they  will  correct  the  error  and  do  justice  to  the  officer. 

In  separating  from  those  with  whom  I  have  been  identified  for  the  last  four  years  in  the 
administration  of  tho  government,  I  desire  to  bear  my  testimony  to  their  zeal,  industry, 
fidelity  and  ability  in  thc^  discharge  of  their  arduous  duties.  I  have  received  from  them 
uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  and  cordial  co-operation.  The  several  departm^-nts  are 
mauaged  with  the  greatest  order  and  .system,  and  business  is  dispatched  in  each  with 
promptness  and  politeness.  No  state  ever  had  more  reason  to  b«  satisfied  witli  her  chief 
and  subordinate  departmental  officers.  In  after  time  I  will  look  on  my  association  with 
theui  with  infinite  satisfaction  and  pleasure. 

Disasters  fall  to  the  lot  of  individuals  as  well  as  to  nations.  Uniform  success  never 
attends  either.  There  are  days  of  adversity  as  well  as  of  prosperity.  There  are  hours  of 
gloom  and  despondency  as  well  as  of  joy  and  hope  When  we  survey  the  field  since 
this  war  began,  we  find  much  to  stimulate  and  encourage  us,  and  much  to  inspire  bright 
hopes  for  the  future.  We  have  recently  had  disasters,  but  they  should  rather  arouse  and 
excte  than  depress  us.  They  only  show  that  we  should  exhibit  more  energy,  vigilance 
courage  and  determination  than  we  have  heretofore  manifested  in  our  glorious  cause  We 
have  the  will,  the  spirit,  the  endurance  and  tho  purpose  to  achieve  success,  and  we  can 
triumph  if  we  arc  united,  and  bold,  energetic  and  determined.  Have  we  not  a  Lee,  a  Beau- 
regard and  a  Johnston-a  Longstreet,a  Ilardec  and  a  Ewell-an  Earley,  a  Breckenridge 
and  a  Rodes-a  Stuart,  a  Wheeler  and  a  Fitz  Lee-with  a  host  of  others  not  less  merito- 
nous  and  deserving.  With  such  a  galaxy  of  officers  of  experience  and  ability,  and  with  an 
army  composed  of  materials  equal  to  any  that  ever  went  into  the  field,  why  should  we  not 
be  successful?  We  have  indeed  lost  a  Jackson  and  other  noble  and  gallant  spirits,  whose 
deaths  have  caused  profound  sorrow  and  grief  throughout  the  land.  While  we  mourn  over 
the  d..ad,  let  us  not  forget  that  they  fell  in  a  righteous  cause,  and  their  deaths  should  only 
stnnulato  us  to  greater  exertions,  and  nerve  us  to  increased  efforts. 

Look  at  the  picture  on  all  sides,  and  it  presents  hopeful  and  encouraging  features  If 
we  are  only  true  to  ourselves,  to  the  cause  and  to  the  country,  we  cannot  be  overthrown. 
Is  there  a  man  who  doubts  the  result  of  the  struggle?  If  there  be  such  an  one,  he  is  a 
traitor  at  heart,  who  deserves  to  be  anathematized  and  cast  out  from  among  us. 

No  state  has  been  more  loyal,  more  faithful,  more  devoted.  None  has  contributed  more 
bberally  m  means  and  men-none  has  bared  her  breast  more  boldly  or  defiaudy  to  the 
8torm-andnot,e  has  sent  her  "reapers  to  the  harvest  of  death"  with  more  self-sacrificing 
devotion  than  the  c<.mnionwealtli  of  Virginia.  She  enlisted  for  the  war  after  full  conside- 
ration, and  with  a  just  appreciation  of  all  the  consequences  that  were  to  follow  the  separa- 
tion, and  she  will  be  true  to  the  end.  She  will  never  sue  for  peace,  because  she  did  not 
bring  on  this  war.  She  will  never  propose  compromise,  because  she  struggles  only  for  her 
nghts  her  liberty  and  her  independence.  She  will,  as  becomes  the  mother  of  states,  stand 
up  boldly,  and  hurl  scorn  and  defiance  in  the  face  of  her  foes,  until  they  come  to  her  terms, 
fehe  will  never  consent  to  a  treaty  of  peace  which  dismembers  her  own  territory,  nor  will 
she  consent  to  a  treaty  which  does  not  recognize  fully  the  Confederacy.     She  knows  what 
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is  due  to  her  own  dignity  and  character,  and  she  knows  what  is  due  to  the  Confederacy, 
and  her  duty  will  be  performed  with  scrupulous  fidelity.  Kneeling  around  the  altar  of  the 
country,  her  sons  will  swear  allegiance  to  her,  and  fidejity  to  the  confederate  government, 
and  their  prayers  will  ascend  to  heaven  for  blessings  on  Virginia  and  the  Sonthern  Con- 
federacy. 

Thanks  to  the  Ruler  of  the  Universe  for  his  blessings  conferred  upon  us  with  such  libe- 
rality— for  the  successes  which  have  attended  our  arms — for  the  unity  and  harmony  of  our 
people — and  for  the  spirit  and  courage  with  which  he  has  nerved  thera  for  this  contest.

1862,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  secretary  of  war,  I  have  the  honor  to  call  upon 

your  excellency  for  five  thousand  slaves,  to  be  employed  on  the  fortifications  in  this  state.

Colonel: 

I  have  delayed  till  now  the  preparation  of  the  accompanying  lists  of  counties, 

upon  which  to  base  a  call  for  5,000  additional  slaves,  in  the  hope  that  I  should  obtain 

promptly  from  the  clerks  of  the  respective  counties  (to  whom  I  addressed  a  circular  letter 

upon  the  subject  on  the  2*2d  instant)  information  as  to  the  number  of  male  slaves  between 

the  ages  of  18  and  55  years,  liable  to  impressment  under  the  act  of  March  13th,  1863,  and 

which  I  considered  necessary  to  enable  me  to  make  a  proper  and  equal  apportionment  of 

the  quota  to  be  called  for  from  each  county. 

Thus  far,  however,  I  have  received  returns  from  clerks  of  four  counties  only.  As  they 
come  in  so  slowly,  and  to  avoid  farther  delay  in  sending  you  a  list,  I  have  assumed  such 
returns  as  I  have,  as  a  basis  upon  which  to  estimate  the  number  between  the  ages  specified. 
This  plan,  it  is  presumed,  gives  as  close  an  approximation  of  the  number  as  can  be  obtained 
in  the  absence  of  any  official  report,  and  is  perhaps  sufficiently  accurate  for  the  present  call. 

The  number  of  slaves  assessed  in  each  county  in  1862,  as  per  financial  statement  of  the 
aiulitor  of  public  accounts  for  January  1863,- shows  a  considerable  decrease  as  compared 
with  the  census  of  1860;  but  believing  the  former  to  be  more  reliable,  I  have  assumed 
tw(;nty  per  cent,  of  the  entire  slave  population  as  a  fair  proportion  of  the  slaves  "of  the 
ages  specified.  The  returns  which  I  have  received  indicate  that  in  three  out  of  four  of  the 
counties,  the  per  centage  is  more  than  one-sixth  and  less  than  one  fifth. 

You  will  observe  that  I  have  included  in  the  present  call  all  of  the  counties  mentioned  in 
the  list  of  August,  with  the  exception  of  the  counties  of  Southampton  and  Spotsylvania, 
from  which  it  is  believed  impracticable  to  get  any  more  slaves.

Report  of  Quartermaster  General  Smoot. 

Quartermaster  Gkneral's  Office  Va.  Forces, 
Jiichmond,  November  30,  1863. 
Generai,:

The  reports  of  this  office,  dated  Lynchburg,  Va.,  December  27th,  1862, 
aud  Febniary  3d,  1863,  contain  sucli  full  and  detailed  information  relative  to  its  operations 
in  connection  .with  the  state  line  troops,  as  to  make  it  unnecessary  to  do  more  than  refer  to 
t.hfi  fact  of  the  disbanding  of  that  force,  agreeably  to  legislation,  on  and  after  April  1st,  1863, 
and  to  my  subsequent  acts  under  that  law.  To  a  great  extent,  even  this  information  has 
already  been  communicated  to  his  excellency  the  governor,  in  the  report  from  this  office, 
'jated  August  24th,  1863.  See  Appendix  to  the  Governor's  Message,  extra  session  1863, 
part  2,  Document  No.  1 . 

By  reference;  to  that  document,  it  v,  ill  be  perceived  that  the  aggregate  of  sales  of  supplies 
of  all  kinds  to  the  confederate  government  between  April  7th  and  July  30th,  1863,  amounted 
to  five  hundred  and  fourteen  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-seven  dollars  and  ninetj-^  two 
coats.  No  further  sales  on  certified  accounts  of  that  kind,  have  been  made  to  the  confederate 
government. 

The  further  sum  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  three  hundred  and  four  dollars  and 
thirty  cents  has  been  realized  from  the  sales  of  property,  the  price  of  which  was  paid 
directly  into  the  hands  of  officers  of  this  department,  and  accounted  for  by  them.  For  the 
character  of  tjiese  sales,  reference  is  made  to  paragraph  4  of  the  document  last  referred  to. 

A  farther  sum  will  be  realized  on  account  of  deductions  made  and  to  be  made  by  the 
pay  department  on  account  of  overissues  of  clpthiug,  &c.  to  non-commissioned  officers 
and  privates,  by  regimental  quartermasters,  and  for  property  unaccounted  for  by  officers 
connected  v.ith  that  command. 

These  accounts  arc  necessary  to  a  proper  understanding  of  the  actual  expense  of  thi.s 
I'.ommaud,  on  account  of  the  quartermaster's  and  commissary  departments,  both  of  which 
wen-  under  the  control  and  direction  of  this  office. 

The  books  of  this  office  show  that  expenditures  are  claimed,  on  these  accounts,  to  the 
extent  of  one  million  two  hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-one 
dollars  and  eighty-six  cents — the  difference  between  receipts  tiom  sales  and  the  amount  claimed 
as  disbursed  being  five  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars 
and  sixty-four  cents.  To  this  last  named  sum  should  be  added  such  amount  as  the  auditing 
board  of  Virginia  have  paid  directly,  on  quartermaster's  and  commissary  accounts,  to  other 
parties,  which  it  is  believed,  in  the  absence  of  official  data,  will  not  exceed  the  sum  of  forty 
thousand  dollars. 

From  these  results  I  feel  warranted  in  saying  that  the  expenses  of  the  state  line  troops, 
on  account  of  the  quartermaster's  and  commissary  departments,  can  under  no  circumstances 
exceed  the  sum  of  six  hundred  thousand  dollars — the  sum  now  in  the  hands  of  the  dis- 
bursing officer  at  this  post  being  ample,  in  my  opinion,  to  meet  all  outstanding  claims. 

The  accoirnt  of  this  office  with  the  treasurer  of  the  state  shows  the  receipts  to  have  been 
one  million  tv.'o  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  the  payments  to  have  been 
six  hundred  and  thirty-six  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  and  ninety-two 
cents.     The  difference  between  the  amount  claimed  to  have  been  disbursed,  less  receipts, 
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and  tliat  line  the  tronsuiy,  boinff  sixty-eight  thousand  and  two  dollars  and  forty-four  cents, 
is  in  the  Lands  of  ufHcers  of  t'nis  department — the  larg'cr  portion  Ijcing  in  the  hands  of  the 
dishiirsiug  officer  at  this  post,  applicable  to  the  payment  of  outstanding  claims  undev  the 
direction  of  this  oflice,  or  that  of  the  auditing  board  of  Virginia. 

Xo  credit  is  claimed  in  these  calculations  for  deductions  made  and  to  be  made  by  the  pay 
department,  wliich  it  is  believed  will  reach  a  considerable  sum — the  gross  sum  reported  by 
the  paymaster  general,  as  stopped,  being  eighty-four  thousand  and  twenty  dollars  and 
eighty-five  cents. 

There  are  now  on  file  in  this  office  returns  of  accounts  from  fort^'-eight  quartermasters, 
assistant  quartermasters,  acting  assistant  quartermnsters,  and  line  and  company  officers  of 
the  state  line,  involving  the  expenditure  of  the  above  nained  sum  of  $1,295,481  86,  and 
tl.e  disposition  of  the  immense  amounts  of  property  purcliased  with  it.  Some  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  settlement  of  these  accoujits.  It  has  bi'cn  regarded  as  of  much  im- 
portance to  hav<^  them  adjusted  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  as  these  officers  have  many 
of  them  entered  the  confederate  service;  and  owing  to  the  distant  points  to  which  they  have 
removed,  it  is  difficult  and  often  impossible  to  have  the  comnumication  with  them  that  is 
necessary  for  the  speed}'  settlement  of  th(M|  accounts.  Every  eifort  will  be  made  to  close 
the  state  line  accounts  at  the  earliest  possible  day. 

In  addition  to  tlie  duties  above  mentioned,  this  office  is  charged  with  the  settlement  of  the 
accounts  of  the  various  quartermasters  and  agents  of  the  late  volunteer  army  of  Virginia, 
.  and  the  payment  of  all  outstanding  account!s  and  balances  due  by  the  state,  contracted  by 
the  engineer  department  of  Virginia  in  its  operations. 

It  will  berememb(Med,  that  at  the  begianhig  of  the  war  a  large  force  was  raised  l>y  the 
state,  Avliich  was  not  turned  Over  to  the  confederate  government  until  the  30th  June  1861. 
J^arge  sums  of  momy  were  disbursed  bj- quartermasters  of  that  force,  and  their  accounts 
have  been  in  process  of  settlement  at  this  office  preparatory  to  making  out  the  account  of 
the  ."rtate  against  the  confederate  government  for  these  expenditures.  When  the  state  line 
was  Established,  the  force  of  thi:)  department  was  almost  entirely  occupied  in  the  onerous 
and  pressing  duties  of  procuring  and  distributing  the  stores  recpiired  by  that  connnaud,  and 
the  adjustment  of  the  accounts  jiertaining  to  the  volunteer  army,  was  necessarily  to  a  great 
extent  suspended. 

The  books  of  this  office  show  that  the  sum  of  tAvelve-thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-two 
dollars  and  si.xty-nine  cents  has  been  received  on  account  of  sales  of  property,  and  from 
other  sources  on  this  account,  to  30th  Si'pcember  1863,  the  cud  of  the  last  quart(>r.  They 
also  show  that  expenditures  are  claimed  to  the  extent  of  one  million  four  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four  dollars  and  six  cents — tlie  difference  be- 
tween receipts  from  sales  and  the  amount  claiiiied  as  disbursed,  being  one  million  four  hun- 
dred and  thirty -five  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents. 

The  account  of  this  oflice  with  the  treasurer  slsows  the  receipts  to  have  been  one  million 
four  hundred  and  ninety-four  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and  thirty-six 
C(-nts,  and  the  payments  to  have  been  thirty-two  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars 
and  fifty-six  cents.  The  difference  between  the  amount  claimed  to  have  been  disbursed  and 
that  due  the  treasury,  viz :  twenty-six  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and 
forty  three  cents,  being  in  the  hands  of  officers,  agents,  «&c.,  of  which  only  three  thousand 
one  hundred  and  two  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents  was  available  on  the  30th  September  last, 
in  the  hands  of  the  disbursing  officer  at  this  ju)st.  This  office  has  no  official  information  of 
tlie  amount  [mid  directly  by  the  nuditing  board  to  claimants  on  accounts  against  the  volun- 
teer force  pertaining  to  this  departmen-t,  but  they  must  eventually  be  embraced  in  the  ac- 
count of  the  state. against  the  confederalt?  government. 
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The  entire  force  of  this  office  is  now  reduced  to  the  chief  and  four  assistants. %*0f  these, 
one  has  been  eng-aged  in  disbursing  at  this  post  and  in  examining  accounts  of  tlie  volunteer 
force,  one  has  been  in  the  field  collecting  property  at  the  widely  dispersed  points  at  which 
troops  were  stationed  when  the  state  line  was  disbanded,  and  disposing  of  the  same,  one  in 
settling  the  accounts  of  line  and  company  officers,  and  the  clothing  accounts  of  non-com- 
missioned officers  and  privates,  and  one  in  the  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  state  line 
quartermasters  preparatory  to  reporting  them,  with  any  errors  that  may  be  found  in  them, 
to  the  auditing  board  for  final  adjudication.  These  accounts  involve  large  amounts  of 
money  and  much  property,  are  voluminous  and  intricate,  and  their  complete  examination 
will  require  much  labor  and  time'.  Such  a  disposition  will  be  made  of  the  force  now  at  the 
command  of  the  department,  as  to  secure  a  final  settlement  at  the  earliest  possible  time  con- 
sistent with  justice  to  the  state  and  the  officers  concerned.

General : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the  governor,  that  this 
department,  since  its  organization,  has  received  from  the  state  treasury  two  millions  two 
hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  payment  of  the  volunteers  and  militia,  and  there 
has  been  expended  in  paying  the  same  (including  $  5,373  24  to  the  mountain  rangers) 
two  millions  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand  seven  Imndred  and  forty-seven  dollars 
and  thirty-three  cents.  Statements  of  tho  accounts  of  the  paymasters  making  these  expen- 
ditures (except  $  81,603  39  paid  by  the  present  paymasters)  were  forwarded  to  the  auditing 
board  in  September  ]  862,  and  the  vouchers  in  support  thereof  were  reported  as  subject  to  their 
order  and  ready  for  examination.  They  were  not,  however,  called  for  until  September  of 
the  present  3car. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  expenditures  for  volunteers,  militia  and  rangers,  exceed  the 
amount  drawn  for  that  object,  by  $  25,747  33 ;  which  amount  was  taken  from  the  funds  on 
hand  received  for  the  use  of  the  state  line. 

I  have  received,  under  the  apiiropriation  for  the  state  line  of  Virginia,  five  hundred  and 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  and  have  expended  in  the  paj'ment  of  that  army  four  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  thousand  and  forty-six-dollars  and  six  cents,  including  $  4;?,G77  51)  paid  to  the 
mountain  rangers  attached  to  and  acting  with  the  state  line  troops,  leaving  a  balance  on 
the  whole  account  due  the  state  by  this  department,  of  seventy-five  thousand  two  hundred 
and  six  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents,  as  follows ;

A  report  having  been  circulated  among  the  members  of  the  legislature,  at  its  last  session, 
to  the  effect  that  this  department  had  been  frequently  called  on  for  returns,  and  had  failed 
to  respond,  justice  to  myself  and  the  officers  of  this  dei)artment  requires  me  to  declare  that 
such  a  charge  is  without  foundation  in  fact. 

The  payments  that  this  department  has  been  called  on  to  make  are  very  different  in  many 
lespects  from  those  made  to  a  regular  army.  In  a  regular  army  a  periodical  report  is  made, 
and  those  absent  at  pay  day  from  any  cause  have  their  accounts  transferred  to  future  rolls, 
and  are  paid  at  the  next  payment,  if  present.  The  payments  by  this  department  to  volun- 
teers were  on  final  rolls,  and  of  course  could  not  be  managed  in  that  way. 

When  the  department  undertook  to  pay  these  volunteers,  they  found  them  much  scat, 
tered  throughout  the  confederate  army,  and  much  tiihe  and  labor  had  to  be  expended  before 
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findiug  them ;  and  even  then  a  large  number  of  men  were  found  absent  from  theh-  compa- 
nies. Many  have  never  been  found  to  this  day.  In  consequence  of  this,  and  the  fact  that 
owing  to  the  inexperience  of  officers  at  that  time,  this  department  had  to  make  out  two 
entire  rolls  of  each  company  paid,  it  will  not  be  a  matter  of  astonishment  that  these  pay- 
ments should  be  much  delayed.  • 

Early  in  the  year  18G"i,  as  the  governor  will  remember,  in  order  to  save  expense  to  the 
state,  I  reported  to  him  that  I  would  dispense  with  the  services  of  all  the  paymasters,  and 
all  save  three  of  the  clerks,  and  would  (aMough  not  required  to  do  so  under  the  law)  make 
the  remaining'  payments  myself,  unless  other  troops  were  called  into  the  field.  This  I  did 
until  October  ]862,  when,  perceiving  from  the  increase  of  the  state  line  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible for  me  to  continue  it,  I  asked  the  governor  to  appoint  paymasters,  which  he  did, 
by  appointing  the  three  clerks  in  the  department.  These  officers  have  served  since,  without 
clerks ;  nor  have  I  had  a  clerk  in  the  office — they  doing  all  the  duties  of  paymasters  and 
clerks. 

Now,  in  reference  to  the  payments  to  the  Virginia  state  line,  although  I  made  repeated 
(efforts  to  get  returns  from  that  force,  my  efforts  were  for  a  long  time  fruitless,  excepting 
fom"  companies,  to  30th  September  1862.  It  was  not  until  about  the  15th  January  18G3 
that  I  succeeded,  in  getting  any  rolls  to  pay  on.  The  paymasters  were  then  sent  into  the 
field.  The  troops  were  found  very  much  scattered,  and  before  the  payment  could  be  com- 
pleted to  31st  December  1862,  the  legislature  passed,  first,  the  act  transferring  the  force  to 
the  Confederate  States,  and  afterwards  the  act  disbanding  it.  This  action  caused  great  con- 
fusion, and  resulted  in  the  disbaudment  of  the  force  without  a  muster  on  which  to  pay. 

I  used  every  effort,  by  notice  in  the  papers  and  othei'wisc,  to  get  the  final  rolls  in ;  and 
after  the  lapse  of  months  I  succeeded  in  getting  a  commencement.  When  the  rolls  came, 
however,  I  found  most  of  them  so  loosely  made  and  so  incorrect,  that  I  was  compelleu  to 
have  them  compared  with  the  first  rolls  paid;  and  I  also,  with  the  governor's  approbation, 
required  each  company  commander  to  make  oath  to  the  correctness  of  his  I'olls.  Without 
these  precautions,  a  great  many  men  would  have  received  pay  who  were  not  entitled  to  it, 
being  deserters,  &c. 

All  this  consumed  much  time ;  and  as  the  payment  was  a  final  one,  it  was  necessary  to 
keep  in  the  office  both  sets  of  rolls ;  the  first  to  compare  by — the  others  to  complete  the 
payments  to  men  who  were  sick,  absent  with  leave,  or  on  detailed  service.  No  abstract 
rolls  could  be  made,  as  there  was  no  clerical  force  in  the  office  adequate,  for  the  purpose,  tlje 
paymasters  being  employed  in  the  payments. 

The  legislature  have  passed  a  law  closing  this  department  on  the  1st  proximo.  They 
doubtless  did  what  in  their  judgment  was  for  the  interest  of  the  state.  Therefore,  I  do  not 
complain;  but  from  my  exjierience  in  the  settlement  of  military  accounts,  I  am  clearly  of 
the  opinion  that  the  state  w  ill  lose  more  from  want  of  experience  in  the  settlement  of  these 
accounts  than  Avill  pay  the  present  expenses  of  this  department  threefold.  If  more  troops 
are  to  be  called  into  the  field,  there,  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  fact.  There  are  nine  companies, 
paid  to  olst  December  1862,  yet  unpaid  to  31st  March  1863,  not  heard  from,  and  there  are 
twenty-three  companies  which  are  yet  to  be  paid  the  commutation  for  clo^thing — this  office 
not  having  received  clothing  retums  for  same.

Tlie  mugaziue  designed  for  storing  powder  and  ammunition,  is  not  largo 

enough  for  tlio  requirements  of  the  ordnance  dejjartment.     An  additional  house  is  needed. 

One  of  plunk,  18  by  25  feet,  would  answer  the  purpose,  and  would  cost  about  $600. 

The  guns,  ai'tillery  carriages  aud  artillery  implements  are  too  much  exposed  to  the  in- 
fluence of  the  weather,  and  if  not  properly  sheltered,  will  be  injured,  and  after  some  time 
become  useless.  To  slielter  them,  it  would  require  two  sheds,  each  150  feet  long  by  IG 
feet  wide,  and  their  cost  will  be  about  $2,000,  and  the  state  will  save  many  thousand 
dollars. 

I  beg  leave  to  lay  this  matter  before  you,  aud  request  you  to  give  it  your  earliest  con- 
sideration.

SECOND  AUDITOR'S  OFFICE, 
November  1863. 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  statements  of  the  financial  transactions  and  condition 
of  the  fund  of  internal  improvement,  of  the  operations  of  the  sinking  fund,  and  of  the 
debt  and  resoui'ces  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  two  preceding  fiscal  years,  with  the  follow- 
ing report : 

Internal  Improvement  Fund. 

Statement  A  shows  that  the  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  September  ]8fi2,  in- 
cluding the  balance  on  liand  at  the  commencement  of  suid  year,  amounted  to  $730,481  \[>. 
There  was  expended  during  that  year  the  sum  of  $  717,812  03 — leaving  a  balance  in  the, 
treasury  on  the  1st  October  1862,  of  $  12,669  IG.  The  details  will  be  found  in  statements 
C  and  E. 

By  reference  to  statement  B,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
30th  September  1803,  including  the  balance  in  the  treasury  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year,  amounted  to  $1,438,670  94.  There  was  disbursed  during  the  same  period  the  sum 
of  $  1,430,962  68— leaving  a  balance  on  hand  1st  October  1863,  of  $  7,708  26.  For  details 
see  statements  D  and  F. 

Statement  G  exhil)its  the  investments  of  the  fund  in  stocks,  loans,  &.c.,  other  than  sub 
scriptions  and  appropriations.  They  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $4,280,498  33, 
of  which  the  following  are  productive,  viz:

Statement  II  shows  the  amount  of  bonds  of  corporations,  the  payment  of  the  interest 
and  principal  of  which  is  guaranteed  by  the  commonwealth,  to  be  $1,984,955;  The  de- 
crease from  the  last  report  arises  from  the  conversions  of  the  guaranteed  bonds  of  tho 
James  river  and  Kanawha  company  to  state  bonds,  under  act  of  23d  March  1800. 
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Statement  J  shows  the  amount  of  subscriptions  by  the  state  |p  joint  stock  companies 
organized,  and  the  appropriations  for  improvements  upon  state  account,  &c.,  exhibiting  the 
amounts  appropriated  and  the  amounts  paid  thereon.

Avorks,  and  under  last  mentioned  act,  the  sum  of    -  -  $  4,940,665  60 

Statement  K  exhibits  the  appropriations  authorized  by  law  to  various  internal  improve- 
ment companies  which  have  never  organized,  and  upon  which  no  payments  have  been 
made;  which,  taken  with  the  amounts  remaining  to  be  paid,  as  contained  in  statement  J, 
constitutes  a  contingent  liability  upon  the  commonwealth,  of  $  5,327,005  60.  It  is  respect- 
fully submitted,  whether  it  may  not  be  advisable  for  the  general  assembly,  by  a  general 
law,  to  repeal  all  the  acts  authorizing  the  subscriptions  to  the  various  companies  contained 
in  statements  J  and  K.  The  changed  condition  of  the  country,  consequent  upon  the  war 
now  existing,  may  demonstrate  the  inutility  of  many  of  the  projected  schemes,  and  the 
necessity  for  others.  The  greater  part  of  these  siibscriptions  were  made  by  acts  as  far  back 
as  1851 ;  and  it  is  not  presumable  that  the  companies  will  ever  be  organized;  and  so  long  as 
they  remain  upon  the  statute  books,  we  are  compelled  to  keep  accounts  thereof,  and  encum- 
ber our  reports  with  the  statements. 

Statements  L  and  M  are  estimates  of  certain  and  probable  receipts  on  account  of  the 
revenue  of  the  fund  of  internal  improvement  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  September  1864 
and  30th  September  1865.  After  deducting  the  estimated  charges  for  the  same,  the  surplus 
for  the  year  1864  is  supposed  to  be  $  507,488  61,  and  that  for  1865,  to  be  $  507,488  61.

There  was  applied  to  the  redemption  of  certificates  of  state  debt  during  the  year,  the  sum 
of  $10,952. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  constit\ition  authorizing  the  sinking  fund  to  be  appropriated 
Otherwise  than  for  the  redemption  of  the  public  debt  during  the  time  of  war,  its  operation& 
have  been  suspended,  and  its  funds  in  a  great  degree  appropriated  to  the  public  defence. 

The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  will,  however,  make  a  separate  report  of  their 
transactions ;  to  which  I  respectfully  refer. 

Statement  P  shows  the  amount  of  interest  due  upon  the  public  debt,  the  amounts  received 
from  the  commonwealth  to  pay  the  same,  and  the  amounts  now  remaining  due  to  the  sink- 
ing fuud  from  the  commonwealth,  commencing  on  the  1st  July  1861 .  The  aggregate  amount 
80  due  is  $2,318,745  24. 

Statement  Q  shows  the  amount  of  interest  due  upon  the  public  debt,  and  the  amounts 
paid  semi-annually,  and  the  arrears  of  interest  due  to  the  holders  of  the  state  debt  upon  each 
installment,  commencing  1st  July  1861. 

It  will  be  remembered,  that  by  the  ordinance  of  the  convention,  passed  June  26th,  1861, 
in  relation  to  the  interest  on  state  bonds,  "  that  the  payment  of  interest  upon  the  bonds  held 
by  the  government  of  the  United  States,  or  held  by  it  in  trust,  or  which  are  the  property  of 
a  citizen  or  corporation  of  said  government,  or  of  any  state  adhering  thereto,  be  suspended 
during  the  war."  This  tabic  enables  us  to  approximate  the  amounts  of  the  public  debt  now 
held  by  our  enemies,  and  will  afford  the  information  necessary,  should  the  legislature  deem 
it  advisable  to  confiscate  the  same,  or  to  appropriate  it  to  the  indemnity  of  our  citizens  wlio 
have  suffered  from  the  ravages  of  our  enemy. 

<  The  amount  of  interest  due  upon  the  registered  debt  since  Ist  July  1861,  and  now  unpaid, 
is  $  703,468  53.  Of  this  amount,  it  is  presumed  that  about  one-third  may  be  due  to  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States — making  an  aggregate  of  principal  held  by  them,  of  about 
one  and  a  half  million. 

Of  the  coupon  debt  of  the  state,  heretofore  payable  in  New  York,  our  payments  of  in- 
terest at  the  respective  periods  afford  some  interesting  information  as  to  the  extent  of  the 
trade  which  has  been  carried  on  with  our  enemies  through  the  agency  of  said  bonds. 

The  amount  of  our  coupon  debt  on  the  Ist  day  of  July  1861,  was  $  12,442,500.  Slnca 
that  period  there  has  been  converted  into  registered  debt  the  amount  of  $1,334,500 — leaving 
our  coupon  debt  at  present,  $11,108,000. 

The  amount  of  interest  due  1st  July  1861  (including  $63,000  coupon  bonds  payable  in 
Richmond),  was  $373,275,  and  there  was  paid  upon  the  same,  $121,590.  The  amount 
of  interest  due  1st  January  1862,  was  $344,670.  The  amount  paid  on  the  same  was 
$69,135,  being  about  one-half  of  the  amount  of  interest  paid  1st  July  1861.  The  amount 
paid  for  July  1862,  was  $28,080.    The  amount  paid  for  January  1863,  was   $38,655. 
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Taking  the  amounts  of  interest  paid  as  affording  evidence  of  the  amount  of  bonds  held  by 
citizens  of  the  Confederacy,  will  show  that  there  are  about  $1,050,000  of  said  coupon  debt 
held  by  our  citizens. 

Statements  R  and  S  are  estimates  of  charges  upon  the  sinking  fund  for  the  two  fiscal 
years  ending  30th  September  1864  and  30th  September  1865. 

Debt  and  Resources  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Statement  T  shows  the  public  debt,  consisting  of  registered  and  coupon  bonds,  in  the 
hands  of  the  public,  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  and  the  literary  fund  board,  on 
the  30th  September  1863,  the  whole  amount  being  $  35,145,798  38 — being  an  increase  since 
the  last  biennial  report,  of  $  335,974 ;  which  increase  is  accounted  for  in  bonds  issued  to  the 
James  river  and  Kanawha  company,  under  act  of  18th  March  1862,  and  changes  of  guaran- 
teed bonds  of  said  company  to  state  bonds,  under  act  of^23d  March  1860,  &c. 

Of  the  whole  amount  of  public  debt  reported,  there  is  held  by  the  commissioners  of  the 
sinking  fund  $  1 ,729,315  46,  and  by  the  literary  fund  board,  $  259,300 — leaving  amount  in 
the  hands  of  the  public  (including  $  145,000  lost  at  sea),  of  f  33,157,182  92. 

The  amount  of  public  debt  issued  prior  to  1st  January  1852,  and  now  outstanding,  is 
$10,200,252  03,  and  is  called  the  old  debt.  That  created  since  the  1st  January  1852, 
amounts  to  $  24,945,546  35,  and  is  called  the  new  debt. 

Statement  U  shows  the  amount  of  funds  and  resources  of  the  commonwealth,  making  an 
aggregate  of  $42,097,693  66— of  which  amount,  $6,977,236  02  are  productive  of  a 
revenue  equivalent  to  about  seven  and  one-half  per  cent.  The  remainder  or  unproductive 
portion  consists  of  bonds  and  loans  which  are  more  or  less  available,  and  secured  by  mort- 
gages, &-C.,  and  stocks  in  improvements  not  completed,  and  also  in  improvements  completed 
which  yield  no  dividend.

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REPORT. 


To  THE  General  Assembly  of  Virginia: 

I  have  the  honor  to  communicate  herewith,  a  report  and  statements  exhibiting^ 
the  financial  transactions  and  condition  of  the  literarv  fund  for  the  hist  two  fiscal  years  end- 
ing Septemher  30,  1863. 

FINANCES. 

The  permanent  capital  of  the  fund  is  $1,877,364  08,  of  which  there  is  invested  in  pro 
ductive  stocks  and  loans  $1,877,329  r!7. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  year  1862,  including  the  balance  for  the  tisciil  year  1861,  of 
.$17,793  87,  were  $124,322  31,  and  the  total  disbursements  of  the  year  1862  were 
$112,143  19,  exhibited  in  statement  B,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $12,179  12. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  year  1863,  including  the  balance  for  the  fiscal  year  1862, 
of  $12,179  12,  wore  $132,013  95,  and  the  total  disbursements  of  the  year  1863  were 
.$118,335,  exhibited  in  statement  B2,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $13,678  95. 

Statement  D  exhibits  the  investments  of  the  fund.  No  investment  of  the  surphis  revenue 
received  for  the  years  1862  and  186:^  has  been  made,  on  account  of  the  ordinance  of  the 
convention,  passed  the  26th  of  June  1861,  which  ordained  "that,  excepting  the  appropria- 
tions to  the  university  of  "Virginia  and  the  Virginia  military  institute,  the  whole  revenues 
accruing  to  the  literary  fund,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  purpose  of  the  military  defence  of  the  state,  and  the  future  operation  ot 
all  laws  appropriating  such  revenue  is  hereby  suspended;  but  such  portion  of  said  revenue 
already  accrued  as  may  be  lawfully  bound,  iip  to  the  first  day  of  July  next,  shall  be  paid 
accordingly." 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  in  the  year  1862  there  was  paid  to  the  common- 
wealth, for  the  military  defence  of  the  state,  the  sum  of  $87,000,  and  in  the  year  1863  the 
sum  of  $  89,000.  In  addition  to  these  amounts,  there  was  retained  for  the  same  purpose, 
in  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  the  interest  due  the  literary  fund  on  bonds  of 
the  commonwealth,  amounting  annually  to  $26,806  10.  The  proceeds  of  the  capitation 
tax  of  the  state  have  also  been  similarly  retained. 

Of  the  apportionment  made  to  counties  for  schools,  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  ordinance 
of  the  convention,  the  following  payments  were  made  in  the  year  1862:  to  Princess  Anne 
$980,  to  Campbell  $1,610  88,  to  Cumberland  $430  44,  to  Richmond  county  $792  67,  to 
Westmoreland  $476  10.    No  payment  was  made  to  counties  for  schools  in  the  year  1863.* 

In  statement  H  will  be  found  the  amounts  received  by  school  treasurers,  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  which  no  reports  have  been  received  at  the  second  auditor's  office  September  30th, 

*  An  enquiry  Is  respectfully  Bugrgested  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  passage  of  an  act  authorizing  an  ap- 
Iiortionment,  in  part,  of  the  capitation  tax  of  the  state  for  tuition  to  counties  not  overrun  by  the  enemy, 
and  in  which  schools  can  be  maintained,  as  many  iudigeut  children  are  growing  to  manhood  without 
acquiring  even  the  rudiments  of  education. 
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1863.  It  is  to  be  presumed  that  since  the  last  reports  were  received  the  amounts  in  their 
hands  have  been  much  reduced  by  disbursements  for  tuition.  The  school  treasurers  will 
be  allowed  to  refund  to  the  treasury  of  the  state  the  amounts  in  their  hands  when  they  are 
not  needed  for  tuition. 

The  interest  on  a  debt  of  $  8,500  of  the  university  of  Virginia,  for  money  borrowed  of 
T.  J.  Randolph,  trustee  of  Mrs.  Martha  Randolph,  is  retained  and  paid  out  of  the  annuity 
to  that  institution,  at  the  office  of  the  second  auditor,  under  the  authority  of  an  act  passed 
March  7, 1827. 

THE  DAWSON   FUND. 

This  fund  was  devised  by  Martin.  Dawson  for  educational  purposes  in  the  counties  of 
Albemarle  and  Nelson — two-thirds  of  the  revenue  thereof  to  the  former,  and  one-third  to  the 
latter  county.  The  present  available  capital  of  the  fund  is  $39,878  59.  In  statements  N, 
N2,  the  condition  of  the  fund  for  the  years  1862  and  1863  will  be  seen.  The  ordinance  of 
the  convention  has  not  been  construed  to  apply  to  this  fund.

To  THE  General  Assembly  of  Vhiginia: 

Thp  PommisBionprfi  of  tlio  sinking  fund  are  rcqnirod  by  law  to  innke  a  report 
of  thoir  procpodinps  to  thcs  general  assembly,  iit  onch  rppuljir  srRsion.  To  comply  witli  this 
rcqui.sition,  the  following  sfalomcnt  of  tlie  condition  of  the  fund  is  rcspoetfully  submitted : 

It  has  bppn  the  object  of  the  conimis.sionrrs  in  tlielr  former  reports  to  present  a  full  view 
of  the  workings  of  the  fund,  and  to  amm  its  efficacy  in  e.xtingiiisliing  the  public  debt. 
\Vc  design  now  simply  to  exhibit  a  true  statement  of  that  debt,  the  rate  of  interest  it  bears, 
the  periods  at  which  it  is  to  be  redeemed,  and  the  provision  made  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  and  the  redemption  of  the,  principal.  We  accompany  these  statements  with  an  ex- 
hibit of  the  redemplion.M  and  the  investments  that  ought  to  have  been  made  under  former 
laws,  for  the  last  two  years,  and  which  would  liave  been  made,  if  the  conuni.s^ioners  had 
not  been  precluded  from  doing  so  by  an  act  passed  by  tlie  general  as.sembly  ju  JiHii.  In 
compliance  with  this  act,  wa  have  a.scertaiued  the  aitiount  chargeable  upon  the.  treasury, 
and  it  will  be  stated  herein. 

That  each  report  may  present  a  complete  statement  in  itself  of  the  debt  of  the  state,  we 
will  briefly  recapitulate  the  information  contained  in  our  former  reports,  with  the  additions 
subsequently  occurring.     And  first,  of  the  debt  existing  at  the  creation  of  the  fund:

Where  the  Interest  is  payable. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  present  war  it  has  become  a  matter  of  importance  to 
know  where  the  interest  on  the  state  debt  is  payable,  and  what  steps  have  been  taken  to 
redeem  the  faith  of  the  state  by  providing  for  the  punctual  payment  of  the  interest.  And 
it  is  proper  that  the  amount  due  should  be  stated,  and  the  reason  why  a  portion  of  it  has 
been  in  arrear  should  be  assigned — particularly  as  the  treasury  has  been  at  all  times  ready 
to  meet  all  the  liabilities  of  the  state. 

The  interest  on  the  whole  of  the  registered  debt  is  payable  at  the  state  treasury  in  the 
city  of  Richmond — that  on  the  coupon  debt  is  payable  partly  in  New  York  and  partly  in 
London.     The  amount  so  payable  on  the  first  of  January  1864,  is  as  follows :

/  Of  the  amount  payable  in  Richmond  for  the  preceding  years,  it  is  proper  to  remark  that 
the  sum  necessary  for  its  payment  has  been  promptly  provided,  and  that  it  has  always  been 
ready  for  those  Avho  are  entitled  to  receive  it.  But  a  large  portion  has  not  been  collected, 
and  we  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  providing  by  law  some  limit  to  the  time  for  collect- 
ing the  interest  due  in  Richmond,  after  it  becomes  due,  allowing  a  reasonable  time  for  per- 
sons laboring  under  disabilities ;  otherwise,  a  large  amount  of  money  must  be  kept  idle  in 
the  treasury  to  satisfy  creditors  who  are  unwilling  to  receive  it,  or  will  not  apply  for  it 
when  due. 
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The  amount  payable  in  N^v  York  has  not  been  paid,  because  it  could  not  be  paid  during 
a  state  of  war  -with  the  government  of  the  United  States,  -without  subjecting'  the  whole  to 
the  risk  of  confiscation,  and  without  giving  aid  and  comfort  to  the  pubhc  enemy.     The 
convention  of  the  state,  by  its  ordinance  passed  on  th6  26th  of  June  J861,  prohibited  the'' 
payment  of  this  interest  during  the  war. 

On  the  amount  payable  in  London,  the  counnissiouers  have  been  exceedingly  anxious  to 
make  punctual  payment.  The  interest  was  paid  regularly  as  long  as  it  was  practicable  so 
to  do.  The  semi-annual  interest  for  July  ]«61  and  January  J 862  (being  for  the  first  year 
of  the  war)  was  promptly  met.  In  the  month  of  April  18()2  the  commissioners  endeavored 
to  make  arrangements  for  remitting  the  interest  due  on  the  succeeding  1st  of  July.  In  a 
conference  w  ith  the  British  consul  located  here,  an  agreement  was  attempted  to  be  entered 
into,  by  whicli  proper  provision  would  have  been  made  for  the  future  payment  of  interest 
as  it  became  due,  and  the  consul  himself  would  have  been  made  the  medium  by  which  the 
subjects  of  his  own  government  would  have  received  the  amount  of  a  debt  justly  due  them. 
It  was  proposed  that  the  commissioners  should  purchase  an  amount  of  cotton  or  tobacco 
sufficient  to  pay  the  sum  due,  and  place  it  in  the  hands  of  the  consul,  subject  to  our  risk, 
and  he  was  asked  to  remit  certificates  showing  the  purchase  and  deposit  of  the  cotton  or 
tobacco  in  his  haud.s,  allowing  him  a  suitable  commission  for  his  trouble;  and  wit^  these 
certificates  it  was  well  understood  that  a  proper  arrangement  could  have  been  made  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  the  interest.  This  was  declined,  upon  the  ground  that  any  arrange- 
ment upon  the  subject  with  the  agents  of  the  state  was  considered  by  the  British  minister 
in  the  city  of  Washington  as  a  violation  of  the  neutrality  assumed  by  Great  Britain  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  the  Confederate  States  governments — thus  in  effect  declaring 
tliat  the  sovereign  state  of  Virginia,  whose  independence  had  been  recognized  by  tiie 
government  of  Great  Britain  dining  the  revolution  of  1776,  and  which  recognition  hud 
never  been  withdrawn  by  iliat  government,  had  not  the  power  to  make  provision  for  the 
l)ayment  of  a  just  debt,  acknowledged  to  be  due  to  the  subjects  of  Great  Britain  herself, 
without  first  asking  permission  of  the  government  of  the  United  States.  The  idea  that  a 
sovereign  state  cannot  make  provision  for  the  payment  of  a  debt  to  a  neutral  power,  through 
the  agents  of  that  power,  without  a  violation  of  neutrality  by  those  agents,  when  that  state 
is  at  war  with  another  power,  is  simply  preposterous.  If  the  del)t  were  due  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  neutral  power,  it  would  have  a  right  to  demand  its  payment,  and  it  has  the 
same  right,  without  violation  of  neutrality,  to  attend  to  the  interests  of  its  subjects.  But 
this  is  the  doctrine,  and  it  has  been  acted  upon  by  other  consuls  of  the  same  government 
in  other  states.  And  yet  an  outcry  is  made  against  the  states  by  the  people  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, because  the  state  of  Virginia  and  other  states  liavc  been  in  arrear  in  the  payment  of 
interest,  under  circumstances  like  these. 

But  the  commissioners  were  not  satisfied  with  tliis  unsuccessful  etibrt.  A  proposition 
was  then  made  to  the  consul  of  the  Austrian  government  to  undertake  the  transmission  of 
the  interest  by  means  of  a  similar  arrangement.  On  the  30th  of  Ajjril  1862,  the  commis- 
sioners adopted  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions : 

In  consideration  of  the  impossibility  of  forwarding  the  interest  that  will  be  due  in  Europe 
on  the  first  of  July  next,  by  the  purchase  of  exchange,  and  it  being  possible  to  meet  tho 
payment  by  the  punOiase  of  tobacco,  and  by  authorizing  an  agent  to  be  eini)loyed  therefor,  * 
to  negotiate  with  the  firm  of  Jiarings  .nnd  Brother  for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  upon  the 
faith  of  the  tobacco  so  purchased : 

Kesolved,  that  ^the  auditor  of  public"|accounls,  and  the  second  auditor  be  authorized  to 
make  such  contract  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  Avith  tlu;  consul  of  the  Austrian  govern- 
ment, to.become  the  agent  of  thejsfato  for  purchasing  the  amount  of  tobacco  necessary  for 
the  purpose  contemplated,  allowing  such  commission  and  remuneration  for  the  service  ren- 
dered as  they  deem  right. 
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Resolved  further,  that  the  said  auditors  be  authorized  to  ni^ke  such  aiTangements  with 
the  authorities  of  the  confederate  government  as  will  protect  the  tobacco  so  purchased  from 
destruction  by  the  military,  and  facilitate  the  aiTaugement  hereby  contemplated. 

In  a  short  time,  liowever,  it  was  ascertained  that  this  proposition  was  declined  upon  the 
same  ground. 

An  effort  Avas  then  made  to  purchase  the  necessary  exchange,  but  it  Avas  found  impos- 
sible at  that  time  to  procure  it.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  interest  has  remained  un- 
paid. The  amount  now  due  is  for  the  half  years  ending  the  1st  of  July  1862,  1st  January 
J  863,  1st  July  1863,  and  1st  January  1864 — being  for  each  of  said  periods  the  sum  of 
$41,444  44 — making  an  aggregate  on  the  1st  of  January  1864,  of  $  165,777  76. 

We  entertain  a  hope,  notwitbstandiug  all  these  disappointraentsi  to  be  able  in  a  short 
time  to  make  a  satisfactory  arrangement,  by  which  the  interest  now  in  aiTear  may  be  pro- 
vided for.  Every  effort  consistent  with  the  proper  and  legal  management  of  the  duty  en- 
trusted to  us,  will  be  made  to  preserve  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  state.

ADJUTANT  GENERAL'S  OFFICE,  VA.

8lR: 

I  have  to  report,  as  conimissionccl  under  the  provisions  of  law  for  organizing  a  second 
class  militia,  thirty  companies  of  infantry  and  one  of  artillery ;  and  of  home  guards,  twenty- 
eight  companies  of  infantry  and  seven  of  cavalry.  Some  fragments  of  companies  of  the 
first  class  militia  remain ;  but  I  have  no  returns  which  would  enable  me  to  state  the  actual 
force  of  <uther. 

THE  VIRGINIA   MILITARY  INSTITUTE. 

The  accompanying  report  of  Major  Geul.  V.  H.  Smith,  superintendent,  of  the  march  of 
the  corps  of  cadets  on  the  6th  instant  to  reinforce  the  government  troops  in  repelling  a 
raid  of  the  enemy,  merits  attention.  The  additional  armament  required  has  been  since 
supplied  to  the  extent  of  two  3-inch  rifle  guns,  200  Austrian  rifles,  with  fixed  ammunition 
for  both,  artillery  harness,  knapsacks,  haversacks  and  canteens — but  that  is  all.  No  over- 
coats or  shoes  could  be  obtained.  Artillery  horses  should,  if  possible,  be  provided,  with 
whatever  else  is  necessary  to  enable  the  cori)s  of  cadets  to  act  with  the  best  effect  when 
called  into  the  field.  This  is  the  second  call  within  a  few  weeks;  and  the  defence  of  that 
portion  of  the  state  and  of  the  institution  it.self,  makes  it  probable  that  such  calls  may  be 
frequent.  The  military  institute,  if  they  could  capture  it,  would  be  a  prize  to  the  enemy  of 
as  much  importance  a.s  any  other ;  and  in  view  of  the  many  important  interests  which  re- 
quire to  be  protected  in  that  and  the  southwestern  portions  of  the  state,  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  have  a  depot  of  all  the  munitions  of  war  established  as  speedily  as  possible 
within  that  range  of  defence ;  and  no  place  is  in  all  respects  so  suitable  as  the  institute. 

I  am  informed,  that  upon  the  late  turn  out  of  the  troops  at  Lexington,  many  arms  re- 
quired repair,  and  that  there  was  not,  and  is  not  now  a  single  gunsmith  either  in  the  town 
or  at  the  institute.  I  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  a  branch  of  the  ordnance 
department  of  the  state  be  established  at  the  institute  without  delay.  The  number  of 
scientific  oflScers  attached  to  it  will  greatly  facilitate  the  operations,  and  it  will,  besides, 
afford  opportiuiities  for  valuable  instruction  to  the  corps  of  cadets. 

There  are  ample  facilities  for  the  distribution,  from  that  point,  of  ordnance  stores  of  all 
kinds,  and  I  think  at  less  cost,  than  from  Richmond.  But  however  this  may  be,  the  neces- 
sity for  an  ordnance  establishment  at  Lexington  seems  to  be  too  plain  to  admit  of  doubt. 

All  honor  is  due  to  the  county  of  Rockbridge,  for  its  zealous  support  of  the  war  from  the 
commencement,  and  especially  for  the  promptitude  and  spirit  with  which  the  people  have 
turned  out  to  repel  the  raids  of  the  enemy.  Upon  the  last  occasion,  I  am  informed  that 
every  man  of  every  age,  who  was  able  to  bear  arms,  turned  out,  and  that  the  ladies  of  Lex- 
ington not  only  made  up  haversacks  for  the  cadets,  but  sent  them  filled  with  the  best 
provisions — all  upon  a  few  hours  notice.  The  general  order  of  Gen.  Imboden  (C),  acknow- 
ledging these  services,  is  herewith  submitted ;  and  it  seems  to  be  highly  probable  that  the 
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presence  of  this  force,  including  the  corps  of  cadets,  in  support  of  Gen.  Imboden,  saved 
that  section  and  the  four  iron  furnaces  from  Clifton  forge  to  the  Rock  alum. 

THE  STATE  GUARD 

Is  in  the  same  condition  as  reported  in  December  last,  except  that  the  ranks  are  somewhat 
reduced,  in  the  same  circumscribed  quarters,  but  exhibiting  the  same  good  order  and  iSdelity 
on  the  part  of  both  oiEcers  and  men. 

A  is  a  list  of  the  companies  of  the  second  class  militia  and  home  guards. 

B  is  a  monthly  report  of  the  Virginia  military  institute  for  October  last,  with  a  report  of 
the  recent  expedition  to  reinforce  Gen.  Imboden. 

C  is  the  generjil  order  of  Gen.  Imboden. 

D  is  a  report  of  the  state  guard  to  30th  September  last.

Sir  : 

I  liave  the  honor  to  report  that  the  corps  of  cadets  returned  iu  safety  to  the  insti- 
tate  this  evening,  without  casualty,  except  the  accidental  wounding  in  the  arm  of  Cadet 
Finch  of  Powhatan,  by  the  discharge  of  a  musket  ip  the  hands  of  a  lad  serving  with  one  of 
the  companies  of  the  home  guard.  The  wound,  though  painful,  is  not  serious,  and  the 
cadet  is  in  hospital  doing  well. 

Leaving  the  institute  at  10  A.  M.  on  Friday  the  6th,  the  cadets  reached  the  Alum  springs 
luountain'lor  encampment  that  night.  In  pursuance  of  instructions  given  to  him  from 
these  head  qufirters,  Lieut.  Col.  Ship  placed  himself  immediately  in  communication  with 
Brig.  Gen  Imboden,  commanding  Valley  district,  and,  under  his  advice,  moved  on  the  7th 
tow^ards  Millboro',  but  und.-r  Gen.  Imbodcn's  instructiotis,  returned  to  California  furnace, 
and  encamped  that  night.     I  joined  the  command  at  this  point. 

Intelligence  reaching  us  in  the  course  of  Saturday  that  the  enemy  had  taken  Lewisburg, 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  move  immediately  towards  Covington,  and  orders  were  given  to 
put  the  column  in  motion  early  the  next  morning  (the  8th),  and  to  camp  near  Clifton 
forge  that  night.  On  the  9th  dispatches  were  received  from  Gen.  Imboden  at  Covington, 
that  his  pickets  were  that  morning  skirmishing  with  the  advance  of  the  enemy  at  Calli- 
ghan's,  and  urging  our  prompt  advanc.;  to  the  front,  as  a  general  engagement  with  the  ad- 
Tancing  column  might  be  looked  for  on  that  evening  or  early  the  next  morning.  The  cadets 
were  accordingly  pressed  forward,  and  had  reached  within  2k  miles  of  Covington,  when  a 
dispatch  was  received  from  Gen.  Imboden,  informing  us  that  the  enemy,  3,000  strong, 
Tvith  seven  pieces  of  artillery  and  90  wagons,  had  pas^sed  Callighan's  on  the  main  road  to 
the  Warm  springs.  We  were  then  directed  to  camp  on  our  ground  for  the  night,  and  await 
farther  orders.  In  the  course  of  the  evening  intelligence  was  brought  in  by  scouts  that  the 
enemy  were  retiring  towards  the  Warm  springs,  and  was  blockading  the  road  behind  them. 
Anticipating  a  movement  towards  Millboro',  Gen.  Imboden  directed  a  rapid  movement  to 
that  point.  Reveille  was  sounded  on  the  morning  of  the  10th  at  4  o'clock,  and  a  little  be- 
fore  day  the  cadets  wen;  on  the  march  back  to  California  furnace,  there  to  await  intelli- 
gence from  the  front,  or  to  move  on  towards  Millboro'. 

On  reaching  Clifton  forge  we  were  informed  by  Gen.  Imboden  that  the  enemy  had  re- 
tired to  HuntCTsville,  and  as  the  emergency  requiring  the  service  of  the  cadets  had  passed, 
we  were  advised  to  return  to  the  institute.  The  column  halted  at  Selma  furnace  last  night, 
and  marched  in  to-day.  1  reached  the  institute  in  advance  of  the  cadets,  at  seven  o'clock 
last  evening.  The  corps  of  cadets  being  under  the  immediate  command  of  Lieut.  Col. 
Ship,  the  military  operations  were  conducted  by  this  meritorious  officer.  He  organized  the 
infantry  into  a  battalion  of  four  companies,  respectively  under  the  command  of  Lieuts.  H. 
A.  Wise,  T.  B.  Robinson,  F.  C.  Preston  and  A.  G.  Hill  (assistant  professors),  and  detached 
a  part  of  the  corps  of  cadets  to  man  a  section  of  field  artillery,  which  was  placed  by  him 
nnderthe  command  of  Lieut.  T.  Henderson  Smith,  C.  S.  A.,  a  volunteer  for  the  occasion. 
The  march  of  this  interesting  command  was  conducted  with  all  the  precision  which  regu- 
lates the  most  experienced  troops  in  the  field;  and  great  credit  is  due  to  Lieut.  Col.  Ship  for 
the  discipline  and  esprit  de  corps  which  he  has  so  happily  imparted  to  it.  On  reaching  the 
vicinity  of  Covington,  not  a  straggler  lagged  behind,  and  this  order  distinguished  ^the  con- 
duct of  the  cadets  during  the  whole  of  their  fatiguing  march. 
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Being  without  tbe  necessary  cooking  utensils  for  such  aa  expedition,  1  had  to  rely  upon 
the  institute  for  cooking  the  provisions;  and  these  were  forwarded  day  by  day,  as  they 
were  required.  But  when  it  became  likely  our  movements  might  place  us  beyond  the  reach 
of  these  daily  supplies,  and  be  so  rapid  as  to  require  cooked  rations  to  be  taken  along  with 
the  cadets,  it  became  indispensable  to  make  immediate  provision  for  haversacks.  I  accord- 
ingly sent  an  order  in  for  250  haversacks,  an  order  which  was  promptly  responded  to  by 
the  kind  and  patriotic  efforts  of  the  ladies  of  Lexington,  who,  on  Sunday,  in  a  few  hours, 
made  the  requisite  number ;  and  they  were  in  the  hands  of  the  cadets  early  on  Tuesday 
morning.     These  will  be  kept  for  future  occasions. 

In  commuuicating  to  you,  for  the  information  of  the  governor  and  general  assembly,  tho 
proceedings  connected  with  this  expedition,  I  deem  it  my  highest  duty  to  direct  attention 
again  to  the  indispensabl<»  necessity  for  a  suitable  outfit  for  tlw  corps  of  cadets,  in  arms, 
ammunition  and  equipments,  absolutely  required  for   their  eflicieucy  in  the  field. 

The  section  of  artillery  was  moved  by  broken  down  wagon  horses  belonging  to  the  con- 
federate government,  kindly  loaned  to  us  for  the  occasion,  and  with  wagon  harness  so  old 
and  unserviceable  that  no  reliance  could  have  been  placed  upon  it  in  action.  W© 
require  thirty-two  horses  for  artillery  service,  and  harness  for  the  complete  outfit  of  a  bat- 
tery of  four  pieces.  We  need  also  a  traveling  forge.  Tho  cadet  musket  is  too  light  and 
short-ranged  for  mountain  warfare.  We  require  two  hundred  good  rifled  muskets,  and  two 
hundred  cap  pouches,  with  eighty  rounds  of  ammunition  for  each.  We  need  also  twelve 
axes,  twelve  picks,  twelve  shovels,  two  hundred  and  fifty  canteens,  twenty-four  frying 
pans,  and  we  should  have  on  hand,  for  special  use  of  the  cadets,  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
pairs  of  shoes,  to  replace  their  own  as  they  wear  out.  They  also  require  two  hundred  and 
fifty  overcoats  for  their  lield  service. 

These  expeditions  arc  very  exhausting  to  the  limited  outfit  of  clothing  which  has  been 
furnished  by  the  parents,  at  great  expense,  for  the  use  of  their  sons.  A  march  of  eight  or 
ten  days,  ok  heavy  roads  and  in  bad  weather,  and  all  tho  exposure  and  hard  usage  of  the 
bivouac,  will  materially  impair  the  outfit  sufficient  for  home  life  and  duty,  and  the  allow- 
ances made  for  their  .services  in  th<'.  field  should  include  such  provision  for  their  comfort  as 
"would  be  independent  of  their  domestic  supply. 

The  spirit  manifested  by  every  officer  and  cadet  in  this  expedition  shows  a  resolute  deter- 
mination to  bear  every  privation  and  endure  any  hardship  whenever  their  services  may  be 
required  to  repel  the  enemy  from  this  border.  It  is  in  no  spirit  of  complaint  from  any  quar- 
ter that  I  thus  plainly  represent  the  wants  of  the  institution,  but  from  a  sense  of  public 
duty,  that  greater  efficiency  may  be  given  to  the  command  when  its  services  are  called  for. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Lieut.  Colonel  Ship,  for  the  manner  in  which  all  his  responsible 
duties  have  been  discharged,  and  to  the  officers,  including  Surgeon  Madison,  who  executed 
his  orders  with  promptness  and  fidelity,  and  to  tho  cadets,  for  the  cheerful  alacrity  with 
which  they  have  responded  to  every  duty.  Lieut.  Col.  Preston,  Capt.  J.  M.  Semmes, 
Lieut.  L.  H.  Morrison,  C.  S.  A.,  and  acting  adjutant,  Lieut.  Roller  and  Lieut.  Price  accom- 
panied the  command,  and  cheerfully  discharged  every  duty.  Col.  Massie^was  in  command 
of  the  regiment  of  home  guards,  and  Col.  Gilham  and  Lieut.  Col.  Williamson  co  ninanded 
companies  of  the  same.  The  usual  guard  was  left  at  the  institute.  Capt.  M.  McDoaaldr 
C.  S.  A.,  being  on  parole  aiul  a  prisoner  of  war,  could  not  accompany  the  expedition.

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GENERAL  ORDERS,  No.  12. 


Head  Quarters  Valley  District, 
Limwillis  Creek, 
Rockinghavi  County,  Fa.,  Nov.  18,  1863. 


The  general  commanding  this  military  district  takes  great  pleasure  in  announc 
ing  that  in  his  recent  expedition  with  a  detachment  of  his  command  to  Covington,  in  Alle- 
ghany county,  to  resist  the  large  raiding  forces  of  the  enemy  should  they  attempt  to  pene- 
trate the  Valley,  or  reach  the  important  public  works  in  that  section  of  the  state,  he  was 
most  opportunely  and  efficiently  supported  by  the  corps  of  cadets  from  the  Virginia  military 
institute,  under  the  command  of  the  accomplished  superintendent,  Major  General  Frances 
H.  Smith,  and  the  Rockbridge  home  guards,  under  command  of  that  gallant  and  tried  sol 
dier,  Col.  James  W.  Massie.  Information  of  the  movements  of  the  euciny  through  Poca 
hontas  was  not  received  in  Lexington  until  7,  P.  M.,  on  the  5th  instant,  when,  with  a 
promptitude  that  reflects  the  highest  honor  on  the  institute  and  the  noble  people  of  Rock- 
bridge, the  whole  night  was  spent  in  preparing  for  the  field,  and  by  the  following  evening 
800  patriotic  men  and  youths,  under  the  leadership  of  brave  and  skillful  officers,  were  many 
miles  on  their  dreary  march  into  the  mountains  to  meet  the  advancing  columns  of  the 
enemy.  Owing  to  the  rapidity  of  our  own  movements,  the  uncertainty  of  the  enemy's 
object,  and  the  difficiilty  of  frequent  communication  between  us.  General  Smith  and  Col. 
Massie  had  to  rely  mainly  upon  their  own  judgment  in  selecting  their  line  of  march,  so  as 
to  gain  the  point  of  probable  attack,  which  they  accomplished  with  the  most  perfect  suc- 
cess, and  with  a  celerity  not  surpassed  during  the  war,  even  by  the  veterans  of  the  Con- 
federacy. They  were  in  ample  time  to  have  taken  jiart  in  the  general  engagement  which 
seemed  imminent  at  Covington  on  Monday,  the  9th  instant.  It  is  a  most  pleasing  duty  to 
acknowledge  gratefully  this  spontaneous  volunteer  movement  from  the  glorious  old  county 
of  Roclibridge,  and  from  that  institution  in  her  midst  which  has  contributed  so  largely  to 
the  national  defence,  in  the  number  of  accomplished  officers  in  our  army,  educated  within 
its  walls.  All  honor  to  the  brave  men  and  chivalrous  youths  who  so  gallantly  came  to  our 
assistance !  If  every  county  in  this  military  district  will  emulate  the  example  here  set 
them,  the  commanding  general  will  never  have  occasion  to  call  on  General  Lee  for  aid  to 
repel  any  probable  invasion  of  the  interior  of  this  beautiful  Valley,  that  may  hereafter  bo 
attempted  by  the  marauding  bands  that  hang  upon  its  borders.  Here  at  home  we  shall 
have,  ever  ready,  a  bulwark  of  defence  in  those  who,  like  the  800  of  Rockbridge  and  the 
institute,  will  fly  to  the  rendezvous  at  the  first  sound  of  the  tocsin,  or  blaze  of  the  signal  on 
the  summit  of  their  own  blue  mountains.

Governor: 

Since  tlie  last  annual  report  from  this  office,  its  distinguished  chief,  Brevet 

Brig.  Gen.  Dinimock,  has  been  called  hence.     He  died  suddenly'  in  this  city  on  the  26th 

day  of  October  last. 

It  may  not  be  imjjropor  in, me,  though  much  his  junior  in  rank,  to  bear  my  willing  testi- 
mony to-^hc  zeal,  fidelity  and  skill  of  this  most  valuable  officer  and  soldier.  For  so  many 
years  has  he  been  intimately  connected  with  the  military  department  of  this  state,  and  so 
indispoisable  have  been  his  services  to  A'^irginia  in  the  present  great  struggle,  that- his  loss 
at  this  juncture  may  be  considered  irreparable.  His  worth,  personal,  social  and  official,  has 
been  testified  to  by  your  excellency,  in  the  announcement  of  his  death  to  the  general  assem- 
bly, then  iu  session ;  and  I  trust  that  I  do  not  exceed  my  proper  duty  in  respectfully  asking 
to  unite  most  cordially  my  humble  tribute  to  his  memory. 

I  have  therefore  the  honor  to  lay  before  aou  the  annual  report  of  this  department  up  to 
the  1st  of  October  18615,  with  tables  A  and  B. 

A  reference;  to  tabh;  A  will  show  the  total  issues  of  every  kind,  from  the  1st  of  October 
1859  to  the  1st  of  October  lS(i;5;  and  table  B  will  show  what  remains  on  hand. 

Having  finished  the  issues  of  arms  and  aunnunitidn  to  the  Virginia  state  line,  commanded 
bj"  Maj.  Gen,  Floj'd,  and  gathered  in  most  of  the  same,  since  that  corps  was  disbanded  on 
the  1st  of  April  last,  and  settled  up  the  accounts  attendant  upon  such  duties,  by  your  order 
the  Virginia  ordnance  department  returned  from  Lynchburg  to  this  city,  with  all  the  pro- 
perty of  the  department,  reoccupying  the  building  at  the  corner  of  Gary  and  7th  streets. 

Of  the  muskets  issucsd,  the  most  were  original  flint  lucks  of  Virginia  manufacture,  except 
about  15,000  percussion  locks.  These  flint  locks  were  all  altered  to  percussion  and  put  into 
good  order  before  they  were  sent  to  the  field;  and  of  the  104,203  uuiskets  issued,  35,000 
flint  locks  have  been  collected  from  every  part  of  the  state,  not  on  any  return,  but  unac- 
counted for  and  supposed  to  be  lost.  These  muskels  were  out  of  order,  and  blackened  by 
the  rast  of  many  years;  yet,  after  having  been  altered  to  percussion  and  cleaned,  they  can 
be  considered  to  be  good  fire  arms. 

Valuing  those  35,000  muskels  at  §>5  each  Avhen  found,  and  adding  $8  each  for  repairs 
put  upon  them,  their  value  was  $455,000.  Valuing  them  when  sent  into  the  field  at  $35 
each,  they  are  worth  |>1, 225,000;  and  the  state  has  gained  $770,000  by  this  operation. 

Four  thousand  muskets  reported  as  being  repaired,  have  been  so  often  selected  from,  that 
they  are  somewhat  inefficient,  yet  they  will  be  put  iu  good  order  and  made  serviceable  before 
they  are  sent  to  the  field. 
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Of  the  399  cannon  issued,  about  275  were  manufactured  in  Virginia  in  the  earlier  part  of 
this  century. '  After  having  been  cleaned  and  prepared  for  field  service,  they  proved  to  be 
of  the  most  remarkable  strength,  and  equal  in  this  respect  to  any  made  at  the  present  day; 
and  having  been  setit  into  the  field  in  this  war,  have  been  of  most  signal  service.

SUPERINTENDENT'S    llEPORT. 


PENITENTIARY  OF  VIRGINIA, 

Nov  KM  HER  13,  1863. 
G  ENTLEMEN : 

Tho.  atincxocl  docnmcnts  will  exhibit  in  detiiil  an  approximation  of  the 
opprations  of  tliis  institution  (hiring  the  fiscal  year  o.n<ling  the  JiOth  Scptinibcr  IBG'S.  The 
change  of  superintendents  on  tho  1st  of  January  last,  and  the  unfortunate  death  of  Ccl. 
Charles  Blue,  superintendent,  in  a  short  time  thereafter,  vith  frequent  changes  of  officers  cf 
wards,  and  the  consequent  derangement  of  the  management,  renders  my  position  one  of 
great  difficulty  in  giving  you  an  accurate  account  in  detail  of  the  operations  of  the  whole 
year.  As  you  are  aware,  I  came  into  office  on  the  first  day  of  April  last.  I  need  not  say 
to  you  that  I  found  the  managi-ment  in  quite  a  deranged  condition.  It  was  not  deemed 
necessary  by  me  to  have  an  inventory  taken  (in  which  I  am  now  satisfied  I  erred);  by 
which  omission  it  cannot  be  made  fully  to  appear  in  wiiat  portion  of  the  year  the  deficit  oc- 
curs in  not  malting  the  institution  self-sustaining.  That  under  proper  management  it  ought 
to  be  self-sustaining,  there  cannot  be  a  reasonable  doubt;  and  from  the  present  statement  it 
is  reasonable  to  suppose;  that  if  a  full  supply  of  material  could  have  been  furnished,  even 
since  my  supcrinleiidence  commenced,  it  would  not  only  have  sustained  itself,  but  have 
paid  a  profit  into  the  treasury.  The  statement,  in  several  particulars,  from  the  natme  of 
the  case,  is  incomplete,  and  may  vary  the  result,  but  not  to  a  large  amount;  and  hence  I 
say  it  approximates  correctness.  The  number  of  days  lost  in  the  various  wards,  for  want 
of  materials  and  other  causes,  and  the  number  of  days'  work  done  on  the  public  square,  at 
the  state  armory  and  the  tobacco  warehouse,  were  not  as  carefully  kept  as  it  ouglit  to 
have  been,  in  consequence  of  the  causes  abov(!  stated.  An  account  for  lime  furnished  tlie 
institution  has  not  been  rendered  ;  an  account  against  the  confederate  government  for  sup- 
port of  a  few  prisoners  is  unpaid,  and  was  not  entered;  a  small  account  of  conunissions  to 
the  general  agent,  which  was  debited  by  mistake;  and  the  fact  that  we  had  to  procure  bread 
from  the  baker,  to  be  replaced  by  a  corresponding  weight  of  Hour;  and  it  being  iuqiossibie 
to  procure  the  flour,  and  also  impossible  to  know  what  it  will  cost,  make  it  difficult  to  arrive 
at  an  estimate  accurately  correct,  with  other  small  items  pro  and  con.  It  has  therefore 
been  thought  best  to  furnish  the  statement  as  it  is,  and  settle  those  questions  in  the  fiscal 
year  ending  30th  September  18G4. 

You  are  aware,  gentlemen,  that  sinci'  I  have  been  in  otliws  1  have  reported  again  and 
again  to  yon  that  the  institution  was  greatly  suffering  from  the  fact  that  a  large  portion  of 
the  men  were  kept  idle  for  the  want  of  material  to  employ  them.  Fre(iuently  it  was  the 
case  that  whole  r.liops  wen'  stopped,  the  men  locked  in  their  rooms,  or  (from  feelings  of  hu- 
manity in  the  exci-ssivc  hot  weather)  wer<i  permitted  to  go  out  upon  the  grounds  and  do 
light  and  unprofitable  jobs.  You  are  also  aware  that  the  great  number  of  prisoners  now 
here  renders  it  impossible  to  employ  them  all  profitably  for  the  want  of  shop  room. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  manufactures  sold  and  delivered  to  the  agent  aro  estimated  at 
$2I(»,710  61,  from  which  it  is  projier  to  deduct  $],'>:}  8U  received  from  visitors  at  the  gate, 
leaving  $216,556  81,  with  the  sum  of  $48,:{21  33  of  unfinished  and  fiui.>5hi:d  manufac- 
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tares  on  hancl.  From  this  large  amount  of  manufactures  and  other  income,  it  is  but 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  profits  on  it  ought  to  have  paid  all  the  expenses  of  the  insti- 
tution, and  the  result  shows  that  it  has  done  so.  if  the  commissions  paid  the  general  agent 
are  left  out ;  and  it  is  plain  that  even  a  liberal  salary  to  the  agent,  say  $  7,537  76,  would 
show  the  institution  to  be  self-sustaining.  But  upon  the  other  hand,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
commissions  amount  to  the  sum  of  $17,210  33,  and  thus  brings  the  institution  in  debt 
$9,672  57. 

The  cost  of  material  and  subsistence  has  been  greatly  enhanced,  for  the  want  of  an  agent 
to  visit  various  portions  of  the  country  to  make  purchases:  which,  if  it  had  been  in  opera- 
tion, might  have  made  a  handsome  protit  to  the  commonwealth.  In  the  quarter  ending  31st 
December  1862,  the  manufactures  delivered,  &c.  amounted  to  $26,430  78;  31st  March 
I8G3.  $31,239  88;  30th  June  1863,  $65,937  50;  30th  September  1863,  $93,102  45— 
from  which  is  to  be  deducted  the  gate  fees  {i-ldS  80),  leaving  $216,556  81 ;  which  shows 
that  from  the  1st  of  April,  the  time  of  my  induction  into  office,  the  amount  of  manufactures 
ha«  -stL-auily  iui;ita.sed.  Much  of  ti/is  is  lo  bo  attiibutO']  to  llie  enuaueed  prices  of  manufac- 
tures, but  by  no  means  to  the  full  extent  ui  the  increase. 

You  are  fully  aware,  geutlcunen,  of  the  uia)iy  oifSci^lties  which  surroimd  the  successful 
operatipu  of  the  shops  of  this  institution,  and  the  impossibility  of  working  convict  labor  as 
profitably  as  other  labor.  In  the  first  place,  the  convicts  consist  of  worthless,  diseased, 
depraved  and  lazy  characters,  fished  up  as  it  were  from  (he  worst  fo.in  of  society.  They 
cbpie  here  without  trades,  and  are  unw  illing  to  leani  any— so  that  instead  of  api)lication  and 
industry  being  brought  to  bear,  they  skulk  from  duty  at  every  point  possible,  destroy 
material,  and  plead  an  inaptitude  to  ieam  trades.  Many  of  them  are  old  and  decrepit,  a 
}^•^^  deranged,  and  near  thirty  women,  some  old  and  infirm,  confined,  as  the  nature  of  the 
case  requires,  in  small  aud  cramped  apartments,  where  they  cannot  be  worked  to  any  profit. 

Another  great  difficulty  in  the  way  is  the  system  of  sending  prisoners  here  for  short 
tiiii.s,  say  one  aud  two  years.  My  predecessors  have  so  often  and  forcibly  pressed  this 
ii'ion  Ihr  consideration  of  the  legislature,  that  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  do  more  than  to 
refer  to  it.  If  the  criminal  laws  were  so  amended  that  no  convict  could  be  sent  to  the  peni- 
tjiitiary  for  a  shorter  terra  than  throe  years,  it  would  have  a  most  salulary  effect  upon  tho 
operations  of  the  prison.  Men  could  then  be  taughi  trades,  and  be  able  to  remunerate  the 
state  in  some  degree  for  their  pupilage.  Under  the  present  system,  before  a  man  is  far 
ouough  advanced  to  pay  his  expenses,  he  is  again  turned  upon  the  community  a  worse  man 
and  as  incapable  of  making  a  living  by  a  trade  as  he  was  bofure. 

With  a  most  ardent  desire  to  have  the  penitentiary  to  be  a  "  paying"  institution,  and  de- 
termined to  make  it  so,  if  in  my  power,  I  declare  to  you  that  I  do  not  bcIiLve  I  can  effect 
the  object  whilst  I  am.  required  to  employ  men  at  the  prices  now  estabUsLe^  by  law,  though 
ail  other  things  may  Work  well.  The  present  pay  will  not  support  a  man,  and  it  is  not  to 
be  expected  that  they  can  be  employed  for  the  price.  I  know  the  fact  that  each  one  spends 
for  his  support  more  than  his  income.  I  am  now  out  of  an  officer  for  the  axe  ward.  I  see 
no  possible  chance  to  fill  the  place  on  a  salary  under  two  thousand  dollars,  and  tho  salaries 
of  other  officers  ought  to  b?  as  much,  or  nearly  so.  I  leave  this  for  your  consideration, 
with  the  hope  that  your  experience  in  living  in  Richmond,  and  the  employment  of  men  in 
your  private  affairs,  may  enable  you  proi)erly  to  present  the  subject  to  the  consideration 
of  the  general  assembly. 

The  accompanying  tables,  from  I  to  VIII,  inclusive,  contain  a  full  statement  of  what 
has  already  been  said.

GENERAL   AGENT'S   STATEMENT. 


PENITENTIARY  STORE, 
October  16, 1863. 
Gentlemen : 

I  liave  the  honor  to  hand  you  the  annual  statement  of  the  common- 
wealth's account  current  with  the  general  agent. 

It  will  be  seen  by  this  report  that  the  agent  has  furnished  to  the  penitentiary  during  the 
year,  over  $220,000  worth  of  supplies,  and  that  the  sales  have  amounted  to  $215,129  48. 

This  report  shows  that  the  agent  has  used  his  own  means  to  the  amount  of  over  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  and  it  is  proper  to  add,  that  he  has  used  his  credit  to  a  largo  extent,  and 
by  the  active  use  of  the  moans  of  the  penitentiary,  his  own  means  and  credit,  he  has  fur- 
nished supplies,  as  above  stated. 

It  will  appear  from  the  last  quarterly  report,  herewith  transmitted,  that  the  agent  has 
during  this  (quarter  furnished  goods  to  the  amount  of  over  one  hundred  and  one  thousand 
dollars. 

More  might  have  been  accomplished  but  for  the  fact  that  the  agent  has  been  constantly 
embarrassed  for  the  want  of  funds.  TJie  board  are  aware  that  the  agent  was  not  only  witli- 
out  funds  belonging  to  the  penitentiary,  but  largely  in  advance,  by  using  his  own  funds  to 
the  last  cent  in  purchasing  goods  from  day  to  day,  and  had  therefore  no  possible  means 
wherewith  to  make  purchases  in  other  markets,  or  in  larger  quantities.  I  regret  that  from 
this  cause  a  portion  of  our  supplies  has  been  unavoidably  purchased  from  speculators,  at 
very  high  prices.  I  am  happy  to  add,  however,  that  this  has  been  the  case  only  as  to  minor 
articles,  while  our  supplies  of  irou,  of  leather,  of  lumber,  of  coal,  and  to  a  good  extent,  our 
cotton  yarns,  and  many  other  articles,  have  been  bought,  not  of  speculators,  but  from  the 
manufacturers  and  producers  of  those  articles,  and  at  the  lowest  price  at  which  they  were 

sold  in  the  markets. 

« 
We  have  at  this  time  the  largest  amount  of  material  (in  dollars  worth)  that  this  institu-  • 
tiou  has  ever  had,  and  we  have  the  largest,  and  I  flatter  myself  in  believing  the   best 
selected  stock  of  materials  that  this  institution  has  had  at   any  time  for  tlie  last  five  or 
Bix  yeai-8,  notwithstanding  the  embarrassing  want  of  funds,  and  the  great  difficulties  in 
procuring  such  material. 

I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  make  the  above  statement,  because  of  the  known  censures 
constantly  cast  upon  the  agent  for  not  purchasing  fuller  supplies  and  larger  quantities  of 
material.  This  report  will  show,  and  the  amount  of  stock  on  hand  will  show,  that  every 
thing  was  done  that  the  means  in  baud  made  it  possible  to  do.

It  is  a  question,  in  ray  opinion,  for  the  serious  consideration  of  those  having  the  manage- 
ment of  the  penitentiary,  whether  the  stock  on  hand  is  not  quite  large  enough.  This  war 
must  end  at  some  time :  it  may  end  at  any  time ;  and  when  that  happy  time  comes,  the  loss 
on  such  a  stock  on  hand  will  be  tremendous.  It  is  no  tcise  answer  to  say,  "  If  peace  comes, 
we  can  afford  to  lose  seventy-five,  or  even  one  hundred  thousand  dollars."  It  is  true  that 
peace,  with  the  loss,  would  be  better  than  war  without  the  loss ;  but  that  is  no  good  reason 
for  not  using  every  precaution  to  avoid  the  loss  where  possible,  and  to  make  it  as  little  as 
possible  where  unavoidable.

SURGEON'S    REPORT. 


EICHMOND,  October  1, 1863. 
Gentlemen : 

The  cases  of  disease  which  have  been  treated  in  the  wards  of  the  peni- 
tentiary hospital  the  past  year  ending  September  30,  1863,  are  correctly  reported  in  the 
accompanying  table,  marked  No.  1,  and  tlie  cases  of  death  and  their  causes,  in  that  marked 
No.  2 ;  and  the  time  lost  by  sickness  in  the  hospital  is  in  that  marked  No.  3. 

You  will  perceive  that  of  the  eight  deaths  reported,  three  are  from  chronic  diarrhoea,  two 
from  consumption,  one  from  typhus  fever,  and  two  hardly  referable  to  the  prison  calendar, 
from  acute  disease  of  the  chest,  one  of  them  a  feeble  child,  of  congestive  catarrh,  and  the 
other  a  miserable  sot,  who  was  a  few  days  before  his  death  brought  into  the  prison,  the  sub- 
ject of  acute  asthmatic  catarrh,  and  general  anemic  dropsy,  from  long  habits  of  drunkenness. 

^lany  more  cases  than  are  here  reported  are  daily  investigated  and  reported  on  by  me  to 
the  superintendent,  not  grave  enough  for  hospital  treatment,  but  involving  much  time  and 
trouble  to  detect  and  decide  on  their  character,  if  pretentious,  or  to  treat  them,  if  of  simple 
disorder. 

The  deaths  are  not  equal  to  two  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  convicts,  including 
those  on  the  i)ublic  works,  and  hired  out,  from  whence  numbers  at  a  time  are  frequently 
sent  back  to  us  here  to  be  cured  of  either  neglected  or  supposed  irremediable  disease. 

We  have, this  jqiw  had  a  grave  invasion  of  small-pox  in  the  prison ;  but  by  great  care  in 
the  separation  of  the  infected,  and  the  rapid  and  continuous  vaccination  and  revaccination 
of  the  wliole  of  the  prisoners  again  and  again,  it  was  speedily  checked.  The  whole  number 
who  had  variolous  disorder  was  six. 

I  now  vaccinate  or  revaccinatc  every  prisoner  on  his  introduction  into  the  prison. 

We  have  to-day  but  four  cases  of  sickness  in  the  hospital.  The  prison  is  cleaner  than  I 
ever  saw  it,  and  with  plenty  of  good,  plain,  wholesome  food,  clean  and  good  clothes,  beds 
and  bed  clothes  and  full  work,  we  shall  have  but  little  sickness. 

I  have  heretofore  in  my  annual  reports  made  many  and  various  suggestions  to  the  board 
for  the  good  of  the  pubbc  service  regarding  this  prison,  all  of  which  I  beg  leave  to  renew, 
and  again  to  urge  tlieir  adojjtion.

MEDICAL  COLLEGE  OF  VIRGINIA, 
Richmond,  Sept.  30.  1863. 
8lR : 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  chapter  83,  section  12  of  the  Code,  anrl 
of  section  10  of  the  act  to  incorporate  the  medical  college  of  Virginia,  the  following  report 
is.  respectfully  submitted.  Although  reports  are  required  by  the  letter  of  the  law  to  be 
made  annually,  its  intention  is  presumed  to  be  that  they  shall  be  made  in  advance  of  the 
regular  sessions  of  the  general  assembly,  which  are  now  held  biennially.  Hence  this  report, 
like  the  last,  embraces  a  period  of  two  years,  viz :  from  the  close  of  the  collegiate  term  io 
March  1861,  to  the  corresponding  date  in  1863. 

The  number  of  students  matriculated  in  this  college  daring  the  session  of  1861-62,  ex- 
hibits a  reduction  of  more  than  one-half,  as  compared  with  that  of  the  session  next  pre 
ceding — a  natural  lesult  of  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  country,  and  the  derangement  of 
social  affairs,  consequent  upon  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  but  especially  of  the  active  spirit 
of  volunteering,  which  had  drawn  into  the  army,  in  the  first  few  months  of  the  war,  the 
great  majority  of  the  young  men  in  the  state,  and  throughout  the  south,  who  had  already 
commenced  the  study  of  medicine,  as  well  as  of  those  who,  under  other  circumstances, 
would  have  entered  upon  it. 

The  total  number  of  matriculates  was  68,  including  3  who  had  already  received  the  de 
gree  in  this  iustitution  or  elsewhere.     Of  the  matriculates,  there  were  from

At  the  annual  commencement  held  on  the  (ith  of  March  1862,  the  degree  of  "  doctor  of  med) 
cine"  was  confencd  upon  35  candidates,  including  one  who  had  previously  graduated  at  the 
Long  Island  college  hospital,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  This  number  of  graduates,  amounting  to  rather 
more  than  one-half  of  the  whole  number  of  matriculates,  appears  at  first  view  excessive, 
but  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact,  that  a  large  majority  of  the  class  were  second-course  stu 
dents,  and  therefore  entitled  to  become  candidates  for  graduation.  The  proportion  of  thosi? 
who  were  in  attendance  upon  lectures  for  the  first  time  was  unprecedentedly  small — it  being 
natural  that  beginners  would  more  readily  abandon  their  studies  and  obey  the  call  to  arms, 
than  those  who  were  on  the  point  of  completing  their  professional  education. 

About  one-half  of  the  graduates  of  this  session  are  known  to  have  entered  the  public 
service  in  various  professional  capacities — one  of  them  as  eurgeou  in  the  army,  and  nearly 
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all  the  others  as  assistant  surgeons  in  the  armj  and  navj'.  These  positions  were  of  coitrso 
only  attained  after  an  approval  of  their  qualifications  by  the  army  and  navy  examining 
board.  <. 

It  is  proper  to  state  that  at  this  session  the  duration  of  the  course  of  lectures  was  reduced 
from  five  months,  which  had  been  the  established  term  for  several  years  preceding,  to  four 
months.  This  change  was  rendered  advisable,  in  the  judgment  of  the  faculty,  by  the  daily 
increased  expense  of  living  to  which  the  student  was  subjected,  as  well  as  by  the  uncertain 
condition  of  affairs,  and  the  excited  and  restless  state  of  the  popular  mind,  in  which  medical 
students  naturally  shared,  and  which  was  extremely  unfavorable  to  prolonged  and  sustained 
attention  to  scientific  instructions.  The  faculty  exerted  themselves,  however,  by  proper 
condensation  and  system,  to  give  to  their  class  a  course  substantially  the  same  in  extent 
and  completeness,  as  in  the  longer  term  which  had  been  customary. 

At  the  close  of  the  session,  the  question  presented  itself  for  the  consideration  of  the 
faculty,  whether  it  was  expedient  to  announce  a  course  for  the  following  winter,  in  view  of 
the  probable  continuance  of  hostilities  up  to  and  beyoiid  that  period:  and  this  questiqn 
pressed  itself  more  strongly  upon  their  attention,  after  the  passage  of  the  conscription  act 
by  congress,  in  the  month  of  April  J 862,  inasmuch  as  the  provisions  of  this  act  claimed  for 
military  service,  with  few  exceptions,  all  of  those  who  might  desire  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  advantages  afforded  by  the  college.  It  appeared,  however,  to  the  faculty  that  it  was 
important  to  the  future  interests  of  the  college,  that  its  regular  operations  should  suffer  no 
interruption ;  and  they  considered  it  neither  necessary  nor  wise  that  the  business  of  medical 
education  should  be  suspended  even  during  a  state  of  war.  The  continued  demand  for 
properly  qualified  medical  officers  in  the  army  and  navy,  had  been  proved  by  the  large  pro- 
portion of  their  last  graduating  class  who  had  received  commissious  in  one  or  the  other 
branch  of  the  service.  The  community,  also,  needed  additional  physicians,  large  district* 
of  country  having  been  left  very  inadequately  supplied  with  medical  practitioners,  by  the 
withdrawal  of  numbers  who  had  entered  the  army,  whether  as  medical  officers,  or  as  volun- 
teers in  the  line.  It  was  certain,  moreover,  that  the  conscription,  however  rigidly  enforced, 
would  still  leave  sufficient  material  for  the  formation  of  a  class,  small  though  it  might  be : 
for  not  a  few  young  men  of  the  prescribed  age  would  be  found  exempt  from  the  service  by 
reason  of  some  physical  disqualification  ;  and  others  had  been,  and  would  be  discharged  from 
the  army  for  disability  from  wounds  or  other  causes.  It  was  reasonable  to  expect  that  some  at 
If'ast  of  both  these  classes  would  desire  to  undertake  the  study  of  medicine,  with  a  view  to  the 
means  of  livelihood,  or  perhaps  to  complete  the  study  already  begun.  Besides,  it  was 
known  ihat  a  considerable  number  of  medical  students  were  employed  in  various  capacities 
in  the  numerous  hospitals  of  Richmond,  by  whom  the  opportunity  of  attending  medical 
lectures  would  be  gladly  embraced. 

Influenced  by  these  considerations,  the  faculty  announced  a  course,  to  commence  (like 
the  preceding)  on  the  first  Monday  in  November,  aud  continue  until  the  first  of  March. 
The  result  more  than  realized  their  anticipations  as  to  the  number  of  young  men  who 
would  be  enabled  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  college,  without  a  violation 
of  their  military  obligations.  The  number  of  matriculates  during  the  session  of  1862-63 
was  110;  but  of  this  number,  no  less  than  23  were  graduates  of  this  or  of  other  medical  schools, 
most  of  these  being  assistant  surgeons  of  the  army  (commissioned  or  acting),  connected 
with  the  different  hospitals  of  the  city,  or  candidates  for  examination  before  the  army  and 
navy  medical  boards.

At  the  commencoment  held  on  the  Glli  of  March  1803,  the  degree  of  "doctor  of  medicino" 
was  conferred  upon  46  candidates,  including  1  who  had  previously  graduated  at  the  uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  and  1  at  the  Jefferson  medical  college.  This  very  high  proportion 
■of  graduates  was  again  accounted  for  by  the  fact,  that  of  the  87  under  graduates,  about 
•three-fi)artlis  were  in  attendance  upon  their  second  course  of  lectures,  and,  with  but  few 
♦■xceptious,  candidates  for  graduation. 

While  the  general  grade  of  acquircmciit  among  the  candidates  was  decidedly  inferior  to 
ihe  average  of  former  yinirs,  owing  partly  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  candidates  had  been 
in  active  and  uninterrupted  military  service  from  an  early  period  of  the  war  to  the  com- 
niencenii-nt  of  the  session,  and  partly  to  the  prevailing  excitement  and  distraction  of  mind, 
so  inimical  to  study,  it  is  but  just  to  those  who  received  the  degree,  to  stati;  that  more  than 
half  of  their  number  have  since  been  appointed  to  positions  of  usefulness  in  the  public  ser- 
vice: 2  as  surgeons  in  the  army,  20  or  21  as  assistant  surgeons  in  the  army  and  navy,  and 
f)  or  more  as  acting  assistant  surgeons,  apothecaries,  &c.  This  result  may  be  regarded  as  a 
full  vindication  of  the  determination  of  the  faculty  to  maintain  the  college  in  regular  opera- 
tion, notwithstanding  the  continuance  of  the  war. 

The  ordinary  revenue  of  the  college,  as  stated  in  former  reports,  is  derived  wholly  from  tbe 
fees  paid  by  students,  there  being  no  appropriation  made  to  it  from  the  public  trtasury  or 
the  literary  fund.  The  compensation  of  the  professors  consists  of  the  fees  received  by  tlicni 
severally  for  tickets  issued,  each  professor  receiving  $15  for  each  ticket.  The  fund  from 
■vvhiL'h  the  general  expenses  of  the  institution  are  defrayed,  is  derived  from  the  matriculation 
and  graduation  fees,  the  former  being  $5,  the  latter  $25,  and  varies  continually  in  amount, 
according  to  the  size  of  the  class  and  the  number  of  graduates.  Graduates  oT  other  medical 
schools,  who  attend  lectures  in  this  college  within  fivej-earsof  the  date  of  their  graduation, 
though  exempted  from  the  full  charge  for  professors'  tickets,  pay  (in  addition  to  the  matri- 
culation fee)  a  general  fee  of  $  20,  which  goes  into  the  college  treasury,  and  constitutes  an 
occasional  small  addition  to  the  general  fund.  To  the  amount  rtsceived  from  these  sources 
may  be  added  a  contingent  item  of  revenue,  consisting  of  such  sums  as  may  from  time  to 
time  accrue  in  the  way  of  profits  from  the  hospital  connected  with  the  college.  This,  how- 
ever, is  a  very  uncertain  source  of  income ;  for  the  hospital,  being  without  other  means  of 
support  than  its  own  receipts  for  the  accommodation  of  patients,  is  for  the  most  part  barely- 
able  to  defray  its  own  expenses,  and  is  sometimes,  indeed,  in  arrears — in  whicli  caf  o,  the 
deficit  must  be  made  good  from  the  funds  of  the  college,  or  from  the  private  means  of  the 
professors.  ^ 

The  amounts  received  and  expended  by  the  dean  of  the  faculty  on  acconnt  of  the  college, 
during  the  year  beginning  April  1st,  1861,  and  ending  March  Slst,  1862,  wore  as  follows;

Inasmuch  as  no  park  of  the  revenue  of  the  college  is  derived  from-  the  public  treasury,- 
i^,  is  not  deemed  necessary,  nor  within  the  purview  of  the  law,  to  make  a  detailed  report  of 
-the  expenditures  above  stated  in  the  aggregate. 

The  college  building  is  for  the  most  part  in  good  repair,  and  its  appurtenances  and  appa- 
isitus  in  good  condition ;  but  certain  alterations  and  improvements  in  the  internal  arrange- 
tnents  of  the  building,  which  were  mentioned  in  the  last  report  as  being  then  in  contem- 
plation, have  not  yet  been  accomplished,  owing  to  the  want  of  sufficient  funds  to  defray  the 
boa vy  expense  of  such  work  at  the  present  time;  besides  wjiich,  until  Jiear  the  termination 
of  the  period  embraced  in  this  repott,  several  of  the  rooms  of  the  college,  which  would  be 
affected  by  those  alterations,  were  still  occupied  as  hospital  wards. 

The  "branches  of  learning  taught  in  the  institution,"  and  the  "number of  its  teachers,"' 
will  be  best  exhibited  by  the  following  list  of  the  present  faculty,  with  the  departments  of 
medical  science  which  they  are  severally  appointed  to  teach : 

Charles  Bell  Gibson,  M.  D.,  professor  of  surgery  and  surgical  anatomy. 

David  H.  Tucker,  M.  D.,  professor  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  medicine. 

Beverley  R.  Wellford,  M.  D.,  professor  of  materia  medica  and  therapeutics. 

Arthur  E.  Peticolas,  M.  D.,  professor  of  general  and  special  anatomy. 

Levin  S.  Joynes,  M.  D.,  pififessor  of  institutes  of  medicine  and  medical  jurispnidence. 

James  H.  Conway,  M.  D.,  professor  of  obstetrics  and  diseases  of  women  and  children. 

James  B.  McCaw,  M.  D.,  professor  of  chemistry  and  pharmacy. 

In  addition  to  the  above  J>rofes8orships,  which  are  filled  by  appointment  of  the  board  of 
TJsitors,  practical  anatomy  is  taught  by  a  demonstrator,  who  is  elected  annually  by  the  fa- 
culty.   This  office  is  at  present  vacant. 
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It  may  be  affirmed  with  confidence  that  the  future  prospects  of  the  college  have  never 
been  so  encouraging  as  at  the  present  moment.  The  judicious  liberality  exhibited  by  the 
legislature,  in  furnishing  the  means  for  enlarging  and  perfecting  its  facilities  for  instruction, 
and  in  placing  the  college  under  the  direct  patronage  and  proprietorship  of  the  state,  was 
already  producing  its  manifest  fruits  before  the  commencement  of  the  present  war;  and  the 
fact  that  it  (alone,  of  all  the  medical  schools  in  the  Confederacy,  with  the  exception  of  the 
medical  department  of  the  university  of  Virginia)  has  since  been  able  to  continue  its  ex- 
istence without  interruption,  in  spite  of  the  adverse  influences  of  the  times,  with  classes 
highly  respectable  in  point  of  numbers,  under  all  the  circumstances,  and  collected  from 
every  quarter  of  our  widely  extended  country,  will  conduce  in  no  small  degree  to  its  future 
reputation  and  permanent  success. 

It  is  deemed  proper  to  conclude  this  report  with  a  brief  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
hospital  connected  with  the  college,  during  the  years  1861  and  1862. 

As  stated  in  the  last  report,  the  new  hospital  building,  erected  with  the  funds  appropriated 
by  the  legislature  at  the  session  of  1859-00,  was  completed  and  thrown  open  for  the  recep- 
tion of  patients  in  the  month  of  April  1861.  Its  capacity,  which  would  have  been  ample 
in  ordinary  times  (furnishing,  as  it  does,  accommodation  for  about  80  patients),  soon  proved 
inadequate  to  the  demands  upon  it,  and  in  consequence,  the  hospital  wards  in  the  college 
building,  which  had  been  closed  upon  the  completion  of  the  new  structure,  were  again 
thrown  open  to  receive  the  mtmerons  sick  soldiers  who  were  thronging  to  the  doors  of  the 
hospital  for  relief.  For  a  time,  prior  to  the  establishment  of  a  sufficient  number  of  hospitals 
by  the  confederate  authorities,  even  the  space  thus  obtained  was  inadequate  to  the  require- 
ments, and  one  of  the  lecture  rooms  had  to  be  opened  for  the  reception  of  the  sick. 

Soldiers  in  the  service  of  the  state  wore  at  first  admitted,  under  a  contract  or  agreement 
with  the  governor  and  executive  council,  made  in  April  1801  ;  and  upon  the  transfer  of  the 
forces  of  Virginia  to  the  Confederate  States,  this  arrangement  was  continued  by  the  Surgeon 
General  of  the  C.  S.  army,  the  privilege  of  admission  into  the  hospital,  however,  being  not 
limited  to  the  troops  of  Virginia,  but  extended  to  those  of  all  the  states  alike.  Up  to  near 
the  close  of  the  year  1862,  both  soldiers  and  officers  continued  to  be  received — the  former  at 
the  charge  of  the  government,  the  latter  at  their  own  expense.  Since  that  time,  although 
soldiers  have  no  longer  been  sent  to  the  hospital,  officers  have  still  been  received  as  private 
patients ;  and  negroes  in  the  employment  of  the  government  have  been  treated  in  the  wards 
devoted  to  that  class  of  patients.  During  the  whole  progress  of  the  war,  as  before  its  com- 
mencement, patients  have  been  received  from  the  general  public — both  whites  and  slaves.

The  higher  rate  of  mortality  among, officers  and  soldiers  in  1862,  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  year,  was  due  in  part  to  the  greater  number  of  cases  of  gunshot  wounds  adrait- 
t«d  ;  but  in  part  also  to  the  larger  proportion  of  cases  of  serious  disease  received  from  the 
camps. 

It  may  be  further  stated,  in  explanation  of  the  seemingly  high  rate  of  mortality  among 
other  patients,  that  many  of  the  cases  admitted  into  the  hospital,  both  from  the  city  and  the 
country,  are  incurable,  having  been  treated  without  avail  elsewhere,  and  sent  to  the  hospital 
«3  a  last  resort.  "

It  thus  appears  that  with  a  somewhat  smaller  number  of  patients,  the  aggregate  of  re- 
Oiipts  in  1862  was  rather  more  than  twice  as  great  as  in  1861,  while  the  aggregate  of  expen- 
ditures was  very  nearly  twice  as  great.  The  explanation  of  these  discrepancies  is  to  be 
fcund  in  the  enhanced  prices  of  provisions,  drugs,  and  every  other  kind  of  hospital  sup- 
plies, and  in  the  progressive  increase  of  the  charges  of  the  hospital,  rendered  necessary  to 
meet  the  growing  expenditures.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  1861  the  rates  were

This  increase  of  the  charges,  it  will  be  observed,  is  not  in  the  ratio  of  the  increase  of  re- 
ceipts ;  and  the  latter  is  in  part  accounted  for  by  the  circumstance  that  in  1862  the  patients 
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(particularly  the  soldiers)  remained,  on  the  average,  longer  in  the  hospital,  .so  that  the 
wards  were  in  general  fuller,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  patients  registered. 

As  the  hospital,  like  the  college,  receives  no  aid  from  the  public  funds,  it  is  presumed 
that  a  detailed  account  of  its  receipts  and  expenditures  is  not  expected,  and  therefore  this 
report  will  not  be  extended  to  the  great  length  which  would  he  required  to  present  it. 

It  may  be  remarked,  in  conclusion,  that  while  the  policy  of  making  the  hospital  a  self- 
supporting  establishment  relieves  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth  of  any  charge  on  its 
account,  it  greatly  restricts  the  benefits  which  it  is  capable  of  conferring.  Inasmuch  as  its 
receipts,  at  the  rates  charged,  are,  in  the  long  run,  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the  expense  of 
maintaining  it,  patients  cannot  be  admitted  gratuitously,  without  entailing  the  cost  of  their 
support  upon  the  private  means  of  the  professors  of  the  college.  Consequently,  the  poor, 
except  in  occasional  instances,  are  denied  the  advantages  enjoyed  by  its  iumates.  But 
surely,  in  a  hospital  erected  with  the  public  money,  in  the  capital  of  the  state,  and  con- 
ducted by  the  faculty  of  a  medical  college  which  bears  the  name  of  the  state,  and  is  under 
its  patronage  and  control,*there  ought  to  be  some  provision  for  extending  the  benefits  of 
such  an  estfiblishment  to  such  worthy  objects  of  charity  as  stand  in  need  of  the  relief 
which  thoy  have  not  the  n)eans  to  command  for  themselves,  and  whose  only  resort  at  pre- 
sent for  hospital  treatment  is  the  poor  house.  A  certain  number  of  beds  might  be  reserved 
for  the  reception  of  this  class  of  patients,  under  proper  regulations,  whether  from  the  city  of 
Richmond  or  from  other  parts  of  the  state ;  and  the  expense  of  their  maintenance  might  be 
met  by  a  suitable  annual  appropriation,  or  allowances  otherwise  made  from  the  public  trea- 
sury. Besides  the  benefiamt  aid  thus  afforded  to  the  poor  needing  medical  or  surgical  re- 
lief, the  advantages  of  the  hospital  as  a  field  for  the  practical  instruction  of  the  students  of 
the  college,  would  be  materially  extended.  As  the  present  juncture,  however,  is  an  unpro- 
pitious  one  fur  the  suggestion  of  any  new  object  of  public  expenditure,  any  further  remarks 
in  this  connection  would  be  out  of  place  at  this  time.  In  a  future  report,  perhaps,  the  sub- 
ject may  be  more  fully  considered.

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REPORT   OF   THE   PRINCIPAL. 


To  the  President  and  Visitors  of  the  Institution 

For  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blind : 

Very  little  is  expected  to  occur,  so  long  as  the  institution  remains  upon  its  present  foot- 
ing, wortlij  of  being  presented  in  an  extended  report. 

Diminished  in  numbers,  and  since  the  20th  of  July  18G1,  placed  in  the  occupancy  o< 
buildings  but  poorly  adapted  to  its  various  wants,  it  has  been  forced  to  stand  still,  and  'n 
silencf!  and  sorrow  look  out  upon  the  convulsed  and  troubled  sea  of  revolution. 

The  schools  have  been  conducted  as  usual  the  past  session,  and  with  such  success  as  was 
gratifying  to  the  members  of  the  board  of  visitors  who  were  present  at  the  examination  of 
the  pupils  at  the  close  of  tlie  session. 

In  an  institution  like  this,  the  mechanical  education  of  the  pupils  is  of  very  high  impor- 
tance. Ncec-J.sitiited  as  they  are,  from  the  nature  of  things,  to  clejjend  upon  their  hands  for 
subsistence,  the  duty  of  the  state  would  be  but  half  discharged  towards  them,  were  they 
suffered  to  go  out  into  the  world  without  some  handicraft  knowledge  which  could  be  turned 
to  immediate  account.  But  situated  as  they  now  are,  this  part  of  their  education  has  been, 
and  must  still  continue  to  be  neglected,  especially  so  far  as  the  boys  are  concerned.  The 
girls  have  not  suffered  in  tliis  regard,  but  on  the  whole,  I  believe,  have  been  in  some  degrei' 
benefited  by  their  new  situation. 

I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion,  notwithstanding  the  scarcity  and  high  prices  of  all  kinds  of 
material,  that  had  the  pupils  been  permitted  to  enjoy  their  own  buildings  during  the  war, 
th(2  shops  would  have  been  rendered  more  useful  to  them,  and  profitable  to  the  state  than 
ever  before,  and  this  without  speculation  or  extortion.  I  have  felt  it  to  be  my  duty  thus  to 
put  upon  record  my  views,  to  show,  if  but  in  one  instance  only,to  Avhat  extent  the  ends  of 
the  state,  with  regard  to  her  pupils,  have  been  thwarted  by  what  was  termed,  at  the  period 
of  their  removal,  a  military  necessity. 

There  has  been  very  little  sickness,  and  no  death  has  occurred  among  the  pupils  since 
th(;ir  removal  to  these  buildings. 

The  buildings  of  the  state,  still  occupied  as  a  hospital  by  the  confederate  government,  I 
am  happy  to  say,  upon  my  own  observation,  and  upon  the  statement  of  the  officers  in 
charge  of  them,  have  thus  far  escaped  with  very  little  injury;  also  the  grounds,  which  a 
year  ago  presented  a  Viroken  and  uncared  for  appearance,  have  since,  under  the  energetic 
and  excellent  management  of  the  surgeon  in  charge,  been  very  much  improved. 

Id  this  connection,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  to  enquire  into  the  ex- 
pediency of  memorializing  the  secretary  of  war  in  reference  to  the  recovery  of  these  build- 
ings at  an  early  day,  and  failing  in  this,  that  a  demand  be  forthwith  made  for  an  increase  of 
the  rent,  to  date  from  the  oOth  September  last.     The  rent  at  present  i)aid  for  the  buildings 
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and  grounds  will  not  exceed  five  per  centum  upou  the  whole  outlay.  In  my  cstimatiou,  the 
safety  of  the  buildings,  in  the  event  of  the  federal  forces  coming  into  our  midst,  would  be 
to  a  great  degree  enhanced  by  their  reoccupauc}-  by  the  pupils  of  the  institution,  whilst,  if 
found  in  the  hands  of  the  confederate  authorities,  they  might  suffer  some  detriment,  if  they 
vere  not  altogether  destroyed.  If  an  imperious  necessity  existed  in  the  first  year  of  the 
vt'ar,  before  order  had  emerged  from  chaos,  and  the  affairs  of  the  nation  had  assumed  some- 
thing like  system  and  regularity,  the  same  necessity  cannot  now  be  said  to.  exist.  To  set 
f^rth  all  the  considerations  in  favor  of  regaining  possession  of  this  property,  is  quite  unne- 
(Vjssary,  since  they  will  readily  suggest  themselves  to  your  own  minds,  moreover  it  w-ould 
'Mtend  this  report  bej-ond  the  limits  I  had  marked  out  for  it. 

Applications  for  admission  into  the  institution  continue  to  be  made;  but  if  the  experience 
of  the  past  year  can  furnish  any  liglit  for  future  guidance,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that 
no  more  pupils  be  received  for  the  present  on  state  account,  since  the  annuity  is  already 
t'lxed  to  its  utmost.  The  actual  cost  to  the  state  of  a  state  pupil,  during  the  past  year,  was 
about  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  including  board,  clothing,  tuition,  fuel,  lights,  ^vashing, 
et  cetera,  while  the  annual  co.st  before  the  war  for  such  pupils,  was  about  two  hundred  dol- 
]'',r~i.  It  thus  ajT^jears  that  the  ratio  between  the  two  sums  is  disproportionate  to  that 
between  the  average  cost  of  all  articles  before  the  war,  and  their  average  cost  now,  the 
average  cost  now  being  between  twenty  and  thirty  times  as  much  as  it  was  then,  and  thi.s 
result  has  been  attained  only  by  practicing  the  rules  of  strict  economy. 

The  accounts  appended  to  this  report  show  that  the  balance  on  bund  at  the  end  6f  the  last 
fiscal  year,  on  support  fund  account,  was  $4,.')] 3  17,  and  on  piano  and  carpet  account 
$  1,307,  a  sum  which  accrued  from  the  .sale  of  some  old  carpets  and  pianos  in  the  month  of 
January  last.  It  appears  that  the  expenditures  of  the  year  have  considerably  exceeded  the 
ai::ount  of  the  annuity  ;  but  in  reality  more  than  three-fourths  of  this  excess  was  expended 
during  the  summer,  as  opportunities  presented  themselves,  in  the  purchasing  of  clothing  and 
other  articles,  which  cost  now  nearly  twice  as  much  as  they  did  then.  It  should  therefore 
be  regarded  as  a  part  of  the  expenditure  of  the  present  fiscal  year.  The  unexpended  balaince 
of  .$4,.'j13  17,  in  your  hands  on  the  30th  September  last,  added  to  the  annuity  of  the  pre- 
sent year>  places  to  the  credit  of  the  institution  the  sum  of  $29,513  17,  and  this  is  inde- 
pendent of  the  sum  of  $  2,000,  which  was  placed  in  my  hands  on  the  first  of  October  to 
ir.'jet  the  expenses  of  that  month.  The  amount  to  the  credit  of  the  institution,  as  thus  ex- 
hibited, in  conjunction  with  other  anticipated  receipts,  will  set  aside  the  necessity  of 
making  any  appeal  at  the  present  tiuie  to  the  legislature  for  further  aid. 

I  would  do  violence  to  my  feelings  not  to  make  mention  of  the  resignation  of  Miss  Susan 
"Vv' .  Hanvood  in  June  last,  who  had  been  for  twenty-three  years  a  teacher  in  the  deaf-mute 
df>partmeut  of  this  institution,  at  all  times  amiable,  kind  and  obhging.  AVe  have  lost  one 
from  the  corps  of  instmctors,  who  cannot  well  be  replaced,  and  the  deaf-mute  girls  have 
thereby  sustained  the  loss  of  one,  who,  both  by  precept  and  example,  was  ever  their  guide 
aT>J  friend. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  officers  who  have  been  associated  with  me  during  the  past  year, 
for  their  ready  and  willing  acquiescence  and  assistance  in  the  educational  department.

Terms  of  Admission  into  the  Institution,  etc. 


I.  The  institution  will  provide,  for  each  pupil,  board,  lodging  and  washing,  the  constant 
superintendence  of  health,  conduct,  manners  and  morals,  tuition,  books,  all  other  incidental 
expenses  of  the  school  room,  and  also  medical  attendance,  aMui  annual  charge  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars. 

n.  No  pupil  will  be  received  for  a  less  term  than  six  years,  except  by  special  agreement; 
and  no  deduction  will  be  made  on  account  of  vacation  or  absence,  except  when  leave  of 
absence  has  previously  been  granted  by  the  principal  in  writing.  Pupils  entering  during 
the  session  will  be  charged  from  its  beginning,  except  when  specially  otherwise  agreed  upon. 

III.  Payments  are  always  to  be  made  six  months  in  advance;  for  the  punctual  payment 
of  which,  and  the  continuance  of  the  pupil  for  six  years,  except  in  the  cases  mentioned 
above,  or  in  the  case  of  dismission  by  the  visitors,  satisfactory  bond  and  security  will  be 
required.  . 

IV.  The  children  of  this  state,  who  arc  unable  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  education, 
will  be  received  and  educated  free  of  charge.  All  applications  for  the  benefit  of  that  provi- 
sion should  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  that  the  applicant  is  an  inhabitant  of  Virginia, 
and  that  his  or  her  parents  are  unable  to  pay  for  his  or  her  board  and  tuition. 

V.  State  pupils  are  also  clothed  by  the  institution  whenever  their  friends  are  unable  to 
do  it,  of  which  inability  a  satisfactory  certificate  is  required.  But  in  all  cases  they  are  ex- 
pected to  bo  neatly  and  comfortably  clothed  when  they  first  enter,  and  their  clothing  marked 
with  the  owner's  name. 

• 

VI.  All  traveling  expenses  of  the  pupils  to  or  from  the  institution  must  be  borne  by  their 
friends.  Persons  bringing  or  taking  pupils  away  or  visiting  them,  cannot  be  lodged  or 
boarded,  or  have  their  horses  fed  at  the  institution. 

VII.  Applicants  for  admission  shoTild  be  between  ten  and  twenty-five.  But  a  discretion- 
ary power  of  varying  from  the  rule  is  lodged  with  the  executive  committee.  Twelve  is  con- 
sidered as  the  best  age  for  entering  the  institution.  The  regular  time  of  admission  is  at  the 
close  of  the  annual  vacation,  the  first  Monday  in  September.  The  vacations  embrace  the 
months  of  July  and  August. 

VIII.  Applications,  letters  of  enquiry,  &c.  should  be  addressed  to  J.  C.  Covell,  principal. 

IX.  All  applications  should  be  accompanied  with  written  answers  to  the  following  quea- 
tions : 

1.  What  is  the  name  of  the  applicant?  If  ho  or  she  has  a  middle  name,  it  should  be 
given  in  full. 

2.  What  is  the  age  of  the  applicant  7  If  possible,  give  the  day,  month  and  year  of  birth.

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3.  What  is  the  name  of  the  father  or  nearest  friend  ?  his  occnpation,  the  county  or  town 
in  which  he  lives,  and  his  post  office? 

4.  Can  the  applicant  defray  all  his  or  her  expenses  at  the  institution  ?  or  can  he  pay  part 
of  the  regular  charges  ?  or  can  he  only  clothe  himself  7  or  would  he  or  she  have  to  be  sup- 
ported entirely  by  the  institution  ?

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REPORT. 


To  THE  Governor  of  Vfrginia: 

The  boartl  of  directors  of  the  Ccutral  Lunatic  Asylnnv,  Staunton.,  present 
the  following  report  for  the  two  years  ending  3()th  September  1863 : 

A  special  report  was  ma,dc  by  them  to  the  30th  September  1863;  which  is  here  rcfern'd 
to  as  a  part  of  this.  The  making  of  their  present  report  lias  been  greatly  delayed  by  tht- 
tedious  and  severe  indisposition  of  their  superintendent,  Dr.  Stribling,  which  for  man/ 
months  prohibited  his  attentitm  to  business,  and  recently  compelled  him  to  vi.sit  Richmond 
for  medical  and  surgical  assistance.  From  that  visit  he  lias  now  returned,  ici  a  greatly  im- 
proved state  of  health.  IIi«  laborious  and  invnlunble  duties  have  bwn  resumed,  and  tlif 
board  congratiilat-es  the  state,  and  the  great  cause  of  its  charity  to  which  be  devotes  himself, 
in  the  reasonable  hope  that  the  full  vigor  of  all  his  faculties  will  soon  be  again  devoted,  as 
they  have  been  for  many  years  past,  to  the  care  and  cure  of  his  unfortnnat*^  patients. 

For  details  of  the  condition  and  management  of  the  institution,  you  are  respoctfullv 
refeiTed  to  the  pxc^impauying  report  of  tht^  physician  and  suj>t."iinti'ndvnt.  With  all  tlic 
economy  we  have  been  able  to  practice,  consistent  with  the  tolerable  comfort  and  health  of 
the  inmates,  the  expenditures  on  support  accouEt  have  greatly  increased  the  appropriations 
«nd  board  funds.  It  is  impossible  for  this  board  to  determine  what  amount  will  bo  nec^ded 
for  this  purpose  during  the  next  two  years.  If  prices  continue  at  their  present  enormou.v 
rates,  the  support  of  this  asylum  must  exceed  even  the  high  estimate  of  ij?  QUO ,000,  siig- 
gested  in  the  report  of  the  superintendent.  But  in  the  hope  our  financial  derangement  can- 
not grow  worse,  and  that  any  future  change  may  be  tor  the  better,  we  approve  hi.s  sugges- 
iion,  and  recommend  that  IIk;  sums  indicated  by  him  for  su]ipovt  and  trai]si«)rta)ion  be 
appropriated  by  the  legislature. 

By  much  exertion,  as  stated  by  the  superintendent,  we  have  succeeded,  by  paying  very 
high  prices,  in  obtaining  a  fair  supply  of  provisions,  except  corn  and  wood.  These  wr 
have  not  procured  in  any  thing  like  sufficient  quantities,  and  f(>ar  we  will  have  much  diffi- 
culty about  them,  although  Uierc  is  a  large  supjily  in  the  country.  We  leave  it  to  the  wis- 
dom of  the  legislature  to  make  such  provision  as  they  deem  best. 

As  the  law  now  is,  the  board  arc  required  to  appoint  a  treasurer  for  the  asylum.  Many  of 
them  are  of  opinion  tliat  economy  would  be  promoted,  and  t!ie  financial  affairs  of  the  asy- 
lum managed  with  equal  safety  ana  success,  without  the  intervention  of  such  an  officer. 
The  funds  of  the  institution  arc  required  by  law  to  be  deposited  in  bank,  and  consequently 
bo  drawn  out  by  order  of  the  board.  Our  present  financial  system,  as  established  by  our 
by-laws,  is,  that  all  accounts  shall  be  presented  to  an  executive  committee,  consisting  af 
three  members  of  the  board.  If  approved  by  them,  they  give  a  draft  on  the  treasuier, 
which  draft  is  audited  by  the  superintendent,  and  then  tiie  treasurer  cBdorsea  thereou  bb: 
draft  on  the  bank.

Mauy  menibfrs  of  the.  hoard  are  of  opinion  tliat  equal  safety  and  rospousibility  In  the 
yiaymeut  of  money  would  be  obtiiinod  by  permitting  tlie  executive  committee  to  draft 
directly  on  the  bank — requiring  tlie  supe^int^ndent  still  to  audit  the  drafts;  and  for  tho 
safety  of  the  funds,  before,  expenditure,  to  leave  to  the  board  the  selection  of  the  bank  of 
deposit,  with  the  power  and  duty  to  change  it  wlien  in  th(>ir  opinion  the  funds  weiT  counidcred 
unsafe. 

We  ask  for  such  change  in  the  ])rtsi'nt  law  a.s  -will  leave  it  discretionary  with  the  board  to 
«ppoint  a  treasurer  or  not,  after  the  pnd  of  this  tiscal  year,  as  uuiy  geem  best  to  them.

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The  attention  of  the  board  of  directors  is  respectfully  asked  to  the  accompanying  tables - 
They  will  be  fonud  to  contain  matters  of  i)iterest,  and  such  details  as  the  law  requires  shall 
be  reported  for  the  information  of  the  legislature. 

Four  hundred  and  sixty-four  insane  persons  have  been  cared  for  in  the  asylum  since  the 
date  of  our  last  biennial  report — males  279,  females  J 85.  Of  these,  three  hundred  and 
eighty  were  here  on  the  1st  October  1861,  viz:  males  223,  females  157.  Eighty-four  were 
admitted  during  the  two  years — males  56,  females  28.  On  the  1st  October  1863  there  re- 
mained three  hundred  and  thirty-one  patients,  of  whom  19.5  were  males,  and  136  females. 

During  the  two  years  embraced  in  this  report,  the  discharges,  deaths,  &c.  amounted  to 
one  hundred  and  thirty-three — males  84,  females  49.  Of  these,  fifty-one  were  discharged  as 
having  recovered — males  31,  females  20;  as  much  imjiruved,  five — males  3,  females  2 ;  im- 
proved, three  males;  unimproved,  three — males  1,  females  2.  Two  males  escaped,  and  have 
not  been  returned  to  the  custody  of  the  asylum.     Sixty-nine  died — males  44,  females  25. 

The  table  of  mortality  exhibits  a  larger  per  cent,  of  deaths  than  we  have  for  many  years 
been  called  upon  to  report.  The  greater  portion  of  those  who  died  had  long  been  insane, 
and  their  physical  constitutions  had  become  so  enfeebled  as  to  admit  of  but  slight  resistance 
to  the  assaults  of  disease,  in  any  of  its  multiplied  forms.  The  probable  cause  of  death  in 
each  case  is  specified  in  Table  No.  1. 

SMALL-POX. 

About  the  middle  of  November  1862  small-pox  appeared  in  Staunton  and  its  vicinity. 
Measures  were  immediately  adopted  to  prevent  its  introduction  into  the  asylum.  Extensive 
■vaccination  was  resorted  to,  and  such  regulations  ordered  as  would  prevent  unnecessary  in- 
tercourse betweenthe  inmates  of  the  institution  (including  officers,  attendants,  patients  and 
servants)  and  persons  without.  These  regulations,  we  believe,  were  observed  as  far  as 
practicable,  but  on  the  22d  December  a  male  patient  presented  an  eruption,  which,  to  our 
surprise  and  deep  regret,  showed  that  precautionary  means  had  been  batfled,aud  the  dreaded 
malady  had  invaded  our  household.  This  patient  was  about  65  years  of  age.  He  had  not 
been  out  of  the  house  for  three  weeks,  nor  beyond  the  enclosure  for  months.  By  the  26th 
of  same  month  there  were  six  cases — one  of  which  occuned  in  a  separate  though  adjoining 
ward.  On  the  4th  of  January  two  additional  cases  were  recognized  in  the  ward  where  the 
disease  first  appeared,  and  on  the  12th  of  same  month  another  case  occurred,  but  in  a  sepa- 
rate and  detached  building.  There  were  in  all  nine  cases,  six  of  whom  must  have  con- 
tracted the  disease  about  the  same  time  and  probably  from  the  same  source.  The  remaining 
three  may  have  caught  the  contagion  from  those  first  affected.  Three  died — the  others  re- 
covered, and  are  now  in  their  usual  health. 

To  prevent  the  spread  of  the  malady,  the  following  means,  amongst  others,  were  resorted 
to:  Isolation,  as  far  as  practicable,  of  the  sick;  separation  of  those  who  were  supposed  to 
have  been  exposed  to  the  contagion  from  such  as  had  not  been ;  vaccination  of  every  one 
in  the  asylui»  (except  such  as  had  had  small-pox),  black  and  white,  young  and  old;  fumi- 
gating of  infected  and  other  apartments  with  chloric  gas,  and  removal  of  infected  bedding, 
wearing  apparel,  &c. 

Our  sincere  thanks  are  herewith  tendered  to  Drs.  Hay  and  Merillat,  for  timely  and  valuable 
Aid  famished  us  in  this  an  hour  of  necessity.  There  was  no  suitable  building  on  the  asylum 
grounds  in  which  such  patients  could  be  placed.  These  gentlemen,  surgeons  in  charge  of 
the  confederate  military  hospital  (in  which  there  was  a  small-pox  department),  kindly  took 
charge  of  the  first  three  cases  for  a  few  days.  In  the  mean  time  we  erected  a  building,  tem- 
porary but  comfortable,  to  w  hich  patients  were  removed  so  soon  as  the  malady  exhibited 
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itself.  The  happy  result  of  these  moasures,  sanctioned  by  a  supreme  power,  was  as  above 
reporti'd.  In  an  establishment  numbering  more  than  four  hundred  persons,  the  disease  was 
restricted  to  the  department  for  males — and  of  these  only  nine  became  its  subjects. 

How  thf  contagion  was  introduced  into  the  asylum,  is  still  a  question  we  are  unable 
satisfactorily  to  solve.  No  one  had  access  to  the  ward  in  which  the  disease  first  appeared, 
except  the  physicians  and  the  attendant  arid  servant  in  charge.  Neither  of  these  is  aware 
that  he  had  at  any  time  been  where  small-pox  was  supposed  to  exist. 

On  the  2(Uh  May  1863  an  insane  male  was  admitted  from  the  county  of  Highland. 
Seeming  to  be  in  the  enjoyment  of  good  bodily  health,  and  being  harmless,  he  was  allowed 
intercourse  not  only  with  about  forty  patients  who  occupied  the  same  ward,  b>it  with  many 
others  in  tin'  grounds  allotted  to  the  class  to  which  he  was  assigueil  for  exercise.  On  the 
fifth  day  after  his  arrival  small-pox  eruption  appeared  on  his  face.  lie  was  promptly  re- 
moved to  the  isolated  biiilding  which  had  been  erected  for  such  cases,  and  with  proper  care 
in  du(i  time  recovered.  We  were  more  than  gratified,  under  the  circumstances,  that  the  dis- 
ease was  not  communicated  by  him  to  others.  No  intimation  had  been  furnished  us  that 
he  had  been  exposed  to  the  contagion,  but  we  subsequently  learned  that  small  pox  had  been 
in  his  family  whilst  he  was  confined  in  the  county  jail,  during  which  period  he  was  vi.siled 
by  his  wife.     She  doubtless  unconsciously  conveyed  the  poisonous  matter  in  her  clothing. 


During  the  last  winter  and  spring  there  were  many  cases  of  scurvy  in  those  portions  of 
the  institution  which  are  occupied  by  patients  debilitated  from  long  continued  mental  dis- 
ease, whose  minds  are  inactive,  and  who  are  indisposed  to  physical  exercise.  The  disease 
resulted  doubtless  in  part  if  not  entirely  from  a  scarcity  of  suitable  vegetable  diet.  Such 
vegetables  as  could  be  obtained  were  purchased,  and  a  portion  of  these  at  prices  which 
seemed  exorbitant.  So'soon,  however,  as  our  garden  afforded  a  supply  of  fresh  vegetables, 
especially  tomatoes,  the  disease  rapidly  yielded,  and  has  disappeared.  In  only  one  instance 
could  the  death  of  the  patient  be  fairly  ascribed  to  scurvy ;  but  in  other  cases  it  doubtless 
operated  to  increase  debility  and  cause  the  system  to  succumb  to  slight  attacks  of  other 
disorders. 


In  a  special  report,  deemed  necessary  in  October  last,  we  had  to  express  uneasiness  as  to 
the  probability  of  obtaining  supplies  for  the  institution,  and  apprehension  in  regard  to  ex- 
tortionate prices.  It  was  suggested  that  the  interests  of  the  asylum  and  of  the  common- 
wealth might  be  promoted  by  a  law  authorizing  your  board  to  impress  such  articles  as 
could  not  be  obtained  by  purchase  on  reasonable  terms.  I  am  informed  that  a  bill  to  this 
effect  passed  the  house  of  delegates  at  the  late  extra  session,  and  that  it  is  now  upon  the 
table  of  the  senate,  subject  to  be  called  up  at  any  time  during  the  regular  session  of  the 
legislature. 

Since  that  report  was  presented,  the  steward,  by  active  and  almost  unremitted  effort  (to 
the  neglect  of  other  important  duties),  has  been  enabled  to  procure  more  of  the  substantial 
articles  of  sustenance  than  w:is  anticipated,  but  the  price  paid  has  greatly  exceeded  that 
assessi^d  by  the  confederate  commissioners  for  similar  supplies.  It  will  be  for  your  board  to 
determine,  with  such  lights  as  you  have  or  can  obtain  as  to  future  prospects  in  this  par- 
ticular, whether  or  not  you  ask  that  the  bill  now  pending  be  enacted  into  a  law.

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I  must  acknowledge  my  incapacity  as  a  financier,  if  called  upon,  to  estimate,  under 
existing  circumstances,  the  sum  which  will  be  needed  for  the  support  of  the  institution 
during  the  fiscal  years  1863-64  and  1864-65. 

We  have  a  family,  varying  from  about  400  to  450  persons,  to  be  furnished  with  food,  fuel, 
lights,  washing  and  bedding.  In  addition,  the  insane  and  the  servants  must  be  clothed. 
Since  the  war  but  little  material  for  clothing  or  bedding  has  been  purchased.  We  have  been 
Loping  for  "peace  and  lower  prices:"  hence,  the  supply  of  these  articles  on  hand,  as  well 
A3  of  many  others  which  might  be  enumerated,  is  very  meagre. 

With  my  present  views,  $200,000  for  the  present  fiscal  year,  in  addition  to  whatever 
Amount  may  be  collected  for  the  board,  &c.  of  patients,  is  the  least  sum  which  I  can  sug- 
gest as  being  requisite  under  this  head.  Much  more,  I  fear,  may  be  needed.  We  can  only 
renew  the  assurance,  that  whatever  the  appropriation  by  the  legislature  we  will  continue  to 
tsse  every  economy  consistent  with  the  welfare  of  those  confided  to  us :  nor  will  we  lose 
flight  of  the  fact  that  these  are  times  which  require  self-denial,  in  no  small  degree,  on  the 
part  of  all. 

The  sum  of  $  2,000  per  annum  will  probably  be  sufi&cient  to  defray  the  expense  of  eon- 
Teying  patients  to  the  asylum,  unless  the  legislature  should  increase  the  compensation  to 
clficers  and  others  upon  whom  may  devolve  this  duty. 

£n  March  last  my  health  became  so  much  impaired  as  to  incapacitate  me,  in  many  re- 
spects, for  official  duty.  The  disease  proved  obstinate  and  protracted,  and  for  some  months 
unfitted  me  for  being  even  consulted  in  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  institution.  With  the 
aid  of  skillful  surgeons,  under  the  blessing  of  a  kind  Providence,  I  am  now  enabled  to  re- 
sume my  position,  but  fear  that  during  the  winter  it  will  not  be  in  my  power  to  give  that 
active  and  vigilant  attention  to  details,  which,  under  other  circumstances,  would  be  deemed 
ft  pleasure  no  less  than  a  duty. 

On  returning  to  my  post  I  was  more  than  gratified  to  find  that  the  institution  had  suffered 
so  little  from  the  absence  of  the  superintendent.  This  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  the 
fact,  that  it  was  favored  with  a  corps  of  officers,  competent,  experienced  and  faithful,  and 
with  a  code  of  by-laws,  wise  in  its  construction.

To  my  associates  in  office  my  heartfelt  thanks  are  due  for  the  kind  spirit  manifested, 
DEider  responsibilities  imposed  by  my  absence,  and  to  the  board  of  directors  am  I  truly 
fateful  for  their  goodness  and  forbearance.  My  prayers  ascend  to  the  throne  above  for 
blessings  on  all,  and  especially  for  the  prosperity  of  the  institution  in  which  we  are  co- 
laborers.

T<ii  THE  Gknkrai-  Asskmblv  op  Virginia: 

Thy  boaiil  of  public  works  luivc  the  honor  to  subiiiit,  herewith  to  the  general 
assembly  the  following  report  of  their  proceedings,  accompanied  by  all  the  reports  of  the 
internal  improvement  companies  of  the  state  that  have,  np  to  this  time,  been  received  by 
the  board.  There  has  been  a  great  want  of  promptness  on  the  part  of  the  companies  in 
making  their  reports  to  the  board,  and  hence  tlu;  delay  in  presenting  them  to  the  general 
assembly.  No  reports  have  yet  been  received  from  tho  South  sidf  rail  road  company  and 
the  Richmond,  Fredericksburg  and  Potomac  rail  road  company. 

In  consequence  of  the  operation  of  the  conscription  act,  and  the  g<tu'r,d  difficulty  of  ob- 
taining clerical  assistance,  those  companies  allege  that  ihcy  have  not  been  able  to  command 
the  assistance  necessary  for  the  preparation  of  their  reports,  as  they  have  barely  a  sufiicietit 
force  to  conduct  their  daily  business.  Very  few  of  the  turnpike  companits  have  made  re- 
ports to  the  board  :  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  country  probabl}-  liu\  ing  made  it  imprac- 
ticable for  them  to  comply  promptly  with  tho  requirement  of  the  law.  But  before  any  such 
apology  existed  for  delay,  many  of  the  internal  improvement  companies  were  culpably  re- 
mits in  making  their  reports.  The  board  take  the  liberty  of  most  resp<'ctfully  repeating 
here  a  recommendation  which  was  made  by  the  board  to  the  general  assembly  in  a  former 
report : 

"  In  connection  with  this  subject,  it  is  respectfully  suggested,  tiiat  the  law  shoultl  bo  so 
changed  as  to  provide  a  more  summary  mode  of  im[)osing  fines  on  the  rail  road,  canal  and 
navigation  companies,  for  their  failure  to  make  lluMr  annual  reports  in  due  t'mw.  For  delay 
in  that  particular,  the  turnpike  companies  arc  liable  by  law  to  be  fined,  on  umtion ;  and  the 
offect  of  that  law  has  been  highly  salutary.  Tiie  tMvnpike  companies  make  their  reports 
very  promptly  since  that  law  has  been  in  operation.  Under  th©  existing  law,  the  rail  road, 
canal  and  navigation  companies  are  liable  to  have  fines  imposed  on  them,  ibr  not  making 
their  annual  reports  in  due  time,  by  a  judgment  in  an  action  of  debt  brought  iu  the  name 
-of  the  connnonwealth. 

This  mode  of  proceeding  to  enforce  a  fine  is  clumsy  and  slow,  and  practically  ineflScient 
eo  long  as  a  stay  law  like  the  present  is  in  force.  Th(;re  is  no  good  reason  why  the  rail 
road,  canal  and  navigation  companies  should  not  ho  sabje<;ted  to  the  same  mode  of  proceed- 
ing which  is  made  to  apply  to  the  turnpike  coiiip;inie.^." 

It  is  represented  by  the  rail  road  companies  that  the  maximum  rate  of  charges  authorized 
by  their  charter  is  nut  now  remunerative,  in  consequence  of  the  vastly  increased  expense 
of  operating  and  repairing  their  roads  and  rolling  stock.  If  the  legislature  shall  deem  it 
necessary  t(i  antliorize  higher  rates  of  charge,  it  is  nmst  respectfully  recommended  that  the 
nia.xinunn  of  charge  should  be  ascertained  and  fixed  by  law,  and  not  made  dependent  on 
the  exercise  of  any  discretionary  authority. 
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The  report  of  D.  S.  Walton,  Esquire,  the  engineer  appointed  by  the  board  to  take  charge 
of  the  improvement  of  New  river,  under  the  act  of  December  18,  1861,  presents  a  full  nar- 
rative of  his  proceedings.  The  board,  after  the^^spension  of  the  wotk,  when  it  had  been 
carried  as  far  as  it  could  be  with  safety,  in  con^fuenco  of  the  proximity  of  a  part  of  the 
enemy's  forces,  ordered  a  sale  of  sundry  materials  and  provisions  in  the  hands  of  the  engi- 
neer. The  sum  of  $  o.OOO  was  received  as  the  proceeds  of  that  sale,  and  has  been  refunded 
to  the  treasury  of  the  state.  Some  materials  procured  for  that  work  yet  remaiji  to  bo  sold. 
New  river  has  been  opened  to  batteaux  navigation  for  about  fifty  miles,  beginning  at  the 
.Centra!  depot,  and  the  net  cost  of  the  work  will  probably  not  exceed  $4,000. 

There  is  some  property  on  the  line  of  the  Covington  and  Ohio  rail  road  belonging  to  the 
state,  which  should  be  disposed  of,  as  it  is  now  exposed  to  damage  and  loss,  one  of  the  most 
valuable  items  being  a  steam  engine  which  was  used  at  the  cement  mill.  Williaur  Skeen, 
Esquire,  the  provost  marshal  at  Covington,  has  been  so  good  as  to  protect  the  property  of 
the  state  near  Coviugtnn,  on  the  lino  of  the  rail  road,  at  the  request  of  this  board;  but  it  is 
obviously  expedient  that  such  of  it  as  is  perishable  should  be  disposed  of  by  sale. 

William  A.  Kuper,  lately  the  principal  assistant  engineer  of  the  Covington  and  Ohio  rail 
road,  was  employed  by  the  board,  some  time  after  the  suspension  of  the  work,  to  exan>ine 
and  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  work  and  its  liability  to  damage,  &c.  His  report  is 
herewith  submitted.  ' 

Under  an  agreement  made  by  this  board  with  the  Virginia  Centra!  rail  road  company  in 
1858,  that  company  agreed  to  complete  the  arching  of  the  Blue  Eidge  tunnel  for  the  sum  of 
^70,000,  to  be  deducted  out  of  the  tolls  due  the  state,  for  the  use  of  the  Blue  Ridge  rail 
road.  That  arching  was  completed  on  the  1st  of  January  1863,  and  the  account  for  its  cost 
settled  and  closed.  Since  that  time  the  Virginia  Central  rail  road  company  has  been  liable 
to  the  state  for  full  tolls  for  the  use  of  the  Blue  Ridge  rail  road  and  tunnel. 

The  act  of  March  18,  1862,  appropriated  ,$200,000  of  the  registered  bonds  of  the  state,  to 
be  delivered  over  to  the  James  river  and  Kanawha  company,  to  enable  them  to  keep  up  and 
maintain  the  navigation  of  the  canal,  and  ibr  other  purpoavs.  The  entire  appropriation  ha» 
been  paid  over  to  the  company,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act. 

A  full  report  of  the  proceedings  of  this  board,  as  a  board  of  supervisors- of  the  production 
and  distribution  of  salt,  under  the  act  of  March  30,  1853,  was  submitted  to  the  general 
assembly  at  the  session  which  convened  on  the  7th  of  September  last.  It  is  not  deemed 
necessary  to  reiterate  that  report  on  this  occasion.  In  answer  to  certain  resolutions  of  en- 
quiry adopted  by  the  house  of  delegates,  this  board  transmitted  to  the  general  assembly,  a 
few  days  ago,  a  report  of  John  N.  Clarkson,  the  superintendent  of  the  state  salt  works; 
which  brings  up  the  narrative  of  his  proceedings  to  the  first  day  of  January  1864.  His 
report  for  the  current  month  (January  1864)  will  bo  forwarded  to  the  legislature  as  soon  a» 
it  is  received  by  this  board. 

On  the  1st  January  1864  there  were  at  Saltville  100,000  bushels  of  state  salt  a;vaitiug 
transportation,  and  several  of  the  furnaces  leased  by' the  state  were  idle  for  want  of  wood. 
This  large  accumulation  of  state  salt  and  scarcity  of  wood  is  attributable  chiefly  to  the 
agreement  which  the  legislature  made  with  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  by  Avliich  that  firm 
became  entitled  to  the  exclusive  use.  for  the  months  of  November  and  December  last,  of 
any  and  all  foreign  trains  which  they  then  had,  or  might  thereafter  introduce  on  the  Vir- 
ginia and  Tennessee  rail  road.  Five  foreign  trains  were  used  by  Stuart',  Buchanan  &  Co., 
under  that  agreement,  and  the  pr«'sence  and  use  of  them  most  materially  impeded  and  im- 
paired the  efficient  operation  of  the  trains  of  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road  company. 
Up  to  the  first  of  November  last  (whoji  that  agreement  took  effect)  there  was  no  appreciable 
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snrplus  of  state  salt  on  hand,  the  transportation  of  it  having  nearly  kc^pteveu  pace  with  the 
production.  The  nutans  of  transportation  now  at  the  command  of  the  board  of  public 
works  are  inadequate  for  the  removal  of  J^is  large  surplus,  and  also  of  the  salt  now  con- 
stantly being  made,  in  time  to  meet  the  warns  of  the  counties  yet  unsupplied.  Some  reinedj 
for  this  state  of  things  is  most  urgently  needed,  and  it  devolves  upon  the  wisflom  of  the 
general  assembly  to  devise  it,  as  this  board  has  not  at  its  command  means  adequate  to  the 
occasion.       ' 

It  is  believed  that  the  legislature  intended  by  one  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March 
30th,  1803,  to  authorize,  in  a  certain  contingency,  the  impressment  of  both  personal  and 
real  property',  if  necessary,  for  the  manufacture  of  salt  for  the  state.  If  so,  there  is  a  defect 
in  the  phraseology  of  the  section,  the  effect  of  which  is  that  the  temporary  u.v<>  only  of  real 
estate  (as  by  a  lease)  can  be  impressed. 

There  is  no  power  to  impress  wood  standing  in  the  forest.  An  ameiulment  of  that  section 
of  the  law  is  most  respectfully  recommended,  in  order  that  the  power  to  impress  standing 
wood  may  Le  clearly  given. 

Under  the  act  of  9th  March  18(50,  authorizing  the  transfer  of  certain  tuiDpikes  and  plank 
roads  to  the  counties  in  which  they  lie,  the  state's  interest  in  the  following  roads  has  been 
transferred  to  the  counties  through  which  those  roads  respectively  run: 

Part  of  the  Kocky  Mount  turnpike. 

Part  of  the  Lunt'nburg  plank  road. 

Some  of  our  turnpikes  are,  and  have  been  for  a  long  time  within  the  enemy's  lines,  so 
that  we  have  no  reports  touching  their  condition.  Subjoined  is  a  list  of  payment.^  that  have 
been  made  to  internal  improvements:

The  attention  of  the  general  assembly  is  most  respectfully  invited  to  the  suggestion  made 
in  the  nport  of  the  second  auditor,  that  the  acts  should  be  repealed  which  make  appropria- 
tions to  various  internal  improvement  companies  that  have  never  been  regularly  organized; 
which  appropriations  of  course  have  never  been  called  for.  Refen^nce  is  here  made  to  tho 
6th  page  of  the  .'second  auditor's  last  report  to  the  general  assembly. 

Since  the  last  report  made  by  tho  board,  an  election  has  taken  place  for  thecoumiissioncr 
of  the  board  in  the  third  district;  wliich  resulted  in  the  election  of  George  W.  Murphy  of 
6hcnai\doah  county,  who  took  his  scat  in  September  last. 

The  boind  dfsire  most  resprctfultj'  to  repeat  the  following  suggestion  and  recommendation, 
which  has  heretofore  been  presented  to  the  general  assembly  on  several  occasions: 
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"It  is  deemed  proper  by  the  board  to  suggest,  that  under  the  present  provisions  of  tho 
statute  law  tont-hing  joint  stock  companies,  there  is  no  adequate  protection  to  the  interests 
of  the  state  in  tliose  cases  in  which  she  is  a  stockholder.  In  most  of  the  joint  stock  com- 
panies in  which  the  state  has  taken  an  interest,  she  holds  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock — 
generally  three  fifths  of  it — and  yet,  by  the  provisions  of  tho  statute  law  on  the  subject 
(see  Code  of  1-849,  chapter  57,  section  10),  in  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  the  vote 
cast  in  behalf  of  the  state  cannot  exceed  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  given  by 
others  than  the  state  The  stockholders  control  and  direct  the  general  policy  of  the  com- 
pany, and  may  fairly  he  considered  the  legislative  department  of  the  corporation.  The 
president  (elected  by  the  stockholders)  and  the  directors  constitute  the  executive  depart- 
ment of  the  corporation  ;  and  the  president  being  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  board  (composed 
of  president  and  directors),  it  becomes  obvious  that  in  the  present  state  of  the  law,  that 
even  in  cases  in  which  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock  is  subscribed  by  the  state,  the  private 
stockholders  can  control  the  policy  of  the  company  absolutely  by  their  action  in  a  general 
meeting,  and  can  also  control  one-half  of  the  executive  department  of  the  company,  although 
there  may  be  three  directors  appointed  in  behalf  of  the  state,  and  only  two  by  the  private 
stockholders. 

"  It  is  easily  to  be  perceived  that  the  private  stockholders  may  be  influenced  by  conside- 
rations much  narrower  than  those  which  should  direct  the  administration  of  an  important 
public  improvement,  and  consequently,  that  their  power  may  be  exercised  in  a  manner  un- 
favorable to  the  public  weal,  but  immediately  beneficial  to  local  and  personal  interests.  It 
seems  to  the  board  that  this  state  of  things  should  be  corrected,  by  a  modification  of  the  law, 
and  that  the  vote  of  the  state,  as  Ji  partner  in  a  joint  stock  company,  should  be  measured 
by  the  amount  of  her  stock."

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Report  of  D.  S.   Walton  on  the  New  River  Improvement. 

Central  Dci'ot,  Nov.  30,  1862. 

GjJNTLEMEN  : 

111  compliance  with  your  instructions  of  the  iJil  instant  (received  on  tho 
9th),  I  have  the  honor  to  report  my  proceedings  on  the  Now  river  iinprovenient,  under  said 
instructions. 

Active  operations  were  suspended  on  the  loth  instant,  and  measun-s  taken  to  socmc  the 
implements,  &-c.,  necessary  for  the  furtiier  progress  of  the  work,  hy  depositing  them  in  safe 
places. 

The  iron  and  least  valuable  articles  were  left  in  a  storehouse  on  tlie  Long  shoals,  rented 
for  this  purpose  of  Moses  McCoy.     Tlie  lease  is  herewith  enclosed. 

The  carpenters'  tools,  steel  and  more  valuable  and  lighter  articles  were  placed  in  a  room 
of  the  warehouse  of  Mr.  William  Moon,  at  Central  depot.  I  sheeted  up  two  sides  of  the 
room  us  compensation  for  the  storage. 

The  powder  was  placed  in  the  Confederate  States  magazine  at  Dublin,  in  charge  of  the 
Confederate  States  ordnance  officer,  whose  receipt  is  herewith  enclosed. 

The  boats  were  left  in  charge  of  J.  Crockett  Brown,  on  Buck  creek  (near  head  of  Long 
shoals),  as  being  the  safest  harbor  from  the  winter  ice  and  floods. 

A  complete  inventory  of  all  the  tools  and  other  property,  siiowing  their  locality,  is  here- 
with enclosed.  * 

The  provisions  remaining  were  sold  on  the  best  practicable  terms,  and  the  account  of 

Bales  is  herewith  enclosed. 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  a  short  statement  of  operations  on  New  river  during  tho  past  season. 

Having  been  appointed  to  the  charge  of  the  work  on  the  7th  of  Juno  last,  in  company 
with  General  Clay,  we  immediately  after  went  to  that  region  to  make  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  hands,  tools,  &c.,  to  prosecute  the  work  with  vigor,  and  if  possible,  complete  it 
during  the  season. 

Upon  enquiry  through  the  adjacent  country',  it  was  believed  that  a  force  of  from  100  to 
200  hands,  as  might  be  required,  could  readily  be  raised.  Therefore,  tools  and  all  necessary 
equipment  for  a  force  of  150  men  were  procured  and  in  readiness  before  the  season  of  low 
water  arrived. 

When  this  opportunity  arrived,  however  (in  July),  labor  had  become  very  scarce,  and 
the  men  engaged  previously  had  been  induced  by  higher  and  exorbitant  wages  to  engage 
upon  other  works;  and  although  agents  were  sent  throughout  this  and  adjoining  fltate.s  to 
hire  hands,  and  used  every  exertion,  and  offered  $1  50  to  $2  per  day  and  ratioas  for  com- 
mon laborers,  not  more  than  25  men  at  most  could  bo  procured. 

Two  different  applications  during  the  season  were  made  for  details  of  men  from  the 
Confederate  States  army.  The  Commanding  Generals  acknowledged  tho  importance  of  the 
work  to  their  transportation,  and  promised  assistance,  but  none  was  sent. 
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Under  these  circumslances,  itAvas  deemed  advisable  to  operate  first  between  Central  depot 
£uid  the  Narrows,  taking  the  most  dangerous  and  difScult  points  only,  so  as  to  assist  the 
navigation,  if  it  could  not  be  entirely  completed.  Accordingly,  the  work  during  the  season 
has  been  confined  to  Barnett's  falls  and  rapids  (the  most  dangerous),  and  to  the  Long 
shoals  (the  shallowest),  the  two  most  prominent  obstructions  to  the  navigation. 

At  Barnett's  falls  a  sluice  120  feet  long  by  12  wide,  has  been  cut  through  the  rock  of  the 
upper  rapid ;  a  sluice  three  hundred  feet  long  through  the  two  rapids  at  the  head  of  the 
naain  fall,  and  a  sluice  "250  feet  long,  through  rock  and  boulders,  around  the  main  fall. 
Four  stnfchers  of  wing  timbers,  to  throw  water  in  the  sluices,  were  also  securely  bolted  to 
the  riick.     Three  wings  extend  into  the  river  some  100  to  200  feet. 

All  the  above  sluices,  but  more  particularly  the  lower  one,  should  have  been  faced  with 
timber,  but  the  weakness  of  the  force  prevented  it.  Without  this  precaution,  they  are  liable 
to  fill  up  with  boulders  and  gravel  in  high  freshets. 

At  the  Long  shoals  three  sluices,  each  about  150  feet  long,  have  been  cut  through  the 
three  upper  ledges  of  rock,  and  bolts  for  wing  timbers  have  been  placed  in  thq  rock.  Forty- 
fleven  sticks  of  timber,  from  30  to  50  feet  long,  have  been  got  out  for  the  last  purpose. 

Besides  the  above,  several  of  the  old  sluices  were  cleaned  out  and  temporarily  opened  for 
the  convenience  of  the  quartermaster's  department  during  the  low  stage  of  the  river. 

These  works  have  improved,  to  a  considerable  extent,  the  navigation,  and  rendered  boat- 
ing, at  ordinary  water,  safe  and  reliable  from  Central  depot  to  the  Narrows  (about  50  miles) ; 
but  at  low  water  the  Long  shoals.  Monkey  shoals  and  McCoy's  falls  still  limit  a  boat  load 
to  one-half  the  capacity. 

I  visited  the  lower  part  of  the  river  to  the  mouth  of  Greenbrier  in  October,  at  the  request 
of  the  Commanding  General  of  the  army  of  Kanawha,  who  proposed  to  put  a  force  at  work 
on  this  part  of  the  river;  but  the  force  was  not  sent,  and  therefore  no  work  was  done. 

The  difficulties  of  the  lower  part  of  the  river  are  very  well  described  in  the  report  of 
Moore  and  Briggs,  made  in  1820,  and  printed  in  the  report  of  the  James  river  and  Ka- 
nawha company  for  1854.

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  ol'  your  bojird,  at  its  niecliiif^  in  I)«»- 
cembtT  last,  by  which  you  wore  pleased  to  appoint  uio.  to  make  an  examination  into  the 
present  condition  of  the  works  on  the  Covington  and  Ohio  rail  road  lying  between  Coving- 
ton and  the  White  Sulphur  springs,  "as  to  vviiat  lujuiics  they  have  sustained  or  arc  likely 
to  sustain  in  their  present  unfinished  and  unprotected  state;  what  repairs  or  temporary  pro- 
tection would  be  necessary  to  secure  theju  i'nun  future  danmgo,  and  to  give  such  otl.'er  in- 
foriftation  as  I  may  diem  important,"  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Commencing  n)y  examinations  at  Covington,  and  taking  the  work  in  soclions,  as  origi- 
nally subdivided,  we  have  to  commence 

Section  A. 

No  slides  have  taken  j)laee  in  the  cuts  or  washes  in  the  embajiknieiitK.  Tli.'  enhert 
masonry  is  in  the  same  condition  ai^at  the  time  of  the  suspension  of  the  work  in  April  IStil. 

Section   No.   1   and   Bruise    No.   \. 

The  foundations  of  abutments  and  pier  of  bridge  No.  1  and  the  masonry  thereof  exhibit 
no  dewuigemtnt.  They  are  in  a  perfect  state,  and  will  remain  so  for  years.  On  the  section 
there  have  been  no  slides  in  the  cuts  or  washes  in  llje  embankments,  except  in  a  low  side 
hill  embankment,  caused  by  the  ditch  designed  to  convey  the  water  off  not  being  comple- 
ted.    Till'  washin;^'  hen^  will  continue  to  increase  at  every  rain,  until  that  defort  is  renu'diiMl. 

Section  No.  2  and  Bridge  No.  2. 

The  foundations  of  abutments  and  i)ier  of  bridge  No.  2  and  uiasonry  are  in  b-j  jjerfect  & 
state  as  at  bridge  No.  ].  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  arch  culvert  and  other  masonry  ou 
tho  section.     No  slides  cir  washes  in. the  cuts  or  embankments. 

Section  No.  :5  and  Bridges  Nos.  3  and  4. 

The  foundations  of  abutments  of  bridges  Nos.  3  and  4  of  the  two  road  bridge^s  and  cul- 
verts are  undisturbed — their  masonry  perfect,  (in  so  far  as  completed).  No  slides  or  wa^he.« 
in  the  cuts  or  embankiuents  of  any  consequence,  except  a  wash  in  the  embankment  adjoin- 
ing the  western  abutm<-nt  of  bridge  No.  3.  Here  the  extraordinary  high  freshet  of  18dl  cut 
away  some  5(10  cubic  yaids  of  its  material.  Had  the  riprap  designed  to  prolect  the  slo|)e 
of  this  em'jankment  been  finished,  it  would  not  have  taken  place.  Damage  will  conlinno 
to  occur  at  every  Ingh  freshet,  iind  ev<ni!ual1y  may  result  in  an  entire  breach  through  the 
embankment  immediately  back  of  the  abutment,  unless  the  embankment  is  rofornjed  and 
its  slopes  protected  by  riprap. 

Section    No.  4,    Bridge  No.  .'.,  and  the   Red  Hill    Tunnel.

The  foundations  of  abutments  of  bridge  N"    •'>  nnd  the  county  road  bridge  aro  nndis- 
lurbed— their  masonry  perfect.     No  slides  or  washes  have  taken  place  on  tho  section,  e^. 
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cept  a  confiitlerable  one  in  the  cut  adjoiuing  section  No.  5.  This,  hov.-ovcr,  was  anticipated 
before  the  snspension  of  the  work,  and  was  to  be  taken  down,  not  only  to  give  tlie  cut  a 
eecure  elope,  but  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  materials  to  finish  the  adjoining  embank- 
naent.  It  may,  therefore,  be  considered  as  an  advantage  in  the  labor  necessary  to  remove  it 
hereaftrr.  T'letniinel — common!}' known  as  tlie  "mud  tunnel" — the  most  important  Avork 
requiring  attention  on  the  line  (at  tliis  time)  between  Covington  and  the  White  Sulphur 
springs,  owing  t\>  the  treacherous  ch:iracter  of  the  soil  through  which  its  excavatinn  had  to 
be  pro«;cuted  for  ]25  feet  on  the  east  and  ]40  feet  on  the  west  side,  requiring  timber  arch- 
ing 10  be  in.*eired  at  great  expense  and  danger  to  the  workmen,  is,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able 
to  state,  ns  yet  secure,  except  the  first  and  outside  rib  or  arch  on  the  west  side.  Tliis,  from 
H.  displacement  of  two  large  roclcs  inunediately  over  it,  has  caused  a  si)litting  of  two  of  tho 
timbers  composing  or  forming  part  of  it,  with  a  yii-lding  which  will  eventually  result  (as 
the  pressure  continues)  in  a  rupture  or  breaking  down  of  that  particular  rib  or  arch.  This 
onght  at  once  to  be  attended  to,  and  secured  by  bracing  and  propping  from  underneath.  It 
would  not  dip  to  attempt  to  remove  the  two  rocks  (although  they  contain  but  twenty  cubic 
yards),  for  it  would  only  cause  danger  of  the  rock  next  in  course  above  yielding,  and  so  on 
over  the  whole  face  of  the  approach  cut.  There  are  two  points  or  places  under  the  arch- 
ing on  the  east  side,  where  it  would  be  well  to  insert  additioiial  posts  to  make  it  more  secure. 

Although  this  is  as  j-ct  the  onlv  ;ipparent  indication  of  failure  in  the  timber  arching 
(which  I  will  observe  here,  when  put  in,  was  contemplated  to  be  followed  up,  Avithout  nuich 
delay  in  time,  with  the  permanent  arching  of  ston^  and  Inick),  I  think  it  \vould  be  well, 
in  view  of  the  impossibility  of  asc<rtaining  what  derangement  may  take  pHice  at  any  time 
in  tlie  tri'acherous  character  of  the  material  over  head,  and  to  the  great  danger,  if  so,  of  its 
becniing  unequally  distributed  (a  condition  fatal  to  the  stability  of  an  arch);  the  uncer- 
tainty as  to  the  dtuability  of  timber,  subjected  as  it  is,  in  this  instance,  alternately  to  a  hot, 
moist  atmosphere,  wet  and  dry  state,  how  long  they  will  be  able  to  sustain  the  superincumbent 
weight,  the  heavy  pecuniary  loss  tiKit  would  be  sustained,  and  the  great  delay  that  would 
follow,  when  the  proper  time  arrives  to  bring  the  road  in  use  to  the  White  Sulphur  sjjrings, 
that  the  work  ought  if  possible  to  be  secured  by  permanent  arching;  or  if  not  in  that  way, 
that  every  possible  precaution  at  hand  be  taken  to  secure  the  work,  from  what  might  prove 
to  be  80  serious  a  disaster. 

'I'o  cover  the  Vi-hole  of  this  ground  on  the  east  would  require  the  removal,  first,  of  about 
400  cubic  yards  of  loose  and  solid  rock  from  the  sides,  and  arching  with  brick  JOO  feet  in 
length  of  tannei,  requiring  say  I7."),0()()  brick,  so  as  to  allow  for  additional  thickness  at 
different  points  in  the  arch.  The  footing  course  (of  stone)  is  already  quarried  and  cut,  and 
the  centreing  to  turn  the  arch  built  and  ready  for  use. 

On  the  v«-st  end,  as  the  bottoming  has  tiot  been  removed  (only  the  heading),  I  cannot 
e-'e  at  present  how,  under  the  ditficultir^s  of  procuring  powder  and  fuse,  what  more  can  be 
done  than  to  add  security  to  the  rib  heretofore  alluded  to,  and  if  neces.sary  from  time  to  time 
renew  such  ribs  as  may  .show  signs  of  decay,  it  being  borne  in  mind  that  they  ought  not  to 
be  allowi'd  to  remain  in  longer  than  is  perfectly  safe  to  work  under  them. 

Sections  Nos.  5,  6  nnd  7. 

A  considerable  slide  has  developed  itself  on  section  No.  5,  say  two  to  three  thousand  cubic 
yards;  also  one  on  section  No.  6,  three  hundred  cubic  yards,  which  covers  all  on  tliese  sec- 
tions. The  embankments  have  not  been  injured  by  washing.  The  masonry  in  the  arch 
and  box  cnlverts  r«»inain  undisturbed  and  in  good  condition. 

0  Moss  Etoi  Fill. 

Very  little  settlement  has  taken  place  in  this  embankment.  Its  slopes  are  undisturbed 
and  as  uniform  as  at  the  time  the  work  was  suspended.  No  slides  in  the  adjoining  cuts  or 
falls  in  the  small  tunnel  under  the  embankment. 
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Scctio7is  Nos.  S,  9  and  10. 

No  change  on  these  sections  of  any  consequence,  except  the  fiillini^  of  materials  from  off 
the  slopes  of  unfinished  cuts.     All  the  masonry  is  in  f^ood  condition. 

flection  No.  1 1  and  Tunnel. 

No.  change  has  taken  place  in  any  of  the  cuts  or  emhanknients.  In  the  tunnel  no  falls, 
or  danger  of  any  taking  place  for  ;v  long  time  to  come. 

Section  No.  i'Z  and  Tiiiinrt  (Lohr's). 

No  change  in  the  cuts  or  fills  on  this  sectiv^n,  except  in  the  eastern  approach  ent  to  tunnel 
The  face  of  this  is  lireaking  into  the  tunnel  excavation  proper,  and  if  allowed  to  continue, 
may  render  necessary  the  taking  down  considevahie  ni.tteriitls  to  ])ut  it  in  proj)er  shape  for 
security  from  future  .'slides  and  damaging  the  portal  masoniy  where  built.  It  would  cause 
additional  expense  to  the  work,  as  the  material  would  have  to  he  wasted.  The  tunnel  has 
its  western  portal  masonry  in,  and  ys  all  arched  to  within  "200  feet,  and  its  eastern  portal 
masonvj'  to  huHd.  Tlnre  are  bricks  enough  burned  to  complete  about  one-half  of  the  arch- 
ing remaining  to  be  done,  and  nearly  enough  of  the.  footing  cotirse  quarried  and  cnt.  For 
the  portal  masonrj'  there  is  not  sufficient;  stone  quarried  and  cnt  to  complete  it ;  but  should 
it  be  determined  to  complete  this  (as  powder  is  .so  difficult  to  obtain),  it  could  be  supplied 
from  that  pn-parcd  and  delivered  for  the  western  portal  masonry  on  section  No.  11,  at  the 
cxpen.>.e  of  a  haul  of  only  one-half  mile.  The  masonry  in  portal  and  brick  arching  built 
exhibits  no  derangement. 

Section   No.   13. 

No  change  in  the  work — remains  the  same  jis  at  the  time  of  its  suspension. 

Sectioit   No.   34  and   Tunnel  {Kelly's). 

No  change  in  the  cuts  or  i^mbankments,  except  in  the  t'ace  of  the  western  approacli  cat  to 
the  tuhml,  where  the  same  breaking  in  is  manifesting  itself  ns  at  the  eastern  approach  cut 
to  the  '.uuncl  on  section  No.  ]'i.  This  tunnel  is  completed  to  about  'JOO  feet  of  brick 
arcliing  and  the  western  portal  masonry.  As  well  as  my  recollection  serves  me  (not  having 
the  final  csli mates  in  my  po.sse.ssion),  then-  is  stone  enough  cut  and  quarried  to  complete 
the  portal,  and  about  one-half  the  requisite  number  of  brick  biu-ned  to  complete  the  arching. 
The  masonry  and  brick  arching  in  tuiiuel  built  is  ])erf(;ct,  as  well  as  all  other  masonry  on 
the  section. 

Section   No    ]'>. 
No  change;  in  the  work  since  its  suspensimi. 

Section   No     Iti  (Jerri)'.'!    h'un    Fill). 

Heavy  damage  has  been  done  by  the  fr<\shet  of  istj]  to  the  ba.so  of  Terry's  run  fill.  The 
quantity  of  material  iji  the  breach  made  «ud  carrird  off  amounts  to  about  l.'j.OOO  cubic 
yards  or  more,  with  the  danger  still  existing  of  a  largely  jncroa.sed  quantify  being  yet  carried 
avviiy  by  any  subsequent  freshet,  unle:.s  steps  are  taken  to  protect  the  slopes  of  the  water 
chaimel  now  formed  by  riprap,  or  by  again  tlirowiug  an  embankment  across  it  of  greater 
height  and  width  on  top,  properly  built,  and  ^lopes  protected.  The  first  plan  would  be  the 
least  expensive,  and  soonest  accomplished  ;  yet  I  would  favor  the  plan  of  an  embankment 
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in  preference,  from  tbe  fact  that  there  would  be  but  little  difference  in  the  outfit  and  force 
necessary  (principally  in  the  greater  length  of  time  it  would  be  employed) — the  probability 
that  the  greater  amount  of  work  to  be  done  would  offer  greater  inducements  to  laborers  to 
seek  it,  and  principally  because  the  material  that  would  Ibrm  this  embankment  would  be 
placed  immediately  under  the  centre  line  of  the  temporary  track  embankment,  and  conse- 
quently that  much  more  done  towards  its  speedy  completion  when  the  work  shall  again  be 
resumed.  The  materials  necessary  to  carry  oirt  either  plan  can  be  obtained,  ^vithout  blasting, 
from  the  adjoining  borrow  pits.  The  quantity  of  riprap  required  in  the  first  place  would 
be  about  400  cubic  yards,  and  for  the  second,  about  12,000  cubic  yards  of  materials.  A  breach 
ha.s  been  made  in  the  dam  over  the  eastern  portal  of  the  Lewis  tunnel,  whether  by  the 
freshet  of  1861  alone,  or  combined  with  the  aid  of  some  mischievously  disposed  person,  I 
cannot  say.  It  is  yet  inconsiderable,  but  will  increase  at  every  rain — 100  cubic  yards  of 
earth  Avould  now  close  it.  Some  slight  falls  have  taken  place  in  ilif;  small  tunnel,  under 
Jerry's  run  embankuieut,  but  I  do  not  apprehend  any  more  occurring  oi'  much  consequence. 

Section  No.   i8. 

No  change  in  the  work  since  its  suspension. 

Sections  Nos.  19  and  20  and  Allegheny   Tunnel. 

Loose  materials  have  been  washed  into  the  entrance  of  the  eastern  approach  cut  to  the  Al- 
leghany tunnel,  and  the  consequent  ponding  of  the  water  throughout  its  entire  length,  and 
partly  intu  the  tunnel,  to  a  depth  of  about  two  feet.  Removing  100  cubic  yards  of  this 
material  (by  a  ditch)  would  drain  off  the  water.  The  dam  over  the  western  portal  requires 
raising  about  three  feet,  or  th^re  is  danger  that  another  fresliet  (like  that  of  18G1)  sweeping 
it  away,  and  depositing  the  materials  forming  it,  as  well  as  the  water  (which  it  diverts),  into 
the  western  outlet  of  the  tunnel,  and  to  cause  the  tunnel  and  the  brick  work  in  the  tunnel  to 
be  flooded.     To  raise  the  dam  above  would  require  about  100  cubic  yards  of  clay  material.s. 

No  falls  have  taken  place  in  the  Alleghany  tunnel  of  much  consequence,  and  all  the 
arching  done  is  in  perfect  condition.     All  other  brick  work  and  masonry  outside  is  tiio  same. 

Section  No.  21. 

Slides  have  taken  place  at  two  points  in  unfinished  cuts,  amounting  to  400  cubic  yards. 
There  are  no  washes  in  the  embankments. 

Section  No.  22. 

The  arch  culvert  (of  six  feet  span)  requires  covering  with  earth,  to  i)roLect  it  from  the 
action  of  frost  and  ice,  and  an  embankment  thrown  up  against  the  east  side  wall  to  prevent 
the  water  in  high  freshets  cutting  around  and  forming  a  channel  outside  of  the  culvert. 
500  cubic  yards  of  embaukm.ent  would  be  sufficient  for  both  purposes.  There  is  also  a  box 
culvert  (under  a  low  embankment)  choked  up,  which  requires  cleaning  out  and  the  breach 
outside  filled.  25  cubic  yards  of  material  would  close  the  breach.  No  slides  in  any  of  the 
cuts  or  washes  in  any  other  embankment. 

Section  No.  23 

No  change  iu  the  work  since  il  was  suspended. 

Section  No.  24  and  jifirt  of  25. 

No  change  in  the  cuts  or  embankments.  In  the  tunnel  no  falls  have  taken  place,  and  to 
ail  appearances  will  continue  safe  for  some  time.  The  western  portal  masoniy,  though  not 
entirely  completed,  is  in  a  safe  condition.  It  would  be  desirable  that  it  were  finished,  so  as 
to  secure  the  material  on  the  face  of  tbe  cut  above,  which  shows  at  present  slight  indica- 
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tions  of  sliding.  To  complete  the  portal  inasonry  requires  but  the  laying  of  28  cubic  yard.s 
of  fourth  class  masonry,  5  cubic  yards  of  coping  and  25  cubic  yards  of  second  class 
inasonry.  The  stone  for  this  purpose  is  already  qiuirricd,  cut  and  delivered.  The  water 
way  in  the  urcli  culvert  under  thr  t.inbankment  at  the  White  Sulphur  springs  depot  requires 
paving,  or  its  foundation  will  be  undermined,  its  stability  endangered,  and  if  it  fails,  cause 
a  heavy  loss.  The  material  to  do  this  (28  cubic  yards  stone)  was  delivered  for  that  purpose 
at  the  time  of  the  suspension  of  the  work.  The  brick  that  were  delivered  for  the  tunnel 
arching  (and  estimated  to  Stone,  Dull  and  McKanie)  are  being  'destroyed  or  carried  off  by 
.  some  persons  having  no  claim  to  them. 

Ccvient  Houses  and  Cement. 

The  cement  house  at  bridge  No   4  has  become  very  much  dilapidated.     The  cement  in 
I    the  house,  about  1.50  bushels,  is  worthless. 

The  cement  house  |t  the  Mud  tunnel  is  in  good  order — has  no  clement  in  it.  Tlic  amount 
reported  at  the  time  of  the  suspension  was  afterwards  used  to  complete  the  portal  masonry 
ordered  by  your  board. 

The  cenuut  house  on  section  No.  12,  is  in  bad  order — sleepers  broke  and  doors  broken 
open.  There  is  about  GOO  bushels  of  cement  in  the  house — one-fourth  (if  not  more)  of 
which  1  consider  to  be  worthless,  and  unless  the  house  is  repaired,  it  will  all  soon  become  so. 

The  ceuKMit  hou.se  on  section  No.  14  h;is  been  broken  open,  the  trap  door  in  the  roof  and 
sides  fulcen  out,  and  some  of  the  cement  stolen.  There  is  about  500  bushels  remaining; 
the  whole  of  which  I  count  as  worthless,  or  wiil  soon  become  so. 

At  the  Alleghany  tunnel  the  house  is  still  in  good  order,  and  has  about  300  bushels  of 
cement  in  it. 

At  the  "White  Sulphur  springs  tunnel  the  house  has  still  a  good  roof,  but  its  sides  are 
giving  way.  They  need  bracing.  There  is  about  700  bushels  of  cement  in  tiie  house. 
Some  has  been  stolen,  and  it  will  continue  to  be,  unless  the  house  is  properlj'  fasteued. 

In  asserting  that  a  certain  quantity  of  cement  in  each  house  is  worthless,  I  do  so  from  the 
effect  of  natural  causes  on  it  alone,  as  I  had  not  the  means  at  hand  to  make  the  proper 
tests. 

Cross   Tics  and  Cord   Hood. 

Of  the  cro.ss  ties  delivered  and  received  on  sections  19  to  23,  none,  as  I  can  perceive, 
have  been  destroyed  or  carried  off.  All,  however,  on  sections  24  to  25  (at  the  White  Sul- 
phur) have  been  burnt  or  otherwise  destroyed ;  also  all  the  cord  wood  delivered  on  these 
two  sections  l»y  Stone,  Dull  and  McKame. 

At  Lake's,  Kelly's  and  the  Alleghany  tunnels,  there  is,  in  the  aggregate,  21  barrels  of 
coal  tar,  5  ol"  which  are  broken  open,  and  their  contents  going  to  waste.  The  others  will 
soon  be  in  the  same  condition,  if  not  safely  stored  away. 

Lastly.  As  to  the  means  at  hand  to  execute  the  work  propo.vcd.  On  the  line  of  the  rail 
road  there  are  still  a  numb<'r  of  Irish  families  living,  the  heads  of  which  have  been  obliged, 
for  their  support,  to  seek  employment  at  a  distance.  Tiiey  are  foreigners,  and  consequently 
not  liable  to  perform  military  duty.  I  am  assured  by  some  of  them  that  they  would  gladly 
return  for  employment  more  convenient  to  their  families,  and  that  by  this  means  a  force  of 
2.5  to  30  laborers  could  be  obtained.  If  this  should  be  insufficient,  whj'  could  not  the  state, 
through  her  authorities,  supply  the  number  from  her  convicts  ?     I  think  it  would  be  deci- 
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dedlj  to  her  interest  to  do  so.  '!'lie  necessary  outfit  of  c.-irts  and  wheel  barrows  can  still 
be  obtained  (I  think)  on  the  lino  of  the  mil  road,  or  near  by,  as  well  as  all  the  necessary 
tools,  &c.  I  have  the  assurance  of  this  from  reliable  men,  and  who  are  moreover  willing 
to  undertake  the  work.  The  greatest  difficulty,  however,  to  be  met  in  an  attempt  to  do  the 
work  to  the  utmost  proposed,  will  be  to  obtain  the  necessary  supplj'  of  powder.  Whether 
it  Can  be  had  at  all,  your  board  are  as  competent  to  determine  as  I  am.  The  next  question 
which  naturally  ai'ises  in  your  minds;  will  be,  at  what  price  and  cost  can  the  proposed 
work  be  done?  On  this  point,  I  nui.st  confess  myself  unprepared  to  give  such  an  answer 
as  I  would  wish.  The  price  of  labor,  materials  and  provisions  is  and  has  been  so  fluctu- 
ating, that  I  think  the  information  could  be  obtained  more  satisfactorily  than  by  any  esti- 
mate I  might  make,  by  your  board  inviting  propositions  from  the  former  contractors  of 
each  respective  section,  upon  which  the  work  is  proposed  to  be  done.  Such  of  them  as 
would  be  unable  or  unwilling  to  undertake  at  fair  prices,  would,  I  think,  throw  no  obsta- 
cles in  the  way  of  its  being  done  by  others. 

Trusting  that  I  have  given  al!  the  irformation  called  for  by  jour  resolution,

The  Code  of  Virg^inia  (edition  of  18(i0),  chapter  65,  soctiou  I?,  requires 
thiit  "  the  proprietors  of  each  line  of  telegraph  in  this  state  shall  aimually,  on  or  befon;  the 
first  day  of  October,  make  a  report  to  the  board  of  public  works  for  the  year  ending  the 
next  preceding  thirtieth  day  of  Septoinbcr,  showing,  in  such  way  as  the  board  may  pro- 
scribe, the  amount  of  capital  invested  within  this  state  in  their  lino;  how  much  thereof  is 
received  by  the  patentees  or  inventors,  and  how  mxich  is  held  by  others ;  the  amount  per 
share  of  the  stock,  the  expense  of  construction  and  maintaining  the  line;  the  gross  and  net 
profits  of  such  line,  and  the  regulations  adopted  to  insure  tlie  Aiithful  dischargn^  of  the  duties 
of  said  proprietors." 

No  such  report  having  been  mjide  daring  the  past  two  years  by  the  managers  of  the  tele- 
graph lines  in  this  state,  the  undersigned  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following  statement  of  the 
facts  relating  to  the  same,  by  way  of  explanation  of  this  seeming  neglect  of  duty. 

At  the  time  of  the  breaking  out  of  tho  war,  all  the  lines  in  this  .■^tate,  as  well  as  in  most 
of  the  southern  states,  were  leased  to  the  .American  telegraph  company,  whose  head  quar- 
ters were  in  New  York.  In  April  1861  the  stockholders  in  this  compan3\  residing  in  tho 
Confederate  iSfates,  took  possession  of  tin;  rights  and  property  in  the  leases  of  tho  lines 
under  the  control  of  the  above  named  company,  and  appointingtheir  own  officers,  liave  held 
the  control  and  managed  the  same  ever  since.  They  have,  however,  labored  under  serious 
difTSculties  in  relation  to  much  of  the  business  and  condition  of  the  corporation,  whoso 
place  they  have  occupied,  owing  to  tlio  ftict  that  all  of  the  books  and  records  of  the 
company  have  never  been  in  their  hands;  and  this  has,  in  a  degree,  rendered  it  impossible 
for  us  to  )nake  proper  returns  to  your  office — and  we  assure  you  that  it  has  been  simply  for 
these  reasons,  and  with  no  desire  to  evado  tho  refpiireaieats  <jt'  tho  lav,-,  that  it  has  not  been 
complied  with.

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Report  of  the.  Superintendent  of  the  Southwestern  Turnpike   Road. 

Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  annual  report  upon  the  condition  of  the 
Southwestern  turnpike  road,  at'coiiipanied  by  a  stntement  of  the  reeeipts  and  disbursements 
of  tolls  upon  it  during  tho  fiscal  year  ending  September  W,  1803. 

Statement  A  shows  the  amount  of  tolls  received  in  quarter  just  ended,  and  statement  B. 
the  amount  disbursed  in  tho  same  period.  Prop('r  vouchers  will  also  accompany  this 
report. 

My  quarterly  re]iorts  (now  in  your  office)  will  show  thu  amount  received  and  disbursed 
in  each  quarter  of  the  year,  of  which  the  following  is  a  summary  statement:

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  notwithstanding  the  enormously  high  prices 
of  labor  and  provisions,  the  balance  on  hand  h.as  increased  $  878  91  in  tlie  lu,;-t  year.  It 
will  also  be  seen  that  the  receipts  of  the  quarter  jnst  ended  exceed  the  amount  received  in  the 
corresponding  quarter  <if  the  last  year,  by  $506  89.  This  gradual  increase  of  tolls  shows 
the  growing  importaiu.e  of  this  road  as  a  state  improvement. 

The  road  is  now  entirely  out  of  debt,  as  will  be  correctly  inferred,  from  the  balance  now 
on  hand.  I  have  recently  passed  over  the  road,  and  find  it  in  good  condition  for  travel, 
with  the  exception  of  a  k\v  of  the  bridges.  Several  of  tho  bridges  need  repairing,  and 
8ome  of  them  rebuilling.  Hiit  I  find  it  wholly  impossible  to  procure  plank  to  repair  the 
floors. 

Fort  Chiswcll  bridge  should  have  been  rebuilt  during  the  past  season,  but  the  impossi- 
biiity  of  procuring  labor  and  material  for  its  superstructure  has  compelled  me  to  postpone  it 
to  a  future  time.  This  is  a  high  bridge  of  132  feet  span,  and  may  be  considered  as  unsafe  for 
droves  of  cattle,  and  heavy  loaded  teams.  As  a  support  to  the  bridge,  I  am  now  preparing 
a  trestle,  which  I  will  place  under  it  in  a  few  days.  From  the  height  and  steepness  of  tho 
western  bank  of  the  creek,  and  the  depth  of  the  water,  a  ford  cannot  well  bo  constructed 
through  which  heavy  loaded  wagons  could  pass. 

While  upon  the  subject  of  this  bridge,  I  would  advise  tho  erection  of  a  pier,  so  as  to 
divide  the  stream  into  two  spans,  preparatory  to  tho  erection  of  a  now  supcrstractare  upon 
a  different  plan  from  tho  proson  t  ouo. 
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The  New  river  bridge  is  gradually  giving  way,  and  I  can  devise  no  means  by  which  to 
prevent  the  lateral  camber,  which  its  own  weight  is  gradually  producing.  Twice  I  have  had 
trestles  erected  under  it,  but  they  have  as  often  been  swept  away  by  high  waters. 

Since  my  last  annual  report  I  have  rebuilt  (entire)  two  bridges  over  Tinker  creek  in  Bote- 
tourt county. 

Also  one  span  of  bridge  No.  3,  over  the  Roanoke  river.  Several  smaller  bridges  have 
been  rebuilt. 

The  bridge  over  the  Holston  river  (it  will  be  remembered  by  the  board)  is  at  the  western 
terminus  of  the  road.  This  bridge  is  138  feet  in  length,  and  has  been  built  and  kept  in 
repair  at  considerable  expense  to  the  state,  and  will  soon  have  to  be  rebuilt.  I  would 
therefore  suggest  that  this  bridge  be  made  a  toll  bridge.  This  may  require  legislative 
action ;  and  if  the  board  should  think  it  advisable  to  bring  the  subject  before  the  legislature, 
I  would  further  suggest  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  a  reduction  in  the  width 
of  the  metal  upon  the  roa^  from  twenty-two  to  eighteen  ffet.  This  reduction  in  width 
would  leave  two  feet  of  mCTal  on  each  side,  |o  be  used  in  repairing  the  centre  of  the  road. 
This  metal  could  be  talfen  when  and  where  it  might  be  needed,  and  would  be  a  great  saving 
of  labor  in  blasting,  hauling  and  breaking  new  metal  for  the  repair  of  the  road.  Eighteen 
feet  of  metal  is  a  sufficient  width  for  any  road,  however  great  the  travel.  The  general 
width  of  the  road  might  be  reduced  Irom  60  to  50  feet. 

It  would  be  a  great  convenience  if  tlie  law  was  so  amended  as  to  authorize  the  superin- 
tendent to  administer  an  oath  to  the  gate  keepers.  Under  the  requirement  of  the  board, 
each  gate  keeper  has  to  make  oAh  to  the  correctness  of  his  monthly  return,  which  often 
subjects  him  to  great  inconvenience  in  going  before  a  magistrate.  I  am  often  delayed  in 
making  my  quarterly  reports,  in  consequence  of  the  gate  keepers  being  unable  to  find  a 
magistrate  to  qualify  them  to  their  reports. 

I  also  find  it  difjicult  to  enforce  the  law  against  those  who  refuse  to  pay  their  toll.  The 
opinion  is  held  by  some  of  the  magistrates,  that  the  road  must  be  kept  up  in  every  partianlar 
precisely  as  it  left  the  hands  of  the  contractor  who  built  it.  (Two  feet  of  berm  on  eacli  side 
of  the  metal,  the  metal  twenty-two  feet  wide,  and  nine  inches  deep,  and  the  grade  no  where 
more  than  three  degrees.)  This  cannot  be  done.  Perhaps  in  less  than  six  mouths  after  the 
road  was  finished,  from  the  natural  wear  and  compression  of  tiie  metal,  it  was  reduced  to  less 
than  six  inches  in  depth.  The  berms  too  (where  fills  have  been  made)  have  been  worn 
down  in  soun:  places  by  the  many  droves  of  cattle  and  horses  that  have  passed  over  the 
road,  and  Jjy  the  water  that  has  swept  along  its  sides  in  times  of  high  freshets.  The  grade 
has  not  materially  changed,  but  places  can  be  found  where  the  grade  was  not  precisely 
three  degrees  when  it  came  from  the  hands  of  the  contractor.  If  the  opinion  given  and 
acted  upon  by  some  of  the  magistrates  be  correct,  the  collection  of  tolls  may  be  abandoned; 
for  it  is  not  within  the  means  that  can  be  applied,  to  keep  the  road  up  precisely  to  the  .spe- 
cifications laid  do-«n  for  the  contractor  who  constructed  it.  There  are  but  few  places,  how- 
ever, where  the  road  has  been  reduced  in  width  from  the  above  causes,  and  no  where  so  as 
to  discommode  the  travel  of  any  kind.  Indeed,  if  the  whole  road  were  covered  with  new 
metal,  it  would  discommode  the  traveler.  There  is  not  heavy  travel  enough  upon  it  to  wear 
it  smooth.  But  few  wagons  are  found  upon  the  road  drawn  by  more  than  two  horses.  I 
hope  the  board  will  recommend  such  amendments  of  the  law  as  will  obviate  all  those  diflS- 
culties.  I  think  the  tolls  upon  the  road  should  be  raised.  The  gate  keepers'  salaries  too 
should  be  raised.     I  had  to  make  three  new  appointments  during  the  last*  quarter.

Gentlemen  -. 

The  president  and  directors  of  the  Indian  poll  drawbridge  company 
(whose  work  was  located  in  the  county  of  Norfolk)  do  respectfully  make  their  annual  re- 
port pursuant  to  law,  as  follows: 

From  the  date  of  their  last  annual  report  up  to  the  lOth  day  of  May  1862,  the  affairs  of 
the  company  were  conducted  as  usual,  and  prosperously;  but  on  that  day  the  wooden 
portion  of  their  bridge,  occupying  a  space  near  three  hundred  yards  long,  was  destroyed 
by  the  confederate  military  authority,  by  fire,  to  prevent  the  advance  of  the  federal  forces 
into  Norfolk  city  in  that  direction.  Since  then  the  locus  has  been  within  the  federal  lines, 
and  matters  have  remained,  it  is  believed,  without  change.  The  books  and  papers  •f  the 
company  being  also  within  the  federal  lines,  they  are  unavoidably  prevented  from  making 
the  prescribed  statements  of  their  receipts,  disbursements,  net  profits,  &c.  These  state- 
ments will,  however,  be  furnished  in  the  next  report  of  the  company,  if  practicable. 

As  the  company's  property  was  destroyed  with  a  view  of  saving  the  property  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  as  well  as  protecting  the  lives  of  the  soldiers  in  their  retreat,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved with  the  effect  intended,  the  company  deem  it  but  right  that  the  confederate  govern 
ment  should  reimburse  them,  at  some  fit  time,  for  their  loss ;  and  Ihey  respectfully  invoke 
the  action  of  yoiir  board,  under  whose  guardianship  they  are  placed,  to  accomplish  that 
end.  They  have  filed  afiidavits  of  loss  in  the  department  of  justice  in  the  office  of  the 
attorney  general  of  the  Confederate  States;  to  which  they  beg  leave  to  refer. 

The  company  further  invoke  the  action  of  your  board  to  obtain  such  legislation  on  the 
part  of  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia  as  will  save  them  from  forfeiture  by  reason  of  the 
possible  abatement  of  their  bridge  for  the  space  of  two  years.  The  continuance  of  war 
and  the  occupation  of  the  site  of  the  bridge  by  the  federal  forces  would  necessarily  prevent 
its  reconstruction ;  but  the  company  are  desirous  to  rebuild  as  soon  as  the  condition  of  the 
country  may  render  it  proper.

Owing  to  past  g,iici  existing  diflBculties,  together  with  the  anprocedented 
heavy  rains  in  the  spring  of  this  year,  it  is  very  much  regretted  that  we  are  compelled  to 
report  the  Korth  river  turnpike  in  a  very  bad  state  of  repair.  Its  contiguity  to  tho  river  ja 
many  places,  under  the  heavy  rains  before  alluded  to,  has  injured  it  very  much;  and  in  coo- 
sequence  of  our  repeated  difficulties  with  the  Yankees,  it  has  proved  iitterly  impossible  to 
have  it  repau^•d  at  any  time  during  the  spring  or  summer. 

Yesterday  morning  there  was  in  two  miles  of  this  (North  river  meeting  house)  about 
-one  hundred  Yankees  (cavalry).  The  report  is  that  they  are  aiming  to  recapture  a  f^  w 
hundred  head  of  cattle  lately  driven  from  near  the  line.  It  is  calculated  by  the  dircctors'cf 
the  North  river  turnpike  company  to  repair  the  road  in  the  worst  places,  if  the  war  dirfi  • 
culties  do  not  make  it  impossible.  The  president  of  the  company  (Colonel  Charles  Blue) 
resigned  at  our  late  annual  meeting,  on  the  25th  of  October  1862.  Tho  stockholders  did 
not  turn  out,  and  there  was  no  election. 

On  settlement  with  the  treasurer,  we  find  a  balance  of  eighty  dollars  and  twonty-t  v  o 
cents  due  the  companj-.     There  have  been  mo  tolls  of  consequence  this  year. 

Hoping  this  short  statement  may  prove  sati.sfactory,  as  it  contains  leading  facts.  I  respest- 
Uilly  submit  it  to  your  attention.

Tiie  ^'aHey  turnpike  is  92  miles  in  length,  on  which  has  been  placed  2,849  perches  of 
metal,  costing  $1,824  97,  averaging  (54  cents  per  perch.  There  has  teen  spent  for  repairing 
bridges,  $1,949  35;  for  repairing  culverts,  &c.  $33  50;  toll  houses,  gates,  &c.  $16  07, 
for  cleaning  out  ditches  and  repairing  embankments,  $G0  75;  for  earth  and  stone,  $Gt  ; 
for  tilling  ruts,  &c.  $5 — all  of  which  mak(;  the  aggregate  amount  of  expenditure  on  the 
road  $3,949  G4,  and  averaging  nearly  $43  per  mile..  . 

Since  last  report  wo  have  lost  our  late,  and  excellent  president,  Doct.  John  W.  Rice,  wlio 
died  last  April.  Our  former  secretary  and  treasurer,  G.  W.  Murphy,  has  been  in  tho  army 
most  of  the  y(>ar;  and  owing  to  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  country,  we  have  been  un- 
able to  have  regular  meetings  of  our  board.  Cousequentlj',  the  affairs  of  tho  company 
have  sufVered  much. 

The  general  condition  of  the  road  is  very  bad,  owing  principally  to  tho  heavy  wagonage, 
<Slc.  by  the  confederate  govcirnmcnt;  also  hauling  large  locomotives,  c»rs,  &e.  over  tho 
road,  ^^hich  Avas  very  destructive  to  the  road  and  small  bridges.  It  is  impossible  to  get 
bauds  to  repairoiir  road,  and  it  is  getting  worse  c^'cry  day.  When  our  army  came  up  tho 
Valk'y  last  spring  and  sumuieY,  they  destroyed  every  large  bridge  (except  Middle  river 
bridge)  on  the  road,  and  nearly  every  small  bridge  from  Winchester  to  Harrisonburg  (G7 
miles).  In  consequence  of  which,  the  gates  Avere  all  thrown  open,  except  the  ^three  uc>.f. 
to  Staunton,  and  no  tolls  received  from  about  the  1st  April  to  sometime  in  Septensber.  Tliv 
sm;ill  bridges  have  nearly  all  been  rebuilt  by  the  company.  The  federal  armj'  put  temporary 
bridges  over  Stou}'  creek  and  Cedar  creek,  and  they  may  answer  the  purpose  until  higix 
water,  when  it  is  thought  they  Avil!  wash  away,  although  all  precaution  will  betaken  to 
preserve  them  as  long  as  possible.  The  government  has  rebuilt  all  the  other  (large) 
bridges  that  were  burnt.  * 

Th«'  tolls  have  been  greatly  diminished  in  consequence  of  many  of  the  gates  having  been 
thrown  open  all  tho  summer  and  part  of  the  spring  and  f^l.

The  Valley  turnpike  is  92  miles  long,  on  which  has  been  placed  (within  the  last  year) 
6,185  perches  metal,  costing  $6,086  15,  averaging  about  98  cents  per  perch,  and  about 
$65  per  mile.  There  has  been  expended  $1,306  28  for  rebuilding  and  repairing^ bridges; 
for  repairing  culverts,  &c.  $315  42;  fur  toll  houses,  gates,  Sec.  $98  72^;  for  cleaning 
(ditches  and  repairing  embankments,  $56;  for  earth,  stone,  &c.  $40  50 — all  of  which 
maice  the  aggregate  amount  of  $  7,903  07^-. 

Th<»  road,  bridges,  &c.  are  very  much  out  of  repair,  and  will  require  several  new  bridges 
and  culverts,  as  also  a  large  amount  of  metal  (on  the  road),  as  soon  as  hands  can  bo  pro- 
cured. The  temporary  bridge  that  was  put  across  Cedar  creek  by  the  federal  army  (where 
the  former  bridge  was  burned  by  our  army),  washed  away  last  summer,  leaving  that  stream 
without  any  bridge,  with  a  bad  ford.  Owing  to  nearly  all  the  contractors  that  formerly 
worked  on  the  roacP  having  been  called  into  service  (put  in  the  army),  and  having  failed  in 
our  application  to  the  secretary  of  war  for  a  detail  of  hands,  it  has  been  almost  impossible 
to  get  any  work  done.  Owing  to  the  public  enemy  being  in  the  lower  part  of  the  Valley 
nearly  all  the  time  in  the  last  twelve  months,  we  have  had  no  work  done  (scarcely)  below 
Sparta  (36  miles  from  Staunton).  From  Sparta  to  Staunton,  with  a  few  exceptions,  tlit- 
road  is  in  nearly  as  good  order  as  it  v/as  before  the  war. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  secretary's  report  that  there  is  a  large  surj)lus  on  hand;  but  it 
■will  be  necessary  to  expend  the  whole,  or  a  large  portion  of  it,  as  soon  as  hands  can  be 
procured  to  work. 

The  receipts  for  the  last  year  are  much  larger  than  they  ha-^  ever  been  since  the  road 
lias  been  made,  owing  to  having  received  all  the  government  toll  (due)  since  the  war  com- 
menced to  July  1st,  1363,  in  this  year.  Not  being  able  to  expend  but  a  small  amount  on 
the  road  (for  reasons  above  named),  we  have  invested  $20,000  in  7  per  cent,  confederate 
bonds.

RESOLUTIONS 

relation  to  the  Form  of  Annual   Reports  of  Rail  Road  and  other 
Companies. — Adopted  March  15,  1856. 


r.  Resolved,  that  every  rail  road  oorporation  in  which  the  coramonweaHli  is  interested 
as  a  stockholder  or  creditor,  or  whose  road  is  wholly  within  the  .state,  shall  inak>'  an  annual 
report  to  the  board  of  public  works  of  its  condition  and  the  state  of  its  affairs  on  the  thirtieth 
day  of  September,  and  of  the  operations  of  its  road  during  the  year  ending  on  that  day ; 
which  report  shall  be  verified  by  the  oaths  of  its  treasurer  or  president  and  acting  superin- 
tendent of  operations,  and  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  said  board  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  No- 
vember in  each  year — and  shall  contain  full  information  upon  the  several  items  herein  after 
enumenated,  to  wit: 

First — As  regards  its  capital  stock:  The  amount  as  by  charter;  the  amount  subscribed 
by  the  state,  and  amount  subscribed  by  others ;  the  amount  paid  in  by  the  state,  and  amount 
paid  in  by  others ;  the  amount  of  further  subscriptions  on  the  part  of  the  state  authorized 
contingently.  The  information  under  this  head  to  be  so  given  as  to  show  the  several 
amounts  as  per  last  report,  and  the  additions  thereto  or  deductions  therefrom,  as  the  case 
may  be,  within  the  year. 

Second — As  regards  its  funded  debt:  The  total  amount;  the  time  ur  tiim-s  it  will  fall  due; 
the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  thereon  ;  the  portion  thereof  due  to  the  state.  The  information 
under  this  head  to  be  so  given  as  to  show  the  several  amounts  as  per  last  report,  and  the 
additions  thereto  or  deductions  therefrom,  as  the  case  may  be,  within  the  year. 

Third — As  regards  its  floating  debt:  The  total  amount,  stating  when  and  for  what  gene- 
ral objects  it  was  incurred,  the  amount  for  each  of  those  objects;  and  the  rate  or  rates  of 
interest  thereon.  The  information  under  this  head  to  be  so  given  as  to  show  the  several 
amounts  as  per  last  report,  and  the  additions  thereto  or  deductions  tlievefrom,  as  the  case 
may  be,  within  the  year. 

Fourth — As  regards  interest:  The  loss,  if  any,  from  the  sale  or  disposition  of  bonds,  or 
ether  obligations  at  less  than  par,  and  all  other  expenses  incurred  in  raising  money ;  the 
total  amount,  stating  what  portion  was  for  each  of  the  above  objects.  The  information 
under  this  head  to  be  so  given  as  to  show  the  several  amounts  as  per  last  report,  and  tlie 
additions  thereto  Avithin  the  year. 

Fifth — As  regards  the  cost  of  the  road  and  its  equipments,  also  of  buildings  of  all  kinds, 
land,  land  damages  and  fencing,  viz:  For  graduation  and  masonry;  for  superstructure  of 
wooden  bridges;  for  superstructure  of  iron  bridges;  for  superstructure  of  the  road,  includ- 
ing iron ;  for  water  stations,  including  the  cost  of  procuring  water  and  conducting  it  to 
them;  for  passenger  and  freight  stations,  buildings  and  fixtures;  for  engine  and  car  houses; 
for  machine  shops,  machinery  and  fixtures;  for  all  other  buildings;  for  land,  land  damages 
iind  fencing;  for  locomotives  and  fixtures  and  snow-ploughs;  for  passenger  and  baggage 
cars ;  for  freight  cars ;  for  cars  used  on  the  repairs  of  the  road  and  on  eiuistruction ;  for  en- 
gineering and  agencies ;  for  all  work  and  property  not  enumerated  above ;  the  total  cost  of 
the  road  and  equipment,  as  above.  The  information  under  this  head  to  be  so  given  as  to 
show  the  several  amounts  as  per  last  report,  and  the  additions  thereto  within  the  year. 
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Sixth — As  ii  i^Mids  the  characteristics  of  the  road:  The  length  of  the  road;  the  length  of 
single  track  hiui ;  Un'  aggregfite  length  of  sidings ;  the  length  of  double  track  laid,  includ- 
ing sidings  ;  the  weight  of  the  rail  per  yard ;  the  total  rise  and  fall ;  the  maximum  grade  iu 
each  dii'eclion ;  the  length  of  the  same  in  each  direction ;  the  total  curvature;  the  shortest 
radius  of  curvature,  with  length  of  line  on  which  it  occurs;  such  other  information,  in  de- 
tail, in  regard  to  gnides  and  curves  and  the  location  of  the  road,  as  the  board  of  public 
works  may  require;  the  number  of  water  stations;  the  aggregate  length  of  wooden  truss 
i)ridges  between  abui!!u'nts  ;  the  aggregate  length  of  iron  bridges  between  abutments ;  the 
atrgregate  length  of  all  other  bridges  between  abutments;  the  whole  length  of  road  unfenced 
on  both  sides;  the  nuinl)er  of  public  roads  crossed  at  grade;  the  number  of  rail  roads  crossed 
at  grade;  the  length  of  road,  if  any,  unfinished,  and  estimated  amount  required  for  its  com- 
pletion, also  what  sum  beyond  the  means  already  provided  is  required  for  that  purpose ;  the 
length  of  branches  owned  by  the  company,  and  such  information  in  detail  in  regard  to  them 
as  the  board  of  public  works  may  require. 

Seventh — As  regards  the  equipment  of  the  road — its  depots,  shops  and  other  buildings: 
The  number  of  locomotives,  slating  their  weight;  the  number  of  passenger  cars  of  each 
class,  rated  as  eight  wlieel  cars;  the  number  of  baggage  cars,  rated  as  eight  wheel  cars;  the 
nxmiber  of  merchandise  cars,  rated  as  eight  wheel  cars;  the  number  of  gravel  and  other  cars 
used  on  repairs  and  on  construction,  rated  as  eight  wheel  cars;  the  number  of  depots  of 
each  class;  the  numbt^-r  of  engine  houses;  the  number  of  machine  shops;  the  number  and 
character  of  otlier  buildings.  The  information  under  this  head  to  be  so  given  as  to  show 
the  several  numbers  as  per  la.«t  report,  and  the  additions  thereto  within  the  year. 

Eighth — As  regards  the  doings  of  the  year  in  transportation,  and  total  miles  run:  The 
miles  run  by  passenger  trains;  the  miles  run  by  freight  trains;  the  miles  run  by  giavel 
trains  and  other  trains  employed  on  construction  or  repairs  of  the  road  ;  the  rate  of  fare 
charged  each  class  of  j)as.sengers  per  mile ;  the  number  of  passengers  of  eacli  class  carried 
in  cars;  the  aggregate  u'.i.nher  of  miles  traveled  by  each  class  of  passengers,  or  number  of 
passengers  of  each  class  carried  one  mile ;  the  rate  charged  per  ton  (of  two  thousand 
pounds)  for  each  class  of  freight  carried  in  cars;  the  number  of  tons  of  each  class  of 
freight  carried  in  cars;  t!ie  number  of  miles  cariied  or  total  movement  of  each  class  of 
freight  in  miles;  the  avenge  rate  of  speed  adopted  by  ordinary  passenger  trains,  including

and  trains  emplojed  upon  the  repairs  and  maintenance  of  the  road,  also  the  repairs  of  such 
engines  and  trains  and  all  items  of  cost  connected  with  keeping  the  road  in  order;  the 
length  in  feet,  of  iron  used  in  renewal  of  track,  with  weight  and  cost  thereof,  also  tho 
weight  and  cost  of  all  other  iron  used  in  the  renewal  of  track,  the  cost  of  all  other  mate- 
rials used  in  the  renewal  of  track  ;  the  cost  of  labor  employed  upon  the  renewal  of  track: 
the  cost  of  the  repairs  of  the  superstructure  of  iron  bridges  ;  the  cost  of  the  repairs  of  the 
euperstnicture  of  wooden  bridges;  the  repairs  of  buildings;  the  repairs  of  fences  and 
gates:  the  taxes  o„  n>al  .^state;  the  totals  of  thn  above  expenses  of  maintaining  the  road. 
The  whole  of  the  information  under  this  head  to  be  so  given  as  to  show  separately  the  cost 
of  materials  and  the  cost  of  labor. 

Tenth— As  regards  the  expenses  for  the  year  of  repairing  machinery :  The  repairs  of 
engines  and  tenders;  the  repairs  of  passenger  and  baggage  cars;  the  repairs  of  freight 
cars;  the  repairs  of  tools  and  machinery  in  shops:  the  incidental  expense.s,  including-  fuel 
oil,  clerks  and  watchmen  about  shops.     The  whole  of  the  information  under  this  head  to  be 
80  given  as  to  show  separately  th.>  cost  of  materials  and  the  cost  of  labor. 

Eleventh-As  regards  tlie  expenses  for  the  year  of  operating  the  road,  showing  separately 
the  portions  chargeable  to  passenger  transportation  and  to  freight  transportation:  Office 
ejcpenses,  stationery,  Jtc. ;  agents  and  clerks;  labor,  loading  and  unloadino-  freio-ht;  por- 
ters,  watchmen  and  switch  tenders;  wood  and  wat.!r  station  attendance;  conductors,  bag- 
gage and  brakemen ;  enginemen  and  firemen ;  fuel  (quantity,  first  cost  and  labor  of  pre- 
paring for  use),  showing  separately  the  quantity,  &(-.  of  coal  and  the  quantity,  &,c.  of 
wood  ;  oil  and  waste  for  engines  and  tenders ;  oil  and  waste  for  freight  cars ;  oil  and  waste 
lor  passenger  and  baggage  cars;  loss  and  dam.ige  of  goods  and  baggage;  damages  for  in- 
jury to  persons ;  damages  to  property,  including  damages  by  lire  and  cattle  killed' on  road  ; 
general  superintoudence;  contingencies;  the  totals  of  the  above  expenses  of  oneratin-  the 
road.  1  -, 

Twelfth— As  regards  the  gross  earnings,  cash  receipts  and  payments  other  than  for  con- 
struction within  the  year:  First,  gross  earnings-from  passengers;  from  freight;  from  car- 
nage of  the  Confederate  States  mail ;  from  other  sources.  Second,  cash  receipts-from  pas- 
sengers; from  freight:  from  carriage  of  the  Confederate  States  mail;  from  „ther  sources. 
Third,  payments  other  than  for  construction-for  transportation  expenses,  viz:  expenses  of 
maintaining  and  operating  the  road  and  of  the  repairs  of  machinery;  for  interest;  for  divi- 
dends (stating  the  rate  per  centum  and  when  declared);  to  surplus  fund;  total  amount  of 
surplus  fund. 

Thirteeuth-As  regards  accidents  :  The  number  of  p<>rs(.n.s  injured  in  life  and  lin.b,  and 
the  cause  ol  the  injury,  and  whether  passengers  or  persons  in  the  employ  .,f  the  company 
also  whether  caused  from  carelessness  or  negligence  of  any  person  in  "the  employment  of 
the  company,  and  whether  such  person  is  retained  in  employ.

July  17th.  1861. — A  freight  car  in  down  freight  train  ran  over  a  break-block  near  the 
trestle  work,  west  of  Big  spring,  and  with  two  others  was  thrown  from  the  track,  and 
a  brakenian,  named  Abraham  Pleasants  (a  free  negro),  had  one  of  his  logs  broken.  Ha 
died  shortly  afterwards. 

On  the  l.st  of  September  1861,  a  down  troop  train  (Sowers,  conductor;  Price,  engineer), 
left  Bri.stol  at  7.30  P.  M  ,  followed  bj'  another  troop  train  (W.  A.  Hortou,  conductor;  J.  O. 
Thurnian,  engineer),  which  left  Bri.stol  at  8  P.  M.  When  about  half  a  mile  from  Abing- 
don, five  cars  in  tlie  leading  train  broke  loosi^  and  ran  rapidly  down  the  grade,  and  were 
run  iuto  by  the  engine  of  the  following  traiu  and  badly  broken.  One  of  the  soldiers  waa 
killed,  and  twelve  were  wounded — one  of  which  died  from  his  wounds  on  the  following 
day. 

From  all  the  information  that  could  be  obtained,  it  appears  that  the  trains  were  at  least 
two  miles  apart-\vhen  the  cars  broke  loose  from  the  leading  train,  and  a.s  they  stopped  in 
the  bridge,  at  the  foot  of  the  grade,  the  engineer  of  the  train  following  did  not  see  them  in 
time  to  stop  his  train. 

January  18th,  1862. — The  eastern  bound  mail  train  ran  into  a  slide  about  one  mile  west 
of  Marion,  by  which  the  engine  was  thrown  off  the  track  and  badly  broken.  The  train 
was  detained  at  the  place  where  the  accident  occurred  until  the  next  day  (the  lOtli),  when 
a  freight  engine  having  been  procurt?d,  it  started  forward  at  about  5  o'clock,  P.  M.  At 
6.30  P.  M.,  when  about  two  miles  east  of  Mount  Airy,  it  came  iuto  collision  with  an  extra 
engine  going  westward,  sent  from  Central  depot  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  place  of  the 
disabled  engine  of  the  mail  traiu,  in  pursuance  of  a  telegraph  dispatch  directed  to  l>e  sent 
on  Saturday  night  the  18th,  and  so  dated  by  the  resident  engineer,  James  H.  Buford,  which 
message,  owing  to  the  telegraph  office  being  closed  before  the  arrival  of  tho  messenger  by 
whom  it  was  sent  to  Glade  spring,  the  nearest  telegraph  station,  was  not  sent  until  the  next 
day  (Sunday  the  19th),  and  consequently  was  misunderstood  by  the  foreman  of  the  shops

August  lOtb,  186:^.. — The  engine  of  mail  train  going  west  ran  off  the  track  near  Forest 
depot,  by  which  the  passenger  ears  were  forced  together,  crushing  the  platforms.  Threc 
aoldiers  i'ho  weie  on  the  platforms  at  the  tune  were  injured,  viz:  James  Lambert,  of  Rich- 
mond, a  member  of  the  Caskio  rangers,  who  died  a  short  time  after  being  brought  back  to 
Lynchb-rg;  Thomas  J.  Spradlin  and  G.  A.  Yauenger  of  Bedford  county.  Mr.  Spradlin 
had  one  of  his  legs  severed  from  his  body,  and  I  believe  afterwards  died.  ilr.  Vanenger  it 
was  thovght  at  the  time  would  recover;  they  were  taken  to  the  hospital  in  Lynchburg,  and 
I  havf.  n  ver  learned  whether  they  survived  their  injuries  or  not   ' 

/August  J9th,  1862. — A  small  boy,  by  this  name  of  John  Seay,  was  run  over  in  Lynch 
burg  by  the  switching  engine,  and  had  both  thighs  broken.  No  blame  could  bo  attached  to 
the  man  in  charge  of  the  en<rine,  as  the  boy  was  hanging  on  to  the  back  part  of  the  tender 
without  liis  knowledge,  and  fell  or  jumped  off,  and  the  engine  moving  backward  at  the 
time  passed  over  him  before  he  could  he  .seen. 

December  2d,  1862. — Two  passenger  cars  ran  off  the  track  between  Mount  Airy  and 
Wytheville,  in  mail  train,  coming  east,  and  a  colored  brakeman,  by  the  name  of  James

The  down  passenger  train  was  thrown 
from  the  track  by  the  Jailing  of  a  brake,  and  four  persons  were  killed  and  one  seriously  in- 
jured. Amongst  the  killed  was Little  and  Merwin  Kent.  The  other  two  were  ser- 
vants.    Mr.  Little  and  Mr.  Kent  were  both  standing  on  the  platform  of  a  car. 

Second  accident  occurred  on  the  1st  day  of  August.  Mr.  .James  D.  Ennis,  baggage 
master,  attempted  to  pass  from  tlie  baggage  room  to  the  mail  room  along  the  outside  of  the 
car  while  passing  a  siding  when  a  train  was  standing,  and  was  knocked  upon  the  track 
and  killed.  He  was  one  of  the  most  efficient  ofiicers  in  the  employment  of  the  company, 
and  his  loss  is  greatly  to  be  regretted. 

Third  accident  occurred  on  the  13th  day  of  September.  A  slave  belonging  to  Mr.  Myers, 
who  was  employed  as  brakesman  on  the  freight  train^  fell  between  the  cars  while  the  train 
w.as  in  motion  and  was  killed.

Of  the  State  of  Virginia : 

The  annexed  report  has  been  prepared  in  obedience  to  the  resolutions  in  rela- 
tion to  the  form  of  annual  reports  of  rail  road  and  other  companies,  adopted  March  I5th, 
185G.  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  and  of  the  circular  of  your  board. 

In  connection  with  these  tabular  returns,  I  beg  to  submit  a  i&w  remarks  as  to  the  latest 
and  present  "  status"  of  the  company  and  its  works. 

With  the  evacuation  of  Norfolk,  10th  May  J862,  the  use  of  tlu^  road  from  that  point  to 
Zuni  or  Blackwatcr  had  to  be  and  was  relinquished.  In  this  relinquishment,  however,  of 
one-half  the  line,  embracing  the  important  works  at  Bramble's  Point  (the  company's  main 
machinery  depot),  all  the  motive  power  and  rolling  stock  of  the  road,  except  some  seven 
flat  c.ar.<!,  were  saved,  and  also  our  stock  of  materials,  with  the  exception  of  lumber.  All 
the  funds  and  papers  of  the  company  had  been  previously  transferred  to  Petersburg,  and 
since  then  such  of  these  as  are  not  of  current  demand  in  the  now  limited  operations  of  the 
road,  have  been  moved  to  Clarkesville. 

No  destruction  of  the  road  and  works  abajidoned  by  reason  of  tlie  evacuation  of  Norfolk 
was  deemed  necessary  (wisely)  by  our  military  commander — the  cojnpany  having  taken 
under  its  own  direction  such  measures  for  interrupting  the  track,  up'jn  the  withdrawal  of 
our  forces,  as  would  effectually  hinder  and  obstruct  its  use  by  the  enemy,  within  the  rangw 
of  ordinary  means  and  resources,  and  yet  ami  iti  this  wise  to  secure  and  preserve  unim- 
paired the  parts  of  the  road  removed  for  the  future  benefit  of  the  company.  This  was 
accomplished  by  removing  here  and  there  sections  of  the  track,  taking  oft"  the  rails,  &c., 
and  in  destroying  the  few  trestle  works  on  that  part  of  the  road  which  reaiainod  uureplacod 
by  permanent  works.  Thus  the  immediate  pursuit  of  the  enemy  by  the  road,  or  its  early 
employment  for  any  purpose  by  him,  were  debarred,  and  all  material  injury  spared  tho 
works  of  the  company. 

Subsequently,  however,  a  part  of  the  beautiful  iron  superstructure  of  tho  Blackwater 
bridge  (while  the  company  were  in  the  very  act  of  removing  it,  and  had  already  taken  down 
one  span),  and  several  miles  of  the  railway  track  this  side  or  north  of  that  point  have  been 
destroyed  by  our  military  authorities;  and  really  I  have  been  at  a  loss  to  understand  what 
exigency  rose  up — for  none  seemed  previously  to  exist — for  this  waste  of  propert3\  Tho 
enemy  at  the  time  had  made  no  move  in  adopting  the  road  to  his  purposes;  he  liad  not 
then,  nor  has  he  yet,  thrown  any  of  his  troops  north  of  tine  river,  or  done  more  in  that  di- 
rection than  to  send  out  a  few  scouting  or  marauding  parties. 

At  the  same  time,  the  road  was  being  actively  engaged  in  hauling  from  that  immediate 
neighborhood  corn,  bacon  and  lumber  for  the  government  and  the  community,  quantities 
of  which  were  by  this  destruction  of  the  road  suddenly  cut  off. 

These  parts  Aid  works  of  tho  road  were  destroyed  without  any  intimation  to  the  offi- 
cers of  the  company,  or  the  slightest  suspicion  on  their  part  of  the  purpose;  otberwiM*

perhaps  a  suggcstiou  from  tlieni  might  have  prevented  the  sacrifice  of  so  much  valuable 
property,  and  the  establishmeut  of  an  inconvenience  to  our  own  military  operations  in  that 
quarter,  while  of  course  the  citizens  of  that  region  have  been  deprived  of  the  facilities  of 
the  road.  We  knew,  and  would  so  have  advised  our  military  authorities,  had  we  been  per- 
mitted to  know  of  the  inteutioii — and  precipitauey  was  not  essential — that  the  peculiar 
gauge  of  our  road  (five  feet)  was  tu  bo  found  only  in  the  southern  slates,  would  render  it 
useless  to  the  enemy  until  he  had  had  time  to  build  or  alter  (a  serious  job)  engines  to  that 
gauge.  It  was  not  the  custom  of  the  northern  fianufacturers  to  build  motive  power  of  this 
description,  only  and  exclusively  to  order,  and. the  enemj;  had  then  no  road  of  that  gauge 
in  his  possession  from  which  such  engines  could  be  transferred. 

The  extent  and  circumstances  of  these  damages  have  been  laid  before  the  secretary  of 
war,  and  the  hope  is  indulged  that  he  will  without  hesitation  cause  them  to  be  made  good, 
especially  in  view  of  the  military  demands  for  the  road  in  that  quarter  now. 

The  remaining  section  of  .the  road  has  been  in  the  meanwhile  operated  more  or  less  ac- 
tively as  our  military  Jines  have  advanced  and  receded,  and  to  such  extent  as  the  demands 
of  the  government  and  the  community  have  really  required,  and  this  rule  yet  obtains. 

Such  parts  of  our  motive  power  aiid  rolling  stock  as  could  be  spared  have  been  hired 
out  to  the  South  side  road,  and  the  "personel"  of  the  company  has  been  razeed  and  gra- 
duated to  the  requirements  of  the  new  status 

The  gross  revenue  of  the  company,  under  its  unparalleled  low  tariff  and  the  rates  com- 
mon to  all  our  roads  on  government  business,  had  reached  the  handsome  sum  of  $30,000 
per  month  at  the  time  of  the  evacuation,  while  our  expenses  continued  at  the  low  figure  of 
$6,000 — one-fifth  of  the  income.  By  reference  to  our  j^revious  reports  in  connection  with 
these  results,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  capacity  of  the  road  may  be  safely  estimated  at  double 
that  of  any  other,  at  one-half  the  expense.  Indeed,  this  may  be  regarded  as  a  low  estimate, 
because  the  full  tonnage  and  passenger  capacity  of  the  road,  at  the  same  low  cost,  may  be 
safely  put  at  $  40,000.  which  would  bring  our  relative  expenses  down  as  low  as  one-sixth 
the  gross  revenue.       v  v 

We  know  that  the.  average  throughout  the  country  ranges  about  50  per  cent,  with  some 
i^jceptions,  where  the  expenses  have  run  down  to  42  per  cent.  This  deduction  of  mine 
[■aiKsot  be  considered  as  referring  simply  to  the  last  month's  operations  of  the  road,  and  in 
that  v/ay  taken  as  an  isolated  example,  because  the  result  is  sustained  by  the  year's  work — 
ihat  is  to  say,  our  expenses  for  the  full  year  terminating  September  30,  1862,  have  been  as 
near  as  may  be  one-fifth  of  the  income,  and  that  too  while  we  were -working  only  about 
one-third  of  the  road  for  the  last  four  months  of  the  period — Norfolk  having  been  evacuated 
m  May. 

My  proposition  is  simply,  that  this  road  can  be  operated  with  a  like  i-elative  business  for 
one-half  the  cost  of  any  other  in  the  country — that  it  will  do  a  business,  for  example,  of 
:$  40,000  per  month  at  a  cost  of  one-half  that  which  would  be  expended  by  any  other  road 
in  making  the  same  gross  revenue.  Here  the  enquiry  arises  why  is  it  that  the  Norfolk  road 
■can  be  thus  cheaply  and  relatively  operated  ?  The  answer  is,  because  of  the  thorough  and 
coiaplete  manner  in  which  the  road  was  constructed  and  equipped,  and  the  peculiarity  of 
its  organization  and  business  system.  But  it  may  be  said  by  those  who  would  yet  doubt 
the  wisdom  of  the  policy  pursued  by  the  company,  that  the  road  can  be  cheaply  worked 
because  of  its  low  grades  and  light  curvature;  and  my  reply  is,  its  advantages  in  these  re- 
spects wherever  they  actually  obtain  (because  many  of  our  roads  enjoy  these  important 
elements  of  superiority  in  a  greater  degree)  over  any  other  road  are  more  than  counter- 
balanced in  the  higher  charges  made  upon  such  lines,  where  they  perfotla  less  work  for 
■^ven  more  pay.  . 
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But  I  do  not  propose  iv  this  paper  to  develop  the  manj  material  advantages  arising  from 
the  peculiar  (pecxiliar  as  against  the  face  of  custom  in  tfie  condiict  of  public  works  in  this 
country)  policy  adopted  by  this  company  in  the  constniction  of  their  road  and  its  subse 
qucnt  mode  of  mauagemtnt.  This  I  shall  reserve  for  a  more  appropriate  season,  and  have 
merely  referred  to  the  subject  now  because  the  matter  stated  was  too  proini»:ent  to  be  passed 
by.  Rut  for  a  moment,  just  in  this  connection,  lot  us  refer  to  the  policy  ^vliic.h  has  been 
gradually  adopted  in  lieu  of  the  makeshifts  of  the  day  in  which  the  Norfolk  n>ad  was  built 
The  rule  then. generally  was,  the  prefect  without  regard  to  its  future  existence  or  quality. 
Sufficient  for  the  day  was  the  immediate  or  temporary  object.  Then  it  w  is  contractors 
grew  rich  upon  small  jobs.  The  current  of  professional  and  popular  opiuiin  was  opposed 
to  the  employment  of  the  long-settled  and  well-established  policy  of  t)ther  countries,  tho 
rough  works.  But  now  we  observe  that  new  enterprises  are  protected  uiKiU  a  scale  olf 
greater  permanency,  and  that  wherever  the  decayed  or  burnt  up  or  fallen  down  bridge.'i  oi 
other  like  works  of  the  old  lines  aro  to  be  replaced,  the  cost  and  exp;  dicmcj  of ;»  permanent 
structure  ia  actually  contemplated,  and  most  always  adopted,  wherever  sound  judgment  is 
allowed  to  be  the  arbiter. 

For  tho  fiscal  year  to'  which  this  report  refers  tho  earnings  of  the  road  have  beon 
$290,206  12,  as  against  $  195,234  00,  for  the  preceding  twelve  months;  and  the  expenses 
for  these  two  years,  i$  58,633  04  and  $r)7,G97  27,  respectively.  Showing  net  gaiuts  off 
$  134,536  79  to  the  credit  of  the  former  and  $237,573  ('8  to  tlie  credit  of  the  latter  y«^aT'8 
work. 

During  this  last  year  the  company  has  retired  $66,3fC,  evei-y  dellar  of  floating  debt  othoit 
than  that  due  to  the  commonwealth;  and  on  this  account  has  also  paid  $  14,850,  theamoanl 
m  full  of  her  arrearages  on  6  per  cent,  guaranteed  stock  to  and  inclusive  of  January  1st, 
IS&2,  leaving  her  arrearages  of  interest  on  the  loan  of  $300,000  from  the  state  yei  to  be 
arranged. 

The  iucome.  and  cnrrent  expenses  <if  the  road  since  its  oporat'onr,  have  been,  by  the 
evacuation  of  Norfolk,  restricted  to  about  one-third  it?  length,  v.- it  I  be.  found  from  tho  an 
nexed  tables  yet  to  bear  relations  creditable  to  hs  natural  re-ources  and  economical  manage- 
ment.

Agreeably  to  adjournment,  the  meeting  of  stockholders  was  held  in  the  town  of  Clarkes- 
villo  on  the  13th  day  of  November  1862,  Wm.Townes  in  the  chair,  and  E.  A.  Williams  and 
John  G.  Boyd,  secretaries. 

On  motion,  J.  M.  Bullock,  Alfred  Boyd  and  R.  M.  Scott  were  appointed  a  committee  on 
proxies,  who  reported  that  85(5  A'otes  constitute  a  majority  of  the  wiiole  number  of  votes  of 
the  company,  and  that  1,105  votes  were  present.  Thereupon,  tho  meeting  was  declared 
to  be  duly  organized. 

Tho  annual  report  of  the  president  was  then  submitted  by  him,  also  the  report  of  the 
treasurer;  which  reports,  upon  motion,  were  received  and  adopted.

«ix  or  eight  months:  and  whereas  it  is  a  duty  which  the  ntockholders  owe  themselves,  the 
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public  and  the  agent  implicated  by  these  numerous  complaints,  to  enquire  into  nnd  investi- 
gate this  matter:   Thexfifore, 

Resolved,  that  a.  <;O0imiUee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to  enquire  whether  there 
has  been  any  niismanagement  or  delinquency  of  duty  on  behalf  of  the  depot  agent  at 
Clarkesville:  that  they  have  the  power  to  examine  testimon.^■,  and  report  the  result  of  their 
investigation  to  the  next  or  some  subsequent  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors. 

Messrs.  T.  Carrington,  E.  R.  Chambers  and  J.  J.  Daly  were  appointed  the  committee  to

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Gentlemen : 

Just  twelve  months  ago  tliis  day,  it  was  my  painful  task  to  present  to 
you  rather  a  gloomy  viow  of  our  prospects  and  condition.  It  is  my  privilege  to-day  to 
inform  you  that  our  condition  has  greatly  improved.  Whilst  I  regret  that  it  is  not  better, 
I  cannot  but  feel  thankful  flmt  wc;  have  escaped  the  destruction  which  then  seemed  to 
threats  us.  Our  receipts  have  so  far  increased  as  to  enable  us  to  meet  current  expenses 
and  to  retrieve  two  failures  to  pay  our  coupons;  and  but  for  the  impossibility  of  having  oui 
machinery  repaired,  it  is  believed  that  the  receipts  of  tlio  company  would  have  exceeded 
those  of  any  i'ormer  year.  The  treasJurer's  report  will  fehow  that  they  are  in  excess  of  any 
year  prior  to  the  time  of  my  administration. 

At  your  last  annual  meeting  the  salaries  of  all  the  employees  of  the  company  were  fixed 

.  by  your  order,  and  fixed  so  low  that  your  board  of  directors  found  it  impossible  to  retain 

those  already  cmplojed  or  to  get  others,  without  departing  in  some  instances  from  joui 

standard.     This  was  absolutely  necessary  in  the  case  of  your  engine  runners  and  depot 

agent  at  Towuesville. 

It  is  now  more  than  two  years  since  either'of  our  engines  has  been  into  a  shop  for  repaira 
I  have  in  person  earnestly  endeavored  to  get  them  repaired,  but  without  success,  howevti, 
until  within  the  past  two  weeks.  Both  are  now  in  the  government  locomotive  shops  ^t 
■Raleigh.  One  will  be  returned  to  us  in  the  course  of  eight  or  ten  days,  and  the  other  in 
four  or  five  weeks.  The  cost  of  repairing  them,  according  to  the  estimates  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  shop,  will  amount  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

With  our  own  hands  we  have  succeeded  in  renovating  our  box  cars,  which  are  now  in  a 
better  condition  than  they  were  at  our  last  meeting.  Our  track  is  in  fair  order,  though  re- 
quiring in  many  parts  of  it  new  ties.  The  bridges  have  all  been  tresseled,  ami  believed  to 
bo  perfectly  safe. 

r 

The  work  upon  our  extension,  as  j'on  are  aware,  has  been  suspended.  Earnest  efforts 
have  been  made  to  get  the  confederate  government  to  consider  the  importance  of  our 
road  in  a  military  point  of  view,  and  to  furnish  us  with  their  notes  in  exchange  for  our  se-. 
curities,  to  enable  us  to  complete  the  extension  to  Keysville.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  we 
have  as  yet  no  decision.  Its  importance  has  ever  been  conceded,  but  the  means  have  not 
been  furnished.  Though  discouraged,  I  do  not  by  any  means  despair;  for  I  cannot  allow 
myself  to  think  for  a  moment  that  an  improvement  promising  in  its  completion  such  bril- 
liant results,  both  to  this  locality  and  to  the  nation,  can  be  long  delayed.  It  is  Avorthy, 
however,  of  remark,  that  in  the  present  condition  of  the  country  the  local  and  individual 
advantages  resulting  from  it  would  bo  inconsiderable  compared  with  those  that  would 
accrue  to  the  nation.  In  truth,  our  local  wants  at  present  are  not  vjcry  great.  We  have 
but  little  trade  with  the  city  of  Richmond;  at  any  rate,  not  more  than  can  be  accommo- 
dated by  the  pn^sent  lines  of  conmiunication.  The  hope  is  indulged  that  when  Ave  shall 
have  been  delivered  out  of  our  national  troubles,  and  it  becomes  safe  to  embark  capital  in 
social  enterprise,  that  the  very  great  redundancy  of  money  in  the  country  will  seek  invest- 
ment in  our  securities.  It  n)ay  be  asked.  Why  not  now  1  Why  delay  until  the  end  of  the 
war?     The  answer  is  obvious.    The  difficulty  of  procuring  both  men  and  materials  is 
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Almost  insurmountable;  and  if  obtained  at  all,  it  would  be  at  such  a  cost  as  to  impair  the 

*alue  of  the  securities. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  action  of  your  last  annual  meeting  fixing  wages  of 
fimployees,  and  a  union  of  the  offices  of  treasurer  and  depot  agent  at  this  place,  be  re- 
scinded, and  the  subject  left  to  the  wise  discretion  of  your  board  of  directors. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  our  present  prospects  authorize  the  belief  that  we  shall  be  able 
to  pay  the  coupons  of  last  May,  as  also  those  of  1st  November  1862,  within  the  next 
naocth.

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT, 

KiciinoND,  Dec.  18,  1863. 
Gentlemen  of  tkr.  Senate 

and  House  of  Delesates: 

By  virtue  of  authority  vestfid  in  me,  as  governor  of  the  commonwealth,  by 
the  constitution  of  Virginia,  I  have,  during  the  last  year,  reprieved  and  pardoned  a  number 
of  persons,  who  were  condemned  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  or  in  the  county  or 
corporation  jails,  and  have  commuted  the  capital  punishment  to  which  others  were  sentenced. 
In  compliance  with  the  fifth  section  of  the  fifth  article  of  the  constitution,  I  now  communi- 
cate to  the  general  assembly  the  particulars  of  every  case,  and  the  reasons  for  my  action 
therein. 

1.  John  O'Brien,  pardoned  January  16,  18B3. 

At  the  spring  term  I860  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  corporation  of  Lynchburg,  John 
O'Brien  of  Giles  county  was  indicted  for  malicious  and  unlawful  stabbing,  found  guilty, 
and  sentenced  to  three  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  The  offence  was  committed 
in  1859,  and  he  had  been  imprisoned  ever  since.  In  the  month  of  June  last  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  most  respectable  citizens  of  Giles  county  petitioned  for  his  pardon,  alh-glng  that 
he  bore  the  character  of  a  hard-working,  honest  and  harmless  man.  I  declined  to  pardon 
him  at  that  time,  and  determined  to  leave  him  in  confinement  until  he  had  served  three 
years  from  the  date  of  his  arrest.  That  time  having  now  expired,  and  as  he  had  deported 
himself  well  since  hw  had  been  in  the  penitentiary,  and  as  the  petson  stabbed  was  only 
slightly  injured,  and  speedily  recovered,  I  directed  the  prisoner's  discharge. 

2.  Britton  Allen,  pardoned  same  day. 

The  prisoner  was  indicted  of  larceny  in  the  city  of  Richmond — two  indictments  having 
been  found.  In  the  first  case  he  was  tried  before  the  hustings  court,  at  the  September  term 
18r)"2,  found  guilty  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  nine  months'  imprisonment  in  the  city 
jail ;  and  in  the  second  case  he  was  found  guilty  of  a  like  offence,  at  the  following  Novem- 
i)er  term  of  the  court,  and  sentenced  to  ten  days'  imprisonment  in  jail.  I  learned  from  Hon. 
Mr.  Hilton,  representative  in  the  confederate  congress  from  Florida,  that  the  prisoner  was  at- 
tacliei  fjO  a  regiment  from  that  state,  still  in  service  in  Virginia,  and  had  proved  himself  in 
*.everal  engagements  a  bold  and  gallant  .soldier.  He  had  now  been  imprisoned  nearly  ono- 
half  his  term.  .  His  jegiment  needed  his  sers'ices,  and  as  ho  could  be  of  more  value  to  the 
cause  and  the  country  in  the  army  than  in  jail,  I  determined  to  discharge  him,  in  the  hope 
that  future  gallantry  would  wipe  out  the  stain  which  these  convictions  had  attached  to  his 
name. 

3.  Frances  Marion,  pardoned  February  23, 1863. 

The  charge  in  this  case  was  for  receiving  stolen  goods,  knowing  thcra.to  have  been  stolen ; 
upon  which  charge  the  prisoner  was  tried  and  convicted  at  the  preceding  January  terra  of 
Albemarle  circuit  court,  and  sentenced  to  undergo  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  one 
year.     It  appeared  that  this  woman  was  the  mother  of  eleven  children,  the  two  youngest 
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being  twins  only  two  years  of  age.  Her  husband,  fifty-two  years  old,  and  her  eldest  son, 
less  than  eighteen,  had  been  in  the  army  ever  since  the  commencement  of  the  war.  The 
children  at  home  were  thus  deprived  of  the  care  and  protection  of  both  parents  and  of  theit 
elder  brother.  In  consideration  of  the  helpless  condition  of  these  children,  the  dictates  of 
humanity  seemed  to  require  the  discharge  of  the  mother;  and  at  the  same  time  the  patriotic 
conduct  of  the  husband  and  son  was  entitled  to  be  considered  in  behalf  of  the  prisoner. 
Under  all  the  circumstances,  I  directed  that  she  should  be  discharged. 

4.  James  Lilly,  pardoned  same  day. 

At  the  May  term  1861  of  the  circuit  court  held  for  Marshall  county,  James  Lilly  and 
Thomas  Lilly  were  jointly  indicted  upon  a  charge  of  obtaining  goods  by  false  pretences 
from  George  Edwards  of  said  county.  At  the  same  term  James  Lilly  was  tried,  found 
guilty,  and  sentenced  to  undergo  two  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  When  I 
was  applied  to  for  a  pardon,  he  had  been  in  confinement  since  the  8th  day  of  May  1881,  and 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  time  \yas  employed  at  work  upon  the  public  square.  Having 
thus  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  him  frequently,  I  had  found  him  obedient,  well-behaved 
and  industrious.  His  reputation  in  the  penitentiary  also  was  that  of  an  orderly  and  sub- 
missive prisoner.  In  consideration  of  these  facts,  and  as  his  term  was  to  expire  in  a  few 
months ;  as  the  institution  was  becoming  much  crowded,  and  as  he  desired  to  join  the 
army,  I  determined  that  he  ought  to  be  discharged,  and  accordingly  so  ordered. 

5.  Benjamio  Hughes,  pardoned  February  27,  1863. 

The  prisoner  was  charged  with  the  murder  of  his  slave.  At  the  October  term  1856  of  the 
circuit  court  for  Halifax  county,  he  was  indicted,  tried,  found  guilty  of  murder  in  the  second 
degree,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  eight  years.  Under  this  sen- 
tence the  prisoner  had  now  been  confined  six  years  and  upwards  of  four  months,  and  was 
represented  to  have  conducted  himself  with  strict  propriety.  He  was  now  an  old  man, 
near  sixty  years  of  age,  and  in  rather  feeble  health.  His  three  eldest  sons  it  appeared  had 
been  in  our  army  since  the  commencement  of  the  war,  and  had  proved  themselves  true  and 
faithful  soldiers.  His  other  children  were  still  young,  and  the  mother  had  died  since  the 
father's  confinement  in  the  penitentiary.  The  senator  from  Halifax  (Mr.  Logan)  and  the 
two  delegates  (Messrs.  Edmunds  and  West)  now  united  in  asking  for  his  pardon,  on  the 
ground  that  the  public  sentiment  of  the  county,  and  especially  of  the  neighborhood  in 
which  Hughes  lived,  was  almost  unanimously  in  favor  of  his  discharge.  Col.  Barksdale, 
who  was  one  of  the  prisoner's  counsel,  considered  the  judgment  severe,  and  that  imprison- 
ment for  five  years  was  ample  punishment  for  his  crime.  He  also  concurred  with  the  senar 
tor  and  delegates  as  to  the  wishes  of  the  people  of  the  neighborhood.  Under  these  circum- 
stances  the  prisoner  was  directed  to  be  discharged. 

6.  Benjamin  W.  Carter,  pardoned  March  7,  1863. 

The  charge  liere  was  forgery  ;  upon  which  Carter  was  tried  and  convicted  at  the  February 
term  1863  of  the  court  of  hustings  for  the  city  of  Richmond,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment 
in  the  penitentiary.  He  was  a  mere  child,  thirteen  or  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  vuaif^doubt- 
less  (as  Judge  Lyons  supposed  him)  the  victim  of  older  persons.  His  family  is  highly  re- 
spectable. In  view  of  all  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  especially  of  his  youth,  the  jury  imani- 
mously  recommended  him  to  executive  clemency.  In  consideration,  therefore,  of  the  facts 
stated,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

The  crowded  state  of  the  penitentiary  had  now  become  a  subject  urgently  calling  for 
some  action  on  the  part  of  the  executive,  such  as  might  remedy  or  at  least  mitigate  the  evil, 
I  had  repeatedly  called  the  attention  of  the  general  assembly  to  the  fact  that  the  penitentiary 
was  intended  to  accommodate  two  hundred  and  fifty  convicts,  which  number  had  been  largely 
exceeded;  but  nothing  had  been  done  by  the  legislature  for  the  enlargement  of  the  institu- 
tion.    The  number  of  prisoners  had  now  reached  three  hundred  and  twenty,  and  was  in 
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•  creasing  with  fearful  rapidity;  and  I  was  therefore  driven  to  the  necessity  of  selecting  the 
most  meritorious  and  discharging  them,  to  make  way  for  the  new  comers.  The  cases  under 
the  next 'following  date  (March  9,  1863)  were  accordingly  selected  for  pardon,  with  the  aiol 
of  tlie  officers  of  the  penitentiary. 

7.  David  Davis,  pardoned  March  9,  1863. 

This  convict  was  indicted  before  the  circuit  court  of  Morgan  county  for  murder,  was  tricfl. 
convicted,  and  sentenced  by  said  court,  at  its  spring  term  1858,  to  eighteen  years'  coufine- 
meut  in  the  penitentiary.  Davis  was  an  old  man  when  his  case  claimed  the  attention  of  the 
executive,  having  been  in  service  at  the  battle  of  Lundj''s  Lane,  where  he  was  wounded. 
He  was  now  sixty-four  years  of  age,  was  in  feeble  health,  and  since  liis  confinement  y,\ 
prison  his  hand  had  been  severely  crushed.  He  had  also  conducted  himself  with  propriety, 
and  rendered  good  service  to  the  institution,  by  making  timely  disclosures  to  the  officers  of 
conspiracies  on  the  part  of  the  other  prisoners.  Besides  this,  he  had  now  become  a  tax  oa 
the  institution.     Under  these  circumstances,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

8.  Miles  Jones,  alias  William  G.  Sallie,  pardoned  same  day. 

In  the  case  of  this  prisoner  there  were  two  indictments  for  forgery;  upon  which  he  was 
tried  before  the  circuit  court  of  Petersburg,  at  the  fall  term  J  HBO,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced 
by  tlio  court  on  each  indictment  to  be  imprisoned  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  He  hatJ 
now  completed  his  first  term  of  imprisonment,  and  had  served  one-fourth  of  his  second, 
had  conducted  himself  with  exemplary  propriety,  and  proposed,  if  discharged,  to  join  the 
army.  Previous  to  his  conviction  he  had  sustained  a  good  character.  His  pardon  was  ear- 
nestly solicited  by  the  officers  of  the  penitentiary.  Under  these  circumstances,  and  belieY- 
ing  that  the  demands  of  justice  had  been  fully  met,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

9.  William  F.  Cummins,  pardoned  same  day. 

Cunmiins  was  indicted  on  a  charge  of  felony,  tried,  and  found  guilty,  at  the  May  tcrr;^ 
1861  of  the  hustings  court  for  the  city  of  Richmond,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for 
three  years.  He  was  now  but  nineteen  years  of  age,  had  served  nearly  two-thirds  of  his 
term,  had  conducted  himself  with  propriety  during  his  imprisonment,  and  proposed  to  enter 
the  service  if  discharged.  Under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  in  the  hope  that  hJs 
future  conduct  would  measurably  relieve  his  name  from  di.sgrace ;  in  appreciation  also  of 
the  patriotic  conduct  of  his  mother  and  two  sisters  to  our  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  I 
directed  his  discharge. 

10.  James  H.  Ames,  pardoned  same  day. 

This  prisoner  was  indicted  in  the  circuit  court  of  Accomack,  at  its  fall  term  1854,  tried, 
convicted,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  18  years.  He  was  now 
aged,  infirm,  and  subject  to  epilepsy ;  and  had  served  out  nearly  one-half  of  his  term,  du- 
ring which  his  conduct  had  won  the  approval  of  the  officers  of  the  penitentiary,  manifeste.1 
by  their  reconnnending  his  pardon.  He  was  also  a  burden  to  the  institution.  Under  these 
circumstances,  I  ordered  his  discharge. 

11.  James  Powell,  pardoned  same  day. 

Powell  was  tried  before  the  circuit  court  for  Greene  county,  on  an  indictment  fur  murder, 
found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.     The  prisoner 

was  an  old  man,  of  feeble  health,  and  during  his  imprisonment  had  behaved  well,  and  given 
prompt  obedience  to  the  officers  over  him.  He  was  recommended  by  the  officers,  both  be- 
cause of  his  uniform  good  conduct,  and  because  he  was  a  tax  and  burden  upon  the  institu- 
tion.    For  these  considerations,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

1'2.   William  C.  Ewell,  pardoned  same  day. 

At  the  May  term  ]8o5  of  the  circuit  court  of  Princess  Anne  county,  Ewell  was  tried, 
convicted,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  nine  years.     Ho  was  re- 
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'presented  as  a  most  excellent  prisoner,  truthful  and  industrious,  and  his  pardon  was  mosi 
earnestly  desired  by  the  officers  of  the  penitentiary,  as  an  example  to  excite  to  emulation  in 
good  conduct.  The  prisoner  was  now  between  fifty  and  sixty  years  of  age,  and  in  feeble 
health.  He  had  served  eight  years  of  his  term,  during  which  he  had  conducted  himself 
with  perfect  propriety.  His  only  son  capable  of  bearing  arms  and  his  only  son-in-htw  were 
m  the  service  of  the  country,  and  had  been  since  the  war  commenced.  His  wife  and  a 
-large  family  of  small  children  were  now  without  a  protector.  In  consideration  of  these 
facts,  I  directed  liis  discharge. 

13  and  14.   Samuel  and  William  W.  Philips,  pardoned  same  day. 

These  prisoners,  charged  with  unlawfully  killing  Rufus  Ayres,  were  indicted,  tried  and 
convicted  befoie  the  circuit  court  of  Fauquier,  at  the  spring  terra  1890,  and  sentenced  to 
three  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  Their  term  of  service  was  to  expire  April 
!S4th,  1863.  They  had  conducted  themselves  well  as  prisoners,  had  been  faithful  and  obe- 
dient, and  as  their  term  was  so  near  its  close,  I  directed  their  discharge. 

15.  Leland  Shifflett,  pardoned  March  13,  1863. 

At  a  circuit  court  held  for  Greene  county,  in  November  18G0,  Leland  Shifflett,  commonly 
called  'Leland  Frazier,  was  indicted,  tried,  found  guilty  of  voluntary  manslaughter,  and 
pentenced  to  four  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  The  prisoner  was  now  an  old 
man,  near  sixty  years  of  age,  quite  feeble,  so  as  to  be  of  no  value  as  a  laborer,  and  con- 
sequently an  expense.  His  discharge  was  recommended  by  the  surgeon  of  the  institution. 
When  brought  to  the  penitentiary,  an  application  Avas  made  for  his  pardon,  and  twice 
afterwards  the  application  was  renewed,  but  I  declined  to  grant  the  pardon,  as  I  thought  he 
deserved  some  punishment.  I  determined  to  release  him  after  he  had  served  half  his  term, 
if  the  application  for  pardon  should  then  be  renewed,  and  if  his  conaduct  as  a  prisoner 
should  have  been  good.  The  application  was  now  renewed  by  Doctor  Woolfolk  of  the 
Louse  of  delegates,  who  represented  the  public  sentiment  of  the  people  of  the  prisoner's 
neighborhood  to  be  in  favor  of  his  discharge.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoner  while  in  cou- 
fmement  had  been  good.  Under  these  circumstances,  and  believing  that  he  had  been  suffi- 
ciently punished,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

16.  Elias  Vanderlip,  pardoned  March  24,  1863. 

This  was  a  conviction  before  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  at  the  Novem- 
ber term  1862,  for  the  offence  of  fighting  in  the  streets — the  sentence  being  imprisonment 
in  the  city  jail  for  six  months,  and  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  the 
costs  of  prosecution.  The  tine  and  costs  had  been  paid,  and  he  had  undergone  four 
"months'  imprisonment.  During  his  confinement  in  jail  his  wife  had  disposed  of  alumst 
all  his  property,  and  was  preparing  to  leave  the  city  with  the  proceeds.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, the  mayor  of  the  city  applied  for  his  pardon,  and  it  was  granted. 

17.  Abraham  H.  Showalter,  pardoned  April  1,  1863. 

This  convict  was  indicted,  tried  and  found  guilty,  at  the  October  term  1860  of  the  circuit 
court  for  Rockingham  county,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  years'  imprisonment  in  the  peniten- 
tiary. At  the  time  of  the  trial  great  exeitement  prevailed,  and  hence  the  conviction. 
Afterwards  Col.  Hopkins,  a  delegate  from  the  county,  and  Mr.  Pennybacker,  the  senator 
from  the  district,  informed  me,  that  it  was  the  general  opinion  of  the  people  that  Showalter 
was  unjustly  convicted:  and  now  desired  his  release.  Number*  of  the  most  respectable  citi- 
zens also  asked  his  discharge.  Under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  duly  considered,  I 
believed  that  justice  required  that  he  should  be  discharged,  and  it  was  accordingly  so 
ordered. 

18.  Absalom  C.  Nelson,  pardoned  April  17,  1863. 

At  the  fall  term  1859  of  the  circuit  court  of  Pendleton  county,  the  prisoner  was  tried  on  an 
indictment  for  aiding  the  slaves  of  Michael  Henkle  to  escape  from  their  master,  found  guilty, 
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and  sentenced  to  five  yoars'  imprisoument  in  the  penitentiary.  The  testimony  against  him 
was  furnished  b}-  an  accomplice  of  infamous  character,  while  the  shciiff  wlio  summonod 
the  jury  and  kept  it  during  the  trial  furnished  the  money  to  aid  in  the  prosecution.  Sine© 
Nelson's  confinement  in  the  penitentiary  his  conduct  had  been  uniformly  good,  according 
to  the  testimony  of  the  officers.  Much  of  his  time,  since  I  came  into  office,  had  been  em- 
ployed on  the  public  square,  and  the  opportunity  had  thus  been  afforded  me  of  witnessing 
his  conduct.  He  had  been  polite,  obliging  and  industrious,  and  his  work  had  been  faith- 
fully executed.  His  terra  was  now  more  than  three-fourths  completed,  and  he  desired,  if 
discharged,  to  enter  the  army  in  defence  of  his  native  state.  Mr.  Woodson,  the  counsel 
who  defended  him  in  the  case,  stated  that  his  conviction  wa^n  a  great  degree  the  result  of 
prejudice,  and  that  previous  to  this  charge  he  svistainedthe  character  of  an  inoffensive 
uian ;  that  he  had  a  large  and  dependent  family,  and  that  his  neighbors  generally  desired 
Lis  release.     In  consideration  of  all  these  facts,  I  ordered  his  discharge. 

10.   A.  W.  McPhersou,  pardoned  May  11,  1863. 

The  trial  of  McPherson  was  before  the  circuit  court  of  Roanoke  county  at  the  spring 
term  18152,  on  an  indictment  for  murder.  He  was  found  guilty  of  manslaughter,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  tlio  term  of  three  j-ears.  This  man  haJ 
served  his  country  faithfully  in  this  war,  and  Judge  Hudson,  who  tried  the  case,  says  "the 
blow  was  struck  in  a  mouient  of  passion,  and  while  the  prisoner  and  the  deceased  were  en- 
gaged in  a  violent  personal  rencounter.  The  prisoner  proved  an  excellent  character  up  to  the 
time  of  the  commission  of  the  offence."  A  large  number  of  citizens  of  Craig  and  Gilea 
counties  now  asked  lor  his  pardon.  In  consideration  of  the  previous  good  character  of  the 
prisoner,  and  His  good  conduct  as  a  soldier,  and  because  the  killing  under  the  circumstances' 
could  not  have  been  premeditated,  I  ordered  his  discharge. 

20.  Job  Self,  alias  Job  ChenauK,  pardoned  May  21,  1863. 

At  the  spring  term  \8')8  of  tiie  circuit  court  of  Caroline  county,  this  prisoner  was  indicted 
for  niuidi-r,  was  tried  and  found  guilty  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to 
eighteen  years'  imprisonment  ni  the  penitentiary.  Mr.  F.  W.  Scott,  the  Hon.  D.  C.  De- 
jarnette  and  other  citizens  of  the  county  now  applied  for  his  pardon.  Mr.  Scott  says  in  his 
letter,  "  Self  and  Vaughau  (the  party  killed)  were  upon  the  most  friendly  and  intimate  nda- 
tions  up  to  the  time  of  the  nmrder.  The  broil  originated  in  a  drunken  spree,  in  which  both 
parties  were  equally  culpable  There  was  great  obscurity  in  the  evidence  as  to  which  of 
the  parties  counnenced  the  affray.  Up  to  the  time  of  this  murder  Self  maintained  a  very 
fair  character  for  honesty  and  good  conduct  in  his  neighborhood,  except  when  he  was  under 
the- influence  of  liquor,  and  then  it  was  proved  by  several  witnesses  that  his  reason  was  de- 
throned, and  that  he  would  as  soon  do  one  act  as  another.  It  moreover  appeared  from  the 
evidence  that  he  had  been  uud<-r  the  influence  of  liquor  for  about  a  week.  I  have  no  doubt 
that  a(  the  time  the  murder  was  connnitted  the  murderer  was  a  maniac,  and  I  thought  at  the 
lime  that  the  finding  of  the  jury  and  the  judgment  of  the  court  was  very  severe.  Under 
all  the  circumstances,  therefore,  looking  to  his  long  confinement  in  the  penitentiary  and  the 
destitute  condition  of  his  family,  I  think  the  executive  might  exercise  the  pardoning  power 
in  behalf  of  the  prisoner."  The  Hon.  Mr  Di-jarnette  substantially  confirmed  the  state- 
ment of  Mr.  Scott.  Under  these  circumstances,  believing  that  the  law  had  been  sufficiently 
vindicatt^d,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

21.  Thiimas  J.  Robinson,  pardoned  May  22,  1863. 

The  eiicuit  court  of  the  county  of  Grayson,  at  its  fall  term,  September  18GI,  condemned 
Thomas  J.  Robinson  to  five  yearo'  imi)risoiiment  in  the  penitentiary  for  thecrime  of  murder 
in  llir  second  degree.  The  prisoner  had  now  been  in  the  penitentiary  nearly  two  years,  and 
had  eoiulueted  himself  properly  Iheie.  He  had  borne  a  good  chaiacier  previous  to  his  trial, 
of  which  the  evidence  was  very  strimg,  and  he  possessed  a  mild  disposition.  The  petition 
for  his  paidoi)  submitted  to  mo  was  sign<'d  by  more  than  five  hundred  persons,  his  neighbora 
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and  friends,  and  the  judge  who  triea  him  united  in  a  letter  recommending  his  pardon. 
Many  letters  were  also  recei%'ed  from  highly  respectable  and  intelligent  persons,  asking  for 
his  release.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  granted  his  pardon,  and  ordered  his  discharge 
from  imprisonment. 

John  Turner,  Charles  E.  Allison,  A.  Mason,  and  Charles  Walker,  alias  A.  J.  Hill,  par- 
doned May  25,  1863. 

22.  John  Turner,  tried  before  the  circuit  court  of  Pulaski  county,  on  an  indictment  for 
the  larceny  of  certain  bonds,  fd^nd  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  one  year's  imprisonment  ia 
the  penitentiary. 

23.  Charles  E.  Allison,  tried  and  convicted  in  the  circuit  court  of  Buckingham,  at  ita 
spring  term  1863,  on  an  indictment  for  stealing  a  horse,  and  sentenced  to  one  year's  impri- 
iBonment  in  the  penitentiary. 

24.  A.  Mason,  indicted  before  the  judge  of  the  hustings  court  for  the  city  of  Richmond, 
at  its  February  term  1863,  for  obtaining  money  under  false  pretences,  tried,  convicted  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  the  period  of  four  years. 

25.  Charles  Walker,  alias  A.  J.  Hill,  indicted  before  the  circuit  court  of  Appomattox 
county,  at  its  fall  term  1862,  for  grand  larceny,  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced  to  twelve 
jnonths'  confinement  in  the  penitentiary. 

Tlicse  parties  having  furnished  valuable  information  to  the  superintendent  of  the  peniten- 
tiary in  regard  to  the  threatened  outbreak  among  the  prisoners,  and  tliat  iuformatiuii  having 
leen  found  by  subsequent  developments  to  be  entirely  reliable,  they  were,  in  consideration 
cf  their  good  conduct  in  this  particular,  ordered  to  be  discharged. 

26.  George  Burns,  pardoned  May  28,  1363. 

Burns  was  indicted,  tried  and  convicted  of  larceny  at  the  May  term  1863  of  the  court  of 
hustings  for  the  city  of  Richmond,  and  tejtenced  to  one  year's  imprisonment  in  the  peni- 
tientiary.  The  jury  which  tried  him  unanimously  recommtnded  him  for  pardon,  in  which 
the  witnesses  for  the  commonwealth  concurred.  The  prisoner  was  represented  to  have  al- 
ways borne  a  good  character,  and  was  shown  to  have  been  intoxicated  at  the  time  of  the 
offence.  His  officers  certified  that  he  was  an  excellent  soldier,  and  had  refused  to  leave  the 
service,  though  entitled  to  do  so,  until  detailed  without  lii.s  knowledge,  to  work  in  the  go- 
\ernnient  shops.  His  employers  stated  that  he  had  always  conducted  himself  with  propria ty. 
Besides  this,  he  had  a  wife  and  three  small  children  (refugees  from  thtyr  home)  totally  de- 
pendent upon  him  for  their  support  A  number  of  the  most  respectable  citizens  of  this 
city  united  in  the  appeal  for  executive  clemency.  For  these  reasons,  I  directed  his  dis- 
charge. 

Jerry  Kinney  and  William  O'Brien,  pardoned  June  2,  1863. 

27.  Jerry  Kinney  was  indicted  at  the  November  term  1862  of  the  court  of  hustings  for 
the  city  of  Richmond,  held  by  the  judge  thereof,  for  a  felonious  and  malicious  assault  upon 
one  Michael  Reardon,  with  intent  to  maim,  disfigure,  disable  and  kill;  was  tried  and  con- 
victed of  unlawfully  shooting  the  said  Reardon,  and  was  sentenced  to  twelve  months'  im- 
prisonment in  the  city  jail. 

28.  And  at  the  same  term  of  the  said  court,  William  O'Brien  was  indicted  for  an  unlawful 
attempt  to  commit  burglary,  with  intent  to  commit  a  larceny,  and  was  tried,  convicted  and 
sentenced  to  twelve  months'  impriflnnment  in  the  city  jail,  and  during  that  time  to  be  put 
to  labor  upon  the  public  works.  On  the  31st  May  1863  Dr.  John  Dove,  physician  to  the 
city  jail,  certified  that  these  prisoners  (Jerry  Kinney  and  Wm.  O'Brien)  were  suffering  from 
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■^f^s'iiufional  Bcurvy,  wliicli,  in  liis  opinion,  would  prove  fatal,  unless  tlifv  were  removed 
to  a  purer  air  than  tlie  clamp  n'.llsof  our  jail — aJvising  tbeir  removal  to  the  poor  house.  T« 
evoi']  tlie  fatal  results  certified  as  the  probable  consequence  of  longer  coufiuenient  in  the 
jajl,  I  ordered  their  discbarge. 

20.  John  Phelps,  alias  John  Dunbar,  pardoned  same  day. 

James  M.  Klinore,  and  John  Phelps,  alias  John  Dunbar,  were  jointly  indicted  at  the  Feb- 
ruary term  1883  of  the  court  of  hustings  for  the  city  of  Richmond,  hi  fore  the  judge  thereof, 
?"or  th"  laiceny  of  a  horse;  and  electing  to  be  tried  separately,  at  the  same  term  the  said 
John  Phelps,  alias  John  Dunbar,  was  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced  to  two  years'  impri- 
sonment in  the  penitentiary.  The  sergeant  of  the  city  certified  that  "  on  being  conveyed 
from  the  courthouse  to  the  jail  he  might  most  easily  have  made  his  escape  from  the  officera 
in  charge  of  him.  One  of  the  prisoners  ahmg  with  him  broke  and  ran  and  the  (officer  pur- 
sued him,  leaving  Phelps  and  another  prisoner  to  one  officer — and  the  said  Phelps,  instead 
of  making  his  escape,  as  he  could  have  done,  picked  up  the  officer's  cloak  and  umbrella 
and  carried  them  to  the  j»il.  Considering  his  l)ehavior  on  this  occasion,  and  learning  that 
his  previous  character  has  been  good,  and  that  he  is  nearl}-  the  only  support  of  a  widowed 
motli'r  in  the  county  of  Buckingham,  I  respectfully  recommend  him  to  execufivi!  cle- 
mency." The  pardon  of  Phelps  was  also  ^kcil  for  by  his  honor  the  mayor  of  Richm'md, 
and  by  a  number  of  petitioners,  who  certify  to  his  previous  uniform  good  character. 
For  these  reeisons,  I  ordered  his  dischnvgo. 

30.  John  Murphy,  pardoned  June  G,  1853. 

The  charge  here  was  malicious  shooting,  upon  which  l:e  was  indicted  and  tried  before  the 
hustings  court  for  the  city  of  Rielituond  at  the  term  still  continuing  when  the  applicalitui  for 
pardon  was  made.  Tlie  jury  acquitted  him  of  the  charge  of  malicious  shooting,  and  sen- 
tenced him  to  one  year's  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  The  facts  of  the  case  as  I  waa 
informed  were  substantially  these:  The  prisoner  having  been  severely  wounded  in  the  arm 
at  a  fight  at  Warrenton  springs,  August  24,  1802,  was  sent  to  Richnnmd  for  surgical  treat- 
ment, and  p.t  the  time  ef  the  occurrence  was  still  here  not  sufficiently  recoveied  to  be  re- 
stored to  duty  in  his  company.  Callahan,  the  party  injured,  who  is  n^presented  as  a  quar- 
relsome man  when  under  the  influence  of  liquor,  provoked  a  quarrel  with  the  prisoner,  who 
in  his  disabled  condition  could  not  fight  him,  and  retreated  around  the  corner  of  a  house, 
Callalian  still  pressing  on  him,  at  which  time  the  piisoner  fired,  inflicting  a  slight  wound, 
from  which  Callahan  soon  recovert*d.  Several  highly  respectable  citizens  of  Richmond  ap- 
plied for  Murphy's  pardon.  Major  Doolcy  says,  "  I  sign  this  petition,  because  I  know  Cal- 
lahan (the  man  shot)  to  be  a  ba<lly  Iwhaved  man  when  in  liquor.  Murphy  has  always 
borne  a  good  charact<;r."  In  addition,  the  officers  and  privates  of  the  company  to  which 
Mmpliy  l)t  longed,  and  in  which  he  enlisted  in  April  18()2,  and  with  which  h(^  served  in  all 
the  battles  of  June  around  Richmond,  and  in  that  of  Cedar  Run  and  others,  unanimously 
appealed  to  me  to  pardon  him,  stating  that  he  was  a  good  soldier  and  well-behaved  man. 
In  con.><ideration  of  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  with  the  view  of  retaining  a  good 
soldier  in  service  at  this  time  of  public  need,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

31.  Minerva  Meredith,  pardoned  June  8,  1863. 

This  woman  was  indicted  at  the  May  term  1833  of  tlie  hustings  court  of  Richmond  city, 
for  a  misdemeanor,  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  and 
tlie  costs  of"  prosecution,  and  to  be  imprisoned  six  months  in  the  city  jail.  Dr.  Thoma« 
Pollard  certified,  upon  an  examination  had,  that  the  prisoner  was  "  suffering  from  a  tumor 
on  the  neck,  which  presses  on  the  windpipe  and  blood  vessels  of  the  parr,  producing  diffi. 
culty  in  swallowing  and  impediment  to  the  circulation.  From  this  impediment  to  the  cir- 
culation results  fullness  of  the  liead,  and  sometimes  pain  and  much  flushing  of  the  face. 
Ou  thi.s  account  fiee  air  is  very  necessary  for  the  prevention  of  bad  effects  of  impeded  cir- 
culation and  consequent  impairment  of  respiration,  and  it  is  my  settled  conviction  that  con- 
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fincment  in  the  close  and  impure  air  of  a  prison  may  result  in  serious  effects  to  Mrs.  Mere- 
dith's healtli,  and  possibly  in  fatal  effects."  For  these  reasons,  he  expressed  the  hope  and 
the  request  that  it  might  be  the  pleasure  of  the  executive  of  Virginia  to  remit  her  sentence 
and  discharge  her  from  confinement.  In  this  opinion  Dr.  Dove,  the  jail  physician,  concur- 
red. A  petition  respectably  signed  also  asked  for  her  pardoto,  to  which  petition  his  honor 
the  mayor  adds:  "From  my  knowledge  of  the  city  jail,  its  crowded  condition  at  this  time, 
and  the  great  confidence  I  have  in  Dr.  Pollard,  whose  certificate  accompanies  this  petition, 
I  sign  it  with  pleasure."  To  prevent  the  fatal  effects  of  longer  confinement,  I  directed  the 
discharge  of  the  prisoner.     The  fine  and  costs  were  not  remitted. 

S2.   Louisa  Lawhorne,  pardoned  June  11,  1863. 

At  the  June  term  1863  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  corporation  of  Lynchburg,  Louisa 
Lawhorne  was  Indicted,  tried  and  convicted  of  forgery,  and  sentenced  to  two  years'  im- 
prisonment in  the  penitentiary.  This  woman  is  believed  to  have  been  the  dupe  of  other 
persons ;  and  hence  the  party  whose  name  was  forged,  the  jury  who  tried  the  case,  the 
attorney  for  the  commonwealth  who  prosecuted  her,  and  respectable  citizens  united  in  an 
appeal  for  her  pardon.     Under  these  circumstances,  the  pardon  was  granted. 

33.  Fendall  Thomas,  pardoned  June  24,  1863^ 

Thomas  was  charged  with  stealing  two  reams  of  ordinary  writing  paper,  valued  at  $200. 
He  was  indicted,  tried  and  convicted  of  grand  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  one  year's  im-' 
prisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  The  prisoner  was  a  youth  of  seventeen  years  of  age,  and 
the  jury,  without  application  made  to  them,  unanimou.sly  recommended  him  to  executive 
clemency,  "  in  consideration  of  his  youth  and  the  mitigating  circumstances  of  the  case." 
The  judge  who  sat  upon  his  trial  also  recommended  him  to  executive  clemency.  If  par- 
doned, he  proposed  to  join  the  army;  and  under  all  the  circumstances,  I  thought  it  best  to 
discharge  him. 

34.  Mary  Duke,  pardoned  July  1,  1863.  v 

At  the  M.iy  term  1803  of  the  circuit  court  of  Richmond  city,  Mary  Duke  was  indicted 
for  a  misdemeanor,  and  was  tried,  found  guilty,  and  asscs.sed  with  a  fine  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  sentenced  to  six  montlis'  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  said  city.  The  prisoner 
was  a  married  woman,  whose  husband  was  in  the  army  of  Northern  Virginia.  She  had 
four  children,  all  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  and  all  of  them  entirely  dependent  on  her 
for  care  and  support  in  the  absence  of  her  husband.  She  was  also  represented  by  Drs. 
Trent  and  Anderson,  physicians  of  this  city,  as  being  in  a  delicate  state  of  health,  with  a 
decided  tendency  to  consumption  ;  and  they  expressed  the  belief  that  continued  close  con- 
finement would  tend  to  di-velop  the  disease  Dr.  Dove,  the  physician  of  the  jail,  concurred 
in  this  opinion,  and  thought  her  health  would  be  endangered  by  longer  confinement.  For 
tlieae  reasons,  I  directed  her  discharge — the  sergeant  of  the  city  having  certified  that  she 

had  paid  the  fine  and  costs. 

• 

35.  J.  H.  Johnson,  pardoned  July  27,  1863. 

Johnson  was  indicted  ia  the  circuit  court  of  Lynchburg,  at  the  June  term  186\  for  keep- 
ing and  exhibiting  a  faro  bank,  and  was  tried,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of 
$133  and  the  costs  of  prosecution,  and  to  imprisonment  in  the  city  jail  for  two  months;  and 
at  the  same  court  the  prisoner  was  indicted  for  one  other  like  offence  of  keeping  and  ex- 
hibiiin"  a  faro  bank,  and  upon  his  trial  was  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of 
four  hundred  dollars,  and  to  suffer  imprisonment  for  two  months  in  the  city  jail,  in  addition 
to  the  preceding  judgment.  It  appeared  from  the  petition  for  the  pardon  of  the  prisoner, 
that  this  w!vs  the  first  time  he  had  ever  exhibited  the  game  in  the  Confederate  Stales;  that 
he  had  behaved  gallantly  in  the  war  with  Mexico,  and  bad  been  in  the  servic/^  of  Virginia 
in  the  present  war  from  its  commencement,  and  is  still  in  said  service,  'i'he  petition  is 
signed  by  the  ofiBcers  of  the  court,  the  mayor  of  Lynchburg,  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the 
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most  respectable  citizens  of  Lynchburg.  It  was  certified  that  the  several  fines  and  costa 
had  been  paid.  Believing  that  the  law  had  been  sufficiently  vindicated,  and  in  deference  to 
the  wishes  of  the  petitioners,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

36.  R.  D.  W.  Kcad,  pardoned  same  day. 

At  the  same  term  of  the  circuit  court  of  Lynchburg  (June  ISO:?),  R.  D.  W.  Rfad  was 
indicted  and  found  guilty  of  keeping  and  exhibiting  a  faro  bank,  and  sontenci  d  to  pay  a 
fine  of  $100  and  costs,  and  to  be  imprisoned  two  months  in  the  city  jail.  And  a"-aiii  at  tho 
same  court  the  prisoner  was  tried  upon  an  indictment  for  another  oflfence  of  the  same  kind, 
and  was  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  the  payment  of  $100  and  costs,  and  to  two  months* 
imprisonment,  and  to  two  additional  months'  imprisonment  in  jail.  The  pardon  of  Read 
was  asked  for  b}'  many  of  the  most  respectable  citizens  of  Lynchburg  and  Bedford,  under 
circumstances  calling  loudly  for  executive  intervention.  Believing  that  the  dignity  of  tho 
law  had  l)cen  sufficiently  vindicated,  and  in  deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  respectable  peti- 
tioners who  asked  for  his  pardon,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

37.  Edward  B.  Ledbetter,  pardoned  August  10,  1863. 

At  tli(!  spring  term  18i38  of  the  circuit  court  for  Sussex  county,  Ledbetter  wjis  tried  on  an 
indictment  for  committing  a  rape  upon  one  Harriet  S.  Miles,  a  free  negress,  and  was  con- 
victed and  sentenced  to  ten  years'  imprisonment  in  the  pt  niteutiary.  The  case  does  not 
seem  to  have  been  free  from  doubt  even  in  tho  minds  of  the  jury  who  tried  him,  as  their 
verdict  is  accompanied  "  with  a  reconuneudalion  to  the  clemency  of  the  executive."  The 
Hon.  J.  R.  Chambliss  and  A-  C.  Butts,  Esquire,  and  others,  who  heard  the  trial,  applied  to 
me  to  pardon  the  pri.soner ;  and  these  gentlemen  of  distinction  in  the  legal  profession  assured 
inc  that  in  their  opinion  he  should  have  been  acquitted  ;  and  furtluT,  that  a  majority  of  the 
people  of  Sussex  concurred  with  them  in  this  opinion.  Under  the  influence  of  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  jury  and  these  represeutations,  I  granted  the  pardon. 

38.  Mary  Sullivan,  pardoned  Aiigust  24,  1863. 

She  was  indicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  and  tried  before  the  Hon. 
Judge  Lyons,  at  the  September  term  1862,  for  grand  larcenj-,  and  was  convicted  and  scTitcnced 
to  one  year's  confinement  in  the  penitentiary.  Two  other  indictments  were  found  for  like 
offences;  but  when  the  above  sentence  was  passed,  the  judge,  in  consideration  of  the  youth 
of  the  prisoner,  directed  nolle  prosequis  to  be  entered  in  the  other  cases.  The  prisoner 
was  represented,  in  addition  to  her  youth,  to  be  of  weak  intellect;  and  as  she  had  served 
more  than  eleven  months  of  her  term  of  imprisonment,  I  directed  her  discharge. 

39.  Thomas  Cooper,  a  free  negro,  pardoned  August  25,  1863. 

The  prisoner  was  indicted  before  the  circuit  court  of  Augusta  county,  at  its  spring  terra 
ISilO,  for  grand  larceny,  and  was  tried,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  five  years'  imprison- 
ment in  the  penitentiary.  Since  the  judgment  in  this  case,  the  prisoner  had  been  tor  the 
most  part  hired  out  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  assembly,  and  had  conducted  himself 
in  the  most  exemplary  manner,  and  had  commended  himself  to  the  favor  of  those  with 
whom  he  had  been  brought  in  contact.  He  had  served  nearly  two-thirds  of  his  term,  and 
expressed  a  desire  to  enslave  himself,  according  to  the  law  of  Virginia  in  such  case  made 
and  provided.     For  these  reasons,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

40.  James  Harding,  pardoned  August  29,  1863. 

Tiie  circuit  court  of  the  county  of  Roanoke,  at  the  August  term  1863,  condemned  James 
Harding,  a  youth  of  sixteen  years  of  age,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  one  year 
for  the  crime  of  horse  stealing.  A  petition  for  his  pardon  was  presented  to  me,  signed  by 
tlie  judge  who  tried  him,  the  commonwealth's  attorney  who  prosecuted  him,  eight  of  the 
jury  who  convicted  him  (tho  remainder  being  inaccessible),  and  other  respectable  citizens, 
including  the  sheriff  of  the  county  and  the  clerk  of  the  court.  Allowing  its  due  weight  to 
«ucli  a  petition,  and  considering  the  extreme  youth  of  the  prisoner,  I  was  induced  to  extend 
olemency  in  this  case.     I  accordingly  granted  the  pardon. 
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41.  William  Daily,  pardoned  August  8],  1863. 

The  circuit  court  of  Pulaski  couuty,  at  its  fall  term  of  18S'2,  condemned  WilHaiii  Daily  to 
one  year's  imprisonmont  in  the  penitentiary  for  the  crime  of  larci'ny.  The  prisoner  in  this 
case  having  but  a  few  weeks  remaining  of  his  term  of  imprisonment,  ami  having  conducted 
Limself  well  and  served  faithfully,  and  being  anxious  to  go  into  the  army  for  the  war,  I- 
deemed  it  proper  to  release  him  from  imprisoimient  for  the  short  time  remaining  of  his  term, 
and  accordingly  granted  him  a  jiardon. 

42.  John  McAnally,  pardoned  same  day. 

The  judge  of  Ihe  court  of  Imstings  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  on  the  23d  day  of  Septem- 
ber ]8lj3,  condemned  Jolin  McAnally  to  one  year's  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  tho 
crime  of  larceny.  In  this  case  the  amount  stolen  was  barely  sufficient  to  raise  tlie  oifence 
above  the  grade  of  misdemeanor;  and  the  prisoner  having  been  faithful  during  his  term  of 
imprisonment,  now  nearly  expired,  and  desiring  to  join  the  army,  I  concluded  that  he  was 
a  fit  subject  for  the  pardoning  power,  and  therefore  ordered  his  discharge. 

43.  John  Coneal,  pardoned  same  day. 

Coueal  was  condHmued  by  the  circuit  court  of  Ohio  county  to  ten  years'  imprisonment  in 
the  penitentiary  for  the  crime  of  manslaughter.  As  lie  had  now  served  more  tlian  seven 
years  of  his  sentence,  and  his  conduct  had  been  unexceptionable,  an  application  for  his  par- 
don was  submitted  by  Bishop  Magill,  who  had  taken  a  lively  interest,  in  his  behalf  The 
prisoner  also  desired  to  take  part  in  the  war  to  sustain  the  cause  of  the  south.  For  these 
reasons,  I  pardoned  him,  and  ordered  his  discharge. 

44.  Thomas  Blackerby,  Junior,  pardoned  same  day. 

At  the  spring  term  1859  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  county  of  Northumberland,  IJlackerby 
was  condenmed  to  five  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  the  crime  of  murder  in 
the  .second  degree.  The  prisoner  had  served  moie  than  fonr  years  of  his  term  of  imprison- 
ment. Three  of  the  assistant  keepers  of  the  penitentiary  certified  that  he  had  always  been 
well  behaved,  tractable  and  industrious,  and  earnestly'  recommended  his  pardon.  He  was 
anxious  to  join  the  army.  For  these  reasons,  I  interposed  in  his  behalf,  and  granted  him 
a  pardon. 

45.  Charles  Douglass,  pardoned  same  day. 

The  circuit  court  of  Marshall  county  in  1854  condemned  Charles  Douglass  to  imprison- 
ment in  the  penitentiary  for  five  years  for  the  crime  of  burglary.  Having  served  out  his 
term,  he  was  again  condemned  by  the  same  court,  on  the  6th  day  of  October  I860,  to  nine 
years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  murder  in  the  second  degree.  In  consequence 
of  these  several  convictions,  the  prisoner,  upon  being  identified  in  the'  circuit  court  of  the 
city  of  Richmond  as  having  been  twice  convicted,  was  sentenced  by  the  said  court  to  an 
additional  term  of  five  years'  imprisonment,  according  to  law.  I  determined  to  pardon  the 
prisoner,  because  of  doubt  as  to  his  guilt  in  the  last  case  of  conviction,  it  l)eing  believed  by 
many  that  he  acted  in  self-defence.  His  application  was  sustained  by  General  Haymond 
and  Mr.  Braunon,  members  of  the  house  of  delegates  and  senate,  and  by  other  respectable 
persons. 

46.  TTriah  Potter,  pardoned  September  1,  1863. 

On  the  13th  day  of  August  1863,  Uriah  Potter  was  tried  and  convicted  by  the  hustings 
court  for  the  city  of  Richmond  on  an  indictment  for  dealing  faro,  and  sentenci-d  to  j)ay  a 
fine  of  two  hundred  dollars  and  the  costs  of  prosecution,  and  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  public 
jail  for  six  months.  The  petitioner  solemnly  averred  his  innocence,  and  declared  that  the 
only  witness  who  testifies  against  him  had  never  seen  him  before,  and  had  not  .seen  him 
again  until  after  his  arrest,  upon  a  warrant,  some  three  weeks  after  the  playing  is  alleged  to 
Lave  taken  place.    The  witness  did  not  know  the  name  of  the  petitioner,  and  had  no 
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Hcquivinfance  with  liim.  The  whole  qut'stion  is  one  therefore  of  identity,  and  there  is  nc 
question  about  which  people  not  well  acquainted  are  more  liable  to  mistake.  Wliethi'r  a 
uiist;iki'  was  committed  in  this  instanT-e  I  will  not  decide,  but  it  seems  to  me  to  be  a  matter 
of  uuccv(iuiity.  Under  these  circinnstances,  as  the  prisoner  had  paid  ihe  fine  and  costs, 
and  as  his  petition  was  endorsed  b>-  L.  W  Olazebrook,  Colont'l  T.  B.  Bigger,  N.  B.  Hill 
and  tillii'rs,  I  dcteriiiined  to  pardon  him,  without  intending  thereb}'  to  cast  any  inipiU;ition 
upon  Mr.  Green,  the  witness,  whom  I  knew,  and  who  I  believed  to  be  a  conscientious  man. 

47.  James  Lester,  pardoned  September  7,  18fi3. 

At  the  fali  term  1856  of  the  circuit  court  for  Bedford  county,  James  Lester  was  indicted 
for  murder,  and  tried,  found  guilty  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  un- 
dergo imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  the  term  of  five  years.  After  he  vas  received 
into  the  penitentiary,  it  was  ascertained  that  he  had  previously  been  convicted  of  burglary 
in  the  year  1H17,  and  had  served  a  term  of  five  years.  He  was  thereupon  carried  before  the 
circuit  court  for  the  cky  of  Richmond,  and  five  years  were  added  to  his  term  under  the  last 
convictitm.  He  was  confined  in  jail  nearly  a  year  before  his  final  trial,  the  first  jury  being 
unable  to  agree,  and  at  the  time  of  this  application  to  me  had  been  nearly  seven  years  in 
the  penitentiary.  The  officers  of  that  institution  represented  tliat  he  had  conducted  himself 
with  gr(>at  propriety  as  a  convict,  llis  discharge  was  also  asked  for  by  Gen.  T.  S.  Hay- 
moud  and  the  late  superintendent,  Col.  Pendleton.  As  there  was  reason  to  believe  that  he 
had  reformed ;  as  he  had  two  sons  in  the  army,  and  was  himself  a  conscript,  and  desired  to 
join  the  army,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

48.  Bob  Briggs,  a  free  negro,  pardoned  same  day. 

Bob  Briggs  was  tried  before  the  county  court  of  Surry  on  the  charge  of  burglary,  found 
guilty,  and  sentenced  to  five  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  The  justices  who 
sat  upon  his  trial  were  now  satisfied  of  his  innocence,  and  in  conjunction  with  other  ju.«tices 
and  citizens,  including  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  asked  for  his  discharge.  Under  these  cir. 
cumstances,  the  pardon  was  granted^ 

49.  Thomas  Dilshaw,  pardoned  Septemljer  9,  1863. 

At  the  May  term  bSli;}  of  the  Kichmond  hustings  court,  Dilshaw  was  indicted,  tried  and 
convicted  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  by  .Judge  Lyons  to  six  months'  imprisonment  in 
the  city  jail.  He  had  now  been  confined  under  this  .sentence  during  nearly  four  months, 
and  Capt  Rogers,  to  who.«e  company  he  belonged,  had  made  application  for  his  pardon. 
Believing  that  he  could  be  of  more  service  to  the  state  in  the  military  service  than  in  prison, 
I  directed  his  discharge. 

50.  Ambrose  J.  Abshire,  pardoned  same  day. 

The  charge  against  Abshire  was  of  felonious  homicide.  Upon  this  charge  he  was  tried 
in  the  circuit  court  of  Franklin  county,  at  the  October  term  1862,  found  guilty  of  involun- 
tary manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  one  year,  and  to 
p.ay  a  fine  of  $400.  He  had  now  been  in  confinement  for  about  eleven  months,  and  the 
physician  to  the  jail  certified  that  he  was  in  feeble  health,  and  that  his  life  would  be  endan- 
gered from  longer  confinement.  His  conduct  since  his  confinement  was  represented  to  have 
been  good,  and  it  was  said  that  he  exerted  himself  greatl}'  to  prevent  the  escapip  of  prisoners 
confined  with  him.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  directed  his  discharge,  not  relieving  him, 
however,  from  the  payment  of  the  fine  and  costs. 

51.  Andrew,!.  Bear,  pardoned  September  10,  1863.  V 

At  the  spring  term  1862  of  the  circuit  courl  for  Monroe  county,  Andrew  .1.  Bear  was 
found  guilty  on  indictment  for  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  two  years'  imprisonment  in  the 
penitiiutiary.  He  had  now  served  nearly  seventeen  months  of  his  term,  and  his  pardon 
was  applied  for  by  General  Chapman  and  other  most  res])ecfable  citizens  of  Monroe;  and 
among.st  other  reasons  assigned,  lie  was  stated  to  be  of  very  weak  mind.  Considering  that 
the  oud.j  of  justice  had  been  attained  in  this  case,  I  directed  his  discharge. 
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52.  John  W.  Butler,  pardoned  same  day. 

Butler  was  tried  before  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  at  the  May  term  1863, 
on  indictment  for  malicious  stabbing,  was  found  ^lilty  of  unlawful  stabbing,  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  the  city  jail  for  one  year,  and  to  the  payment  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  fine  and  costs  of  prosecution.  Nine  of  the  jury  who  convicted  him  now  asked 
for  his  pardon,  inasmuch  as  he  was  a  soldier,  and  would,  if  released,  immediately  join  his 
comi»any.  lie  had  been  imprisoned  four  months,  and  as  he  was  unable  to  pay  eitlier  fine 
or  costs,  his  longer  imprisonment  would  only  have  imposed  a  burden  upon  the  state.  Be- 
lieving that  he  could  be  of  more  service  in  the  army,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

53.  Abram  Cottingham,  pardoned  September  14,  1863. 

At  the  spring  term  1858  of  the  circuit  court  of  Northumberland,  Cottingham  was  found 
guilty  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary 
for  the  term  of  fifteen  years.  The  prisoner  was,  when  I  acted  on  his  case,  fifry-eight  years 
of  age,  had  a  wife  and  eleven  children  living,  two  of  his  sons  and  a  son-in-law  being  in  the 
confederate  army.  Previous  to  the  occurrence  which  resulted  in  his  conviction,  the  pri- 
soner sustained  an  excellent  character.  It  appeared  in  evidence  that  his  son,  a  youth  of 
twelve  years  of  age,  had  been  assaulted  by  Jenkins  and  somewhat  injured,  and  hearing  of 
the  outrage  upon  his  child,  he  made  an  assault  upon  Jenkins  and  beat  him  so  severely  that 
he  died  the  next  day.  He  used  no  weapon,  and  there  was  no  evidence  of  premeditation. 
Mr.  Bass,  tlie  superintendent  of  the  penitentiary,  says  "every  officer  here  bears  testimony  to 
the  extraordinary  good  conduct  of  Cottingham."  In  consideration,  therefore,  of  his  age,  of  his 
previous  good  character,  of  the  fact  that  he  has  a  large  and  helpless  family,  of  the  pjitriotism 
of  his  sous  and  son-in-law,  and  of  his  faithfulness  as  a  prisoner,  I  directed  his  discharge, 

54.  John  Green,  pardoned  September  22,  1863. 

The  prisoner  was  charged  with  being  an  accomplice  in  the  murder  of  Rufus  Cox.  On 
this  chnrge  he  was,  at  the  May  term  1862  of  the  circuit  court  for  Grayson  county,  found 
guilty,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitermary  for  the  term  of  five  years.  He 
had  been  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  about  one  year  previous  to  his  final  trial  and 
sentence.  The  principals  in  the  nnuder  both  escaped  from  justice,  but  were  afterwards  ar- 
rested and  brought  to  trial.  Several  applications  were  made  to  me  for  the  pardon  of  Green, 
but  I  declined  to  interfere,  because  I  did  not  think  he  had  been  sufficiently  punished.  The 
application  was  now  renewed  by  the  petitioners,  the  senator  from  the  Grayson  district, 
backed  by  a  letter  from  the  judge  who  tried  the  case,  and  who  expressed  the  opinion  that 
Green  w^as  a  proper  subject  for  the  exercise  of  executive  clemency.  Believing  that  the  ends 
of  justice  had  been  attained,  and  that  the  majesty  of  the  law  had  been  vindicated,  I  directed 
his  discharge. 

55.  Thomas  Parsons,  pardoned  September  28,  1863. 

In  the  fall  of  1858  Thomas  Parsons,  then  about . sixteen  years  of  age,  was  indicted  for 
house  burning,  and  was  tried  before  the  circuit  court  of  Alexandria  county,  found  guilty, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  inthe  penitentiary  for  five  years.  His  term  was  to  expire 
on  the  22d  of  November  1863;  and  as  he  had  been  recommended  for  pardon  by  Col.  Stuart, 
attomey  for  the  commonwealth  for  Alexandria,  who  prosecuted  him;  as  his  conduct  while 
in  the  penitentiary  had  been  good,  and  as  he  proposed  to  enter  the  army,  I  determined  to 
release  him  for  .the  balance  of  his  term,  not  quite  two  months,  and  accordingly  ordered  his 
discharge. 

56    Richard  Costillo,  pardoned  September  30,  1863. 

At  a  hustings  court  holden  for  the  city  of  Richmond  on  the  18th  day  of  September  1863, 
Richard  Costillo,  charged  wit^  grand  larceny,  was  indicted,  tried,  plead  giiilty,  and  waB 
sentenced  to  two  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  The  judge,  attorney  for  the 
commonwealth  and  the  jury,  all  united  in  an  application  for  his   pardon.     The  circum- 
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stances  attending  tlie  case  were  such  as  to  create  a  doubt  whether  he  intended  to  steal  the 
watch,  as  was  charged  against  him.  He  was  also  without  counsel.  His  previous  character 
as  a  man  had  be<'n  good,  and  he  had  proved  himself  a  faithful  soldier.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, I  diiccted  his  discharge. 

57.  Benjamin  F.  Green,  pardoned  October  1,  1863. 

Green  was  charged  with  grand  larceny,  and  on  that  charge  was  indicted,  tried  and  found 
guilty,  in  thr  circuit  court  of  Page  county,  and  sentenced  to  one  year's  impri.sonment  in  the 
penitentiary,  at  the  September  term  I8()3.  I  learned,  through  the  sheriff  of  the  county, 
that  the  circumstances  attending  the  case  were  these:  The  prisoner,  who  was  less  than 
eighteen  years  of  age,  had  served  in  tlie  cavalry  arm  of  the  service  for  more  than  two  years, 
during  which  time  he  had  lost  two  horses.  T'"'indiug  a  loose  horse  in  the  road,  branded 
"U.  S.,"  he  titok  him  into  possession,  and  removed  him  to  a  neighboring  blacksmith  shop 
to  be  shod,  and  while  there  was  arrested.  The  boy's  account  was,  that  finding  the  horse 
loose,  and  believing  that  he  belonged  to  the  United  States,  he  thought  he  had  a  right  to  take 
him  for  use  in  the  service  of  the  country,  and  that  in  doing  so  he  was  not  trespassing  upon 
the  rights  of  property  of  any  citizen  of  the  Confederacy.  These  facts  I  derived  from  Mr. 
Bass,  tli^. superintendent  of  the  jftnitcntiary,  who  derived  them  from  the  sheriff  and  the 
prisoner.  Entertaining,  therefore,  a  reasonable  and  well  founded  doubt  as  to  the  guilty 
intention  of  the  prisoner,  and  also  in  consideration  of  the  patriotic  spirit  he  had  exhibited 
in  the  country's  cause,  I  ordered  his  discharge. 

58.  Tilt  rick  McGarry,  pardoned  October  G,  1863. 

In  the  coiirt  of  hustings  for  the  city  of  Richmond,  at  the  August  term  1863,  Patrick 
McGarry  was  tried  on  an  indictment,  and  convicted  of  firing  at  a  man  in  one  of  the  streets 
of  the  ciiy,  and  was  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution, 
and  to  be  confined  six  months  in  the  city  jail.  McGarry  was*  at  the  time  the  offence  was 
committed,  a  private  in  the  I7th  Mississippi  regiment,  and  is  reported  to  have  been  a  quiet, 
inoffensive  and  respectable  man,  and  an  excellent  soldier.  It  ai)pears  that  on  the  day  of  the 
shooting  McGarry  had  gone  into  a  drinking  house,  and  while  there  was  assault.'d  and  beaten 
in  a  violent  manner,  and  taken  up  and  thrown  into  tlie  street.  Smarting  tuuler  this  treat- 
ment, he  went  off,  and  shortly  after  returned  with  his  musket,  and  seeing  a  Mr.  Ht-nderson 
standing  in  the  door  of  the  saloon  where  he  had  received  tlje  beating,  he  fired  at  him,  mis- 
taking him  for  the  person  by  whom  he  had  been  beaten ;  but  no  harm  resulted.  The  person 
shot  at  did  not  appear  against  him,  and  the  prisoner  had  no  counsel.  The  mayor  of  the 
city  who  committed  him  asked  his  discharge,  stating  in  his  letter:  "Had  I  not  felt  con- 
strained, under  the  terms  of  the  law,  to  commit  him,  I  wpuld  have  discharged  him.  I  now 
pray  your  excellency  to  grant  him  a  pardon  from  the  imprisonment."  For  these  reasons,  I 
diiected  his  discharge,  not  relieving  him,  howi^ver,  from  the  payment  of  the  fine  and  costs. 

59.  William  Steele,  pardoned  October  10,  1863. 

The  itulictme»it  in  this  case  was  for  exhibiting  a  game  called  faro,  and  was  found  in  May 
1863.  Under  this  indictment  he  appeared  before  the  hustings  court  of  Richmond  city,  at 
the  July  term  1863,  and  gave  bail  in  the  sum  of  $1,000.  At  the  September  term  he 
was  tried,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  $100  and  the  costs  of 
prosecution,  and  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  city  jail  for  six  mouths.  The  only  witness  in  the 
case  was  Doctor  Thomas  C.  Maddux,  who  was  a  party  to  the  gaming  alleged  to  have  taken 
place  on  that  occasion.  The  petition  charges  that  he  "did  indict  other  men  at  the  same 
time"  that  he  indicted  the  petitioner;  that  "these  men  bought  him  off  with  large  sums  of 
money,  as  can  be  proven ;  that  it  was  evident  his  whole  purpose  was  to  extort  money.  Your 
petitioner  had  no  large  sum  of  money  to  give  him,  and  knowing  his  innocence,  of  course 
did  not  pro(M)s<-  any  hush  moiiey."  On  reference  to  the  records  of  the  hustings  court,  I 
found  thai  Maddux  did  indict  at  the  same  time  Henry  F.  Ilungerford,  CJiarles  H.  Wilson 
and  Edward  L.  Israel,  in  several  cases,  and  these  persons  were  discharged  under  the  third 
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and  fonrih  sections  of  the  law  in  the  Code  of  1830,  chapter  142,  page  626.  These  pjirties, 
as  I  learned,  paid  to  Maddux  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Steele  proti-sted 
his  iiiuocenee,  and  the  other  parties  indicted  also  deelured  him  innocent.  Imoiii  ull  I  was 
able  to  ga;her  in  regard  to  the  character  and  standing  of  each,  I  attached  more  credit  to  the 
statement  made  by  the  accused  than  to  the  testimony  of  the  witness.  The  man  wlio  volun- 
tarily and  in  his  proper  person  risks  his  money  at  cards,  loses  it,  and  then  voluntarily 
institutes  h-gal  proceedings  against  the  parties  alleged  to  have  won  it,  is  not  in  my  oi)inion 
entitled  to  much  respect,  nor  are  his  statements  entitled  to  weight,  whether  madf-  under  oath 
or  not.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  accused  applied  for  a  pardon,  and  his  ai)])li(atidn 
was  sustained  by  eleven  of  the  jury  who  tried  the  case,  by  some  of  the  most  respectable 
citizens  of  Richmond,  and  by  members  of  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly.  His  dis- 
charge was  ordered,  but  he  was  not  released  irom  the  payment  of  the  fine  and  costs. 

60.  Isaac  Harris,  a  free  negro,  pardoned  October  12,  1863. 

In  the  circuit  court  of  Chesterfield  county,  at  the  August  term  1862,  Isaac  Harris,  a  free 
negro,  was  found  guilty  of  malicious  stabbing,  and  sentenced  to  eight  years'  imprisonment 
in  the  penitentfery.  The  gentleman  who  was  stabbed,  in  connection  with  the  attorney  for 
the  ciimmonwealth  and  others,  citizens  of  Clusterfitld,  ail\3  Mr.  Ambers,  the  n:emWr  of  the 
leo'islature  from  that  county,  now  asked  for  his  pardon,  on  the  ground  that  the  punishment 
the  prisoner  had  received  had  been  sufficient  to  atone  for  the  violation  of  the  law  yince 
his  imprisonment  he  had  suflfeied  severely  from  rheumatism,  and  had  only  ptrtially  reco- 
vered. The  officers  in  the  institution  also  certified  to  his  good  conduct.  Under  these  cir- 
cximstances,  his  discharge  was  ordered. 

61     John  T.  Owen,  pardoned  October  15,  1863. 

John  'I'.  Owen,  charged  witli  the  commission  of  a  rape  upon  his  own  daughter,  was  in- 
dicted at  the  spring  term  of  the  circuit  court  of  Halifax  county  in  the  year  J8.)7,  was  tried, 
found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  eleven  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  Since  hia 
conviction  the  public  mind  had  become  satisfied  that  he  was  not  guilty  of  the  oflf>'nce,  and  a 
large  number  of  the  most  respectable  citizens  of  the  county,  endorsed  by  Julin  I?.  Ed- 
munds, Elisha  Bark.sdale,  Thomas  S.  Flournoy  and  Charles  S.  Carringten,  Esqs.,  now  ap- 
plied for  his  pardon.  The  pajjers  in  the  case  satisfied  me  that  he  was  improperly  convicted, 
and  I  therefore  directed  his  discharge. 

62.  William  Grimstead,  pardoned  October  20,  1863. 

At  a  special  term  of  the  circuit  court  holden  for  the  county  of  Princess  Anne  in  the  month 
of  June  1861,  William  Grimstead,  charged  with  murder,  was  tried  and  found  guilty  of  vo- 
luntary manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  four  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  He 
had  now  served  two  years  and  four  months  of  his  term,  and  his  wife  and  cliildren,  being  in 
the  enemy  s  lines  and  in  great  destitution,  applied  for  his  pardon.  The  superintendent 
stated  that  he  had  conducted  himself  well  during  his  confinement,  and  had  been  hiimlile  and 
obedient.  Under  the  circumstances,  and  believing  that  the  ends  of  justice  had  been  attained, 
I  granted  the  pardon. 

63.  Kobert  Patterson,  pardoned  same  day. 

At  the  March  term  of  the  hustings  court  held  for  Richmond  city  in  the  present  yi^ar,  Ro- 
bert Patterson,  charged  with  nuu'der,  was  indicted,  tried,  convicted  of  voluntary  man- 
slau^-hter,  and  sentenced  to  one  year's  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  Shortlj'  alter  his 
conviction  the  officers  of  the  medical  college,  in  whose  employment  he  had  been  f  t  some 
time,  sustained  by  Judge  Lyons,  who  tried  tlie  case,  applied  to  me  for  liis  pardcn  I  re- 
fus'-d  it  then,  because  I  considered  that  he  ought  to  be  punished  to  some  extent,  as  he  had 
previously  been  a  convict  in  the  penitentiary,  and  had  served  a  term.  The  application  was 
now  renewed.  The  prisoner  had  served  near  seven  months  of  his  time,  and  as  the  session 
of  the  ineilical  college  was  about  to  open,  and  his  services  were  represented  to  be  indispen- 
sable in  his  former  capacity,  I  directed  his  discharge. 
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64.  Reuben  Able,  pardoned  October  24,  1863. 

Reuben  Able,  cbarged  with  murder,  was  indicted  in  the  circuit  court  for  Prince  William 
county,  at  the  October  term  1860.  The  trial  did  not  take  place  during  the  term  a*  wMch 
the  indictment  p'as  found,  in  consequence  of  a  continuance  moved  for  by  the  prisoner.  At 
the  succeeding  spring  term  the  commonwealth  moved  for  a  continuance,  because  of  the  ab- 
sence of  the  attorney  for  the  commonwealth.  The  trial  was  had  at  the  October  term  1861. 
The  prisoner  was  found  guilty  of  voluntary  manslaughter,  and  was  sentenced  to  imprison- 
ment for  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.  The  prisoner  was  now  upwards  of  si.\ty  years  of 
age,  badly  ruptured,  iufirm  in  health,  and  a  charge  upon  the  institution.  Since  his  confine- 
ment his  conduct  as  a  prisoner  had  been  good.  He  had  four  sons  in  the  army,  who  had 
proved  themselves  good  soldiers,  and  who  now  asked  for  the  pardon  of  their  father.  In 
consideration  of  the  good  conduct  of  the  sons,  the  age  and  infirmity  of  tlie  fiither,  and  the 
fact  that  he  had  been  confined  in  jail  and  in  the  penitentiary  since  the  month  of  August 
1860,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

65.  Simon,  a  slave,  pardoned  same  day. 

At  a  court  held  for  Halifax  county  on  the  30th  day  of  September  last,  Simon,  a  slave,  the 
property  of  William  M.  Howerton,  Esquire,  charged  with  breaking  and  entering  the  dwel- 
ling house  of  Polly  Drummond  in  the  night  time,  assaulting  and  beating  her,  and  stealing 
therefrom  divers  sums  of  money  in  silver  coin  and  bank  notes,  and  various  pieces  of  calico 
and  articles  of  clothing,  was  tried,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  be  hung  on  the  4th  day  of 
December  1863.  Very  shortly  after  the  conviction  of  the  prisoner,  my  attention  was  called 
to  this  case  by  Colonel  Elisha  Barksdale,  one  of  the  delegates  from  the  county  of  Halifax 
in  the  general  assembly,  and  by  letters  from  Mr.  Howerton  and  his  wife,  and  I  have  there- 
fore given  to  the  record  the  most  careful  and  patient  examination.  My  conclusion  is  that 
there  is  no  evidence  to  show  that  the  prisoner  was  at  the  house  of  Mrs.  Dnimmond  on  the 
night  in  question,  or  on  any  other  occasion,  and  that  there  was  no  sufficient  evidence  to 
show  that  the  coin  which  he  expended  was  a  part  of  the  money  lost  by  Mrs.  Druumiond. 
On  the  score  of  character,  the  witnesses  for  the  commonwealth  and  the  prisoner  concur  in 
stating  that  his  character  (for  a  slave)  was  uncommonly  good.  Mr.  Howerton  states  in  his 
letter  tb  Colonel  Barksdale:  "  My  opinion  is  that  he  is  undoubtedly  innocent;  and  so  strong 
is  this  opinion,  that  I  would  not  hesitate  to  confide  in  him  as  far  now  as  I  ever  did — and 
heretofore  I  have  tmstod  him  in  and  with  every  thing  of  mine,  such  as  money  (public 
funds  at  that — and  you  may  well  judge  in  large  sums),  keys,  provisions,  other  valuables, 
&.C.,  &c.  I  can  tinly  say,  with  perfect  sincerity,  that  while  his  innocence- is  not  a  matter  of 
absolute  knowledge  on  my  part,  yet  it  approximates  it  so  nearly,  that  I  would  not  hesitate  to 
act  upon  it  as  if  it  were  a  matter  of  absolute  knowledge  and  of  ocular  demonstration.  Aj 
to  his  previous  character  and  standing,  wherever  he  was  known,  it  was  indf.ed  remarkable. 
He  was  esteemed,  as  he  really  was,  a  good  boy,  and  was  conspicuous  for  his  humility, 
polite  bearing  to  whites,  and  his  honesty."  "  His  fidelity  in  fact  distinguished  him  above 
all  others  in  the  neighborhood."  Mrs.  Howerton's  statements  as  to  the  character  of  the 
prisoner  are  equally  as  positive  and  decided  as  those  of  her  husband.  When  examined  ia 
the  case,  she  stated  that  Simon  had  been  the  most  faithful  servant  she  had  ever  known.  "  1 
know  that  my  husband  Colonel  Howerton  has  now  the  most  implicit  confidence  in  him.  He 
frequently  trusted  him  with  his  pocket  book."  Under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  I 
felt  it  to  be  an  imperative  duty  to  accede  to  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  and  I  accordingly 
granted  to  Simon  an  unconditional  pardon. 

66.  Joseph  Farro,  free  negro,  pardoned  November  2,  1863. 

At  a  court  of  hustings  held  for  the  city  of  Richmond  on  the  15th  day  of  October  last, 
Joseph  Farro,  a  free  negro,  charged  with  receiving,  and  having  in  his  possession,  stolen 
goods,  was  arraigned,  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced  to  be  sold  into  absolute  slavery.  A 
careful  examination  of  the  testimony,  as  presented  in  the  record,  satisfied  my  mind  that  it 
was  not  a  case  free  from  doubt.  The  record  shows  no  sufficient  identification  of  tbo  goods 
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claimed  by  Mr.  Hexter.  It  is  stated,  to  be  sure,  that  his  private  mark  was  ou  tlie  bundle  of 
kose,  but  what  that  private  mark  was  is  not  stated.  It  is  not  alleged  that  there  was  a  pri- 
vate mark  on  the  checked  domestic,  while  he  disclaimed  ownership  of  the  other  three 
packages  found  in  the  prisoner's  possession.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  proof  of  guilt 
•wds  not  satisfactory  to  my  mind.  In  addition,  the  proof  of  the  uniform  good  character  of 
thti  prisoner  was  complete,  as  furnished  by  gentlemen  of  the  highest  respectabihty,  resi- 
dents of  Charlottesville,  where  he  was  raised,  and  where  he  resided  until  the  past  five  or 
six  years.  Since  his  residence  in  Kichmond  several  most  respectable  gentlemen  testified 
to  iiis  good  character  here.  In  addition,  Mr.  .Jones,  one  of  the  justices  who  sat  upon  the 
trial,  states:  "I  was  one  of  the  magistrates  who  tried  Farro,  and  while  I  voted  to  couvict 
iim,  I  did  so  doubtingly;  and  the  fact  that  subsequent  reflection  convinced  me  that  I  was 
v/rong,  makes  me  peculiarly  anxious  that  he  should  be  pardoned."  A  pardon  was  now 
ssked  for  by  such  gentlemen  as  General  William  H.  Richardson,  Judge  William  H.  Lyous^ 
Thomas  J.  Randolph,  Thomas  P.  August,  General  George  W.  Randolph,  and  other  respecta- 
ble citizens  of  Albemarle  and  Richmond. 

67.  William  Patton,  alias  Wm.  Whaleu,  pardoned  November  3,  1863. 

At  the  fall  term  1853  of  the  circuit  court  held  for  the  county  of  Kanawha,  William  Pat- 
ton,  alias  Willianr  Whalen,  charged  with  murder,  was  indicted,  tried,  and  convicted  of  mur- 
der in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  thirteen  .- 
years.  He  had  now  been  imprisoned  nearly  ten  years,  and  since  his  confinement  had  been 
orderly,  obedient  and  faithful.  Mr.  Aldersou,  senator  from  the  Greenbrier  district,  applied 
for  his  pardon,  and  filed  a  letter  from  Mr.  Welch,  delegate  from  the  county  of  Kanawha,  in 
which  he  stated :  "  I  was  a  member  of  the  county  court  before  which  Patton  was  examined, 
*nd  remember  distinctly  at  the  time  that  .1  was  of  opinion  that  the  evidence  before  his  ex- 
amining court  was  not  sufficient  to  couvict  him,  being  wholly  circumstantial.  Patton 
proved  an  excellent  character  for  veracity  and  steady  habit.'*,  by  per.sons  of  the  highei't 
standirij^-  in  society,  vv  lio  had  known  him  from  his  boyhood  up  to  the  time  of  his  arrest." 
Mr.  Alderson  also  knew  him,  and  bore  testimony  to  his  previous  good  character.  In  con- 
sideration o'i  ilifio  i'lU'ts,  i\iud  of  t!;c  uduitiuiuU  i'acl  that  llie  couvict  iuiendad  to  enter  Ibo 
army,  I  directed  his  discharge.  ~  * 

68.  Joseph  Mowbray,  pardoned  Xuvomher  9,  1863. 

The  prisoner  was  indicted  in  the  circuit  court  held  for  the  corporation  of  Lynchburg,  at 
the  November  term  1862,  in  nine  cases,  for  dealing  faro,  and  at  the  July  term  following, 
■was  tried,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  in 
each  case,  and  the  costs  of  prosecution,  and  to  two  mouths'  imprisonment  in  each  case  in 
the  public  jail.  He  had  paid  all  the  fines  and  costs.  The  statements  of  eminent  physiciauf^^ 
•who  had  examined  him  showed  that  he  was  in  very  feeble  health,  and  that  imprisonment 
■would  probably  have  sacrificed  his  life.  The  attorney  for  the  commonwealth  and  the  judge 
concuned  in  this  opinion,  and  mth  numerous  respectable  citizens  earnestly  recommended 
him  to  executive  clemency.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  directed  his  discharge  from  con- 
finement in  all  the  cases. 

69.  Timothy  Reardon,  pardoned  November  17,  1863. 

The  offence  in  this  case  was  grand  larceny,  and  the  prisoner  was  condemned  by  the 
hustings  court  for  the  city  of  Richmond,  on  the  20th  October  1862,  to  three  years' imprison- 
ment in  the  penitentiary.  Application  for  his  pardon  was  submitted  by  the  superintendent 
of  the  penitentiary,  upon  the  ground  that  a  formidable  plot  had  been  formed  among  the 
convicts  to  effect  their  escape,  in  which  conspiracy  a  large  number  were  implicated ;  and 
that  throngh  information  given  by  Reardon  and  others,  the  superintendent  had  beeii>  enabled 
to  keep  a  watch  upon  the  conspirators,  and  eifectually  frustrate  their  whole  plan.  Sixteen 
of  the  lingleaders  were  discovered,  and  have  been  condemned  by  the  circuit  court  of  Rich- 
mond to  additional  punishment.    In  consideration  of  Reardon's  commendable  conduct  and 
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Lis  good  behavior  since  his  imprisonment,  and  as  an  inducement  to  others  iu  like  circum- 
stances to  give  similar  information,  I  pardoned  bim,  and  ordered  his  release. 

70.  Dana  Denizot,  pardoned  same  day. 

This  pai'don  rests  on  the  same  grounds  with  the  foregoing.  Denizot  was  sentenced  to  a 
like  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  with  Reardon,  for  entering  a  house  with  intent  to 
commit  a  larceny.  He  united  with  Reardon  in  giving  information  with'regard  to  the  con- 
spiracy above  mentioned ;  and  for  this  reason,  I  deemed  it  proper  to  pardon  and  discharge 
him. 

71.  Thomas  Mathews,  pardoned  November  20,  18fi3. 

Thomas  Mathe^\  s,  ihdicted  in  the  circuit  court  of  Lynchburg,  at  its  November  term  1302, 
for  unlawful  gaming,  to  wit,  for  exhibiting  faro  in  said  city  within  twelve  months  next  pre- 
ceding, at  the  November  term  of  said  court  1863  was  tried,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to 
pay  a  fine  of  $100,  and  to  undergo  an  imprisonment  of  two  months  iu  the  jail  of  said  city. 
The  prisoner  was  a  citizen  of  Lynchburg,  and  had  been  engaged  in  business  as  the  captain 
of  a  freight  boat  on  the  James  river  and  Kanawha  canal,  and  had  never  at  any  time  before 
engaged  in  dealing  faro,  nor  had  nuy  interest  in  a  bank,  but  accidentally  exhibited  the  garxje 
in  the  instance  for  which  he  was  found  guilty,  on  hi.s  own  confession,  during  the  brief  tem- 
porary absence  of  the  dealer.  His  pardon  was  asked  by  a  number  of  the  most  respectable 
citizens  of  Lynchbuvg,  who  urged  that  his  personal  attention  was  necessary  to  the  sub- 
sistence of  his  family,  which  was  wholh'  dependent  upon  his  labor.  Iu  consideration  of 
these  circumstances,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  since  the  offence  was  committed  the  law 
forbidding  the  e.vhibitiou  of  faro  has  been  materially  altered,  the  prisoner  having  paid  the 
(iue  and  costs,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

72.  Alexander  Zolman,  pardoned  same  day. 

At  the  November  term  1362  of  the  circuit  court  of  Lynchburg,  Zolman  was  indicted  In 
two  cases  for  keeping  and  exhibiting  faro  in  said  city,  and  at  the  November  term  1863  he 
was  tried  and  convicted  upon  his  own  confession,  and  sentenced  to  the  payment  in  each 
case  of  a  fine  of  $250  and  the  costs  of  prosecution,  and  to  imprisonmeut  in  each  case  for 
two  months  in  the  city  jail.  A  large  and  respectable  number  of  the  citizens  of  Lynchburg 
joined  the  prisoner  in  asking  for  his  pardon,  and  the  certificate  of  his  physicians,  tiled  wHh 
the  application,  sta,t(?d  that  he  was  laboring  under  an  incurable  disease,  and  that  in  tluir 
opinion  confinement  in  prison  would  greatly  endanger  his  life.  For  this  reason,  the  prisoner 
having  paid  ihe  fines  and  costs  in  both  cases,  and  in  view  of  the  fiict  that  the  law  iu  refereccc 
to  gambling  has  undergone  great  change  since  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  offences 
in  the  indictments  alleged,  I  discharged  him. 

73.  J.  W.  Bradshaw,  pardcmed  same  day. 

The  prisoner  was  indicted  in  two  cases  in  the  circuit  coiut  of  Lynchburg,  at  its  Novem- 
ber term  18G2,  for  exhibiting  fiiro;  and  at  the  November  term  1803  of  said  court,  he  was 
found  guilty,  upon  his  own  confession,  and  assessed  in  each  case  with  a  fine  of  $185  and 
costs,  and  sentenced  by  the  court  in  each  caf^e  to  two  months'  imprisonment  in  the  city  ja'.!. 
The  prisoner  was  represented  as  a  man  of  family,  entirely  dependent  upon  him  for  a  living, 
who  must  necessarily  suffer  if  he  were  retained  in  prison.  In  his  petition  he  averred  that 
since  the  finding  of  the  indictment  against  him  he  had  on  no  occasion  engaged  in  exhibiting 
faro,  and  had  no  interest  therein,  but  on  th«  contrary  declared  it  to  be  his  settled  purpose 
never  again  to  oft'end  the  law  in  this  respect.  The  petition  of  the  prisoner  for  pardon  was 
numerously  signed  by  many  of  the  most  respectable  citizens  of  Lynchburg.  The  fines  and 
costs  had  all  been  paid.  For  these  reasons,  and  the  additional  fact  that  the  law  iu  respect 
to  offences  of  this  character  has  been  changed  since  the  finding  of  the  indictments  in  these 
cases,  I  granted  the  pardon. 

74.  .lohn  Henley,  pardoned  December  0,  1803. 

The  prisoner  was  tried  and  convicted  in  the  circuit  court  of  Petersburg,  at  its  last  term, 
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for  invuhiutary  manslaughter,  in  shooting  one  Patrick  Galiahan,  and  senteuced  to  pay  a  fico 
of  one  thousand  dollars  and  the  costs  of  prosecution,  and  to  be  imprisoned  .vix  mouths  in 
the  common  jail  of  that  city.  From  the  fads  iu  the  case,  it  was  apparent  that  the  verdict 
of  the  jury  Avas  the  result  of  a  compromise.  The  only  person  who  was  personally  cogni- 
sant of  the  shooting  was  the  wife  of  the  prisoner,  and  there  seemed  no  doubt  that  her  testi- 
mony, if  it  could  have  been  received,  would,  with  the  facts  before  the  jury,  have  established 
a  shooting  iu  self-defence.  The  jurors  who  tried  the  case,  several  justices  of  the  peace,  and 
other  citizens  of  Petersburg,  among  them  the  Hon.  Judge  Joyues  and  Thomas  Wallace, 
Esquire,  pressed  for  his  pardon  on  these  grounds,  and  because  his  services  were  indispensa- 
ble to. the  gas  works  of  Petersburg,  where  he  has  long  been  engaged,  as  they  could  not  be 
substituted  by  those  of  any  other  person  in  that  city.  TJie  prisoner  had  paid  the  fine  and 
costs  of  prosecution.  In  consideration  of  these  facts,  and  the  additional  fact  that  the  pri- 
soner was  a  man  of  e.-^celleut  character,  I  dire(;ted  his  discharge. 

75.   "William  J.  Lusk,  pardoned  same  day. 

Lusk  v/as  indicted  and  tried  in  the  circuit  court  of  Richmond  city,  at  its  April  term  1863, 
found  guilty  of  participating  in  a  riot,  assejjsed  with  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  the 
costs  of  prosecution,  aud  sentenced  to  twelve  months'  imprisonment  iu  the  city  jail.  The 
pardon  of.  this  man  had  been  several  times  urged,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  accidentally  in 
KJchiuond  at  the  time  of  the  riot,  and  if  engaged  in  it,  his  conduct  was  the  result  of  mo- 
meutary  excitement.  He  is  vouched  for  by  those  wlio  knew  him  at  home,  in  De  Soto,  Mis- 
sissip])!,  as  a  man  of  unblemished  character.  His  officers  (of  the  17th  regiment  Mississippi 
volunteers,  Barksdale's  brigade)  united  in  declaring  that  since  he  had  been  iu  service  he 
had  maintained  an  unimpeachable  character  as  a  soldier ;  that  he  was  prompt  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  and  had  taken  his  part  in  every  battle  in  which  his  corripany  had  been 
engaged  up  to  the  period  of  his  arrest.  His  services  in  his  company  were  claimed  as  in- 
valuable, and  his  release  earnestly  asked  for.  Believing  that  the  dignity  of  the  law  had 
been  sufficiently  vindicated,  I  directed  his  discharge,  not  releasing  him,  however,  from  the 
payment  fif  the  fine  and  costs  of  prosecnition. 

70.   Darius  E.  Williams,  pardoned  December  JO,  1833. 

Iu  the  circuit  court  of  Floyd  county,  at  its  April  term  18G3,  Darius  E.  Williams  was  in- 
dicted, tried  and  found  guilty  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eight  years' 
imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  The  prisoner,  a  private  in  the  24th  regiment  of  Vii'ginia 
volunteers,  was  detailed  by  his  commanding  officers  to  go  with  Lieut.  Helms  of  same  regi- 
ment to  the  county  of  Floyd,  to  enroll  conscripts  and  arrest  deserters.  On  the  22d  Decem- 
ber 1862,  near  Floyd" courthouse,  the  wagon  in  which  were  the  prisoner  and  four  deserters, 
was  approached  by  a  man  in  the  dn.sk  of  the  evening.  He  was  repeatedly  hailed,  and  re- 
fused to  answer,  but  turned  his  horse  towards  the  prisoner,  and  struck  him  in  the  face  with 
a  switch;  whereupon  the  prisoner  fired  upon  this  unknown  person,  and  unfortunately  killed 
him.  The  deceased  proved  to  be  a  limatic.  The  parties  had  never  met  before.  The  case 
was  taken  to  the  court  of  appeals,  and  a  new  trial  was  n^fused  by  a  divided  cotirt.  The 
united  testimony  of  the  officers  of  his  regiment  declared  the  prisoner  to  be  a  man  of  exem- 
jilary  character  aud  fidelity  to  his  duties,  m-Iio  had  been  in  the  service  since  the  war  com- 
menced in  April  1861,  and  for  his  gallantry  at  Seven  Pines  and  afterwards  around  Rich- 
mond, had  received  promotion.  Upon  the  testimony  set  out  in  the  record,  and  the  repre- 
pentations  made  by  liis  officers  (the  court  of  a\)peals,  by  a  divided  court,  having  refused  a 
writ  of  en'or),  I  directed  his  discharge. 

77.   William  McGuire,  pardoned  December  12,  186:>. 

At  a  special  term  of  the  circuit  court  held  for  Roanoke  county,  in  November  1863,  Wil- 
liam McGuire,  indicted  for  horse  stealing,  was  tried,  found  guilty,  and  soutenced  to  one 
year's  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  The  evidence  sliows  that  he  was  found  in  the 
possession  of  the  horse,  but  his  previous  good  character,  and  his  own  allegation,  that  he 
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bad  purchaticd  tho  animal,  induced  me  to  doubt  whether  he  had  stoLeu  her,  aud  whether  he 
did  not  purchase  the  mare,  althoiigh  he  was  unable  to  produce  the  part}',  on  the  trial,  from 
whom  he  alleged  he  had  made  the  purchase.  A  uuiuber  of  the  citizens  of  Roanoke,  Hon. 
\V.  R.  Stujiics  of  the  confederate  cunpjress,  Mr.  Aldorsun  of  tho  senate  of  Virginia,  and 
several  nu  lubere  of  the  house  of  delegates,  all  well  at^cjuaiiiU^d  with  the  pri.^oner,  now  asked 
his  discharge.     In  consideration  of  these  circumstances,  I  granted  the  pardon. 

78.    William  Maclin,  a  free;  negro,  pardoned  December  12,  18fi^. 

The  prisoner  was  tried  before  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  on  the  charge 
of  burglary  and  larceny,  found  guilty,  aud  sentenced  to  be  sold  into  absolute  slavery.  The 
evidence  in  this  case,  in  my  judgment,  falls  far  short  of  establishing  the  prisoner's  guilt. 
His  knowledge  of  the  burglary  maj'  be  iuftrred,  but  it  is  certainly  not  proven.  In  this 
stale  of  the  case,  his  previous  good  characU^r,  so  clearly  established  by  Col.  Richard  O. 
Haskins  and  Robert  Still,  should  be  a  shield  sufficient  to  protect  hiin  against  this  judgment. 
The  pardon  in  this  case  was  applied  for  by  L.  W.  Tazewell,  Esquire,  who  I  know  is  not 
a  person  iucliu»!d  to  screen  the  guilty,  and  would  not  ask  a  pardon  where  the  judgment  was 
founded  ujion  clear  proof  of  guilt.  He  is  one  of  the  most  etficient  officers  in  the  state,  and 
his  course  has  shown  that  he  has  no  sympathy  with  the  violators  of  the  laws  of  tho  com- 
monwealth. Under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  I  directed  the  discharge  of  the 
prisoner. 

REPRIEVES. 

1.  Michael  Duckton,  reprieved  February  5,  1863. 

Upon  application  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Teeling,  I  this  day  granted  a  reprieve  to  Michael  Buck- 
ton,  who,  under  the  sentence  of  the  court  of  hustings  for  the  city  of  Richmond,  was  to  have 
been  hung  the  day  following,  for  murder — suspending  the  execution  of  the  sentence  until 
the  'i7th  of  the  month.  Afterwards,  on  more  mature  consideration,  the  sentence  was  com- 
iiuilcd  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  This  last  action  of  the  executive,  along  with 
a  more  full  statement  of  the  cas<%  will  be  found  under  the  caption  Coiimtulaliotis,  in  the 
subsequent  part  of  this  communication. 

2.  Sylvanus  T.  Brown,  a  free  n^'gro,  reprieved  November  .'),  18()l{. 

An  application  having  been  submitted  for  the  pardon  of  Sylvanus  T.  Brown,  a  free  negro, 
sentenced  on  the  13th  of  October  18(53,  by  tht;  court  of  hustings  for  the  city  of  Richmond, 
to  be  sold  into  slavery  for  grand  larceny,  in  order  to  afford  time  to  examine  the  papers  filed 
in  the  case,  I  reprieved  tin'  prisoner  until  Thursday  the  I'ith  November.  Afterwards,  upon 
isamiuing  the  papers,  I  declined  to  grant  tlu;  pardon. 

3.  John,  a  slave,  r8pri<',v('d  November  20,  1863. 

Having  received  a  letter  from  George  P.  Scarburgh,  Esquire,  informing  mc  that  John,  a 
slave,  condemned  by  the  county  court  of  Halifax  to  be  hung  for  burglary,  was  confined  in 
jail  with  another  prisoner  afflicted  with  the  small-pox,  and  that  the  sheriff  would  therefore 
not  be  able  to  execute  the  sentence  without  exposing  himself  and  his  assistants  to  tho  dan- 
ger of  contracting  the  disease,  I  ordered  the  reprieve  of  tho  prisoner,  and  suspended  the 
execution  of  the  sentence  for  the  period  of  thirty  days. 

Commutations  of  Cajjital   Punishment. 

1.   Michael  Buckton— sentence  commuted  February  21,  18(?3. 

The  prisoner  was  tried  by  the  court  of  Imstings  for  the  city  of  Richmond  in  December 
1862,  found  guilty  of  murder,  and  on  the  2;5d  of  that  month  sentenced  to  be  executed 
February  Tilh,  18()3.  The  record  made  out  a  very  clear  case  against  the  prisoner,  but  affi- 
davits isubsequcQtly  procured  caused  so  much  doubt  in  uiy  raiud  that  I  determined  to  post- 
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pone  the  execution  for  t\vpnty  daj-s,  and  in  the  mean  time  to  make  a  personal  examination 
of  tlie  gTound  where  the  otFenee  was  charged  to  have  been  committed.  In  company  with 
the  mayor  of  tho  city  I  visited  the  place,  when  Mrs.  Howell,  who  owns  the  house,  pointed 
out  the  position  of  the  parties  A\hen  the  fatal  stab  was  given,  and  also  the  position  of  the 
little  girl  who  testified  in  the  case,  and  whose  testimony  was  strongly  relied  upon  to  justify 
the  conviction.  After  the  most  careful  examination,  I  became  entirely  convinced  that  it 
was  impossible  for  this  child  to  have  seen  the  scuffle.  Besides,  there  was  so  much  similarity 
between  the  language  employed  by  Mrs.  Dulaney  and  the  child  in  their  testimony,  that  I 
was  unwillingly  forced  to  the  conchision  that  the  child  had  been  tampen'd  with.  In  addi- 
tion, I  learned,  by  a  letter  from  ^Ir.  H.  L.  Gallaher  (whom  I  have  long  known  as  a  most 
reliable  and  excellent  gentleman,  and  in  whose  statements  1  repose  implicit  confidence), 
that  Buckton  was  previously  a  man  of  good  character.  I  will  not  disturb  the  ashes  of  the 
dead,  by  reproducing  here  what  Mr.  Gallaher  says  of  the  deceased.  Under  all  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case,  maturely  and  carefully  considered,  my  mind  was  brought  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  was  an  imperative  duty  to  commute  the  sentence  to  ten  years'  imprisonment 
in  the  penitentiary ;  and  this  was  accordingly  done. 

2.   Jackson  G.  Ferguson,  sentence  commuted  April  8,  1863. 

At  the  November  term  ]8(i2  of  the  circuit  court  of  Chesterfield,  Ferguson  was  tried  ou  an 
indictment  for  murder,  was  found  guilty  of  miu'der  in  the  firstMegree,  and  sentenced  to  be 
hung  ou  the  19th  day  of  December  1862.  Upon  a  writ  of  error  to  the  court  of  appeals, 
the  judgment  of  the  court  below  was  affirmed  in  February  1863,  and  the  execution  of  the 
sentence  was  now  only  awaiting  the  further  action  of  the  court.  A  petition  for  the  commu- 
tation of  the  sentence,  numerously  signed  by  some  of  the  most  respectable  of  the  citizens 
of  the  county,  and  a  letter  of  James  H.  Cox,  Esquire,  presiding  ju.stice  of  the  county  court 
of  Chesterfield,  who  was  the  only  witness  against  the  prisoner,  present  circumstances  which 
could  not  legally  be  adduced  in  evidence  in  mitijjation  of  the  sentence.  Ferguson  is  repre- 
sented as  having  borne  an  excellent  character  while  a  youth,  and  afterwards  couuucted 
liimself  in  an  exeinpLsry  manner.  He  was  a  man  of  a  facile  and  pliable  disposition,  and 
would  seem,  from  the  papers  presented,  to  have  been  the  dupe  of  the  deceased,  under  whose 
authority  he  had  been  working  for  somft  time  before  the  murder.  The  evidence  was  mainly 
circumstantial,  and  Mr.  Cox,  the  only  witness,  in  view  of  all  tJie  tacts  and  ciicunistauces 
connected  with  the  case,  says :  "This  is  a  case  tliat  strongly  addresses  itself  to  executive 
interposition,  not  for  jiardon,  but  for  imprisonment  for  life."  Believing  witli  the  p(:vtitioners, 
that  "  all  the  ends  of  justice  would  be  answered  by  irnpvisoinuent,"  and  for  the  reasons 
before  set  forth,  I  commuted  the  punishment  to  imprisonment  tor  eighteen  years  in  the 
penitentiary. 

In  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  I  have  exercised  the  pardcmiug  jjower  piore  frequently  than 
I  would  otherAvise  have  done,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  institution  has  been  crowded  with 
convicts  far  beyond  the  number  that  can  be  safely,  comfortably  or  profitably  confined  within 
its  walls.  It  is  hazardous  and  difficult  to  dispose  of  three  hundred  prisoners  in  an  institn- 
tion  designed  only  for  two  hundred  and  fifty.  The  number  of  convicts  for  the  present  and 
past  year  has  beim  unusually  large,  and  within  that  time  many  of  them  have  been  of  noto- 
riously bad  character.  Several  attempts  have  been  made  to  form  combinations,  with  a 
view  to  effect  their  escape,  but  happily,  through  information  derived  from  some  of  the  better 
class  of  prisoners,  the  plots  were  discovered  and  their  plans  frustrated.  Owing  to  these 
facts,  I  have,  after  frequent  (consultations  with  the  superintendent,  granted  pardons  to  many 
of  the  more  meritorious,  as  rewards  for  their  good  conduct,  and  to  excite  others  to  emulate 
their  example. 

Great  difficulty  has  also  been  experienced  since  the  war  commenced  in  procuring  regular 
supplies  of  materials  to  keep  the  convicts  employed.  Indeed,  on  many  occasions  during 
this  period,  the  want  of  materials  has  compelled  some  of  the  shops  to  be  closed,  and  the  pri- 
soners confined  to  their  cells  for  days  together. 
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It  will  doubtless  be  g-ratifjing  to  the  general  assembly  to  know  that  quite  a  number  of 
those  who  have  been  pardoned  have  voluntarily  entered  the  army,  and  with  a  solitary  ex- 
ception (so  far  as  I  have  learned),  have  exhibited  patriotism,  courage  and  devotion  to  our 
cause.  Several  of  them  have  fallen  in  battle,  others  have  been  more  than  once  wounded, 
and  after  their  recovery  have  cheerfully  returned  to  service.  -Others  again,  who  have 
escaped  death  and  wounds,  still  exhibit  the  spirit  and  courage  which  they  manifested  in  the 
beginning.  I  required  the  officer  of  the  company  to  whom  each  was  assigned,  to  conceal 
the  fact  that  lie  was  a  convict,  that  he  niight,  by  good  conduct,  recover  his  lost  reputation, 
and  relieve  him  from  the  disgrace  which  imprisonment  had  attached  to  it.  This  they  have 
done,  Avith  rare  exceptions,  by  acts  of  gallantry  and  courage  on  the  field,  and  a  faithful  dis- 
charge of  duty  in  the  camp.  I  recur  to  my  action  iu  these  cases  with  infinite  satisfaction 
and  pleasure.

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT, 

Richmond,  Va.,  Dec.  18,  1863. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates  : 

In  my  regular  communication  to  you  at  the  opening  of  this  scssiori,  I 
pretermitted  two  subjects  of  much  interest  and  importance,  not  only  at  the  present  tim«, 
but  in  the  future. 

The  first  is  in  regard  to  our  state  naturalization  law.  This  law  needs  amendment,  so  as 
to  make  it  suitable  to  the  present  condition  of  affairs. 

It  is  apparent  to  even  a  casual  observer  that  our  cities  and  towns  are  being  filled  with  a 
jtopulation,  coming  fi'om  states  outside  of  the  Confederacy,  who  are  not  liable  to  military 
duty,  and  who  render  no  service  in  this  pressing  emergency.  They  are  here  and  have  been 
here  since  the  war  commenced,  many  of  them  loafers,  and  many  others  engaged  in  pursuits 
of  different  kinds,  all  living  upon  the  substance  of  the  country,  enjoying  the  protection  of 
the  governments,  state  and  confederate,  and  rendering  no  adequate  service  in  return.  Such 
men  should  be  required  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  state  and  fidelity  to  the  Con- 
federacy, if  they  are  to  remain  amongst  us.  Virginia  lias  upon  the  statute  book  a  naturali- 
zation law,  and  it  should  be  so  enlarged  as  to  embrace  all  such  persons. 

These  men  having  lived  here  for  two  years  will  doubtless  claim  the  exercise  of  the  right 
ef  suffrage,  and  with  such  numbers  as  we  have  in  some  of  our  cities  and  towns  will  be  able 
to  control  the  voice  of  the  native  and  adopted  population. 

Another  evil  in  this  connection  that  requires  remedy,  is  the  paroling  of  Yankee  prisoners 
and  deserters  and  the  administration  to  them  of  an  oath  of  allegiance ;  by  whom  administered, 
or  where  administered  is  not  known  to  me.  The  laws  require  that  this  oath  shall  be  admi- 
nistered in  a  court  of  record — that  the  person  applying  to  be  naturalized  shall  first  declare  his 
intention,  and  after  he  has  remained  here  five  years,  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  these  facts, 
and  the  additional  facts  that  he  has  conducted  himself  in  an  orderly  manner  and  has  showa 
his  devotion  to  the  government  and  the  institutions  of  the  country,  the  oath  may  be  admi- 
nistered to  liira  In  the  new  mode  of  manufacturing  citizens,  none  of  these  forms  and 
requisites  are  complied  with.  This  is  a  violation  of  the  rights  of  the  state,  and  a  scanda- 
lous abuse  that  ought  to  be  corrected. 

There  are  numerous  reasons  why  this  business  should  be  stopped.  The  despot  who 
reigns  at  Washington,  and  who  seeks  the  blood  of  the  men,  women  and  children  of  the 
south,  has  issued  his  proclamation  for  the  emancipation  of  our  slaves,  and  if  he  wish  to 
carry  it  out  effectually,  no  better  plan  could  have  been  devised.  Turn  these  men  loose  \a 
the  community,  where  they  can  mingle  with  ou/ negro  population,  and  they  can  advise  them 
(if  the  wishes  of  Lincoln  and  his  adherents,  and  will  be  able  to  persuade  them  of  the  policy 
he  wishes  adopted  for  their  benefit.  The  result  must  necessarily  be  discontent  and  dissalls- 
faction  amongst  our  slaves. 

This  policy  is  mischievous  in  its  effects  upon  the  people  of  the  state.  It  renders  them  'dis- 
satisfied with  the  action  of  the  government,  and  whatever  is  calculated  to  produce  this 
result  renders  them  less  active,  less  energetic,  and  less  disposed  to  aid  in  carrying  out 
government  purposes  and  objects.  Such  results  ought  at  tliis  time  by  all  means  to  be 
avoided.    Other  reasons  might  be  assigned,  but  these  are  sufiBcient. 
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A  bill  extending  certuin  privileges  to  the  coufedenite  government  in  regard  to  the  fee  sini- 
;)Ie  use  of  our  iron,  lead  and  coal  mines,  passed  the  house  of  delegates  at  the  last  session, 
and  I  desire  as  one  of  the  last  acts  of  my  administration  to  place  on  record  my  opinion  as 
to  the  impolicy  of  this  sort  of  legislation.  Sluch  of  our  troubh'  at  this  moment  grows  out 
of  our  cession  of  territory  to  the  federal  government  for  forts,  arsenals,  &c.  I  am  utterly 
opposed  to  such  entangling  alliances  in  future,  and  I  trust  that  the  general  assembly  will 
Inarn  wisdom  from  the  past,  and  will  thei'efore  hold  the  territory  of  the  state,  and  especially 
her  mineral  resources,  under  her  exclusive  control!  It  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  guard  against 
such  embarrassments,  and  so  to  legislate  as  to  protect  the  state  in  every  possible  contin- 
gency. In  times  like  these  we  know  not  what  a  day  may  bring  forth,  and  we  should  avoid 
every  thing  that  may  be  calculated  to  embarrass  us  in  future.  If  such  legislation  shall  be 
ijonsunimatcd,  I  fear  the  day  will  come  whf^n  we  shall  repent  it.

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ADDRESS. 


Sevpiiteen  years  ago,  I  appeared  in  this  capitol  to  take  tlie  oaths  of  office  as  tlic  governor 
elect  of  the  comniomvealth  of  Virginia.  By  the  permission  of  God  and  the  election  of  the 
people,  I  am  now  here  to  repeat  them.  Entrusted  by  my  countrymen,  under  the  perilorn 
circumstances  which  surround  us,  with  the  important  duties  which  I  am  about  (o  assume,  "i 
think  it  altogether  a  littlng  occasion,  as  I  hereby  do,  to  express  my  most  profound  acknow  • 
Ic'lgmeuts  for  this  gratifying  and  distinguishing  mark  of  their  confidence.  I  hope  I  may 
deserve  it :  certain  it  is,  if  my  best  eflorts  to  accomplish  all  that  may  be  expected  of  nie, 
within  my  constitutional  powers,  will  suffice,  I  shall  not  be  disappointed. 

On  the  17th  day  of  September  1787  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  was  adopted  by 
the  convention,  and  transmitted  by  the  president  thereof,  General  Washington,  to  the  cor. 
gross  of  the  Confederation.  In  his  letter,  he  says,  among  other  things,  "and  thus  the  con 
stitution  which  we  now  present  is  the  result  of  a  spirit  of  amity  and  of  that  mutual  defe 
rence  and  concession  which  the  peculiarity  of  our  political  situation  rendered  indispensa 
blc."  In  the  concluding  part  of  his  letter,  he  also  says,  "  that  it  will  meet  the  full  and  en 
tire  approbation  of  every  state,  is  not,  perhaps,  to  be  expected;  but  each  will,  doubtless, 
recollect  that,  had  her  interests  been  alone  consulted,  the  consequences  might  have  been 
particularly  disagreeable  or  injurious  to  others." 

The  constitution,  thus  constructed,  Avas  adopted  by  the  states  at  different  periods,  but  e'o 
ven  of  them  having  ratified  it,  the  7th  article  thereof  declaring  that,  "  tlie  ratification  of  the 
conventions  of  nine  states  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  establi.shment  of  this  constitution  be 
tween  the  states  so  ratifying  the  same,"  the  government  authorized  tlioreb}-  was  fully  or- 
ganized by  the  installation  of  President  Washington,  on  the  30lh  of  April  1789.  lie  wa.i 
elected  unanimously,  but  ten  states  only  united  in  his  election.  North  Carolina  remained 
out  of  this  Union  until  the  'Jlst  of  November  1789,  as  Rhode  Island  did  untfl  the  29th  of 
May  1790.  It  is  obvious  that  they  were  sovereign  states,  complete  nationalities,  and  might 
have  remained  separate,  "  free  and  independent  states.""  Undeniably,  the  old  Union,  under 
the  first  constitution,  which  took  us  triumphantly  through  the  revolutionary  war,  and  to 
which  North  Carolina  and  Rhode  Island  seemed  so  anxious  to  adhere,  was  dissolved  by  the 
withdrawal  of  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof,  and  another  substituted  therefor.  Wulk 
'this  secession?  Let  the  facts  stated  give  the  reply.  Was  it  right  for  a  portion  of  the  state.*'; 
to  disregard  or  destroy  a  compact  with  those  of  their  associates  who  withheld  or  refused 
their  consent?     Allow  me  to  give  a  short  time  to  the  consideration  of  this  cnquir}-. 

It  may  be  conceded  that  the  government  formed  by  the  articles  of  confederation  wfv 
wholly  inadequate  for  its  essential  purposes — that  it  could  neither  secure  to  us  the  respect 
of  foreign  powers,  nor  promote  our  prosperity  at  home.  True,  it  had  taken  us  through  the 
revolution,  but  the  stern  necessities  of  our  condition  fired  the  hearts  of  the  people,  and  they 
Ibrbdre  to  question  power  when  it  was  exercised  for  the  purpose  of  filling  our  ranks  and 
feeding  and  clothing  our  gallant  soldiers.  The  declaration  of  independence  had  enunciated 
to  the  world  the  right  of  a  "  people  to  dissolve  the  political  bands  which  connected  them 
with  another,"  and  "  to  alter  or  to  abolish"  the  existing  form  of  government,  "and  to  in 
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stitute  a  new  government,  laying  its  foundation  on  sucli  principles  and  organizing  its  powers 
in  such  form  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  safety  and  happiness."  And, 
in  that  day,  no  one  doubted  the  right  to  reform  the  existing  government  and  replace  it  with 
another,  whenever  any  of  the  parties  to  it  should  see  fit  to  do  so. 

It  was  confidently  concluded,  by  those  who  believe  in  the  progressive  civilization  of  our 
race,  that  our  revolution  had  firmly  established  this  great  right.  It  had  been  distinctly  pro- 
claimed to  the  world  as  the  ground  upon  which  the  thirteen  dependent  colonies  of  Great 
Britain  justified  their  separation  from  the  mother  country,  and  the  assumption  of  the  rights, 
powers  and  duties  of  indi-peudent  states.  The  great  struggle  had  been  successfully  fought 
upon  it.  The  declaration  containing  it  had  passed  into  every  civilized  language.  Our  an- 
cestors had  acted  upon  it  after  their  ind^^pendence  had  been  recognized.  President  Buchanan, 
the  predecessor  of  the  present  chief  magistrate  of  the  United  States,  had  declared  that  the 
federal  government  had  no  right  to  make  war  upon  a  seceding  state.  Nor  was  this  all.  The 
celebrated  paper,  to  which  I  hate  so  often  referred,  not  only  distinctly  asserted  the  right 
of  separation,  but  boldh'-  proclaimed  it  to  be  the  duty,  of  the  states,  whom  it  might  concern, 
to  exercise  it,  whenever,  in  their  judgment,  it  Avas  necessary.  It  was  confidently  believed 
tiiat  this  great  philosophical  right,  which  may,  very  properly,  be  called  the  right  of  secession, 
would  preserve  the  peace  between  the  parties  to  the  compact,  under  all  circumstances,  and 
throughout  all  time.  I  know  there  are  many  persons  who  deny  this  right,  and  yet  admit 
that  of  revolution.  Now,  I  cannot  too  earnestly  insist  that  the  right  of  secession,  practi- 
cally recognized  and  admitted,  is  the  guaranty  of  peace ;  while  the  right  of  revolution  ne- 
cessarily leads  to  civil  war.  One  applies  to  a  confederation  of  states,  and  cannot  be  politi- 
cally wrong;  the  other  acts  within  a  nation,  and  is  rarely  right.  It  is  true  the  power  of  the 
parts  is  not  equal  to  the  power  of  the  whole;  but  what  of  that  ?  Governments  are  not  in- 
stituted for  aggression,  but  for  the  security  of  the  rights  of  "  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit 
of  happiness." 

I  have  heretofore  remarked  upon  the  peculiar  language  of  General  Washington,  in  his 
letter  communicating  the  constitution,  aS  agreed  upon  in  convention,  to  the  old  congress. 
It  was,  he  says,  "the  result  of  a  spirit  of  amity,  and  of  that  mutual  deference  and  conces- 
sion, tchich  the  peculiarity  of  our  political  situation  rendered  indispensable.^'  Without  the 
influence  of  such  considerations,  it  would  not  have  been  adopted  by  the  convention.  Wide 
and  deep-rooted  opposition  to  it  was  found  to  pervade  the  public  mind  throughout  the  Con- 
federacy. Three  of  the  most  powerful  minds  of  the  day,  in  a  series  of  numbers,  now  known 
as  the  Federalist,  undertook  the  task  of  reconciling  the  people  to  its  adoption.  Many  of  the 
states  yielded  their  assent  to  it  with  extreme  reluctance.  Virginia,  after  formidable  oppo- 
sition, headed  by  Patrick  Henry,  sent  her  ratification  of  it,  with  a  number  of  amendments, 
designed  to  guard  against  certain  constructions  of  which  it  was  susceptible,  and  which, 
with  others,  were  subsequently  adopted.  And  it  is  certain  that  the  states  never  vvould  have 
adopted  this  untried  and  much  doubted  experiment,  had  there  been  any  question  of  their 
right  to  withdraw  at  pleasure  from  the  Union  it  was  designed  to  form. 

When  the  constitution  was,  however,  adopted,  it  was  obvious  to  the  most  ordinary  saga- 
city, that,  unless  it  was  construed,  and  its  admitted  powers  were  exercised,  in  the  spirit  to 
which  the  constitution  was  indebted  for  its  existence,  the  government  authorized  thereby 
could  not  last.  Yet  it  is  a  well  known  historical  fact  that  a  great  party  Avas  speedily  formed 
to  change  the  whole  character  of  the  government,  and,  through  the  agency  of  the  implied 
powers  thereof,  irtterly  to  subvert  the  reserved  powers  of  the  states.  This  was  the  more  re- 
markable, as  the  powers  of  the  federal  government  were  exclusively  of  a  delegated  charac- 
ter— that  powers  not  granted  were  denied.  The  evidences  on  this  subject  might  be  multi- 
])lied  as  the  leaves  of  autumn,  were  it  necessary,  but  as  I  refer  to  it  only  for  the  purpose  of 
pointing  out  the  fountain  of  bitter  Avaters,  I  may  be  spared  further  specification  and  be 
allowed  to  follow  its  flow  to  that  great  ocean,  the  storms  of  which  have  carried  sorrow  and

death  into  the  bosom  of  almost  every  family  in  the  land.  I  shall  confine  myself  to  one  sub- 
ject only  as  illustrative  of  that  want  "  of  amity,  and  of  that  mutual  deference  and  conces- 
sion Avhich  the  peculiarity  of  our  political  situation  rendered  indispensable." 

One  of  the  great  interests  to  be  protected  in  the  now  constitution  was  the  institution  of 
slavery.  That  interest  well  knew  that  great  efforts  would  be  made  for  its  overthrow ;  and 
although,  at  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  slavery  existed  in  all  the  states  but  one,  j'et 
the  unerring  law  of  race  allowed  no  doubt  that  its  final  resting  place  would  be  in  the  southern 
states.  To  provide  for  its  safety  and  protection  was  a  plain  and  obvious  duty.  Provisions 
were  accordingly  inserted  in  the  constitution,  which  were  deemed  ample  and  sufiicicnt;  and 
the  price  for  them  cheerfully  paid,  in  the  power  over  commerce  and  navigation.  Notwith- 
standing all  which,  at  the  first  congress  agitation  began.  The  act  of  1793,  known  as  the 
fugitive  slave  act,  was  passed  to  vitalize  the  clause  of  the  constitution  authorizing  the  re- 
turn of  fugitive  slaves.  General  Washington  was  the  first  to  claim  the  benefit  of  it ;  but  he 
gave  up  his  claim  sooner  than  provoke  the  howl  which  was  about  to  be  raised  by  the  fanatics 
of  Massachusetts. 

And  ho,  the  Father  of  bis  Country  and  the  president  of  the  United  States,  was  denied 
the  benefit  of  a  clause  of  the  constitution  and  of  an  act  of  congress  intended  to  give  it 
effect.  As  time  swept  on  agitation  continued,  increasing  in  strength  and  volume,  until,  in 
the  great  struggle  of  1819-20,  it  was  openly  proclaimed  by  the  north,  in  debate,  that  the 
admission  of  Missouri  was  a  question  of  power,  and  as  such,  overrode  all  other  considera- 
tions. It  is  well  known  that  this  question  at  that  time  seriously  endangered  the  Union. 
Upon  its  unfortunate  adjustment,  did  fanaticism  cease  its  efforts?  No,  its  work  was  only 
partially  accomplished,  and  agitation  was  resumed  with  increased  activity,  in  utter  disre- 
gard of  that  fraternal  spirit,  without  which  the  cry  of  Union  was  nothing  more  than  an 
empty  sound.  It  again  culminated  in  1850  upon  the  territorial  question,  and  the  Union 
once  more  trembled  to  its  base.  But  the  wisdom  of  congress  effected  a  truce,  and  by  a 
series  of  measures,  postponed  the  impending  blow.  This  adjustment,  however,  gave  no 
peace,  no  repose.  Fanaticism,  balked  of  its  entirt^  purpose,  redoubled  its  efforts — it  gave, 
warning  on  the  floor  of  the  senate  that  agitation  should  never  cease  until  its  designs  should 
be  fully  accomplished — it  entered  the  halls  of  state  legislation,  and  obtained  the  passage  of 
personal  liberty  laics;  laws  denouncing  citizens,  in  pursuit  of  their  propcrtj-,  as  guilty  of  a 
drime  punishable  by  confinement  in  the  penitentiary ;  laws  for  removing  judges  who  proved 
too  honest  and  independent  to  become  the  tool  of  its  will — and  all  intended  to  nullify  a 
clause  of  the  constitution  and  acts  passed  in  pursuance  thereof— it  incited  mobs  to  do  the 
w'Srk  of  death  upon  respectable  citizens  in  pursuit  of  their  lawful  and  constitutional  rights. 
And,  finally,  in  disregard  of  all  precedent— of  that  "spirit  of  amity"  and  of  "that  mulual 
deference  and  concession"  to  whicli  I  have  so  frequently  referred — dared  to  run  an  entiielf 
sectional  ticket,  for  the  highest  offices  of  the  country,  declaring  that  it  would  no  longer  be 
dependent  upon  the  slaveholding  states  to  any  extent  whatever.  This  position  thus  taken 
and  successfully  maintained  by  northern  fanaticism  in  the  election  of  its  candidates,  filit\l 
the  hearts  of  the  southern  states  with  despondency  and  gloom;  and  impressed  them  with 
the  melancholy  conviction  that  there  was  no  longer  a  hope  of  living  in  the  Union,  in  the 
enjoyment  of  the  rights  it  was  designed  to  secure,  and  that  the  time  had  come  when  the 
existing  form  of  government  having  become  destrnctive  of  those  ends  for  which  it  was 
instituted,  it  was  their  right  as  it  was  their  duty,  in  the  language  of  the  declaration  of  inde- 
pendence, "  to  alter,  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  institute  a  new  government,  laying  its  founda- 
tion on  such  principles  and  organizing  its  powers  in  such  form,  as  to  them  shall  seem  most 
likely  to  effect  their  safety  and  happiness." 

But,  notwithstanding  the  long-continued  wrongs  and  injuries  which  the  south  had  sus- 
tained at  the  hands  of  the  non-slaveholding  north,  most  of  the  southern  states  still  clun^' 
with  fond  tenacity  to  the  work  of  our  fathers,  and  essayed  in  various  ways  to  readjust  tha 
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disturbed  relations  of  tte  states.  Our  dear  old  Virginia  made  extraordinary  efforts,  as  well 
tiofitted  her,  for  readjustment  and  for  peace:  but  all  in  vain.  The  north,  stimulated  by  her 
liatred  of  the  south,  and  the  consciousness  of  her  strength,  and  believing,  unhappily,  that 
wo  would  not  dare  the  last  extremity,  {urned  a  deaf  ear  to  every  overture  and  resolved  on 
force.  On  the  15th  day  of  April  ISRJ ,  President  Lincoln  issued  his  proclamation  for  seventy- 
five  thousand  men  to  put  down  the  insurrection,  as  he  was  pleased  to  term  it.  Virginia  was 
called  upon  for  her  quota  to  dragoon  her  southern  sisters  into  submission,  and  she  responded 
l'>7  passing,  on  the  17th  of  April  185^  her  ordinance  of  secession,  uniting  her  fate  to  theirs. 
It  was  under  this  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  non-slaveholding  states,  and  after  every  effort 
to  preserve  the  Union  which  our  ancestors  had  formed,  had  failed,  that  our  convention  felt 
itself  constrained  to  take  this  organic  and  final  step  "  which  denounces  our  separation,  and 
hold  them,  as  we  hold  the  rest  of  mankind,  enemies  in  war,  in  peace,  friends."  This  ordi- 
nance was  also  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people,  who,  with  a  rare  and  noble  unanimity, 
approved  it,  and  in  support  of  it,  pledged  to  each  other,  "  our  lives,  our  fortunes  and  our 
gscred  honor." 

I  have  thus  referred  to  one  of  the  great  causes  of  our  unhappy  difficulties — too  briefly, 
perhaps,  for  perspicuity;  perhaps  too  much  at  length  for  such  an  ©ccasion  as  the  present; 
and  yet  I  trust  of  sufficient  fullness  to  clearly  show  that  the  sentiment  of  the  northern  mind 
has  waged  incessant  war  upon  one  of  the  great  compromises  of  the  constitution,  producing 
f.hereby  the  irritation  and  injustice  which  have  destroyed  those  pleasant  and  happy  relations 
which  it  was  expected  the  Union  would  establish  and  assure,  and  which  has  culminated  in 
this  frightful  and  bloody  war !  while  the  south  evinced  her  love  of  union  and  her  anxiety 
to  preserve  the  work  of  our  fathers  in  the  compromises  she  had  made  and  in  the  wrongs 
and  injuries  to  which  she  had  submitted — in  the  great  forbearance  she  had  practiced,  and, 
finally,  in  her  numerous  efforts  to  avoid  the  dread  alternative  which  was  presented  to  her  of 
unconditional  submission  or  mauly  resistance.  The  war,  then,  which  is  now  raging,  was 
not  sought  by  us ;  it  was  forced  upon  us — and  is  the  last  and  most  flagrant  of  that  series  of 
■svrongs,  which,  commencing  with  the  government,  is  to  be  resisted  to  the  last  extremity. 

Invoking  the  divine  will  to  enlighten  my  understanding,  and  to  guide  me  to  that  system 
of  measures  best  calculated  to  provide  for  the  exigency  which  is  upon  us,  and  to  promote 
the  true  interests  of  our  country,  I  proceed  to  suggest  what  duty,  in  my  judgment,  re- 
quires, and  what  a  generous  patriotism  will  cheerfully  accord. 

First,  then,  it  is  of  the  greatest  moment  that  our  minds  should  be  trained  to  allow  that 
the  entire  manhood  and  property  of  the  country,  for  the  purpose  of  this  war,  belongs  to  the 
state.  The  men  who  are  called  into  the  field  to  join  in  battle  with  our  enehiies,  the  taxes 
which  are  levied  and  the  impressments  which  are  made,  for  their  support,  are  but  modes  of 
appropriating  the  resources  of  the  country,  and  should  neither  excite  murmurs  nor  discon- 
tent. The  man  who,  by  tricks,  evasions  or  subterfuges,  seeks  to  avoid  the  taxes  intended 
to  be  collected  from  him,  is  in  heart  both  knave  and  traitor.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  law-ma- 
ker to  provide  the  amplest  punishment  for  such  malefactors,  and  of  every  good  citizen  to 
bring  them  to  justice,  and  to  hold  them  up  to  public  scorn  and  contempt.  And  what  should 
be  thought  of  those  who  grumble  about  the  prices  paid  for  articles  impressed,  to  feed  and 
clothe  the  army — that  army  which  stands  between  them  and  ruin — that  army,  composed,  as 
kt  is,  of  their  own  sons,  and  of  their  own  kith  and  kin,  and  which  may  be  disbanded  for 
want  of  the  necessary  supplies,  while  they  are  higgling  with  the  government  agents  for 
higher  prices  than  those  established  by  the  commissioners  chosen  equally  by  the  state  and 
confederate  authorities,  and  actually  appealing  to  the  courts  of  justice  for  protection  against 
the  alleged  wrong  and  injury  of  which  they  complain  ?  They  are  not  content  with  prices 
fixed  by  citizen  farmers,  chosen  for  each  state,  of  sound  judgment  and  lofty  patriotism; 
they  must  have  a  jury  of  the  vicinage,  composed  of  men,  like  themselves,  all  anxious — I 
will  not  say  willing — but  anxious,  to  wring  from  their  bleeding  and  suffering  country  the 
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last  dollar  whicli  can  be  obtained.  I  do  not  hpsitaite.to  say  that  such  a  mode  of  assessment 
would,  within  ;ix  months,  drive  our  armies  from  the  field  and  utterly  annihilate  the  public 
credit,  unless  we  established  a  most  enormous  system  of  taxation,  or  the  confederate  go- 
vernment should  proclaim  martial  law.  The  country  must  not  be  ruined  by  the  rapacity  of 
the  people,  and  the  government  will  not  hesitate,  I  am  sure,  to  exercise  all  their  constitu- 
tional powers,  when  necessary  for  our  safety.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  people  of  Vir- 
ginia have,  with  some  exceptions,  cheerfully  accepted  the  maximum,  while  not  one  has 
been  hardy  enough  to  brave  public  opinion  by  demanding  any  other  rule  of  assessment. 

While,  however,  the  people  of  the  state  have  acquiesced  in  the  prices  fixed  by  the  public 
conmiissioners,  others  have  been  unwilling  to  accept  them,  in  consequence  of  highrr  prices 
being  ofiered  by  speculators  and  others.  This  very  naturally  produces  discontent  on  the 
part  of  the  more  liberal  and  patriotic  portion  of  the  peoi>le,  while  others  resort  to  hoarding, 
hiding  and  other  disreputable  shifts  and  evasions,  to  avoid  their  contribution  to  the  support 
of  our  gallant  army.  This  state  of  things  is  very  demoralizing,  and  may,  I  think,  be  easily 
corrected  by  the  establishment  of  a  state  maximum,  which,  taking  the  confederate  ma*i- 
uium  as  a  basis,  shall  be  extended  to  all  the  productions  of  human  industry. 

I  know  tliat  this  proposition  has  always  met  with  the  most  determined  opposition,  and 
yet  it  has  always  prevailed  in  times  of  public  trouble.  I  know  it  is  said  that  France  tried 
and  France  gave  up  this  policy.  And  yet  she  first  tried  it  upon  corn,  then  enlarged  it,  but 
never  made  it  general,  adhered  to  it  through  all  the  dark  hours  of  her  revolution,  when  she 
was  reut  by  intestine  dissensions  and  engaged  in  war  with  the  whole  of  Europe,  and  never 
obandoned  it  until  she  had  resumed  a  specie  currency,  composed  her  intestine  feuds,  and 
brought  continental  Europe  to  her  feet.  What  occasion  had  France  to  adhere  to  this  policy 
when  she  fed  her  armies  from  the  stores  of  other  nations,  and  replenished  her  treasury  by 
contributions  upon  them? 

But  it  is  the  duty  of  wisdom  to  comprehend  the  force  of  circnmstances.  What  is  our 
situation?  We  are  cut  oft"  from  the  world  by  our  enemies,  insulat*;d  as  completely  as  if  we 
were  on  an  island  in  mid-ocean  and  no  productions  from  abroad,  like  those  raised  by  us,  are 
allowed  to  come  in  competition  with  our  own.  Can  it  be  contended,  witli  any  propriety, 
that  there  can  be,  in  such  a  state  of  things,  a  market  price  for  commodities  in  the  sense  of 
the  economists  ?  Again,  the  supply  of  our  own  productions  is  inadequate  for  a  liberal  con- 
sumption. Bread,  meat,  shoes,  cotton  and  woolen  cloths,  are  painful  illustrations  of  this 
stern  fact;  and  I  ask,  where  is  the  competition  to  be  found  which  is  to  put  these  articles 
within  easy  reach  of  the  naked  and  tlft  hungry?  It  is  sometimes  said,  that  it  is  the  currency 
which  causes  this  great  exaggeration  of  prices.  To  some  extent,  this  may  be  so.  But 
where  the  supply  of  actual  necessaries  is  deficient,  and  the  price  of  them  is  fixed  by  the 
conscience  of  tin:  seller  alone,  the  currency  is  of  but  little  significance;  the  hungry  must  be 
fed,  and  the  seller  knows  it;  and  the  price  must  be  paid,  in  whatever  currency  required. 

Nor  is  the  maximum  unknown  in  daily  life.  It  was  the  law,  that  the  person  who  took 
out  a  license  as  a  tavern-keeper  should  keep  proper  accommodations  for  the  traveler,  and 
then  should  not  charge  him  for  meals  at  pleasure,  but  only  the  rates  fixed  by  the  county 
courts.  So  in  the  cases  of  bridges  aud  ferries,  where  the  prices  are  fixed  by  law.  But 
there  is  a  very  remarkable  case  of  maximum  which  seems  to  have  escaped  general  observa- 
tion— I  mean  interest  upon,  money.  No  lender  shall  take  more  than  six  dollars  for  the  loan 
of  one  bundled  dollars  for  one  year.  Should  the  lender  bargain  for  more,  the  contract  is 
void.  If  he  takes  more,  h(!  forfeits  double  the  sum  loaned.  Here  is  a  maximum  of  great 
antiquity,  on  money,  the  token  or  representative  of  all  property;  and  yet  it  is  not  proper  to 
set  a  maximum  on  the  property  so  represented !  > 

That  the  law  of  maximum  will  be  difficult  to  enforce  I  readily  admit.     So  is  tho  whole 
criminal  code.     So  is  tho  law  which  forbids  the  loan  of  money  at  more  than  legal  interest. 
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So  is  that  bright,  hopeful  and  glorious  plan  of  salvation  for  which  a  Saviour  died.     But 
shall  we,  for  such  reasons,  abandon  our  efforts  to  reform,  benefit  and  save  mankind  ? 

But  the  maximum  would  have  other  important  advantages.  It  would  put  an  end  to  dis- 
content among  the  people;  it  would  extinguish  the  practice  of  hoarding  and  hiding.  With- 
out any  hope  of  increasing  prices,  producers  would  cheerfully  furnish  to  consumers  their 
surplus.  Uniformity  of  price  and  the  application  of  the  maximum  to  all  things  would,  I 
am  persuaded,  inspire  general  satisfaction  and  relieve  the  necessary  duty  of  collecting  sup- 
plies for  the  army  of  that  irritation  which  has  heretofore,  in  many  cases,  made  the  duty 
most  unpleasant,  and  restore  those  kind  and  agreeable  relations  which  should  always  exist 
between  the  people  and  their  government.  Surely,  when  such  must  be  the  happy  conse- 
quence of  this  measure  the  states  will  speedily  adopt  it. 

As  an  auxiliary  to  the  maximum,  it  is  of  great  importance  that  the  common  law  offences, 
of  forestalling,  regratiug  and  engrossing  should  be  made  effective.  Forestalling  is  defined 
to  be  "  the  act  of  buying  provisions  before  they  are  offered  in  market,  with  intent  to  sell 
them  at  higher  prices."  Kegrating  is  "  the  purchasing  of  provisions  and  selling  them  iu 
the  same  market."  Engrossing  is  "  the  buying  up  of  large  quantities  of  a  commodity  in 
order  to  raise  the  prices."  These  acts  are  all  offences  at  the  common  law,  because  enhancing 
the  necessaries  of  life  and  thus  committing  a  public  wrong.  These  practices  are  common 
and  ought  to  be  suppressed.  If  the  legislature  would  denounce  such  acts  as  contrary  to 
public  policy,  and  by  a  summary  remedy,  punish  all  persons  guilty  of  them,  it  would 
relieve  the  people  from  the  cruel  extortion  to  Avhich  they  are  now  compelled  to  submit,  and 
many  a  poor  family  from  suffering  and  want. 

Of  a  kindred  chai'acter  is  the  practice  of  withholding  from  sale  other  articles  than  provi- 
sions with  a  view  of  obtaining  higher  prices  at  a  future  day.  The  law  should  compel  all 
persons  in  possession  of  articles  of  whatever  description  not  needed  for  their  use  to  offer 
them  for  sale.  And  to  prevent  frauds  and  evasions,  such  persons  should  be  required  to 
make  out  iavcntories  of  all  such  articles,  whether  they  are  their  own  property  or  the  pro- 
perty of  otiuis,  with  the  cost  price  thereof,  and  to  deliver  the  same  to  a  board  of  commis- 
sioners, to  be  provided  by  law,  who  should  put  their  stamp  upon  each  article,  and  restrict 
the  owners  to  a  profit  not  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent,  thereon.  I  cannot  here  give  all 
the  details  necessary  to  perfect  this  scheme,  but  it  is  entirely  practicable  and  would  greatly 
cx)ntnbuto  to  the  relief  of  the  country. 

The  auction  system,  as  now  conducted,  is  prejudicial#to  good  morals  and  to  the  country. 
I  regard  it  as  having  done  more  to  the  prejudice  of  our  currency  than  any  other  known 
agency,  and  under  our  present  circumstances,  as  an  unmitigated  evil.  Indeed,  I  regard  it 
as  a  gigantic  system  of  gambling  under  authority  of  law.  I  hope  it  will  be  speedily  sup- 
pressed. 

At  the  special  session  of  the  general  assembly,  a  law  was  passed  to  suppress  distillation. 
It  was  eminently  a  wise  and  proper  measure.  To  effect  the  objects  contemplated  by  the 
act,  however,  breweries  should  be  suppressed ;  and  no  sale  of  malt  or  alcoholic  liquors 
should  be  permitted,  except,  perhaps,  by  apothecaries,  who,  under  proper  regulations,  might 
be  allowed  to  do  so  for  strictly  medicinal  purposes. 

There  are  many  persons  among  us,  foreigners  by  birth,  consuming  our  food,  growing  rich 
by  speculation  and  extortion  upon  us,  and  jet  denying  their  obligation  to  unite  in  the  de- 
fence of  the  country.  Although  I  cannot  see  how  such  pretensions  can  be  maintained;  yet, 
if  valid  under  the  law  now  existing,  the  law  should  be  changed,  and  such  persons  should 
be  compelled  to  perform  military  duty,  or,  at  any  rate,  to  leave  the  country. 

It  is  a  matter  of  concern  to  every  patriot  to  see  so  many  able-bodied  men  anxious  to  es- 
cape military  service,  and,  to  do  so,  seeking  the  safe  and  easy  employments  of  the  govern- 
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ment,  or  leaving  the  country  for  foreif^n  parts.  This  evil  might  be,  to  a  considerable  extent, 
corrected  by  a  rigid  enforcement  of  I'xisting  law,  the  refusal  of  all  passports  to  leave  the 
country,  and  the  enactment  of  such  laws  bj'  the  state  and  confederate  governments  as 
might  be  necessary  to  correct  it. 

I  cannot  too  earnestly  press  upon  the  public  consideration  the  great  importance  of  organ- 
izing the  reserved  force  of  the  state.  Every  element  of  strength,  whether  of  means  or 
men,  which  is  now  left  to  us,  must  be  combined  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  armies  in  the  field. 
The  confederate  government  has  our  entire  body  of  militia  under  its  command,  consisting  of 
the  able-bodied  men  of  the  state,  and  now  proposes  to  organize  our  reserved  force.  I  do 
not  intend,  certainly  at  present,  to  raise  any  question  about  the  right  to  do  so,  but  I  confess 
I  should  be  much  concerned  to  see  it  exercised.  A  sovereign  state  without  a  soldier,  and 
without  the  dignity  of  strength — stripped  of  all  her  men,  and  with  only  the  form  and 
pageantry  of  power — would,  indeed,  be  nothing  more  than  a  wretched  dependency,  to 
which  I  should  grieve  to  see  our  proud  old  commonwealth  reduced.  Recent  events  pain- 
fully admonish  us,  also,  of  the  necessity  of  thorough  and  complete  organization,  and,  I 
doubt  not,  the  general  assembly  will,  on  reassembling,  on  the  0th  instant,  promptly  relieve 
us  of  all  uneasiness  about  the  legislation  of  congress  by  the  passage  of  a  short,  yet  compre- 
hensive, act,  clothing  the  governor  with  full  power  to  organize  the  reserved  force  of  the 
state  in  such  manner  as  may  best  promote  the  public  interests,  having  due  regard  of  course, 
to  the  character  and  to  the  limited  objects  to  which  it  is  to  be  applied.  ■  A  generous  confi- 
dence on  the  part  of  the  general  assembly  in  the  governor,  to  whom  the  executive  power  of 
the  state  has  been  entrusted  by  the  constitution  and  the  people,  is,  it  seems  to  me,  a  consti- 
tutional duty.  But,  apart  from  that  view  of  the  subject,  I  respectfully  ask  it,  because  itjs 
impossible  for  any  human  forethought  to  provide,  by  legislation,  for  the  varying  circum- 
stances which  may  occur  during  the  gigantic  war  in  which  we  are  engaged ;  and  because  I 
cannot  believe  that  I  can  abuse  any  trust  confided  to  me,  or  fail  tenderly  to  consider  the 
feelings  and  interest  of  my  fellow-citizens  in  regard  to  the  military  duties  which  they  may 
be  called  to  perform. 

The  currency  of  the  country,  consisting  as  it  does^lmost  exclusive]}-  of  confederate  notes, 
■with  which  the  states  and  all  the  people  thereof  are  identified,  calls  for  the  most  careful  con- 
sideration. It  must  be  thoroughly  reformed.  The  facility  with  which  it  is  created,  and  the 
enormous  amounts  which  are  daily  issued,  naturally  lead  to  waste  and  extravagance,  and 
inevitably  to  vice  and  depravity.  Far  better  would  it  have  been  had  we  adopted,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  war,  a  hard  money  currency.  A  judicious  system  of  loans  and  (Jf  taxation, 
combined  with  our  great  staples  of  cotton,  tobacco  and  naval  stores,  of  v.'hich  the  govern- 
ment should  have  possessed  itself,  would  have  furnished  us  such  resources  as  would  have 
liberally  supplied  our  wants  and  planted  our  public  credit  upon  a  basis  which  would  have 
given  us  the  confidence  of  the  world.  It  is  useless,  however,  to  speculate  as  to  the  past. 
The  practical  question  is,  what  is  best  now  to  be  done?  Virginia  is  deeply  interested  in 
this  question,  and,  as  her  governor,  I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty,  although  with  hesitation  and 
diffidence,  to  express  my  views  upon  this  interesting.and  important  question. 

First.  Provide  by  law  for  the  issue  of  one  thousand  millions  of  dollars,  at  four  per  centum 
{ler  annum  on  that  part  which  takes  up  the  currency,  and  six  per  centum  on  the  residue, 
with  coupons  attached:  interest  payable  in  specie  or  bank  currency. 

Second.  Declare  that  the  confederate  note  currency  shall  cease  to  circulate  as  such,  and 
shall  be  funded  in  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued. 

Third.  Make  the  banks  of  established  credit  the  fiscal  agents  of  the  government,  to  sell 
at  not  less  than  par,  all  bonds  which  may  be  in  excess  of  the  currency  to  be  funded  ;  to 
issue  their  own  notes  as  a  currency,  and  to  transfer,  when  and  where  needed,  the  funds  of  the 
government. 
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Fourth.   To  tax  freely ;  taxes  payable  in  specie,  or  iu  tbe  notes  of  banks  acting  as  go 
vemment  agents,  or  coupons  of  public  debt. 

Fifth.  Let  the  government  now  take  into  its  possession  the  cotton,  tobacco  and  naval 
stores  of  the  country  as  auxiliary  to  loans  and  taxes. 

There  can  be  but  little  objection  to  this.  It  is  well  known  that  a  large  portion  of  these 
articles  is  in  the  hands  of  speculators,  who  Lave  grown  rich  in  the  midst  of  general  suffer- 
ing and  distress. 

This  scheme  would,  I  am  persuaded,  act  like  a  charm  iu  the  immediate  renovation  of  the 
public  credit.  In  the  reduction  of  the  interest  the  public  will  find  satisfaction  as  an  evi- 
dence of  regard  to  the  resources  of  the  country.  Besides,  those  who  will  own  it,  will  have 
acquired  the  ability  to  do  so  by  enormous  protits ;  and,  at  most,  it  can  only  be  regarded  as  a 
special  tax  upon  the  rich,  which  has  numerous  precedents,  and  which  they  can  well  afford 
to  pay. 

In  the  selections  of  banks,  we  should  have  agents  of  tried  and  approved  integrity — tho- 
roughly informed  as  to  the  most  judicious  system  of  credits,  and  with  the  restoration  of  a 
currency  now  at  a  heavy  premium,  and  with  which  the  people  have  long  been  familiar,  we 
should  at  once  see  a  revival  of  confidence  that  would  gladden  the  heart  of  every  patriot  iu 
the  laud.  It  does  seem  to  me  that  this  scheme  would  open  most  auspiciously ;  and  if  sus- 
tained by  liberal  taxation  and  a  judicious  sale  of  our  great  staple,  would  dispel  the  clouds 
which  hang  over  and  obscure  our  financial  system  and  let  in  a  bright  and  hopeful  future. 

In  aid  of  any  scheme  of  finance,  however,  I  regard  it  as  of  the  first  consequence  that 
blockade  running,  as  it  is  termed,  should  be  conducted  by  government  alone,  or  by  indi- 
viduals and  government  combined,  and  that  nothing  should  be  imported  except  articles  of 
prime  necessity.  The  effect  would  be  to  prevent  a  large  amount  of  waste  and  extrava- 
gance at  home — to  sharpen  our  industrial  and  inventive  faculties — and  to  accumulate  a 
large  amount  of  sterling  exchange  abiipad. 

No  business  should  be  tolerated  which  looks  to  fluctuations  in  the  currency  of  the  coun- 
try and  the  stocks  of  the  government  for  prosperity.  Its  instincts  would  naturally  seek  to 
aggravate  these  fluctuations,  while  all  its  powers  would  be  exerted  to  appropriate  and  secure 
all  the  advantages  incident  thereto.  An  organized  money  power,  actively  engaged  in  un- 
settling the  public  credit,  is  a  foe  greatly  to  be  dreaded,  and  should  be  controlled  by  the 
sternest  legislation.  Perhaps  no  currency  ever  existed  which  had  so  many  agencies  at 
work  for  its  destruction  as  that  of  the  Confederate  States.  And  the  new  scheme  of  cur- 
rency and  finance  w-hich  will,  I  presume,  soon  take  the  place  of  that  which  now  exists, 
must  be  strengthened  and  protected  by  timely  legislation.  As  a  part  thereof,  let  all  buying 
and  selling  of  gold  and  silver,  all  dealing  in  state  or  confederate  currency  or  the  currency  of 
their  respective  agencies,  all  stock-jobbing  in  state  or  confederate  bonds,  all  receipt  of  fede- 
ral currency  of  any  description,  be  prohibited,  and  let  those  violating  such  law  be  severely 
punished. 

It  is  now  time  to  hasten  these  remarks  to  an  end.  I  may  seem  to  have  abandoned  some 
of  my  old  and  cherished  opinions.  But,  in  advocating  the  maximum — in  seeming  to  approve 
the  policy  of  limiting,  by  law,  the  price  of  money,  and  in  proposing  to  return  to  the  agency 
of  banks  for  the  management  of  the  public  treasure,  I  renounce  no  old  and  cherished 
opinions,  and  only  yield  to  the  extraordinary  circumstances  which  surround  us. 

In  the  suggestions  which  I  have  made,  I  have  lot  Iced  for  the  best  means  of  meeting  the 
peril  that  is  upon  us.  In  the  plan  which  I  have  presented,  I  have  contemplated  a  system, 
each  measure  of  which  is  necessary  to  the  other.     It  will  be  observed,  that  some  of  them 
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will  be  more  effective  by  co-opci«ftive  legislation,  which,  on  thjt-  p.-vrt  of  Virginia,  will  nevei 
be  withheld. 

Virginia  entered  into  this  war  with  reluctance;  but  having  entered  into  it  from  a  sense  of 
duty,  she  does  not  mean  to  sheathe  her  sword  until  she  has  won  hor  liberty  and  indepen- 
dence, or  the  bones  of  her  last  .son  .shall  lie  bleaching  on  her  hilltops.  Although  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  her  people  have  been  overrun  by  the  enemy,  their  fields  desolated,  their 
homes  utterly  consumed,  in  many  cases,  by  fire;  their  stock  devoured,  destroyed  or  carried 
away ;  their  slaves  enticed  from  their  possession,  while  the  blood  of  their  loved  ones  moisten 
every  battle-field ; 'yet,  they  are  unconquered;  bright,  boM  and  defiant,  they  are  still  pre- 
pared to  suffer.  We  cannot  believe  that  our  good  God  will  allow  such  a  just  cause  as  oura 
to  be  lost.  Much  as  wc  have  done,  much  remains  to  be  done.  Let  us  resolve  to  make 
every  sacrifice  in  a  clieerful  and  hopeful  spirit — in  short,  perform  our  whole  duty,  and  then, 
with  the  blessings  of  heaven,  we  cannot  be  subdued.

I  submit  herewit)),  two  tables,  in  answer  to  a  rcsulnliou  of  Uic  liou.sc  .vi"  (i;',!i 
gates,  adoptecl  ou  tlie  9tli  iu.'^taiit ;  which  resohitioii  reads  as  follows,  to  wit : 

"Kesolved,  that  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  furnish  this  houst^.  wiih  the  following  in 
formation,  to  wit :

Mxhjects  named,  as  well  in  the  district  from  which  returns  have  been  received  as  from  the 
state  at  large."  • 

Table  I 

Shows  the  number  of  slaves  in  seventy-eight  counties  and  five  corporations,  specified  m 
the  table,  as  enumerated  in  the  United  States  census  in  18(i();  the  number  listed  for  taxation 
in  1863  under  state  authority ;  the  number  of  calile  listed  for  taxation  in  each  of  the  yearn 
18t)0  and  18G;5,  and  the  number  of  sheep  and  the  number  of  hogs  listed  for  taxation  in  each 
of  the  years  1861  and  1863^  The  years  1861  and  1863  are  adopted  for  the  enumeration  of 
sheep  and  hogs,  for  the  reason  that  no  separate  lists  were  t.iken  prior  to  the  year  1861. 

Table  11 

Comprises  seveuty-om;  counties  and  thre"  corporations,  specified  therein,  which  are  cither 
occupied  by  the  public  enemy,  or  in  const  4Ufence  of  his  incursions  therein,  no  returns  there- 
from for  taxation  have  been  received.  This  table  exhibits  the  number  of  slaves,  according 
to  the  census  of  1860,  and  the  numher  of  horses,  mules,  asses  and  jennets,  cattle,  sheep  and 
hogs  listed  for  ta.vation  in  1860,  under  state  authority. 

Slaves. 

By  reference  to  Doc.  No.  f).  Table  I,  p.  73,  accompanying  the  governor's  message  to  the 
general  assembly,  session  of  1861-62,  it  will  be  found  that  the  number  of  .slaves  in  1860,  in 
the  entire  state,  was  491,028.     Table  I  shoAvs  the  number  of  slaves  In  seventy-eight  counties 
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and  five  corporations,  listed  for  taxation  in  1863,  to  have  been  346,848.  From  the  foregoing 
it  appears  that  for  the  three  years  we  liav^been  engaged  in  war,  our  loss  is  144,180;  but  the 
mumber  346,848  was  ascertained  in  listing  the  same  for  taxation  ;  and  as  such  lists  always 
fail  below  lists  made  for  statistical  purposes,  at  and  above  8  per  cent.,  I  have  reformed  this 
calculation,  by  adding  8  per  cent,  on  346,848,  or  27,748,  making  the  slaves  in  J863  in  the 
district  under  our  control  374,596.  This  being  deducted  from  378,399,  the  number  shown 
in  Table  I,  according  to  the  census  of  1860,  leaves  only  3,803  as  the  actual  loss  above 
natural  propag.ation  and  other  causes. 

This  mode  of  calculation  receives  sustaining  evidence  from  the  records  of  births  and 
deaths  in  thi^  state — Doc.  V,  accompanying  the  governor's  message  as  aforesaid.  It  shoAvs 
thstt  the  proportion  of  births  to  the  population  of  the  state  in  the  year  1860,  was  one  in 
overy  thirty-eight  persons,  or  nearly  three  per  cent,  per  annum.  In  the  case  of  slaves,  the 
natural  increase  probably  exceeds  three  per  cent,  per  annum.  But  as  the  highest  test  of  the 
accuracy  of  the  assumptions  I  have  felt  warranted  in  making,  I  refer  to  the  last  columns  in 
Table  I,  wherein  the  number  of  slaves  listed  for  taxation  in  both  the  years  1862  and  1863  is 
•given,  and  which  shows  a  los.s  only  of  nine  hundred  and  thirty-five  slaves  in  one  year  iu  the 
twsventy-eight  counties  and  five  eorjjorutions  mentioned  in  the  table. 

Horses,  Asskh  and  Jeknet.s. 

The  number  uf  horses,  asses  and  jennets  iu  1860,  in  the  entire  state,  was  352,860,  and  the 
number  in  1860,  within  the  tei'vitory  free  from  the  occupation  and  incursions  of  the  public 
enemy,  was  210,199,  and  the  number  in  1863  was  184,998,  showing  a  loss  in  the  district  in 
our  possession  of  2.'^,201.  To  apply  the  test  of  8  per  cent,  for  deficient  assessments  to 
184,998,  the  ascertained  number  in  1863,  and  it  enlarges  it  by  the  addition  of  14,799,  or 
makes  an  aggi'egate  of  199,797  horses,  asses  and  jennets,  and  as  the  white  population  in  the 
counties  and  corporations  under  our  control  was  .524,603,  it  gives  thirty-eight  horses,  &c., 
for  every  one  hundred  white  persons  in  the  counties  and  corporations  aforesaid. 

Cattle. 

In  1860  the  number  of  cattle  returned  for  taxation  in  the  entire  state  was  1,021,132,  or 
ninety-seven  for  every  one  hundred  white  persons. 

In  1861  the  number  of  cattle  within  the  territory  free  from  the  occupation  and  incursions 
of  the  public  enemy,  was  569,726,  and  in  1863,  507,152,  showing  a  loss  of  4.11  per  cent, 
per  annum,  or  an  aggregate  loss  of  62,.574.  To  apply  the  usual  test  of  difference  between 
the  actual  and  taxable  numbers,  the  number  in  1863,  if  507,152,  is  enlarged  by  40,572,  or 
to  an  aggregate  of  547,724  cattle  within  our  control  in  the  last  mentioned  year,  and  is  one 
hwudred  and  five  Imad  of  cattle  to  every  one  hundred  white  inhabitants. 

Sheep. 

Sheep  and  hogs  were  not  separately  listed  for  taxation  until  1861.  They  amounted  in 
I860,  in  the  aggregate,  to  2,125,972,  and  in  1863,  to  1,344,485,  or  a  loss  from  our  present 

c'fDtrol,  of  781,487.  , 

In  1861  the  number  of  sheep  listed  for  taxation  was  489,351,  and  in  1863,  561,687,  show- 
jiog  an  increase  of  72,336. 

Hogs. 

in  1861  the  number  of  hogs  in  the  counties  and  corporations  under  our  control,  was 
3;59,768,  and  in  1863,  was  782,798,  showing  a  loss  of  156,970,  or  at  the  rate  of  8.35  per 
cent,  per  annum. 
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In  applying  the  usual  difference  between  the  actual  and  taxable  numbers  to  the  taxable 
number  in  1863,  at  8  per  cent,  on  782,798,  makes  62,624,  or  enlarges  the  actual  number  ci 
hogs  to  845,422  in  1863,  or  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  hogs  to  every  one  hundred  white  in- 
habitants. 

According  to  the  census  of  I860,  tliis  state  contained  1,047,547  white  inhabitants,  491,028 
slaves,  and  57,239  fi'ee  negroes,  making  an  aggregate  population  of  1,595,814.  The  district 
comprised  in  the  counties  and  corporations  named  in  Table  I,  contains  524,603,  and  from 
this  data  I  have  drawn  my  conclusions. 

These  tables  present  the  satisfactory  evidence,  that  notwithstanding  the  invasion  of  out 
country,  the  ravages  of  an  unscrupulous  public  eneni}',  and  the  quartering'  of  a  large  army 
of  resistance  within  our  midst,  yet  our  wealth,  power  and  means  of  subsistence  are  greater, 
proportionably,  now  than  they  were  at  the  beginning  of  the  war. 

In  1860  the  proportion  of  slave.s  in  the  entire  state  to  the  white  inhabitants,  was  forty-seve:! 
slaves  to  every  one  hundred  white  persons.  In  18i)3  there  were  seventy-one  slaves  to 
every  one  hundred  white  persons  in  the  district  named  in  Table  I. 

In  1860  the  proportion  of  horses  in  the  entire  state  to  the  white  inhabitants,  was  thirty 
four  horses  to  every  one  hundred  white  persons.  In  18G3  there  were  thirty-eight  horses  to 
every  one  hundred  white  persons  in  the  district  in  our  possession. 

In  ISiJO  the  proportion  of  cattle  in  the  entire  state  to  the  inhabitants,  was  niiu'ty-seven 
head  of  cattle  to  every  one  hundred  white  persons.  In  1863  there  were  one  hundred  and 
five  head  of  cattle  to  every  one  hunvlred  white  persons  in  the  district  in  our  possessionr. 

In  1860  the  proportion  of  sheep  and  hogs  in  the  entire  state  to  the  white  inhabitants,  wtis 
two  bundled  and  three  sheep  and  hogs  to  every  one  hundred  white  persons.  In  18G3  there 
were  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  sheep  and  hogs  to  every  one  hundred  white  persocn 
in  the  district  in  our  possession. 

Thus  it  is  shown  by  statistical  facts,  that  our  condition  as  a  self-sustaining  people  ban 
been  improving  during  the  war,  and  our  means  of  passing  through  other  and  more  trying 
ordeal.«,  have  only  been  tempered  for  the  occasion.

RESOLUTIONS 


Expressive  op  the  Determination  of  Georgia  to  prosecute 
THE  present  War  with  the  utmost  vigor  and  energy. 


Whereas,  at  a  session  of  the  general  assembly  of  the  state  of  Georgia  in  the  year  1861, 

the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

^  »^ 

Resolved,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  general  assembly,  that  the  separation  of  those  states, 
now  forming  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  from  the  United  States,  is,  and  ought  to  be 
final  and  irrevocable,  and  that  Georgia  will,  under  no  circumstances,  entertain  any  proposi- 
tion from  any  quarter  which  may  have  for  it.s  object  a  restoration  <ti"  reconstruction  of  the 
lat«  Union,  on  any  ternrs  or  conditions  whatever. 

Resolved,  that  the  war  which  the  United  States  are  waging  upon  the  Confederate  States, 
should  be  met  on  our  part  with  the  utijiost  vigor  and  energy,  until  onr  independence  and 
nationality  are  unconditionally  acknowledged  by  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  that  Georgia  pledgee  herself  to  her  sifter  states  of  the  Coufederac}-,  that  she 
will  stand  by  them  throughout  the  struggle;  she  will  contribute  all  the  means  which  her  le- 
Bources  will  supply,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  nec^sary,  to  thw  support  of  the  common 
caxise,  and  will  not  consent  to  lay  down  arms  viutil  peace  is  established  on  the  basis  of  the 
foregoing  resolutions. 

Whereas  the  enunciation  of  said  resolutions  is  as  truly  expressive  of  the  position  of 
Georgia  to-day  as  at  the  time  of  their  adoption :  and  whereas  the  meeting  of  another  gene- 
ral assembly  of  the  state,  after  a  lapse  of  two  years  more  ol"  struggle  for  independence,  pre- 
sents an  occasion  peculiarly  appropriate  to  the  renewal  of  these  dpclarations,  and  that  the 
world  may  know  that  Georgia  does  not  tire  of  the  war  until  her  purpose  is  accomplished, 
nor  abate  any  thing  of  the  spirit  and  determination  manifested  by  said  resohitions  :  There- 
fore, 

Resolved,  that  this  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  in  general  assembly  met,  with  a 
fixed  and  unaltered  purpose  to  stand  by  them,  do  reaffirm  and  readopt  said  resolutions  in 
their  letter  and  spirit. 

Resolved  further,  that  the  governor  cause  copies  of  these  resolutions  to' be  transmitted  to 
the  president  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  the  governors  of  the  several  states  of,  the  Con- 
federacy, and  also  to  the  president  of  the  senate  and  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representa- 
tives of  the  confederate  congress,  Avith  the  request  that  they  cause  said  resolutions  to  be 
read  before  their  respective  bodies.

RESOLUTION. 


Resolved,  that  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  deeply  impressed  with  (he  importance 
of  the  most  energetic  and  vigorous  preparations  for  the  ensuing  campaign,  and  determined 
now  as  ever  that  the  whole  resources  of  the  state  shall  be  employed  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  war,  until  our  independence  is  recognized  and  established,  yet  firmly  convinced  that  tie 
passage  by  congress  of  an  act  extending  the  provisions  of  the  conscription  act  to  persons 
under  the  age  of  eightceii  or  over  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  would  be  unwise  and  most 
injurious  in  its  efi'ects,  and  that  all  the  military  ends  proposed  to  be  attained  by  it  can  l)e 
far  better  attained  by  the  organization  of  such  persons  under  state  laws,  do  most  earnestly 
remonstrate  against  the  passage  by  the  confederate  congreps  of  any  such  law. 

Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  the  abdVe  resolution  be  communicated  to  our  senatora  and  repre- 
sentatives, to  be  by  them  laid  before  congress,  and  that  our  senators  be  instructed  and  oui 
representatives  requested  to  use  their  utmost  efforts  to  prevent  the  passage  of  said  law.  and 
if  any  such  law  has  passed  by  either  body,  to  procure  its  repeal.

REPORT. 


The  committee  of  privileges  and  elections  have,  according  to  order,  had  under  cousidera- 
tion  the  copy  of  the  recorded  proceeding.?  of  the  county  court  of  Northumberland  county, 
touching  the  eligibility  of  Mr.  Thomas  E.  Bctts  to  n  seat  in  the  house  of  delegates  of  Vir- 
ginia, to  represent  the  counties  of  Lancaster  and  Northumberland,  to  wliich  it  is  alleged  in 
the  said  proceedings  he  was  elected,  and  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  report: 

That  they  are  informed  and  believe,  that  the  .said  Thomas  E.  Betts  is  au  officer  from  Vir- 
ginia in  the  military  service  of  thf  Confederate  States,  and  that  he  was  captured  by  the 
enemy  early  in  the  month  of  July  last,  and  has  been  ever  since  and  is  now  lield  as  a  pri- 
soner of  war.  That  in  consequence  of  his  being  a  prisoner  of  war,  doubtless  the  said  Betts 
has  been  prevented  from  offering  to  take  a  seat  in  the  house  of  delegates  as  aforesaid,  and 
from  the  same  catise  your  committee  have  been  unable  to  notify  him  to  attend  before  them 
while  considering  this  case.  But  as  mucli  as  your  committee  desired  to  notify  Mr.  Betts, 
and  to  have  him  before  them,  thoy  deemed  it  due  to  the  unrepresented  counties  of  Lancaster 
and  Northumberland  in  this  house,  to  proceed  to  consider  the  c^ise,  on  the  question  pre- 
Sfinted,  in  his  absence,  and  to  come  to  a  decision. 

It  is  proper  here  to  report  that  no  certificate  of  the  election  of  Mr.  Betts  as  a  delegate 
was  before  the  committee;  and  upon  enquiry  of  the  secretary  of  the  connnouweaUh  and  of 
the  clerk  of  the  house  of  delegates  for  the  certificate,  the  committee  were  informed  by  the 
former  that  none  was  ever  given  by  him,  and  by  the  latter,  that  if  any  was  ever  forwarded 
to  him  it  was  never  received.  Consequently,  your  committee  had  to  rely  on  the  statement 
of  the  fact  of  Mr.  Betts'  election,  contained  in  the  said  proceedings  of  the  county  court  of 
Northumberland — that  being  the  only  evidence  before  them. 

By  the  proceedings  of  the  said  court,  it  appears  that  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Betts'  election  as 
a  delegate  to  the  legislature  he  was  the  commonwealth's  attorney  for  Northumberland  county 
court,  and  at  the  date  of  those  proceedings,  to  wit,  tlie  12th  October  18G3,  had  not  resigned 
his  office  of  commonwealth's  attorney,  and  as  far  as  your  committee  are  informed  has  never 
done  so;  and  the  question  is  raised  and  submitted  by  the  court  in  the  said  proceedings, 
whether  or  not  Mr.  Betts,  being  a  commonwealth's  attorney  as  aforesaid,  is  eligible  to  a  seat 
in  the  house  of  delegates? 

Admitting,  then,  the  tmth  of  the  said  allegations  of  the  court  on  the  subject,  which  they 
do  not  for  a  moment  question,  your  committee  is  clearl}'^  of  opinion,  that  under  the  inhibition 
contained  in  the  7th  section  of  the  4th  article  of  the  constitution  of  Virginia,  in  these  words, 
"  and  no  attorney  for  the  commonwealth  shall-  be  capable  of  being  elected  a  member  of  either 
bouse  of  assembly,"  Mr.  Bctts  is  ineligible  as  a  member  of  the  house  of  delegates,  and  have 
come  to  the  following  resolutions  on  the  subject : 

1.  Resolved,  that  the  said  Thomas  E.  Betts,  elected  a  member  t<f  represent  the  counties  of 
Lancaster  and  Northumberland  in  the  present  house  of  delegates,  is,  under  the  provisiona 
cf  the  constitution  of  Virginia,  ineligible  to  that  office,  and  that  the  said  office  is  vacant. 

2.  Resolved,  that  the  speaker  of  this  house  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  tho  vacancy 
Aforesaid,  occasioned  by  the  ineligibility  of  the  said  Thomaa  E.  Betts

Qengral : 

The  semi-annuul  exaniinution  of  the  cadets,  prescribed  by  the  83d  article  of 

the  Regulations,  has  just  closed,  and  I  have  th(-  honor  to  communicato  herewith  the  usual 

class  rolls,  and  also  the  report  of  the  snrg'eon. 

The  studies  of  tho  half  session  have  been  necessarily  interrupted  by  the  demand  for  the 
services  of  the  cadets,  in  repelling  the  raids  of  the  enemy,  involving  a  loss  of  some  two  or 
three  weeks  from  recitation.  This  cause  has  made  it  necessary  to  limit  the  course  of  studies, 
usually  prescribed  foi[*his  period  of  the  year,  and  tlieu  tu  accommodate  the  examinations  to 
what  might  be  reasonably  required  of  the  cadets.  With  this  exception,  the  interruption  has 
uot  been  detrimental  to  the  operations  of  the  institution.  The  thorough  discipline  which 
has  been  insisted  upon,  important  at  all  times,  but  doubly  so  from  the  responsibility  thus 
thrown  upon  this  command,  has  maintained  regularity  and  order,  while  opportunities  have 
been  afforded,  in  these  short  campaigns,  to  impart  instruction  in  all  the  duties  of  soldiers  in 
the  field. 

The  health  of  the  cadets  has  been  good,  and  the  report  of  the  surgeon  exhibits  the  grati- 
fying fact,  tliat  with  an  average  number  of  cadets  on  duty  since  1st  July,  of  269,  nearly 
100  more  than  the  corresponding  periods  of  the  last  year  or  the  year  bef  Jie,  the  average 
sick  list  has  been  less  than  for  either  of  these  years.  Exposure  to  the  severest  duties  of 
the  field,  under  proper  care  and  discipline,  has  been  met,  by  these  young  soldiers,  without 
detriment. 
• 

The  examinations  of  the  first  and  second  classes,  and  of  a  portion  of  the  third  class,  were 
in  the  highest  degree  creditable.  In  some  important  respects,  the  proficiency  was  above 
that  of  corresponding  classes  in  former  years.  This  result  is  attributable  to  a  faithful  effort 
to  profit  by  the  educational  advantages  of  the  institution,  at  u  time  when  the  demands  of 
the  country  might  permanently  suspend  the  privileges  now  enjoyed. 

The  fourth  class,  embracing  chiefly  cadets  appointed  in  July  1803,  exhibited  a  lamentable 
deficiency.  Of  1(52  cadets  in  this  class,  only  50  have  been  sustained  at  the  examinations, 
upon  the  accommodated  course  of  study  which  has  been  prosecuted.  This  deficiency,  in 
the  case  of  the  two  lower  sections  of  this  class,  extended  to  an  ignorance  of  the  elements  of 
an  English  education,  and  gives  but  little  encouragement  of  profitable  study  in  the  pre- 
scribed course  of  this  institution. 

When  the  deficiencies  reported  have  resulted  from  culpable  neglect,  or  from  utter  incapa- 
city, especially  in  the  cases  of  those  who  have  passed  the  age  of  conscription,  the  academic 
board,  under  the  requirements  of  the  84th  article  of  the  Regulations,  have  recommended 
discharge.

ThiB  examination  lias  exhibited,  in  a  painful  degree,  the  great  want  of  facilities  in  primary 
edncation ;  and  I  am  instructed  by  the  academic  board  to  direct  special  attention  to  this 
fict.  En  many  parts  of  the  state,  common  schools  have  been  entirely  suspended,  and  these 
scJooais  have  only  been  partially  maintained  in  counties  not  molested  by  the  presence  of 
f;he  enemy.  The  contrast  between  the  cadets  admitted  this  year  and  those  of  the  higher 
classes  is  so  marked,  as  to  leave  no  doubt  of  the  sad  effects  of  the  suspension  of  primary 
education  to  those  who  have  passed  the  years  from  thirteen  to  sixteen  without  the  advantages 
,  of  this  rudimental  instruction. 

Should  the  war  continue,  the  depreciation  in  primary  education  must  become  greater  and 
greater,  unless  effectual  means  are  provided  to  remedy  the  deficiency. 

Assistant  Surgeon  George  Ross  has  reported,  and  has  been  assigned  to  duty,  under  the 
instnietions  of  the  board  of  visitors. 

The  report  of  the  surgeon  shows  that  the  provision  for  hospital  accommodations  is  still 
insufficient,  and  attention  is  again  respectfully  directed  to  this  urgent  necessity. 

I  regret  to  repiirt  that  information  has  reached  me,  that  the  goods  imported  from  Europe, 
ynder  the  authority  and  instructions  of  the  board  of  visitors,  have  been  lost  in  the  effort  to 
pass  the  blockade  at  Wilmington.  I  am  not  informed  whether  all  the  goods  purchased  for 
tbis  institution  were  on  the  steamer  Dare,  or  whether  the  loss  in  that  steamer  was  totftl.  I 
was  enabled  to  secure  a  loan  from  a  banking  house  in  London  of  high  standing,  to  the 
extent  of  £-2,000  sterling.  This  house,  upon  application  through  the  quartermaster 
general  of  Virginia,  Colonel  L.  R.  Smoot,  sustained  by  strung  letters  from  our  adjutant 
general  and  Mr.  William  Gray  of  Richmond,  piomptly  made  this  advance  as  an  act  of 
grace  to  this  institution,  without  any  security  whatever,  and  relies  upon  the  faith  of  the 
institution  to  return  the  same  at  6  per  cent,  interest  per  annum. 

Should  the  loss  prove  total,  it  will  be  serious,  as  the  invoice  embraced  a  full  supply  of 
cloths,  shoes,  books  and  stationery  for  the  next  twelve  months

Dkar  Sir; 

In  ftuswer  to  your  enquiry,  "  from  whence  came  the  amount  of  specjc 
which  was  furnished  Col.  Smoot,  the  state  quartermaster  general,  for  purchases  to  be  made 
by  him  for  the  state?"  I  have  the  honor  to  say,  that  at  the  time  the  custom  houses  at  Nci- 
tolk  and  Kichmoml  were  taken  possession  of  by  the  forces  of  the  state,  at  the  commerict- 
meut  of  hcstiiities,  the  .specie  on  hand  was  paid  over  by  the  collectors  of  customs  into  tti€ 
state  treasury ;  and  it  was  placed  in  the  deposit  banks,  upon  special  deposit,  to  be  withdrafs'  n 
by  .specie  warrants.  When  the  late  governor  found  the  enormous  cost  of  paper  forpubJic; 
printing,  of  stationery  for  the  several  di-partments,  and  for  the  general  assembly,  and  the 
great  want  of  many  other  articles  which  could  not  be  procured,  he  gave  an  order  to  the 
quartermaster  general  to  procure  such  articles  in  Europe,  and  issued  a  warrant  on  t'be 
treasury,  payable  in  specie,  out  of  the  civil  contingent  fund,  for  eighteen  thousand  dollars, 
as  an  advance,  to  enable  him  to  make  the  purchase.  A  list  of  such  articles  as  were  needed 
was  made  out  by  the  governor,  and  by  the  different  heads  of  departments,  as  I  understood  ; 
and  it  was  ordered  by  the  governor  that  the  articles  should  be  purchased,  and  that  the  state 
should  take  the  risk  of  running  the  blockade.  *•  ,

and  by  what  authority,  and  give  all  the  information  in  relation  to  the  whole  trausactio^i 
within  his  possession,  and  whether  private  individuals  or  corporations  were  parties,  or  nt- 
terested  in  the  purchase  or  shipment;  how  much  specie  and  other  funds  of  the  state  TTcre 
used,  together  with  all  the  liabilitiee  of  the  state  incurred  in  the  transaction.

I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive,  by  reference  from  you,  with  instructions  to  report 
thereon,  a  resolution  agreecl  to  by  the  house  of  delegates  on  the  20th  instant,  having  for  its 
object  information  in  regard  to  certain  purchases  ordered  to  be  made  in  Europe  by  the  late 
governor,  and  also  enquiring  whether  any  purchases  were  made  for  the  military  institute, 
and  generally  such  other  information  in  relation  thereto  as  may  be  iu  your  possession. 

As  bearing  upon  the  first  object  of  enquiry,  I  submit  herewith,  copies  of  two  letters  ad- 
dressed to  the  special  agent  of  this  office,  dated  July  14th  and  IGth,  1863,  respectively 
(marked  No.  1  and  No.  2)  ;  which  it  is  believed  will  place  you  in  full  possession  of  the  pre- 
liminary steps  taken  by  this  offiee  in  t|ie  matter  referred  to. 

The  sum  placed  in  my  hands  ($18,000  in  coin)  was,  by  my  direction,  exchanged,  on  .ar- 
rival at  Bermuda,  for  a  bill  of  exchange  on  Liverpool,  drawn  by  the  government  agent  at 
that  point,  and  forwarded  to  London  to  the  credit  of  the  special  agent.  The  sum  thus  real- 
ized was  thirty-seven  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  sterling.  No  official  report  has  yet  been 
made  by  this  special  agent  to  this  office ;  but  from  original  invoices  and  receipts  in  his 
possession,  submitted  by  him  in  advance  of  his  report,  it  appears  that  he  has  expended,  in 
accordance  with  his  instructions, the  sum  of  £  2,507  \%  (including  freight  to  Bermuda),  as- 
follows :

Dare,  making  an  aggregate  expenditure  of 

Leaving  the  sum  of  £351  3  7  in  his  hands  applicable  to  furtlwr  expenses  of  fi'eight,  &c. 
on  98  packages  yet  to  arrive. 

With  a  view  to  economy  in  the  item  of  freight  to  confedenife  ports,  these  latter  packages 
were  reshipped  by  the  agent  to  Nassau,  and  may  reasonably  bo  expected  to  arrive  during 
the  month  of  February. 

The  fact  is  well  known  that  the  sloara  ship  Daro  was  unavoidably  beached  near  George- 
town, S.  C,  to  escape  capture  by  the  enemy.  Measures  were  promptly  taken  to  secure,  as 
far  as  possible,  all  the  goods  on -board  for  the  state  and  the  militrfy  institute;  and  I  am 
informed  that  a  largo  part  of  the  cargo  was  landed,  and  the  effort  to  save  it  would  have 
been  successful,  but  a  body  of  Confederate  States  cavalry  stationed  near  that  point  rifled  the 
packages  of  their  contents,  and  that  officers  and  men  united  in  plundering  the  goods  it  wa.s 
their  duty  to  protect.  I  am  not  in  possession  of  any  very  recent  information  from  the 
wreck,  but  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  a  xecy  respectable  portion  of  the  state  stationery 
will  bo  saved,  though  owing  to  the  detached  position  in  which  it  now  is,  much  time  ;ind 
labor  will  be  required  to  transport  it  to  this  city.  I  have  reason  to  believe  also  that  nearly 
all  of  the  goods  of  the  military  institute  have  been  Uiken  by  our  own  troops. 
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About  five-twelfths  of  the  purchases  made  by  the  agent  were  on  boarcl  of  this  ill-fated 
ship.  The  articles  for  the  ordnance  department  of  the  state  and  materials  for  making  state 
flags  do  not  appear  to  have  been  on  board. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  state  on  this  branch  of  enquiry  that  I  am  not  informed  from 
what  particular  fund  the  money  placed  in  my  hands  was  drawn,  or  by  what  authority  of 
law,  but  I  presume  from  the  contingent  fund,  which  I  understood  to  be  subject  to  the  cou- 
irol  of  the  governor. 

With  regard  to  that  portion  of  the  resolution  which  refers  to  purchases  made  on  accoant 
of  the  military  institute,  I  have  to  state  that  such  purchases  were  made  under  my  direction. 
by  the  request  of  the  superintendent,  on  behalf  of  the  board  of  visitors  of  that  institution ; 
that  the  sum  of  two  thousand  pounds  sterling  was  loaned  to  me,  as  the  authorized  agent  of 
that  institution,  without  security,  pledge  or  endorsement  of  any  kind  whatsoever — that  the 
state  is  in  no  way  responsible  for  the  same — atid  that  whilst  I  shall  over  be  prond  to  remem- 
ber the  act,  and  make  known  in  a  private  way  the  names  of  the  parties  who  thus  showod 
their  deep  interest  in  the  success  of  this  noble  institution,  I  cannot  consent  to  parade  their 
names  before  the  public,  to  the  probable  prejudiw  of  their  interest*  at  home  and  in  other 
quarters. 

1  regret  to  state  that  a  valuable  portion  of  the  supplies  piirchased  with  the  means  thus 
afforded  for  the  military  institute,  such  as  shoes,  cloth,  «S:c.,  being  on  the  steam  ship  Dare. 
wero  plundered  and  robbed  by  our  own  troops. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  remark  that  neither  "private  individuals  or  corporations  were 
parties,  or  interested  in  the  purchase  and  shipment,"  further  than  to  perform  with  fidelity 
the  trust  committed  to  them. 

Thtt  resolution  referred  to  is  herewith  returned.

Ea  anticipation  of  your  appointment,  I  dispatched  by  special  agent,  W.  J.  Fahcrty,  on 
fee  2d  instant,  to  Wilmington,  N.  C,  the  sum  of  $18,000  in  gold,  to  be  placed  in  the  charge 
o)[  Col.  W.  W.  Finney,  purser  of  the  steamer  R.  E.  liCe,  to  be  remitted  from  Bermuda  to 
iy-DDdon  to  your  credit.  I  hand  you  herewith,  Col.  Finney's  receipts  for  the  same,  dated 
Uh  instant,  also  an  extract  from  my  letter  to  him,  dated  July  2d,  for  your  information. 

Enclosed,  I  hand  you  a  statement  of  the  articles  desired,  from  which  you  will  perceive 
that  four  distinct  invoices  of  purchase  will  bo  required,  as  follows :  senate  of  Virginia,  house 
0^  delegates,  executive  and  military  departments  of  the  state,  and  the  state  printers. 

Whilst  the  propriety  of  duplicating  or  triplicating  these  invoices  is  suggested,  every  confi- 
dp-uce  is  reposed  in  your  judgment  and  discretion  in  the  premises. 

It  is  all  important  that  the  articles  should  be  gotten  here  at  the  earliest  possible  period  of 
tiimo,  and  you  are  authorized  to  adopt  such  mea-sures  for  the  .shipment,  as  may  in  your 
Judgment  seem  to  be  best. 

Your  actual  and  necessary  expenses  whilst  thus  engaged  will  be  paid  out  of  the  funds 
provided  for  the  purchase  of  stationery,  and  you  will,  as  far  as  possible,  make  return 
thsreof  in  an  itemized  form,  accompanied,  as  far  as  practicable,  by  vouchers.  You  will 
rJbo  embrace  in  your  returns  the  expenses  of  special  agent  W.  J.  Faherty,  on  his  mission 
to  IVilniington  and  the  steamer  with  the  funds. 

A  duplicate  of  the  statement  of  stationery  desired  will  also  be  sent  you  hereafter. 

I  enclose  herewith,  a  letter  from  Major  Thomas  L.  Bayne  of  the  ordnance  department, 
C  S.  A.,  of  this  date,  addresse#lo  me,  upon  the  subject  of  granting  a  passage  for  yourself 
fc»  Bermuda  upon  the  "  usual  terms ;"  also  one  addre.?8cd  to  me  by  same  officer,  dated  7tb 
iastant,  upon  the  same  subject.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  my  letter  of  the  30th  ultimo  to  the 
fconorable  secretary  of  war,  referred  to  in  the  latter,  by  which  it  will  appear  that  my  request 
was  for  a  passage  to  Bermuda  and  return.  I  conclude  that  the  object  was  to  comjily  fully 
HLfJh  my  request,  and  that  accordingly  the  rate  fixed  by  the  letter  of  this  date,  first  refen-ed 
t3(  applies  to  the  return  passage  also.

REPORT. 


The  committee  on  military  affaire  have  had  nnder  consideration  the  varions  questions 
coonected  with  the  quartermaster's  department  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  to  it  referred,  and 
sabmit  the  following  report : 

They  submitted  to  Col.  L.  R.  Smoot  a  nomber  of  interrogatories  relating  to  the  raattera 
referred  to.  and  received  from  him  full  ansvrers,  the  substance  of  which  only  is  deemed  ne- 
cessary for  the  purpose  of  this  repwt.  There  are  now  in  commission  in  this  departrae: 
live  officers,  one  of  whom  holds  the  rank  of  colonel  of  cavalry,  and  four  of  whom  hold  t' 
rank  of  captains  of  cavalry.  The  pay  per  annum  of  the  colonel  is  $2,520.  His  commu- 
tation for  quarters  (5  rooms,  at  $30  each  per  mouth),  $1,800;  his  coiDmutation  for  fuel  (33 
cords  wood,  at  $  38  per  cord,  at  present  rates),  $1,254 — making  his  pay  and  allowances  for 
one  year,  $5,574.  The  pay  per  annum  of  each  of  the  captains  is  $],()80,  and  commutation 
for  quarters  (3  rooms),  $1,080,  and  commutation  for  fuel  (24^  cords  wood),  $940  50 — 
making  the  pay  and  allowance  for  each  captain  for  one  yeai^  $  3,700  50,  and  an  aggregate 
for  four  captains,  of  $14,802.  This,  added  to  the  luiiount  for  colonel,  above  stated,  makea 
the  aggregate  of  $  20,376,  the  annual  expense  to  the  state,  at  present  rates,  of  the  officera 
alone  of  this  department. 

They  further  report,  that  the  other  incidental  expenses  connected  with  this  department 
appear  to  have  exceeded  $  2,000  during  the  past  year,  though  your  committee  have  no  exact 
data  from  which  to  determine  the  precise  sum.  It  is  apparent  that  thw  annual  expense  of 
this  department  exceeds  the  sum  of  $  22,000,  while  the  constantly  increasing  rates  for  cx)m- 
aJutation,fuel  and  incidental  expenses  renders  it  certain  that  the  present  year  would  witness 
-a  large  increase  in  the  aggr'gatc  expenses  of  the  department. 

The  present  duties  of  the  department  appear  mainly  to  be  comprehended  in  two  classes  : 
First,  the  examination  of  oiitstanding  claims  against  the  state  on  account  of  military  ex- 
penses connected  with  the  war  from  its  commencement;  and  second,  of  auditing  the  ac- 
counts of  disbursing  officers,  returned,  with  the  vouchers,  to  the  office.  The  flf'st  claims 
constitute  a  very  small  item,  and  have  first  to  pass  the  auditing  board,  and  are  merely  certi- 
fied by  it  to  the  quartermasters  for  payment,  when  the  claim  is  one  payable  out  of  its  funds. 
The  labors  of  this  branch  of  the  office  are  trifling,  not  requiring,  in  the  words  of  the  chief 
quartermaster,  "one-tenth  of  the  time  of  one  of  its  officers;"  and  the  claims  might  as  well 
be  certified  directly  to  the  auditor,  as  other  claims  are.  The  second  class  of  duties,  that  of 
auditing  the  settlements  of  disbursing  officers,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  couuuiltee,  pecu- 
liarly a  duty  belonging  to  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  public  accounts.  The  claims  have 
been  settled,  as  to  the  origin.al  claimants,  by  the  disbursing  agents,  and  the  only  question 
reaiaining  is  to  ascertain  whether  the  state  agent  has  made  proper  (laynients  and  accounted 
properly  for  the  state  funds  placed  in  his  hands.  Your  coraniitt*  o  are  unable  to  perceive 
any  practical  difference,  save  in  the  subject  matter,  between  these  and  other  accounts  of 
state  officers  charged  with  public  fands — while  the  machinery  and  system  of  the  tuditor's 
office  seem  eminently  adapted  to  Bccaring  the  prompt,  speedy  and  accurate  settlemeut  of  the 
whole  subject.

To  avoid  any  inconvenience  incident  to  the  introduction  of  this  class  of  settlements,  as 
officer  of  this  department  might  be  selected  by  the  auditor,  and  put  in  immediate  charge  of 
this  class  of  accounts  for  such  time  as  he  might  find  it  necessary.  The  principal  duties  im- 
posed by  such  settlements  are  clerical  merely ;  and  the  introduction  of  one  clerk  familiar 
with  such  accounts,  would,  in  the 'opinion  of  your  committee,  be  ample,  with  the  present 
clerical  force  in  the  auditor's  oflSce,  to  perform  the  additional  duties  proposed  to  be  imposed 
upon  it,  while  the  annual  saving  to  the  state  would  be  more  than  $20,000. 

From  the  limited  knowledge  the  committee  have  of  the  qualifications  of  the  retired  officers 
referred  to,  they  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  that  any  one  of  them  be  transferred  to  the 
duties  of  the  quartermaster's  department,  especially  when  the  labor  referred  to  as  remaining 
to  be  done  in  the  department,  so  essentially  belongs  to  the  departmental  organization  of  the 
first  auditor's  office.  Such  accounts  in  the  confederate  service  are  passed  upon  and  settled 
in  fact  in  the  auditor's  office,  even  after  they  have  passed  through  the  office  of  the  quarter- 
master general. 

Your  committee  are  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  office  of  quartermaster  general  of  the 
^l^inia  forces,  a  department  necessary  and  proper  at  the  period  of  its  organization,  and 
tmch  discharged  its  duties  well  while  the  necessities  which  called  it  into  existence  con- 
tinued, is  at  present  unnecessary,  and  constitutes  a  heavy  and  comparatively  useless  charge 
upon  the  treasury  ;  that  its  longer  continuance  is  unnecessary ;  that  it  should  be  promptly 
abolished  ;  that  the  auditing  department  thereof  be  transferred  to  the  office  of  the  auditor  of 
public  accounts ;  and  that  all  outstanding  claims  against  the  depaxtmsnt  be  referred  for  final 
•etUeraent  to  the  auditing  board,  as  are  other  claims. 

A.  bill  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  conclusions  is  herewith  reported  to  the  house.

The  joint  committee  on  salt  having  partially  reported  to  the  general  ajisembly,  jn  extra 
session,  on  the  y8th  October  18t5:i,  and  asked  leave  to  make  a  further  and  mial  report  at 
this,  the  regular  se„ssion,  do  now  respectfully  report: 

That  since  their  fornuT  partial  report,  the.  depositions  then  in  course  of  being  taken  have 
been  completed,  and  the  same  carefully  read  and  considered  by  your  committee.  Upon 
careful  considf^ration  of  the  report  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  salt,  and  of  all  the  evi- 
dence before  them,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  unfortunate  and  even  indefensible  an 
was  the  delay  of  more  than  two  months  in  obtaining  possession  of  the  ten  furnaces  for  the 
state  superintendent,  a  delay  involving  serious  loss  and  deprivation  of  salt  to  the  people,  at 
a  time  of  unexampli^J  distress  and  suffering  for  the  want  of  it,  nevertheless  there  is  no  legal 
liability  resting  on  Stuart,  Buchanan  &.  Co.  to  make  good  this  loss  to  the  state,  either  in 
kind  or  by  compensation  in  damages.  Bat  the  whole  evidence  conclusively  showing  that 
the  lessors  have  repeatedly  failed  to  deliver  brine  to  the  state  furnaces,  according  to  the 
terms  of  their  contract  of  lease,  whereby  said  furnaces  could  not  be  worked  up  to  their  full 
boiling  capacity,  and  were  in  fact  often  "  blown  out"  entirely  for  the  want  of  a  supply  of 
salt  water,  the  committee  are  clearly  of  opinion  that  there  is  a  legal  liability  resting  oi> 
Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  to  mijke  good  to  the  state  the  loss  resulting  from  this  failure  on 
their  part  to  comply  with  their  contract.  The  tenor  of  the  evidence  estimates  the  loss  from 
this  source  at  from  fifteen  thousand  to  twenty  thousand  bushels  of  salt. 

The  superintendent,  in  his  communication  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  of  date  September 
4,  186S  (see  Doc.  10,  extra  session,  page  16),  complains  that  the  lessors  delivered  a  portioti 
of  the  leased  furnaces  in  very  bad  order,  the  kettles  of  said  furnaces  being  nearly  filled  with 
blocking,  and  the  flues  of  some  of  the  furnaces  requiring  extensive  repairs,  almost,  or  quite 
equivalent  to  rebuilding  them. 

■These  allegations  are  fully  sustained  by  the  evidence,  and  the  loss  accruing  therefrom  at 
one  of  the  furnaces,  estimated  by  one  of  the  witnesses  at  "  from  four  hundred  to  five  hun- 
dred bushels  of  salt  per  day  for  ten  or  twelve  days,"  when  the  state  first  took  possession, 
(See  deposition  of  Thomas  R.  Friend,  questions  27,  28,  29,  pages  17  to  20.)  There  was 
loss  from  the  same  cause  at  other  furnaces,  but  the  amount  of  loss  docs  not  clearly  appear 
firom  the  evidence. 

These  failures  on  the  part  of  the  lessors  at  various  times  to  deliver  brine  to  the  state  fur- 
naces, as  contracted  for,  induce  your  committee  to  recommend  that  provision  be  made  by 
law  for  the  immediate  impressment  of  the  "  Preston"  well,  whenever,  during  the  residue  of 
this  lease,  there  shall  be  a  recurrence  of  such  failure. 

Your  committee  would  be  derelict  of  their  duty,  if  they  failed,  in  this  final  report,  to  beaj 
their  emphatic  and  unqualified  testimony  to  the  zeal,  energy,  intelligence  and  skill  in  the 
whole  complicated  business,  and  no  less  the  integrity  and  fidelity  to  his  trust,  which  has 
marked,  in  a  conspicuous  manner,  the  administration  of  John  N.  Clarkaon,  the  state  super 
.  inteudent  of  salt. 
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Your  committee  only  forbore,  in  their  previous  partial  report,  from  this  unqualified  testi- 
monial, because  the  depositious  were  not  then  complete.  But  they  are  no'.v  fully  taken  and 
closed,  and  the  superintendent  stands  vindicated  and  unimpeached ;  and  whether  in  the 
light  of  the  testimony  or  of  their  own  personal  inspection  of  his  operations  at  Saltville,  the 
committee  can  award  no  other  judgment  than  they  have  here  given. 

But  when  the  general  assembly  calls  to  mind  the  distressful  and  almost  alarming  condi- 
tion of  our  people  throughout  the  year  1862  and  the  first  half  of  1363;  the  absolute  sufifer- 
ing  of  man  and  beast  for  want  of  salt ;  the  repeated  failures  to  obtain  it  from  the  owners  of 
the  salt  works,  under  county  contracts  and  contracts  by  the  governor — failures  in  point  of 
quantity,  quality  and  time  of  delivery,  as  well  as  the  inordinate  price  commanded  in  the 
market  by  a  most  inferior  article — and  now,  on  the  other  hand,  find  that  the  people  and  the 
markets  are  so  fully  supplied  Avith  a  sound,  merchantable  article,  that  despite  a  depreciated 
currency  frad  fabulous  prices  foi"  ail  other  articles  of  human  consumption,  salt  alone  is 
quoted  in  the  price  lists  as  "  dull  and  flat"  and  "cheap,"  they  will  find  in  this  the  highest 
vindication  of  their  legislative  policy,  and  proof  that  they  have  been  fortunate  in  their 
selection  of  their  agents  to  carry  out  that  policy. 

Guided  by  these  considerations,  your  committee  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

That  the  policy  of  manufacturing  salt  for  the  people  be  continued  by  the  state,  and  that 
the  two  chairmen  of  the  joint  committee  invite  proj)osals  from  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co. 
for  the  lease  of  the  four  furnaces  known  as  the  "  River  works,"  and  the  six  furnaces  known 
as  the  "Charles  Scott"  furnaces;  also  the  dwelling  house  recently  occupied  by  Williams 
&  Leonard,  two  hundred  acres  of  meadow  land  convenient  to  the  furnaces  proposed  to  be 
leased,  and  the  Preston  well,  till  December  31,  1864,  with  the  privilege  of  renewal  for 
twelve  months. 

The  reasons  operating  on  your  committee  for  proposing  a  change  in  the  furnaces  in  be 
leased,  substituting  the  Charles  Scott  works  for  the  six  furnaces  at  the  upper  end  vl  the 
Valley,  were, 

First  and  chiefly — that  some  of  these  latter  are  so  worn  out  and  dilapidated  as  to  require, 
in  eftcct,  to  be  rebuilt,  whereas  the  Scott  works  are  nearly  new  ;  and 

Secondly — The  contiguity  of  these  last  with  the  River  works  would  tend  to  consolidate 
the  state  operations,  and  greatly  reduce  the  labor  and  trouble  of  operating  them. 

This  propo.sal  from  the  committee  drew  from  Messrs.  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  the  response 
hereto  appended  (No.  1). 

This  response,  declining  the  propositions  of  your  committee,  submitted,  as  will  be  seen^ 
counter  proposals,  saddled  with  conditions  and  liinitations,  which  wholly  forbade  tbeiit 
acceptance,  and  commanded  their  prompt  and  unanimous  rejection  by  your  committee. 

Not  to  specify  other  objections,  the  exaction  by  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  of  a  pledge  of 
exemption  for  all  their  property  of  whatever  kind,  from  all  liability  to  that  impressment  by 
the  state  to  \vhich  the  property  of  every  other  citizen  is  liable,  in  tKe  manufacture  of  salt  by 
the  state,  ought  to  be  fatal  to  their  proposals. 

But  again — they  demand  that  the  state  shall  furnish  transportation  adequate  for  the  daily 
delivery  at  the  Preston  well,  of  six  eord.s  of  wood  to  run  tlie  engine  which  pumps  the 
water.  The  committee  forbear  to  comment  on  this  demand,  as  to  the  quantity  of  wood  it 
assumes  to  be  necessary  to  run  the  engine,  and  the  water  to  be  pumped_by  it  is  not  pre- 
tended to  be  wholly  and  exclusively  the  property  of  the  state,  but  that  a  residuary  interest 
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therein  remains  in  Staart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  They  will  content  themselves  with  viewing 
their  dcQiand,  in  conjunction  with  a  like  demaud  made  by  the  lessors  upon  the  confederate 
government,  viz :  of  a  daily  delivery  of  sixty  cords  of  wood  at  their  furnaces.  Thus  these 
parties  would  exact  a  transportation  over  the  rail  road  of  66  cords  of  wood  per  diem. 

NoAv,  when  the  general  assembly  recalls  the  fact  of  complete  priority  accorded  by  itself 
to  the  confederate  government,  for  all  their  tmcsportation  of  salt  and  supplies,  it  must  be 
apparent  that  these  two  demands  of  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  taken  in  connection  with 
that  priority,  can  result  in  nothing  less  than  a  practical  deiiial  to  this  state  of  all  trans- 
portation, or  at  least  of  any  adequate  transportation  for  its  salt  after  it  shall  have  been 
manufactured. 

But  the  furnaces  offered  by  this  proposal  of  Stuart,  Buchauan  &  Co.  would  not,  in  the 
present  dilapidated  condition  of  some  of  them,  and  excluding  one  large  double  furnace-^ 
(the  one  leased  to  Thomas  R.  Friend),  which thu committee  peninptorily  declin&lo euibnu',e 
iu  any  new  contract  of  lease,  the  remaining  nine  would  not  be  capable  of  producing  an 
udequiile  amount  of  salt  for  the  people..  Their  utmost  capacity  may  be  set  down  at  from 
five  to  six  hundred  thousand  bushels.  Now,  to  procure  the  necessary  laborand  supplies  to 
carry  on  the  manufacture  of  salt,  that  aiticio  itself,  and  not  the  ci#ieucy  of  tho  country, 
can  be  used  with  effect.  This  item  added  to  the  annual  consumption  by  the  people,  would 
swell  the  amount  needed  by  the  stale  to  about  eight  hundred  thuusand  bushels — thu.s 
leaving  a  deficit  of  from  two  to  threa  hundred  thousand  bushels. 

For  tlie.'^e  and  other  reasons  apparent  on  the  face  of  tlu^  paper,  the  conmiitteo  rejected  it. 

It  should  be  explained  to  the  general  assembly,  that  the  reason  why  tho  committee 
wholly  declin(!  to  negotiate  for  tho  Auth<>r  lease  of  the  Thomas  R.  Fi n-nd  furnace  afusr  tho 
expiration  of  the  present  stafo  leaso  in  June  next,  is  this:  Said  Friend  furnace  was  one  of 
the  four  which  had  been  originally  leased  by  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  upon  certain  terms, 
in  which  four  contracts  of  tease  the  state  succeeded  to  Stuart,  Buchauan  «fc  Co.  the  original 
lessors.  These  leasora  reprcBeutcd  to  the  general  assembly  that  all  four  of  these  leases  were 
identical  in  theii-  terms,  and  produced  one  of  them  as  a  sample  of  the  others. 

It  turns  out  that  there  is  a  most  material  difference.     Three  of  them  stipulate  for  pay 

ment  of  an  absolute  daily  rent  of  a  specified  number  of  bushels  of  salt  to  each  furnaco: 

aft(M-  payment  of  which  rent,  any  surplus  salt  made  on  the  furnace  is  to  bo  appropriated; 

Ist,  to  paying  off  the  expenses  of  operating  tho  same,  and  when  these  are  all  paid,  then, 

~2d,  the  residue  or  net  profits  to  bo  equally  divided  between  the  lessors  and  tho  lessee. 

But  the  Thomas  R.  Friend  contract  is  very  different,  in  this,  viz:  that  it  stipulates  for  no 
absolute  rent  exclusive  of  all  expends  of  operating,  but  on  the  contrary  provides,  that  the 
expenses  of  operating  the  furiuico  slnm  bo  payable  out  of  the  rent  salt,  if  sufficient  surplas 
bo  not  made  to  pay  both.  Tiris  therefoic  obvious  that  the  stjite  is  liable  at  tliis  bioment, 
and  has  been  from  the  first,  and  will  be  to  the  close  of  the  term,  to  the  payment  of  t*Il  the 
expenses  of  the  Friend  furnace,  in  the  contingency  named. 

The  committee,  anxious  to  avoid  the  alternative  of  impressment,  again  invited  proposals 
of  lease  from  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  and  Charles  Scott  &  Co.  (of  whiclff  latter  firm  the 
former  are  members).  But  these  negotiations,  both  oral  and  written,  proved  fruitless — thp 
(iwners  of  th.c  property  either  declining  to  part  with  a  sufficiency  of  it  to  supply  tho  staie, 
with  an  adequate  amount  of  Fait,  or  else,  if  undertaking  to  furnish  that  supply,  yet  so  fet 
tcring  the  contract  with  terms  and  stipulations  of  transportation,  as  virtually,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  your  committee,  to  render  tho  whole  scheme  nugatory.  A  copy  of  this  last  pro 
posal  is  hereto  appended  (No.  2). 
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Your  committee,  sincerely  anxious  to  avoid  all  conflict  with  the  confederate  government 
in  the  production  and  distribution  of  salt,  obtained  assurances  from  the  proper  authorities 
of  that  government  that  it  would  be  entirely  agreeable  to  them  to  procure  their  supplies  of 
salt  for  the  army  directly  from  the  state  of  Virginia.  Upon  these  assurances,  your  commit- 
tee reached  the  following  conclusions,  and  do  hereby  recommend, 

That  ihe  state  shall  immediately  impress  the  six  furnaces  known  as  the  "  Charles  Scott 
&  Co.'s  works,"  and  shall,  prior  to  the  8th  day  of  June  next,  impress  nine  of  the  ten  fur- 
naces of  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  now  leased  by  the  state,  excluding  the  Thomas  E.  Friend 
,  furnace,  together  with  such  dwelling  houses,  stables  and  appurtenances  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  proper  working  of  said  furnaces,  and  a  fair  proportion  of  the  meadow  and  other  land 
adjacent  thereto;  also  the  "Preston"  well,  and  so  much  salt  water  from  the  King  and  Fin- 
ley  wells  as  shall  be  ample  to  supply  the  said  fifteen  furnaces.  Likewise,  that  the  superin- 
tendent have  authority,  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  to  impress  stand- 
ing wood  for  operating  said  furnaces. 
* 

Your  committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  go  into  any  argument  to  justify  the  common- 
wealth in  asserting  her  right  of  eminent  domain  in  a  time  of  war,  in  and  to  her  only  avail- 
able salt  wells.  A  portion  of  your  committee  favored  the  condemnation  of  this  entire  salt 
property  to  the  public  use,  state  and  confederate.  But  the  committee  prefer  to  confine  them- 
selves to  so  much  only  as  shall  be  ample  to  insui'e  a  full  supply  of  this  indispensable  neces- 
sary of  life  to  our  own  people  and  to  the  armies  of  the  Confederacy,  and  should  any  surplus 
be  left  over,  then  to  furnish  that  surplus  to  our  sister  Confederate  States. 

The  measure  can  scarcely  be  deemed  harsh  even  by  the  proprietors  themselves,  when 
they  reflect  that  the  constitution  guarantees  to  them  just  compensation  for  the  use  of  their 
property  for  Ivery  day  that  it  is  dedicated  to  the  public  use ;  and  when  they  further  reflect 
that  their  ownership  and  possession  of  it  for  three  years  of  unparalleled  war  upon  their  na- 
tive or  adopted  state — a  possession  hitherto  allowed  them  by  forbearance  of  the  common- 
wealth— has  poured  into  their  coffers  a  prodigality  of  wealth  that  might  well  satisfy  the 
utmost  desires  of  any  good  citizen  in  such  a  time  of  general  suffering  and  wide-spread 
calamity.

Gentlemen  : 

Your  note,  without  date,  was  received  niglit  before  last ;  and  as  soon  as 
practicable,  I  commenced  a  correspondence  with  my  partners  of  the  firm  of  Stuart,  Buchanan 
&,  Co.  and  Charles  Scott  &  Co.,  in  order  to  ascertain  their  views  on  your  propositions.  I 
have  heard  only  from  Mr.  Scott,  and  he  informs  me  that  he  is  unwilling  to  leave  the  Scott 
furnaces.  I  doubt  not  that  all  interested  will  concur  in  his  view,  as  theso  furnaces  were 
built  by  Charles  Scott  &  Co.  upon  a  contract  with  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  the  terms  of 
which  would  make  a  lease  almost  if  not  entirely  impracticable.  Your  proposition,  there- 
fore, as  far  as  these  furnaces  are  concerned,  is  respectfully  declined.  Upon  the  other  pro- 
positions of  yom'  note,  I  would  have  prefcn'ed  hearing  from,  my  partners  before  replying ; 
but  as  I  learn  from  you  that  time  ia  important,  I  will  undertake  to  speak  for  them,  upon 
my  knowledge  of  their  well  matured  opinions. 

We  will  rent  the  state  the  ten  furnaces  now  held  by  her,  for  a  term  of  six,  twelve  or 
eighteen  months  from  the  end  of  the  present  lease,  but  we  must  ask  that  it  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  legislature,  before  the  time  fixed  by  law  for  the  end  of  the  present  session, 
whether  the  time  shall  be  for  six,  twelve  or  eighteen  months. 

We  will  also  rent,  for  a  eorresponding  term,  the  Williams  &  Leonard  house,  provided  it 
has  not  been  rented  before  this  to  other  parties.  It  has  been  vacated  .since  I  left  home,  and 
I  do  not  know  whether  it  has  been  again  rented.  I  have  telegraphed  Mr.  Palmer  that  you 
wished  to  have  it. 

We  respectfully  decline  to  rent  you  the  Preston  well.  We  are  interestfd  in  the  water 
raised  from  that  well,  after  supplying  the  state  furnaces  dependent  upon  it.  We  have  there- 
fore every  motive  of  duty  an(J  interest  to  insure  that  we  will  pump  it  with  more  energy  and 
efficiency  than  any  agent  of  the  state.  Wo  liave  a  number  of  contracts  with  states  and  in- 
dividuals requiring  us  to  deliver  salt  water  from  that  and  other  wells  We  are  unwilling  to 
transfer  our  obligations  to  the  state,  even  if  she  were  willing  to  assume  them.  The  Preston 
well  yields  brine  somewhat  stronger  than  the  other  wells,  and  it  happens  that  about  half  of 
the  state  furnaces  are  supplied  from  the  Preston  well  and  half  from  the  King  wells.  It 
seems  to  be  fair  that  this  arrangement  shall  bo  continued.  As  to  the  bottom  land,  we  have 
really  none  to  spare ;  but  as  we  are  desirous  to  afford  every  facility  to  the  state,  we  will  let 
you  have  some,  though  not  the  quantity  you  ask.  I  will  describe  to  you  the  portion  re- 
ferred to  when  I  meet  the  committee,  as  I  will  do  whenever  desired,  and  you  can  then  de- 
termine whether  it  will  suit  you.  As  to  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the  lease,  we  are  not  pre- 
pared to  name  any,  but  we  are  willing  that  it  shall  be  fixed  by  a  board  of  arbitrators  to  bo 
constituted  by  agreement  between  us.  The  details  of  a  contract  can  be  readily  fixed,  if  you 
agree  to  the  general  plan. 

I  deem  it  proper,  and  but  just  to  myself  and  to  those  whose  rights  and  interests  I  repre- 
sent, to  state  here,  plainly  and  distinctly,  that  in  view  of  the  active  and  bitter  hostility 
manifested  towards  us  by  the  superintendent  of  salt  works,  it  is  necessary,  in  any  contract 
to  be  made  with  us,  that  we  shall  be  assured  of  protection  against  injuries  which  ho  has 
already  manifested  a  purpose  to  do  us,  in  the  following  particulars : 

1.  We  must  be  assured  against  any  interference  with  our  property,  real  or  personal,  by 
impressment  or  otherwise,  during  the  continuance  of  the  lease,  and  so  long  as  we  fairly 
execute  our  contract  with  the  state. 
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2.  The  fuel  necessary  for  the  pumping  apparatus  is  essential  to  all  parties,  including  the 
state,  and  we  must  ask  an  assurance  of  transportation  for  such  fuel  to  the  extent  ^f  lix 
cords  per  day. 

3.  We  desire  and  must  ask  that  the  same  privileges  in  respect  to  transportation  be  granted 
us,  that  were  granted  in  the  contract  between  us  made  last  October,  provided  we  do  not  at 
any  one  time  have  in  our  employ  more  than  one  wood  train  and  one  salt  train,  which  are  all 
that  we  ever  have  had  in  our  employ  at  once,  as  we  are  prepared  to  prove,  and  which  we 
can  also  prove  were  used  to  the  public  advantage. 

4.  Various  questions  have  arisen  betwe-en  us  and  the  state,  gi'owing  out  of  past  contracts, 
all  of  which  we  are  desirous  to  settle  on  fair  terms ;  and  we  ask  that  all  of  them  may  be 
referred  to  the  decision  of  fair  arbitrators,  to  be  chosen  by  agreement  between  us,  and  that 
there  shall  be  a  provision  in  the  proposed  contract,  for  the  settlement,  by  fair  arbitration,  of 
all  questions  hereafter  to  arise  in  its  progress.

■GeNTLKMEN  : 

Having  in  &  personal  interview  learned  the  general  views  of  the  commit- 
tee, we  beg  leave  respectfully  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  proposition : 

1.  We  will  lease  to  tho  state  the  ten  furnaces  held  under  the  present  lease,  or  if  yon 
prefer  it,  we  will  retain  the  furnace  held  under  the  state  by  Thomas  R.  Friend — the  state 
^.aking  the  other  nine.  We  will  include  in  the  lease  the  Williams  house  near  the  plaster 
bank,  and  a  parcel  of  bottom  land  near  the  Scott  furnaces,  surrounded  by  roads,  and  con- 
taining between  fifty  and  one  hundred  acres,  in  a^ldition  io  the  property  included  in  the 
present  lease.    These  ten  furnaces  are  all  that  we  own,  or  over  which  we  have  any  control. 

2.  The  lease  to  continue  six,  twelve  or  eighteen  month.s,  as  the  state  may  determine, 
from  the  end  of  the  present  lease — but  the  election  to  bo  made  before  tho  time  fixed  by  law 
for  the  termination  of  the  present  session  of  the  legislature. 

3.  The  rent  may  be  fixed  by  impartial  arbitrators,  to  be  selected  by  agreement  between 
js  and  the  state. 

4.  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  and  Charles  Scott  &  Co.  to  have  the  right  together  to  use, 
apon  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road,  two  locomotive  engines  and  trains,  not  belong- 
ing to  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road  company,  to  be  used  and  managed  on  terms  sa- 
tisfactory to  the  company,  in  the  transportation  of  fuel,  salt  and  other  supplies  for  its  manu- 
facture. So  long  as  we  use  these  trains  we  will  not  ask  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail 
road  company  any  transportation  for  fuel,  salt  or  other  supplies  for  its  manufacture,  for 
Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  or  Charles  Scott  &  Co. 

5.  Various  questions  have  arisen  between  us  and  the  state,  growing  out  of  past  con- 
tracts, all  of  which  we  are  desirous  to  settle  on  fair  terms ;  and  we  ask  that  all  of  them  may 
be  referred  to  the  decision  of  fair  arbitrators,  to  be  chosen  by  agreement  between  us,  and 
ihat  there  shall  be  a  provision  in  the  proposed  contract  for  the  settlement  by  fair  arbitration 
of  all  questions  hereafter  to  arise  in  its  progress.

I  have  been  directed  by  the  board  of  public  works  to  transmit  the  enclosed  state- 
ment, made  by  John  N.  Clarkson,  superintendent  of  the  salt  works,  as  containing  the  reply 
to  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  house  of  delegates  on  the  29th  of  January  1864,  calling 
for  the  following  information,  viz : 

"1.  The  number  of  bushels  of  salt  made  at  Saltville,  at  the  furnaces  leased  by  the  state 
from  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  since  possession  of  tho  same  was  delivered,  to  the  1st  Janu- 
ary 1864,  showing  the  number  of  bushels  made  at  the  furnaces  worked  on  state  account, 
and  the  number  received  as  rent. 

2.  The  number  of  bushels  of  salt  belonging  to  the  state,  which  were  on  hand  on  the  1st

Number  of  bushels  of  salt  on  hand  at  Saltville  on  1st  January  1864,  and  not  shipped  for 
-want  of  transportation  over  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road — estimated  at  75,000  bush- 
els.   No  other  salt  on  hand. 

Most  of  the  wood  consumed  in  the  furnaces  operated  by  the  superintendent,  was  hauled 
in  wagons.  There  was  hauled  for  the  superintendent  over  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail 
road,  between  8th  June  and  1ft  January  1864, 3,378  cords  of  wood.  In  addition  to  the  wood 
hauled  over  the  rail  road  for  the  superintendent,  there  was  a  large  quantity  hauled  for  the 
tenants,  under  contracts  made  by  them  with  the  rail  road;  which  quantity  the  superinten. 
dent  has  no  mode  of  arriving  at ;  nor  can  he  say  how  many  cars  and  locomotives  were  en- 
gaged in  hauling  the  wood  used  by  himself.  He  gives  the  following  data:  A  flat  holds  six 
cords ;  a  locomotive  hauls  six  flats ;  the  distance  from  Saltville  to  the  Marion  wood  yard  is 
22  miles ;  anterior  to  the  1st  January  only  one  trip  per  day  was  made.

REPORT. 


The  undtrsigncd,  (mo  of  tho  joint  I'oiTimittt'c,  on  salt  <ni  the  part  ot'  the  honscof  delegates, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  bonrd  of  public  works,  acting  as  supervisors  of 
salt,  and  the  accompanying  documents.  '•  with  instructions  to  enquire  into  the  matter  of 
fact  alleged  and  suggestions  set  forth  therein ;  and  also  with  instructions  to  enquire  into 
such  other  causes  as  ift  their  opinion  have  tended  to  hin<ler.  delay  or  prevent  the  procure- 
ment of  a  supply  of  salt  to  the  piiople  of  Virginia  hi  due  time ;  and  also  to  encpiire  what 
resources,  in  addition  to  those  now  undrr  the  ciuitrol  of  the  state,  can  be  made  available  to 
secure  such  supply  in  due  time;  and  also  what  further  legislation,  either  in  amendment  of 
prior  laws,  or  by  original  i-nMctinent.  is  desirable,"  n>spectiully  submits  the  following 
minority  report,  embodying  lh<'  conclusions  arrived  at,  after  a  lengthy  investigation  of  the 
"matters  referred  to  the  committee  for  their  action. 

The  practical  and  material  object  of  tlie  invt-stigation  was  to  consider  the  suggestions 
made  by  the  board  of  supervisors  in  iluir  report,  to  asctirtaiu  tlie  caiisc  of  the  delay  in  fur- 
nishing a  supply  of  salt  to  the  people  of  Virginia,  and  to  suggest  what  further  legislation 
was  deemed  necof.sary  or  desii able  to  nniicdy  tl^e  evil.  The  first  suggestion  made  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  will  be  found  on  the  Hth  page  of  their  report  of  September  4,  186:!. 
It  is  there  stated  that  the  facilities  for  manufacturing  salt,  placed  at  the  command  of  the 
superintendent,  are  insufficient  to  furnish  an  adequate  supply  of  salt  in  due  time.  To  pro- 
vide for  this  deficiency,  the  legislature  has  already  purchased  40,000  bushels  of  salt,  at  $2 
per  bushel.  But  it  has  turned  out  that  on  the  1st  day  of  January  J864  there  were  about 
7.'3,0()0  bushels  of  salt  belonging  to  th<;  state  at  Saltville.  which  liad  not  been  distributed  for 
want  of  transportation.  (See  the  Report  of  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  response  to  a  resolution 
of  the  house.)  Tho  board  next  suggest  that  additional  assistants  to  those  now  authorized 
by  law  should  be  allowed  thi'  superintendent.  It  would  seem  judicious  and  proper  ttiat 
such  assistants  should  be  allowed  the  superintendent  as  are  necessary  properly  to  conduct 
the  salt  operations  of  the  state ;  and  it  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  law  be  so  amended 
as  to  allow  the  appointment  of  a  deputy  manager,  and  such  overseers  (ovei'the  conscript 
age)  as  the  board  of  supervisors  may  deem  necessary. 

The  committee  have  considered  the  subject  of  the  inspection  of  salt,  and  tho  undersigned 
has  come  to  the  conclusion,  both  from  the  evidence  and  personal  inspection,  that  tho  in- 
spection of  salt  at  Saltville,  under  the  present  law,  has  been  little  more  than  a  farce,  the  in- 
spection being  the  mere  gues.s  of  the  inspector ;  and  it  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the 
present  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  require  only  the  state  salt  to  be  inspected — and  that 
should  be  a  real  inspection,  no  salt  being  permitted  to  pass  inspection,  unless  it  was  mer- 
chantable, and  thcji  the  sacks  should  be  marked  with  their  real  weights — but  if  it  is  deemed 
best  that  all  salt  manufactured  at  Saltville  should  be  inspected,  then  the  same  rule  should 
be  applied. 

It  is  not  deemed  at  all  necessary  or  advilablc  that  the  powt-r  of  impressment  authorized 
by  the  act  of  March  '30,  1863.  should  be  enlarged  or  extended,  as  recommended  by  the 
board  of  supervisors.     All. impressment  laws  are  odious  and  distasteful  to  the  people;  and 
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it  is  respectfully  submitted,  that  so  far  from  enlarging  the  powers  of  impressment  under  the 
act  of  March  .30,  1863,  the  law  should  be  so  amended  as  only  to  allow  the  impressment  of 
labor  or  supplies  of  any  description  when  the  labor  cannot  be  hired  nor  the  supplies  ob- 
tained by  purchase  at  the  cinrent  price.  The  power  to  impress  labor,  wood  or  supplies 
should  not  be  authorized  when  the  labor  cau  be  procured  byhiring,  and  the  wood  and  sup- 
plies obtained  by  purchase,  for  the  reason  that  in  such  cases  impressment  is  not  a  necessity. 
All  expftriencc  proves  that  whilst  impressments,  adopted  as  a  general  system  of  furnishing 
supplies  to  an  army,  or  for  any  otlu^r  purpose  (as  distinguished  from  impressment  as  a  tem- 
porary necessity),  may  furnish  supplies  cheajjer  and  more  abundant  for  a  short  time,  that  in 
the  end  it  lessens  productions,  produces  discontent,  and  must  finally  be  abandoned:  and  it 
is  folly  to  contend  that  the  state,  with  millions  in  her  treasury,  the  rail  roads  at  the  command 
of  the  superintendent,  cannot,  as  a  general  rule,  procnre  labor  and  supplies  by  hiring  and 
purchase,  to  operate  the  ten  state  furnaces,  when  at  least  four  times  as  many  are  being 
operated  at  Saltville  by  other  states  and  individuals,  without  the  facilities  of  the  state, 
except  when  compelled  to  stop  work  for  the  want  of  transportation,  which  the  state  can 
ommand.  ..,     : 

Tf  tli^  q-uesfaon  wei-e,  whether  the  people  should  do  without  an  adequate  supply  of  salt, 
<>r  alloHv' labor  arid  supplies  to  be  impressed,  no  one  would  hesitate  for  a  moment  to  say  ini- 
pri'ss  the  labor,  supplies,  or^any  thing  else,  rather  than  the  people  should  suffer  for  salt;  but 
it  is  a  very' different  question,  when  the  people  can  be  supplied  with  the  same  amount  of 
salt  by  ^liring  the  labor  and  purchasing  the  supplies  at  the  current  price,  whether  the  supply 
sliould  not  be  fnniif^hed  in  that  mode  rather  than  resort  to  impressment,  merely  because  the 
superintendent  and  the  owners  fail  to  agree  upon  the  price — the  only  evidence  of  necessity 
required  by  the  present  law  to  authorize  impressment.  The  fact  that  there  are  now  largely 
over  one  hundred  thousand  bushels  of  salt  at  Saltville  belonging  to  the  state,  more  than  can 
he  transported,  shows  conclusivelj'  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  extend  or  enlarge  the  power 
of  impressing  personal  projierty  in  order  to  produce  a  supply  of  salt. 

For  the  reasons  given  above,  and  many  others  not  deemed  necessary  to  embody  in  a 
report,  it  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  piesent  law  should  be  amended  so  as  only  to 
allow  the  impressment  of  labor,  wood  and  other  supplies,  where  the  same  cannot  be  had 
bv  hiring  or  purchase  at  the  rates  usual- in  the  neighborhood. 

The  committee  considered  at  length  the  cause  of  delay  in  the  procurement  of  a  supply  of 
salt  for  the  people  of  the  state,  and  the  undersigned  has  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the 
chief  cause  of  delay  in  furnishing  a  supply  of  salt  to  the  state  in  due  time,  was  owing  to 
the  fact,  that  although  the  act  for  the  production  and  distribution  of  salt  was  passed  on  the 
30th  day  of  |^arch  18(53,  the  superintendent  was  not  put  in  possession  of  the  leased  furnaces 
until  the  8th  day  of  June  following — more  than  two  months  after  the  da,te  of  the  contract 
with  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  and  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  act  above  referred  to. 
(See  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  p.  8.) 

By  the  terms  of  the  contract,  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  were  not  bound  to  deliver  the  po.<i- 
session  of  the  leased  premises  till  after  it  was  valued  and  the  valuation  paid.  The  first  de- 
lay seems  to  have  been  produced  by  the  assessor  on  the  part  of  the  state,  J.  L.  Carr,  Esq. 
of  Kanawha,  declining  to  act.  Further  delay  was  occasioned  by  the  two  assessors  failing 
to  agree  upon  an  umpire  who  would  consent  to  act;  and  still  further  delay  occurred  from 
the  necessity  of  organizing  another  board  on  account  of  the  first  failing  to  agree.  Stuart, 
Buchanan  &  Co.  not  having  failed  to  appoint  an  assessor  on  their  part,  and  not  being  bound 
to  deliver  possession  of  the  furnaces  until  ihe  valuation  was  made  and  the  money  paid,  are 
therefore  not  responsible  for  th-i  delay  in  the  su^rintendent  getting  possession  of  the  leased 
property;  and  whilst  it  is  not  designed  to  cast  censure  upon  the  board  of  supervisors  for  the 
delay  referred  to  above,  yet  it  does  seem  that  said  delay  was  in  some  naeasure  owing  to  the 
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fact  that  said  board  appears  to  have  acted  upon  the  erroneous  supposition  that  it  required 
8om«  one  of  extensive  reputation,  who  lived  at  a  distance,  to  value  the  property  leaeed,  when 
numbers  of  men  of  respectability,  integrity  and  practical  good  sense  could  have  been  se- 
lected and  the  valuation  made  without  the  delay  that  occurred.  (See  the  Rfcport  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  dated  September  11,  1803,  p.  r>  and  (>.)  If  the  state  could  have  got- 
ten possession  of  the  leased  property  immediately  after  the  passage  of  the  act  for  the  pro- 
duction and  distribution  of  salt,  some  80,000  bushels  of  %alt  would  have  been  manufactured 
and  Yeady  for  distribution  among  the  people  by  the  time  the  state  actually  obtained  posses- 
Ki<m  on  the  8th  of  June  1863.  As  will  readily  appeal*  from  the  above  statement,  the  fact 
that  the  superintendent  did  not  get  possession  of  the  state  furnaces  till  the  8th  day  of  June, 
was  the  chief  cause  why  the  people  of  the  state  were  not  furnished  with  a  supply  of  salt  in 
line  timo,  or  rather,  it  is  t\\f  chief  reason  why  a  sufficient  supply  was  not  manufactured  in 
(hie  tim»';  for  if  it  had  been  manufactured,  it  probably  would  not  have  beiui  transported. 
Some  dela3%  however,  wjis  produced  by  the  failun;  on  the  part  of  Stuart,  Buciianau  &  Co. 
BOmetimes  to  furnish  an  adequate  supply  of  brine ;  and  the  testimony  is  somewhat  conflict- 
ing as  to  the  extent  of  the  loss  occasionfd  by  this  failure.  A  fair  estimate  would  probably 
be  some  ten  or  fifteen  thousand  bushels. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  it  does  not  appear,  tVom  a  fair  con.slderation  of  the  evi- 
dence, that  this  failure  to  furnish  an  adequate  supply  of  brine,  was  the,  result  of  bad  faith 
on  the  part  of  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  but  was  chiefly  owing  to  the  want  of  proper  ma- 
chinery to  pump  the  water,  and  to  an  improper  arrangement  of  the  conduits  leading  to  and 
from  the  cistern,  and  their  connection  with  said  cistern  at  the  Scott  furnaces,  l>y  which  the 
state  did  not  at  all  times  get  the  priority  to  which  she  was  clearly  entitled.  But  however 
this  may  be,  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  having  bound  themselves  by  tiieir  contract  to  furnish 
the  state  with  an  adequate  Bupj)ly  ef  brine  to  run  the  ten  furnactis  to  their  full  boiling  capa- 
city, it  was  their  misfortune  that  they  were  at  times  unable  to  do  so,  and  are  therefore  re- 
sponsible to  the  state  in  damages,  to  the  extent  of  said  failure;  and  it  is  reconnneuded  that 
this  matter  of  difference  should  he  submirted  to  the  decision  of  arbitrators,  to  be  .ngnwd 
upon  by  the  parties. 

And  it  is  the  further  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  that  a  fair  constructiou  ot  the  evidence 
does  not  justify  the  charge  that  Stuart,  Bnchanan  &  Co.  have  intentionally  endeavored  to 
hinder  or  obstruct  the  salt  operations  of  the  state.  There  is,  however,  a  great  deal  of  evi- 
dence tending  to  show  a  mutual  hostile  feeling  between  the  superintendent  and  some  of  the 
firm  of  Stuart.  Bnchanan  &  Co..  affecting,  perhaps,  the  state  prejudicially,  but  not  deemed 
of  sufficient  importance'  to  claim  a  further  notice  in  this  report. 

The  present  contract  with  Stuart,  Buchanan  &.  Co.,  exi>ires  on  the  8th  day  of  June  next, 
and  it  would  seem  to  be  a  paramount  duty  of  the  legislat.iire  t«(  fake  measures  to  insure  a 
certain  supply  of  salt  after  that  tim«. 

This  supply  may  be  obtained  in  two  ways — either  by  purchase  from  private  individuals  or 
by  the  state  continuing  to  manufacture  salt  on  her  own  account;  whiidi  may  be  done  either 
by  renewing  the  lease  with  Stuart,  Buchanan  «&  Co.,  or  by  impressing  a  sufiicient  number 
of  furnaces  for  the  purpose. 

It  is  believed  that  the  lease  can  be  renewed  with  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co. — a  prr)po8ition 
to  that  effect,  preferable,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned  to  impnissmeut,  having  been 
tendered  by  them  and  rejected  by  the  committee. 

It  is  recommended,  first,  that  the  necessary  supply  of  salt  should  be  procured  by  pur- 
chase, if  it  can  be  done  on  fair  terms,  with  a  reservation  in  the  contract  of  the  right  to  im- 
press the  salt  itself,  in  the  event  of  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  contract,  and  with  such 
other  conditions  as  will  insure  a  compUance  with  the  same. 
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It  is  estimated  that  it  will  require  600,000  bushels  of  salt  to  furnish  an  annual  supply  to 
the  people,  of  thirty  pounds  to  the  head.  There  are  now  about  13.^>,000  bushels  of  salt  at 
Saltville  belonging  to  the  state.  By  the  8th  of  June  next  16.5,000  bushels  more  will,  in  all 
reasonable  probability,  be  manufactured  by  the  state.  This  would  leave  300,000  bushels  to 
be  provided  for  after  the  8th  day  of  June,  by  contract  or  by  manufacturing'  it. 

If,  however,  a  contract  cannot  be  made  at  a  fair  price,  with  such  ]>rovisions  as  will  insure, 
with  entire  certainty,  the  necessary  supply  of  salt,  then  the  state  must  manufacture  salt 
upon  her  own  account. 

But  it  is  respectfulb'  recommended,  that  whether  the  state  operate  under  lease  or  by  im- 
pressment, it  is  her  true  interest  and  policy  only  to  lease  or  impress  a  sufiBcieut  number  of 
furnaces  to  insure  an  adequate  supply  of  salt  for  the  people. 

The  ten  furnaces  now  being  operated  by  the  state  are  amply  sufficient  for  this  pui'pose. 
In  fact,  it  is  highly  probabl*;  that  nine  of  that  number  would  be  sufficient ;  for  it  will  be 
remembered  that  tlii^re  are  now  about  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand  bushels  of  salt 
at  Saltville  awaiting  transportation.  There  seems  to  the  undersigned  to  be  nothing  in  the 
idea  that  the  state,  by  taking  a  greater  numbi-r  of  furnaces  than  are  necessary  for  her  own 
use,  and  agreeing  to  supply  the  confederate  government  with  salt,  would  thereby  pre- 
vent a  conflict  between  that  government  and  the  state,  relative  to  transportation,  for 
the  plain  reason,  that  if  the  state  were  to  undertake  to  furnish  the  confederate  government 
with  salt,  the  state  would  first  have  to  use  the  transportation  necessary  to  supply 
salt  for  the  confederate  government ;  and  if  it  was  not  done,  there  would  be  a  conflict.  If, 
however,  the  confederate  government  procures  her  own  supplies  and  transports  them  herself, 
it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  that  government  would  use  more,  transportation  than  necessary 
to  supply  the  wants, of  the  government;  and  if  she  did,  it  ought  not  and  would  not  be  per- 
mitted by  the  state:  and  if  an  arrangement  can  be  made  with  the  confederate  government, 
by  which  the  state  is  to  furnish  that  government  with  salt,  certainly,  in  the  absence  of  such 
hn  undertaking  on  the  part  of  the  state,  an  arrangement  coixld  be  made  with  the  same 
government,  by  which  that  government  would  only  u.se  sufficient  transportation  to  furnish 
the  necessary  supply  nf  salt.  It  seems  to  the  undersigned  to  be  exceedingly  improper  and 
injudicious  for  the  state  to  impress  property  to  supply  salt  for  the  confederate  government. 

There  are  numerous  reasons,  not  necessary  to  enumerate  in  this  report,  and  which  will 
readily  suggest  themselves,  wh}'  the  state  should  only  lease  or  impress  a  sufficient  number 
of  furnaces  to  furnish  a  certain  supply  of  salt  to  her  own  people,  leaving  the  confederate 
government  to  furnish  its  own  supplies.  It  would  seem  to  be  the  true  policy  of  the  state 
to  require  and  command  every  thing  necessarj'  to  furnish  with  certainty  a  stated  supply  of 
salt  to  the  people,  and  then  to  encourage  the  manufacture  of  salt  by  other  states  and 
individuals.  » 

The  undersigned  desires  to  express  the  opinion,  that  the  greatest  difficulty  in  supplying 
the  people  with  salt  for  the  next  year,  will  be  found  to  be  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  trans- 
portation ;  and  this  will  be  the  case,  whatever  mode  may  be  adopted  for  the  manufacture  of 
salt.  Hence  it  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest  importance  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to 
increase  the  transportaition,  especially  upon  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road ;  and  it  is 
suggested  that  this  be  done  by  inducing  the  confederate  government  to  aid  in  procuring 
rolling  stock  (which  has  been  done  iir  some  instances)  from  roads  south  not  now  in  use. 
The  transportation  of  salt  might  also  be  materially  increased  by  requiring  that  the  rolling 
stock  of  the  road  should  be  used  less  in  transporting  fuel  (which  could  be  hauled  iu 
wagons),  and  more  of  it  appropriated  to  the  transportation  of  salt. 
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RECAPITULATION. 


Ist.  The  facilities  of  the  state  were  sufficient  to  manufacture  as  much  salt  as  could  be 
transported — the  report  of  the  board  of  supervisors  not  concurred  in  on  this  point. 

.  2d.   The  report  of  tln^  board  of  supervisors  concurred  in,  allowing  additional  assistants 
to  the  superintendent. 

r 

'id.  Recommended  tliat  the  inspection  l<uv  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  no  salt  to  pass 
inspection  which  is  not  merchantable,  and  then  the  sacks  to  be  marked  with  their  real 
weights. 

4th  The  chief  reason  why  the  people  of  the  stat*'  were  not  furnished  with  a  supply  of 
salt  in  due  time,  was  owing  to  the  delay  in  the  superintendent  not  getting  prompt  possession 
of  the  leased  property— for  which,  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  are  not  at  all  responsible,  but 
are  responsible  for  failing  at  all  times  to  furnish  an  adequate  supply  of  brine. 

5t.h.  Recommended  that  the  impressment  law  be  so  amenJed  as  not  to  idluw  the  impress- 
ment of  labor,  wood  or  other  personal  property,  except  when  the  same  cannot  be  procured 
at  the  current  price. 


6th.  Six  hundred  thousand  bushels  of  salt  required  annually,  to  supply  the  people  with 
thirty  pounds  to  the  head— about  135,000  now  on  hand,  and  165,000  more  can  be  manu- 
factured by  the  8th  of  June  ncft— leaving  300,000  to  be  supplied  after  that  date. 


7th.  Recommended  that  this  amount  be  supplied  by  purcha.se  from  private  parti(;s,  if  it 
can  be  done  upon  fair  terms,  so  as  to  insure  its  delivery  with  certainty. 

8th.  The  lease  of  the  ten  furnaces  now  operated  by  the  stat(>  can  be  renewed  (nine  of 
which  are  believed  to  be  sufficient),  upon  terms  preferable  to  impressment. 

9th.  Whether  the  state  leases  or  impresses,  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  no  more 
furnaces  should  be  leased  or  impressed  than  necessary  to  insure  a  supply  of  salt  to  the 
people,  and  that  the  state  should  not  impress  furnaces  ajul  manufacture  salt  for  the  confede- 
rate government. 

10th.  Means  should  be  adopted,  if  possible,  to  increase  the  rolling  stock  on  the  Virginia 
and  Tennessee  rail  road,  the  greatest  difficulty  in  supplying  tlie  i«eople  with  salt  in  future 
being  the  want  of  sufficient  transportation.

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REPORT. 


In  response  to  a  resolution  of  the  house  of  delegates,  adopted  on  the  23d  instant,  the  un- 
dersigned begs  leave  respectfully  to  report  as  follows : 

To  the  first  interrogatory. — The  total  number  of  kettles  in  the  ten  furnaces  leased  bj 
Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  to  the  state,  is  572? 

The  Double  furnace  has  -  -  -      ■      120  kettles.

To  the  second  interrogatory. — The  Double  furnace  was  started  on  the  8th  June,  I  believe 
One  of  the  two  furnaces  at  the  River  works  was  started  a  few  days  later.  The  W.  A.  Jones 
furnace  did  not  commence  operations  till  the  1st  July.  It  had  to  be  almost  entirely  rebuilt. 
The  George  Jones  furnace  started  on  the  10th  June,  I  believe.  This  information  is  given 
from  memory,  and  without  access  to  the  books  and  memoranda,  which  are  at  Saltville.  The 
furnaces  of  the  four  tenants  whose  leases  were  continued,  were  not  interrupted  iu  their  ope- 
rations by  the  transfer  to  the  state  in  June. 

To  the  third  interrogatory.— All  the  tenants,  save  T.  R.  Friend,  were  to  pay  a  certain  rent 
per  day— 25  days  were  counted  as  one  month.  Their  contracts,  filed  before  the  joint  com- 
mittee on  salt,  show  the  quantity.  On  examination  of  Friend's  case,  it  was  ascertained 
that  the  expenses  of  conducting  his  liirnace,  in  case  ho  did  not  make  250  bushels  per  day, 
were  to  be  defrayed  before  the  state  could  claim  any  rent.  If  he  made  250  bushels  daily, 
and  enough  to  pay  expenses,  a  rent  of  250  bushels  per  day  was  to  accrue  to  the  state.  This, 
he  claims,  he  has  not  done,  and  he  has  not  delivered  the  rent  salt. 

To  the  fourth  interrogatory. — The  monthly  reports  shoAV  the  amount  of  rent  salt  actually 
received.  A  statement  will  also  be  found  therein,  exhibiting  the  amount  delivered  by  the 
tenants,  according  to  their  mode  of  weighing  and  delivering,  claimed  by  them,  viz :  of  wet 
salt,  and  by  "  shackle  weights."  A  final  settlement  has  not  been  made  with  them,  as  there 
has  not  been  transportation  for  their  salt. 

To  the  fifth  interrogatory. — The  monthly  l-eports  show  the  quantity  actually  delivered  to 
the  counties  from  all  the  furnaces  to  be,  up  to  the  7th  day  of  January  181)1,  three  hundred 
and  forty  thousand  and  fifty-nine  bushels.  The  undersigned  has  reported  each  month  the 
number  of  bushels  received  as  rent  from  jiie  tenants.  These  several  amounts  have  not  been 
aggregated  in  the  reports.  From  the  summary  now  made  by  him  of  the  items  in  the 
reports,  it  appears, 

That  of  the  above  total,  the  amount  received  from  the  tenants,  was        -      197,150  bushels. 
That  delivered  to  the  counties  from  the  furnaces  operated  by  him,  was  -      142,909       " 

Delivered  to  the  counties  to  the  7th  of  January  1864,  -  -      340,059       " 
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For  the  want  of  transportation,  the  amount  manufactured  in  a  month  was  frequently  not 
delivered ;  the  excess  would  go  into  future  deliveries.  I  am  therefore  unable  to  state  the 
amount  actually  made  in  each  month.  Seventy-five  thousand  bushels  awaited  transpor- 
tation on  the  7th  of  January. 

To  the  sixth  interrogatory. — I  think  the  two  furnaces  operated  by  the  state  at  the  river 
consumed  twenty-five  cords  of  wood  per  day.  The  consumption,  however,  varies  with  cir- 
cumstances, depending  upon  the  quality  of  the  wood,  the  condition  of  the  furnaces,  &c. 

To  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  interrogatories. — The  monthly  reports  contain  responses 
to  these  points. 

In  the  first  month,  ending  7th  July,  tho  quantity  of  salt  bartered  for 

supplies,  «fec.,  as  derived  from  the  reports,  was  -  •  1 ,706.30  bushels. 

In  the  2d  month,  ending  T'th  August,                -  -  -  1,116.29

The  value  of  which  is,  estimated  at  ton  dollars  por  bushel,  $104,309  80. 

To  the  tenth  interrogatory. — This  cannot  be  answered,  except  by  reference  to  data  in  the 
office  at  Saltville. 

To  the  eleventh  interrogatory. — The  assistant  superintendent,  the  clerk  and  the  assistant 
clerk  each  receive  a  salary  of  $2,000  per  annum.  1  employed  a  shipping  and  receiving 
clerk,  at  a  salary  of  $1,500.  I  have  three  other  agents  purchasing  supplies  of  various 
kinds,  at  a  salary  of  $  2,000  each ;  a  general  superintendent  of  the  wood  cuttings,  who  re- 
ceives $2,000;  three  overseers  of  the  wood  choppers,  who  receive  each  $  100  per  month. 
A  wagon  master  at  the  wood  lots,  and  another  at  the  furnaces,  at  $  100  per  month  each. 
Since  the  first  of  January  I  have  had  tv/o  managei's  at  the  four  upper  furnaces.  The  River 
works  I  superintend  myself. 

To  the  twelfth  interrogatory. — The  number  of  mules  and  horses  has  varied.  The  state 
owns  from  125  to  150.  The  number  cannot  be  accurately  stated  without  access  to  data  at 
the  office. 

To  the  thirteenth  interrogatory. — I  have  not  taken  an  inventory  of  the  property  on  hand. 
I  will  give  the  best  estimate  in  my  power. 

The  horses,  mules,  wagons  and  harness  are  worth     -  -  -        $125,000 

The  pork  and  beef  now  on  hand  arc  worth  -  -  -  120,000 

The  wood  owned  by  the  state  is  worth  -  -  -  150,000 

(If  transportation  by  rail  road  can  be  had  for  it  to  the  salt  works,  it  would 
be  worth  double  that  amount  at  the  works.) 

There  is  on  hand  now  at  least  100,000  bushels  of  salt,  at  $  2  per  bushel,        -        $  200,000

The  committee  on  confederate  relations,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  to  enquiro  into 
the  expediency  of  reporting  a  bill  declaring  what  state  officers  are  necessary  for  the  proper 
administration  of  the  state  government,  and  directing  the  governor  to  certify  the  same  to 
the  president  of  the  Confederate  States,  recommend  to  the  house  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing report  and  resolutions,  viz : 

Whereas  the  congress  of  the  Confederate  States  have,. by  the  act  to  organize  forcoe  U> 
serve  during  the  war,  enacted  that  "  from  and  after  the  passage  of  said  act,  all  white  men 
residents  thereof,  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  fifty,  shall  be  in  the  service  of  the 
Confederate  States  during  the  war,"  thereby  declaring  all  officers  of  the  state  govornmentfl 
within  the  prescribed  ages,  subject  to  render  service,  as  conscripts,  to  the  confederate  go- 
vernment; and  by  the  same  act  have  exempted  "the  legislatures  of  the  states  and  their 
officers"  from  such  service,  as  also  "  all  such  other  officers  of  the  state  governments  as  the 
governors  thereof  should  certify  to  the  secretary  of  war  to  be  necessary  to  the  proper  ad- 
ministration of  the  said  state  governments,"  thereby  virtually  conferring  on  the  govornora 
the  power  to  exempt  or  not,  at  will,  all  state  officers,  within  the  conscript  age,  other  than 
the  legislature  and  its  officers,  and  placing,  in  eflfect,  the  very  existence  of  the  state  govern- 
ments in  the  discretion  of  the  governors  thereof:  and  whereas  such  claim  of  conscription 
and  exemption,  by  virtue  of  confederate  legislation,  is  not  less  at  war  with  the  fundamental 
principles  on  which  the  confederate  government  came  into  existence,  and  holds  its  ex- 
istence, as  the  creation  of  the  state  governments  (instituted  mainly  for  their  conservation), 
than  with  the  express  terms  of  the  confederate  constitution,  guaranteeing  the  governments 
(being  republican)  of  each  state:  and  whereas  by  reason  of  these  principles  and  guaran- 
tees, all  state  officers  provided  for  by  the  state  constitutions,  and  all  such  others  elected  or 
appointed  under  the  laws  of  each  state,  as  are  needful  to  transact  the  business  of  the  state 
governments,  are,  and  of  right  should  be  exempt  from  all  conscription,  or  liability  to  servo 
the  confederate  government  in  any  capacity,  military  or  civil,  by  virtue  of  any  act  or  law 
of  such  government,  unless  by  the  assent  of  the  legislatures  of  the  states,  where  it  may  bo 
within  their  constitutional  competency  to  grant  such  assent,  or  by  their  failure  to  declare 
exempt  any  of  such  officers  as  may  be  elected  or  appointed  by  act  of  assembly :  Therefore, 

1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  that  the  following  officers  of  tho 
state  of  Virginia,  elected  or  appointed  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  constitution  and  laws 
thereof,  to  wit — 

In  the  legislative  department — The  members  of  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly,  and 
the  clerk  of  each  house,  and  the  sergeant-at-arms  and  doorkeepers  thereof — 

fn  the  executive  department — The  governor;  the  lieutenant  governor;  the  secretary  of  the 
commonwealth,  and  his  clerks;  the  treasurer,  the  two  auditors,  and  the  register  of  tlio  land 
office,  and  all  their  regular  clerks  provided  for  by  law ;  tho  board  of  public  works,  and  their 
secretary;  the  public  printer  and  the  printer  of  the  senate;  the  adjutant  general,  aad  bia 
clerk;  the  inspector  general;  tho  colonel  of  ordnance;  the  quartermaster  general,  and  the 
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officers  and  men  of  the  public  guard ;  the  commissioners  of  the  revenue,  and  one  assistant 
commissioner  of  the  revenue,  wliere  such  officers  are  authorized  to  be  appointed  by  law ; 
one  surveyor  for  each  county;  the  collector  of  taxes  of  each  corporation  having  a  hustings 
court;  and  the  superintendent  of  the  salt  works  and  his  assistants  authorized  by  law — 

In  the  judiciary  department — The  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals  and  of  the  circuit  courts, 
and  the  judge  of  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond ;  the  clerks  of  said  courts,  and 
of  the  district,  county  and  corporation  courts,  or  a  deputy  clerk  for  each  of  said  courts, 
where  the  clerk  thereof  is  in  the  military  service  of  the  Confederate  States;  the  justices  of 
the  peace ;  the  attorney  general  and  attorneys  for  the  commonwealth ;  the  sheriif  of  each 
county  and  corporation,  and  the  sergeant  of  each  corporation  having  a  hustings  court,  and 
one  deputy  sheriff  for  every  county  or  city  of  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  and  one  additional 
deputy  for  every  ten  thousand  inhabitants  above  the  first  ten  thousand  inhabitants;  the 
high  constable  of  the  city  of  Richmond — 

In  the  ■public  establishments — The  superintendent  and  professors  of  the  Virginia  military 
institute;  the  superintendents  of  the  public  hospitals,  lunatic  asylums,  and  the  regular 
nurses  and  attendants  therein,  and  th"  teachers  employed  in  the  institution  for  the  deaf, 
dumb  and  blind  ;  the  superintendent  of  the  penitentiary,  and  his  assistants  ;  the  president 
and  superintendent  of  transportation  of  each  rail  road  company;  the  president,  secretary 
and  collector  of  each  canal  company,  and  the  presidents  and  cashiers  of  the  banks  of  dis- 
count and  deposit  of  this  conunouwcaltli,  and  such  other  offici.'rs  thereof  as  have  been 
heretofore  employed,  and  whom  the  president  of  said  banks  shall  certify  and  make  oath 
are  necessary  to  the  safe  conduct  of  their  business  respectively — 

— are  indispensable  to  the  performance  of  the  public  functions  with  which  they  are  charged, 
and  to  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  dignity,  integrity  and  efficiency  of  the  government  of 
this  state,  and  the  public  institutions  then^of;  that  they  cau  take  no  office  from,  and  owe  no 
service  to  any  other  government,  and  are  not,  and  of  right  should  not  be  liable  to  be  called 
into  the  military  or  other  service  of  any  government,  by  virtue  of  any  law  thereof,  so  long 
as  they  hold  their  respective  offices  under  this  state,  and  shall  not  (as  to  those  who  are 
within  the  legal  control  of  the  legislature)  be  by  law  declared  liable  to  perform  such  service. 

2.  Resolved,  that  the  governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  in  such  mode 
as  he  may  deem  best,  to  apprise  the  proper  confederate  authorities  that  the  state  of  Virginia 
claims  and  requires  the  exclusive  service  of  the  above  enumerated  officers,  and  the  exone- 
ration of  them  from  all  military  or  other  service  to  the  confederate  government,  by  virtue  of 
any  law  thereof. 

3.  Resolved,  th-Tt  the  governor  be  further  empowered  and  re(|ucsted  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  the  said  authorities  any  special  cases  of  persons  whose  services  he  may  consider  essential 
to  the  public  interests;  to  the  picservafion  of  order;  to  tlic  security  of  our  cities,  or  the 
efficiency  of  our  public  establishments,  and  request  their  exemption,  so  long  as  they  may  bo 
rendering  such  services,  from  the  military  service  of  the  Confederate  States.

REPORT. 


The  committee  on  confederate  relations  have,  according  to  order,  had  under  consideration 
the  message  of  the  governor,  enclosing  communications  and  papers  from  the  principal  of 
the  asylum  for  tho  deaf,  dumb  and  the  blind  at  Staunton,  and  beg  leave  to  make  the  following 
report : 

The  essential  facts  of  the  case  appear  to  your  committee  to  be  as  follows:  In  Jul^'  1861 
the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  suddenly  required  at  Staunton  extensive  hospital  accom- 
modations. Many  buildings  were  spoken  of  as  proper  to  be  impressed  for  the  purpose — 
among  others,  those  used  for  a  female  institute,  at  that  time  but  in  partial  u.se,  by  reason  of 
its  being  a  season  of  vacation.  All  were  found  inadequate,  except  the  buildings  for  tho 
deaf,  dumb  and  blind.  It  was  yet  no  loss  indi.spcnsablo  that  those  interesting  objects  of 
state  bounty  should  bo  provided  for  than  even  our  sick  and  wounded.  The  confederate 
quartermaster,  with  the  consent  of  Governor  Letcher,  decided  to  impress  both  the  institute 
and  the  asylum,  and  to  appropriate  the  latter  to  tho  uses  of  a  hospital,  and  the  former  for 
the  uses  of  the  deaf  mutes  and  the  blind.  The  parties  representing  the  female  institute  are 
shown  to  have  consented  to  this  arrangement,  but  only  as  an  alternative  of  their  buildings 
being  so  used,  rather  than  being  used  for  a  hospital.  In  this  sense  only,  as  it  appears  to 
your  committee,  was  the  consent  of  the  trustees  of  the  female  institute  ever  given.  The 
confederate  authorities  proceeded  to  impress  both  buildings,  and  to  cany  the  arrangement 
into  effect,  by  occupying  the  asylum  exclusively  as  a  hospital,  and  the  institute  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  officers  and  pupils  of  tho  asylum.  These  are  acts  of  the  confederate  govern- 
ment; and  though  broken  with  the  assent  of  tho  governor  (which  could  be  but  a  matter  of 
comity),  the  responsibility  for  them  to  all  the  parties  concerned  rests  alone  with  that 
government. 

Your  committee  v/ill  not,  under  existing  circumstances,  recommend  the  raising  of  any 
question  as  to  either  the  right  or  the  propriety  of  the  confederate  government  impressing 
the  public  property  of  the  state — neither  of  which  can  they  concede.  It  is  enough  that  in 
the  case  before  us  they  were  in  urgent  need  of  accommodation  for  our  wounded  soldiers ; 
and  the  people  and  their  representatives  applaud  the  readiness  with  which  the  governor,  in 
so  great  an  exigency,  responded  to  their  pressing  wants.  Your  committee,  sincerely  anxious 
to  restore,  if  practicable,  the  buildings  in  question  to  their  intended  uses,  conferred,  under 
instructions  from  the  house,  with  the  secretary  of  war,  whether  it  would  consist  with  the 
public  interest  to  yield  up  the  buildings  referred  to,  and  make  other  arrangements  for  the 
care  of  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  now  provided  for  at  Staunton.  His  answer  is  to  the  effect 
that  such  a  change  would  be  attended  with  great  inconvenience  to  the  confederate  govern- 
ment, and  very  great  expense.  His  letter,  and  one  from  the  surgeon  general,  sent  to  the 
committee  therewith,  accompany  this  report.  Other  suggeslious  and  efforts  were  made  by 
tho  committee  with  a  view  of  procuring  proper  acconmiodations  elsewhere  for  the  pupils  of 
the  asylum,  so  as  to  effect  the  restoration  of  the  institute  to  its  original  purposes,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  wishes  of  its  trustees.  These  in  like  manner  were  unsuccessful,  mainly  bo- 
cause  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  proper  buildings  to  meet  the  peculiar  wants  of  the  deaf 
mutes  and  the  blind,  and  of  the  peculiar  suffeiiug  incident  to  this  unfortunate  class  from  a 
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change  of  abode.  They  have  thus  exhausted  all  the  measures  they  deem  proper  now  to  re- 
sort to,  to  procure  the  restoration  of  the  buildings  now  held  by  the  confederate  authorities, 
.  as  weH'1is,"that, failing,  to  obtain  for  the  trustees  of  the  female  institute  the  use  of  their  in- 
stitute, without  effect.  They  see  no  advantage  to  result  from  any  legislation  on  the  subject 
at  this  time.  Whether  the  house  be  of  opinion  that  the  institute  should  be  restored  to  its 
owner,  or  should  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  and  pupils  of  the  asylum,  they  are 
equally  met  by  the  fact  of  its  being  now  held  by  the  confederate  government,  and  if  that 
government  was  willing  to  relinquish  its  holding  thereof  to  the  state,  the  state  must  simply 
put  itself,  by  impressment  of  the  property,  where  that  government  now  stands,  or  make 
arrangements  elsewhere  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  pupils,  which  the  committee  see  no  means  of 
its  now  doing.  On  a  view  of  the  whole  circumstances,  as  they  appear  to  the  committee, 
they  recommend  to  the  house  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia  that  the  buildings  of 
the  deaf,  dumb  and  the  blind  asylum  and  the  female  institute  at  Staunton,  now  held  by  im- 
pressment by  the  confederate  authorities,  shall  be  restored  to  the  trustees  of  them  respec- 
tively, as  soon  as  other  arrangements  can  be  made  by  the  confederate  government  for  the 
care  of  their  sick  and  wounded  now  accommodated  therein. 

Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  report  and  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  secretary 
of  war,  and  that  the  committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject..

Tho  commiUoe  on  confederate  relations,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  directing  them 
to  confer  with  the  confederate  authorities,  and  ascertain  why  certain  officers,  reeiguing  from 
the  Unit(;d  States  service  and  pnterinj^  that  of  Virginia,  are  not  in  the  confederate  acrvicCv 
and  whether  they  have  been  offered  places  under  tho  confederate  government  of  equal  grade 
with  those  they  held  under  the  government  of  the  United  States,  have  duly  performed  that 
duty,  and  beg  leave  to  report  herewith  to  the  house  the  correspondence  held  by  them  witfe 
the  proper  confederate  authorities,  in  ^vhich  will  be  found  the  information  directed  to  be 
obtained  bv  the  committoe. 
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Resolved,  that  the  committee  on  confederate  relations  confer  with  the  confederate  aathori- 
ties,  and  ascertain  why  it  is  that  the  officers,  military  and  naval,  referred  to  in  a  special  mes- 
eage  of  the  governor  of  this  state,  and  who  took  service  under  the  state  of  Virginia,  by  in- 
vitation of  the  convention,  are  not  in  the  confederate  service;  and  to  ascertain  whether  they 
have  been  offered  places  under  the  confederate  government,  of  equal  grade  to  that  they  held 
i.Q  the  United  States  army.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  comniunication,  covorinjr 
the  resolution  of  the  house  of  delegates  of  Virginia,  directing  the  t-ommittee  on  confcdoratn 
relations  to  "  confer  with  the  confederate  authorities,  and  ascertain  why  it  is  that  thr  officora, 
military  and  naval,  referred  to  in  a  special  message  of  the  governor  of  this  stat«,  and  who 
took  service  \mder  the  state  of  Virginia,  by  invitation  of  the  convention,  are  not  in  tho  con- 
federate service;  and  to  ascertain  whether  they  have  been  offered  places  under  tho  confede- 
rate government,  of  equal  grade  to  that  they  held  in  the  United  States  uriiiy." 

I  regret  tho  delay  in  furnishing  tho  information  requested  by  you  as  to  the  r.as.'.s  of 
Brigadier  General  T.  J.  Fauntleroy,  Colonel  Henry  Hill  and  Lieutemnit  Colonel  Jiweph 
Selden,  the  army  officers  named  by  yon  as  those  referred  to  in  the  resolution,  tho  chief 
causes  of  which  have  been  the  delay  in  receiving  the  report  from  the  adjutant  and  inspector 
general's  office,  and  since  that  was  received,  the  great  pressure  of  uvpriiit  business  in  this 
department. 

The  confederate  government  has  never  given  any  guarantee  to  officers  who  .shouki  resign 
their  commissions  in  the  United  States  army,  of  receiving  positions  ot  any  grade  in  it« 
service. 

The  only  reference  in  its  legislation,  whether  under  the  provisional  or  tho  pernmnont 
government,  to  such  officers,  is  to  be  found  in  tho  5th  section  of  the  act  of  March  ]  1,  1861. 
amendatory  of  an  act  for  the  organization  of  the  staff  departments  of  the  army,  and  an  act 
for  the  establishment  aud  orguniKafioiv  of  tho  army  of  the  Confederate  States  of  Amorica; 
which  section  provides,  that  "  in  ail  cases  of  officers  wh()  have  resigned,  or  who  may  v/ithin 
six  months  tcuder  their  resignations  from  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  who  have  been 
or  may  be  appointed  to  original  vacancies  in  the  Urmy  of  the  Confederate  States,  the  com- 
missions issued  shall  bear  one  and  the  same  date,  so  that  the  relative  rank  of  officers  of  each 
grade  shall  be  determined  by  the  former  commissions  in  the  United  States  army  hold  anterior 
to  the  secession  of  these  Confederate  States  from  the  United  States." 

The  convention  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  by  an  ordinance  passed  on  the  I7th  day  of  April 
1861,  directed  the  governor  "  imuiediately  to  invite  all  efficient  aud  worthy  Virginians  and 
residents  of  Virginia  in  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  to  retire  therefrom,  and  to 
enter  the  service  of  Virginia,  assigning  to  them  such  rank  as  will  not  reverse  tho  relative 
rank  held  by  them  in  the  United  States  service,  and  will  at  lea.st  be  equivalent  thereto. " 

The  treaty  between  Virginia  and  the  Confederate  State.s.  made  |>n"i-  !•)  liei-  bocomiug  a 
member  of  the  Confederacy,  is  entirely  silent  as  to  the  position  of  tho  officers  who  wore  or 
might  thereafter  be  in  the  service  of  Virginia,  entitled  to  claim  from  her  tl\e  fulfillment  of 
the  guarantee  afforded  by  tho  invitation  extended  under  that  ordinance  of  her  convention— 
thus  leaving  the  officers,  citizens  or  residents  of  Virginia  in  exactly  the  same  po.sitiou  as  to 
the  Confederate  States,  as  were  tho  officers,  citizens  or  residents  ot  iiny  other  of  (he  Con- 
federate States,  or  indeed  as  any  other  officers  resigning  from  tlu^  United  States  army,  with- 
out regard  to  nativity  or  residence. 

N'o  obligation  has  been  assumed  by  tho  Confederate  States  to  receive  into  its  service  anj 
officers  resigning  from  the  United  States  army ;  but  the  selection  of  the  officers  of  tho  armT' 
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of  the  Confederate  States  devolves  upon  the  president,  without  regard  to  any  former  con- 
nection with  the  army  of  the  United  States.     , 

Brigadier  General  Fauntleroy  was  colonel  of  the  1st  regiment  of  dragoons  when  he 
resigned  from  the  United  States  army  in  1861.  On  the  9th  of  July  of  that  year  he  was 
appointed  a  brigadier  general  in  the  provisional  army  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  ordered 
to  Winchester  to  command  the  militia  there  assembled,  with  such  other  troops  as  might  be 
assigned  to  him  by  General  J.  E.  Johnston,  then  occupying  a  position  with  his  forces  in 
front  of  Winchester,  to  dispute  the  advance  of  the  enemy.  General  Fauntleroy  declined 
this  appointment,  and  has  not  since  been  tendered  any  commission  in  the  army  of  the  Con- 
federate States.         V 

Colonel  Henry  Hill,  paymaster  general  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  was  a  paymaster  in  the 
pay  department  of  the  United  States  army,  with  the  rank  of  major,  when  he  resigned  from 
that  service  in  1861.  In  his  letter  of  June  8th,  1861,  stating  that  there  was  no  pay  depart- 
ment in  the  Southern  Confederacy,  he  asks  for  the  appointment  of  major  in  the  commissary 
department. 

In  a  subsequent  letter,  of  November  4th,  1861,  he  says,  that  if  any  arrangement  could 
be  made  to  give  him  charge  of  the  pay  portion  of  the  quartermaster's  department,  it  would 
relieve  the  quartermaster  general  of  a  very  heavy  portion  of  his  work. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  .Joseph  Selden,  inspector  general  of  Virginia,  was  a  captain  of  the 
8th  United  States  infantry  (holding  at  the  same  time  the  brevet  rank  of  major,  for  giiUant 
conduct  at  the  battle  of  Chepultepec  in  Mexico),  when  he  resigned  from  the  United  States 
army  in  1861. 

He  states  in  his  letter  of  application  for  a  commission,  August  23d,  1861,  that  he  had  de- 
layed applying,  in  consequence  of  his  health  disqualifying  him  from  taking  the  field ;  that 
the  loss  of  an  e^-e,  from  a  wound  received  in  action,  had  weakened  the  other,  so  as  to  render 
his  vision  very  imperfect,  and  that  he  was  also  suffering  from  a  local  affection,  which  gave 
him  so  much  trouble  as  to  prevent  his  taking  exercise  on  foot. 

Colonel  Hill  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  Selden  have  not  been  appointed  in  the  Confederate 
States  army.  ^ 

Without  presuming  to  assign  the  reasons  for  the  failure  to  appoint  these  officers  to  posi- 
tions in  the  army  of  the  Confederate  States,  I  would  suggest  that  Colonel  Hill  made  no  ap- 
plication for  a  commission  in  the  quartermaster's  department,  upon  which  the  duties  of  the 
pay  department  devolve  by  the  organization  of  our  army,  but  only  for  the  special  positions 
above  mentioned.  The  condition  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Selden's  health,  and  the  important 
functions  of  their  service  in  the  state  of  Virginia,  may  have  furnished  the  grounds  of  the 
action  of  the  confederate  government. 

It  is  presumed  that  application  has  been  made  to  the  secretary  of  the  navy  as  to  the  casee 
of  the  naval  officers  mentioned  in  your  communication,  as  this  department  has  no  informa- 
tion on  the  subject.

In  execution  of  a  resolution  of  the  house  of  delegates,  directing  the  committee 
on  confederate  relations  to  confer  with  the  confederate  authorities,  and  ascertain  why  certain 
ofiScers  of  the  United  States  navy,  who  took  service  under  the  state  of  Virginia,  are  not  in 
the  confederate  service ;  and  whether  they  have  been  oftered  places  under  the  confederate 
government  of 'equal  grade  to  that  they  held  under  the  United  States  service,  I  have  re- 
spectfully to  ask  that  information  in  respect  to  Captain  Hugh  N.  Page,  Captain  Harrison  H.

I  have  the  honor  to  state,  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  this  date,  that  Captains  Hugh 
N.  Page  and  Hanison  H.  Cocke,  Commander  William  Green,  Lieutenant  Leonard  H.  Lyne 
and  Sailing  Master  H.  F.  Young  were  not  appointed  to  the  navy  of  the  Confederate  States, 
for  the  reason  that  they  were  not  considered  as  embraced  by  the  provisions  of  act  No.  146 
of  the  provisional  congress,  entitled  an  act  to  amend  an  act  to  provide  for  the  organization 
of  the  navy  (approved  March  16th,  186 J),  approved  May  20th,  1861,  copy  of  which  is 
herewith  enclosed  for  your  information. 

Captains  Page  and  Cocke,  Commander  Green  and  Sailing  Master  Young  were  not  on  the 
active  list  of  the  United  States  navy,  but  on  the  reserved  list,  as  follows :  Captain  Page 
and  Sailing  Master  Young,  on  leave  pay,  and  Captain  Cocke  and  Commander  Green,  on 
furlough  pay. 

Lieutenant  Lyne  was  not  in  the  navy  of  the  United  States  in  1860,  and  did  not  resign  on' 
account  of  secession.  '

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The  joint  committee  to  whom  was  rofenea  a  resolution  to  consider  what  measures  (if 
any)  may  have  become  proper  to  be  adopted  by  the  general  assembly,  in  view  of  the  recent 
act  of  congress,  known  as  the  "  military  act,"  so  far  as  it  may  affect  the  officers  of  govern- 
ment of  this  state,  submit  the  following  r^rt  and  resolutions,  viz : 

The  provisions  of  tho  act  referred  to,  obviously  contemplated  by  the  resolution,  wili  be 
found  contained  in  the  )st  section  and  the  2d  sub-section  of  the  10th  section  of  the  act  to 
organize  forces  to  serve  during  the  war.  The  first  couscribes  into  the  sei-vicc  of  the  Con- 
federate States  all  white  men,  residents  of  the  Confederate  States,  between  the  ages  of  17 
and  50,  during  the  war.  The  second  exempts  the  members  and  officers  of  the  state  legis- 
latures, and  such  other  state  officers  as  the  governors  of  the  respective  states  may  certify  Jo 
be  necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of  the  state  government. 

Vir<^inia,  when  sije  resiimed  the  power.'^  delegated  to  the  United  States,  was,  and  declared 
herself  to  be  "in  the  full  possession  and  exercise  of  all  the  rights  of  sovereignty  which 
belong  and  appertain  to  a  free  and  independent  state."  When,  by  her  act  of  union,  she 
entered  into  tho  Confederacy  of  the  southern  states,  and  by  her  adoption  of  the  confederate 
constitution,  delegated  to  the  confederate  government  the  powers  enumerated  therein,  she 
did  not  thereby  relinquish  or  impair,  in  any  degree,  her  character  of  a  complete  and  sovereign 
state,  but  as  such,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  maintaining  herself  as  such, 
communicated  to  the  common  government  the  powers  therein  delegated.  At  the  time  of 
the  transactions  referred  to,  she  possessed  a  constitution  for  her  government  as  a  state, 
republican  in  its  form,  established  by  the  free  will  an.l  sovereign  power  of  her  people, 
wherein  she  established  the  three  co-ordinate  and  distinct  departments  of  government— the 
legislative,  executive  and  judicial.  She  also  provided  in  her  constitution  for  the  creation  of 
numerous  officers  of  the  state  government,  and,  of  the  more  important  of  them,  prescribed 
therein  their  duties,  modes  of  election  and  tenures— but  gave  authority  to  prescribe  these, 
as  to  the  rest,  to  the  legislature;  to  which,  also,  as  a  complete  legislature,  was  given  the 
power  to  create  any  additional  offices  or  agencies  it  might  deem  useful  to  the  state,  as  well 
as  proper  officers  therefor. 

Having  thus  seen  the  provisions  made  by  Virginia  for  the  maintenance  and  administration 
of  her  state  government  in  her  organic  law,  let  us  turn  to  tho  provisions  of  tho  confederate 
constitution  bearing  on  the  same  subject.  It  may  be  conceded  that  the  power  vested  in 
congress  to  raise  armies  and  to  organize  the  militia,  implies  the  right  to  prescribe  who 
shall  compose  the  army  and  the  militia;  but  this  right  is  to  be  exercised  in  subordination  to 
the  acknowledged  rights  of  tho  state  governments.  Those  governments,  though  less  con- 
spicuous in  the  confederate  constitution  than  the  government  of  the  Confederate  States, 
form  as  essential  a  part  of  the  political  system  organized  by  that  instrument  as  the  con- 
federate government  itself;  and  a  just  regard  for  their  rights  is  quite  as  necessary  to  the 
maintenance  of  that  system  as  the  preservation  of  the  rights  of  the  confederate  government. 

Under  the  constitution  of  the  Confederate  States,  the  legislatures  of  the  states  elect  con- 
federate senators ;  they  provide  for  the  appointment  of  presidential  electors ;  they  exercise 
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the  power  of  impeaching  certain  confederate  officers  ;  their  consent  to  the  purchase  is  neces- 
sary to  enable  the  confederate  government  to  acquire  exclusive  jurisdiction  ^ver  places 
needed  for  forts,  magazines,  arsenals  and  dockyards;  and  they  have  the  right  to  demand 
protection  against  invasion  and  don^stic  violence.  The  state  executives  may  demand  the 
reildition  of  fugitives,  and,  in  the  recess  of  their  respective  legislatures,  may  appoint  con- 
federate senators.  The  state  judiciaries  are  recognized  by  the  provision  requiring  full  faith 
and  credit  to  be  given  to  their  proceedings.  And  the  state  governments,  in  all  their 
branches,  are  recognized  by  the  guarantee  of  republican  forms  of  government  to  the  several 
states.  Thus,  not  only  by  the  fundamental  principle  on  which  the  Confederacy  rests  of  a 
federation  of  independent  and  sovereign  states,  but  also  by  the  whole  scheme,  as  well  as 
by  numerous  provisions,  and  the  express  guarantee  of  the  confederate  constitution,  the 
integrity  of  the  state  governments,  being  republican  in  form,  must  be  held  inviolable,  and 
all  the  officers  thereof,  which  are  of  their  essence  and  constitute  them  such,  possess,  by 
mere  virtue  of  their  offices,  entire  immunity  ^m  all  liability  to  military  service  to  the 
government  of  the  Confederate  States,  by  reason  of  any  law  or  authority  thereof 

Such  being  the  relations  of  the  two  governments,  and  such  the  rights  of  the  officers  of 
the  state  governments,  the  act  to  organize  forces  to  serve  during  the  war,  passed  by  congress 
on  the  17th  February  1864,  declares  "all  white  men  residents  of  the  Confederate  States, 
between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  fifths  to  be  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States  du- 
ring the  war."  It  goes  on  indeed  to  provide,  in  a  subsequent  clause,  for  the  exemption  of 
"  the  members  and  officers  of  the  state  legislatures,  and  such  other  state  officers  as  the  go- 
vernors of  the  respective  states  may  certify  to  be  necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of 
the  state  governments;"  but  neither  the  actual  nor  potential  exemption,  thus  declar&l, 
changes  or  affects  in  any  way  the  fact  that  the  provision  of  the  act  first  quoted  actually  con- 
scribes  every  officer  of  all  the  departments  of  the  state,  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  fifty. 
If  the  view  here  taken  of  the  rights  of  tlic  states,  under  the  constitution  and  compact  of 
union,  be  correct,  then  no  such  conscription  was  legal  or  justifiable.  The  officers  appointed 
under  tbe'constitutions  and  laws  of  the  states  to  carry  on  the  business  of  the  state  governinents, 
are  not  constitutionally  liable  to  conscription  into  the  military  service  of  the  confederate  go- 
vernment unless  subjected  thereto  by  the  authority  of  the  state,  and  should  have  been  ex- 
cepted from  it  altogether,  and  not  first  conscribed,  and  then  exempted.  Accordingly,  we  find 
this  limitation  of  the  power  to  conscribe  distinctly  recognized  in  the  conscyption  acts  passed 
by  congress,  previous  to  the  last.  In  the  first  of  them  (that  of  April  16,  1862),  the  presi- 
dent is  authorized  to  place  in  the  military  service  of  the  Confederate  States  all  white  men 
who  are  residents  thereof,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five  "loho  are  not  legally 
ejcempted  from  military  service ;"  and  the  same  language  is  employed  in  the  act  of  Septem- 
ber 1862,  extending  the  conscript  age  to  persons  under  forty-five  years.  Now,  whether  this 
language  had  in  view  the  exemption  of  the  officers  of  the  state  governments,  by  virtue  of 
their  being  such,  or  by  virtue  of  the  laws  which  declared  them  exempt  from  military  ser- 
vice, still  they  were  conceded  by  it  to  be  not  liable  to  conscription,  and  there  was  no  occa- 
sion to  go  into  an  investigation  of  the  true  source  of  theif  admitted  privilege  of  exemption. 
The  act  of  April  .1862,  declares  exempt  "all  judicial  and  executive  officers  of  the  state  go- 
vernments, the  members  of  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states,  and  their  respective  offi- 
cers." ■  The  act  of  October  1862,  still  recognized  and  continued  this  exemption  in  the  same 
broad  terras,  "  except  such  state  officers  as  the  several  states  may  have  declared  or  may 
hereafter  declare  by  law  to  be  liable  to  militia  duty."  It  goes  further  than  this  full  recogni- 
tion of  the  exemption  of  all  state  officers,  and  shows  the  disposition  of  the  confederate 
authorities  to  waive  the  exerci.se  even  of  its  clear  right  to  conscribe,  where  it  might  be 
attended  with  prejudice  to  important  objects  of  state  policy,  by  providing  for  the  exemption 
also  of  "  all  persons  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  arms  or  ordnance  of  any  kind  by  the 
several  states,  on  the  governor's  certificate  that  they  are  necessary  to  the  same."  The  act 
of  May  1863,  in  like  manner,  and  in  the  same  terms  as  that  of  October  1862,  provides  for 
the  exemption  of  the  same  officers  of  the  state  governments — ^legislative,  executive  and  jn- 
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djcial — and  in  addition,  "all  the  state  officers  whom  the  governor  of  any  state  may  claim  to 
have  exempted  for  the  due  administration  of  the  government  and  laws  thereof,  but  not  to 
■continue  after  the  adjournment  of  the  next  session  of  the  legislature,  unless  they  by  law 
provide  for  the  exemption  of  such  officers  from  military  duty  in  the  provisional  army  of 
the  Confederate  States." 

It  thus  appears,  that  by  no  military  laws  of  the  Confederate!  States,  or  by  any  conscrip- 
tion act,  till  the  last,  has  the  power  ever  been  exercised,  or  asserted,  to  put  the  officers  of  the 
state  governments — legislative,  executive  or  judicial — into  the  military  service  of  the  gene- 
ral government.  Not  only  have  they  always  been  exonerated,  but  inferior  officers  of  the 
government,  and  even  unofficial  persons,  engaged  in  important  business  of  the  states,  have 
been,  as  we  have  seen,  hitherto  exempted  by  the  confederate  legislation.  It  may  be  ob- 
sei^ed  that  the  exemption  from  military  service  of  all  officers  and  servants  of  both  the  state 
and  general  governments,  who  could  be  thought  needful  to  administer  or  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness of  each,  has  been  always  heretofore  provided  for  alike  in  the  laws  of  the  states  and  of 
congress;  but  as  they  mutually  embraced  all  such  officers,  it  aiuounted  j>riicticaily  to  a  nm- 
tual  non-claim.  It  therefore  could  not  be  considered  as  raising  any  question  of  power,  and 
of  course  attracted  no  attention.  But  the.  enquiry  cannot  now  be  waived.  The  present  law 
actually  conscribes  into  the  military  service  of  the  Confederate  States,  by  its  terms,  the 
whole  official  corps  jof  the  diflferent  states,  of  every  grade,  who  may  lUll  within  the  ages 
specified.  For  though  v^e  might  desire,  if  possible,  to  construe  the  cotemporaneouB  ex- 
emption of  the  state  legislatures  and  their  officers,  into  a  recognition  of  their  right  to  ex- 
emption by  virtue  of  their  holding  their  offices  under  their  respective  j^ovfrilmonts,  yet  the 
total  and  marked  omission  of  any  similar  provision  for  the  exoneration  of  any  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  judicial  departments  of  the  state  govei-nments,  or  oi  any  of  tiic  ntficers  of  the 
executive  department,  except  by  implication,  the  governors,  with  the  obligations  imposed  on 
them  to  enroll  themselves  as  conscripts  in  the  confederate  military  service,  unless  the  gover- 
nor of  the  state  (whom  the  act  vests,  by  some  strange  political  solecism,  with  the.  pow<'r  of 
exempting  from,  or  subjecting  to  service,  under  the  confederate  governmeul,  slate  officerjj 
and  ev(!n  a  co-ordinate  department,  at  his  discretion),  shall  grant  them  a  eerlificatts  of  ex- 
emption, leaves  no  room  to  doubt  that  the  like  power  of  conscribing  ur  remitting  the  legis- 
latures also,  at  their  pleasure,  and  on  their  terms,  is  equally  claimed  by  congress  in  their 
late  law.  The  pQwer  actually  asserted  by  this  law  is  that  of  conscribing  all  officers  of  the 
state  governments  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  fifty ;  but  as  the  right  is  also  claimed 
to  prescribe  the  ages  of  conscripts,  at  will,  the  power  really  claimed  by  the  confederate 
government  may  be  justly  stated  to  be  to  conscribc,  at  its  pleasure,  all  the  officers  between 
seventeen  and  fifty,  without  exception — legislative,  executive  and  judicial — oi  the  st:tie 
goverrmient,  into  the  military  service  of  the  Confederate  States. 

This  claim  of  power  is  not  changed  or  affected  by  the  right  of  exemption  cotomporaue- 
ously  claimed  and  exercised  by  congress.  So  far  from  it,  the  exemption  of  state  le"-is!a- 
ty/^s,  and  on  governors'  certificates,  of  other  state  officer^,  by  virtue  of  an^tcc  of  congress, 
involving  as  it  does  the  right  to  refuse  or  repeal  such  exemptions,  leaves  wholly  unimpaired 
the  claim  of  power  to  conscribe  all  state  officers  whatsoever,  wlnMsdover  it  mnv  please  p.oij- 
gress  to  exercise  it. 

The  ])0wer,  as  claimed,  therefore,  is  to  extinguish,  at  the  pleasure  of  congress,  in  time  of 
war,  the  state  governments,  or  any  of  them;  close  their  courts;  shut  up  their  halls  of  le"ie- 
lation ;  leave  their  laws  unexecuted — to  be  followed  soon  by  the  destruction  of  tho  confede- 
rate government  itself,  dependent,  as  we  have  seen  it  to  be,  on  the  state  governments  for  its 
own  existence.  That  congress  never  contemplated,  as  the  result  of  its  action,  consequonceH 
at  once  so  parricidal,  and  indeed  suicidal  as  these,  the  extreme  eliaraeter  of  them  sufficiently 
evinces ;  but  they  nevertheless  do  flow  as  the  legitimate  corollary  from  them,  and  wo  are 
not  at  liberty,  viewing  the  question  as  one  of  power,  to  consider  what  we  supposed  to  havo 
been  intended,  against  what  was  actnally  done. 
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The  power,  as  exercised,  in  the  law  in  C[uestiou,  would  actually  close  many  of  the  courts ; 
would  mutilat<.'  the  court  of  appeals,  and  strip  the  state  of  a  large  number  of  its  most  im- 
portant executive  officers,  unless  the  governor  saw  fit  to  grant  those  officers — some  of  whom 
are  his  constitutional  co-ordiniites— a  certificate,  prescribed  to  him  by  the  law  referred  to. 
Here,  too,  it  is  apparent,  that  no  such  consequences  were  intended.  The  power  given  to 
the  governor  to  prevent  them,  sufficiently  shows  that.  But  if  congress  possesses  the  power 
to  give,  they  may  give  it  to  whom  they  please :  to  the  governor's  aid ;  to  the  president,  or 
to  }ii.s  private  secretary;  and  it  affords  no  argument  to  maintain  the  exercise  of  a  dangerous 
power,  no.,  jj()s.>:esstd,  that,  in  the  particular  case,  it  has  been  harmlessly  exercised. 

However  commendable  the  int(;ntion,  the  governor  of  a  state  cannot  be  properly  made 
the  agent  of  executing  a  la\>'  of  congress.  Such  an  obligation  is  alike  inconsistent  with  his 
duties,  and  witli  the  dignity  of  the  state.  His  office  is  to  maintain  the  constitution  of  the 
-state  and  of  the  confederate  government,  and  to  see  that  tljp  laws  of  the  state  are  faithfully 
executed.  The  power  conferred  by  the  law  in  question,  is  to  decide  what  officers  of  the 
state  government  are  necessary  to  the  proper  administration  of  its  affairs,  under  a  law  that 
puts  into  the  army  all  he  shall  not  thus  declare  to  be  so.  His  certifying,  in  execution  and 
by  virtue  t)f  that  laAv,  some  to  be  necessary,  would  therefore  be  to  decide  that  others  are 
not.  But  his  official  duty  and  oath  alike  forbid  that  he  should  decide  that  officers  of  the 
state,  appointed  or  elected  to  administer  the  aflairs  thereof,  under  the  constitution  and  laws 
which  he  is  bound  by  his  oath  to  maintain  and  execute,  are  not  necessary  to  that  end.  The 
governor  of  this  state  Avill  doubtless  know  how  to  use  his  official  jiuthority,  where  neces- 
.^ary,  to  protect  the  exclusive  right  of  the  state  to  the  service  of  her  public  officers,  provided 
for  by  her  constitution  and  laws,  and  exempted  by  the  legislature  from  military  service  to 
the  Confederate  States,  without  finding  it  necessary  to  execute  a  confederate  law. 

Your  committee  have  felt  it  to  be  their  duty  to  exhibit  thus  plainly,  but  temperately,  the 
fharacter  of  the  pretensions  asserted  by  congress  in  the  act  in  question,  and  to  develop 
fairly  the  consequences  they  would  authorize.  They  do  it  in  no  captious  or  unfriendly  or 
controversial  spirit.  The}'  do  not  permit  themselves  to  believe  for  a  moment,  that  these 
pretensions  are  the  mcII  considered*  and  deliberate  conclusions  of  that  body.  They  are 
aware  that  the  measure  was  passed  hastily — involved  in  others  of  great  moment — in  the 
last  hoars  of  the  session.  But  it  is  apparent  that  an  avowed  or  tacit  acquiescence  in  them 
by  the  states,  would  indeed  impart  to  them  all  the  significance  and  gravity  which  their 
having  been  the  deliberately  affirmed  right  of  congress  would  have  invested  them  with.  It  is 
for  this  reason,  that  they  deem  a  plain,  prompt  and  distinct  denial,  by  the  state  authorities', 
of  the  possession,  by  the  confederate  government,  of  a  power  so  grave  and  even  revolu- 
tionary as  this,  actually,  however  they  may  believe  inadvertently  or  accidentally  asserted 
and  exercised  by  the  hue  act  of  congress,  to  be  demanded  alike  by  prudence,  self-respect 
and  duty. 

In  doing  this,-  Virginia  fears  no  misconstruction.  She  went  into  the  Confederacy  as  a 
perfect  state — complete  in  all  her  organizations  and  appointments.  She  went  into  it,  under 
no  delusions  or  doubts  as  to  the  position  she  assumed  relative  to  its  duties  or  its  dangers. 
When  she  went  into  it,  the  Confederacy  was  not  peace  but  war.  She  went  into  it  for  the 
defence  of  the  rights  of  the  states,  as  states,  contemned  and  trampled  upon  by  the  usurping 
government  at  Washington.  How  she  has  acquitted  herself  of  her  duties  to  the  common 
cause,  she  does  not  feel  it  necessary  to  urge.  If  to  have  poured  out  the  blood  of  her 
children  like  water — if  to  have  put,  without  stint,  her  means  and  resources  at  the  service  of 
the  confederate  government ;  if  to  have  contributed  promptly,  in  men  and  money,  all  that 
has  been  demanded — nay,  more  than  the  proportion  justly  dem'andable  of  her  by  that 
government — and,  in  excess  of  those  calls,  more  of  both  than  ever  before  was  voluntarily 
laid  on  the  altar  of  patriotism  by  any  people — if  to  have  devoted  to  the  army  numbers  of  her 
old  men,  and  of  her  boys,  eyeu  from  the  schools — if  her  women  have  known  no  occupation, 
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but  to  minister  to  the  sick  and  prepare  and  provide  supplies  and  comforts  for  o»ir  soldiers — 
if  to  have  solved  all  doubtful  questions  in  favor  of  the  confederate  govt-rnmcnt,  and  to  have 
given  always  to  the  confederate  authorities  and  to  the  confederate  policy  a  frank  and 
earnest  support  and  a  liberal  confidence — if  to  be  no  less  animated  now  than  ever  with  the 
same  devotion  to  the  public  cause,  and  no  less  resolved  still  to  pursue  the  same  course  af 
heretofore  in  sustaining  it — if  this  course  and  this  purpose  cannot  protect  ber  from  miscon- 
struction when  she  temperately  though  firmly  checks  the  inadvertence  of,  it  maj'  be  a  com- 
mendable, but  yet  an  indiscreet  zeal,  that  forgets  those  very  rights  she,  as  a  state,  entered 
into  this  war  to  assert,  and  recalls  congress  to  the  recollection,  moincnlarily  obscured,  that 
the  battle  we  are  fighting  is  the  battle  of  sovereign  states,  carried  on  by  njcans  of  a  govern- 
ment of  limited  powers,  of  their  creation,  and  dependent  on  tliem  for  its  existence,  and  not 
the  battle  of  a  sovereign  Confederacy,  carried  on  by  means  of  states  whose  character  as  such 
was  derived  from  or  is  dependent  on  it,  blame  and  the  censufe  if  they  come  will  not  fall  on 
her,  but  should  justly  attach  to  those  who  are  too  blind  to  discern,  or  too  spiriiless  to  repel 
a  plain  violation  of  the  rights,  honor  and  independence  of  the  stntes. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follvwing  ntielutions : 

1.  Resolved  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  that  this  state  claims,  ;is  m:  absolute  right, 
not  relinquished  or  compromised  in  any  manner  by  her  adoption  of  the  constitution  of  the 
Confederate  States,  the  appointment  of  all  otficcrs  deemed  needtul  by  her  to  perform  the 
various  functions  of  her  state  government,  and  their  total  immunity,  except  with  the  assent 
of  the  legislature,  so  far  as  the  same  might  bo  given  consistently  with  the  constitution  of 
the  state,  from  any  military  service  or  duty  to  the  confederate  government. 

2.  Resolved,  that  the  following  oflicers  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  elected  or  ajipointed  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  constitution  and  laws  thereof,  to  wit : 

In  the  legislative  department — The  members  of  both  houses  of  the  general-assemhh  .  and 
the  clerk  of  each  house,  and  the  sergeant  at  arms  and  doorkeepers  thereof — 

/»i  the  executive  department — The  governor;  the  lieutenant  governor;  the  secretary  of 
the  commonwealth  and  his  clerks ;  the  treasurer ;  the  t^vo  auditors,  and  th<5  register  of  the 
land  office,  and  all  their  regular  clerks  provided  for  by  .law ;  the  board  of  public  works  and 
their  secretary ;  the  public  printer  and  the  printer  of  the  senate;  the  adjutant  general  and 
his  clerks;  the  inspector  general ;  the  colonel  of  ordnance^;  the  (luartermaster  general;  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  public  guard ;  the  connnissioners  of  the  revenue  :  one  surveyor  for 
each  county ;  and  the  superintendent  of  the  salt  works,  mid  his  assistants  authorized  by  law — 

In  the  judiciary  department — The  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals  and  of  the  circuit  courts, 
and  the  judge  of  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond ;  the  clerks  of  said  courts, 
and  of  the  district,  county  and  corporation  courts,  or  a  deputy  clerk  for  each  uf  said  courts, 
where  the  clerk  thereof  is  in  iho  military  service  of  the  Confederate  States ;  the  justices  of 
the  peace;  the  attorney  general  and  attorneys  for  the  commonwealth ; 'the  sherifi'  of  each 
county  and  corporation,  and  the  sergeant  and  collector  of  tax(^s  of  each  corporation  having 
a  hustings  court;  the  high  constable  of  the  city  of  Richmond — 

In  the  public  establishments — The  supirintendent  and  prolessors  of  the  Virginia  niilitHr> 
institute ;  the  superintendents  of  the  lunatic  asylums,  and  the  regular  nurses  and  the  teachers 
omployed  in  the  institution  for  tjie  deaf,  dumb  and  blind ;  the  superintendent  of  the  peni- 
tentiary, his  assistants  and  clerk — 

— are  indispensable  to  tiic  performance  of  the  public  functions  with  which  they  are  charged, 
and  to  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  dignity,  integrity  and  efficiency  of  the  government  of 
this  state,  and  the  public  institutions  thereof;  and  are  not,  and  of  right  should  not  be  liable 
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to  be  called  into  the  military  service  of  the  confederate  government,  by  virtue  of  any  lav? 
thereof,  so  long  as  they  hold  their  respective  ofBces  under  this  state. 

3.  Resolved,  that  the  governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  in  such 
mode  as  he  may  deem  best,  to  apprise  the  proper  confederate  authorities  that  the  state  of 
Virginia  claims  and  requires  the  exclusive  service  of  the  above  enumerated  officers,  and 
their  immunity  from  all  military  service  to  the  confederate  government,  by  virtue  of  any 
lav?  thereof 

4.  Resolved,  that  the  governor  be  further  empowered  and  directed  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  the  said  authorities  the  presidents,  cashiers,  tellers,  and  such  other  officers  of  the  banks 
of  discount  and  deposit  of  this  common w^ealth,  as  ho  may  think  necessary  to  the  safe  con-, 
duct  of  their  business ;  also  any  special  cases  of  persons  vi^hose  services  he  may  consider 
important  to  the  public  interests ;  to  the  preservation  of  order,  to  the  security  of  our  cities, 
or  the  efficiency  of  our  public  establishments,  and  request  their  exemption,  so  long  as  they 
may  be  rendering  such  services,  from  the  military  service  of  the  Confederate  States.

The  joint  committee  appointed  "  to  enquire  and  report  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what 
abases  or  inhumanity  may  have  been  practiced  or  tolerated  at  Camp  Lee  in  the  treatment 
of  conscripts,"  have  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  beg  leave  respectfully  to  aob- 
mit  the  following  report : 

Before  entering  upon  the  investigation  required  by  the  resolution  of  the  general  assembly, 
your  committee  deemed  it  becoming  to  apprise  the  secretary  of  war  of  their  purpose,  and  tc 
request  of  him  authority  to  visit  Camp  Lee,  in  order  to  obtain  information,  and  to  enable 
them  more  thoroughly  to  prosecute  their  enquiries.  To  this  application  the  secretary 
promptly  and  courteously  replied,  giving  the  authority  asked  for,  and  expressing  the  plea- 
sure he  felt  at  the  interest  manifested  in  the  conscripts  by  the  general  assembly  in  the  reso- 
lutions of  enquiry  which  they  had  adopted,  and  under  which  your  committee  were  acting. 
The  letter  of  Mr.  Seddon,  together  with  his  written  authority  to  visit  Camp  Lee,  accompa- 
nying it,  your  committee  regard  of  sujBBcient  iuiportan'ce,  and  as  duo  alike  to  the  subject 
and  the  secretary  of  war,  to  refer  to  and  make  a  part  of  their  report,;  and  they  accordingly 
append  them,  marked  A  and  B.  They  think  it  proper  to  remark  also  in  this  connection, 
that  they  found  the  proposed  investigation  of  the  subjects  committed  to  them  had  been  in 
part  anticipated  by  the  action  of  the  secretary  of  war,  before  the  passage  of  the  joint  reso- 
lution by  the  general  assembly,  who,  upon  learning  that  rumors  had  obtained  currency  of 
suffering  among  the  men  at  Camp  Lee  for  want  of  wood,  ord<'red  an  ofScer  to  go  out  and 
investigate  the  matter,  and  make  immediate  report.  Your  committee  have  been  furnished 
with  a  copy  of  that  order,  and  the  reports  thereon,  of  Col.  iShields,  the  commandant  of  th* 
post,  and  of  the  several  officers  in  charge  of  the  troops  at  Camp  I^ee ;  which  are  of  interest 
and  value  as  illustrating  and  explaining  the  subject,  and  as  constituting  a  part  of  the  evi- 
dence upon  which  your  committee  relied  in  arriving  at  their  own  conclusions.  These  docu- 
ments are  appended,  marked  I,  and  in  consecutive  order. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  complaints  which  reached  the  secret^fy  of  war  assumed  the 
general  form  of  "suffering  for  want  of  wood,"  and  the  enquiries  directed  by  him  were  con- 
fined to  that  specific  charge.  So  far  jus  the  investigations  under  the  order  of  the  secretary 
upon  this  head  are  concerned,  the  reptjrts  of  the  commandant  at  Camp  Lee,  and  of  his  sub- 
ordinate officers,  seem  to  your  committee  satisfactory,  .ind  fully  acquit  these  officers  of  any 
neglect  of  duty  in  attending,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the  wants  and  comforts  of  the  men,  in 
supplying  them  with  fuel.  The  statements  made  in  the  reports  to  the  secretary  of  wai 
were  confirmed  to  us  in  the  examination  we  made  at  the  interview  we  had  with  theA« 
officers.  It  appears  that  the  men  were  furnished  with  all  the  wood  allowed  by  the  Army 
Regulations.  The  supply  was  stated  to  be  ample  in  ordinary  weather;  but  during  an  ex- 
tremely rigorous  spell  of  cold,  such  as  occurred  about  the  middle  of  February,  it  was  ad- 
mitted that  the  quantity  of  wood  was  not  adequate.  That  some  discomfort  was  experienced! 
by  some  of  the  conscripts  for  want  of  sufficjent  fire,  is  quite  probable;  but  we  could  ascer- 
tain  no  individual  case  of  the  kind,  and  find  nothing  in  the  circumstances  and  evidence  Ui 
fix  culpability  upon  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  troops  at  Camp  Leo,  much  less  to  SQstain 
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the  allegation  made  through  the  press,  of  inhnmanitj  und  cruelty  to  the  conscripts,  or  of 
any  extraordinary  degree  of  suffering  resulting  in  loss  of  limb  or  death,  or  evejn  of  illnese, 
from  cold.  ' 

It  may  be  proper  here  to  state,  however,  as  a  fact  developed  in  the  course  of  our  investi- 
gation, that  many  of  the  newly  arrived  conscripts  do  suffer  for  the  want  of  clothcjp  and 
blankets.  This  is  not  the  fault  of  the  commandant  or  his  officers.  It  results  from  the  cir- 
cumstance that  conscripts  recently  enrolled  are  sometimes  hurried  to  camp  without  an 
opportunity  being  afforded  them  to  visit  home  and  provide  themselves  with  clothes  and 
blankets,  and  make  other  preparations  Tor  camp  life,  biit  often  from  their  own  neglect  to  do 
BO  ciUer  ample  nucict- 

If  there  be  blame  any  where,  it  is  attributable  to  the  carelessness  or  indifference  of  th« 
enrolling  officers  in  the  country  to  the  wants  and  comforts  of  the  conscripts,  or  to  defects  in 
the  provisions  or  execution  of  the  law.  The  fault  lies  here,  and  not  as  your  committee  are 
assured  in  the  administration  of  the  laborious  and  responsible  department  under  the  manage* 
ment  of  the  commandant,  Col.  Shields,  whose  high  character,  urbane  manners,  delicate 
feelings  of  humanity  and  eminent  qualifications  for  his  post,  forbid  the  conclusion  that  he 
would  exercise  his  authority  otherwise  than  in  the  most  considerate  and  humane  Tnanner 
towards  the  conscripts  under  his  charge,  or  would  practice  or  tolerate  any  other  than  a 
proper  care  and  attention  to  their  wants  and  necessities. 

As  far,  therefore,  as  your  committee  could  pursue  their  investigation — and  it  was  Be 
searching  as  the  nature  of  the  case  and  their  sources  of  information  admitted — they  could 
discover  no  instance  of  a  death,  cruelty,  inhumanity,  or  even  of  extreme  suffering  or  hard* 
ship.  Hardships  there  undoubtedly  aie,  and  have  been,  but  only  such  and  not  more  severe 
than  are  incident  to  camp  fare  and  a  soldier's  life.  We  were  informed  by  the  surgeon,  Dr. 
Palmer,  of  a  case  where  a  man  fell  in  a  fit;  but  he  wa.s  known  to  be  subject  to  fits,  and 
they  were  not  produced  by  exposure  to  the  cold,  as  the  surgeon  believes.  It  happened 
during  that  severe  weather  in  Februaiy,  and  probably  gave  origin  to  the  report  of  inhu- 
manity at  the  camp,  which  was  so  widely  propagated,  and  excited  the  sensibility  of  the 
general  assembly  and  the  people. 

Your  committee  did  not  consider  themselves  limited  in  their  enquiries  to  the  rumor  of 
suffering  among  the  conscripts  for  the  want  of  wood.  Their  duty  embraced  a  wider  scope. 
It  was  to  examine  whether  "  any  abuses  or  inhumanity  was  practiced  or  tolerated  at  Camp 
Lee  in  the  treatment  of  conscripts,"  in  any  way  or  in  any  form.  The  general  assembly  of 
Virginia  had  a  special  interest  in  the  investigation,  as  the  camp  is  near  her  capital,  and  the 
place  of  rendezvous  for  her  conscript  soldiers.  Over  them  she  was  bound  to  exercise  a 
parental  care.  Your  committee  therefore  proceeded  to  Camp  Lee,  and  take  pleasure  in 
stating  were  received  with  politeness  and  courtesy  by  Colonel  Sliields,  the  commandant, 
and  all  the  officers  at  the  post.  Every  facility  and  opportunity  were  afforded  them  for 
examination  and  enquiry  into  the  condition  of  the  camp,  and  of  the  wants,  necessities, 
accommodations  and  comforts  of  the  men.  Colonel  Shields  himself,  and  all  of  his  officers, 
promptly  and  frankly  responded  to  every  enquiry  addressed  to  them  touching  the  matters  to 
which  we  directed  our  euquiries.  We  were  allowed  unrestricted  access  to  every  place  we 
desired  to  visit,  and  an  officer  accompanied  us  to  show  ue  through  the  hospital,  the  barracks 
and  quarters  of  the  men,  which  we  inspected  as  closely  as  time  and  our  inexperienced 
habits  in  relation  to  such  matters  would  enable  us.  We  found  the  hospital  clean,  well  pro- 
vided with  comfortable  beds  and  bed  clothing ;  and  we  do  not  doubt  the  patients  are  atten- 
tively nursed,  and  attended  with  skillful  medical  treatment.  The  large  building  appro- 
priated as  the  principal  quarters  of  the  men,  we  would  remark,  is,  by  reason  of  the  open 
floors  being  made  of  green  plank,  and  the  small  fire  places,  difficult  to  be  warmed  suffi- 
ciently to  be  comfortable  in  extremely  cold  weather.     But  otherwise  the  quarters  are  dry 
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and  well  cleaned,  and  as  well  adapted  to  the  sleeping  uses  of  the  healthy  soldier  a.s  could  be 
expected.  Camp  Lee  is  situated  upon  an  elevated  plain,  remarkubly  dry,  and  represented 
to  be  unusually  healthy.  Although  it  was  generally  understood  at  camp  that  the  committee 
had  made  the  visit  to  ascertain  if  there  existed  or  had  been  practiced  any  abuses,  yet  no 
complaints  were  made ;  nor  in  answer  to  enquiries  could  we  learn  that  any  existed  upon 
which  complaints  could  be  founded.  No  facts  at  least  were  brought  to  our  knowledge. 
Your  committee  take  pleasure  in  reporting  this  as  the  result  of  their  enquiries.  They 
believe  that  the  investigation  will  have  a  good  effect,  and  was,  under  the  circumstances  and 
the  gravity  of  the  charges,  alike  due  to  our  conscripts  and  the  officers  of  the  post.  It  will 
show  to  our  people  that  the  general  assembly  are  not  insensible  to  the  wants  and  sufferings 
of  our  noble  soldiers,  in  whatever  field  or  camp  they  are  called  to  render  service  to  their 
country,  nor  faithless  to  her  solemn  obligations  to  extend  a  })arcntal  care  over  them,  and  to 
shield  and  protect  them  whenever  oppression  and  distress  may  come  upon  them.  It  will 
accomplish  more :  it  will  relievo  the  minds  of  distant  families  and  friends  as  to  the  supposed 
maltreatment  of  husbands,  sons  and  brothers  in  Camp  Lee,  and  mitigate  something  of  that 
repulsiveness  and  dread  with  which  that  military  post  is  viewed  by  conscripts  who  axe 
sent  there  pursuant  to  milit^ty  regplations.
